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PREFATORY    REMARKS. 

With  tliis  Volume  closes  the  educational  proceedings  of  the  Leg- 
islature of  Upper  Canada  as  a  separate  and  independent  Province. 
So  varied  had  these  i)roceedings  been,  that  they  only  cover,  in 
this  Volume,  the  period  of  four  years  :  1836-1840.  The  Volume, 
however,  includes,  in  a  supplementary  Chapter,  (of  two  Parts),  a 
record  of  the  proceedings,  (1),  of  the  General  Board  of  Education  for 
Upi)er  Canada,  from  1823  to  1833,  when  it  ceased  to  exist,  and  also, 
(2),  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  of  King's  College, — 
detailing  the  someAvhat  chequered  financial  history  of  that  Institution, 
from  1828  to  the  end  of  1840. 

This  Third  Volume,  it  may  also  be  noted,  completes,  (with  the 
First  and  Second),  the  History  of  Education  in  Upper  Canada  for 
a  period  of  Fifty  years,  from  1790  to  1840.  The  three  Volumes 
together,  now  completed,  extend  to  over  one  thousantl  pages. 

FoL  the  time,  at  least,  the  Legislature,  of  Upper  Canada  settled, 
in  the  year  1837,  the  troublesome  and  vexed  question  of  the  amend- 
ment to  the  King's  College  Charter.  This  was  not  done  without 
a  good  deal  of  discussion,  some  of  which  is  embodied  in  the  per- 
manent ft)rm  of  valuable  Reports  on  the  subject,  'i'he  most  com- 
l)rtdiensive  of  these  Reports  is  an  elaborate  defence  of  the  King's 
College  Council,  in  refusing  to  surrender  the  Charter  of  the  College, 
at  the  retpiest,  almost  peremptory,  of  Lord  Goderich,  the  Colonial 
Secretary,  in  Novend)er,  1831.  A  second  Report,  even  more  elaborate 
in  its  cliaiacter  than  the  other,  is  one  prepared  ])y  a  Select  Com- 
mittee of  the  Legislative  Council  in  1 837,  on  the  proposed  King's 
College  Charter  Amendment  Bill,  which  was  passed  by  the  House 
of  Assemljly,  and  sent  up,  for  the  concurrence  of  the  Legislative 
Council  by  that  House. 
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In  tliis  comprehensive  Report  was  raised  the  interesting  question 
of  the  right  of  a  Colonial  Legislature  to  alter,  or  amend,  a  Royal  Charter. 
The  same  question  was  raised  in  the  Legislature  of  New  Bruns- 
wick, in  1845,  under  somewhat  siuiilar  circumstances.  The  matter 
was  referred,  in  both  cases,  to  the  Imperial  Covcrnment  for  settle- 
ment ;  but,  in  the  replies  of  the  Colonial  Secretary,  reasons  were 
given  for  assenting  to  the  alteratious  which  had  been  made  by  the 
Legislature,  ])ut  without,  however,  touching  t\w  point  at  issue. 

With  a  view  to  determine  a  question,  somewliat  novel  in  its 
character,  I  obtained,  aud  have  inserted  in  their  a})proi)ridte  i)lace, 
the  opini(nis,  on  the  question  raised,  of  several  gentlemen,  who  were 
known  to  1)e  familiar  with  Constitutional  Law.  These  opinions  are  the 
more  valuable,  from  the  fact,  that  they  discuss  several  })oints  of 
collateral  interest, — especially  as  to  the  general  powers  of  a  Colonial 
Legislature  in  dealing  with  matters  of  Im[)erial  concern,  in  so  far  as 
they  affect  Provincial,  or  now,  Dominion,  affairs. 

Two  other  subjects  embraced  in  this  Volume  are  of  special 
historical  interest.  The  first  is,  the  enlarged  and  conjprehensive 
character  of  the  educational  legislation  of  1 8^9,  which  embraced 
three  important  measures,  providing  for, — 

L  The  endowment  of  the  Common  Schools  of  L^pper  Canada 
with  One  Million  (1,000,000)  acres  of  the  Crown  Lands  of  the 
Province. 

2.  The  proposed  annual  grant  of  Eighty  thousand  dollars, 
($80,000,)  for  the  support  of  Common  Schools,— one  half  to  l)e  paid 
out  of  the  Revenue,  and  tlie  other  half  to  be  raised  by  taxation, — in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  the  proposed  land  grant. 

3.  The  endowment  of  Grammar  Schools  with  Two  Ilnnihed  and 
Fifty  Thousand,  (•250,000,)  acres  of  Crown  Lands,  and  also,  a  liberal 
monetary  provision  for  these,  and  other.  Schools,  out  of  tlie  "School 
Lands"  share  of  the  original  grant  of  1797. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  the  first  and  second  of  these 
schemes  failed  to  be  realized,— especially  as  they  Avere  proposed  just 
before  the  last  Session  of  the  Parliament  of  Upper  Canada.  The 
noble  grant  of  One  iMillion  acres  of  the  Crown  Lands  to  tlu;  Common 
Schools  was  recommended  by  a  joint  Connnittee  of  both  Houses.     The 
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Bill  to  give  effect  to  this  recommendation  passed  the  House  of 
Assembly,  but  only  reached  the  Legislative  Council  on  the  day  before 
the  Legislature  was  prorouged — too  late  to  receive  the  concurrence  of 
that  Body.  The  Bill  to  give  elfcct  to  this  large  land  grant,  having 
thus  failed,  the  monetary  grant,  supplementary  to  it,  was  not  pressed 
to  a  final  vote  in  the  House  of  Assembly.* 

The  educational  proceedings  of  the  year  1839  were  further  dis- 
tinguished by  the  appointment  of  an  inthiential  Commission,  to  encpiire 
into  the  condition  of  the  Public  Departments,  and  also  "  into  the 
State  of  Education  in  Upper  Canada," — including  the  Common  and 
Grammar  Schools,  Upper  Canada  College,  and  tlie  financial  conditioii 
of  King's  College  University. 

The  Committee  of  the  Commissioners,  which  was  appointed  to 
enquire  into  this  matter,  were  also  directed  to  suggest  "  plans  "  for 
the  improvement  and  extension  of  the  educational  facilities  of  the 
Province,  including  (/ommon  Schools,  Grammar  Schools,  Upper 
Canada  College,  as  a  "  School,"  and  as  a  "  Temporary  University," 
as  well  as  to  presenile  a  Course  of  Study  for  each  class  of  Schools, 
and  for  the  double  Institution,  which  was  to  be  embraced  in  Ujijier 
Canada  College. 

In  order  to  aid  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Commissioners 
in  coming  to  a  satisfiictory  conclusion  in  these  matters,  so  as  to  be 
able  to  suggest  suitable  "  plans  "  for  the  extension  and  improvement 
of  Education  in  Upper  Canada,  they  sought  for,  and  (jl)tained,  the 
views  of  several  noted  public  men  on  the  subject.  The  opinions  and 
suggestions  of  these  Gentlemen  are  of  special  value,  as  they  picture, 
with  more  or  less  vividness,  the  lights  and  shades  of  the  Education  of 
the  times ;  while  the  remedial  scheme,  which  the  Commissioners  pro- 
posed, embodied,  to  a  large  extent,  the  views  then  current  among 
experienced  Members  of  both  Plouses  of  the  Legislature,  whom  the 
Commissioners  had  consulted.  These  Gentlemen,  and  indeed  every 
one  who  gave  any  attention  to  the  subject,  united  in  deploring  the 

*It  wab  not  until  1S19, — ten  years  afterwards— that  a  movement  was  made  to  renew  tliis  project.  In 
that  year,  an  Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  United  Canada,  granting  One  Million  acres  of  the  Crown 
Lands  for  the  benefit  of  Common  Schools  in  the  two  Provinces.  This  was  by  no  means  so  generous  an 
endowment  as  that  recommended  by  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  two  Houses  in  1839.  The  One  Million  of 
acres,  then  proposed  to  be  set  apart  in  that  year,  was  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  Common  Schools  of 
but  one  Province, — not  of  two,  as  in  1849.  A  i)rovision,  making  a  monetary  grant,  as  in  1S39,  was 
embodied  in  the  Act  of  1849,  (12  Victoria,  chapter  200.) 
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"  wretched  S3^stem  of  Education  in  the  Province," — as  it  was 
characterized,  in  the  Letter  to  the  Commissioners,  of  th(i  Reverend 
Robert  Murray,  who  was,  two  years  afterwards,  appointed  to  be  tlie 
first  Superintendent  of  Education  in  Upper  Canada.  After  all,  the 
"  System  of  Education,"  deficient  as  it  was  in  its  macliinery  and 
management,  did,  on  the  Avhole,  accomplish  much  good,  and  kejjt 
ahve,  in  most  localities,  an  interest  in  education,  and  a  strong  desire 
for  better  things.  What  it  so  greatly  kicked,  and  what  has  always 
been  regarded  as  essential  to  the  life  and  vitality  of  any  scheme  (.f 
Education^  was  some  system  of  supervision  and  inspection.  The 
consequence  was,  that  many  persons,  without  any  claims  to  quali- 
fications of  any  kind  for  the  ofHce  of  Teacli(;:s,  Avere  indiscrimin- 
ately emi)loyed ;  the  results  can  be  easily  imagined.  In  many  cases, 
the  language  employed,  by  persons  who  referred  to  this  suljject,  was 
as  strong  as  could  be  used,  in  characterizing  the  kind  and  ([uality  of 
the  Teachers  who  were  engaged  in  many  parts  of  the  Province  during 
the  period  between  1830  and  1S40.  All  united,  however,  in  urging 
the  establishment,  as  an  absolute  necessity,  of  at  least  four  Normal 
Schools  in  Upper  Canada — so  great  was  the  destitution  then  in 
regard  to  Teachers  in  the  Province. 

It  may  easily  be  accounted  for,  that  the  elaborate  Report  of  this 
Education  Connnittee  of  the  Commissioners  produced  no  immediate 
result,  ahhough  it  was  a  store-house  of  information  and  suggestion. 
The  Public  mind,  at  the  time,  was  too  largely  absorbed  in  the  con- 
sideration and  discussion  of  tlie  greater  scheme  of  political  amelior- 
ation which  was  unfolded  in  the  memorable  Report  of  the  Earl  of 
Durham,  Lord  High  Commissioner.  The  Union  of  the  Provinces  of 
Upper  and  Lower  Canada  also  loomed  in  the  distance;  and  the  two 
subjects  together  combined  to  exclude  from  practical  acticn,  on  the 
part  of  the  Legislature,  the  inq^oitant  subject  of  education,  especially 
as  it  was  felt  that,  as  a  subordinate  matter,  it  cculd  most  probably,  bo 
more  effectively  dealt  with  under  the  proposed  new  regime. 

The  less  practical  part  of  the  educational  pi-oceedings  of  these 
times  Avas  the  provision,  in  the  Act  of  1839,  "  for  the  Advancement 
of  Education  in  the  Province,"  for  the  establishment  of  a  "  Temporary 
University."    in   Upper   Canada   College.      The    l^ducation   Commis-

sioncrs  wore  directed  to  prepare  a  scheme  to  give  it  efrcct.  This  tlioy 
did.  But  it  was  a  cumherous  and  ineffective  phin,  although  some- 
wliat  elaborate  in  its  details.  The  provision  in  the  Act,  (2  Victoria, 
Chapter  10,)  was  a  reproduction,  although  in  a  less  ambitious  form,  of 
an  abortive  scheme  of  the  same  kind,  which  was  adopted  by  the 
House  of  Assembly  in  1830,  but  rejected  by  tlie  Legislative  Council.* 
It  was,  no  doubt,  an  attempt  to  solve  the  University  question  of  the 
times,  as  was  the  very  establishment  of  Upper  Canada  College  itself 
intended  to  be  a  compromise  on  the  same  sul)ject.  In  both  cases,  the 
object  clearly  was  to  postpone  the  establishment  of  the  University 
until  effective  steps  had  been  taken  to  largely  increase  the  number, 
and  greatly  to  improve  the  character,  of  the  Common  Schools,  and 
also  to  multiply  the  number  of  Grammar  Schools  throiigliout  the 
Country.  The  latter  were  felt  to  be  absolutely  necessary,  for,  without 
them,  Students  could  not  be  prepared  for  entering  the  University. 

Most  of  the  educational  contests  in  the  Legislature  took  place  on 
this  subject;  and,  ycnir  after  year,  one,  or  other,  [)rominont  Member  of 
the  House  of  Assembly  would  move  that  some  practical  steps  be  taken 
to  give  effect  to  the  secondary  object  of  the  original  grant  of  1797,  and 
to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  "Free  Grammar  Schools  "  out  of 
the  "  School  Grant  "  share  of  that  first  educational  endowment.  The 
Lieutenant  Governor  was  frequently  addressed  on  tlie  subject;  but 
no  steps  were  ever  taken  to  provide  a  machinery  for  giving  effect  to 
these  Kesolutions  and  Ad<lrcsses  adopted  by  the  House  of  Assembly 
in  regard  to  "  Free  Grammar  Schools."  It  is  true,  that  a  large  addi- 
tional land  grant  Avas  made  to  the  Grammar  Schools  in  1830;  but,  by 
this  grant,  it  was  not  intended  to  make  these  Scliools  "free." 

At  the  close  of  this  Volume,  I  have  referred  to  the  unjust  criti- 
cism, (in  regard  to  Upper  Canada  College  and  the  University,)  which 
was  practically  endorsed  by  Lord  Glcnelg  and  the  Earl  of  Durham. 
I  have  also  pointed  out  what  was,  no  doubt,  the  real  cause  of  the  pro- 
longued  dispute  in  regard  to  Upper  Canada  College,  and  to  some 
extent,  of  the  University.

PART  I.    rROC'l-:EDlNGS  OF  THE  FIRST  (JFNFRAL  BOARD  OF  EDU- 
CATION FOR  UPPEi;  CANADA,  IS23-18.-.3. 

This  Docuiucutaiy  History  of  Education  in  Upper  Canada  would  scarc-Iy 
be  complete  without  a  fuller  and  more  connectcMl  reference  (than  1  have  liitherto 
been  able  to  give,)  to  the  Proccedinrr.s  of  the  First  General  Board  of  Education 
for  Upper  Canada,  and  of  the  Second  Board,  which  was  the  more  important  <.f 
the  two,  and  was  known  as  the  Council  of  King's  College,  Upper  Canada. 

I  have,  therefore,  gone  carefully  over  the  original  Minutes  of  this  Hrst  JJoard 
of  Education,  and  of  the  si'cond,  or  more  important  Council,— that  of  Kinrr's 
College,— and  liave  selected  and  extracted  only  such  portions  of  the  Proceed ings'of 
these  Bodies  as  appeared  to  be  of  general  jmblic  interest.*  In  order  to  give  tliese 
extracts  a  connected  and  consecutive  form,  I  have  embodied  them  in  their  chrono- 
logical order,  in  this  Chapter,  as  supplementary  to  the  earlier  Chapters  in 
Volume  One,  and  to  the  later  Chapters  in  Voluuie  Two,  of  this  History. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  proceedings  of  the  First  Meeting  of  the 
General  Board  of  Education  for  Upper  Canada,  appointed  under  the  authority 
of  the  Imperial  Government  in  LS-23.  The  names  of  the  Members  of  the  lioard 
are  given  on  pagelOGof  the  First  Volume  of  this  History.  The  Hoard  ceased 
to  exist  in  March,  1833.  Its  proceedings  during  these  years  are  In^piently 
referred  to  in  the  i'irst  and  Second  Volumes  of   this  Documentary  History.

be  pleased  to  order  liiat  such  (juantity  of  the  Lauds  now  remaining  at  the  disposal  of  the  Crown, 
as  will  be  sulticient  to  make  up  the  original  reser\ation,  may  be  set  apart  for  thiit  purpose. f 

And  your  Memorialists,  as,  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray.

At  a  meeting  of  the  CJeneral  Roard  of  Education  for  I'ppcr  Canada  li<lil 
this  day,  the  Rijverend  Docloi-  Strachan,  I'resident  of  the  Board,  laid  before  it  the  copy  (.f  a 
Letter  dated  tiielJlst  of  March,  ISJl),  and  addrcssiul  by  Sir  .John  Colhorne,  the  Lieutenant  (Jover- 
nor, to  the  Revereiul  Doctor  .Jones,  Vice  Chancellor  of  the  L'niversity  of  Oxford.  He  also  laid 
before  the  Board  the  copy  of  a  Communication  from  Sir  .fohn  Colliorne  to  tin;  Kxecutive  Council, 
enclosing  a  copy  of  the  letter  to  the  Vice  Chancellor,  in  which  he  had  asked  the  Vice  Chancellor 
to  select  Masters  for  tlie  new  C(jllege.

Excidlency  will  consent  to  his  being  restored  to  his  olttce,  if  the  Direcl(UB  should  think  that  the 
School  (jau  l)e  aicain,  with  i)rudence,  placed  under  his  charge.  His  Excellency  is,  however,  of 
'pinion  that  an  Assistant  should  be  ai>iioiuted,  and  that  the  Sciiool  lloom  sho\ilil  be  enlargetl.

inight  liiid  it  convenient  to  send  their  children  afterwards  to  the  College  of  I'pper  Canada."

In  Septiiid)er,  l.S2!>,  it  was  ordered  that  this  now  "  Koyal  (irammar  School  "  Mouse  be  titled 
u|»  for  the  reception  of  the  Master  and  lloys  of  the  proposed  U],|,„r  Cana<la  (N.llege.  It  was  also 
a<4reed,  in  l^ecendicr,  lS-2!(.  to  emjiloy  Mr.  John  Ewart  to  i^rcct  a  small  fiame  1  louse,  IH  x  24  l\et, 
and  ten  fi-i-t  high,  for  a  I'reparatoiy  School,  at  a  cost  of  Forty  i)ounds,  (Jb'lO,)  so  that,  as  pointed 
out  by  the  lleverend  Doct.ir  Strachan,  "  the  Central  (National)  Sciiool,  on  an  enlarged  scale, 
should  be  oi)ened  at  tin;  same  time  *vith  the  College  of  I'pper  Cauaila,  in  order  to  shew  that  the 
advantage  of  all  clas.-,es  was  attended  to,"  and  consiilered. 

Noccmher  .JOIIi,  ISJO.  At  tliis  Meeting,  of  the  General  Board  of  E<hication 
for  Upper  Canada,  tlie  Lieutenant  Governor  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
the  necessity  of  prescribing  certain  rules  and  regtdations  lor  the  internal  govern- 
ment of  the  Upper  ( -anada  College  and  its  pupils.  The  Board,  therefore,  agi-eed 
to  certain  general  i)riiiciples  which  .should  govern  in  these  matters,  hut  did  not 
prcscrilie  any  deHiute  rides  or  regtdations. 

The  following  Communication  from  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  (Jovernor,  which  he  had 
addressed  to  the  E.xecutive  Council,  was  laid  before  the  Jioard  fur  consitlerution  : — 

The  fiieutenant  Governor  transmits  for  information  of  the  Executive  Council  the  accom- 
panying L)es[iatch  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  tiie  Colonies,  and,  with  reference  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Lieutenant  (iovirnor's  second  proposal,  videlicet :  ''  To  Endow  the  Ui>per  Canada 
College,"  he  thinks  it  will  be  advantageous  to  the  IVovince  to  direct  that  the  Township  of 
Seymourf  shall  In;  divided  into  lots  of  Iwo  hundred  acres  each,  and  tlie  alternate  lots  of  half  the 
Township,  be  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  College,  and  the  lemaining  lots  be  sold,  as  soon  as  pos- 
sil)le,  liy  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands,  and  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  lie  canied  to  the 
account  of  the  Territorial  Revenue  of  the  Crown. 

2.  The  Lieutenant  (Jovernor  proposes  that  a(iuaiitity  of  lands,  iNpial  to  that  given  by  trans- 
fer, may  be  given  over  to  the  charge  of  tlie  (Jeneral  Board  of  Education,  who  are  the  I'lHier 
Canada  College  Trustjes,  in  any  Township  at  the  disj)osal  of  His  .Maji-^ty's  (Jovernment. 

3.  The  Reserve  in  Wdmot,  which  would  have  fallen  to  the  University,  had  they  not  been 
promiseil  conditionally  to  German  Settlers,  may,  with  proiuiety,  be  selected  as  a  part  of  the 
land  with  which  the  I'pper  Canada  College  is  to  be  endowed. 

4.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  also  recommends  that  all  the  Townsliips  set  ai)art  fur  the  main- 
tenance of  Schools  miy  be  divided  and  exchanged,  as  above  proposed.

*J.  Soon  after  your  Excellency's  arrival  in  the  Colony,  yf)ur  attention  was  drawn  to  the 
subject  of  Education,  in  the  improvement  of  which  you  had  been  eminently  successful  in  your 
former  government  I  of  the  Lsland  of  Guernseyj.  Jfere  a  much  wider  spliere  [iresented  itself, 
and,  being  C(MU|)uratively  a  new  Countiy,  much  more  remained  to  be  done. 
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3.  Under  this  impression,  your  Excellency  was  pleased  to  call  the  notice  of  ihe  Leyishiture 
to  this  important  subject  in  your  first  Address  to  both  Branches  of  tlwit  Honourable  Body  [on 
the  8th  of  January,  182!)]  ;  for  while,  it  was  admitted,  that  tlie  Scliools  were  increasing  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province,  it  was  sutliciently  evident  that  the  general  system  might  be  very  much 
amended  ;  and.  that  tlie  (Jrammar  Schools,  in  the  several  Districts,  might  be  rendered  far  nujre 
efficient,  and  their  course  of  instruction  much  more  extensive. 

4.  In  connnencing  with  the  Royal  (Jiammar  School  (at  York),  it  was  understood  that,  after 
placing  it  in  a  state  of  efhcicncy,  your  Excellency  would  extend  your  aid  t»  the  otiier  District 
(Grammar)  Sclun)i8,  as  the  means  at  your  dis|)08al,  and  tlie  gr(<\ving  population  of  the  Country, 
seemed  to  require. 

5.  In  furtlierance  of  these  valuable  objects,  your  Excellency,  on  tlie  4tli  of  April,  1829, 
(page?,  anfc)  laid  before  this  Board  a  plan  for  establishing  a  Seminary,  to  consist  of  four  Classical 
Masters,  one  Mathematical  Master,  two  for  Writing  and  Arithmetic,  one  for  Frencli,  and  one 
for  Drawing,  that  it  might  be  open  at  once  to  the  youth  of  the  Province  a  liberal  and  extensi\  e 
course  of  education,  and,  not  only  become  a  nursery  for  the  University,  and  a  model  for  other 
Grammar  Schools,  but  also  l)e  the  means  of  producing  an  uniform  system  of  classical  and  mathe- 
matical instruction  throughout  the  Province. 

0.  As  it  was  determined  to  give  liberal  .salaries  to  the  Teachers,  in  order  to  induce  men  of 
ability  to  c(jme  out  from  England,  it  was  proposeil  to  .solicit  His  Majesty's  (lovernment  for  such 
an  endowment,  as,  with  the  School  and  the  District  allowance,  might  defray  tlie  annual  ex[)ense 
of  an  Institution  founded  on  a  scale  so  extensive. 

7.  Such  an  application  became  the  more  expedient,  as  it  was  your  Excellencj''8  fixed  pur- 
pose to  assume  nothing  more  in  favour  of  Upi)er  Canada  College,  than  its  due  propoiticni  oi  the 
produce  of  the  School  Lands. 

8.  The  Board,  justly  appreciating  your  Excellency's  anxiety  to  promote  so  desirable  an 
establishment,  which  every  motive  of  sound  policy  shows  the  expediency  of  putting  on  a  per- 
manent footing,  expressed  their  readiness  to  share  the  responsibility  which  your  Excellency  liad 
assumed,  and  to  give  all  the  assistance  in  their  power  to  carry  it  into  successful  operation. 

9.  That  no  time  might  be  lost,  the  Board,  [on  tlie  4th  of  April  1829  page  7,  ante^,  made  the 
necessary  arrangemerts  to  enable  the  Masters  to  leave  ICngland  with  comfort  and  convenience, 
whom  your  Excellency  had  invited  the  Vice  Chancellor  of  Oxford,  in  conjunction  with  two  other 
respectable  gentlemen,  to  select  for  the  purpose  of  taking  charge  of  the  Seminary. 

10.  The  preliminary  steps  having  been  taken,  it  became  necessary  to  choose  a  site  for  the 
College  of  Upper  Canada,  as  that  on  which  the  District  (rirammar)  School  stood  had  btcome 
inconvenient  from  the  rajiid  increase  of  buildings  around  it.  Your  Excellency,  however,  relievi-d 
the  Board  from  all  anxiety  on  that  head,  by  granting  Russell  Sipiare  for  theimrpose,  a  situation 
healthy  and  commodious,  and  affording  ample  sjiace  for  the  College,  the  buildings  necessarj  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  Teachers,  and  for  the  recreation  of  the  jiupils.      (Page  8,  ante). 

11.  This  liberal  measure  had  the  further  good  effect,  that  it  enabled  the  Board,  by  the  sale 
of  the  former  [Royal  C4rammar]  School  site,  to  raise  a  considerable  fund  towards  erecting  the 
necessary  buildings. 

12.  In  the  month  of  June,  1829,  contracts  were  entered  into  for  building  the  Cidlege  and 
the  retjuisite  appendages.  In  September  of  that  year,  the  appointment  of  the  Principal  and 
Masters  was  announced  in  letters  from  Oxford.  In  the  course  of  October  and  November,  these 
Gentlemen  all  arrived  ;  and,  on  the  4th  of  January,  18o0,  I'pper  Canada  College  was  opene  1, 
and  the  business  of  instruction  commenced. 

13.  What  had  only  been  projected,  a  few  months  beftjre,  was  now  happily  accomplished; 
and,  when  the  tir.^t  annual  examination  took  place  in  December  last,  the  audience,  and  indeed 
the  whole  Province,  might  be  justly  congratulated  on  the  establishment  of  a  Seminary  eipial, 
if  not  sujierior,  in  its  api>ointments,  for  classical  and  elementary  instruction,  to  any  in  the 
Mother  Country.  The  result  of  the  examination  was  mcist  satisfactory  ;  and,  when  this  Board 
declared,  through  its  President,  that  the  progress  of  the  youth,  in  their  various  studies,  had 
fully  answered  every  reasonable  expectation,  and  had  lelt  a  deep  im])ression  on  the  minds  of  all 
the  Members  of  the  Board  of  the  zeal,  skill  and  ability  manifested  by  the  Gentlemen  to  whom 
their  Education  had  been  committed,  the  diiclaration  was  fully  ;  ccorded  in  by  every  one  present. 

14.  Judging  it  jtroper  that  the  public  should  be  made  aware  of  the  great  advantages  offered 
to  the  youth  of  the  Country  by  Uj)per  Canada  College,  and,  that  it  might  be  seen  that  the 
pupils  enjoy  every  facility  that  can  be  desired  for  their  improvement,  the  Reverend  Princijial 
was  reciuested  to  draw  up  a  detailed  Report  of  the  Course  of  instruction,  and  to  subjfun  to  it 
such  other  matters  as  parents  and  guardians  might  be  supposed  anxious  to  know. 
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15.  Such  a  Report  is  herewith  annexed  ;  ami.  from  the  clearness  and  minuteness  of  it.s 
details,  persons  interested  in  the  education  of  the  rising -generation  can  ncnv  decide  for  themselves 
on  the  henefits  oflered  to  the  youtli,  who  are  sent  to  this  Institution  for  instruction. 

16.  It  only  remains  for  tlie  Board  to  aiinonnce  the  gratifying,'  intelligence,  that  His  Majesty's 
Government  lias  been  pleased  to  sanction  such  an  endowment  as  will  still  furtlier  extend  the 
usefulness   and  ensure  the  stalnlity,  of  The  College  of  Uiiper  Canada.

This  Report  on  the  state  of  Upper  Canada  College  dining  the  first  year  of 
its  establishment  is  both  interesting  and  valuable.  It  is  interesting,  because  it 
furnishes  a  correct  idea  of  what  was  aimed  at  in  creating  Upper  Canada  ('uUege, 
apart  from  the  historical  lesumo  which  details  of  the  various  steps  wliich  were 
taken  by  Sir  John  Colborne,  and  so  heartily  seconded  by  the  General  Board  of 
Education,  (wliicli  on  its  institution,  was  constituted  its  Trustees  and  Directors,) 
in  bringing  the  College  into  practical  operation.  It  is  valuable,  from  the  fact 
that  it  furnishes  a  standard  l)y  which  to  judge  of  the  progress  and  elliciency  of 
the  College  during  subsequent  years. 

Report  of  the  Reverend  Doctor   Harris,  Principal  of   Upper   Canada 

College,   1831. 

The  Report  of  the  Reverend  Doctor  Harris,  the  first  Principal  of  Upper 
Canada  College,  is  also  interesting  and  instructive,  and  for  the  same  reasons  ;  but 
it  is  chiefly  so,  from  the  fact  that  in  those  early  days,  (1829-18.31,)  so  high  a 
standard  was  set  up, — to  be  practically  reached,  (as  it  was,)  in  the  instruction  of 
pupils  in  the  ordinary  branches  of  education ;  and  also  that  a  place  was  found  in 
the  curriculum  for  familiarizing  the  scholars  with  the  sacred  truths  of  the  Bible, 
by  means  of  reading  portions  of  it,  and  memoritcr  recitations  from  it.* 

,     To  the  General  Hoard  of  Education,  as  Trustees  and  Directors  j/  Upper  Canada  College  : 

Gentlemen  — 

Tlie  first  year  of  Ujiper  Canada  Cullegc  liaviug  arrived  at  its  termination,  I  hecf  to  lay  t)cfore  you  the 
following  brief  statement  of  our  proceedings  and  l)ro^;re^!^  during  that  period  ;  and,  althoiigli,  tlie  average 
advancement  of  the  hcholars  be  not  anything  extraordinary,  I  will  yet  venture  to  hojie  that,  under  all  the 
attendant  circunislanceK,  the  ifsnit  of  our  fir.st  year's  laboiun  has  not  falK'n  short  of  \\hat  inigiit  have  been 
reasonably  anticipated.  The  circunistances  to  wliidi  I  allude,  as  tending  to  retard  our  iirogresa  hitiierto, 
are  the  ditliciiltirs  which  must  necessarily  accomp-'ny  the  |)Utting  into  operation  of  an  extensive  Seminary 
in  a  new  country,  and,  in  some  measure,  oti  new  princii)les.  and  more  especially,  the  time,  which  is  unavoid- 
al)ly  lost,  in  bringing  a  nuniber  of  boys,  who  have  been  liitherto  iii'jtructed,  some  on  one  system,  and  some 
on  another,  to  the  same  uniform  plan  of  discipline  ami  education. 

2.  On  my  arrival  here  in  the  latter  end  of  November,  18'2!>,  I  found  myself  associated  with  the  Vice 
Principal,  the  Mathematical  and  the  l"'irst  and  Second  Classical  Masters,  assisted  by  the  French  and 
Writing  NIa.sters;  and  I  was  re<|uested  to  prei)are  a. plan  of  instruction  which  should  embrace  these  several 
deijartinents. 

3.  In  the  |)rosecution  of  this  task,  it  seemed  desirable,  that  a  Preparatory  School  should  be  attached  to 
the  College,  in  which  elementary  scliolars  sliould  be  brought  so  far  forward  as  to  enable  them,  when 
removed  into  the  lowest  College  forms,  to  (jroceed,  without  retarding  the  general  system  ;  and,  on  your 
approval  of  a  suggestion  to  that  effect,  a  Master  of  the  Preparatory  School  was  appointed  ;  a  measure,  of 
which  sub.seipien);  experience,  has  proved  the  necessity  and  advantage. 

4.  In  addition  to  the  Masters  already  enumerated,  and  whose  several  de))artments  form  indispensable 
parts  of  the  course  |>ursue(l  in  the  College,  a  Drawing  Master  was  also  attaclied  for  the  instruction  in 
Dr.awing,  —  i)erspective  and  planning, — by  fcticli  i)ui>il9  as  might  be  desirous  of  learning  these  branches, 
which,  however,  it  is  at  the  option  of  the  friends  of  the  scholars  for  them  to  learn,  or  not. 

*It  will  be  seen  from  pages  82  'Jti  of  the  Second  Volun  e  oi  this  Documentary  History  that  the  House  of 
Assembly  instituted  a  rigid  en(juiry  into  tlie  condition  and  practical  working  of  Upper  Canada  College 
in  December,  1832. 
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5.  According  to  tlie  plan,  on  wliicli  I  proposed  to  conduct  the  instruction  of  the  scholars,  the  College, 
independently  of  the  Preparatory  School,  is  divided  into  six  forms,  or  cla.sses  ;  during  the  past  year,  the 
number  of  forms  actually  in  op(U-ation  wa«  only  five  ;  as  it  ttidnot  apptar  that  there  weie  any  .scholars  who 
could  advantageously  be  put  upon  the  course  designed  for  the  Sixth  Form  ;  though  I  trust  that,  as  wo  pro- 
ceed, there  will  be  no  lack  of  candidates  for  the  higher  degree  of  instruction  which  we  can  impart  in  that 
form. 

6.  A  detail  of  the  occupation  of  the  several  forms  will  perhaps  be  the  most  satisfactory  means  of  con- 
veying a  correct  idea  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  education  which  a  youth  may  acnuire,  either  in  going 
through  the  entire  course  of  six  forms,  or  in  proceeding  only  as  far  as  any  particular  form  short  of  the 
highest. 

First  Fmia  :  Rudiments  of  Latin,  embracing  some  of  the  leading  rules  of  Syntax,  — Latin  Vocabulary, 
con.struing  Conleriusj'  Collofiuifs,  with  the  aid  of  a  transl;itii)n  ;  Eiigli.sh  Heading  ;— and,  on  Monday  Murn- 
ings,  Memoriter  Recitutioim  from  the  Nnw  Tt;.stamt-nt  ;  Writing  and  Arithmetic.  This  form  attends  tlie 
Classical  Masters,  nineteen  hour.s,  and  the  Writing  Master,  nine  liours  in  each  week. 

Scconil  Fiiria.  Latin  Grammar  cimtinued,  including  the  entire  Syntax;  "  Propria  (pne  Maribus;"  and 
"As  in  Pr;esenti  "—construing  Cordcrius  and  Lec.tione.s  Seh-cta-,  without  the  aid  uf  a  translation  ; — and 
writing  Latin  exercises  fiom  the  Eton  Kxempla  Minora  ;—Mi.'*cellaneuus  English  Reading  and  Scripiuiu 
Recitation  on  Mcjnday  mornings;— Elements  of  French  ;  Writing  and  Arithmetic.  This  form  attends  the 
Classical  Masters,  eighteen  hours  and  a  half ;  the  French  Master,  two  hours  ;  and  the  Writing  Master 
seven  hours  and  a  half,  in  each  week. 

Third  Form.  Latin  Grammar  completed,  including  Prosody ;  construing  Cornelius  Nejws  and 
Phcedrus  ;  — Exercises  ;— Clarke's  Latin  Elements  of  Greek -one  lesson  (ler  week;— English  History; — 
Recitation  of  Scripture  im  Monday  mornings  ; — French  ;  Writing  ami  Arithmetic;— Geography.  Thisform 
attends  the  Classical  Masters  sixteen  hours  and  a  half,  the  French  Master  six  hours  and  the  Writing 
Master  five  hours  and  a  half,  in  each  week. 

Fourth  Form.  Greek  Granunar,  to  the  end  erf  Regular  Verbs ; — Latin  Grammar,  entire  ;— Construing 
Valpy's  Greek  Delectus,  Ciesar's  Commentary,  and  Ovid's  Epistles.  Exercises  ;—(Vali)y's  Greek  ;  (''His' 
Latin  ;  Nonsensi;  Latin  Ver.-ie  ; — English  Themes.)  Roman  History  ;— Recitation  of  Scripture  on  ^Ionday 
mornings; — Elements  of  Mathematics;  Writing  and  Avithmetic; — CJeography  ;  French.  This  form 
attends  the  Classical  Masters  fifteen  hours,  tlie  Mathematical  Master  five  hours  and  a  li.ilf,  the  J'reuch 
Master  four  hours,  and  the  Writing  Master  three  hours,  in  each  week. 

Fifth  Firvi.  (Jreek  Grammar,  continued  ;  Latin  Gramtnar  entire.  Construction — (Greek  Testament — 
Analecta  Gneca  Minora.;  Ovid's  Metam  ;  Virgil;  Cicero.)  Exercises  (Valpy's  (ireek  ;  Ellis'  Latin; 
Re-translations  of  (Cicero  ;— Latin  Versijs  ;  lOngJish  Thenie.Ti.)  Greci;iin  History;  Mathematics;  French; 
Geogra[)hy.  This  form  attends  the  Classical  Masters  sixteen  hours  and  a  half;  the  Mathematical  Master 
five  nours,  and  the  Frencli  Master  six  hours  and  a  half,  in  each  week. 

Sixth  Form.  Greek  and  Latin  Grammar  entire. — C(jnstruing  :  (Greek  Testament;  Dalzel's  "  Collec- 
tion;"—Gr;eca  Majora;  Horace;  Cicero;  Virgil.)  Exercises— (Valpy's,  or  Neils(m's,  (inek  ;  Valjjy's 
Elegantiie  Latin;e ;  Re-translations  and  Memoriter  Recitations  of  Greek  and  Latin  Authors ;— Latin 
Veree ;  Latin  and  English  Themes.)  Mathematics;  French.  This  form  attends  the  Classical  jVIasters, 
seventeen  hours;  the  Mathematical  Master,  eight  hours  ;  and  the  French  Master,  three  hours,  in  each  week. 

7.  It  is  proper  to  observe,  that  it  is  not  contemplated  always  to  contiiio  the  Classical  reading  of  the 
Sixth  I''orm  to  those  books  only,  which  are  named  in  the  above  detail  ;  h>it  these  will  be  varied,  from  time 
to  time,  as  there  may  be  occasion,  and  the  higher  classes  introduced,  whenever  there  is  sulHcie.nt  advance- 
ment to  allow  of  their  introduction.  Possibly,  too,  in  the  course  of  time,  it  may  become  desirable  to  add 
other  branches,  which  do  not  at  present  enter  into  any  course  of  studies. 

Note.  By  reference  to  pages  28-30  of  the  Secoml  Voluuie  of  tlii.s  Docu- 
mentary History,  it  will  be  sc.'n  that  in  July  of  thi.s  yeai-  (1831,)  exception  was 
taken  by  a  number  of  influential  Getitlcmen,  to  tlie  proniineiico  which  was  given 
in  the  foregoing  curriculum  of  Upper  Canada  College  to  classical  studies,  to  the 
exclusion  of  commercial  subjects.  The  correspondence  which  took  place  on  the 
subject,  and  which  is  there  given,  is  interesting.  In  December,  1832,  and  again 
in  March,  1835,  the  character  of  the  course  of  instruction  in  Upper  Canada  Collef^e 
was  again  the  subject  of  in([uiry  by  the  House  of  Assembly.  See  pages  82-8G, 
and  171-173  of  the  same  Volume  of  this  History. 

8.  I  would  also  remark  of  the  occasional  reading  and  committing  to  memory  of  the  Scripture,  that,  as 
the  Scholars  consist  of  the  children  of  jiareiits  of  every  Religious  DeiKuuination,  particular  care  is  taken,  to 
adhere  strictly  to  the  simjile  text,  without  any  comment,  or  explanation, —further  than  concerns  its  literal 
and  grammatical  sense  ;  and,  in  the  Pre|)aratory  School,  in  conse(iuence  of  a  representation  made  to  me, 
some  time  since, -those  Scholars,  who  are  Roman  Catholics,  make  use  of  the  Douay  version  of  the  New 
Testament.* 

*See  the  Editor's  remarks  on  this  mode  of  giving  pui)il3  a  knowledge  of  the  Bible,  etc.,  on  page  12,  ante. 
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9.  The  following  are  the  particulars  of  the  Terms,  attendance,  etc.,  at  the  College  : 
m  The  dues  for  instruction  are,   for  each  Scholar  in  the  College— Two  pounds  (t'2,)  in  the  Prepara- 
tory School  ;  One  pound,  five  shillings  (t'L-5-0)  per  (juartei,  with  an  additional  Five  Shillings  per  ciuarter 
for  every  Scholar  for  th-i  contingent  expenses  of  pens,  ink,  fuel,  etc. 

(2)  These"  terms  include  ev.  ry  branch  of  instruction,  excei)t  Drawing,  for  which  there  is  an  extra  charge 
of  Ten  Shillings  per  (piarter,  exclusive  of  the  expense  of  drawing  materials. 

(3)  liooks  are  provided  by  the  College  at  the  expense  of  the  Scholars.  For  this  purpose,  a  large  stock 
of  books,  drawing  and  writing  materials,  has  been  provided,  from  whicii  the  Scholars  are  supplied  more 
adv;uitai<eoiHly  than  they  would  purchase  the  same  articles  in  the  ordinary  manner.  The  General  lioard 
of  lvluc:iti<.ii,  :u)  Trustees  and  Directors,  have  also  concurred  in  an  arrangement  that  any  books  may  be 
.supplied  from  the  College  stock  to  i.rivate  individuals,  not  members  of  tho  College,  on  api.li';:ition  to  the 
rrincipal,  whenever  this  can  be  doni;  without  incimvenience  to  the  College. 

(4)  The  College  <^)uarters,  or  Terms,  are  ordered  as  follows  :— 

((/)  Finst  quarter,  commencing  immediately  after  the  Christmas  Vacation,  and  ends  on  the  20th  of 
March. 

(//)  Second  quarter,  commencing  on  the  lOlh  of  June,  and  ends  at  the  beginning  of  the  Summer  Vaca- 
tion, between  the  i:^lh  and  liitli  of  August. 

(-:)  Fourth  quarier  commences  at  the  termination  of  the  Summer  Holidays,  about  1st  October,  and  ends 
at  the  commencement  of  the  Christmas  Vacation,  between  December  the  18th  and  "Jlth. 

(d)  At  whatever  perioil  of  eitiier  of  the  (piarters  a  scholar  is  admitted  into  the  College,  or  Preparatory 
School,  his  (lues  are  ])ayable  from  tiie  l)eginning  of  that  ipiarter. 

(5)  The  Vacatiims  of  the  College  are  the  following  :  — 

((<)  The  Christmas  Vacation,  which  commences  on  the  Saturday  preceding  Chrietmas  Day,  and  continu- 
ing for  a  fortnight. 

(I>)  The  Faster  Vacation,  which  commences  on  the  Thursday  preceding  Good  Friilay,  and  continues 
during  tlie  l''aster  week. 

(f)  The  Summer  Vacation,  which  commence?  on  the  Saturday  nearest  to  tlie  sixteenth  of  August, 
(either  before,  or  after,)  and  termin-ites  on  the  Thursday,  six  weeks  following. 

((/)  The  daily  attendance  of  the  Scholars,  at  the  College  and  Prep;iratory  School,  is  from  a  .luarter 
before  nine,  oVlock  till  twelve;  and  fnr.n  two  o'clock  till  four,  exc-^pting  on  S.itunlays,  wlien  there  is  no 
afternoon  attendance. 

(c)  The  ])upils,  wir)  learn  to  draw,  attend  the  Drawintf  Master  six  hours  in  the  course  of  the  week, 
during  the  intervals  between  tiie  ordinary  College  attend.uice. 

10.  The  number  of  Scholars  admitted  since  the  opening  of  the  College,  on  (he  4th  -Tune,  1S30,  to  the 
twelfth  of  Januar}',  LSSl,  is  one  hundred  and  forty,  —of  tliat  eighteen  are  kn.iwn  to  have  left  the  College  ;  and 
I  .am  led  to  conclude  from  report  that  some  others  have  also  left  since  the  Christmas  Vacation,  although 
I  have  received  no  informatir)n  from  their  friends  on  the  subject.  The,  uncert'iinty  and  inconvenience  which 
have  arisen  from  the  general  neglect  of  parents  to  give  any  kind  of  notice  on  the  removal  of  rheir  .sons,  have 
been  much  fi-lt  thn.ughout  the  i)ast  year.  I  can  scarcely  point  out  how  unsatisfactory  it  is  to  proceed  for 
several  weeks  after  the  commencement  of  every  new  (piarter  in  a  state  of  uncertainty,  as  to  the  number  of 
scholars  actually  belonging  to  the  several  forms. 

11.  To  obviate  this  incoi.venience  in  future,  I  beg  to  suggest  for  your  concurrence,  that  it  be  a 
ijtandiiig  Regulation  of  the  College,  that  any  Scholar  not  returning  to  College,  or  a  sutlicient  reason  for  his 
absence,  not  being  assigned  to  the  Princii)al,  within  one  week  from  the  commeticeinent  of  any  College 
quarter'  shall  be  considered  as  withdrawn  ;  and  his  name  era.sed  from  the  list  accordingly.  Notwithstand- 
ing which  regulation,  I  trust  a  disjjosition  to  facilitate  the  conduct  of  the  Inslilutiou,  will  iiiHuence  the 
friends  of  Scholars  to  send  notice,  when  it  is  their  intention  to  discontinue  the  attendance  of  any  boy  at 
the  College. 

12.  In  adverting,  in  conclusion,  to  the  late  examination,  I  would  notice  that,  as  there  were  only  five 
forms  in  operation  during  the  i)revious  year,  the  extent,  to  which  that  examination  c!)uld  be  carried,  was 
necessarily  limited  t"  clie  course  i)re.scribed  for  the  fifth  form.  Future  examinations  we  may  e\[)ecc  to  be 
carried  to  a  higher  jxiint,  as  well  as  to  include  some  subjects,  such  as  History  and  (ieography,  which, 
though  rot  neglected  during  the  past  year,  were  not  introduced  into  the  examination,  because  we  were,  for 
a  great  part  of  that  period,  unprovide<l  with  uniform  books  ou  these  subjects. 

13.  With  respect  to  the  elficiency  actually  exhibited  by  the  scholars  at  the  late  examination,  I  have 
much  satisfaction  in  statinc  my  opinion,  that,  considering  it  to  have  been  the  first  public  examination  in  a 
now  Instituti'in,  and  also  considering  that  our  object  has  been  rather,  to  lay  a  sound  foundation,  than  to 
make  a  display  of  rapid  and  apparently  extensive  acquirements,  the  examination  was  passed  generally  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  encourage  favourable  anticipations  of  the  future,  both  as  regards  the  College  and 
the  Scholars;  and,  whilst  recording  this  opinion,  I  beg  to  be  alloweii  to  exi)ress  my  sense  of  the  able  and 
unremitting  co-operation  of  my  Colleagues,  and  the  Masters  of  the  Establishment  in  general,  by  which  so 
satisfactory  a  result  of  our  first  year's  labours  has  been  effected. 

14.  To  the  above  Rejiort,  Gentlemen,  which  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  jou,  I  have  only  to  add 
my  sincere  desire,  and,  I  tru.~t,  not  unfounded  hope,  that  the  success  of  so  noblj-  designed  an  institution  as 
lJp[)er  Canada  College,  may  l>e  correspondtmt  to  the  liberality  with  which  vou  liave  provided  for  its  estab- 
lishment;  and  that  its  beneficial  effects  may  ecpial  the  wishes  of  the  exalted  individual,  who.se  enlightened 
regard  for  the  public  good,  projected  and  completed  it.

Chap.  I.  PROCEEUINGS  OF  KING's  COLLEGE  COUNCIL,  1827-8-37.  15 


May  2nd,  1S31.  The  General  Board  at  its  meeting  to  diiy  iiuthorized  the  erection  of  a 
Boarding  House  at  an  expense,  not  exceeding  Twelve  Hundred  ])()und3,  (f  1,200,)  to  be  placed 
in  charge  of  the  Principal, — the  other  Masters  to  assist  in  rotation.  The  JJoard  also  directed 
tliat  the  District  (Grammar)  school  bo  put  into  repair  for  the  Central  (National)  School. 

July  SOfli,  ISil.  At  the  Meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  Education,  heM  this  day,  a  Com- 
munication  from  His  Excellency,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  was  read,  enclosing  an  extract  from 
a  Report  of  the  Executive  (Council,  on  the  subject  of  fonuiug  District  iJoards  of  lOilucatiwn,  to 
be  united  to  the  (icneral  lioard  of  Education  for  the  l*roviuce.  (No  action  was  taken  on  Lho 
subject.) 

(Note.     Meetings  of  the  Board  of  no   special   importance  were  held  on  the 

28th  of  June,   l.'ith    of  Augu.st,    1 7th   of  September,  and  the   27th  of  October, 

1831 ;  also  on  the  2Sth  of  February,  1832.) 

JtvUj  -i^.sV/i,  lH].i.  At  a  Mooting  of  the  General  Board,  held  on  this  day,  a  letter  was  road 
from  the  Hight  Heverend  BislM})  Macdonell,  making  application  for  the  old  Scliool  ilo-;se  for 
Roman  Catholic  chihlren,  until  one,  which  is  being  built,  is  linished.  The  Boai'd  regretted  that 
the  reipie^t  coulil  not  be  coun)Iied  with,  as  it  had  been  nspresenteil,  by  Mr.  Joseph  S])ragg,  to 
be  absolutely  necessary  for  tlie  children  of  the  Central  (National)  ticlKiol. 

Note.     The   next  JMeeting  of  the  Geneial   l)oard  of  Education  for    Upper 

Canada  was  held  on  tlie  18th  of  February,  18.S3,  at  wliich  uniin])ortant  l>usiness 

was  transacted.     To  such  proceedin<js,  therefore,  no  reference  is  made.     The  last 

Meeting  of  the  Board,  as  lecordcd  it  its  Minute  Book,  was  held  on  the  11th  day 

of  March,  1833.     1'he    Confidential    Despatch    of  Lord   Goderich,    the    Colonial 

Secretary,    dated    the    5th   of    July,  1832,  (See  page  8(5  [)u6t)  directs,    that  the 

Lieutenant  Governor  should  : — 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Law  OHicers,  take  the  necessary  legal  measures  Ibr  dissolving 
the  Board,  and  for  re-investing  in  the  Crown  the  Estate,  of  which  they  have  liad  charge  .   .   . 

This  the  Lieutenant  (Jlovernor  evidentl}^  did,  for  the  General  Board  of  Edu- 
cation for  Upper  Canada  ceased  to  exist  during  this  year,  (1833).  Its  functions 
were  informal  l}-,  but  n(;vertheless  practically  transferred  to,  and  discharged  by, 
the  Council  of  Jving's  College,  of  which  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan  was  also 
President,  as  he  had  been  of  tlie  General  Ijoard  of  Education  for  Upper  Canada, 
The  Members  of  this  General  Board  were,  with  one  or  two  excejjtions,  Members 
of  the  Kind's  Colleife  Council. 


PART  IE    PROCEEDINGS  OF    KING'S  COLLEGE   COUNCIL,    1827-1837. 

To  the  original  Minutes  of  King's  College  are  prefixed  a  copy  of  the  Charter 
of  the  College,*  dated  the  loth  day  of  March,  1827,  and  a  copy  of  the  Thirty- 
nine  Articles  of  the  Church  of  England, — "  Agreed  upon  by  the  Archbishops  and 
Bishops  of  both  Provinces,  (Canterbury  and  York,),  and  the  Whole  Clergy,  in 
the  Convocation,  holdcn  at  London,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord,  15G2,  for  avoiding 
of  Diversities  of  0[)iMi()n,  and  foi-  the  P^stablishment  of  Consent,  touching  True 
Religion."  These  Articles  are  signed  by  Robert  Sympson  Jameson,  Yice-Chancellor 
of  Upper  Canada,  William  Campbell,  Chief  Justice  of  the  same  ;  Thomas  Ridont, 
Surveyor-General  ;  Thomas  Phillips,  Doctor  of  Divinity;  John  Beverley  Robinson, 
Attorney-General ;  Ilemy  JohnBoulton,  Solicitor-General  ;  Grant  Powell,  Olficial 
Principal  of  the  Surrogate  Court ;  Christopher  Widmer,  Doctor  of  Medicine,  and 
Joseph  Hemington  Harris,  Doctor  of  Divinity.

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First  Meeting  of  King's  College  Council,  1828. 

January  8th,  1S:?8.— The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  of  King's  College  took 
place  this  day.  The  Commission  of  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,  Lieutenant-Governor 
of  Upper  Canada,  dated  the  13th  of  December,  1827,  appointing  the  following  to 
be  Members  of  the  Council  was  read,  videlicet.  The  Honourable  William  Campbell, 
Chief  Justice  of  Upper  Canada  ;  the  Honourable  Thomas  Ridout,  Surveyor- 
General  ;  the  Reverend  Thomas  Phillips,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  Head  Master  of  the 
Royal  Grammar  School,  York  ;  John  Beverley  Robinson,  Attorney-General  ; 
Henry  John  Boulton,  Solicitor-General ;  the  Venerable  George  Okill  Stuart, 
Doctor  of  Divinity,  Archdeacon  of  Kingston;  and  (Jrant  Powell,  Official 
Principal  of  the  Surrogate  Court.  The  Ex-oficio  Members  were,  Sir  Peregrine 
Maitland,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Chancellor  of  the  University,  and  the  Honourable 
and  Venerable  John  Strachan,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  Archdeacon  of  York,  President 
of  the  University.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  appointed  Mr.  James  Given.s,  junior, 
to  be  Registrar,  and  the  Honourable  Joseph  Wells,  Bursar  of  the  College. 

At  this  Meeting,  the  Despatch  of  Earl  Bathurst,  Colonial  Secretary,  to 
Lieutenant-Goverhor,  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,  the  Chancellor,  was  read,  dated  the 
31st  day  of  March,  1827,  stating  that 


Further,  the  Colonial  Secretary  informed  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  that  he — 

Had  j^Tciit  satisfaction,  from  your  strouj;  rocomrnendation,  in  .submittiiiff  Doctor  Strachan 's 
namo  to  His  Majesty,  as  tliu  First  Presiilont  of  King's  College,  and  you  will  assign  to  liini  a 
Balary  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  pounds,  (£250,)  per  annum,  to  be  charged  on  tlie  proceeds  of 
the  endowment  as  tliey  become  available.*

1.   'lo  the  ISuciety  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  In  Foreign  Parts. 
This  letter  was  dated  London,  13th  of  June,  182G.    The  introihictory  poitiou 
of  it  is  partly  personal  and  partly  historical,  and  is  as  follows: 

I  li.ive  tlie  liKiiour  to  eiiclo.sc  .  .  .  an  oxtiact  fruin  a  Report  iiiado  to  His  E.xoellemy, 
Sir  Peroj/riiie  Rlaitlaiul,  tho  Liiiutenant-CJovenior,  hiietly  statiuf^  .  .  .  tlie  i^rouiuls  wnich 
render  it  not  merely  expedient  but  an  imperative  duty  to  estaldisii  an  University  without  delay 
in  this  rising,'  Ci>lony.      (See  Document  number  two,  referred  to  on  the  jjreceding  page.) 

It  will  be  seen  that  sueh  an  establi.sliment  is  alone  wanting  to  eomiileto  the  System  '.f 
Education  in  tho  Province  ;  and  having  been  instnnnental,  under  His  Excellency's  sanction, 
in  drawing  up  the  laws  establishing  District  ,^(irannnar)  an<l  Connnon  Schocds,  l>y  which  Educa- 
tion of  the  whole  ]>  ipulation  is  virtually  under  the  guidance  of  tho  Church  [of  England,]  I  am 
naturally  anxious  to  linish  the  Building.  .  .  .  Hi.s  Majesty's  (government  thinks  favi'nirably 
of  the  i)roposition,  and  is  disposed  to  grant  a  Charter  similar  to  that  establishing  King's  College, 
Windsin-,  Nova  Scotia,  and  not  only  to  admit  the  exchange  of  Lauds  suggested,  but  to  furuTsh 
means  for   erecting  the  Mujldings     . 

In  regard  to  the  College  at  Windsor,  Nova  Scotia,  a  bare  inspection  of  the  ma])  will  slmw 
that  it  can  be  of  no  manner  of  use  to  Ui)per  Canada.  The  communication  by  sea  ami  land  is  ex- 
ceedingly ditticult,  and  little  or  no  intercourse  exists  between  the  J'rovinces.  It  would  indi;eil 
be  easier  to  send  our  young  men  at  once  to  England,  which  few  are  able  to  do.  Add  to  this 
that  no  endowment  can  be  given  with  [)ropriety  out  of  this  Province  .  .  .  and  the  vast 
advantage  to  be  derived  from  the  privilege  of  sending  a  Member  of  our  House  of  A-ssembly, 
which  the  University  of  Upper  Canada  will  possess  from  its  establishment  becoming  available'.* 

Any  kindly  protection  manifested  towards  us  [by  the  Society]  now  will  l)e  ten  times  more 
valuable  than  it  will  be  at  any  future  period  ; — it  becomes  a  powerful  example, — produces  a  dis- 
l)03ition  to  assist  us  in  a  similar  way  on  the  part  of  the  other  great  Church  [of  England]  Societies, 
and  the  Universities,  and,  above  all,  it  will  be  felt  in  the  Colony  with  the  most  grateful 
acknowledgments, — give  new  force  and  influence  to  the  Church,  and  render  the  accom|.li'shment 
of  many  other  contemplated  improvements  easy  anil  certain. 

The  response  to  this  appeal  to  the  Society  was  addressed  to  the  Reverend 

Doctor  Strachan  while  still  at  London,  on  the  5tli  of  July,  182G.     The  material 

part  of  it  was  as  follows: 

Agreed,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  many  advantages  that  would  be  derived  from  such  an 
Institution,  in  securing  to  the  youth  of  the  Province  the  means  of  obtaining  a  theolo'dcal  and 
liberal  education,  the  sum  of  tive  Hundred  pounds,  (£500,)  be  granted  towards  the  pu'rchase  oi 
a  College  Library,  provided  the  Statutes  of  the  College  be  such  as  to  meet  with  the  approbation 
of  the  Board. 

The  following  i.s  a  letter  from  the  same  Society,  dated  tho  5th  of  Juno,  1827, 

enclosing  a  Resolution  to  the  following  effect : 

That  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan   ...    be  reipiested  to  form   a  catalogue  of  such  books 
in  Divinity  as  he  may  deem  UKJSt  eligible  and   useful   for   the  studies   of   the  y(<uth  in  Kin-'-'s 
College,  York,  Upper  Canada,  in  amount  not  exceeding  Five  Hundred  [jounds,  (+'5U(),) 
and  that  the  armorial  bearings  of  the  Society  be  stam[(ed  on  the  cover  of  the  books.

A    letter    from    the    Reverend    Doctor    Strachan    to    the    Society    in    Eno-- 
land,  for  Promoting  Christian  Knowledge,  dated  London,  the  27th  January,  1827, 
asking  for  "  assistance  towards  forming  a  Divinity  Librarj'-  for    the    University,

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about  to  be  established  in  Upper  Canada."     In  his  letter,  Doctor  Strachan  makes 
the  following  references  to  the  history  and  objects  of  the  Society  itself : 

Tho  Society  for  Promoting  Cluisti  m  Knowludgo  was  fur  many  yeirs  the  Nursiiiy  Mother 
of  Schools,  to  whicli  slie  granteil  pecuniary  aasistanue  ;  and  the  jiromotion  of  EiUication  atill 
forms  a  j)rominont  part  of  her  jiroceedinga  .  .  .  Nor  has  Iier  benevolence  been  so  confined  as 
to  j)revent  iier  jiromoting  any  object  which  promised  to  extend  the  influence  of  Christian 
])rincii(h!H  and  feeling  .  .  .  Similar  aid  [t'oOO]  to  that  which  I  presume  to  solicit  has  been  lately 
[I.S25]  granted  to  the  [King's]  College  of  Windsor,  Nova  Scotia,  and  the  munihcunt  grants  to 
the  Kast  in  buililing  and  endowing  Iiisho|)'s  College  (  (' Lennoxville,  (L)uebec].  and  likewise  in 
erecting  Churches,  are  in  the  full  recollection  of  every  Member  of  the  Society     . 

In  the  Canadas,  there  are  about  three  hundred  thousand,  (.■}0(),000,)  P^ritish  Protestants  with- 
out any  seminary  beyoml  a  (Irammar  School.  Of  this  number,  only  a  portion  are  Churchmen, 
but  all  may  become  s  >  under  go(jd  management.  The  Church  [of  Etiiiland  here]  in  its  present 
infant  state  has  to  contend  with  four  hundred  thousand,  (400,000,)  Poman  Catholics  under  a 
regular  I'riesthood,  headed  by  an  Archbishoj)  and  four  SutlVagaus,  and  assisted  by  three 
Colleges, — one  at  Quebec,  one  at  Montreal,  and  one  at  Nicolet,  where  the  different  lu'anches 
of  Academical  Education,  as  well  as  Theology,  are  taught     . 

The  stream  of  amelioration  must  flow  from  Uj)por  Canada,  where  astonishing  exertions 
have  alrcidy  bjcii  mide  by  the  Local  Authorities  for  the  instruction  of  the  people  ; — exertions 
which  will  merit  the  countenance  and  protection  of  [your]  Society     .     .      . 

This  Sociity  is  known  by  the  title  of  the  "Society  for  Promoting  Christian  Knowlcilge." 
And  can  such  kiu)wledge  be  8(;  extensively  and  elt'ectually  j)rumoted  in  a  new  country  as  by 
facilitating  ilie  education  of  such  native  young  men  within  the  Colony  as  may  be  inclined  to  the 
Sacred  Pnjfession  !  They  must,  if  eijually  well  (jualitied  in  a  literaiy  point  of  view,  have  many 
;idvantages  from  local  knowledge,  aid  of  friends  and  relatives,  College  comjianions  and  associates, 
over  strangers  from  England. 

In  fine,  the  demand  for  Clergymen  is  at  this  moment  so  gi'eatin  I'pper  Canada  .  .  .  that 
the  College  will  have  for  a  long  period  to  furnish  more  candidates  f  >r  tiie  Church  [ministry] 
than  all  other  professions  put  together,  and  may,  therefore,  be  called  with  propriety  a  Mission- 
ary College.* 

The  response  to  this  application  was  conveyed  to  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan 
in  the  form  of  a  Resolution  of  the  Society,  dated  the  1st  of  May,  1827,  as  follows  : 

IlvHilved,  That,  agreeable  to  the  application  of  the  Reverend  Archdeacon  Strachan,  this 
Society  do  give  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  pounds,  (£500,)  to  the  newly  cliartered  Univei-sity  in 
Upper  Canada,  to  be  laid  out  exclusively  in  tlie  jmrchase  of  Theological  Works,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Society  ;  and  that  each  volume  be  stjimpei  with  an  in-^crij^tion,  denoting  the  Society's 
gift. 

3.  To  the  Church  Missionary  Society. 

Under  date  of  February  27th,  1827,  Doctor  Strachan,  while  still  in  London, 

addressed  a  letter  to  the  Church  Missionary  Society  in  England,  asking  for  aid 

towards  the  expense  of  providing  education  in  King's  College  for  the  Indian  Youth 

of  Upper  Canada.     He  said  : 

1  am  emboldened  to  solicit  the  aid  of  the  Church  Missionar}'  Society  in  enabling  the 
University  [of  King's  College]  to  extend  its  benefits  to  the  American  Indians. t  Those  within 
the  limits  of  Upper  Canada  may  be  arranged  iinder  two  divisions  :  the  Mtdiawks  and  the 
Mississagas.  The  former  ai'e  always  under  the  care  of  the  Society  for  Propagating  the  (iospel, 
and  have  a  Missionary  assigned  to  them.f  The  latter,  who  are  more  numerous,  and  whose 
language  is  supposed  to  be  used  nearly  to  the  Pole,  are  scattered  in  small  tribe^,  and  have,  till 
lately,  resisted  ev<'ry  effort  to  instruct  aud  civilize  them.  Some  impression  has,  however,  just 
been  made  on  one  tribe  of  perhaps  two  hundred,  (200)  ;  and  His  Excellency  Sir  Peregrine  Mait- 
land.  the  Lieiitunant-Ciovernor  of  the  Pnjvince,  anxious  to  follow  it  uj),  has  taken  measures  for 
building  them  a  Village,  planting  some  artificers  among  them,  establishing  Schools,  and  provid- 
ing for  their  religious  instruction     ...

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The  Council  h:ivc  learned  that  the  Honourable  .John  Ehnsley  would  dispose  of  his  tract  of 
one  hundred  and  tifty  acres,  (150,)  near  the  Town  Line,  halves  of  Park  Lots  numbers  9,  10  and 
11,  for  Twenty-Five  pounds,  (25.)  per  acre,  and  in  their  opinion,  tlie  site  which  tliis tract  would 
afford  is  in  every  respect  most  eligible.  .         . 

The  distance  would  be  convenient,  tlie  prospect  ai,'reeable,  the  soil  good,  and  the  situation 
un(piestionably  healthy.  It  has  also  tlie  advaut;igc  of  lying  contiguous  to  a  (ilebe  which  would 
be  obtained  on  reasonable  terms,  and  a  Road  might  probably  be  obtained  through  the  front  of 
any  of  tlie  lots,  which  would  give  a  convenient  access  to  them,  iiidejjL'iidently  of  Yonge  Street. 
Tlie  proximity  ()f  this  tract  to  the  Town  would  give  the  Students  the  opiioitunity  of  attending 
on  the  Courts  of  Law,  and  on  Medical  practice  and  lectures  at  the  Hospital.  The  Council, 
therefore,  unanimously 

Risolrcil,  That  tlieir  views  for  a  preference  of  this  Site  to  any  other  shall  In;  respectfully 
sulimitted  to  Sir  Peregrine  iMaitland,  the  Chancellor,  with  an  exi)ressioii  of  their  readiness,  if 
His  Excellency  shall  allow  them,  to  retain  the  tract  at  the  Humber,  or  relin(|uish  it,  as  the 
(jlovernnient  may  prefer. 

3f((i/  Ud,  1SJ8. — At  tlie  next  Meeting  of  the  College  Council,  held  on  this 
day,  Doctor  Strachan,  the  President,  reported  that  : 

He  had  seen  Mr.  Elmsley  respecting  his  land  which  had  been  considered  by  the  Council  at 
its  last  meeting,  as  eligil)le  for  the  Site  of  the  College,  that  Mr.  Elmsley,  ui)on  reconsideration, 
declined  disposing  of  the  property  reipiired. 

The  President  then  laid  before  the  Council  the  following  proposals,  from  ditlerent  i)ro- 
])rietors  : 

1.  Ihe  Honourable  John  IMcCiill  is  ready  to  dispose  of  his  farm,  consisting  of  eighty  three 
acres,  in  the  close  vicinity  of  tlie  Town,  for  Seven  Thousand  pounds  (£7,000),  Halifax  Currency. 

2.  The  Honourable  John  Dunn  and  Mr.  Joseph  Spraggeownan  eligible  Site  for  the  College 
at  the  "  Dug  Way,''  each  po.ssessing  tifty  acres.  The  Honourable  Mr.  Dunn  offers  his  hfty  acres 
at  Four  Hundred  pounds  (£400),  and  Mr.  Spragge  rcipiires  One  Thousind  pounds  (£1,(100)  for  his 
lot  of  fifty  acres,  (ieiieial  Sliank  has  .some  lands  adjoining  this  property,  which  may  Ije  pro- 
cured,     'hiis  Site  is  very  beautiful  ;  the  only  drawback  is  the  distance. 

;;.  Tlie<{U-be  Lot  affords  a  good  Site,  which  m;iy  be  rendered  more  eligible  by  purclia.sing 
sixty  acres  from  Mr.  Elm.sley- -price  Thirty  dollars  '(§;}0)  per  acre,  or  Four  Hundred  and  Fifty 
jionnds  (£ir)0),  and  as  much  from  Cai)tain  I'.aldwiu  on  the  other  side,  price  Thirty-Five  dollars 
i)eracre,  or  Five  Hundred  and  Twenty-Five  pounds  (£525);  the  (Jlebe  itself  may  be  p\achased 
or  exchanged,  but  the  objection  is  distance  from  Town. 

4.  Mr!  (leoigu  Crookshank's  Faiui,  consisting  of  two  hundred  and  tifty  acres,  may  be  j)ur- 
chas.-d  for  Five  Tliousand  jiounds  (£5,000).  deducting  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-Hve  pounds 
(£125)  for  two  acres  purchased  by  Mr.  Richard  \Venham.  This  property  possesses  many 
advaiUaues. 

5.  Tlie  rear  half  of  the  i^irk  Lots  belonging  to  D'Arcy  Roulton,  E.siiuire,  and  Chief  Justice 
'  Powell,  may  be  had  for  Twelve  Hundred  and  Fifty  i)ounds  (£1,250)  each.    They  are  very  eligible, 

as  the  (Jhief  J  ii.stici--.'s  lot  butts  upon  the  (Jlebe. 

0.  Doctor  Willi;im  Warren  Baldwin  offers  the  rear  half  of  three  lots  at  Twelve  Hundred 
.uid  Fifty  pounds  (  L"  1,250)  each,  or  Tlirce  Thous.md  Seven  Hundred  .and  Fifty  pounds  (i'3, 750), 
but,  shoiild  we  take  only  one,  he  re<piires  a  higher  [irice. 

After  .some  deliberation  the  Council  determined  to  accept  of  ]Mr.  D'Arcy  P>oulton's  offer, 
and  ]\h-.  Samuel  Peters  Jarvis,  (in  the  name  of  Chief  Justice  Powell),  and  as  Doctor  W.  W. 
Baldwin  demands  a  higher  price,  should  only  one  of  his  lots  be  required,  the  Council  decline 
l)urchasin!<  from  liim  ;  but  as  Mr.  Elmsley's  Lot,  Nmuber  Eleven,  is  pdvantageous,  because  it 
butts  upon  the  Olelie,  the  Attoiney-tieneral  Robinson  was  re(iue9ted  tti  iiujuire  whether  he  is 
williii"  to  <lispose  of  that  lot  at  the  same  price,  which  the  Council  agreed  to  give  for  the  rear 
halves  of  Mr.  D'Arcy  Boulton'a  and  Chief  Justice  Powell's  lots. 

Mtuj  2.'itli,  1S28. — At  the  m-.xt  meeting  of  the  College  Council,  held  on  this 
day,  AtLorney-General  J.  1).  Rohinson  reported  that: 

He  had  seen  Mr.  Elmsley,  who  consented  to  part  with  the  westernmost  fifty  acres  of  his 
tract,  being  the  north  half  of  Park  Lot  Number  Eleven,  for  Twenty-Five  pounds  (£25)  per  acre. 

Whereupon  the  Council  resolved  that  it  is  expedient  to  conclude  the  purchase  of  the  North 
halves  of  Lots  Numbers  Eleven,  Twtlve  and  Thirteen,  as  offered  to  the  Council  at  the  rate  of 
Twenty-Five  pounds  (£25)  per  acre,  and  that  the  several  proprietors  be  written  to  to  that  effect. t

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EXCHANGK  OF  ROADS  LEADING  TO  KiNG's  COLLEGE  GROUNDS  IN  1838. 
The  following  is  the  description  of  a  piece  of  land  given  by  Mrs.  Mary  Ehnsley 
of  the  Parish  of  Woolwich,  in  the  County  of  Kent,  in  England,  Widow  of  the  late 
Honourable  John  Ehnsley,  Chief  Justice  of  Lower  Canada,  deceased,  to  the  cor- 
poration of  King's  College  [as  a  roadj  in  exchange  for  another  piece  of  hand,  the 
description  of  which  is  in  a  deed  of  the  same  to  the  College,  dated  the  19th  of 
May,  1829.*

E.VFLANATION.— A-B  reprossiits  tlic  Land  sold  by  tlie  Honourable  John  Elin.slev,  Chief  Justice 
of  Lower  Canada,  lS-JS-2!),  to  Kind's  College  for  a  Road  from  his  lands  to  Yotigo  Stieet.  C-H  rep- 
resents the  Land  i)roj)osed  to  be  given  in  lieu  of  that  shown  in  A-B  by  Mrs.  Ehnsley.  It  runs 
along  the  south  l)ank  of  a  small  valley  formed  by  a  run  of  water  marked  by  the  d.)tted  line  D-E. 
Itcoutanis  as  (uuch,  if  not  more,  than  the  old  Road.  It  is  on  ground  perfectly  dry— all  of  it 
being  several  feet  higher  than  the  wet  ground  in  the  swale.

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Tliis  piece  of  land  is  composed  of  p.art  of  Lots  Numbers  Nine  and  Ten,  in  the  First  Conces- 
sion of  York  frrm  the  Bay,  containing  two  acres,  bo  the  same  more  or  loss,  and  which  is  butted 
and  bounded,  or  may  bo  otherwise  known  as  follows,  tliat  is  to  say  :  Connaenciug  at  a  post 
planted  on  the  west  side  oi  Yonge  Street,  in  the  eastern  limit  of  tlie  said  L<jt,  Number  Nine,  and 
distant  from  the  south-east  angle  of  the  said  lot  on  a  course  north  sixteen  degrees,  west 
fifty-eight  chains.     .      .     . 

These  Courses  and  Distances  being  as  near  as  j)ossible  the  direction  of  the  southern  bank  of 
a  small  run  of  water  from  Yonge  Street  to  the  eastern  limit  of  Lot  Number  Eleven  in  the  said 
Concession.  Mrs.  Elmsley,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  reserving  the  use  of  the  said  piece  of  land  to 
herself  and  Ihenuselves  for  agricultural  j)urposes  only,  to  enable  them  to  convey  their  produce, 
or  croi>s,  from  any  one  part  of  tlie  lands  owned  by  them  adjoining  the  said  piece  of  land  to  any 
other  jiart  of  the  .same.  Hut,  on  no  account,  to  use,  or  ])ermit  it  to  be  used,  as  a  thoroughfare. 
Mis.  KImsley,  to  give  the  Deed  liy  her  attorney,  .John  Elmsley.  But  the  otiier  Deed  is  to  be 
in  the  name  of  Cajitain  John  Simcoe  Macaulay  of  the  Koyal  Engineers. 

On  tlie  15th  of  May,  1833,  the  Council  of  King's  College  agreed  to  this 
exchange  of  Roads  on  condition  "  that  the  new  Road  be  of  the  same  width  as  the 
old  one,  and  that  it  shall  not  in  any  part  run  over  swampy  or  unsound  land." 

(Note. — Meetings  of  King's  College  Council  continued  to  be  held  until  the 
12th  of  July,  1.S28.  They  were  then  suspended,  pi'obably  from  the  fact  that  a 
change  of  Lieutenant-Governors, — Sir  John  Colborne,  in  place  of  Sir  Peregrine 
Maitland, — took  place  in  that  year.  Early  in  November,  Sir  John  Colborne 
arrived  ;  and  on  the  loth  and  29th  of  that  month,  Council  Meetings  were  held. 
At  the  latter  Meeting  a  pren)ium  of  Fifteen  pounds  was  oliered  for  the  best 
specimen  of  building  stone  for  the  pioposed  College  Building,  Ten  pounds  for  the 
second,  and  Five  pounds  for  the  third  best  specimen.*  Mr.  William  Chewett,. 
A.ssistant  Surveyor-General,  was  directed  to  stake  out  in  the  woods  the  line  of 
the  Avenue  leading  to  the  College  Grounds.f  The  Reverend  Doctor  Phillips  and 
Attorney-General  Robinson  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  report  upon  that  part 
of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  Canadian  affairs, 
which  relates  to  the  establishment  of  the  University  of  King's  College.  At  the 
following  Meeting  of  the  Council,  held  on  the  6th  of  December,  1828,  the  Attor- 
ney-General submitted  a  Report  on  the  subject, — not  entered  on  the  Minutes.) 

Parting  Report,  or  Address,  to  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland. 

Although  this  last  Report,  (the  original  is  endorsed  "  Address,")  of  the 
President  of  the  General  Board  of  Education  for  Upper  Canada,  presented  to 
Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,  before  his  leaving  for  England,  scarcely  bears  out  the 
adverse  criticism  of  Sir  John  Colborne,  on  the  District  (Grammar)  and  Common 
Schools,  (page  24),  yet  it  throws  a  good  deal  of  light,  on  the  state  of  education 
in  Upper  Canada  in  1827, — the  year  in  which  the  Charter  of  King's  College 
was  granted.  The  subsequent  Report  for  1828,  addressed  to  Sir  John  Colborne 
himself,  is  printed  on  pages  265-268  of  the  First  Volume  of  this  Documentary 
History.

The  Geiieiiil  Boiinl  for  tliu  Superintendence  of  Education  in  Upjier  C.inad.v  has  much 
I)lea8ure  in  lieing  able  to  state  to  Your  Excellency,  that  the  Schools,  hoth  District  (<^!ran)iiiar) 
and  Common,  throughout  the  Province,  are,  generally  speaking,  in  a  very  tlourishing  condition. 

It  ap;)ears  hy  the  Reports  from  the  several  Districts,  (although  not  complete,  owing  to 
vacancies,)  that  in  the  eleven  classical  Seminaiies,  (i.  e.  Di.strict  Granunar  Scliools),  upwards  of 
three  hundred  and  tifty  young  gentlemen  are  at  present  receiving  their  educati<Hi,  and  that 
nutny  of  them  are  far  advanced  in  their  studies,  and  have  made  considerable  progress  in  classical 
learning. 

It  likewise  appears  that  in  about  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight  Common  Schools  upwards 
of  eight  thousand  children  of  both  sexes  are  constantly  tau^dit ;  and,  as  the  laudable  custom  pre- 
vails of  seniiing  at  certain  j)eriod3  of  the  year  the  elder  children  who  cannot  constantly  attend, 
a  much  greater  lunnlter  benefit  by  these  Schools  in  the  course  of  the  season. 

The  President  of  the  Hoard  has  been  able  to  iuopect  several  of  the  District  (fJraunnar) 
Schools  since  his  reiuin  from  England,  and  had  the  satisfaction  of  tinding  them  proceeding 
effectively,  possessing  the  conlidence  of  the  public,  and  offering  great  promise  of  still  further 
advancement. 

It  is  his  intention  next  summer  to  pass  through  the  wh(de  Province  to  visit  and  examine 
these  District  Schools,  and  also  to  connnunicate  with  the  District  Boards,  in  order  to  a.scertain 
from  their  suggestions,  as  well  as  from  jtersonal  observation,  what  iuiprovements,  ov  new  arrange- 
ments, may  be  practicable  to  facilitate  the  great  object  of  educating  the  people. 

By  the  first  section  of  the  Counnon  Sihool  Act,  4  (Jeiu-ge  iv,  Chapter  viii,  (lH"24),*the  sum  of 
One  Hundred  and  Fifty  pounds  currency  is  annually  a])propriated  to  p\n"chase  books  for  the  benetit 
of  the  Province  generally,  of  which  the  second  importation,  consisting  of  a  variety  of  excellent 
books  of  the  most  ajjproved  kind  for  education  and  iuformatiim,  are  now  in  the  course  of  distribu- 
tion to  the  several  Districts.  They  were  purchased  at  the  depot  of  the  Society  for  Promoting  Chris- 
tian Knowledge,  and  having  been  granted  at  a  very  reduced  pric3.  The  ipiautity  )irocured  is  unich 
greater  than  could  have  been  purchased  for  the  same  snm  in  any  other  place.  From  this  truly 
Christian  liberality  on  the  part  of  the  Society,  tlie  B<,)ard  has  been  able  to  extend  the  benefit  of 
this  small  appropriation  of  the  Legislature  much  further  than  had  been  anticipated  from  the 
smallness  of  the  amount. 

The  Board  has  had  under  its  consideration  the  pro[>riety  of  recommending  to  the  District 
Boards  the  use  of  the  same  books  in  all  the  Schools  under  their  several  directions,  and  has  made 
some  progress  in  selecting  a  series  for  this  express  puri)ose,  but  on  a  full  examination  of  the  case  it 
appeared  necessary  to  ascertain  first  what  they  might  be  printed  for  in  the  Province,  for,  nnh;S3 
they  can  be  atibrded  eheajier  than  they  could  be  imported  from  the  neighboring  States,  it  would  be 
impossible  to  render  any  recommendation  effectual.  The  Board  h;is  not  lieen  able  to  cjiue  to  a 
satisfactory  conclusion  on  this  subject,  but  inclines  ra.ther  to  think  that  by  introducing  lessons 
on  Board  tickets  for  the  younger  children,  a  saving  will  be  made  which  will  enable  parents  the 
more  easily  to  procure  books  for  those  who  are  further  advanced  and  able  to  preserve  them. 

The  Board  is  compelled  to  state  that  they  have  not  been  so  successful  in  the  sale  of  the 
Lands  placed  under  their  management  as  they  were  led  to  hope,  but  yet  something  considerable 
has  been  done  and  the  jirospects  are  brightening,  and  pnnnise  in  a  short  time  to  enable  Your 
Excellency  to  give  material  assistance  to  the  Schools  established  by  the  Legislature  throughout 
the  Province. 

It  appears  from  a  general  view  of  the  subject  that  nearly  as  many  schools  are  in  ojieration 
as  the  limited  provision  will  admit,  but  nevertheless  even  the  smallest  allowance  encourages  tins 
people  and  i)r(j(hices  much  greater  exertions  than  would  have  been  otlierwise  made.  '1  hough 
scattered  over  a  vast  wilderness  the  inhabitants  are  becoming  more  ami  more  alive  to  the  great 
advantage  of  educating  their  children,  and  are  seconding  with  laudable  zeal  the  exertions  of  tho 
Legislature,  in  so  much  so,  that  the  Schools  supported  by  subscription  re  perhaps  not  fewer  in 
number  than  those  established  by  law. 

The  provision  so  wisely  made  by  Statute  for  the  translation  of  some  of  the  more  promising 
scholars  from  the  Common  to  the  Dis'rict  Schools,  where  the  classics  and  practical  mathematics 
are  taught,  becomes  of  increased  importance,  now  that  a  University  is  about  to  be  established  at 
the  seat  of  Government  and  begins  to  attract  public  attention.  For  henceforth  the  District 
Schools,  will,  ilia  more  special  manner,  answer  their  original  intention,  wliich  was  to  be  nurseries

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to  the  University,  an  eatablislnnent  called  for  by  the  increased  population  and  circumstances  of 
the  Colony,  and  long  desired  by  the  most  re8i)ectable  and  best  informed  inhabitants. 

That  this  measure  has  been  accomplished  adds  one  more  to  the  numerous  benotits  conferred 
upon  Upper  Canada  by  Your  Excellency,  wliich  cannot  fail  in  future  times  to  recall  to  bright 
remembrance  your  wise  and  paternal  administration.

PllOCEKDINGS    OF    SiR   JOHN  CoLHORNE  AS  CHANCELLOR   OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

December  13th,  18.28. — At  a  Meeting  of  the  Council  held  this,  day  Sir  John 
Colhorne  was  present  for  the  first  time,  as  Cliancellor  of  the  University.  The 
Minutes  record  tliat : 

His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  state  that  his  reason  for  summoning  tiie  Council  was  for  tlie 
purpose  of  making  known  tlie  desire  he  felt  of  inii)roving  the  state  of  the  Royal  (Jrammar 
Scliool,  and  the  District  ((Jraunnar)  Schools  in  the  Province,  in  order  to  render  tliem  more 
efhcieiit  prej)aratory  ISeminaries,  as  he  considered  a  change  from  tliuir  present  state  absolutely 
iiecessarj'.  .  .  He  deemed  it  of  so  much  importance  that  he  cmild  not  consent  to  the  build- 
ing of  King's  College  being  commenced  before  some  nujde  was  devised  of  attaining  tliis  object.* 

His  Excellency  also  made  known  to  the  Council  that  lie  should  be  under  the  necessity  of 
calling  tlie  attention  of  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature  to  the  College  Cliarter,t  and,  before 
d<iiiig  so.  Would  wish  to  have  some  well  digested  jiroposition  in  readiness  t(j  submit  for  their 
consideration.  .  .  He  wished  also  to  hear  from  any  Member  of  the  Council  such  suggestions 
as  might  occur  to  him,  being  of  opinion  that  an  open  discussion  was  preferable  tj  written  reports, 
which  are  generally  less  satisfactory. 

When  Sir  John  Colborne  retired,  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan  was  appointed  to  wait  upon 
His  Excellency  and  recpiest  a  communication  of  his  sentiments  relative  to  any  intended  change 
in  the  Cliarter  of  King's  College. 

There  is  no  record  on  the  Minutes  of  the  College  Council  that  the  follow- 
ing letter,  dated  the  6th  of  December,  1828,  which  was  among  the  College  Coun- 
cil papers,  had  been  received  by  it  ;  nor  is  there  any  record  on  the  Minutes  of  the 
General  Board  of  Education — a  body  appointed  in  1823  to  superintend  the  Public 
(Grammar)  jind  Common  Schools  of  Upper  Canada — that  it  was  received  by  that 
Body  either.  There  is  no  name  or  address  on  the  original  document.  It  is  signed 
by  Captain  Zacluity  Mudge,  Private  Secretary  to  Sir  John  Colborne, the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. No  copy  of  the  letter  to  the  Head  Master  of  tlie  Royal  Grammar 
School  is  attached  to  the  original  communication,  which  is  as  follows  : 

T  have  the  hon(jur,  by  the  direction  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  to  forward  to  you  the 
enclosed  communication,  which  has  l)een  transmitted  to  tlie  Head  Master  of  the  Royal  Grammar 
School,  York,  and  to  aciiuaint  you  that  when  the  conseipiencea  in  this  Province  of  a  bad  or  good 
Education  are  weighed,  and,  if  yon  reflect  that  there  may  be  in  every  family  settled  in  this 
T'oinitry,  some  individuals  whose  respectability  in  life  is  closely  connected  with  the  etliciency 
of  the  Schools  at  York,  established  by  commaivl  of  His  Majesty. 

His  Excellency  trusts  that  no  subject  will  appear  to  you  of  greater  importance  than  the 
imi)iovement  of  l*ublic  (Grammar)  Schools,  nor  any  tliat  will  deinand  your  earlier  consideration. 

1  am  also  to  observe  that  it  is  the  intention  of  His  Excellency  to  endeavour  to  make  such 
alterations  in  the  Royal  Grammai"  School,  that  it  may  become  accessible  to  all,  and  an  Institution 
where  an  education  may  be  obtained  by  the  sons  of  the  inhabitants  of  thi.s  Proviiu  e,  that  will 
render  them  fit  for  admission  to  the  Royal  King's  College,  or  for  any  profession.

27t1i  December,  1S.J8. — At  a  Meeting  of  the  College  Council,  held  on  this  day, 
the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan  reported  that  he  had  seen  the  Chancellor,  who  stated 
to  him  "  that  he  would  signify  his  intentions  at  a  future  period."  This  he  did 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Council  on  the  17th  of  June,  1830.     See  below.) 

May  :J3}'(1, 1S29. — A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  Charles  Fowler,  Architect, 
London,  stating  that  the  Model  of  King's  College,  was  nearly  ready,  and 
asking  for  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  pounds,  (£150,)  on  account,  which  was  sent  to 
him.  The  Model  was  submitted  to,  and  approved  by.  Sir  George  Murray,  the 
Colonial  Secretary.*  Books  to  the  value  of  Five  Hundred  pounds,  (£500,)  had 
been  received  from  the  Socict}'^  I'or  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel. 

Repres.sive  Action  ok  Sir  John  Colborne,  Chancellor  of  the  University. 

February  8tli,  ISoU. — At  this  meeting,  the  College  Council  adopted  a  Minute 
in  regard  to  a  reiiucst  from  the  House  of  Assembly,  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
for  information  in  reuai'd  to  Kinii's  College.  This  Minute  and  the  Address  to  His 
Excellency  on  the  subject,  will  be  found  on  pages  31(!,  317  of  tlie  First  Volume 
of  this  Documentary  History. 

June  J7th,  L'^JO. — At  a  meeting  of  King's  College  Council,  held  this  day.  Sir 

John  Colborne  connnunicated  to  the  Council  his  views  on  the  College  Charter,  as 

promised  at  the  meeting  of  the  13th  Decembei-,  1«29,  (page  24).     They  were  as 

follows  : 

No  University  Buildinc.  Suall  Ba  Ekected  at  Present,  1830. 

Under  j)resont  circum.stances,  and  while  dissatisfaction  i)revails  in  the  Province,  on  account 
of  the  e.xclusive  character  of  the  Cliarter  which  lias  been  granted  for  King's  Colh-ge,  the  Chan- 
cellor has  no  intention  of  preparing  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council  any  ( >rdiuance  relative  to 
the  expediency  of  erecting  Halls,  or  Buildings,  for  tliu  acccjmniodatiun  of  the  Professors  who  may 
be  required  innnediately  to  carry  into  etiect  part  of  the  Charter. 

What  The  Chief  Odject  of  a  University  in  Uti-er  Canada  is. 

The  chief  object  in  oi)ening  a  University  in  this  Province  is,  not  only  to  secure  an  easy 
access  to  the  Institution,  but  to  make  it  so  attractive  that  no  doubt  may  exist  whether  students 
can,  in  every  respect,  be  better  (juali tied  in  their  native  land  to  einliracea  Professional  life,  than 
in  other  parts  of  North  America. 

How   niE  University  Might  be  Ohoanized  at  First,  1830. 

Asa  first  step  towards  the  accomplishment  of  this,  it  is  proposed  to  appoint  two  or  three 
eminent  Professors,  whose  talents  and  reputations  cannot  fail  of  showing  distinctly  to  the  Pro- 
vince the  great  bunefit  that  will  result  from  their  exertions. 

It  is  not  probable  that  more  than  ten  students  will  be  fit  to  take  advantage  of  their  tuition 
for  some  time,  nor  will  any  scholar  from  tlie  College  of  Upper  Canada  be  prcjperly  (pialitied  to 
enter  the  University  in  less  than  three  years.  Put  lectures  which  have  reference  to  the  forma- 
tion of  a  i\Iedical  School  should,  it  is  supposed,  commence  as  soon  as  possible.

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If  two  Profossors  in  Science,  and  one  Professor  in  Classics  should  be  appointed,  tlie  Council 
are  required  to  consider  how  far  the  funds  of  tlie  endowment  will  hear  the  salaries  tliat  may  be 
required  to  ensure  an  election  available  to  the  University. 

A  Course  of  Medicai,  Instruction  REtoMMENOEn,  1830. 

Tilt;  University  would  confer  an  important  benefit  on  tlie  Province  by  esta]>li.shing,  as  soon 
as  possible,  a  full  course  of  Medical  Instruction.  To  carry  this  into  effect,  it  has  been  suggested 
that  the  duties  of  one  of  the  I'rofessors  in  Science  should  include,  not  only  hctiiies  on  Anatomy 
and  Physiology,  but  Practical  Anatomy,  and,  of  the  other.  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and 
Natural  History. 

Who  Might  be  the  Leading  Representative  of  the  University,  1830. 

The  Professor  in  Classics,  if  a  sound  elassical  scholar,  that  will  do  creilit  to  P.ritish  scholar- 
shi]i  in  the  eye  of  the  Canadians,  and  of  the  United  States,  if  he  be  a  decided  religious  character, 
■with  temper,  discretion  and  juilgmeiit,  and  ([ualitied  to  be  the  prominent,  indeed  the  represent- 
ative Otiieer  of  tlie  University  for  some  years,  the  young  men  wlio  are  destined  to  be  the  guides 
of  the  scattered  settlers  of  this  Colony,  might  be  placed  entirely  under  his  charge. 

Exhibitions  for  Upper  Canah.v  College  and  the  District  (GuAinrAR)  Schools. 

The  Council  will  also  consider  whether  two  exhibitions,  of  Forty  or  Fifty  pounds  each, 
should  not  be  formed  for  the  em.'ouragement  of  the  Upper  Canada  College,  and  the  District, 
(Graiumar,)  Schools.  These  probably  should  be  held  for  four  years,  and  the  candidates  who 
are  examined  for  them,  sliouhl  be  recjuired  to  have  been  scholars  of  the  Upper  Canada  College, 
or  of  the  District,  (CJrammar, )  Schools  three  years. 

The  first  election  might  take  place  before  the  summer  vacation  of  1833.

Resolutions  of  the  King's  College  Council,  in  Response,  1830. 

June  2(jth,  1830. — The  King's  College  Council,  having  deliberated  upon  this 
Communication  of  the  Chancellor,  ]')assed  the  following  Resolution.s  : 

1.  Resolved.  That  the  Council  is  exceedingly  desirous  of  uniting  with  His  Excellency,  the 
Chancellor,  in  the  necessary  measures  for  enabling  the  University  of  King's  College  to  answer 
the  valuable  ends  of  its  institution,  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

'J.  That  under  the  system  which  the  Council  has  pursued  for  disposing  of  the  lands  of  the 
Corporation,  the  sales  have  already  produced  such  a  fund  as  will  yield  a  very  considerable 
income  ;  and,  by  acting  upon  the  same  system,  the  fund  will  be  increased  certainly,  and,  it  is 
hoped,  rapidly,  so  that  tliere  is  no  doubt  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  that  an  ade(iuate  salary 
can  be  provided  for  two  or  three  Professors,  so  soon  as  the  necessary  arrangements  can  be  made 
for  their  accommodation. 

.3.  That  the  Council  fully  concurs  in  deeming  it  important  that  every  exertion  should  be 
made  to  jtrocure  Pn^fessois  of  exemplary  character,  and  of  the  highest  attainments  in  the  several 
branches  of  Literature  and  .Science,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Venerablo  President  of 
the  University,  whom  His  Majesty  has  selected,  so  that  the  University  may  commence  auspic- 
iously, and  may  acquire  early  that  celebrity  which  the  Province  has  a  right  to  expect  from  the 
munilicent  endowment  bestowed  upon  it,  and  from  the  liberal  character  of  its  Charter. 

4.  That,  in  order  the  better  to  accomplish  this  object,  it  is  necessar}-  that  the  salaries 
should  be  such  as  to  afford  inducement  to  men  of  eminence  in  the  British  I'niversities,  and 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  it  will  not  be  prudent  to  estimate  the  salaries  necessary  for 
three  Professors  at  a  less  amount  than  Sixteen  Hundred  pounds,  (£'1,()00,)  sterling  a  year. 

5.  That,  without  encroaching  upon  the  fund  expressly  granted  by  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment for  defraying  the  charge  of  erecting  a  suitable  Building,  the  Council  conceive  that  they  may 
safely  anticipate  an  income,  at  the  end  of  two  years  from  this  time,  that  will  sultice  to  meet  the 
expenditure  of  these  salaries,  but  that  it  would  not  be  prudent  to  make  ariangements  that 
■would  incur  a  greater  charge  at  that  period. 

0.  That,  with  respect  to  the  time  and  manner  of  commencing,  the  Council  do  not  feel  it  safe 
to  assume  that  no  material  injury  would  be  occasioned  by  deferring  the  opening  of  the  Uni- 
versity, for  three  years,  or,  indeed,  foi"  any  period  longer  than  must  be  consumed  of  necessity 
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ill  making  preparation  tliat  a  Classical  Sclmol,  having'  hcuii  taught  iu  each  (>(  the  ulevuu 
Districts  of  this  Province  for  many  year.s,  some  oi  which  liavo  been  superintended,  ;ind  are 
now  .superintended,  hy  gentlemen  who  have  had  excellent  opportunities  of  educ^tinn  in  (ireat 
Britain,  or  elsewhere  in  the  15ritish  Dominions  ;  and,  although,  it  is  prol>al)le  that  there  may 
liave  been  that  diversity  in  the  sy.stem  and  mode  of  in.struetion  that  it  would  take  some  time  to 
pre])are  any  of  the  ])upils  taught  in  tlio.se  Schools  for  entering  an  rnivei.sily  with  exactly  those 
qualifications,  which,  for  the  sake  of  uniformity,  it  may  be  thought  convenient  here.ifter  to 
acipiire,  yet,  judging  from  the  reception  at  Oxford  of  several  scholais  from  our  District 
(Grammar)  Schools,  and  from  their  progress  there,  it  is  not  unlikely  that  there  may  be  a  cou- 
aiderable  number  of  young  men,  who,  before  three  years  are  over,  ought,  if  it  be  j>ossiblu  to  have 
those  advantages,  whicli  the  system  of  University  Education,  would  open  to  them,  and  who 
liave  aci(ui'.ed  suthcieiit  knowledge  to  improve  those  advantages.  'The  Council  are  also  seriously 
impressed  with  the  conviction,  that,  not  a  jear  passes,  but  to  some  young  man  so  situate<l, 
the  opportunity  of  thus  peifeeting  his  education  is  lost  for  ever  ;  and  tlia'  several  are,  in  con- 
secpienco,  annually  entering  upon  professional  studies  with  just  such  imperfections  as  ihe 
lectures  of  able  Professors  would  have  best  supplied.  It  seems,  therefore,  to  the  Council 
that  the  circumstances  of  the  Province  justify  no  delay  be^'ond  that  which  must  be  occasioned 
by  making  the  necessary  preparations.  If  two  or  three  years  must  elapse  before  these  prepara- 
tions can  be  made,  it  cannot  be  helped  ;  and  the  necessity  seems  only  the  more  urgent  for  an 
immediate  a})plication  to  the  object. 

7.  That,  with  resi)ect  to  the  Lectures  which  shall  have  reference  to  the  formation  of  a 
Medical  School,  the  Coiuicil  deem  it  very  desirable  to  embrace  in  the  course  of  education  at  the 
University  such  instruction  as  would  well  (pialify  a  student  for  entering  elsewhere  \i[ion  medical 
studies,  ])roperly  so  called  ;  but,  having  discussed  this  subject  much  and  deliberated  maturely 
upon  it,  the  Council  do  not  think  that  they  woidd  be  acting  judiciously-  in  devoting  any  large 
portion  of  their  increase  at  present  to  tlie  attempt  to  (pialify  j)ersons  at  the  University  for  tlie 
practice  of  the  Medical  I'rofession.  So  far  as  the  views  of  young  men  intended  for  that  pro- 
fession can  be  advanced  by  instruction  in  Chemistry,  in  Botany  as  connected  with  Medicine, 
in  the  various  branches  of  Natural  Philosophy,  which  form  part  of  a  liberal  education,  and 
which  have  a  general  connection  with  Medical  Science,  those  views  may  be  promoted  without 
injury  to  other  objects,  and  if,  at  an  expense  not  excessive,  students  can,  be.iides  thi*, 
have  the  opportunity  atloided  t^  tliein  of  a  general  course  of  instruction  iu  Anatomy  and 
Medicine,  under  men  of  ability,  a  valuable  object  will  be  gained  ;  but  the  Council  do  not  think 
it  would  be  prudent  to  encourag'!  the  belief  that  students  can  be  (jualilied  h^r  the  ])ractice  of 
Physic  or  Surgery  by  the  instruction  tliey  can  receive  here.  They  must  res<»rt  to  the  oi)p(.rtunities 
of  experience  to  be  found  in  large  cities,  the  present  circunistance.s  of  this  Province  mother 
affording  adecpiate  means  for  illustrating  the  theory,  or  exemplifying  the  practice  ;  and  the 
Medical  Profession  is,  therefore,  that  in  which  we  can  lea.st  hope  to  supersede  the  necessity  of 
seeking  instruction  out  of  the  Province. 

8.  That  there  is  b  sides  so  little  inducement  to  look  to  that  profession  as  a  i)rovision,  that 
with  very  competent  means  of  instruction  within  the  Province,  as  far  as  instruction  merely  can 
go,  parents  have  scarcely  in  any  instance  shown  a  wish  t(^  bring  up  their  sons  as  I'hj'sicians  or 
Surgeons.  Country  practice  is  found  to  be  a  life  of  drudgery,  very  ill  compensated,  and  our 
few  large  Towns  are  adequately  su[>plied  when  they  each  contain  one  or  two  gentl<;incn  of 
talent  and  experience.  The  profession,  being  o[)eii  to  those  who  have  (jualilied  themselves 
abroad,  an  ample  number  of  candidates  for  employment  i>rcsent  themselves  from  among  retired 
Surgeons  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  and  from  expeiieiiced  practitioners  from  older  and  more 
populous  countries.  This  will  jirobably  continue  to  be  the  case  ;  and,  if  it  were  nor  so,  still  a 
few  young  men  educated  anKJiig  us  would  occui^y  the  Held  for  many  j'ears.*  'J'hese  consiilera- 
tions  lead  the  Council  to  the  belief. that  it  is  not  of  such  pressing  importance  to  this  profession,  as 
to  the  others,  that  the  benefits  of  King's  College  should  be  early  felt,  but  they  would  only  tend  to 
deter  the  Council  from  diverting  any  large  portion  ni  their  income  at  present  to  the  expres.s 
purjxise  of  forming  a  Medical  School.  All  that  can  be  done  at  a  moderate  expense  to  meet  to 
the  utmost  the  views  of  the  Medical  Students,  as  well  as  others,  the  Council  will  gladly  concur 
in  ;  but  they  do  n  it  regard  pi'ovision  for  this  object  so  2)ressing,  as  the  necessity  of  providing 
for  the  interests  of  literature  and  general  science. 

0,  That  instruction  in  Civil  History,  in  Classieal  Learning,  in  Moral  Philosophy  and 
Divinity,  seem  to  be  more  recpiired.  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry  and  the  Mathematical 
Sciences  must,  of  course,  be  j)rovided  for  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  Tliose  who  are  to  fill 
the  professions  of  Law  and  Divinity,  and  to  act  in  the  various  departments  of  the  juiblic  service, 
and,  indeed,  all  upuii  whom  the  interests  of  society  are  mainly  dependent,  re<|nira  those  (jualitica-

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tions  to  liiifiblo  them  to  discharge  their  part  with  credit  ;  and  the  Council  considers  that,  in  the 
oi'der  in  wliicli  these  are  most  necessary,  jtrovisiun  should  at  once  be  made  iur  theui. 

10.  That,  in  the  oi)inion  of  the  Council,  Civil  History  and  Classical  Learning,  including 
instruction  in  Knglish  Coni])osition,  may  be  made  to  form  tlie  dcj)artment  of  one  Professor. 
Moral  Pliilosojihy  and  Divinity,  that  of  another  ;  and  Chemistr}'  and  Natural  Pliilosopliy  of  a 
third.  That  .such  a  cour.se  <if  instruction,  under  eminent  Professors  would  speedily  establish  the 
reputation  of  the  University,  and  that  a  Professorshij)  for  tlu;  Matliematicnl  Sciences,  might, 
after  a  very  short  interval,  bo  added,  if  it  could  not  be  made  to  form  i)art  of  the  lirst  arrange- 
ment. 

11.  That  the  Council  would  have  much  satisfaction  in  uniting  with  His  Excellency  in  the 
discussion  and  adojition  of  all  such  measures  as  are  nece.s.sary  for  carrying  into  effect  His 
Majesty's  gracious  intentions  in  forming  King's  College,  among  the  first  of  which  it  seems  to 
the  C(juncil  indisjjcnsable,  in  this,  as  well  as  in  all  other  similar  cases,  to  make  eaily  preparation 
for  acconmiodat  ing  the  Institution  with  suitable  P>uildingK  ;  and  the  Council  resjicctfully  considers, 
according  to  the  construction  which  the  Charter  has  hitherto  reci^ived,  and  agreeably  to  the 
system  of  proceeding  in  other  corporations  for  similar  purposes,  is  ra'her  a  matter  to  be  resolved 
upon  aftei-  open  and  general  discussion  in  the  Council,  than  one  which  retjuires  \u  lie  introduced 
in  the  first  instance  in  the  sliaj^e  of  a  Statute,  Rule  or  Ordinance. 

PJ.  That  the  Council  concurs  in  tlu;  ex])edieucy  of  erecting  four  Scholarships  of  Forty 
l)oun(ls  each,  \ipon  the  foundation  of  the  University,  which  Scholarships  should  V)e  open  to  the 
free  competition  of  all  young  men  iduiated  within  the  Piovince,  and  tliat  each  I'lection  sliould 
•be  for  a  term  of  four  years.  In  tlie  general  plan  whicii  must  be  adopteil  before  tlu;  University 
can  commence,  tlui  Council  conceives  that  provision  may  be  made  for  the  first  election  to  be 
held  before  the  s\numer  vacation  of  ISJ;}.

A  copy 
of  a  Despatch  from  Sir  George  Murray,  Colonial  Secretary,  dated  tlie  14th  of 
June,  LS.'K),  was  enclosed  to  the  College  Council  ly  Captain  Mudge,  Private  Sec- 
retary to  Sir  John  Colborne,  asking  for  an  account  to  he  laiti  before  the  House 
of  Commons  : 

t)f  all  graiits  of  land  made  to  Trustees,  or  other  Officers,  a])pointed  by  Charter  for  the  Main- 
tenance and  Establishment  of  any  College,  or  Seminary,  for  Education  in  Upper  Canada,  with 
any  valuation  or  estimate  th.at  may  have  been  made  of  the  same.* 

No  meeting  of  the  King's  College  Council  is  reported  in  the  Minute  liook  as 
having  been  held  from  the  •28th  of  Septetidier,  hSoO,  until  tite  22nd  of  January, 
1831,  or  from  tliat  date  until  the  18th  of  June,  1831.  In  the  meantime,  the  fol- 
lowing documents  were  addressed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor's  Private  Secre- 
tary, Captain  Mudge,  or  by  Sir  John  Colborne  himself,  to  the  Tlevcrcnd  Doctor 
Strachan,  President  of  King's  College  :

— The  proceedings  of  tlie  Council  of  King's  College  on  this 
Letter,  (No.  Ill),  and  its  enclosure,  which  took  place  at  this  date,  were  as  follows  : 

Tlie  Council  of  Kind's  College,  luiving  duliberatefl  upon  the  above  Letter,  were  of  opinion 
tliiit  the  mole  convenient  urrangeinent  would  be,  that  the  fiovernnient  .should  transfer,  by  Patent 
to  the  Corporation  of  King's  College,  such  portion  of  tlie  sixty-si.v  thou.sand,  ((if), 000,)  acres  which 
His  Excellency  has  iirojxiscd  to  direct  the  Crown  Lands  Coiinuis.sioner  to  dispose  of  for  the  p\ir- 
pose  of  replacing  the  adv.iace  which  the  Corporation  of  Iving'.s  College  h;is  made  in  aid  of  Ui)per 
Canada  College,  as  may  be  estimated  to  be  equal  in  value  to  thedelit  incurred.  And  that  what- 
ever advance  may  be  nece.s.sary  in  future  years,  in  aid  of  Ujtper  Canada  College,  will  be  made  by 
King's  CoUeu-e,  to  lie  rejiaid  in  like  manner  by  lands  to  be  taken,  upon  a  valuation  in  each  case, 
unless  the  rejiayment  can  be  otherwise  secuied. 

In  making  this  suggestion,  however,  the  College  Council  think  it  pmper  to  a<ld  that  they 
have  no  objection  to  offer,  on  tlie  jtart  of  iving's  Cijllege,  to  the  arrangement  llrst  pr^ijxised  by 
His  E.\cellency  of  conveying  the  endowment  of  Upper  Canada  College  to  the  institution,  the 
King  having  declared  the  (Jeneral  15oard  of  Education  for  Ui)per  Canada  to  be  its  Trustees,  by 
an  Instrument  under  the  Creat  Seal,  and  emjiowering  King's  College  Council  to  sell  the  land, 
until  the  endowment  shall  be  sufficient  to  support  the  Institution,  after  paying  the  debt  due  by 
it  to  King's  College. 

It  is  in  reference  only  to  the  proposition  last  made  by  His  E.xcellency  the  Lieuter,ant-({ov- 
ernor,  that  the  College  Council  would  urge  the  course  they  have  now  suggested  as  more  secure 
and  satisfactory.

The  Licutentant-Governor,  with  reference  to  a  former  Commvniication  (of  the  tith  of  Ai)ril, 
18151,  (I'age  28,)  cm  the  subject  of  the  lands  set  apart  for  the  Upper  Canada  College  and  Koj-al 
Crammar  School,  and  to  the  measures  proposed  by  the  College  Council  in  their  Minute  of  the  2()th 
[](Sth]  of  June,  181^51,  suggests  that  the  following  arrangen)ent  should  be  adojtted,  videlicet  :  That 
King's  College,  in  the  first  insUmce,  shall  hold,  in  trust,  twenty  thousand,  (20,000,)  acres  of  ihe 
lots  ordered  by  ILi  Majesty's  Government  to  be  set  apart  U>v  the  supjiort  (jf  Upper  Canada 
College,  untd  all  sums  advanced  by  King's  College  shall  have  been  repaid  to  that  Cor|joration  ; 
that  King's  College  shall  have  full  power  to  create  a  revenue  for  Ujiper  Canada  Colloge  ;  to  sell 
the  lands  set  ajiart  for  .the  support  of  U])per  Canada  College;  to  defray  from  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  these  lands  the  current  expenses  of  Ujiper  Canada  College,  and  to  replace  such  sums 
<as  have  been  advanced  by  King's  College,  or  shall  be  advanced  onjiccount  of  the  Buildings,  or 
expenses,  of  Ujiper  Canada  College. 

By  adoj»ting  this  course  King's  College  Council  will  become  grailually  the  Trustees  of  the 
End(jwment  ;  which  is  a  very  desirable  arrangement,  and  the  wild  land  tax  cannot  be  demanded 
for  any  part  of  the  sixty-six  thousand  ((5(5,000)  acres  set  aj)art  for  the  College.

To  His  Excellency  Sir  John  Culborne,  K.C.B.,  Lientennnt-Governor  of  Upper  Canada,  etc. 

May  it  please  Your  Excellency  : 

Tlie  Executive  Council,  having  had  under  consideration  the  endowments  of  the  College  of 
Upper  Canada  and  Royal  Grammar  School,  respectfully  recommend  that  out  of  the  sixty-six 
thousand,  (tit). 000,)  acres  authorized  by  His  Majesty's  Government  to  be  set  apart  for  the  above- 
named  Institution,  as  jicr  schedule  read  in  Council  on  the  JiOth  of  June,  1831,  there  be  granted 
twenty  thousand,  (20,000,)  acres  by  Patent  to  the  Council  of  King's  College,  in  trust  towards  the 
repayment  of  all  sums  which  have  been,  or  may  be  advanced,  by  that  Corporation  in  aid  of  the 
said  College  of  Upper  Canada,  which  twenty  thousand  acres  shall  consist  of  three  thou.sand  and 
forty  six,  (3,046, )  acres  in  the  Township  of  Mosa,  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  and  one,  (12,501,) 
Jicres  in  the  Township  of  Ekfrid,  in  the  District  of  London,  and  that  the  remainder  of  tho 
quantity  be  made  up  of  such  parts  of  the  Townshij)  of  Seymour,  in  the  District  of  Newcastle,  as 
Jiiay  be  found  free  from  ditticulty,  such  Patent  to  be  completed  with  ys  little  delay  as  i)0S8ible.

Lord  Goderich  Despatch  of  the  2nd  of  November,  1831. 

March  10th,  1S33.— At  the  meeting  of  King's  College  Council,  held  this  day, 
•Sir  John  Colborne,  as  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  King's  College,  communi- 
cated a  copy  of  a  Despatch  from  the  Colonial  Secretary,  Lord  Goderich,  dated 
the  2nd  of  November,  1831.  A  copy  of  this  Despatch,  and  a  statement  of  the 
-circumstances  under  which  it  was  written,  will  be  found  on  pages  5i-56  of  the 
Second  Volume  ^f  this  Documentary, History. 

This  noted  Despatch  occupied  at  the  time  a  large  share  of  public  attention 
iu  Upper  Canada,  by  reason  of  its  clear  and  outspoken  utterances  on  the  policy 
•of  the  Home  Government,  and  of  the  Educational  Rulers  of  the  Province  in 
1827-1831,  in  regard  to  legislation  on  the  question  of  University  Education. 

March  Slst,  1S32. — The  King's  College  Council  having  deliberated  upon  the 
JDespatch  of  the  Riglit  Honourable  Lord  Goderich,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
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Colonies,  dated  the  2nd  of  November,  1831,  which  was  referred  to  them  by  His 
Excellency  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  read  to  the  Council  on  Saturday,  the 
10th  iii.stant,  together  with  the  opinions  of  the  ^lembers  of  the  Council  upon 
questions  severally  proposed  to  them,  it  was  : 

Resulml,  That  tlie  following  Report  be  addroased  to  Ilia  Excellency  the  Lieutenant- 
Goveiiior,  as  coiitainini^  the  opinion  of  this  Council  upon  the  subject  of  the  Colonial  Secretary's 
Desjiatch,  and  that  His  Excellency  bo  reciueated  to  transmit  the  same  to  His  Majesty's  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Colonies  : 

To  His  Excellency  Sir  John  Colhoinc,  LieiitenuiU-Goctrtior  of  UjJiicr  Cnuadct,  etc. 

May  it  tle ask  Youk  Exceli.knc.y  : 

The  Council  of  Kind's  College  have  maturely  deliberated  upon  the  Despatcii  of  tlie  Itight 
Honourable  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  resjiecting  I\iii^''s  Colh;ge,  dated  tlie 
2nd  of  NovemVier,  1831,  which  Yijur  Excellency  was  pleased  to  refer  for  tlieir  eonsiilcration  and 
Report. 

Kixo's  CoLLKOE  Council  Askkd  to  Si'IvKendeu  the  Coi.i.koi:  Cn.\iiTEK. 

2.  Upon  an  attentive  perusal  of  this  Despatch,  it  ai)poars  to  Ije  the  desire  of  ilis  IMajesty's 
Government  that  the  Members  of  the  Corporation  of  Kiiit,'\s  Collei^e  shall  surrender  theCluirter 
granted  to  them  by  His  late  Majesty,  togetlier  witii  the  Endowment  which  has  Iteen  graciously 
conferred  upon  the  Corporation.  That  they  are  retiuested  to  make  this  .-unender  up()n  the 
assurance  of  the  Secretary  of  State  that  no  part  of  tlie  Endowment  shall  ever  be  diverted  from 
the  object  of  the  education  of  youth.  Tliat  it  will  be  projHised  to  the  Legislature  of  this  Pro 
vince  to  erect  another  College  u))on  such  principles  as  they  maj' aj)jirove,  wi'ha  recomuiciidfition 
froui  the  Home  Covernment  that  they  establisli  permanently  in  the  new  Collegi'  a  Di\  iniiy  I'rf 
fessorship  of  the  Church  of  England. 

3.  The  Council  takes  these  to  be  in  substance  the  propositions  containiMl  iu  the  l)esiiatch, 
and  they  beg  leave  to  adil,  that  the  arguments  used  to  induce  a  compliance  ;  and,  in  the  view 
taken  of  the  dilliculties  which  are  supposed  to  be  in  the  way  of  proceeding  undi;r  the  present 
Charter,  tliey  cannot  but  perceive  an  anxiety  upon  the  subject  that  claims  their  respectful 
acknowledgment,  and  re<juires  from  them  a  corresjionding  frankness  in  answering  the  refi'rence 
of  this  Desiiatch,  which  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has  been  jdeased  to  make  to 
them.

4.  The  Council  observes  that  the  request  to  surrender  the  Charter  is  j)urposely  addressed 
to  "The  Meud)ers  of  the  Cori)oration,"  of  whom  there  are  at  ju'esent  only  the  Chancellor  and 
President  holding  a  legal  interest  in  the  Charter  itself,  as  constituent  members  of  the  Corpi-ra- 
tion.  The  other  gentlemen,  (to  whose  consideration  this  Despatch  has  been  sultmitted,  having 
no  other  relation  to  the  Corporation  than,  as  they  happen  to  be  for  the  time.  Members  of  the 
College  Council),  are  doubtful  whether  it  was  intended  by  the  Secretary  of  Slate  to  recjuest  their 
concurrence  in  the  surrender  of  the  Charter,  or,  whether  it  nuiy  not  merely  have  been  desired 
tiiat  they  should  exju-ess  their  opinion  upon  the  exi)ediency  of  the  course  proj)osed  If  it  lias 
been  contemplated  that  they  should  join  in  the  surrender,  the  lirst  dilliculty  which  presents 
itself  is  a  conviction  on  their  part,  that  they  have  iiot  the  power  to  do  so. 

5.  His  late  Majesty  very  graciously  intending  to  estaVdish  an  University  in  this  J^rovince, 
"for  the  Education  of  youth  in  the  prineijiles  of  Christian  Religion,  and  for  their  instructii»n  in 
"■  Science  and  Literature,"  erected,  by  Letters  Patent,  a  Corporation,  to  consist  of  the  Clian- 
cellor,  J'resident,  Professors  and  Scholars  of  the  proposed  University,  and  gave  to  that  Corpora- 
tion, under  the  style  of  "  The  Chancellor,  President  and  Scholars  of  King's  College,  at  York, 
"  in  Up})er  Canada,"  a  cajjacity  to  take,  hold  and  possess  lai\ds,  not  as  personal  estate,  lor  the 
use  of  the  College. 

(i.  The  Mend)ers  of  the  Council,  who  come  under  neither  of  the  designations  of  Chancellor, 
President,  Profes.sors,  or  Scholars,  are  not  made  l)y  the  Charier  constitui  lit  members  of  ihe 
CorjMuation  ;  and  thej',  therefore,  apprehend  that  they  can  concur  in  no  act  for  purrendering 
the  Charter, — in  other  words,  that  they  cannot  yield  up  a  grant  they  have  not  received. 

The  Lecal  Question  as  to  the    Powers  of  Non-Chakter  Memiieks  ok  the  Corporation. 

7.  It  is  true  that  the  Cliarter  provides  for  the  existence  of  a  Council  within  the  Corporation, 
•who  are  to  frame  Statutes,  Rules  and  Ordinances  for  the  good  government  of  the  College,  and 
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to  manage  its  revenue,  piopeity  and  affairs  ;  which  Council  is  to  consist  of  the  Chancellor, 
President  and  seven  of  the  Professors,  whenever  a  sufticieut  number  of  the  latter  shall  he 
appointed,  being  uKiinbors  of  the  Church  of  England.  Jt  is  true,  also,  that,  in  order  to  prt)vide 
'for  the  tilling  up  of  the  Council  at  the  first  institution  of  the  College,  and  previous  to  the 
appointment  by  the  Chancellor  of  seven  discreet  and  proper  pevaons  resident  within  this 
Province,  to  constitute,  in  conjunction  with  the  Chancellor  and  President,  the  first  original 
Council  of  the  College,  a  Council  has  been  accordingly  constituted  by  appointing  seven  peiHons 
under  tlie  authority  of  the  Charter  ;  but  it  seems  to  the  Coun(;il  to  admit  of  no  doubt  that  it  is 
not  within  the  power  of  the  i)erson3  so  appointed  for  managing  ad  interim  the  revenues  and 
jiroperty  of  the  College,  to  join  in  any  act  for  divesting  the  College  of  all  its  "revenues  and 
"property,  leaving  tliereby  nothing  to  be  managed  ;"  and  it  seems  to  tliem  e(pially  clear  that, 
under  the  general  but  temixirary  authority  wliich  the  Charter  gives  them,  "  to  do  such  matters 
"and  things  as  to  them  shall  seem  good  and  tit  and  useful  for  the  well  being  and  advancemeni 
*' of  the  College,  and  agreeable  to  the  Chancellor,"  the  persons  so  appointed  could  not  join  in 
-annihilating  the  Corporation  by  the  surrender  of  the  Charter  itself. 

The  ExrEniENCv  of  Surrkndkkincj  the  Charter  Qukstionki*. 

8.  Such  an  act  would  not  be  agreeable  to  the  Charter,  but,  on  the  contrary,  directly  and 
immediately  destructive  of  it  ;  and  as  it  could  not,  therefore,  come  within  the  scope  of  the 
authority  yiven  to  the  Council  by  the  general  expression  above  referred  to,  so  it  seems  to  be  at 
least  eijually  evident,  that  it  could  not  c(Hne  within  the  range  of  any  of  those  powers,  or  duties, 
of  the  Council,  which  are  especially  enumerated,  because  these  all  have  relation  to  the  pro- 
motion and  advancement  of  the  purjtosea  of  the  Institution,  and  would  be  plainly  infringed  by 
any  act  tending  to  its  destruction.  On  the  whole,  what  is  here  intended  to  be  stated  cannot  bo 
more  distinctly  expressed  than  by  Kiying  that  these  Members  of  the  College  Council  consider 
themselves  to  have  certain  powers  under  the  Charter,  but  none  over  it. 

9.  Although  the  Council  have  thought  it  proper  to  explain  their  view  of  this  matter,  so  as 
to  obviate  any  possible  misconception,  they  are  not  desirous  of  enlarging  upon  this  legal  dilli- 
culty,  because  they  are  not  sure  that  the  Secretary  of  State  intended  to  address  the  request  con- 
tained in  the  Despatch  to  any  others  than  His  Excellency  the  Chancellor  and  the  President, 
although  the  general  tenor  of  the  Despatch  allows  that  to  be  implied,  and,  however  this  may 
be,  the  Council  would  not  be  so  uncandid  as  to  intimate  that  the  diftictdty  they  have  stated  is 
their  only  difhculty  ;  on  the  contrary,  they  wish  it  to  be  understood  that,  if  their  scruples  on 
that  point  could  be  removed,  they  would  still  not  feel  it  right  to  concur  in  surrendering  either 
the  Charter  of  King's  College,  or  its  Endowment. 

Uncertainty  as  to  the  Future  AppLicATroN  of  the  College  Endowment. 

10.  As  the  Council  do  not  feel,  so  they  cannot  profess  to  feel,  a  sufficient  assurance  that, 
after  they  should  have  thus  consented  to  destroy  a  College  founded  by  their  Sovereign,  under  as 
unrestricted  and  open  a  Charter  as  had  ever  passed  the  Great  Seal  of  England  for  a  similar 
purpose,  the  different  branches  of  the  Legislature  would  be  able  to  concur  in  establishing  an- 
other that  would  equally  secure  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  Colony,  through  successive  generations, 
the  possession  of  a  seat  of  learning,  in  which  sound  religious  instruction  should  be  dis|)en3ed, 
and  in  which  care  would  be  taken  to  guard  against  those  occasions  of  instability,  dissension  and 
confusion,  the  foresight  of  which  has  led  in  our  Patent  State  to  the  making  an  uniformity  of 
religion  in  each  University,  throughout  the  Empire,  an  indispensable  feature  in  its  constitution. 
If  the  objections  entertained  by  the  Council  against  the  surrender  of  the  Ciiarter  were  not  in- 
surmountable, no  stronger  inducement  could  be  offered  than  the  request  which  His  Lordship's 
Despatch  conveys  ;  for  the  Council  cannot  fail  to  bo  sensible  that  such  a  recjuest  can  have  been 
dictated  only  by  a  supposed  nece.ssity  for  departing  from  established  i>rinci[)les,  in  order  to  pro 
mote  the  peace  and  contentment  of  the  Colony. 

The  (^uE.sTiON  is  not  a  Pa.ssinc  one,  but  one  of  the   Future  Especially. 

11.  With  the  ojjinions,  however,  which  the  Council  entertain,  and  with  the  oi)portunity  of 
forming  tho.se  o|)inions,  which  their  residence  in  the  Colony  affords  them,  they  could  never  stand 
excused  to  tliemselves,  or  others,  if  they  should  surrender  the  Charter,  supposing  that  to  be 
within  their  power,  so  long  as  there  is  an  utter  uncertainty  as  to  the  measures  that  would  follow. 
The  moral  and  religious  state  of  more  than  three  hundred  thousand,  (:}()0,000,)  I'litish  subjects 
is  at  present  involved  in  the  proper  di8i)osal  of  these  (|uestions  ;  and,  Imfore  very  many  years 
will  have  elapsed,  more  than  a  million  must  be  atl'ected  by  them.  The  Council,  therefore, 
■whatever  results  may  be  obtained  by  other  means,  could  not  justify  to  themselves  the  a-ssuming 
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the  responsibility  of  endangering  the  very  existence  of  this  Institution.  They  would  feel  bound 
to  look  beyond  the  movements  and  discussions  of  the  passing  hour,  and  could  not,  even  if  they 
concurred  in  the  view  of  present  expediency,  consent  to  pull  down  the  only  foundation  which 
at  present  exists  in  Upper  Canada  for  the  advancement  of  religion  and  learning  upon  a  system 
which  has  not  been  repudiated  by  the  Government  in  any  part  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions. 

12.  The  College  Council  would  entertain  no  objection  against  the  surrendering  of  tli© 
Incorporation  as  a  mere  formal  act,  to  be  immediately  followed  by  the  granting  of  another 
Charter  under  the  Great  Seal,  upon  terms  that  shall  have  been  fully  settled  and  agreed  upon 
previous  to  its  surrender,  so  that  the  existence  of  a  College  in  Upper  Canada  should  not  be 
dependent  upon  the  chance  of  the  Legislature,  or  the  Government,  devising  a  Charter  which  all 
religious  sects,  and  all  parties  shall  forbear  to  complain  of. 

The  C0NTINGENCIE.S  AS  TO  the  Future  ok  the  Question  very  Uncertain  and  Doubtful. 

13.  If  the  power  of  surrendering  clearly  lay  in  their  hands,  they  should  feel  this  cautiorv 
necessary,  because  thoy  are  strongly  impressed  with  the  conviction,  that  the  proposition  whicli 
must  be  made  to  the  Legislature,  to  concur  in  framing  a  Charter  for  a  new  College,  would  either 
be  attended  witli  no  ett'ectual  result,  or,  would  lead  to  the  establishment  of  such  an  Institution 
as  would  be  without  an  example  in  the  British  Dominions  ;  and  they  are  apprehensive  that  the 
consequence  would  very  i)robably  bo  that,  after  the  delay  of  .some  years,  the  small  chance  of  an 
union  of  sentiments  upon  this  subject  might  lead  His  Majesty's  Government  to  give  up  the 
attemj)t,  and  appropriate  the  surrendered  endowment,  (wlucli  His  Lordship  declares  shall  never 
be  diverted  from  the  object  of  the  education  of  youth,)  to  the  "advancement  of  Education  in 
some  otlier  manner  than  \>y  the  foundation  of  an  establishment,  which  the  Council  c(>nsiders  to- 
be  indispensable  to  the  future  welfare  of  the  Colony. 

SUOOESTKO    Moi>IFICATIONS    IN    KlNG    COLLEOK    CHARTER    CONSIDERED. 

14.  To  give  every  facility  in  their  power  to  such  measures  as  are  within  the  discretion  of 
His  Majesty's  Government  for  overcoming  tlie  supposed  dirticulty,  the  College  (Council  take  this 
occasion,  (the  tirst  that  has  been  presented  to  them,)  to  state  what  are  tlie  moditicatifins  of  the 
Cliarter  which,  in  their  opinion,  it  would  be  desiral)le  to  introduce,  taking  the  several  j)ouit8  which 
have  been  the  subject  of  discussion  in  the  order  in  which  tliey  occur.  (1)  The  Council  are 
willing  that  the  Bisliop  of  Quebec,  being  Visitor,  should  not  bo  insisted  upon.  They  approve 
of  tlie  Charter  in  that  point  as  it  stands,  and  think  it  liable  to  no  just  exception  ;  but,  if  it  be 
excepted  against,  they  would  not  regard  that  provision  of  tlie  Charter  as  iiuli8[ien.sable,  l>ecause 
it  is  not  really  essential,  and  because  usage  in  similar  In.stitvitions  does  not  require  it.  They 
think,  however,  iliat  no  person  should  be  Visitor  who  is  not  a  MemVjer  (»f  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, unless  indeed  it  should  be  thought  advisable  to  make  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  Visitor, 
in  conformity  to  a  general  and  constitutional  principle. 

IT). — (2)  The  Council  are  willing  that  the  President  of  tlie  College,  on  any  future  vacancy, 
should  be  any  Clergyman  in  Holy  Orders  of  the  Church  of  England,  whom  the  King  may  think 
Ht  to  appoint.  That  provision  in  the  Charter  wliich  makes  the  Archdeacon  of  York,  President, 
ex-olfir.iii,  the  Council  admits  to  be  inexpedient,  since  it  may  very  well  happen  that  the  qualih- 
cations  which  may  very  properl}'  lead  to  an  appointment  to  the  Archdeaconry  of  York  may  not 
include  all  that  are  necessary  for  the  important  and  particular  duties  of  President  uf  a  College. 
The  Council  takes  it  for  granted,  then,  that  no  one  contemplates  anything  else  than  that  the 
present  Archdeacon  of  Y^jrk,  who,  being  especially  named  in  the  Charter,  is  to  continue 
President,  so  long  as  he  may  consent  to  do  so. 

lt>. — (3)  The  Council  tliink  it  desirable  that  the  subscription  to  the  Thirty-nine  Articles 
should  be  dispensed  with,  in  respect  to  the  Members  of  the  Council,  who  they  would,  nevexthe- 
less,  reconuuend  should  be  Members  of  the  Church  of  England  ;  but,  if  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment deems  a  relaxation  of  tiie  Charter  on  that  point  indi.spensable,  the  Council  are  disposed 
respectfully  to  acquiesce. 

17. — (4)  With  regard  to  the  clause  in  which  mention  is  made  of  the  religious  tests,  or  quali- 
fications, to  be  required  of  persons  to  be  admitted  to  a  Degree  in  Divinity,  the  Council  are  will- 
ing it  should  be  altered  so  as  to  read  thus  : 

"And  we  further  will,  ordain  and  appoint,  that  no  religious  test,  or  qualification,  shall  be 
* '  required  of,  or  appointed  for  any  person  admitted,  or  matriculated,  as  Scholars  within  our  said 
"  College  ;  or  of  any  persona  admitted  to  any  Degree,  or  any  Act  or  Faculty  therein,  save  only 
"  of  persons  adnnitted  within  our  said  College  to  any  Degree  in  Divinity,  respecting  whom  such 
"regulations  nny  be  made  as  the  College  Council  shall  think  tit." 
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18.  The  Council  have  thus  respectfully  laid  before  Your  Excellency  the  objections  whicb 
occur  to  thciu  against  the  surrender  of  the  Charter,  for  the  purpu.se  of  throwing  the  whole 
matter  as  a  perfectly  open  question  before  the  Legislature,  and  they  have  also  stated  what  are 
the  alterations  which  they  think  might  with  advantage  be  made  in  the  Charter,  and,  in  eft'ecting 
which,  they  will  cheerfully  give  any  aid  in  their  power. 

The  Council  Dissents  from  the  Views  and  Arguments  ok  Lord  Goderich. 

10.  Before  taking  leave  of  the  subject,  however,' tliey  cannot  forbear  to  declare  that  they 
have  exi)erienced  no  little  surprise  and  mortification  in  perusing  some  of  the  arguments  which 
His  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  has  advanced,  for  proving  the  propriety  and  necessity  of  sur- 
rendering the  Charter. 

20.  In  the  first  i)lace,  they  humbly  submit  that  the  Charter  of  King's  College  cannot 
reasonablj'  be  called  exclusive  and  restrictive,  by  comparison  with  that  of  anj'  other  College  in 
the  Dominions  of  the  Crown.  And,  in  the  next  place,  they  cannot  concur  in  the  assumption, 
that  anytliing  contained  in  the  Charter  has  necessarily  had  theelfect  of  counteracting,  or  defeat- 
ing, the  design  of  the  Institution,  and  depriving  the  Province  of  the  advantage  anticipated  from 
its  adoption. 

21.  They  admit  that  representations  have  been  made,  comjjlaining  of  their  Charter  in 
common  with  a  multitude  of  other  supposed  grievances,"*  and  that  His  Majesty's  (jovernment,  in 
deference  to  these  represent;itions,  has  suspended  the  operations  of  the  College  Council,  but 
they  cannot  adii.it  that  this  susijension  of  proceeding  has  been  otherwise  necessary  than  from 
this  direct  interposition  proceeding  from  His  Majesty's  Government.  | 

22.  The  Council  ])erceives  that  His  Majesty's  Secretaiy  of  State  notices  tlie  fact,  "  that 
"whilst  no  positive  steps  have  been  yet  taken  for  giving  to  King's  College  any  practical  exist- 
*'  ence,  the  new  College  which  Your  Excellency  has  established  has  been  forwarded  with  con- 
"  siderable  activity,  and  is  now  open  for  the  instruction  of  Youth  ;  from  which  fact  it  is 
"  assumed  that  experience  has  demonstrated  that,  under  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  Up[)er 
"  Canada,  a  College  with  restrictive  tests  is  altogether  inojjerative  for  any  useful  purpose." 

23.  The  Council  do  indeed  very  much  regret,  that  it  should  have  escaped  the  recollection 
of  His  Majesty's  (jlovernment,  that  the  progress  of  King's  College  has  been  ob.-structed  by  such 
a  direct  interposition  of  the  Government,  under  the  authority  of  the  t-ecrctary  ot  State  as 
excludes  all  inferences  of  the  kind,  and  such  as  left  no  room  for  deliberation,  much  less  for 
experiment.  In  justice  to  themselves,  and  to  prevent  further  misappruliensinns  on  this  subject, 
the  College  Council  take  this  occasion  to  explain  how  it  has  happened  tliut  this  Institution' 
founded  on  a  Solemn  Charter  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  has  not  been  called  into  action 
in  the  few  years  that  have  elapsed  since  they  were  appointed  to  manage  its  .idHrs  ;  tliey,  there- 
fore, beg  to  state  that,  upon  the  arrival  of  the  Charter,  which  was  a  short  time  before  Your 
Excellency  assumed  the  Government  of  this  Province,  the  necessary  measures  were  tiiken  by 
His  Excellency,  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,  the  then  Chancellor,  and  by  the  College  Council  ap- 
pointed by  him,  for  carrying  its  provisions  into  etl'ect.  In  a  short  space  of  time,  they  had 
purchased  a  very  eligible  site  for  the  College  ;  they  have  had  a  luiinite  Survey  and  Rej)ort 
made  of  the  value  of  all  the  lands  which  constitute  the  Endowment  ;  and  they  have  made  such 
arrangements  as  were  rajiidly  jiroducing  the  necessary  funds.  They  have  jtrocured  a  model 
and  specifications  of  suitible  buildings,  and  were  on  the  very  point  ot  advertising  for  contracts 
to  erect  such  parts  of  them  as  would  suttice  for  the  immediate  purposes  of  the  Institution. 

ReI'KESSIVE    PKOt'EEUINlJS    OF    THE    LlEUTENANT-GoVERNOR    AS    ChANCELLOK. 

24.  They  were  proceeding  in  all  this  without  difficulty,  or  hesitation,  when  Your  Excellency 
succeeded  to  the  Government  of  the  Provinee,  and,  in  a  short  time  afterwards,  (acting,  doubt- 
less, upon  instructions  received  from  His  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State,)  convened  the  Collco 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  making  to  them  the  announcement  that  no  further  steps  should  be 
taken.  This  ainiouncement  was  made  in  terms  so  positive,  that  it  was  declared  that  "  one 
stone  should  not  be  put  ui)on  another,"  until  certain  alterations  in  the  Charter  had  been  made, 
or  proposed  to  the  Legislature,  and  that,  as  Chancellor,  Your  Excellency  would  utterly  refuse 
to  concur  in  any  further  measures  of  the  Council  under  present  circumstances.

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25.  The  Council  could  but  submit,  in  the  earnest  hope  that  a  more  mature  consideration  of 
the  subject  would  lead  to  the  removal  of  a  prohibition  for  wliich  there  was  not,  in  the  judgment 
of  any  Member  of  tiie  Council  at  that  time,  any  adecjuate  cause. 

Example  of  the  Succe.s.s  of  Ui'per  Canada  College  Cited  in  favoi  ii  of  King'.s  College. 

26.  Either  at  that  time,  or  immediately  after,  Your  Excellency  urged  the  necessity  of 
onlar"in<'  the  foundation  of  tlie  Royal  (irammar  School  at  York,  in  order  to  make  it  better  serve 
the  purixise  of  a  Preparatory  School  to  the  proposed  University.*  In  their  desire  to  promote 
Educaliim  by  all  possible  means,  the  Members  of  the  College  Council  have  individually  and 
•collectively  given  every  aid  to  this  purpose  of  Your  Excellency,  and  they  have  cheerfully  given 
their  concurrence,  from  time  to  time,  in  measures  so  far  beyond  the  original  design  that  they 
li,ave  incurred  the  resp(msil>ility  of  advancing  out  of  the  funds  of  King's  College  more  than 
thirteen  thousand  pounds,  (£'13,000,)  for  the  erecti(m  and  support  of  this  minor  Institution,  to 
which  Ui.s  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  alludes  in  his  Despatch. f 

27.  Under  sucli  encouragement,  that  Institution  has  had  no  dithculty  in  going  nito  actual 
operation  ;  and,  while  in  consecjuence  of  the  professed  jealousy  of  the  National  Church,  His 
Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  has,  It}'  an  express  tlirection  to  Yoiir  Excellency,  communicated  to 
the  Colle"e  Council,  confirmed  the  injunction  against  any  proceedings  under  the  Royal  Charter 
of  Kind's  College  ;  notwithstanding,  the  Principal,  Vice  Principal,  the  two  Classical  Masters, 
and  the  Mathematical  Master,  hapjten  at  present  to  be  Clergymen  in  Holy  Orders  of  the  Church 
of  England,  is  proceeding  in  the  business  of  instruction  ;  and  children  of  parents  of  all  persua- 
sion are  availing  themselves  of  its  advantages,  as  it  was  always  evident  to  tlie  College  Council 
they  would  uncpiestionably  have  done,  in  respect  to  King's  College,  if  it  had  been  permitted  to 
be  opened. 

28.  There  is,  therefore,  this  striking  difference,  that,  while  the  one  Institution  has  been 
allowed  and  encouraged  to  proceed,  and  has  been  enabled  to  proceed  from  the  funds  thus  temp- 
orarily advanced  from  King's  College,  the  other,  possessing  a  sufticient  endowrrr^nt  and  founded 
by  a  Royal  Charter,  has  be-^n  restrained  from  proceeding  by  a  peremptory  interposition  of  the 
authority  of  Government.  The  fact  lias  been  tlie  occasion  of  great  regret  and  disappointment 
to  the  College  Council,  because  its  efl'ect  has  been  to  withhold  for  some  years  from  tihe  youth  of 
Upper  Canada,  to  tlie  irreparable  loss  of  many,  tho.se  benefits  which  no  other  Institution  in  the 
Oolony  is  either  calculated,  or  intended,  to  supply.  But,  it  is  more  than  ever  painful  to  them 
now  to  find  that  the  susjiension  thus  occjisioned,  by  the  command  of  His  Majesty's  (iovernment, 
is  advanced  as  a  proof  that  the  Institution  has  been  established  on  principles  inherently  defec- 
tive  and  is  made  use  of  as  an  argument  for  the  surrender  of  their  Charter  and  Endowment. 

29.  The  College  Council  cannot  but  consider  this  as  singularly  unfortunate,  because  they 
entertain  no  doubt  whatever,  but,  on  the  contrary,  are  convinced  by  past  and  present  experi- 
ence, that  all  that  wiis  wanting  to  show  the  unreasonableness  of  the  objections  that  were  urged, 
was  to  have  suflered  the  College  to  proceed  in  carrying  into  eflect  the  beneficent  objects  for 
which  it  was  provided.  They  cannot,  on  any  satisfactory  ground,  account  to  themselves  why  in 
a  Colony  of  Great  Britain,  receiving  annually  vast  accessions  of  inhabitants  from  the  United 
Kingdom,  those  constitutional  principles  which  are  necessary  to  support  a  national  religion 
should  not  be  as  decidedly  maintained  here  as  in  other  Colonies  of  the  Crown. 

The  Members  of  the  Council  Unanimous,  Except  Chief  Jlstke  Robinson. 

30.  The  Council  think  it  right  to  state  that  thej'  are  unanimous  in  the  opinions  respecting 
the  alterations  which  may  be  made  in  the  charter,  except  that  the  Chief  .lust ice  (John  Beverley 
Robinson)  de.sires  it  to  be  noted  that  it  is  not  with  his  concurrence  that  the  assent  is  expressed, 
dispensing  with  the  provision  that  the  Members  of  the  Council  shall  l>u  members  of  the  Church 
of  England,  it  being  his  conviction  that  a  College  for  educating  youtli  in  the  jirinciples  of  the 
Chrisfiian  religion,  as  well  as  in  literature  and  the  sciences,  is  less  likely  to  be  useful  and  to 
ac(pure  a  lasting  and  deserved  popularity  if  its  religious  character  is  left  to  the  discretion  of 
individuals,  and  to  the  chance  of  events,  and  suffered  to  remain  the  subject  of  unchristian 
intrigues  and  dia.scnsions,  than  if  it  is  laid  broadly  and  firmly  on  its  foundation  by  an  authority 
that  cannot  with  any  reason  be  ((uestioned  ;  he  would  think  the  necessity  fur  any  restriction 
with  respect  to  tlie  Members  of  the  Council  superseded,  if  the  charter  were  to  contain  a  decla- 
ration, such  as  the  regulation  adopted  by  the  Council  of  King's  College,  New  Brunswick,  (the 
members  of  Avhich  are  required  to  be  of  the  Church  of  England)  videlicet,  that  no  Professor  shall

tin  regard  to  these  advances  from  the  funds  of  King's  College,  see  pages  94  and  326  of  the  Second 
Volume  of  this  Documentary  History. 
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teach  in  the  College  any  principles  contrary  to  the  doctrines  and  discipline  of  tlie  United 
Churcli  of  England  iind  Ireland,  or  to  good  morals,  or  to  the  British  Constitution,  as  by  law 
established. 

31.  He  does  not  desire  to  see  a  subscription  to  the  Thirty-nine  Articles,  or  any  other  test 
exacted,  but  merely  such  a  dccliiratioii  of  the  religious  cliaracter  of  the  College  as  shall  leave  no 
parent  in  doubt  of  the  religious  principles  that  are  to  be  imbibed  in  the  University.

Summary  of  the  Council's  Reasons  for  Not  Surrendering  the  Charter^ 

The  Council  of  King'.s  College  was,  at  tho  time  that  this  .statement  was 
written,  and  subsequently,  very  severely  criticised  for  not  assenting  to  the  pro- 
posal of  the  Colonial  Secretary  to  surrender  the  Charter  of  King's  College.  The 
nature  of  this  adverse  criticism  may  be  understood  by  referring  to  page  216  of 
the  Second  Volume  of  this  History.  The  reply  of  the  College  Council  was,  as 
will  be  seen,  sent  to  the  Colonial  Secretary  at  the  time  it  was  written,  in  1832  ;  but 
it  does  not  appear  to  have  been  communicated  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  or 
possibly  to  the  public,  except  in  a  general  way,  until  1846,  when  it  appears  among 
a  voluminous  series  of  papers  and  documents,  in  the  shape  of  a  "  Message  "  from 
the  acting  Governor-General,  (Lord  Cathcart,)  on  the  subject  of  King's  College 
University.* 

It  was  but  just  to  the  Councd  of  King's  College,  that  even  at  that  late  date, 
(1846,)  the  reasons  for  its  refusal  to  surrender  the  Charter  in  1832  should  be 
given.  The  Council  at  that  time  gave  what  appeared  to  its  members  full  and 
ample  reasons  why  they  then  refused  to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  (Colonial  Sec- 
retary, Lord  Goderich,  conveyed  to  them,  (by  Sir  John  Colborne,  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  and  Chancellor  of  the  University,)  in  the  then  noted  Despatch  of  the 
Secretar}^,  dated  the  2nd  of  November,  1831. f  The  reasons  which  the  College 
Council  as.s.igned  for  its  refusal  to  surrender  the  Charter  may  be  briefly  summar- 
ized as  follows : 

1.  It  was  held  by  the  Council  that  only  the  persons  named  in  the  Charter, 
(and  to  whom  the  request  of  the  Colonial  Secretary  was  addressed — the  Chan- 
cellor, and  President,—  there  being  no  Professors  and  Scholars — )  as  the  chief 
officials  and  representatives  of  the  University,  could  surrender  the  trust  which 
the  Charter  imposed  upon  them. 

2.  That  the  seven  persons  named  by  the  chief  of  these  officers,  (the  Chancel- 
lor,) being  appointed  merely  to  execute  the  trust  imposed  by  the  Charter,  had  no 
legal  power  to  take  part  in  its  surrender. 

3.  That  although  the  Colonial  Secretary,  Lord  Goderich,  in  his  Despatch, 
assured  the  Council  that  "  no  part  of  the  endowment  shall  ever  be  diverted  from

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the  object  of  the  education  of  youth  ";  yet  the  Council  felt  that,  if  the  Charter  were 
surrendered  the  uncertainty  of  the  destination  of  the  endowment  would,  and  did, 
make  the  Members  hesitate  to  imperil  the  whole  question  of  University  Educa- 
tion in  Upper  Canada  for  the  future ;  or,  as  the  Council  expressed  it : 

Thoy  [fult]  bound  to  look  beyond  the  movements  of,  and  discussions  of  tlio  passing  hour  ; 
and  they  could  not,  even  if  they  concurred  in  the  view  of  present  expediency,  consent  to  pull 
down  the  only  foundation  whicli  at  present  exists  in  Upper  Canada  for  thi;  advancement  of 
religion  and  learning  upon  a  system  which  has  not  been  repudiated  by  the  [lnii)erial]  Govern- 
ment in  any  part  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions. 

In  transmitting  a  copy  of  this  refusal  of  the  Council  of  King'.s  College  to 
surrender  the  Charter  of  the  University,  Sir  John  Colborne  wrote  the  Despatch 
to  Lord  Goderich,  the  Colonial  Secretary,  on  the  next  page,  dated  the  2nd  of 
April.  1832.  In  it,  he  suggested  the  expediency  of  the  issue  of  a  new  Charter 
by  the  Imperial  Government,  and  the  subsequent  cancellation  of  the  former 
Charter  of  1827  by  the  Provincial  Legislature,  or  its  formal  surrender  by  the 
College  Council,  as  then  no  longer  operative. 

It  is  evident  from  the  Despatch  of  Lord  Goderich  to  Sir  John  Colborne, 
dated  the  8th  of  November,  1832,  (page  112  of  the  Second  Volume  of  this 
Documentary  History,)  that  the  Colonial  Secretary  declined  to  act  upon  this 
suggestion  of  Sir  John  Colborne  ;  for,  in  the  Despatch  of  the  date  mentioned, 
(8th  November,  18o2),  he  said:  "Every  possible  measure  has  been  taken  to 
refer  to  their  [the  Canadian  people's]  llepresentatives  the  decision  of  the 
question,  in  what  form,  and  upon  what  principles  the  College  should  be  founded." 

In  1835,  upon  the  failure  of  the  Legislative  Council  to  concur  in  the  Charter 

of  King's  College,  as  amended  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  Sir  John  Colborne 

practically  made  the  same  suggestion  to  the  successor  of  Loid  Goderich  in  the 

Colonial  Office,  (Lord  Glenelg,)  and  said 

I  am  per.suaded  that  no  law  for  the  amendment  of  tJie  College  Cliarter  will  be  enacted  by 
•  the  Provincial  Legislature     .      .     .     and  I  entertain  no  doubt  tliat  the  existing  Charter  may  be 
so  modified  by  the  interposition  of  His  Majesty's  Government,  as  to  leave,  in  essential  [K'ints,  no 
just  grounds  for  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  eitlier  House. 

The  reply  of  Lord  Glenelg  on  these  points  was  equally  conclusive  with  that 

of  Lord  Goderich,  his  predecessor,  for,  in  his  Despatch  of  the  17th  of  June,  1835 

he  said  : — 

As  I  find  it  impossible  to  act  upon  the  recommendation  which  you  have  thus  tendered  to 
His  Majesty's  Ministers,  I  think  1  shall  best  discharge  my  duty  by  announcing  to  you  that  deci- 
sion without  delay  or  hesitation. 

I  am  not  aware  what  nuiy  be  the  grounds  on  which  you  antici]>ate  tlie  acquiescence  of  the 
House  of  Assembly  in  such  an  amended  Charter  as  you  have  proposed  ;  on  tlie  other  liand,  the 
reasons  for  ai)prehending  their  strenuous  resistance  are  obvious,  and  to  me,  at  least,  appear 
conclusive. 

First :  Your  plan  departs  in  every  one  essential  particvdar  from  that  which  the  House  of 
Assembly,  in  their  last  session,  sanctioned  by  their  votes.  It  is  not  likely  tliey  would  be  satis- 
fied to  have  their  judgment  overruled  by  the  direct  interposition  of  tlie  Royal  authority. 

Secondly:  The  Earl  of  Ripon,  (lately  Lord  Goderich,)  referred  the  matter  to  the  discretion 
of  the  Provincial  Legislature.  They  would  scarcely  otherwise  than  be  displeased  with  the 
^retraction  of  His  Lordship's  order.*

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Thirdly :  The  decision  of  sucli  a  (jueation  by  Hia  Majesty's  advisers  in  this  Kingdom,  would 
be  condemned  witli  phiusibility,  and  not  indeed  witliout  justice,  as  a  needless  interference  in 
the  internal  affairs  of  the  Province.* 

The  Despatch  which  Sir  John  Colbonie  addressed  to  Lord  Goderich,  the 
•Colonial  Minister,  on  the  2nd  of  April,  1832,  was  as  follows  : — 

1  have  tlie  honour  to  state  that,  on  receipt  of  V'our  Lordsliip'a  Despatch  of  the  2nd  <jf 
November,  (18IU)  respecting  the  constitution  of  King's  (College  at  York,  I  assembled  tlie  Presi- 
dent and  Council,  explained  to  them  the  wishes  ot  llis  Majesty's  (jovernment  in  regard  to  the 
■surrender  of  tlie  Charter,  with  the  Lands  granted  as  an  Endowment  ;  and  retpiested  that  they 
"would  consult  on  the  expediency  of  folh^vving  the  course  recommended  in  \'uuv  Lordship's 
Despatch. 

I  now  beg  leave  to  forward  the  accompanying  Report,  which  they  have  transmitted  to  me, 
after  having  duly  deliberated  on  the  several  topics  to  which  their  attention  was  directed  ;  and 
to  observe  that,  at  the  time  I  drew  the  attention  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  the  House  of 
A8seml)ly  to  the  Charter  of  Kiu.;'s  College,  with  reference  to  the  [nstructioiia  cf)mmunioated  to 
me  by  His  Majesty's  Ciovernment,  and  to  an  Address,  which  had  boon  laid  Ijofore  the  King  ;  it 
was  generally  supposed  that  both  Houses  would  coincide  in  opinion,  that  certain  clausts  of  the 
Charter  ought  to  be  repealed,  and  that  they  would  pass  resolutions  to  that  eti'ect.  Hut,  there 
appeared  no  jirobability  that  tliey  would  concur  in  framing  a  new  Charter  ;  and,  indeed,  1  still 
Am  persuaded  that,  whenever  this  perplexing  subject  is  brought  before  the  l*i-ovincial  Li'gis- 
lature,  the  discussion  of  the  terms  of  the  new  Charter,  and  of  the  Regulations  to  be  establisheil 
for  the  University,  will  lead  to  no  satisfactory  result. 

Although  it  is  obvious,  from  the  tenor  of  the  several  Addresses  to  the  King  from  the  House 
of  Assembly,  during  the  last  four  years,! — that  so  long  as  King's  College  can  be  justly  charged 
with  retaining  an  exclusive  chiracter,  it  will  be  considered  in  the  Province  as  a  grievance.  1 
am,  however,  convinced  that  it  would  be  more  satisfactory  to  moat  individuals  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  Province,  to  receive  a  new  Cliarter  from  the  King,  framed  under  the  direction  of 
His  Majesty's  CJciveriiment,  than  to  i;ec  any  other  coui'se  adopted.  'J'he  present  Charter  might 
he  conditionall}'  cancelled  by  the  Provincial  Legislature  ;  or,  its  surrender  procured  from  the 
<Jollege  Council.

FuRTHEU  Proceedings  of  the  King's  College  Council,  1832-183(5. 

March  16th,  1833. — Note. — There  is  no  record  in  the  Minute  Book  of  King's 
Oollege  Council  of  any  meeting  of  that  Council  from  the  18th  of  June,  1832, 
until  the  IGth  of  March,  1833.  The  reason  may  have  been  the  suspension  by  the 
■Colonial  Minister,  in  July,  1832,  of  the  grant  of  One  Thousand  pounds,  (£1,000,) 
per  annum,  towards  the  building  fund  of  Kings  College.  See  pages  216  and 
228  of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History. 

On  this  day,  (IGth  March,  1833,)  two  communications  from  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  William  Rowan,  Private  Secretary  to  Sir  John  Colborne,  dated  respec- 
tively the  9th  and  the  16th  of  March,  1833,  relating  to  the  endowment  and  gov- 
ernment of  the  Upper  Canada  College,  were  laid  before  the  Council.  Copies  of 
these  letters  and  of  the  resolutions  of  the  Council  in  regard  to  them,  are  printed 
on  pages  128  and  129  of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Documentary  Histor}'. 

July  SOth,  1833.- — A  reply  was  laid  before  the  King's  College  Council  this 
•day  from  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  (through  his  Private  Secretary,)  in  which  the

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Secretary  conveyed  His  Excellency's  thanks  to  the  Council  for  having  assented 
to  his  proposal  that  the  Council  should  take  practical  charge  of  the  Upper 
Canada  College.     He  said: 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  learns  with  great  satisfaction  the  result  of  the  deliberations  of 
the  College  Council  on  the  suggestions  of  His  Excellency  conveyed  to  you  in  my  letter  of  the 
16th  of  March,  (1833,)  and  directs  mo  to  state,  with  reference  to  the  observations  of  the  Council 
and  the  liepnrt  of  the  House  of  Assembly  last  session,*  that  whatever  alteration  in  the  Govern- 
ment of  Upi)er  Canada  College  the  College  Council  may  adopt,  (with  the  consent  of  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor,) it  will  be  considered  a  provisional  arrangement  only,  and,  therefore  cannot  in 
any  respect  interfere  with  the  Rights,  or  Charter,  of  King's  College,  or  to  frustrate  the  inten- 
tions of  the  Council  in  regard  to  the  time  of  opening  the  University.

From  the  date  of  this  last  meeting  of  King's  College  Council,  (July  20th,  1833,) 
until  its  meeting  in  March,  1837, — after  the  passing  of  the  amended  Charter  of 
King's  College  by  the  Upper  Canada  Legislature  in  that  3'ear, — nothing  of 
special  public  interest  was  done  at  the  intervening  meetings  of  the  Council. 
The  chief  business  transacted  was  dealing  with  the  endowment  of  the  Uni- 
versity, the  sale  of  lands,  the  appointment  of  Masters  of  Upper  Canada  Collpge, 
regulating  the  internal  affairs  of  that  Institution,  the  erection  of  minor  buildings, 
(lodges,  etc.,)  and  improvement  of  the  University  grounds,  etc.  In  June,  1834, 
Vice-Chancellor  R.  S.  Jameson  replaced  Attorney-General  Henry  John  Boulton 
on  the  College  Council.  On  the  death  of  the  Reverend  William  Boulton,  and  the 
retirement  of  Vice-Principal  Phillips  from  his  position  as  Classical  Master  of 
Upper  Canada  College,  two  Classical  Masters  were  appointed  in  their  places, 
videlicet,  the  Reverend  Charles  Matthews,  M.A.,  First,  and  Mr.  Frederick 
William  Barron,  M.A.,  Third  Classical  Master — the  distinction  of  Vice-Principal 
having  been  aboli-shed  on  the  retirement  of  the  Reverend  Doctor  Thomas  Phillips 
Among  the  applicants  for  these  positions  were  the  Reverends  Henry  Burgess,  of 
.Three  Rivers,  and  Mr.  Amos  vVnsley,  Berthier,  Quebec;  Mr.  Daniel  Wilkie, 
(Quebec  ;  Mr.  Walter  C.  Crofton,  Cobourg  ;  Mr,  Marcus  Crombie,  Montreal  ;  Mr. 
Hugh  N.  Owynne,  and  Mr,  John  Kent,  Toronto, 


Upper  Canada  Academy  Petition  for  Incorporation,  1835, 

On  the  l-ith  of  March,  1835,  a  Petition  was  presented  to  the  House  of 
Assembly  on  behalf  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  praying  for  an  Act  of  Incor- 
poration, The  Petition  was  referred  to  a  Select  Committee,  which,  on  the  25th 
of  that  month,  brought  in  a  Report  and  Bill,  giving  effect  to  the  prayer  of  the 
Petition,  The  Bill  was  read,  fro  forma,  a  first  time,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a 
second  time  on  the  day  following,  but  it  never  was  so  read.  The  following  is  a 
copy  of  the  Petition,  written  by  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson,  but  signed  by 
the  Reverend  William  Lord,  President,  and  the  Reverend  James  Richardson, 
Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Conference.

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To  the  Honourable  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Uiyper 

Canada. 
The  Petition  of  the  undersif^ned  Humbly  Sheweth  : 

That  the  Conference  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  in  Canada  have,  at 
a  very  heavy  expense,  and  by  the  aid  of  the  voluntary  liberal  subscriptions  of 
friends  of  Education  in  this  Province,  and  elsewhere,  erected  and  nearly  com- 
pleted,  in  the  vicinity  of  Cobourg,  Newcastle  District,  the  Buildings  for  a  Semin- 
ary of  Learning,  to  be  called  the  "  Upper  Canada  Academy,"— the  object  of  which 
is  the  education  of  the  youth  of  the  Methodist  Connexion,  and  other  youth  of  the 
Province,  with  special  care  of  their  religious  and  moral  principles  and  habits,— 
as  the  union  of  education  and  Christian  morality  is  essential  to  the  well-being  of 
every  civilized  country. 

Nine  Trustees  have  been  appointed  by  the  Conference,  (the  three  first  on 
the  list  to  go  out  annually,  and  the  vacancies  to  be  tilled  up  by  the  Conference), 
who  shall  hold  in  trust,  all  the  property  belonging  to  the  Institution. 

A  Board  of  Visitors  is  provided  for,  consisting  of  five,  to  be  annually  chosen 
by  the  Conference,  who  shall  be  associated  with  the  Trustees,  in  appointing  the 
Principal  and  Teachers,  in  forming  all  the  Regulations  and  By-laws  which  relate 
to  the  government  and  instruction  of  the  students,  and  in  managing  all  theaff^iirs 
of  the  Institution.  To  this  Joint  Board  the  Principal  and  Teachers  are  to  be 
amenable  for  their  conduct. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  and  Visitors  are  to  furnish  annually  to  the  Conference 
a  full  and  explicit  statement  of  the  literary  state  of  the  Institution,  and  a  full 
detailed  account  of  its  finances. 

That  in  order  to  further  the  objects  of  said  Academy,  so  much  needed  and  so 
well  adapted  to  promote  the  educational  interests  of  this  Province,  an  Act  of  In- 
corporation is  necessary. 

The  undersigned,  therefore,  by  order  and  on  behalf  of  the  Conference  of  the 
Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  in  Canada,  humbly  pray  that  Your  Honourable 
House  will  take  the  premises  into  your  gracious  consideration,  and  pass  an  Act  to 
authorize  and  provide  for  the  .succession  of  Trustees  to  hold  property  of  and 
for  the  said  Academy. 

And,  as  in  duty  bound,  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray.*

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CHAPTER  II. 

EDUCATIONAL   PROCEEDINGS   OF   THE  UPPER  CANADA  LEGISLA- 
TURE, 1836-1837. 

During  the  summer  of  1836,  a  new  election  of  Members  to  tlie  House  of 
Assembly  was  held,  and,  on  the  8t]i  of  November,  1836,  fifty-eight  of  the  sixty 
Members  of  the  House  were  sworn  in,  and  took  their  seats  in  that  Branch  of  the 
Legislature.  On  that  day  the  Honourable  Archibald  McLean,  Member  for  the 
County  of  Stormont,  was  chosen  Speaker. 

On  the  following  day,  9th  of  November,  1836,  Sir  John  Colborne,  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, opened  the  First  Session  of  the  Thirteentli  Parliament  of  Upper 
Canada  with  the  usual  Speech  from  the  Throne.  In  it,  he  made  the  following 
reference  to  Education : 

The  beneficent  intentions  of  Hi.s  Majesty,  iu  granting  a  Charter  of  Incorporation  to  the 
University  of  Kin<>'s  College,  have  hitherto  lieen  productive  of  rut  useful  result. 

In  calling  your  attention  to  the  fact,  1  trust  that  the  Province  will  shortly  he  indebted  to 
your  deliberations  for  possessing  within  itself,  the  means  of  bestowing  upon  youth  the  inestim- 
able blessings  of  a  i-ehned  and  liberal  education. 

The  disi)osal  of  the  School  Lands,  and  the  promotion  of  General  Education,  are  so  intimately 
connected  with  the  future  destinies  of  the  Colony,  that  I  feel  confident  they  will  suggest  them- 
selves to  your  early  considenvtion. 

Of  the  sixt}'  new  members,  elected  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  1836,  about 
one-half  were  new  men. 

Of  the  new  men  elected  to  this  House,  the  most  noted  were:  Messieurs 
William  Henry  Draper,  Malcolm  Cameron,  Henry  Ruttan,  Henry  Sherwood,  John 
Solomon  Cartwright,  John  Prince,  James  Morris,  Edmund  Murney,  and  John 
William  Gamble.  Messieurs  Mahlon  Burwell  and  Jonas  Jones  were  former 
Members. 

The  other  new  members  were  Messieurs  Geox'ge  S.  Jarvis,  John  Kearns,  Richard 
P.  Hotham,  John  A.  H.  Powell,  John  Marks,  James  Mathewson,  George  H.  Det- 
lor,  f Anthony  Manahan,  Charles  Bockus,  George  Elliott,  Edward  W.  Thomson, 
William  Chisholm,  Absolom  Shade,  Colin  C.  Ferrie,  Richard  Woodruff,  Francis 
Caldwell,  Robert  G.  Dunlop,  Michael  Aikman,  James  Rogers  Armstrong,  Roger 
R.  Hunter,  and  W.  C.  Salmon.

Note.— By  order  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  the  original  Resolution  propo.s- 
ing  tliat  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  Cler<ry  Reserves,  "  be  appropriated  for 
the  promotion  of  Religious  and  Morallnstruction  of  the  People  throughout  this 
Province,"  was  sent  up  to  the  Legislative  Council,  asking  its  concurrence  there- 
with. The  Legislative  Council,  on  receiving  it,  desired  a  Conference  with  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  House  of  Assembly  on  the  subject.  The  House  appointed 
Messieurs  C.  A.  Hagerman,  (Solicitor-General,)  W.  H.  Draper,  William  Chisholm, 
and  Ogle  R.  Gowan  as  its  Representatives,  and  the  Legislative  Council  appointed 
the  Honourable  Messieurs  James  Crooks  and  John  S.  Macaulay  as  its  Represent- 
atives. At  a  Conference  held  on  the  subject,  the  Conferees  of  the  Legislative 
Council  handed  to  those  of  the  House  of  Assembly  a  paper,  in  which  the  question 
of  the  "  Moral  and  Religious  Instruction  of  the  People,"  was  discu.ssed  from  the 
Legislative  Council  point  of  view.  The  whole  matter  was  then  referred  by  the 
House  of  Assembly  to  an  enlarged  Committee.  This  Committee  brought  in  a 
Report,  proposing  a  division  of  the  proceeds  among  the  various  Churclies.

Note— This  "Statement"  is  voluminous  and  may  be  found  in  Appendix  to 
the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Assembly  of  this  Session,  (1836-37,)  number  20. 
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In  a  letter  from  the  Honourable  George  H.  Markland,  Inspector-General,  prefixed 
to  the  Statement,  he  report.s  that  the  moneys  which  have  accrued  from  the  sale  of 
School  Lands  in  this  Province  since  1832  to  date,  (13th  December,  183G,) 
amounted  to  fifteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-two  pounds  nineteen  shil- 
lings and  eight  pence,  (£15,342  19s.  8d.) 

Decewher  Solh,  1S,W. — A  Petition  was  read  from  Mr.  H.  W.  Peterson,  and  thirty-six  others, 
of  the  Township  of  Waterloo,  County  of  Halton,  praying  for  a  sum  of  money  to  provide  for  the 
education  of  two  Deaf  and  Dumb  children. 

Mr.  Mahlon  Burwell  gives  notice  that  he  will,  on  to-morrow,  move  for  the  appointment  of 
a  Committee  on  Education,  to  consist  of  live  members,  with  power  to  send  for  persons  and 
papers,  and  to  report  thereon. 

December  21d,  18S6. — Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  day,  the  following  petitions  were  read  :

On  which  the  yeas  and  nays  were  t.aken  as  follows  :  Yeas  ^52;  ^avs2;  'Pho  (jiiestion  was  carried 
in  tlie  allirmative  by  a  majority  of  30. 

Mr.  George  Rykert,  seconded  liy  Mr.  William  H.  Merritt,  moves  that  Messieurs  BVancis 
Caldwell  and  Michael  Aikman,  be  a  Committee  to  draft  and  report  a  Hill,  pursuant  to  the  forego- 
ing Resolution,  granting  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  pounds,  (£250,)  U>  the  Trustees  of  the 
Grantham  Academy. 

In  amendment,  Mr.  John  Roljih,  seconded  by  Mr.  dohn  Mcintosh,  moves  tliat  the  follow- 
ing words  be  adiled  :  "'and  that  the  Committee  be  iustiueted  to  provi<le  the  gijuit  for  tiiat 
object,  out  of  the  proceeds  from  tlie  sales  of  School  Lands."

— Mr.  Michael  Aikmnn,  from  the  Committee  to  draft  and  report  a  Bill, 
founded  on  the  Resolution  of  this  House,  granting  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  pounds, 
(£250,)  for  the  support  of  the  (Jrantham  Academy,  reported  a  draft  of  I5ill,  which  was  received 
and  read  the  first  time.  It  was  then  ordered — That  this  Bill  for  the  sui)i)(irt  of  the  (iiantham 
Academy,  be  road  a  second  time  to-morrow.

of  Common  Schools,  and  that  the  same  be  tlesignated  '"the  Common  School  Fuiul. '' 

mnd  licsolred — That  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  pounds,  (£10,000,)  be  raised  annually  by 
assessment,  by  order  of  the  Quarter  Sessions,  in  the  several  Districts,  on  the  ratable  property 
oi  the  inhabitants,  in  aid  of  the  Provincial  Grant,  for  the  Common  School  Fund,"  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  assessments  are  now  raised. 

Mr.  Mahlon  Burwell,  seconded  by  Mr.  tieorge  Boulton,  moves  that  the  House  do,  on 
to-morrow,  go  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  on  the  First  Re^iort  of  the  (Jomiiiiftee  on  Educa- 
tion, which  was  ordered. 

Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Grantham  Academy  Bill  was  read  the  second  time. 
The  House  was  put  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  Bill,  Mr.  Malcolm  Cameron  in  the 
chair.  The  House  having  resumed,  the  Chairman  reported  tiiat  tlie  Committee  liad  agreed  to 
the  Bill,  without  amendment,  and  submitted  the  same  (or  the  adoption  of  the  ihnise.  Tlie 
Report  was  then  leceived,  and  it  was  ordered — That  the  Bill  be  engrossed,  and  read  a  third 
time  to-morrcjw.

January  19th,  1S37.  — Mr.  Jonas  Jones,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  presented 
a  first  Report,  which  was  received  and  read. 

"  Accordina   to   the    Estimates,    and    the   information  obtained   by   your  Committee   the 
probable  Expenditure  for  the  year  1837,  will  be,     .      .     .      In  thi.s  Report  was  the  following  :

Jannani  S'>th,  1S37. — Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  House  was  put  \uU)  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  on  the  Re])ort  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Edu(ati(  n,  I\Ir.  .John  Marks  in 
the  chair.     The   House  having  resumed,  the  Chairman  reported,  tliat  the  Committee  had  made 
some  progress,   and  asked  leave  to  sit  again  to-morrow.     The  Report  was  received,  and  leave  was 
granted  accoidingly.

January  26th,  1837. — Mr.  William  B.  Robinson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Anthony  Manahan, 
moves,  that  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant-(4overnor, 
re<piesting  that  he  will,  be  pleasetl  to  lay  before  this  House  the  Hep(»rt  and  Plans  of  the  Survey 
made  under  the  direction  of  Lieutenant  Carthew  of  the  R(jyal  Navy,  of  that  part  of  the  Province 
lying  between  Lake  Simcoe  and  Lake  Nipissing,  ami  the  head  waters  of  the  Ottawa  River, — 
which  Survey  was  made  in  compliance  with  an  Address  of  this  House  in  IHiio  ;  and  that 
Messieurs  John  Marks  and  Charles  Wickens  be  a  Committee  to  draft  the  Address  and  jtresent 
the  same.     .     .      .      Which  was  carried  and  ordered. 

This  Address  was  presented  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  the  Plans  of 
Survey,  etc.  were  laid  before  the  House  by  His  Excellency.  They  are  given  in 
extenso  in  Appendix,  Number  Thirty-seven,  to  the  Journals  of  the  House  of 
Assembly  for  1836,  37.  This,  and  kindred  subjects,  were  brought  before  the 
House  of  Assembly  in  1833  and  1835.  See  pages  vii,  viii,  147,  148  and  322  of 
the  Second  A-'olume  of  this  Documentary  History. 

January  30th,  1S37. — Mr.  Speaker  reported  that  the  Master  in  Chancery  had  brought  down 
from  the  Honourable  the  Legislative  Council  the  following  Message  which  was  read. 

Mr.  Speakeh, 

The  Legislative  Council  has  passed  the  Bill  sent  up  from  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly, 
intituled  :  "An  Act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  University  of  King's  College,"  without  any 
amendment.

February  9th,  1837. — Mr.  Henry  Ruttan  from  the  Select  Committee,  to  which  was  referred 
the  Petition  of  the  Reverend  Matthew  Richey,  presented  a  Report,  which  was  received  and 
read  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Select  Committee,  on  the  I'etition  of  the  Reverend  Matthew  Richey  and  four 
others  of  the  Town  of  Cobourg. 

To  the  Honourable  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada  : 

The  Select  Committee,  to  which,  on  the  1st  of  December  last,  was  referred  the  Petition  of 
the  Reverend  Matthew  Richey,  and  four  others,  upon  the  subject  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy 
at  Cobourg,  beg  leave  to  Report  : 

That,  from  the  testimony  of  the  Reverend  Matthew  Richey,  Principal  of  that  Institution, 
and  the  Reverend  Ephraim  Evans,  as  also  from  Documents  laid  before  them,  your  Committee 
learn  the  following  facts,  videlicet : 

1.  That  the  Building  consists  of  a  centre  and  two  wings  ;  the  former  four  stories  in  height, 
and  the  latter  each  three  stories — all  of  brick,  excepting  the  basement,  which  is  stone  throu"hout. 
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2  The  centre  building  ia  one  hundred  and  forty  feet  in  lengtli  by  forty  feet  in  width  ;  and 
the  wings  are  each  fifty  feet  by  twenty-five  ;  the  whole  is  roofed  with  tin. 

3.  About  Seven  Thousaud  pounds  (£7,000)  have  now  been  expended  in  its  erection,  and 
seven  hundred  [)ound3  (£700)  for  furniture. 

4.  That  the  Trustees  have  raised  by  voluntary  contribution  abuut  Four  Thousand  Seven 
hundred  pounds  (£4,7UO)  loaving  a  debt  vipon  them  of   about  Three  Thousand  pounds,  (£."{,fK)0). 

The  furnishint^  of  the  building  still  requires  an  expenditure  of  about  Three  Hundred 
and  Fifty  pounds  (£35(>). 

The  Furniture,  Three  Hundred  pounds,  (£300). 

The  necessary  Apparatus,  Five  Hundred  pounds,  ( t'500). 

Making  a  total  of  Four  Thousand,  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  jjounds,  (£4,150). 

5.  There  is  no  provision  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution,  except  that  to  be  derived  from 
boarding  and  tuition  fees. 

6.  The  annual  expenditure,  including  salaries  to  Principal,  Professors,  Teachers,  Servants, 
boarding,  repairs,  etc.,  is  estimated  at  a  sum  not  less  than  Four  Thousand  pounds,  (£4,000). 

7.  The  present  charge  for  board  is  Twenty-Two  pounds  (£22)  ])cr  annum  for  every  puj.il  ; 
tuition  fees  will  averate  about  four  i)ounds  (£4)  each. 

8.  In  this  is  included  the  regular  Mathematical  and  Classical  course  of  preparation  for  the 
University,  as  in  the  Mother  Country. 

9.  This  Building  will  accommodate  one  hundred  and  fifty  boarders.  It  was  opened  in  July 
last,  (183(5,)  and  has  now  eighty  boarders,  besides  a  number  of  day  scholars,  and  there  io  a 
certainty,  as  it  is  stated,  of  its  receiving  a  large  accession  of  pupils  immediately. 

10.  To  conduct  this  Establishment  efficiently  will  re(iuire  the  services  of  a  Principal,  two 
Classical,  one  Mathematical,  one  French,  and  three  Female  Teachers,  with  salaries  in  the 
aggregate  amounting  to  Fifteen  Hundred  p;)unds  (£1,500)  i)er  annum. 

11.  His  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to  grant  to  this  Seminary  a  Charter,  of  the  principles  of 
which  your  Committee  think  it  riglit  to  put  your  Plonourable  House  in  i)r>.-^8ession. 

(Note, — Here  follow.s  a  full  synopsis  of  the  Royal  Charter  granted  by  the 
King-in-Council  (William  IV.,)  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  on  the  Gth  of  July, 
1836.  A  copy  of  the  Charter  will  be  found  on  pages  2G8-270  of  the  Second 
Volume  of  this  History,  and  the  letter  of  Sir  James  Stephen  of  the  12th  of  tliat 
month,  on  page  2G7,  conveying  to  the  Reverend  Egerton  Kyerson  this  intelligence.) 

12.  And,  in  order  that  your  Honourable  House,  may  be  fully  informed  of  the  nature  and 
extent  of  uistruction  imparted  in  this  Academy,  as  well  as  of  its  internal  arrangement  and 
economy,  your  Committee  lays  before  you  its  prospectus  and  by-laws.* 

Course  ok  Insiruction  in  the  Uppkr  C.\n.M).a.  Academy,  Cobourg,  1837. 

Mathkmatics.  — In  addition  to  the  ordinary  Branches  of  an  English  Education,  there  will  be  taught 
Cieonibtry,  (Euclid  and  Legendre,)  Trigonometry,  (Plane  and  Spherical,)  Algebra,  Meiiouration,  Siirveyuig, 
Navigation  and  Fluxions,  by  Mr.  James  O'Loane,  who  ia  the  Mathematical  Master. 

Latin  :  Adam's  Graramir,  Jacob's  Reader,  Ovid,  Virgil,  Horace,  Justin,  Sallust,  C:usar,  Cicero's 
Orations  and  Tacitus. 

Gkkkk:  Moor's  Grammar,  Jacob's  Reader,  Greek  Exerciae.^  New  Testament,  Xenojihon  and  Homer, 
by  Mr.  R.  Hudspeth,  Classical  Teacher,  from  the  University  of  I'Minburgh. 

Miscellaneous  :  Rhetoric,  Logic,  Intellectual  and  Mor.-^l  Philosophy,  by  the  Reverend  Mathew 
Richey,  Principal. 

In  the  Female  Department,  which  is  perfectly  distinct  in  the  Building,  instruction  will  be  given  in  all 
the  constituent  parts  of  a  superior  English  Education,  and  in  French,  Music,  Drawing  and  Embroidery. 

Besides  the  ordinary  routine  of  Tuition,  Lectures  on  the  ticience-s,  and  other  subjects  of  general  utility, 
will  be  delivered  to  all  of  the  Students  susceptible  of  benefit  from  them. 

The  Academic  year  will  be  divided  into  two  Sessions  of  twenty-two  weeks  each,  etc. 

Situated  on  an  eminence  above  the  Villa)2e  of  Cobourg,  and  commanding  an  extensive  view  of  Lake 
Ontario,  the  Academy  enjoys  the  advantage  of  a  most  salubrious  air,  and  the  Building  is  sutticienily 
spacious  to  accommodate  one  hundred  and  fifty  boarders. 

*  The  By-laws  and  Regulations  for  the  Students  are  not  inserted  herewith,  as  they  are  not  material  to 
the  completeness  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee. 
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13.  The  erection  of  this  Seminary  is,  your  Couiniittee  believes  the  greatest  umlertakinfr 
liitlierto  successfully  prosecuted  in  Upper  Canada,  upon  the  plan  of  v(jlunt;iry  contribution  alone  ; 
and,  when  it  is  considered,  that  the  religious  in.str'iction  diasetninated  by  the  Methodist  8(iciety 
in  this  Province,  as  well  as  the  support  of  Foreign  and  Home  Missions,  and  the  various  expenses 
ot  an  establishment,  so  widely  extendeil  as  is  that  of  this  Body  of  Christians,  has  had  little 
other  support  than  that  derived  from  private  subscriptions  and  donations;  it  can  be  no  otherwise 
regarded  than  as  iiighly  creditable  to  those,  by  whose  eflorts,  this  extensive  Establishment  has 
been  begun,  and  so  nearly  completed. 

14.  And  your  Committee  is  persuaded  that,  even,  if  public  aid  in  support  of  private  enter-' 
prise,  having  for  its  objects  the  instruction  of  youth,  had  no  precedent  in  Uitper  Canada,  your 
Hontjur.'ible  House  woidd  deem  this  an  occasion  wintliy  of  the  adoption  of  .such  a  principle. 

15.  V(jur  Committee,  however,  are  of  the  opinion,  that  this  is  the  true  principle,  esijccially 
in  a  new  country,  upon  which  alozie  the  in.struction  of  youth  should  be  predicated,  this  is,  a  com- 
bination of  public  and  private  aid. 

l(i.  And,  in  this  view  of  the  subject,  every  op))ortunity  should  l)e  embraced  by  the  Legis- 
lature, by  grants  of  money,  to  encourage  and  cherish  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
munity, to  promote  the  Education  of  the  People. 

17.  Considering  the  object  in  view,  and  approving  the  means  used  to  attain  it,  your  Com- 
mittee Would  deeply  regret,  that  this  undertaking  should  now  be  suffered  to  languish  for  the 
want  of  proper  and  timely  aid. 

18.  'I'o  leave  tin's  praiseworthy  eflbrt  of  ju'lvatu  exertions  una.ssisted  may  not  only  deprive 
tlie  Country  of  the  good  it  is  calculated  to  effect,  but  will  discourage  future  endeavours  of  a 
similar  character,  and  will  tend  to  chill  any  zealous  exertions  for  Public  Education  on  the  part 
of  voluntary  associations  of  private  individuals. 

19.  Your  Committee,  tlierefore,  recommend  the  matter  to  the  favourable  C(msiderati(>n  of 
your  Honouiable  House,  and  respectfully  hugge.st  the  proj)riety  of  affording  .i  grant  of  money 
to  meet  the  j)resent  necessities  of  the  Institution,  by  relieving  it  from  the  debt  now  due,  as 
well  as  by  aiding  in  providing  for  the  necessary  exi)endituie,  to  keci»  up  that  u.sefuluess  which, 
in  its  infant  state,  its  own  resources  are  une<pial  to. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Henry  Ruttan,  seconded  by  Mr.  Wdliam  H.  Dnipei',  it  w.as  ordered  that 
the  Report  of  the  Select  Committee  upon  tlie  Petition  of  the  Reverend  Matthew  Richey,  Prin- 
cipal of  the  L'pper  Canada  Academy  at  Cobourg,  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whcde,  gn 
Sujiply,  on  to-morrow  ;  and  that  two  hundred  copies  be  printed  for  the  use  (jf  the  Members. 

Tliis  Report  doe.s  full  justice  to  the  zeal,  enterprise  and  generous  self-sacrifice 
which  had  enabled  the  promoters  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  to  expend 
Twenty  Eight  Thousand  dollars  in  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  that  Institu- 
tion, before  it  petitioned  the  Legislature  to  make  a  grant  in  aid  of  its  then-crippled 
condition.  Mr.  Draper,  who  acted  as  Chairman  of  the  Qjmmittee  and  prepared 
this  Report,  did  not  fail  to  accentuate  the  fact  that  "the  erection  of  this 
Seminary  is  the  greatest  undertaking  liitherto  successfully  prosecuted  in  Upper 
Canada  upon  the  plan  of  ''voluntary  contribution  alone  .  .  .  and  it  can  be 
no  otherwise  regarded  than  as  highly  creditable  to  tliose,  by  wliose  efforts  this 
extensive  Establishment  has  been  begun,  and  so  nearly  completed." 

The  Committee.,  as  will  be  seen,  very  strongly  recommended  the  prayer  of  the 
Petitioners  to  the  most  favourable  and  generous  support  of  the  House  of 
Assembly. 

Mr.  ])raper's  efforts  in  this  matter  w^ere  considered  so  important  to  the 
Academy,  that  the  Wesleyan  Conference,  in  the  following  July,  pa.sse<l  a  very 
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•cordial  vote  of  thanks  to  him.  This  vote  was  conveyed  to  him  by  the  Reverend 
Euferton  Ryeison,  Secretary  of  the  Conference,  and  elicited  from  Mr.  Diaper  the 
following  reply  : 

I  feel  deeply  imlobted  to  the  Conference  of  tlio  WeHley;in  Methodist  Cliuich  for  the  honour 
■conferred  upon  nie  in  doeniini,'  n»y  humble  exertions  in  tlie  c.wiie  of  Chiistiikn  Education  worthy 
of  their  apju-obation,  and  I  trust  I  shall  never  toiget  tlieir  fjood  opinion.  1  cannot,  at  the  same 
time,  pass  by  the  oi>|)ortunity  of  thankin;,'  you  for  the  terms  in  which  you  have  communicated 
that  Ucsolution  to  me,  and  ofexpresainj/  my  .satisfaction  that  1  have  in  any  degree  cc.ntrilmted 
to  the  success  of  your  unwearied  exertions  in  behalf  of  the  Upper  Canada  .Academy  in  Kngland. 
1  sincerely  nsjoice  that  you  were  enabled  to  obtain  that  aid  for  its  completion,  wliich  was  so 
necessary  and  so  well  deserved.

Your  Committee  find,  that,  liefore  a  law  was  ))a3sed  fixing  London  as  the  District  Town  of 
the  L'.ndon  District,  the  Public  (Grammar  School  for  that  District  had  been  kept  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Viitoria.''  which  is  a  place  containing  a  very  small  jxipulation,  in  consecjuence  of 
which  very  little  benefit  is  derived  to  the  District  from  the  said  School. 

The  Town  of  London  is  a  very  rising  place,  and,  if  the  Public  (Grammar)  School  for  that 
District  were  recpiired  to  he  kept  there,  it  would  be  |»roductive  of  great  advantage  to  the  Youth 
of  the  District  ;  Your  Committee  have,  therefore,  felt  it  their  duty  to  report  hercwilh  a  Bill, 
amending  the  law,  and  recpuring  that  the  said  School  shall  in  future  be  opened  and  kept  in  the 
Town  of  London,  wliich  they  recommend  to  the  adoi)tion  of  Your  Honourable  House.

The  Legislative  Council  met  on  the  8th  of  November.  183G  ;  and,  on  the  9th, 
His  Excellency  Sir  John  Colbourne,  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  delivered  the  u.sual 
Speech  from  the  Throne.     The  only  reference  which  he  made   to  Education  wa.s 
that  which  is  given  on  page  42  of  thi.s  Volume,  ante. 

Of  the  twenty-nine  Members  of  the  Council,  nine  had  been  formerly  iM em- 
bers of  the  House  of  Assembly,  videlicet :  Messieurs  Duncan  Cameron.  Alexander 
McDoncll,  Peter  Robinson,  Charles  Jones,  James  Gordon,  Zaccheus  Burnham, 
James  Crooks,  William  Morris  and  Philip  Vankoughnet. 

Nun-mber  ISth,  1S.W.~A  Deputation  from  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  brought  up  a 
Bill,  intituled  :    "  An  Act  granting  a  sum  of  Money  for  the  Support  of  Comm.,n  Schools  ;  "  etc 
to  which  they  re([uested  the  concurrence  of  this  House,  and  then  withdrew       The  said  Bill  wis 
then  read  a  first  time  ;  and  it  was  ordered— That  the  same  be  read  a  second  time  on  Monday  next. 

November  S3  nl,  755r;.— Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Bill  intituled-  "An  Act 
•granting  a  sum  of  Money  for  the  Support  of  Common  Schools."  was  read  a  second  time  •  and  it 
was  ordered— That  the  House  be  put  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  to-morrow,  to  take  tho 
aame  into  consideration. 
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November  SJ/tlt,  1S3G. — Pursuant  to  tlie  Order  of  the  Day,  the  House  was  \mt  into  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  upon  tlie  Bill  intituled:  "An  Act  planting  a  sum  of  Money  for  the 
Support  of  Coiniuon  JSchools."  etc.  The  Honourable  Augustus  Jialdwin  took  the  chair.  Alter 
some  time  the  House  resumed,  and  the  Chairman  reported  that  the  Couunittee  had  taken  the 
said  Bill  into  consideration,  had  made  some  progress  therein,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again  on 
Wednesday  next.

—  Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Petition  of  the  President,  and 
others,  connected  witli  the  Bath  School  Society,  praying  for  aid,  and  that  their  Act  of  Incor- 
poration* may  be  so  far  amended  as  to  render  the  Society  accountable  to  the  Legislature,  was 
read.

Jannar\i  4fh,  1S37. — Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Daj',  the  Hou.se  was  put  into  a  Cnunnittee 
of  the  Whole,  iip(jn  the  Bill  intituled  :  '*  An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Ajjpointment  of  Trustees 
of  School  Lands  in  the  several  Districts  of  the  Trovince,  and  for  other  jiurposes  therein  men- 
tioned."

The  Select  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  P»ill  sent  up  from  the  House  of  Assembly 
intituled:  ".An  Act  to  Amend  the  Charter  of  the  University  of  King's  College,"  iiave  agreed 
to  the  following  Ivepoit,  wliich  they  hope  will  bring  the  subject  matter  of  the  propo,-ied  enact- 
ment, in  all  its  bearings,  before  your  Honourable  House. 

Yi)ur  Committee,  on  entering  on  the  subject  of  their  eufjuiry,  were  much  gratified  to  find, 
that  th  ■  Legislature  and  Provincial  Authoritiei  had,  during  tlie  last  forty  years,  expressed  a:i 
earnest  anxiety  for  the  establisliment  of  au  University.  It  was))artof  the  prayer  of  both  Hranchea 
of  the  Legislature,  in  their  Address  to  the  King,  in  17!*7,  and  strongly  lecommemled  by  the 
Executive  (iovornment,  the  .Judges,  and  Law  Otlicera  of  the  Crown,  in  17!'y.  It  IHl'O,  it  was 
hon'-urablv  noticed  by  the  Legislature,  and  had  the  privilege  conferred  upon  it  in  pr<^3i)ect,  of 
seudin"  a  Member  to  r>  p»'esent  it  in  the  House  of  Assembly,  when  it  would  be  established. 

2.  In  825.  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  fully  convinced  that  the  establishment  of 
such  a  Seminary  could  be  no  longer  postponed,  without  the  greatest  detriment  to  the  Province, 
applied  to  the  King  for  a  Royal  Charter  for  its  erection,  and  a  suthcient  endmvment  for  its  aui)- 
no  ..*  Accordingly,  His  late  Majesty  King  (Jeorge  the  Fourth,  was  graciously  pleased  to  issue 
His  Letters  I'aten  ,  bearing  date  at  Westminster,  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  in  the  eighth 
year  of  His  reign,  (1827,)  e.stablishing  in  this  Province  a  College,  with  the  style  and  privileges 
of  an  University,  "  tt)  c<intinue  forever,  to  be  called  King's  College,"  to  whicli  was  annexed  a 
munificent  endowmt-nt.  | 

3  In  his  Speech  from  the  Throne,  on  the  loth  [18th]  of  .January,  182S,J  Sir  Peregrine 
Maitland,  informed  the  Legislature  of  this  happy  event,  and  stated,  that  the  establishment  of 
an  University  in  the  Province,  was  an  object  which  he  regarded  as  among  those  most  to  l)e 
desiied  for  the  welfare  of  the  Colony.  In  acknowledging  this  Conimuuicatioii,  the  Legislative 
Council  expressetl  their  grateful  feelings  for  so  valuable  a  boon  ;§  but  the  House  of  Assembly 
returned  thanks  in  tliis  very  measured  language — "  if  the  principles  upon  which  it  has  been 
founded  sha'l,  upon  enquiry,  prove  to  be  conducive  to  the  Hdvancemcnt  of  true  learning  an<l 
piety,  and  friendly  to  the  Civil  and  Religious  liberty  of  the  people." 

4.  On  the  1.5th  Febru  iry,  1828,  the  House  of  Assembly  passed  au  Addiess  to  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, Sir  I'eregrine  Maithind,  requesting  a  cofiy  of  the  Charter  establishing  the  Uni- 
versity ;  information  resjjecting  the  endowment  ;  and  an^'  other  matters  connected  with  the 
luitituti  n  11  A  cojjy  of  the  Charter,  and  an  account  of  the  endowment  were  transmitted,  as 
requested,  on  the  2'->th  February  ;ir  and  on  the  20th  March,  an  Address  to  His  Majesty  was 
agreed  uj)on  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  which,  among  other  matters,  objections  were  vcho- 
mently  uige  I  against  the  Charter  of  the  University,  as  being  of  a  nature  far  too  exclusive.**

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5.  This  Address  attracted  the  notice  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commc.ns; 
and,  in  their  Report  on  the  Civil  Government  of  Canada,  on  the  22nd  July,  182^,*  they  udvise 
a  change  in  the  constitution  of  the  College  Council,  so  that  no  religious  test  niay  be  reiiuired, 
and  that  a  Theological  Pnjfessor  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  should  be  established,  in  addition 
to  that  for  the  Church  of  England,  whose  Lectures,  the  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  res- 
pective Churches,  should  be  required  to  attend, 

6.  Sir  John  Colborne,  in  his  Speech  from  the  Throne  on  the  8th  January,  18-2!>,  slightly 
notices  tlie  University,  in  connection  with  the  Minor  College. t  But  the  House  of  A.sseuibly  on 
the  2()th  March,  182!),  passed  various  Resolution.s,  for  the  purpose  of  modifying  the  Charter,  and 
presented  the  same,  with  an  Address,  to  the  Lieutenaut-Ciovernor,  to  whicli  His  Kxcellency 
promised  his  ready  attention. + 

7.  No  ])roceedings  appear  to  have  been  had  regarding  the  University  during  the  Session  of 
1830  ;f^  hut  in  that  of  1831  and  32,  an  Address  t:>  the  King  was  adopted,  bearing  date  the  28th 
of  December,  1831,  praying  that,  the  Cliarter  of  King's  College  might  be  cancelled,  on  account 
of  its  exclu.sivenes3,  and  auotlier  granted  more  o[)en  in  its  pri)vi.sion3.||  To  this  Address  His 
Excellency  replied  on  the  4th  of  Janiuiry,   1832  : 

"That  he  has  reason  to  believe  that  either  the  exclusive  provisions  cnnsidered  exceptionable  in  the 
Charter  of  King's  College,  liave  been  cancelled,  or  tliat  such  arrangomeiits  have  been  decided  upon  hy  His 
Majesty's  Government,  as  will  render  farther  applications  on  ttiis  subject  unnecesHary,  but  that  a  Charter 
solemnly  given  cannot  be  revoked,  or  its  surrender  obtain^^d,  without  much  delay. "'l 

8.  It  was  generally  expected,  from  the  tenor  of  hi-s  [tlie  Lieutenant-(Jovernor's]  answer,  that 
His  Majesty's  (Jovcrnuient  had  determined  to  modify  the  Charter,  according  to  the  wishes  (*f 
the  House  of  Assembly  ;  but  nothing  of  the  kind  apjjears  to  have  been  attempted. 

9.  During  the  Session  of  1832  and  1833,  several  Reports  were  presented  to  the  House  of 
Assembly,  by  their  Select  Committee  on  the  subject  of  Education  ;**  in  one  of  which,  bearing 
date  the  21st  of  November,  1832,  a  Bill  is  jiroposed  similar  to  that  now  under  consideration,  and 
end)racing  almost  all  the  jiractical  alterations  recommended  in  the  Resolutions  of  the  House  of 
Asscndjiy  in  182!).tt  This  Bill  was  not  proceeded  with  ;  and  the  Session  jiassed  iNer  without 
maturing  any  measure  respecting  the  University.  On  the  19th  November,  1833,  Sir  John 
Coll)i>riie,  in  his  opening  Speech  from  the  Throne,  invites  the  Legislature  to  alter  thu  Charter 
of  King's  College,  and  informs  them,  that  His  INIajesty  wdl  give  ellect  to  any  jueasure  proposed 
by  tin.'  two  Branches,  regarding  the  future  government  of  the  University. +1  This  invitation  was 
thankfully  acknowledged,  but  yet  nothing  was  done  to  modify  the  Charier. 

10.  In  the  Session  of  1835,  a  Bdl  was  sent  up  to  your  Honourable  House  by  the  House  of 
Assembly,  intituled  :  "An  Act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  King's  College,"  which,  after  having 
been  twice  read,  committed,  and  maturely  considered,  was  unanimously  rejected. ,^§ 

11.  The  same  Bill  was  a  second  time  sent  up  to  your  Honourable  Himse,  from  the  other 
Branch  of  the  Legislature,  during  the  last  Session.  After  much  consideration,  it  was  referred  to 
a  i^elect  Committee,  wh(j  presented  an  able  Rejjort  on  its  provisions,  and  a  luminous  view  of  the 
extraordinary  tendency  of  the  propo.sed  amendments,  from  which  it  ap[)ears  that  they  were  far 
better  calcidated  to  produce  a  nursery  for  political  excitement,  than  a  traiKjuil  Seminary  of 
Learning. Ii  II 

12.  In  fact,  this  Bill  totally  subverted  the  Royal  Charter,  and,  instead  of  establishing  an 
University,  carefully  separated  from  the  bustle  and  business  of  the  world,  and  more  especially 
from  the  strife  and  agitation  which  so  freijuently  attend  discussions  on  the  public  atiaiis  of  the 
Province,  would  have  rendered  King's  College  an  arena  of  jiolitical  warfare.  That  this  language 
is  more  tliaii  borne  out,  will  appear  from  a  very  brief  notice  of  some  of  the  details  of  the  Bill. 
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The  Bill  gives  a   Provincial,  instead  ok   an  Imtekial,  Chauacter  to  the  Colle(;e. 

13.  Altliough  His  Majesty  li.is  hc3n  most  graci(»usly  pleased  to  l»eooiiiu  the  Fomuler  and 
Patron  of  the  IJnivcrsity  of  King's  College, — has  granted  a  munificent  eiulovvnieiit,  and  con- 
ferred upon  it  tlie  most  valuable  privileges,  some  of  which  extend  their  henetits  through  the 
whole  of  tlie  Ihitish  Empire,— -yet  the  I'ill  went  to  deprive  the  King  of  all  power  and  authority 
in  his  own  Univeisity,  and  to  reduce  it  to  a  Provincial  institution,  which  could  impart  iieithur 
jKlviUit-igo  or  influence  beyond  the  Colony;  and  what  is  still  more  jicrnicious,  and  nn[iru- 
cedented,  placed  it  vnuler  the  sole  direction  and  authority  of  the  Legislat  ure,  by  which  it  became 
liable  to  be  wlioUy  changed,  or  sidiverted,  at  the  expiration  of  every  four  years. 

The  Bill  Proposes  an  Unconstitut/onai,  Mom;  ok  ArroiNTiNo  the  Colleoe  Coincil,. 

14.  B}'  the  sixth  clause,  it  was  provided  — "  That  there  shall  be  within  the  said  College,  in  thu- 
place  and  stead  of  the  Council  in  the  said  Charter  mentioned,  a  Council,  to  be  i:alK;d  and  known 
by  the  name  of  'The  Couucil  of  King's  College,'  which  Council  shall  consi.'^t  of  twelve  i>ersons, 
one-half  ot  the  number  of  which  persons  shall  bo  nominated  by  the  Legislat ive  Couucil,  and  llio 
other  half  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  which  persons,  so  nominati^d,  shall  be;  certified  by  the 
respective  Houses  tt)  the  (Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Person  administering  the 
G(jvernment  for  the  time  being,  and  shall  hold  their  oflices  for  four  years,  froui  the  day  of  such 
nomination,  and  thence  until  the  then  next  Session  of  the  IVovincial  i'arliaiuent,  and  no  longer." 

If).  Novv  it  is  respectfully  submitted,  that  such  a  mode  of  nomination  is  not  only  uncon- 
stitutional, but  it  is  altogether  subversive  of  tiie  principles  upon  which  Semiu  iiies  for  the 
instruction  of  youth  ought  to  rest.  By  this  clause,  everything  is  changeable,  and  iiotliing  jicr- 
inanetit.  The  Council,  being  removable  every  four  years,  one-half  by  the  Counnons  House  of 
Assembly,  and  one-half  by  the  Legislative  Council,  it  would  i)artake  of  all  (lie  changes  and 
agitations  of  the  Legislature,  and  these,  through  the  Council,  would  be  iiifusial  into  the 
University  itself.

IG.  There  is  no  jirecedent  in  anj'  Country  wliere  the  Legislature  virtually  directs  tlie 
internal  goverinuent  of  C()lieges,  or  interferes  in  their  economy  :^they  are  left  to  the  guidance 
of  their  own  Faculties,  acting  under  the  charters  and  privileges  conferred  ui>ou  them,  subject  to 
correction,  should  they  err,  from  occasional  visitntious  appointed  by  their  founders,  or  the  force 
of  public  opinion.  But,  by  the  enactments  proposed  in  this  Bill,  such  an  intimate  connection  is 
created  between  the  Uuiver.sity  of  King's  College  and  the  Legislature,  as  tu  f<trm  nearly  a  com- 
plete ijicorporation. 

Nine  out  ok  Twki.ve  Memuers  ok  the  Council  is  an  Unrea.sonauly  Larce  Qcoru.m. 

17.  By  clause  eight,  it  was  jjrovided,  fcliat  no  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  he  taken  or  heM 
to  be  a  lawful  meeting  thereof,  nor  any  ([uestion  be  taken,  excejjt  to  adjourn,  tniless  nine 
members  at  the  least  be  jiresent  ;  and  that  all  questions  and  reaolutioiis  proposed  for  the 
decision  of  such  College  Council  shall  be  determineil  b}-  the  majority  of  the  Members  of  tiie 
Council  ])resent,  including  tiie  vote  of  the  Presiiling  MemV)or;  an<l  that,  in  the  event  of  au 
equal  division  of  such  votes,  the  Member  presiding  at  any  such  meeting  shall  give  an  addition  vl, 
or  casting  vote. 

18.  Nothing  can  be  more  evident  than  that  the  enactment  in  this  clause  would  greatly 
impede  tlie  liusiness  of  the  University;  for  it  can  scarcely  be  expected  that  nine  iueml)ers  out 
of  twelve  coiUd  be  readily  assembled  at  all  times  when  required,  or  that  the  wants  and  coiitii;- 
gencies  of  an  extensive  Seminary,  which  are  continually  nnilti[)lying,  can  be  adeipuitely  j)ro- 
vided  for  by  a  Council  which  is  to  sit,  as  ordained  in  the  twentieth  clause,  only  two  weeks  in 
the  year. 

A  DiocLEsiAN  Exclu.sion  of  Curi.stianity  fro.m  the  Collece  Proviped  for. 

19.  By  clause  twenty-six,  Christianity  appears  proscribed  with  a  virulence  not  unwoithj'  of 
a  Dioclesian.  There  is  otdy  one  atteui))t  on  record  in  a  Ciiristian  countrj',  and  th.it  a  very 
recent  one,  of  establishing  an  University  on  the  principle  that  everything  connected  with  the 
Christian  faitii  shall  be  excluded. 

20.  This  conse<iuence  is  said  to  result  from  the  circiunstance  that  the  London  L'^niversiby 
was  established  by  subscription.     The  Directors   are  indeed  forced    to   confess   that   religious 
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inshructioji,  or  tlio  foiiiwitiun  of  Cliris  ian  jn-inciples,  is  the  great  and  primary  object  of  Education, 
and  tliut  it,  ih  an  ohjfct  far  too  iiii|)ortant  to  comproniise  ;  but  tla-y  sliultcr  tliinusulves  under  the 
pretence  that  the  lioiidun  University  is  intended  for  the  educati<m  of  youth  in  tlie  iMetropolis, 
and,  as  it  is  presumed,  living  witji  t]ieir  parents,  wlio  are  expected  to  attend  to  this  most 
imi>oitant  part  of  tlifir  education. 

'I'liE  Cask  ok  London  Univkksity  not  Ai'i-licaulk  to  Kinc'.s  (.'()i,i,K(;k. 

21.  Without  admitting  the  force  of  tin's  reason,  it  is  sullicient  tu  reuiark,  tliat  it  totally 
fails  in  its  ai)i)licalion  to  Kind's  College;  because,  it  is  obvious  that  instruction  is  there  to  be 
dispensed  to  youth  collected  from  all  parts  of  a  veiy  extensive  country,  and  of  whom  the  great 
majority  will  be  wlioliy  removed  fr  >m  the  authority  and  sujjerintendence  of  thiiir  parents  ;  and 
it  may  be  cntideiitly  afliruied,  tiiat  the  inhabitants  of  this  Province  are  not  i)rei)aicd  to  approve 
jof  an  iuhtiluti.ui  for  tiie  education  of  their  children,  from  which  religion  is  altogether  excluded. 

"Waue.s"  Payahle  to  Me.mi!i:kh  oi-  thk  CorN(;iL  LftWEu  it.s  Chakactkk. 

'22.  As  if  the  framers  of  this  Bill  had  intended  to  lower  the  character  of  the  College 
Oouncii  to  the  utmost,  it  is  provided  in  the  twenty-seventh  clause,  that  the  members  shall  be 
allowed  wages  for  every  day  of  their  attendance. 

Othek  Oujectionable  Featukes  oi"  the  King's  College  Bill. 

23.  Your  Committee  might  refer  to  several  other  jjrovisions  equally  objectionable,  but 
these  are  uiore  than  tufhci'  nt  to  prove  that  such  a  Bill  could  never  have  been  entertained, 
except  by  those  who  desired  to  hold  up  the  first  literary  institution  of  the  Country,  to  oblocjuy 
and  scorn. 

24.  Your  Committee  deem  it  expedient,  before  adverting  tc)  the  alterations  contemplated 
in  the  Bill,  to  remark  upon  two  points,  not  a  little  embarrassing,  which  met  them,  as  it  were, 
in  limme. 

Ha.s  a  Colonial  Legislature  the  Powkk  to  Altek  a  Roval  Charter? 

Pird. — Your  Committee  did  not  at  first  feel  satisfied  that  the  Colonial  Legislature  had  the 
power  of  alti-ring  a  Royal  (-'barter,  not  only  on  account  of  the  great  delicacy  of  meildling  with 
an  ackn"wle<lg<-d  prerogative  of  the  Crown,  which  had  not,  in  the  present  instance,  overste[)ped 
its  limits  ;  but  because  they  are  accjuainted  with  no  precedent  in  other  Colonies  to  sanction 
sucli  a  proceed  ng.  'I  hey  were,  therefore,  inclined  to  think,  that  the  more  decorous  mode  of 
seeking  an  amendment  of  the  Charter  would  be  by  the  Jcjint  Address  of  the  two  Houses  of  the 
Lo'dslature  to  the  King,  embodjdug  the  alterations  desired,  and  not  to  proceed  by  enactment. 
So  great  delay  had,  how.  ver,  taken  place,  and  the  course  by  Address,  giving  no  assurance  of 
speeity  rebef  your  Committee  were  induced  to  recousidur  their  first  imjuession,  and,  after  a  care- 
ful examination  of  the  various  steps  tikun  by  His  Majesty's  (Government,  and  that  of  the 
Province,  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it  is  more  expedient,  in  the  present  instance,  to 
proceed  in  this  matter  by  Bill. 

25.  To  this  course  they  were  encouraged  by  the  invitation  to  alter  the  Charter  of  King's 
College,  given  to  the  Legislature  by  Sir  John  Colborne,  in  his  Speech  from  the  Throne  in  1833,* 
as  it  s.-euied  to  c<incede  the  necessary  authority,  and  by  what  Lord  CJodorich  says  in  his  Despatch, 
date  the  eighth  of  November,  183 .!,t  that,  so  far  from  any  anxiety  having  been  fcdt  Ijy  the  King's 
Government  '  to  mainiaiii  that  Charter  against  the  wishes  of  the  great  majority  of  the  people, 
every  possible  measure  has  been  taken  t(;  refer  U)  their  Representatives  the  decision  uf  the 
question   in  what  form,  and  on  what  principles,  the  College  should  be  founded.' 

Consultation  with  the  Corporation  of  King's  College  on  the  Modification  of  the 

Charter. 

Sexond. — On  another  point,  both  delicate  and  important,  your  Committee  experienced 
some  hesitation. 

2t).  The  Charter  of  King's  College  establishes  a  Corporation.  This  Corporaticm  has  existed 
for  several  years,  and  iu  many  respi^cts  exercised  the  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  the  King.  It, 
therefore,  appeared  reasonable  to  communicate  with  this  Body,  before  adopting  any  measure  in 
which  iis  inten-s's  were  involved.      From  this  dilficulty,  however,  your  Committee  were  relieved

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by  the  presence  in  this  Council  of  the  President  of  King's  College,  an  one  of  tiie  IVIeniliers,  anil 
yet  further  from  tiie  inforniHtion  which  he  cornniunicalod  ieHi»ucting  the  proceed  in  j,'s  of  tlie  Col- 
lego  Council.  ItHi>i)eiirH  that  that  Hody.  anxious  tliat  the  great  henehts  which  tiie  Tiiiversity 
ia  calculated  to  yield  to  the  youth  of  the  Province  might  be  no  longer  delayed,  liad  agreed,  so 
far  back  as  the  twenty-first  day  of  March,  IH32,*  to  certain  alterations  in  the  Charter,  which 
•embraced  everything  really  useful  and  appropriate  which  were  contained  in  tlie  Resolutions  of 
the  ComnionB  House  of  Assembly,  already  alluded  to,  and  a  printed  copy  of  the  Charter,  so 
amended,   was  presented  to  your  Committee  for  inspection. +

27.  On  comparing  the  provisions  of  the  Charter,  thus  amended  by  the  College  Council, 
with  those  contemplated  by  the  Bill  before  your  Honourable  House,  your  Conunitteo  was  pleased 
to  find  that  the  difference  was  by  no  means  so  great  as  might  have  been  expected.  Tiiis  may  bo 
clearly  seen  by  arranging  them  in  a  table  by  way  of  contrast,  and  with  the  original  Charter  of 
1827.

28.  From  this  contrast,  it  appears  manifest  that  the  Council  of  King's  College  aro  disposed 
in  a  great  degree,  to  meet  the  ref^uirementa  of  the  Legislature.  Their  only  anxiety  seema  to  be 
to  give  a  more  decided  religious  character  to  the  Institution  ;  and  in  this  your  Committee  wc^uld 
most  willingly  concur,  were  there  any  reasonable  prospect  of  its  full  accomplishment.

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The  Liberal  Provisions  of  the  Charter  of  Kino's  College  of  1827  Misrepresented. 

20  Your  Conunittee  need  scarcely  remind  your  Honourable  House,  that,  under  its  present 
Charter  tlie  University  of  King's  College  is  open  to  all  denominations  of  Christians,  and  that  the 
Professors,  excepting  such  as  are  appointed  Members  of  tlie  College  Council,  may  l)e  of  any 
Cliristian  Denomination,  that  it  excludes  no  one  from  what  inay  be  considered  the  essent^ial 
benetits  of  the  Ihiiversity,  and  is  placed  cm  a  more  liberal  footing  than  any  similar  institution 
eitlier  in  tJrcat  Britain  or  America.  So  much  obloquy  has  been  thrown  upon  King's  College  by 
those  who  never  took  tlie  trouble  to  read  the  i)rovi3ions  of  its  Charter,  or  who  wilfully  dissenu- 
n.ited  deceptive  accounts  of  its  naiTowncss  and  bigotry,  that  the  public  mind  has  been  totally 
poisoned  respecting  its  reciuirements  ;  and  even  now  men  of  education  and  ie8i)ectiible  att;iin- 
ments  are  found  adopting,  as  truths,  calunmies  against  it,  and  without  enfjuiry,  describing  it  in 
their  speeches  and  i)ublic  proceedings,  in  terms  totally  foreign  to  its  real  cliaracter.  This  being 
the  case,  your  Committee  consider  it  part  of  their  duty  t  >  show  that  no  C(jllege  exists  in  any  part 
of  the  world  so  little  exclusive  as  King's  College,  were  its  Charter  to  continue  without  alteration. 

CiiKisTiA-N  Nations  give  a  Religious  Character  to  their  Literary  Institutions. 

30  The  uniform  practice  of  Christian  Nations  has  been  to  give  a  religious  character  to  their 
literary  Institutions  ;  nor  is  there  a  (.  ollege,  or  University,  either  in  Eur-.pe  or  America,  without 
such  A  character.  Of  the  English  Universities,  it  is  unnecessary  to  speak,  as  they  are  internally 
connected,  and  may  indeed  be  considered  part  of  the  National  Church  ;  the  system  of  exclusion  is, 
therefore  carried  much  further  there,  than  is  re(iuired,  or  wished  for,  in  King's  College.  In  Scot- 
Imd  it  is  ordained  by  the  laws  of  the  Church,  as  well  as  by  Act  of  Parliament,  that  Presbyteries 
shall  take  special  notice  of  what  is  taught  in  Colleges  and  Universities,  and  that  nothing  be 
tau-dit  therein  contrary  to,  or  inconsistent  with,  the  Confession  of  Faith  of  the  Church,  or  to 
the"worship,  di.scipline  or  government,  of  the  same.  The  Presbyteries  are  also  re(iuired  to 
observe  the  morals  and  conversation  both  of  Masters  and  Scholars.  In  tine,  the  superintending 
i.ower  of  the  Scottish  Church  over  all  Colleges,  Universities  and  Schools,  and  of  all  I^rofessors, 
Teachers  and  School-Masters  employed  in  the  same,  is  paramount,  and  without  appeal.  It  \& 
further  ordained  that  nothing  shall  be  taught  but  what  is  in  accordance  with  the  Church,  and 
■dl  these  powers  are  established  by  the  most  solemn  Acts  of  the  Legislature,  and  even  by  the 
treaty  of  Union.  "  In  fact,"  says' an  elotiuent  defender  of  the  Kirk,  "our  religious  establish- 
ment and  true  learning  must  stand  or  fall  together.  Ignorance,  which  is  the  mother  of  super- 
stition, has  been  one  of  the  principal  sources  of  all  the  corrui)tions  of  Christianity,  and.  therefore, 
"the  Cliurch  hath  ever  exercised  complete  control  over  all  Schools  and  Universities,  identifying 
them  with  herself." 

Rksl'I-t.s  of  thi.s  Sy.stkm  ot  Religious  Sutervision  in  Scotland  and  England. 

31.  And  has  this  complete  exclusion  of  all  but  her  own  i)riiKiples  from  the  Parochial  School 
to  the  Universities,  impeded  the  moral  and  literary  progress  of  the  Scotish  jjopulation  'i  Far 
from  it.  To  what  but  to  education  is  Scotland  indebted  for  hor  moral  and  religious  improve- 
ment'' The  whole  system  of  instruction  in  that  country  has  religion  for  its  basis,  and  is  placed 
under  the  immediate  and  active  superintendence  of  the  Parochial  Clergy,  and,  to  this  wise 
arrangement,  must  be  attributed  the  proved  superiority  of  her  people  over  that  of  most  other 
countries. 

32.  It  thus  appears  that  both  in  England  and  Scotland,  the  Colleges  and  Universities  are 
founded  upon  exclusively  religious  princij)les,  and  that  they  are  not  so  ()j)en,  <jr,  in  modern  i)hrase, 
so  liberal,  a?  King's  College,  against  which  so  great  a  clamour  has  been  raised  ;  and  yet  they 
have  been  eminently  useful,  and  have  nobly  remunerated  the  public  for  the  peculiar  privileges 
which  they  enjoy. 

The  Example  of  this  System  in  the  United  States  Quoted— Harvard  University. 

3^^  But  this  system  of  exclusion,  if  it  can  bo  so  called,  has  never  prevailed  to  a  greater 
de<'ree  in  (Jreat  Britain  than  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Unhappily  for  the  cause  of 
r..b.Ti,)us  truth    Harvard  University,  the  best  endowed  literary  Institution  in  that  Country,   is 


wholly  Unitarian.  It  was  founded  in  l«i38,  by  the  Reverend  Mr.  .J.ihn  Harvard,  Minister  of 
Charleston,  Massachusetts.  It  is  governed  by  a  Board,  composed  of  the  (iovernor,  Lieutenant- 
(Jovernor,  the  Council,  the  Senate,  the  President,  and  the  Congregational  Ministers  of  Boston, 
Charleston,  Cambridge,  Watertown,  Roxburg  and  Dorchester,  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 
The  President,  live  Fellows  and  the  Treasurer,  constitute  the  Corporation,  and  by  tliein  the 
immediate  government  is  exercised.  Yet,  to  this  College,  pupils  of  all  denominations  are  sent. 
It  is  in  possession  of  funds  to  the  amount  of  more  than  half  a  million  of  Crowns,  principally  the 
accumulated  donations  of  Individuals,  and  enjoys,   moreover,  a  large  annual  stipend  from  the 
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Treasury  of  the  State.  It  ha.s  a  Library  of  thirty  thousand  volumes,  and  extensive  apparatus 
for  illustratin<,'  .Science,  and  twenty  Profes-sors,  aided  ))y  a  niiinlier  of  Tutors,  to  carry  on  the 
busniess  of  In.struction. 

34.  With  means  so  ample,  and  at  unity  with  its  relitjious  belief,  and  without  any  pledge 
aganist  its  propagation,  it  must  operate  a  material  change  in  the  religious  views  of  the  com- 
munity, and  particularly  so,  as  it.s  Professori  occupy  the  first  rank  among  the  learned  in 
America. 

35.  Such  is  the  present  .state,  resources  and  influence,  of  Harvard  (University;  and  has  it 
excited  any  uneasiness  or  heart-burning  in  the  community  ?  Has  it  been  made  i  lie  beacon  of 
faction  !  Has  it  been  slandered  and  calumniated  by  other  Denominations  '!  Have  the  E|)i8copa- 
lians,  the  Ba[)tist3,  Methodists,  and  Presbyterians,  cried  out  against  it/  Or.  ha.s  tiio  House  of 
Kepresentatives  been  petitioned  to  change  its  constitution,  and  make  its  government  open  to  all 
parties  (*  ()r,  have  tiie  Professius  been  called  upon  not  to  inculcate  their  own  opinions  ?  Far 
from  it.  The  Legi.slature  would  never  have  entertained  sucli  a  petiLion  ;  they  are  too  well  aware 
of  the  sacred  right  of  property  and  of  conscience,  to  attempt  to  expunge  them  at  the  request  of 
malice  and  envy  ;  on  the  contrary,  they  are  proud  of  their  splendid  I'niversity,  and  have  actu- 
ally cherished  it,  and  munificently  supjilied  its  necessities. 

The  E.KAMi'LE  of  Yale  College  Univkksity,  CoNNECTictT,  al.so  Quoted. 

36.  The  second  place  among  American  Universities,  is  occupied  by  Yale  College,  which  i.s 
exclusively  directed  by  Congregationalists,— yet  we  have  never  heard  that  the  Legislatii'te  of  Con- 
necticut h.is  t^ken  offence  at  this  exclusion,  or,  in  any  degree,  interfered,  excef)t  to  confer  hon- 
ours and  emoluments  on  the  Institution.  And  so  far  have  Episcopalians  been  from  railin" 
against  it,  that  to  their  munificence  it  is  greatly  indebted  for  its  prosperity.  Tiio  Right  Itevercnd 
Doctor  Berkeley,  the  famous  Bishop  of  Cloyne,  (in  the  County  of  Cork,  Ireland,)  conferred  upon 
it  a  magnificent  donation  of  books,  and  a  landed  estate  in  Rhode  Island  ;  .uid  IMr.  Duiumer 
another  Episcopalian,  Agent  for  the  State,  then  a  Colony,  was  likewise  a  liberal  contributor  to 
its  resources. 

37.  So  far  have  the  Legislatures  of  the  United  States  been  from  interfering  with  these 
nistitutions,  or  meddling  with  their  principles,  that  they  have  only  noticed  them  to  grant  them 
favolirs. 

KiNu'.s  College  in  Wind.sor,   Nova    Scotia,   more   Exclusive  than  Ouk  King'.s  College. 

38.  In  Nova  Scotia,  the  College  which  is  established  at  Windsor  is  much  more  exclusive 
than  King's  College,  "  for  it  was  established,"  says  the  learned  and  amial>le  iiishop  of  tlie  Dio- 
cese, (Right  Reverend  Doctor  Binney)  in  his  eloquent  address  to  the  British  public  in  1825,  "to 
preserve  the  doctrines,  liturgy  and  discipline  of  the  Church  of  England  in  their  unabated  purity. 
It  seemed  necessary  that  the  means  of  a  right  religious  education  sliould  be  provided  for  those 
who  were  to  teach,  and  those  who  were  to  be  taught  the  holy  princijdes  of  our  church,  that  so 
they  might  live  and  die  in  the  faith  and  hope  of  their  forefathers." 

For  this  j)urpose  the  University  of  Windsor  was  established,  and  called  King's  Collef'e,  as 
a  tcstiuiony  of  gratitude  to  the  kindness  and  piety  of  His  late  Majesty  King  (jieorge  the  Third 
under  whose  sanctiim,  and  by  whose  Charter,  it  was  principally  formed.  "  ' 

Charter   of   King'.s   College,  Fredekicton,  New   Brun.swick,  a    Tran.scrift  ot   that  of 

King'.s  College,   Uiter  Canada. 

40.  As  the  King's  College  Charter  [of  15th  December,  1827]  recently  received  with  mucli 
gratitude  m  New  Brunswick,  and  now  in  full  operation,  is  an  exact  transcript  of  that  of  Kind's 
College  in  this  Province,  your  Committee  need  not  dwell  on  its  variou.s  i)rovisions.*  °

41.  Nearer  home,  we  And  the  same  exclusive  princijiles  prevailing  in  the  difTerent  Colle"e8 
in  Lower  Canada.  ** 


*  The  Charters  of  King's  Coliepre  at  York.  Upper  Canada,  and  that  of  King's  College  Fredericton 
New  Brunswick,  were  both  granted  in  the  same  year  ;-th.'  one  on  the  15th  of  March  and  the  other  on 
the  15th  of  December,  1827.  Tlie  Charter  of  the  New  Brunswick  Kinc's  College  was  "  an  exact  tran- 
script "  of  that  of  the  Upr-er  Canada  King's  College,  and  was  granted  eight  months  afl.;r  that  of  the  latter 
The  Charter  of  the  King's  College,  New  Brunswick,  was,  however,  modified  hy  the  Legislature  of  that- 
Province  in  1845,  and  also  in  1860.

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After  the  conciuest  of  Canada,  His  late  Majesty  not  only  conceded  to  His  Roman  Catholic 
SuV)ject8  the  free  exercise  of  their  Religion,  and  an  ample  provision  for  the  temporal  support 
of  tlieir  Ministers,  but  likewise  the  farther  advantage,  which  in  every  country  hns  ajjpeared 
necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  religion,  namely,  the  endowment  of  Colleges  and  Seminaries  ; 
in  which,  while  the  various  branches  of  human  learning  are  taught,  the  rising  generations  are 
nt  the  same  time  instructed  in  the  doctrines  of  Christianity,  and  familiarized  to  that  mode  of 
•wor.-hip  whicii  the  Government  has  consented  to  recognize  and  protect. 

42.  The  ])rovi8ion  which  the  French  (iovernment  had  made  for  this  latter  object  was 
respected,  and  has  been  sulFered  to  continue  ;  and  though  it  has  umiuestionably  tended  to  pre- 
aerve  and  perpetuate  a  form  of  religion  to  which  luit  a  small  proportion  of  the  TJritisli  population 
adhere,  it  has  not  been  looked  upon  by  tliem  with  jealousy  or  dislike,  and  Quebec  now  main- 
tains four  I  olleges,  two  of  which  may  be  styled  Universities. 

These  Pkecedent.s  and  Exami'le.s  Supi'Okt  the  Charter  of  Kixg'.s  Collige. 

43.  Such  are  the  precedents  to  support  the  Charter  of  King's  College,  in  its  present  form, 
from  the  attacks  of  tiie  ignorant,  and  thi^  malice  of  the  unprincii)led.  It  is  a  fact,  (hat  it  is 
more  open  than  any  other  College  Chatter  in  the  British  Dominions,  and  is  more  lilieral  than  any 
similar  Institution  of  tiie  United  States.  It  ought  also  to  be  remembered,  that  there  has  been 
recently  ostablislied  by  Royal  Charter,  a  College  in  this  Province,  under  the  superintendence 
and  authority  of  the  Jiritish  Wesleyan  Methodists;  and  is  it  to  be  supposed  that  it  will  be  left 
by  that  respectable  body  without  a  decided  religious  character,  or  tiiat  they  will  admit  any  other 
Denominjttion  to  interfere  in  its  management  and  regulations  I*  On  the  whole,  your  Committee 
fe.-l  justified  in  submitting  that  the  Charter  of  King's  College  cannot,  with  truth,  be  called 
exclusive  and  restrictive,  by  comparison  with  any  other  College,  of  which  they  have  any  know- 
ledge, either  in  Euroj)e  or  America. 

Profosei)  Alterations  in  the  Royal  Charter  of  1827,  Concurred  in  by  the  Com.mittee. 

44.  Your  Committee  having  thus  stated  to  your  Honourable  House,  the  considerations  and 
views  which  appeared  to  them  necessary  to  bring  the  subject  of  King's  College,  its  history  and 
treatment,  in  all  their  bearings,  before  you,  pnjceeded  to  compare  the  alterations  i)roposed  in 
the  present  Rill  witii  the  original  Charter,  and  are  happy  to  tind  that  they  do  not  interfere  in 
the  slighfe-t  degree  with  the  character  of  the  University  as  a  Royal  Institution,  or  with  the 
power  and  dignity  which  it  pf)88esse8  as  emanating  from  the  King,  and  which  can  be  obtained 
in  no  other  way,  and  for  the  loss  of  wliich,  no  benefits  in  the  power  of  the  Legislature  of  this 
Province  to  bistow,  could  in  any  manner  compensate. 

45.  The  alterations  are  confined  to  re-modelling  the  College  Council,  or  governing  power, 
and  removing  tests  and  (jualitications  of  every  description,  except  a  declaration  of  belief  in  the 
authenticity  and  Divine  it-.spiration  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  and  in  the  doctrine  of  the 
Trinity  ;  but  His  Majesty  still  continues  Founder  and  Patron  of  the  University  ;  its  munificent 

*  endowment  lemains  initouched,  as  well  as  those  valuable  privileges  which  will  forever  distinguish 
King's  College  from  a  Provincial  Institution,  because  the  benefits  they  confer  extend  through  the 
British  Fhnpire  and  all  its  Dependencies.  The  Bill  enacts,  "that  for  and  notwithstanding  anything 
in  the  sail!  Charter,  the  Judges  of  His  Majesty's  Court  of  King's  Bench  shall,  for,  and  on  behalf, 
of  the  King,  be  Visitors  of  the  said  College,  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  "f  Quebec  for  the  time  being." 

4().  Although  your  Committee  see  no  cogent  cause  for  this  alteratiou,  yet  as  the  Bishop  is 
frecpiently  absent  from  this  portion  of  the  Diocese,  they  feel  disposed  to  recommend  it  to  the 
adoption  of  your  Honourable  House. 

47.  The  Bill  further  ordains,  "  that  the  President  of  the  said  University,  on  any  future 
vacancy,  shall  be  appointed  by  His  IMajesty,  His  Heirs  and  Successors,  without  recjuiring  that 
he  should  be  the  incumbent  of  any  ecclesiastical  othce." 

Your  Committee  are  inclined  to  recommend  this  clause,  but  on  the  understanding  that  the 
President  sh  'uld  be  a  Clergyman  in  Holy  Orders  of  the  Church  of  P^ngland. 

48.  The  Bill  proceeds  to  provide — "  3.  That  the  Members  of  the  College  Council,  including 
the  Ch  mcellor  and  Pre^^ident,  shall  be  twelve  in  number,  of  whom  the  Speakers  of  the  two 
Houses  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Province,  and  His  Mijesty's  Attorney  and  Solicitor  Generals, 
for  the  tim>^  being,  shall  be  four,  and  the  remainder  shall  consist  of  the  five  senior  Professors 
of  Arts  and  Faculties  of  the  said  College,  and  of  the  Principal  of  the  Minor,  or  Upper  Canada,

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College*  :  and,  in  case  there  aliall  not  at  any  time  be  five  Profeasors,  as  afrreaaid  in  the  said 
Collej,'e,  and  until  Profesaors  shall  be  apjxjinted  tlierein,  the  Council  shall  be  liiied  with  Mem- 
bers to  be  appointed,  as  in  tiie  said  Charter  ia  provided,  except  that  it  alia  I  not  be  necessary 
that  any  Member  of  the  ('oIIoko  Council  to  be  so  appninted.  or  tliat  any  Member  of  tlie  said 
College  Council,  or  any  Professor  to  be  appointed,  shall  be  a  Meml)er  o(  tin;  Churcli  of  Kny- 
land,  or  to  subscribe  to  any  Articles  of  Itelij^ion,  other  than  a  declaration  tliat  tliey  believe  in 
the  authenticity  and  Divine  inspiration  of  th«  Old  and  New  Testament,  and  in  the  doctrine  of 
the  Trinity." 

Dissent  OK  THE  Committee  from  the  i-koi-osai.  to  ArroiNT  so  many  rossiui.E  non-Mem ijeus 

OF  the  Church  of  the  Founder. 

49.  On  this  amendment  your  Connnittee  respectfully  submit  that,  if  it  be  thought  expedi- 
ent that  the  Speakers  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  and  Crown  Olhcers,  should  be 
Members  ex-otHcio  of  the  College  Council,  the  Council  will  be  so  far  opened,  as  cniicerns  tlicm, 
since  they  may  not  belong  to  the  Church  of  England  ;  and  if  it  is  to  be  also  ])rovided  tliat  tlio 
remaining  five  Members  of  the  Council,  even  though  Professors,  shall  not  of  n.-cessify  belong  to 
the  Church  of  the  Founder,  the  governing  power  of  the  University  is  thus  deprived  of  a  dis- 
tinctly religious  character.  To  this  extent  your  Committee  cannot  recommend  the  concurrence 
of  your  Honourable  House  :  it  bunig  their  conviction  tliat  a  College  for  educating  youth  in  tlie 
principles  of  the  Christian  religion,  as  well  as  in  literature  and  the  sciences,  is  less  likely  to  be 
useful,  and  to  act|uire  a  lasting  and  deserved  popularity,  if  its  religious  character  is  left  to  the 
discretion  of  individuals,  and  to  the  chance  of  events,  and  suffered  to  remain  the  subject  of 
unchristian  intrigues  and  dissensions,  tban  if  it  is  laid  broadly  and  firmly  in  its  foundation  by 
an  authority  that  cannot  by  any  reason  be  (piestioned.  Your  Committee  would  recoiunieiul 
that  no  Professor  should  be  eligilde  to  tiie  College  Council,  who  was  not  a  niemlter  of  the 
Church  of  Enghmd,  or  of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 

50.  The  Bill  provides  further— "  4.  That  no  religious  test  or  (pialification  be  rerpiired  or 
appointed  for  any  person  admitted  or  matriculated  as  scholars  witliin  the  said  College,  or  of 
persons  admitted  to  any  degree  or  faculty  tlierein." 

On  this  provision  your  Committee  respectfully  remark,  that  it  is  altogether  redundant,  for 
the  Charter,  as  it  now  stands,  requires  no  religious  tests  or  (jualifications  front  any  one,  except 
in  Degrees  of  Divinity,  which  require  of  necessity  some  regulating  standard. 

PRorosES  Theological  Pkofessors  of  the  Churches  of  Enolanh  and  Scotland. 

51.  Your  Committee,  in  order  to  reconcile  all  interests,  felt  inclined  to  propose  that  a 
Theological  Professor  of  tlie  Church  of  Scotland  should  be  placed  on  the  foundation,  as  sug- 
gested "by  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Comm<jns  in  lS28t  ;  but  on  farther  examii  a- 
tion  it  was  found,  that  the  College  Council  has  full  power  to  do  this  witho.it  sjiecial  enact inent. 
Your  Committee  therefore  deemed  it  suliicient  to  recommend  it  to  be  done,  so  soon  after  the 
College  is  put  in  operation  as  may  be  convenient. 

Upi'er  Canada  College  as  an  Appendage  to  King's  College  University. 

52.  The  Bill  proceeds  to  make  provision  for  annexing  Upper  Canaila  College  as  an  appen- 
dage to  the  University;  and  this  your  Committee  consider  both  wise  and  necessary,  submitting 
at  tlie  same  time,  the  propriety  of  providing  that  the  Principal  of  Minor  College  be  appointed 
by  the  Chancellor,  and  that  there  shall  be  hereafter  no  Vice-l'rincipal|  of  Upper  Canada  C  .llcge. 

Conclusions  of  the  Committee  as  to  the  King's  College  Charter  Amendment  Bill. 

53.  Your  Committee  have  considered  it  their  duty  to  suggest  tliese  several  amendments, 
but  desire  not,  in  this  Report,  to  expre.ss  any  opinion  as  to  the  wisdom  of  persisting  in  tliem. 
should  such  a  course  risk  tlie  fate  of  the  Bill.  Other  alterations  of  a  beneficial  tendency  might 
have  been  ofiered,  did  the  Committee  not  feel  inclined  to  believe  tliat  the  Charter,  in  its  ..nginal 
form,  had  it  been  allowed  to  go  into  operation,  would  have  been  far  more  elficient  for  all  the 
purposes  intended,  than  the  ))re3ent  measure.     So  much  evil  and  inconvenience  has,  however,

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taken  place,  from  the  differences  of  opinion  concerning  the  Charter,  that  your  Committee  depre- 
cate further  delay,  and  feel  assured  that  the  benefits  which  the  University  will  soon  diffuse  over 
tlie  Province  mIII  make  it  easy  to  overcome  and  correct  any  dithcuUiea,  or  supply  any  deticiencies 
that  may  be  discovered  in  the  working  of  the  present  measure,  imperfect  as  it  certainly  is,  if 
passed  iiito  a  law.

Character  and  Scope  of  thls  Report  on  the  King's  CoLLE(iE  Bill  of  1837. 

It  i.s  clear  from  the  elaborate  and  somewhat  exhaustive  character  of  this 
Report  of  the  Legislative  Council  Committee  on  the  proposed  "  Kini^'s  CJollege 
Charter  Ameadment  Bill,"  that  the  Committee  had  fully  considered  the  whole 
<|uestion,  as  it  then  presented  itself  to  the  Members  of  that  Committee. 

The  Report  bears  internal  evidence  of  having  been  drafted  b}'  the  Reverend 
Doctor  Strachan, — the  Educational  Nestor  of  these  early  days.  The  only  other 
Member  of  the  Committee  who  was  at  all  conversant  with  the  subject  was  the 
Honourable  William  Morris,  who,  as  a  former  Member  of  the  House  of  Assembly, 
had  taken  a  prominent  part  in  the  discussions  on  proposals  in  that  House  to 
modify  the  original  Charter  of  King's  College.  He  was  by  no  means  in  accord 
with  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan,  as  will  be  seen  further  on.  Tlie  other 
Members  of  the  Committee  were  the  Honourable  Messieurs  George  Crookshank, 
who  was  appointed  its  Chairman,  and  John  Simcoe  Macaulay. 

The  Report  consists  of  two  parts, — the  purely  historical  portion,  and  the 
practical  part,  dealing  only,  (as  the  latter  part  does),  with  that  aspect  of  the 
question  which  was  then  of  pressing  importance — the  removal  of  the  denomina- 
tional, and,  therefore,  exclusive  element  from  the  original  Charter,  which  had 
loeen  its  bane  from  the  beginning,  in  1827. 

The  historical  portion  of  the  Report  is  valuable,  from  the  fact  that  it  brielly 
summarizes  the  various  stages,  (with  the  conclusions  from  time  to  time  arrived 
at,)  through  w^hich  this  then  vexed  question  of  University  C.'harter  amendment 
had  passed  during  the  preceding  ten  years. 

The  latter,  or  more  practical,  part  of  the  Report  deals  with  the  modification 
in  the  original  Charter  propo.sed  by  the  originator  of  the  Bill  in  the  House  of 
Assembly.  In  spirit  and  in  tone,  the  argumentative  portion  of  this  part  of  the 
Report  is  very  much  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  Reply  of  King's  College  Council 
in  March,  1.S32,  to  the  demand  of  Lord  Goderich,  Colonial  Secretary,  in  Decem- 
ber, 1831,  to  surrender  the  Charter  of  King's  College.  (See  page  32,  ante.)  It  is 
unjust,  however,  in  its  criticism  of  those  who  had  advocated  a  modification  in 
the  terms  of  the  Charter,  so  as  to  render  more  acceptable  to  a  mixed  population 
like  that  of  Upper  Canada,  whose  objection  to  the  domination  of  an}-  one  Church, 
^nd  whose  demand  for  equal  rights  among  the  churches,  hail  been  unceasing  since

the  time  that  Governor  Simcoe,  and  later,  when  Governor  Maitland  sought,  in 
1820,  practically  to  establish  the  Church  of  England  in  this  Province.  The  com- 
parisons and  references  in  the  Report  are  not  always  correct,  nor  arc  they  just. 

The  reference,  especially  to  Kincr's  College  in  New  Brunswick,  is  not  pertinent 
to  the  case  ;  nor  is  it  of  any  practical  importance  at  the  present  day.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  objection  to  the  Charter  granted  to  that  College,  (in  the  same  year  as 
that  in  which  a  Charter  was  granted  to  King's  College,  Upper  Canada,)  was  as 
rife  in  New  Brunswick  as  it  was  in  this  Province.  Its  moditication,  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  that  Province  in  1845,  did  not  seem  to  have  removed  the  cause  of  dis- 
content, for,  in  Ma}--,  1854,  the  Legislature  of  Ne;;  Brunswick  passed  an  Act  em- 
powering the  Lieutenant-Governor  to  appoint  a  Royal  Commission  : — 

"To  enquire  into  tlic  present  state  of  King's  College,  its  injinagement  and  utility,  with  a 
view  of  improving  the  siuiio,  iuid  rendering  that  Institution  more  generally  useful,  and  nf 
suggesting  ihe  best  mode  of  efl'ecting  that  desirable  object,"  etc. 

In  accordance  with  this  Act,  Sir  Edmund  Head,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
New  Brunswick,  appointed  as  commissioners,  in  August,  1854:  The  Honourable 
John  Hamilton  Gray,  (late  Judge  of  the  High  Couit  of  British  Columbia),  the 
Reverend  Doctor  Egerton  Ryerson,  Doctor  John  William  (now  Sir  William) 
Dawson,  the  Honourable  John  Simcoe  Saunders,  and  the  Honourable  James 
Brown,  to  make  this  encjuiiy.*  The  Charter  of  the  College  was,  in  consequence 
of  the  Report  of  these  Commissioners,  largely  moditied  in  1860. 

*The  followiriK  i)articular8  in  regard  to  tlie  proceedinps  of  the  Coir.missions  appointed  to  modify  tlie 
original  Charter  of  Kin[,''3  C  illesre,  Saw  Bruuswick, — which  was  "  the  exact  transcript  of  that  of  King's 
College  Upper  Canada, —may  be  interestiiif?  : 

In  accepting  the  position  of  Commissioner,  to  en(}uirc  into  King's  College  New  Brunswick,  the  Rever- 
end Uoccor  Ryerson,  at  the  close  of  his  letter  to  Provincial  Secretary  Partelow,  said  :  — 

"  When  I  mentioned  to  the  Head  <>t  the  Canadian  Administration  th".  re<iiiest  wliich  had  been  made 
to  me  from  N'ew  IJruiiswitk,  and  the  probability  that  a  compliance  with  it  wo\dd  cause  iny  absence  for  two 
or  three  weeks  from  the  duties  of  my  Departmeut,  he  thouglit  I  ought,  \>y  all  means,  to  go — that  it  was 
part  of  my  appropriate  work,  and  that  we  should  regard  each  Province  of  British  North  America  as  a  part 
of  our  own  country."* 

The  CoTnmiision  met  first  at  Fredricton,  and  afterwards  at  Toronto.  To  Doctor  Ryerson  wae  entrusted 
the  principal  duty  of  drawing  up  the  elaborate  Report ;  and,  in  Honourable  John  II.  Gray's  letter,  as  Chair 
man,  accompanying  the  Rep  Tt  in  December,  1854,  he  said  : 

*'  I  beg-  to  express,  with  the  full  c(jiicurrence  ■  f  my  fellow  Commissioners,  our  acknowledgements  of  the 
very  valuable  assistance  atfo  ded  us  hy  Doctor  Ryerson.  H is  great  experience  aud  urif|Bestioned  proficiency 
on  all  subjects  coniiectei  with   Kiucation,  justly  entitle  his  opinion  to  great  weight." 

Sir  William  Dawson,  in  a  letter  t'l  Mr.  Gray,  thus  summarizes  the  contents  of  the  Report  :  — 

"1st.  The  improvemp'it  of  the  College  course  of  instruction,  audits  extension  by  the  introduction  of 
special  courses.  2ndly,  The  definition  of  the  true  place  of  the  Provincial  College  in  its  relations  to  the  other 
educationwl  in'<titutions  I'f  the  Prnvince,  and  to  the  TMligious  beliefs  of  the  people  ;  and  3rdly,  The  union 
of  all  the  educational  institutions  in  a  Provincial  university  system,  under  official  supervision." 

A  change  in  the  Covernment  t)f  New  Brunswick  in  IS54,  prevented  the  Report  from  being  considereil 
in  the  I,egi8  a'ure  at  that  time.  In  a  letter  from  Mr.  Gray  to  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson,  dated  May 
15,  1855,  he  said  : 

"The  change  of  Government  prevented  our  Report  being  adopted  and  acted  upon,  but  it  met  with 
universal  approbation,  and  from  every  portion  of  the  Province  the  voice  of  praise  has  gone  up.  I  give  you 
credit  for  it  all  ;  and  in  my  remarks  lu  the  House,  L  miule  my  acknowledgements  publicly  to  you  and  Mr. 
Dawson." 

In  a  confidential  lettnr  to  me,  from  Doctor  Ryerson,  dated  'Quebec.  January  30th,  1858,  he  said  :  — 

"Sir  Edmund  Head,  (now  Governor-'ieneral),  hit;hly  apjiroved  of  my  Rep)rt,  etc  ,  on  the  New  Bruns- 
wick College  (piestion,  Hud  has  sent  it  to  the  authorities  of  McGill  College,  to  see  if  they  cannot  adopt 
something  "f  the  same  kind  " 

Mr.  (jray  had  hoped  that  the  comprehensive  Bill  proposed  by  the  Commission  in  1854,  to  give 
efifect  to  their  recommendations,  relating  to  Kincr's  College,  Normal  and  Model  Schools,  and  a  Chief  Sujier- 
iotendent  of  Education,  would  be  passed  in  the  following  j'ear,  1855.     In  this  he  was  disappointed,  for  the 

*Thu8  we  see,  that,  as  early  as  in  1854,  the  idea  of  the  Confederation  of  the  Provinces  was  being" 
revolved  in  the  minds  of  some  of  its  leading  men. 
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The  conclusion  at  which  the  Committee  of  the  Legislative  Council  arrived 
in  their  Report,  was  to  accept,  but  with  reluctance,  the  changes  in  the  Charter^ 
as  proposed  by  the  House  of  Assembly. 

In  Appendix  Number  Four  to  "  A  Brief  History  of  King's  College  in  Upper 
Canada,  from  Its  First  Germ  in  1797,  to  its  Suppression  in  1850,"  prepared  by 
the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan,  and  "  Printed  at  the  Diocesan  Press  in  1850,* 
the  following  was  the  heading  prefixed  to  the  Act  in  that  "  History  : " 

"  Alterations  made  in  the  Charter  of  King's  College,  by  7th  William  the  Fourth,  Chapter 
Sixteen,  intituled  :  An  Act  to  Amend  the  Charter  of  the  University  of  King's  College,  in  con- 
setjuence  of  Lord  Goderich'a  Desjiatch  of  the  Second  of  December,  1831,  and  by  which  it  was 
believed  that  all  the  requirements  of  the  said  Despatch  were  fully  satisfied. "t 

Then  follows  the  enacting  clauses  of  the  Act  relating  to   King's  College  as 

they  were  finally  passed  and  assented  to  in  Her  Majesty's  name,  by  Sir  Francis 

Bond  Head,  the  then  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Upper  Canada. 

Educational  Proceedings  of  tuk  Legislative  Council  (1837),  Continued. 

After  the  King's  College  Charter  Amendment  Bill  and  the  elaborate  Report 
of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  Legislative  Council  in  regard  to  it,  had  been 
laid  before  the  Council,  the  following  proceedings  took  place  on  the  subject : 

Jamiarij  20th,  1837. — On  motion  made  and  seconded;  it  was  ordered — That  the  Bill  to 
amend  the  Charter  of  King's  College  and  the  Report  of  the  Select  C(jmmittee  thereon,  be 
referred  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  on  Wednesday  ne.vt  ;  and  that  in  the  meantime 
the  Ileport  be  i)rinted  for  the  use  of  Members. 

JuHuarii  2/fth,  1S,J7. — The  Honourable  James  Kerby,  from  the  Select  Committee  to  whom 
was  referred  the  Bill  intituled  :  ''  An  Act  Granting  a  certain  sum  of  Money  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Grantham  Academy,  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  the  debts  of  that  Institution,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  presented  their  Report.  Ordered,  that  it  be  received  ;  and,  the  same  was 
then  read  b}'  the  Clerk,   as  follows  :— 

To  the  IFononrablc  the  LeijisUitlie  Council  of  Upper  Canada: 

The  Select  Committee  of  the  Honourable  the  Legislative  Council,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Bill  sent  up  from  the  Hcjuse  of  Assembly,  intituled  :  "  Aa  Act  (Jrantinga  certain  sum  of  Money 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  (irantham  Academy,  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  the  debts  of  that. 
Institution,  and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned,"  beg  leave  to  Rejiort  that  : 

1.  The  whole  object  of  the  Bill  seems  to  your  Committee  to  be,  to  obtain  a  grant  from  the 
'Public  Funds  of  the  Province  of  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Pounds,  (£250,)  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paj'ing  off  a  debi  against  the  Academy,  contracted,  as  appears  by  information  received 
from  William  H.  Merritt,  Escjuire,  a  Member  of  the  House  of  Assembly  for  the  County  of 
Haldimand,  but  whose  place  of  residence  is  in  the  Village  where  the  Academy  is  situated,  and 
who  a[)pear3  to  liave  been  a  large  dtmor  towards  its  endowment,  in  its  erection,  and  to  repair 
the  Building.     This  information,  as  well  as  another  paper  mentioning   the  number  of  scholars 

Bill  did  not  pass  until  1860.  In  a  letter  to  Doctor  Ryereon  from  the  Honourable  Charles  Fiaher,  datedi 
Fredricton,  14th  May,  1860,  he  said  :  — 

"  After  years  of  controveray  and  difficulty  we  have  passed  an  Act  to  remodel  King's  College  on  the 
plan  pro|)Osed  hy  your  Commission,  under  the  title  of  tho  University  of  New  Brun.swick.  We  have  not 
connected  the  College,  or  the  he;id  of  it,  with  the  other  educational  interests  in  the  Province,  but  confined 
his  duties  to  the  University,  and  he  must  be  a  layman.      This  provision  was  inserted  to  prevent  difficulty." 

In  1858  Mr.  Henry  Fisher,  (Brother  of  the  Honourable  Charles  Fisher,)  was  appointed  Superintendent 
of  Education  for  New  Brunswick.  He  visited  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson  in  that  year,  to  confer  with 
him  before  undertaking  tlie  duties  of  his  new  othce.  His  death  occurred  in  18G0,  and  in  communicating 
the  sad  news  to  Doctor  Ryerson,  the  Honourable  Charles  Fisher,  referring  to  his  Brother,  said  :  — 

"  He  wished  particidarly  (just  before  his  death)  to  be  remembered  to  you,  and  desired  that  I  should' 
thank  you  for  your  kindness  to  him  on  all  occasions.  He  was  succeeding  in  his  efforts  to  improve  the 
educational  interests  of  the  Province,  and  had  been  enabled  to  secure  the  support  of  all  parties."

The  Honourable  tlie  Speaker  moved,  that  an  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  thfr 
Lieutenant  Governor,  on  the  subject  of  the  Charter  of  the  University  of  King's  College,  which, 
being  seconded  was  adopted,  and  the  Address  was  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows  ; —

We,  His  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  the  Legislative  Council  of  Upper  Canada,  in 
Provincial  Parliament  assembled,  resijectfully  beg  leave  to  represent  to  your  Excellency,  that 
we  have  united  with  the  House  of  Assembly  during  the  present  Session,  in  passing  a  Bill  for 
making  certain  alteratitjns  in  the  Charter  of  King's  College  in  this  Province,  which  Bill  will, 
of  course,  be  presented  for  your  Excellency's  assent  ;  and  we  desire  it  to  be  understood  by  your 
Excellency,  that  we  had  some  hesitation  in  c  mcurring  in  this  measure,  not  on  account  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Bill,  which  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say,  -were  supported  by  us  ui)on  a  full 
conviction  of  their  exjjediency  under  existing  circumstances,  but,  on  account  of  the  doubt  en- 
tertained by  us  with  respect  to  the  propriety  of  interfering,  by  a  Legislative  enactment,  with, 
the  provisions  of  a  Koyal  Charter,  under  the  (ireat  Seal  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

2.  It  seems  to  us,  however,  that  several  Communications  from  His  Majesty's  Secretary  of 
State,  which  have,  from  time  to  time,  been  received  in  this  Colony,  were  intended  to  invite  the 
Legislature  to  i)ass  some  law  ui)on  the  subject  ;  and,  under  the  impression  that  His  Majesty's 
Government  had  given  at  least  an  imj)lied  sanction  to  such  an  interposition  of  the  Legislature, 
we  felt  less  hesitation  upon  this  point  than  we  might  otherwise  have  done. 

;i.  We  beg  leave,  however,  to  rec|uest  that  your  Excellency  will  convey  our  assurance  to 
His  Majesty,  that  it  has  been,  by  no  means,  our  desire  to  interfere  irregularly  with  the  Royal 
Prerogative  on  this  occasion,  or  to  infringe  upon  any  constitutional  princii)le  ;  and  that,  if  we 
have  misaj)prehendcd  the  intention  of  His  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State,  in  imagining  that  any 
thing  nioie  was  co  .templated  thini  an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature,  we 
trust  that  this  opinion  will  not  leas  eflectually  serve  the  purposes  of  His  Majesty's  Government, 
from  its  being  expressed  in  the  dertnite  form  of  an  enactment. 

4.  If  it  should  aj)pear  objectionable  to  His  Majesty,  that  the  Charter  should  be  ainended 
by  an  Act  of  tliis  JjCgislature.  the  Bill  will,  at  least,  afl'ord  precise  information  to  His  Majesty, 
of  the  alterations  whicli  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  consider  to  be  desirable,  and  the 
Legislative  Council  will  cheerfully  accpiiesce  in  whatever  course  His  Majesty  may  think  ht  to 
pursue  for  giving  effect  to  their  intentions.

qu.^ire,  as  to  the  right  of  provincial  legislatures  to  amend  royal 

Charters. 

1.  The  C((se  as  raised  hi  New  Brunswick,  IS.'fd. 

Tlie  que.stion  here  rai.sed,  as  to  the  power  of  Provincial  Legislatures  to  alter 
a  Royal  Charter,  was  subsequently  raised  by  the  Le<^i9lature  of  New  Brunswick 
in  1845.  Lord  Stanley,  who  was  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  tluis 
discussed  the  question  in  a  Despatch  to  Sir  VVilliatn  G.  Colebrooke,  who  was  then 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  that  Province.     He  said  : 

On  the  authority  of  the  Solicitor  General  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  and  of  the 
great  American  Jurist,  Mr.  Ju.stice  Story,  you  suggest  a  |)reliminary  doubt,  which,  if  well 
founded,  must  supersede  all  further  discussi(m  of  this  Act,  [i.e.,  one  relating  to  King's  College, 
Fredericton.J  It  is  the  doubt  whether  the  local  Legislature  possesses  any  constitutional  rigtit 
to  alter  the  Royal  Charter  [of  the  College,]  without  tiie  express  consent  of  the  Corporate  Body, 
and  whether  such  an  Act,  if  passed,  would  have  the  authority  of  law. 

In  applying  the  decision  of  Mr.  Story,  (whatever  that  decision  may  be,)  to  the  case  of  a 
British  Colony,  there  must,  obviously,  be  great  room  for  error,  unless  the  most  exact  attentioni 
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be  given  to  the  inherent  distinction  between  the  constitutions  of  various  States  united  together 
in  one  Federal  Government,  and  those  of  our  own  Provinces  united  toi^ethor  us  Members  of  one 
extended  Kmpi/o. 

That  Colonial  laws,  repugnant  to  the  law  of  England,  are  nidi  nnd  void,  has  indeed  been 
repeatedly,  and  very  recently  enacted  by  ParliamMUt.  But  witli  that  exception,  it  has  not 
occurred  to  mo  to  hear  of  any  cases  in  wliich  tlie  Courts  of  any  IJritisli  Colony  could  lawfully 
refuse  to  enforce  obedience  to  the  Acts  of  the  Local  Legislature. 

.  .  .  The  question,  to  which  this  enquiry  refers,  «loea  not  really  arise  in  the  pre:?ent 
case.  It  is  not  a  fact,  that  the  Cliarter  of  King's  College  in  a  Royal  Charter  iu  the  ])rop,j'r  sense 
of  that  term  ;  it  was  not  granted  by  the  Cr(jwn  in  the  uuHidod  xercise  of  the  Royal  I'rero.'ative, 
b\it  on  the  authority  of  the  Provincial  .\i-t  r)f  IH  f.i,  (Kou'th  (J  urge  iv..  Chapter  iii  ),  which 
enabled  the  Trustees  of  the  College  to  surrender  their  (Jh  u-ttr  to  IlisMajesty,  King  Ceorgc  the 
Fourth,  on  condition  that  His  Majesty  would  graut  an  >tl)  r  Charti^r  for  tlu;  re  iucorp  >ation  of 
the  College,  the  terms  of  which  new  Cliarter  were  partly  luft  by  the  .<\ct  of  1.S2.'',  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Crown. 

The  (piestion  in  debate  is,  therefore,  not  whether  tiff  local  Legislatures  have  power  to  aUer 
a  Royal  Charter  proceeding  trom  the  Hoyal  grace  and  fav>ur  but  .v he  her  they  have  power  to 
alter  a  Charter,  the  promulgation  of  which  was  e.xpressly  authorized  by  themselves,  and  which, 
without  their  authority,  could  not  be  promulgated.*

On  pages  64  and  7G  of  this  Volume  of  the  Documentary  Hi.stoiy  of  Echication 

in  Upper  Canada,  the  question  of  the  right  of  a  Colonial  Leoislature  to  alter  the 

terms  of  a  Hoyal  Charter,  is  raised  by  a  Committee  of  the  Legislative  C<)uncil, 

It  was  subsequently  made  the  subject  of  an  Address  by  the  Council  to  Sir  John 

Colborne,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,     This  Address,  dated  ihe  1st  of  March,  18.S7, 

having  been  transmitted  to  the  then  Colorual  Secietary,  Lord   Gh'nel",  he  replied 

to  it,  under  date  of  the  20th  of  April,  1887,  (page  100  post)  as  follows  : 

The  Act,  amending  the  Charter  of  King's  College  in  1SM7]  originated  in  the  expre«  sug- 
gestion and  recommendation  of  the  King,  conveyed  through  Mis  Majesty's  iSecretarv  of  Siato. 
Jt  has  not  appeared  to  His  Majesty  to  involve  the  -leparture  fmui  tin;  coistitutioual  princiiile, 
to  which  the  Legishitive  Council  advert  in  their  Address,  a  id  wlucli  His  Majeaty  is  well  \>ir- 
suaded  will,  at  all  times,  be  maintained  inviolate  by  the  LegisLitive  Council  of  Upper  Canada. 
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March  2nd,  18ii7 — A  Deputation  from  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  bmuLrht  up  a  Bill 
intituled  : — "  An  Act  Granting  a  sum  of  Money  for  tho  support  of  Couimon  Scho  ,1a  in  U()por 
Canada  for  the  year  1837,"  also  a  Bill  inti'uled  : — '*  An  Act  to  repe^d  part  of  an  Act  pas.sed  in 
the  fifty-ninth  year  of  the  Reign  of  His  Majesty  King  (ieorge  the  Tlurl,  (IHl'J,)  etc  ;  and  to 
Establish  a  Public  (Grammar)  School  for  the  London  Dis'rict  in  tie  Town  of  London,  to  which 
they  requested  the  concurrence  of  this  House  and  tuen  wirh  Irew.  The  sti  I  Bills  wa<  then 
read  a  first  time  ;  and  it  was  ordered — That  the  44th  ruin  of  ihis  Huuso  be  di3j)iinied  with,  as 
regards  these  Bills,  and  that  they  be  read  a  cecond  time  this  day.

And  be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lej^islative  Council  and 
Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Upf)er  Canada,  constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue 
of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  ])assed  in  the  Parliament  of  Gieat  Britain, 
entitled,  "An  Act  to  rei)eal  certain  parts  of  an  Act  passetl  in  the  fourteenth  year 
of  Tlis  Majesty's  Reijrn,  entitled  "An  Act  for  nuiking  more  eflcctual  provision  for 
the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  Ncjrtli  America,  and  to  make  further 
provision  for  the  (government  of  the  said  Province  "  and  by  the  autliority  of  the

CHAPTER  IV. 

THE  FIRST   AMENDMENT   OF   KING'S   COLLEGE  CHARTER  IN  1837. 

Both  before,  and  at  the  time,  that  the  first  amendment  %vas  made  to  the 
Charter  of  King's  College,  in  1837,  a  good  deal  of  discussion  took  p'ace  in  regard 
to  it.  A  modification  of  its  exclusive  terms  was  inevitable,  and  was  the  result  of 
these  discussions. 

The  request  made  to  the  King's  College  Council,  in  1831,  32,  by  the  then 
Colonial  Secretary,  Lord  Goderich,  (afterwards  Lord  Ripon,)  to  surrender  the 
Charter,  led  that  Council  to  weigh  well  the  practical  alternative  before  tln-m,  of 
either  surrendering  the  Charter,  or  agreeing,  as  well  as  assenting,  even  reluctantly, 
to  such  a  modification  in  it,  as  would  be  acceptable  to  the  people  of  Upper  Cynadu. 

Prompted  by  their  sagacious  Leader,  and  the  Chief  Officer  of  the  Colh-ge 
Council, — the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan, — the  Council  wisely,  yet  unwillingly, 
suorgested  such  modifications  in  the  Charter,  as  would  take  away  its  alleged 
objectionable  character  of  denominational  exclusiveness.* 

•The  modifications  in  the  Charter  agreed  to  by  the  King's  College  Council,  in  March,  1832,  are  con- 
tained in  paragraphs  numbers  14  to  17  inclusive,  on  page  34  of  this  Volume,  ante;  but  the  Hoiitiun.ble 
Chief  Justice  .J.  B.  Robinson  declined  to  concur  in  these  proposed  inodificatimis  of  tlie  CtiHrier,  'J  lir,  n  h'-r 
Members  of  the  Council,  who  were  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Cmncil  on  the  "^Ist  of  .March,  lo3.',  assented 
to  them,  videlicet,  the  Reverend  Doctors  Strachan  and  Harris,  and  MewHieura  Hmry  .bhii  Boiiicon, 
Attorney  General,  Grant  Powell  and  Christopher  Widmer,  M.D.  These  modificationb  iu  the  Charter  weie, 
however  hesitatingly  concurred  in  by  the  Legislative  Council,     See  page  68,  atUe. 
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These  modifications  were  not  willingly  assented  to  by  Legislative  Council. 
Nor  were  tliey  less  acceptable  to  the  Council  of  King's  College,  as  will  be  seea 
from  the  statement  on  the  subject  made  by  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan  liim- 
self,  in  his  Address  at  the  opening  of  King's  College  in  June,  1843.     He  said  : — 

The  College  Council  .  .  .  for  the  sake  of  peace  .  .  .  were  dispo.sed  to  concur  in 
some  such  iiioditi^atioMa,  as  liave  been  since  forced  on  the  Institution  ;  not  tliat  they  considered 
tlieiu  i'lipiovenients,  hut  because  the  Covernnient  seemed  to  give  tlieni  countenance  ;  it  being 
the  conviction  [of  Mie  College  Council]  that  a  College  for  the  education  of  youth  in  tlie  pi'inciples 
of  the  Cluistiiin  Religion,  as  well  as  in  Literature  and  the  Sciences,  is  lews  likely  to  be  useful, 
and  to  acquire  a  histing  and  deserved  poj)ularity,  if  its  religious  cliaracter  is  left  t^)  tlie  discretion 
of  individuals,  and  to  tlie  chance  of  events,  and  sufFered  to  remain  the  subjuct  of  unchriHtiau 
intrigues  and  disseutions,  tlian  if  it  is  laid  broadly  and  firmly  in  its  foundations,  by  an  authority 
that  cannot,  with  any  reason,  be  questioned.      l'u(ja  45, 

In  his  letter  to  Earl  Cathcart,  (acting  Governor  General),  written  on  the  24th 
of  March,  1846,  on  behalf  of  King's  College  Council,  and  on  the  subject  of  the 
amended  Charter  of  1887,  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan  reiterated  the  views- 
which  he  had  expressed  to  Sir  John  Colborne,  fourteen  years  previously,  in  reply 
to  the  Despatch  of  Lord  Goderich,  Colonial  Secretary,  of  the  2nd  of  November, 
1831,  asking  for  a  surrender  of  the  Charter  of  Kinfj's  Coller^e.  In  that  letter  he 
called  the  attention  of  Lord  Cathcart  to  the  opinions  which  he,  and  the  King's 
Colle«je  Council,  then  held  in  regard  to  the  doubtful  future  of  that  Institution. 
These  opinions,  he  said,  influenced  them  at  the  time  not  to  surrender  the  Charter,

In  this  ]{ei)ort,  the  various  objections  made  against  the  Charter  were  examined  and  fully 
answered.  Nevertheless  the  then  Council,  anxious  that  the  University  should  go  into  operation, 
felt  compelled,  though  with  much  reluctance,  to  ccjusent  to  some  moditication  in  its  provisions  ; 
but  the  concessions,  which  they  agreed  to,  came  to  notliing,  and  produ'X'd  no  .satisfactory  result  : 
the  discu.ssions  continued,  with  more  vv  less  acrimony,  until  1837,  when  tho  Provincial  St^itute. 
(7tli  William  iv,  Cliapter  xvi,)  was  passed,  embodying  certain  changes,  wliich  wore  deemed 
amendments,  and.  in  a  great  measure,  following,  though  not  altogether,  the  Report  of  liie 
Council  of  King's  College,  (of  1832,)  just  referred  to.* 

On  reference  to  pages  216  and  228  of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Documentary 
History,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  only  response  which,  it  is  there  stated,  th& 
Colonial  Minister  made  to  this  Report,  or  rcpi}',  of  King's  College  Council,  dated 
the  21st  of  March,  1832,  was  a  direction,  said  to  have  been  container  in  a  "  Con- 
fidentjal  Despatch"  from  Lord  Goderich  of  even  date  with  his  Despatch  of  the 
5th  of  July,  1832,  printed  on  )>age  72  of  thesan^e  Volume.  Not  liaving  been  able 
to  obtain  a  copy  of  this  Despatch,  I  applied  to  my  Brother,  (Mr.  Thomas  ITodgiiis,. 
Q.C.,)  Chairman  of  Committees  of  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Toronto, 
(which  are  investigating  certain  financial  questions  in  regard  to  the  University),  for 
such  information  as  that  Committee  had  obtained,  in  regard  to  the  missing 
Despatch.  He  has  kindly  furnished  me  with  the  following  extract  from  their 
Second  Report :  "  On  the  Grant  of  £1,000  sterling  for  Sixteen  Years  " : — 

Your  Committee  have  caused  searches  to  be  made  for  the  Despatch,  stated  to  have  beeit 
the  authority  for  the  sujiension  of   this  grant  of  £1,000,  among  the  Archives  of  the  Colonial

Oeneral,  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  Archivist  in  Ottawa,  but  no  such  Dospatcli — confiden- 
tial, or  official — is  on  fyle  in  any  of  the  Offices  mentioned  ;  nor  can  any  trace  of  such  a  Despatch 
be  discovered  after  most  careful  searches* 

The  following,  however,  is  a  copy  of  this  "Confidential  Despatch,"  from  the  Colonial  Sec- 
rotary,  Lord  Goderich,  to  Sir  John  Coll)')rnc,  tlie  Lieutenant  Governor  of  lJj)])er  (>anada,  dated 
the  6th  July,  1832.  [and  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Governor  (General's  Secretary,  Ottawa.] 

With  reference  to  my  Dispatch  of  this  date,t  I  think  it  necessary  that  you  should  be 
apprised  of  the  reasons  which  have  induced  me  to  advise  His  Majesty  to  accede  to  the  recjuest 
of  the  House  of  As3emi)ly  of  Upper  Canada,  with  respect  to  the  appropriation  of  tlie  sums  arising 
from  the  School  Lands  within  the  Province,  and  that  the  course,  whicli  1  am  desirous  that  you 
should  pursue,  should  be  somewhat  more  fully  exjdained,  than  itha.s  been  in  that  communication. 

2.  The  management  of  the  Lands  set  apart  for  the  purposes  of  Education,  as  I  collect  from 
your  Despatch  of  October  25th,  1831,  and  from  the  correspondence  whicli  took  place  between 
Sir  Peregrine  JNIaitland  and  Lord  Lathurst,  in  the  year  1823,  [1822;  see  page  2,  dutt .  ]  is  entrusted 
to  a  General  Board  of  Education  composed  ()f  the  I'oUuwing  Geiitlemeii,  vi/..  :  The  Revuieiid 
Doctor  Strachan,  Josej)!!  Wells,  Esijuire,  (Jeorge  II.  Markland,  Ksnuire,  The  lleveieiid  llobert 
Addison,  [The  Honourable  Thomas  llidout  and  John  B.  Kobinson,  Esiiuiie.J  (See  page  liXi 
of    the  First    Volume   of   this  Documentary  History.) 

3.  And,  as  it  is  proposed  that  the  funds  in  (piestion  should  hereafter  be  at  the  dispo.sal  of 
the  Legislature,  it  is  rigiit  that  tliu  Gentleman,  whose  functions  as  Mi'iiibers  of  the  Board  are  to 
cease,  should  be  aware  that  J  have  tJiought  it  expedient  to  consent  to  this  alteration,  not  under 
the  imj)ression  that  they  have  imperfectly,  or  improperly,  performed  the  task  assigned  to  them, 
but  upon  grounds  quite  indei)endent  of  the  consideration  of  the  inaniier  in  which  they  iiave 
acted. 

4.  The  success  of  every  plan  for  promoting  education  generally  amongst  the  jieojtle  of  any 
country,  by  the  application  of  public  funds,  depends  not  more  upon  it's  being  good  in  itself,  than 
iip()n  its  meeting  with  the  approbation,  and  conciliating  the  allections,  of  those  for  wliose  bene- 
fit it  is  intended.  When,  therefore,  1  find  that  a  change  in  the  system,  under  which  tlie  educa- 
tion of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Province  of  Ujjper  Canada  is  now  provided  for,  is  desired  by 
theiiiselves,  and  is  called  for  by  an  Address  to  the  Crown  from  their  Representatives,  I  am  of 
opinion  that  if  there  were  nothing  else  to  be  considered  than  the  accomi)lishuieiit  of  the  im- 
mediate object,  it  would  be  advisable  to  comply  with  wishes  which  have  been  so  expressed. 

5.  Another,  and  a  powerful  motive,  however,  for  the  deference  upon  this  subject  to  tiie  wish 
expressed  by  the  Assembly,  is  to  be  found  in  the  circumstance  tliat.  so  far  from  going  beyond 
the  generality  of  the  InliaJjitants  of  the  Province,  in  their  anxiety  to  withdraw  from  the  lixecu- 
tive  (government    the  exclusive  control  over  the   funds  destined  to  the  ()iomotii>ii  of  education, 

•  the  Assembly  has,  in  this  Address,  only  expresse  1  the  sentiments  entertained  even  by  moderate 
and  cautious  men,  while  it  is  quite  clear,  on  the  utiier  han.l,  that  there  is  a  considerable  party 
prepared  to  carry  the  same  kind  of  policy  to  much  greater  lengths.  Mr.  W.  L.  Mackenzie,  and 
his  adherents,  reproach  the  present  House  of  Assembly  with  a  want  of  vigour  in  resisting  what 
they  consider  as  aiit,i([uated  prejudices,  and  are  constantly  urging  a  nearer  approach  to  the  re- 
publican principles  of  their  neighbours.  The  dissent  of  the  Assembly  from  the  views  of  this 
party,  and  tiie  general  moderation  of  their  language  and  proceedings,  give  to  their  opinion  a 
weight,  whicli  it  would  not  otherwise  possess  ;  and  the  policy  is  obvious,  of  carefully  abstaining 
from  any  course  whieh  would  have  a  tendency,  either  to  diminish  their  intluence  with  their 
constituents,  or  to  drive  them  into  a  union  with  persons,  of  whose  sentiments  towards  this 
country  there  is  every  reason  to  be  jealous.  (Page  187  of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Docu- 
mentary History.) 

().  Such  are  the  views  which  I  entertain  upon  this  subject,  and  such  are  the  reasons  which 
have  induced  me  to  advise  His  Majesty  to  accede  t(j  the  request  which  has  been  addressetl  to 
him  by  the  House  of  Assembly.  It  remains  that  1  should  desire  that  you  will  take  the 
necessary  steps  in  order  to  carry  this  decision  into  efiect. 

*In  a  Panii>til(;t  published  in  1844,  on  the  Origin,  Histori/  and  Management  of  King's  College,  [by  Mr. 
John  Macaraj  it  was  stated  that  the  Grant  was  suspended  by  direction  of  the  Colonial  Secretary,  Lord 
Gnderich,  in  a  Confidential  Despatch  dated  the  5th  July,  1832.  A  copy  of  this  Despatch  has  been  obtanied 
from  the  (iovernortJenerars  Secretary  ;  but  it  deals  excluaively  with  tlie  Address  of  the  LcKislitture  pfay- 
ing  that  the  administration  of  the  Grammar  School  moneys,  theretofore  mider  the  control  of  the  (ieneral 
Board  of  Education,  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  House  of  Assemt)ly.

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7.  I  di)  not  find  in  the  records  of  this  Office  any  account  of  the  manner  iu  wliitli  tlie  General 
Board  of  Education  was  constituted.  I  am  also  uncertain,  whether  the  Land  .sot  a[;art  for  the 
8U|)port  of  Schools  has  l»ecn  formally  granted  to  that  Body,  or  is  managed  by  the  same  Ollicera 
as  the  remainder  of  the  Crown  Estate,  —  the  income  derived  from  tliem  l)eing  paid  over  to  the 
■Board.  However  this  may  be,  you  will,  with  the  assist  mce  of  the  Law  Othcers,  take  the 
necessary  legal  iiioasures  for  dissolving  tlio  Board,  aud  for  re-investing  in  the  Crown  the  Estate 
of  which  they  have  had  the  charge, — to  be  managed  in  the  same  manner,  and  upon  tiie  same 
principles,  as  the  rest  of  the  w^ste  lands,  ex<:ept  iu  the  circumstance,  that  tlie  proceiifls  of  sales 
and  rent  arising  froui  portions  already  leased,  will  be  paid  into  the  hamls  of  Lhe  Receiver 
General,  to  be  distributed  for  the  support  of  Schools  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may 
direct. 

8.  It  will,  of  course,  be  for  tiie  Legislature  to  decide  upon  the  j)rachical  mode  of  applying 
those  funds  to  the  intended  object  ;  but  I  cannot  liel[)  thinking  that  there  might  be  mu'h  in- 
convenience found  in  leaving  tiie  di.stril)ution  of  them  to  aniurvl  votes;  and  tiiat  tiie  c'^tablish- 
nient  of  a  Commission,  to  bo  named  by  the  Legislature,  ami  to  be  armi-d  with  the  necessary 
authority,  by  the  provision  of  an  Act  of  the  Provincial  Parliament,  wo\ild  bo  a  far  prefer.tlile 
plan.  The  pr(jceedings  of  this  body  of  Couunissioufis  might  be  annually  reported  by  them  to 
the  Lieutenant  Governor,  who  would  annually  lay  the  Reports  before  tiie  two  Brandies  of  the 
Legislature.  This  course  uf  proceeding  would  be  analagous  t(j  a  very  connnon  j)iactice  in  this 
country,  and  would,  I  think,  give  every  security  against  an  imjiroper  apiiropriation  of  the  fun<ls, 
whilst  it  would  j)os3ess  the  advantage  f)f  more  unity  of  design  and  conformity  of  ()ractice,  than 
would  result  from  a  succession  of  annual  votes.  I  do  not,  however,  do  more  than  throw  out 
this  as  a  suggestion,  which  you  may  consider  and  adopt,  if  you  think  it  likely  to  be  useful  and 
palatable  to  the  Legislature.  It  being  determined  to  place  the  funds  at  their  dispo.sal,  it  would 
be  worse  than  useless  to  destroy  the  grace  of  the  concession,  by  attempting  U>  clog  it  with 
objectionable  condition.s.

There  is  internal  evidence  that  this  was  the  "  Confidential  Despatch,"  to 
which  Mr.  John  Macara  refers,  in  his  Origin,  History  and  Management  of  King's 
College.  The  quotations  which  he  makes  from  it  are  identical  with  the  latter 
part  of  its  fourth  paragraph  of  the  Despatch,  and  the  closing  sentence  of  the 
eighth  and  last  paragraph.* 

There  is  nothing  in  this  "Confidential  Despatch"  of  Lord  Goderich  to 
justify  the  statement  that,  in  it,  the  Colonial  Minister  either  authorized,  or 
directed,  Sir  John  Colborne  to  suspend  the  payment  of  the  Imperial  Grant  of 
one  thousand  pounds,  (£1,000,)  per  annum,  from  the  proceeds  of  the  land  sales  to 
the  Canada  Company,  to  the  building  fund  of  King's  College. 

That  the  Charter  itself  may  have  been  suspended  in  1831,  appears  probable, 
from  the  fact,  that  Sir  George  Murray,  the  immediate  predecessor  of  Lord 
Goderich,  stated,  in  the  extract  of  a  Speech  of  his,  in  1831,  (given  on  page  21 G  of 
the  Second  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History,)  that  he  had  done  so.

1.  Becanse,  the  University  of  King's  College  is  endowed  with  225,000  acres  of  the  School 
Lands,  which  were  originally  set  apart  by  His  Majesty's  G(nerinnent,  at  the  rcfiuest  of  the 
Legislative  Council  and  House  of  Assembly — "  tirst,  for  the  establishment  of  Free  (irammar 
Schools  in  those  Districts  in  which  they  are  called  for,  and  in  due  process  of  linie,  for  estiiblisli- 
iug  Seminaries  of  a  larger  and  more  comprehensive  nature.  "* 

2.  Because,  the  original  intention  of  His  Majesty,  "first,  to  establish  Free  Grammar  Schools,"  ^ 
has  not  yet  been  complied  with,  although  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Council  of  Ist  Dccembei', 
1708,  recommended  the  endowment  of  one  School,  in  the  tirst  instance,  at  tlie  Towns  of  Coin- 
wall,  Kingston,  Newark  and  Sandwich,  with  an  appropriation  of  Three  Th(;usand  pounds 
(£3,000,)  for  the  erection  of  the  necessary  buildings  of  each,  with  an  allowance  of  Una 
Hundred  and  Eighty  pounds,  (£180,)  jter  annum  for,  the  payment  of  the  master  and  under- 
master,  and  Thirty  jiounds,  (£30,)  a  year  for  repairs.t 

3.  Because,  by  the  Ninth  Resolution  of  the  Executive  Council,  in  1798,  it  was  determined 
that  after  the  Free  Grammar  Schools  were  built  and  endowed  as  above,  that  the  residue  of  the 
lands  should  be  kej)t  for  the  future  maintenance  of  a  Seminary  of  a  larger  and  more  compre- 
hensive nature.  |  Therefore,  it  is  evident  that  the  endowment  of  King's  College,  before  even 
one  Grammar  School  is  erected,  is  a  misapplication  of  the  School  Lands.

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4.  Because,  the  District  (Grammar)  Schools  which  were  established  in  the  year  1807,  with  a 
salary  of  One  Hundred  pounds  per  annum,  paid  out  of  the  Provincial  Revenue  to  the  Master, 
were  not,  and  ouj^ht  not  now  to  be  considered,  as  being  synonymous  with  and  supei coding  the 
necessity  of  the  Free  Grammar  Schools,  inasmuch  as  the  Statute  is  wholly  silent  as  to  any  School 
Land  reservation,  and  makes  no  reference  whatever  thereto,  and  may  at  any  time  be  repealed 
by  the  concurrent  voice  of  the  Legislature.* 

5.  Becaii.si:,  the  residue  of  the  School  Lands  una])pro])riated,  is  in  general  of  a  bad  i(uality, 
and  will  not,  in  my  opinion,  when  sold  l)e  sutticient  for  the  pur])o8c3  intended.

Yarmouth,  granted  to  individuals.! 

6.  Iiic(tus< ,  the  value  of  the  endowment  to  the  University  of  King's  College  i.s  much  too 
great,  when  (-omparefl  with  tiie  wants  of  tiie  Country,  and  will  exceed  the  sum  recommemled  by 
the  Executive  Council  on  the  7th  .January,  1819,  as  necessary  for  that  object  by  Eight  Thousand 
Pounds  (£8,000,)  per  annum.] 

7.  Jkravsc,  it  would  have  been  just  to  a]ij)ly  a  portion  of  the  funds  arising  ficmi  the  sale  of 
the  School  Lands  granted  for  the  endowment  of  King's  College  and  Upjiei-  Canada  College,  to 
the  support  of  Free  (jrammar  Schools  in  tlie  several  Districts,  especially,  as  it  was  His  Majesty's 
intention  in  17!*7,  that  a  Ihiiversity  should  not  be  instituted  till  the  (iiammar  Scliools  were  first 
provided  for;  and,  if  afterwards,  it  was  found  by  the  Legislature  that  King's  College  required 
fmtlier  aid,  a  portion  of  the  lands  now  remaining  might  have  been  applieil  to  the  benefit  of  that 
institution,  in  lieu  of  tiie  funds  which  I  thus  i)roposed  to  aid  the  Free  Grammar  Schools  with. 

8.  Ikaiusr,  although  it  would  appear  to  be  the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  Hill  to  appoint 
the  .Judges  of  tlie  Court  of  King's  Bench  V^isitors  of  the  Said  College,  in  the  room  and  stead  of 

Visiters  named  in  the  Charter,  yet  1  am  of  o{)inion,  that  in  the  event  of  the  Diocese  in  which 
the  City  of  Tcjronto  may  be  situate,  thai,  the  said  .Judges  will  no  longer  he  ^'^isitors,  as  was  evi- 
dently intended  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  but  that  the  Bishop  last  mentioned  will  have  a  legal 
right  to  hold  the  situation  under  tiie  provisions  of  the  Cliarter.

The    Honourable    William    Morris'    Protest   to   the   Colonial   Minister 
Against  the  Composition  of  King's  College  Council. 

In  addition  to  tliis  t'onnal  dissent  of  the  Honourable  William  Morris,  as  a 

Member  of  the  LejTjislative  Council  to  the  Bill  to  amend  the  Charter  of  Kings 

Colle.i>e  as  it  passed  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  he  addressed  several  letters 

on  the  Clergy  Reserve  que.stion  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Colonies,  Lord  Glenelg, 

in  Ma}',  1887.     In  one  of  them  he  referred  to  the  exclusion  of  Presbyterians  from 

the  King's  College  Council.     Lord  Glenelg,  in  a  Despatch  to  Sir  F.  B.  Head,  the 

then'  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Upper  Canada,  calls  his  attention  to  this  matter 

an<l  saj^s  : — 

The  ilesign  which  Mr.  Morris  conceives  to  be  entertained  of  excluding  Ministers  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Scots'  Churcli  from  a  voice  in  the  Council  of  King's  College,  will,  I  am  convinced, 
not  be  adopted  l)y  you.  On  the  contiaiy,  you  will,  I  am  jiersuaded,  exercise  the  patronage 
which  the  law  lias  vested  in  you  in  that  respect,  in  such  a  measure  as  el^ectu■^liy  to  remove  any 
mi.sg  vingu  witli  which  tlie  petitioners  of  tlie  Presbyterian  congregations,  (as  represented  by  Mr. 
Morris,)  may  have  been  attected  on  that  head.

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Strictures   of  the  Keverend   Doctor   Sthachan  on  this  Appeal  of  the 
honouuahle  william  morris  to  the  colonial  minister. 

The  correspontlence  of  the  Honorable  William  Morris  with  the  Colonial  Ortice, 
liaving  been  publi.she<l  in  a  pamphlet,  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan,  took  excep- 
tion to  his  remarks  in  it  on  the  composition  of  King's  College  Council.  In  a  letter 
to  Mr.  Morris,  dated  ])ecember  the  4th,  1837,  Doctor  Strachan  said  : — 

Your  5th  and  last  subject  ol"  complaint,  the  University  of  Kini^'a  C(jllcgo,  only  requires  very 
brief  notice.  Yon  are  displeased  witli  the  composition  of  tlie  College  Council,  but  certainly  with 
little  reason.  By  the  original  Charter,  that  Body  consisted  of  nine  Meniljers,  including  the 
Chancellor  and  President,  all  of  wiioin,  the  Chancellor  excepted  were  to  be  Mendiera  of  the 
Church  of  England.  'JMie  Charter,  as  amended,  increases  the  Council  to  twelve,  and  makes  it 
no  longer  necessary  that  they  should  belong  to  the  Established  Church.  The  remaining  live 
are  merely  temiiorary  appointments,  which  must  be  vacated  the  niDnient  that  the  I'lofessors  are 
named,  and,  con.se((uently,  are  not  very  desirable  except  by  friends  of  the  Institution.  It  ought 
also  to  be  borne  in  mind  thac  it  would  not  be  easy  to  find  in  thi'i  vicinity  gentlemen  belonging 
to  the  Scotch  Cliurch  of  sullicient  standing  and  leisure  to  allow  them  to  become  etiicient  iNIem- 
bers  of  the  Council  of  the  University  of  King's  College.  Ihider  these  circumstances  liis  Ex- 
•cellency  induced  f(jur  gentlemen  of  great  respectability  and  talents  to  accept  of  seats  at  the 
Board,  with  the  knowledge  that  they  would  be  .supeiseiled  in  a  very  short  time  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  Professors,  tin;  live  Senior  of  whom  are  entitled  by  tlie  Charter  to  be  members  of  tho 
ijouncil. 

VVith  regard  to  your  assertion  that  that  Bill  amending  the  Charter  of  King's  College  passed 
the  Assembly,   without  being  sulliciently   understood,  and  that  you  do  not  consider  it  as  ex- 

j)res8ive  of  the  voice  of  more  than  a  small  minority  of  the  inhabitants,  they  are  so  exti'aordinary 
that  I  presume  not  to  make  any  other  rejdy  then  that  the  Assembly  is  quite  aV)le,   witlntut   my 

assistance,  to  vindicate  its  own  character  against  such  as])ersion3,  and  that  tho  amended  (  barter 
vas  carried  on  the  tirst  division,  by  a  majority  of  fifteen,  and  on  the  second,  by  twenty-one. 

The  feelings  (jf  the  Members  of  the  Legislative  Council  were  so  far  from  being  hostile  to  the 
■Church  of  Scotland,  that  they  unanimously  adopted  the  Report  of  the  Select  Committee,  of  which 
you  were  a  Meml)er — rec<jmmending  that  a  Theological  Professor  of  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
should  be  appointed  as  soon  after  the  College  went  into  operation,  as  might  be  convenient."

Reply  to  these  Strictures  by  the  Honourable  William  Morris. 

To  this  letter,  and  others,  from  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan,  (published  as 

a  pamphlet,)  the  HonourableWilliam  Morris  replied  in  January,  1838,  as  follows: — 

You  say  that  I  am  "displeased  with  the  composition  of  the  College  Council  ;  but  certainly 
with  little  reason."  And  in  proof  of  this  you  inform  me,  tliat,  by  tlio  original  Charter,  that 
Body  consisted  of  nine  Members,  all  of  whom,  the  Chancellor  excei)ted,  were  to  be  Members  of 
the  Church  of  England — that  the  amended  Charter  increases  the  number  to  twelve,  and  that 
they  need  not  belong  to  the  Church  of  England. 

1  have  not  tho  smallest  doubt  but  that  you  consider  my  reason  for  being  displeased  at  tlui 
composition  of  the  Council,  as  groundless  as  you  state  ;  for,  in  all  your  schemes  to  promote  your 
favourite  objects,  it  never  enters  into  your  mind  that  ^fembers  of  the  Cliurch  of  Sccjlland are  en- 
titled to  consideration,  or  ouglit  toexjiress  an  o[)inion.  The  fault  I  find  is,  not  that  the  Members 
need  not  bo  of  the  Church  of  England,  but  that  in  practice,  it  is  proclaimed,  that  a  Member  of 
the  Cliurch  of  Scotland  shall  not  sit  at  that  Board. 

You  say  that  the  feelings  of  the  Members  of  the  Legislative  Council  were  "  so  far  from 
being  hostile  to  the  Church  of  Scotland  that  they  unanimously  recommended  that  a  Theological 
Professor  of  tlie  Church  <jf  Scotland  should  bo  appointed  as  soon  after  the  College  went  into 
operation  as  might  be  convenient." 

I  thank  tlio  Members  of  tlie  Council  for  their  liberality.  But  you  know  how  that  recom- 
mendation originated  in  the  Select  Connnittee  ;  and  to  convince  you  how  little  value  1  attach  to

it,  I  need  only  say  that  I  fear  the  fatal  words  "after"  and  "convenient"  will  exclude,  during-

let. — Because,  the  present  Bill  continues  to  King's  College  the  possession  of  upwards  of 
200,000  acres,  one-half  of  the  lands  appropriated  by  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Third, 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  endowing  Free  Grammar  Schools  in  the  several  Districts  of  this 
Province,  us  well  as  for  the  erection  and  endowment  of  King's  College,  which  added  to  a 
Bubsecjuent  grant  of  upwards  of  00,000  acres  of  land  to  Minor  College,  incorporated  by  the 
present  Bill  with  King's  College,  is,  in  my  opini(jn,  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  benefits  whiclt 
may  be  anticipated  from  the  cstublisliment  of  that  Seminary,  even  if  the  situation  and  ((uality 
of  that  portion  of  the  lands  reserved  for  Free  Grammar  Scliools  were  in  every  res})ect  ocjual, 
(of  which  I  have  strong  doubts,)  compared  with  the  benefits  which  Free  (irammar  Schools  would 
confer  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  Province  at  large,  were  they  established  in  the  different 
Districts  thereof. 

2nd. — livcause  I  consider  the  provision  made  by  the  Legislature  of  this  Province  for  the 
support  of  District  (Grammar)  Scliools,  as  an  insufficient  sub.'-titute  for  Free  Grammar  Schools, 
as  contemplated  by  the  munificent  grant  made  by  His  late  Majesty  ;  in  asmuch  as  Scholars  are 
not  admitted  to  them  unless  upon  the  payment  of  quarterly  fees  to  the  Teachers,  (except  in  the 
instance  of  a  limited  numl)er  from  the  Common  Schools,)  and  the  said  provision  for  the  support 
of  District  ((irammar)  Schools  may  bo  rei)ealed,  whenever  the  Legislature  may  think  proper  to 
do  so.t

Efforts  made  to  put  King's  College  University  into  Operation,  1837. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  King's  College  Council  held  on  the  12th  of  April,  ]8o7,. 
the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan  laid  before  it  a  letter  which  he  had  adJres.sed  ta 
Mr.  J.  Josepli,  Secretary  to  Sir  F.  B.  Head,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  urging  reasons 
why  steps  should  be  taken  to  put  the  University  of  King's  College  into  operation. 
His  letter  was  dated  about  two  weeks  after  the  passing  of  the  King's  College 
Amendment  Bill  of  1837.  He  also  submitted  the  reply  of  His  Excellency  made 
to  J3octor  Strachan,  through  Captain  Mudge,  his  Secretary. 

Permit  me  to  draw  the  attention  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  the  law 
recently  passed,  intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  University  of  King's  College.'* 

So  many  years  have  intervened  since  the  original  Charter  was  granted,  and  the  best  interest 
of  the  Province  have  suffered  so  much  by  the  delay,  that  it  seems  exceedingly  desirable  that 
steps  should  be  immediately  adopted  towards  putting  the  University  in  operation. 

Should  His  Excellenoy  be  of  the  same  opinion  I  must  respectfully  submit  that  his  [deusure 
be  communicated  to  me  to  summon  the  College  Council  for  the  purpose  of  devi.siug  the  measures 
which  may  be  deemed  most  judicious  to  carry  the  Charter,  as  amended,  into  effect,  and  that  the 
same  be  laid  before  the  Chancellor  for  his  approbation  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.

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The  following  is  the  Reply  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  made  to  the  Council 

through  his  Secretary  : — 

Having  kid  before  the  Lieutenant  Governor  your  Letter  of  tlie  20tli  instant,  T  am  directed 
■by  His  Excellency  to  nccjuaint  you,  that  he  entirely  concurs  with  you,  that  8tei)3  should  he 
humediately  adopted  towards  i)utting  the  University  of  Kin<,''s  College  in  operation,  and,  with 
that  view,  I  aui  to  signify  His  Excellency's  desire,  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  eunnnon  the 
College  Council  to  a.ssemble,  at  .such  time  as  you  shall  judge  most  convenient,  for  the  puri)u.seof 
devising  tlie  most  judicious  measures  for  carrying  tlie  Charter  of  that  Institution,  as  amended, 
into  effect.

On  the  26th  of  April,  1837,  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan  laid  before  the 
College  Council  the  draft  of  a  Report  to  Hi.s  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
■containing  his  views  and  opinions  on  the  expediency  of  putting  King's  College 
into  operation.  The  Report  was  ordered  to  be  printed.  On  the  3rd  of  May, 
1837,  the  Report  was  again  considered  and  amended.  On  the  10th  of  June,  1837, 
it  was  finally  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  sent  to  Sir  F.  B.  Head,  the  Chancellor 
of  the  University,  for  his  consideration  and  approval.     The  Report  is  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Pre.sident  of   King's   College   Council   on   the  Expediency  of  putting 

THE  University  into  Operation. 
In  obedience  to  the  desire  expressed  by  the  Council,  I  have  the  honour  to  submit,  for  con- 
sideration, a  general  outline  of  the  steps  necessary  to  be  taken  for  the  jjurpose  of  putting  the 
University  of  King's  College  into  operation,  with  as  little  farther  delay  as  possible. 

1.  First,  as  regards  Instruction. — The  scheme,  which  I  submit,  is  predicated  on  the  most 
■extensive  basis,  and  embraces  in  its  wide  range  all  the  Sciences,  and  the  more  important  Arts.  In 
the  distribution  of  the  different  Departments,  it  is  hoped  that  each  has  a  dependence  on  that 
which  immediately  precedes  it,  and  that  individual  Sciences  naturally  arrange  themselves  under 
■some  one  of  the  more  general  divisions.  The  Council  is  aware,  that  for  some  years  the  number 
of  Students  will  be  very  limited,  and  that  during  such  period.  Professors  for  each  particular 
Science  will  not  be  necessary.  In  accordance  with  this  view,  the  sclieme  is  divided  into  Depart- 
ments, to  be  placed  under  one  or  more  Professors.  The  Professors  and  Lecturers  to  be 
-multiplied,  as  the  improving  resources  and  increase  of  Pupils  may  warrant  and  require.

2.  It  is  presumed  that  the  whole  plan  of  instruction  may  be  conveniently  distributed  under

3.  In  drawing  up  this  plan  of  instruction.  I  have  availed  myself  of  a  statement  of  the 
arrangements  for  conducting  the  various  Departments  of  King's  College,  London,  as  they  appear 
to  agree  much  better  with  the  requirements  of  this  Country,  than  those  of  the  more  ancient 
Universities  of  Eiigland.  I  have,  at  the  same  time,  examine<l  the  methods  adopted  in  the  Scotch 
and  American  Universities,  and  introduced  such  useful  hints  as  they  appeared  to  suggest,  so  that 
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when  the  flourishing  state  of  the  funds  shall  permit,  and  the  increasing  youth  of  tlie  Province 
require  the  wliole  scheme  to  be  carried  out  in  its  full  vigour,  the  University  of  King's  Collegia 
will  equal,  in  the  means  of  instruction,  the  most  favoured  Institutions  in  the  Mother  Country. 

4.  The  Regular  Course  of  Education  is  properly  comprised  in  the  three  lirst  Departments 
including  Chemistry,  Geology  and  Mineralogy,  (from  the  sixth  Department.)  Those  of  Juris- 
prudence and  Medicine,  being  rather  of  a  Professional  character,  will  be  conducted  by  Pr(jfe8- 
sional  Men  not  residing  within  the  University,  (the  Professor  of  Chemistry  excepted,)  and  at 
fixed  hours,  and  without  any  great  interruption  to  their  Practice  in  this  City. 

5.  Besides  general  sujjerintendance.  it  is  proposed  to  make  the  services  of  the  President 
available  for  the  Pnjfessorshi])  of  Moral  and  Intellectual  Philosophy,  with  Christian  Ethics  and 
Political  Economy  ;  it  will  likewise  be  his  duty  to  instruct  such  students  as  belong  to  the 
Established  Church  (of  England,)  in  Christian  Theology. 

6.  The  Five  Professors,  as  wull  as  tlie  President,  will  have  to  give  three  or  four,  courses  of 
Lectures  each  ;  but,  as  their  [)upil3  will  not  be  numerous  for  some  time,  the  labour  will  not  be 
so  great  as,  on  a  slight  view,  might  be  anticipated.

9.  Before  the  University  can  go  satisfactorily  into  operation  a  considerable  Library  should 
beformed,  containing  especially  books  on  the  various  branches  to  be  taught,  that  both  Professora- 
and  Students  may  have  ready  and  effectual  means  of  reference.

J  1.  Jhird—Eri-ctionof  linlldbujs.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  immediate  erection 
of  part  of  the  College  Uuil.hngs,  after  adopting  a  pn.per  Plan,  to  be  gradiially  completed  ;  for, 
without  such  an  acoonimodation,  it  would  impossible  to  enforce  go.jd  discipline  au.l  legularit^r 
among  the  btudents.  Besi.les,  the  hiring  of  Class  Rooms  and  Ilou.ses  for  the  IVofessors  will- 
not  only  be  found  exceedingly  inconvenient,  if  they  can  be  procured,  but  the  exi)e..se  will 
amount  to  more  than  the  interest  of  the  money  laid  out  in  erecting  the  necus.sary  P.uildin.'s  so- 
that  there  can  be  n<.  saving  by  delay.  Indeed,  the  more  we  retlect,  the  more  it  seems  to  ine'we 
sha  I  bo  convinced  that  to  begin  in  a  creditable  and  eflicient  manner,  we  ought  not  t(,  be  satisliecl 
with  temporary  apartments.  Any  such  annngements  will  be  c..nHi<lere<l  a  sort  of  shift  and  ia 
some  manner  countenance  the  idea  that  we  are  patching  up  a  non.lescript  InHtitutJ<.n,  instead' 
ot  assuming  that  nnposing  attitude  to  which  we  are  entitled,  and  which  betits  a  University 
which,  from  its  Royal  Charter,  and  splendid  endowment,  may  reasonably  l.-ok  forward  to  the. 
time  when  it  will  be  the  tirst  seat  of  learning  in  North  America. 

Fourth. — Libra rij  and  apparatus. 

12.  So  somi  as  matters  are  in  a  proper  train,  it  is  submitted  that  the  President  be  authorisecJ 
to  proceed  to  England,  to  select  the  Library,  Apparatus,  etc.,  likewise  to  assist  inchoosin-'  sucli 
etticient  I  rofessors  as  are  calculated  to  live  in  this  climate.  They  ought  to  be  Cieiitlemen  of 
superior  talents  and  attainments,  and  of  untiring  energy  and  diligence.  No  porsun  ou-ht  to- 
be  appointed  who  has  not  evinced  a  decided  predelection  for  the  branches  of  Kuowled.re  :i,ul 
bcience  which  he  will  have  to  teach.  As  many  different  things  are  t,o  l)e  tau-lit  by  tliT;  same 
person,  it  will  be  expedient  to  combine  the  Scotch  and  English  systems— that  i3,°make  tiic  i'ro- 
fessors  both  Lecturers  and  Tutors  ;  this  has  been  practised  with  great  success  in  Germany  and 
has,  of  late  years,  been  i)ursued  with  similar  advantage  in  the  Univeraities  of  St.  Andrews,  and 
Glasgow.     In  King's  College,  Loudon,  it  appears  likewise  to  be  the  jfractice. 

Fifth,  Funds  must  be  Borrowed  at  First. 

13.  It  appears  from  inspecting  the  Funds,  (and  considering  the  Waya  and  Means  )  that  it 
would  be  necessary  to  borrow  Twenty  Thousand  pounds,  (,£'20,U0U)  in  addition  t(^  nearly  Six 
Thousand  pounds  (£0,000)  available,  in  order  to  enable  the  Council  to  meet  all  the  reouiremeiits 
deemed  essential  to  commence  the  business  of  instruction  in  a  proper  manner  At  the  same 
time.  It  must  be  obvious  that  the  requisite  portion  of  the  Buildings  could  not  be,  erected,  nor  the 
contemplated  arrangement  affected,  sooner  than  next  October  twelvemonths,  1830  )  The  mt)ney 
rcpiired  may  be  borrowed  by  the  President  and  Rursar,  in  the  name  of  the  University  •  and 
as  the  Institution  has  upwards  of  Ton  Thousand  pounds  (£10,000)  bearing  interest,  thou<'h  nob 
immediately  available,  the  actual  debt  contracted  would  amount  to  only  Ten  Thousand  pounds 

Si.i-th.     Statutes  Rides  and  Reijuhdions. 

14.  Although  the  period  has  not  yet  arrived  for  submitting  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Conned  ;  a  body  of  Statutes,  Rules,  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Institution,  yet 
there  are  a  few  general  matters  to  which  it  may  be  convenient  at  present  to  give  some  attention. 

First  —It  is  material  to  fix,  as  soon  as  i)0S3ible,  upon  the  month,  or  day,  for  opeiiin-'  the 
Institution  ;  even  should  it  be  the  more  distant  than  we  desire,  it  is,  nevertheless,  nu.re  satis- 
factory than  absolute  silence. 

.SVr-oJu/.— The  Academical  year  of  the  London  University  may  be  adoj)ted  with  a  sli<dit 
alteration,  so  as  to  shorten  by  a  fortnight  the  long  vacation.  It  consists  of  three  terms  •  (1)  The 
first  term  to  extend  from  the  beginning  of  October,  to  the  week  before  Christmas.  (2j  The 
seconci,  from  the  beginning  of  the  second  week  in  January  to  the  week  before  Easter  (y)  And 
the  third,  from  Easter  to  the  third  Friday  in  July.  By  this  distribution  there  will  i)e  a  short 
vacation  of  about  two  weeks  at  Christmas,  and  nine  weeks  in  the  heat  of  Summer. 

15.  In  order  to  render  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  completely  open  to  all  the  Youth  of 
the  Province,  the  plan  of  admitting  Students  by  King's  College,  London,  may  be  conveniently 
adopted.     According  to  this  regulation,  the  Students  to  be  received  will  bt  of  three  descriptions. 

(1.)  King's  College  Classical  Students.  These  arc  admitted  to  a  regular  and  prescribed 
course  of  general  study  ;  but  allowed  to  attend  any  particular  Lectures  not  c(Kiii)rised  in  that 
course. 

(2.)  King's  College  Medical  Students,  who  enter  upon  a  course  of  Medical  study,  but  are 
allowed  to  attend  any  particular  Lectures  not  comi)ri8ed  in  the  course. 

(3.)  Occasional  Students.  This  class  to  comprehend  all  persons  who  are  desirous  of  attend- 
ing any  separate  course  or  courses  of  Lectures,  or  private  instruction  given  in  the  Ccdlege. 
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Seieiith — Scholarships  in  the  University. 

IG.  It  ini<^hb  be  judicious,  even  if  attended  with  some  degree  of  pecuniary  difficulty  for  a 
time,  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  Scliolarships,  of  Thirty,  or  Forty,  pounds  (£30,  or  £40,) 
per  aiinuin,  to  continue  tliree  years,  the  length  of  the  Academical  Course.  If  six  were  to  be 
given  every  year  to  the  six  best  Greek  and  Latin  Scholars  taught  within  the  Province,  in  three 
years  eij^liteen  would  be  created,  and  the  number,  if  found  expedient,  might  be  increased  when 
the  funds  admitted.  The  expense  incurred  would  be  si)read  over  three  years  before  it  reached 
the  maxiuiuu»  ;  if  the  Scholarships  be  fixed  at 'I  hirty  Pounds  (£30,)  the  whole  sum  required 
annually,  after  the  second  year,  would  be  Five  Hundred  and  Forty  pounds,  (£540) ;  if  the  Scholar- 
ahipi  be  fixed  at,  Forty  pounds  (i;40,)  it  would  be  Seven  Hundred  and  Twenty  pounds  £720.

The  following  is  an  Extract  from  the  Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council 
of  Kind's  College  on  this  Report  at  their  meeting  held  on  the  10th  June,  1837. 

The  President,  submitted  to  the  Council  a  Report  embracing  the  amendments  suggested  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Council  on  the  3rd  of  last  month  (May,  1837).  The  whole  Rei)ort  was  taken 
into  consideration,  and  fully  discussed,  when  the  following  Resolutions  were  adopted  :  — 

Ist — That  the  Report  submitted  by  the  President,  as  amended,  be  adopted,  it  having  already 
been  submitted  to  His  Excellency  the  Chancellor. 

2nd — That  it  is  expedient  to  commence  the  business  of  instruction  under  the  President  and 
.eight  Professors,  or  seven  Professors,  with  the  medical  Lecturers. 

3rd — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  and  Professors  to  submit  to  the  College 
Council  such  an  arrangement  of  the  various  branches  of  knowledge  to  be  taught  as  may  seem 
best  calculated  to  insure,  from  the  first,  the  full  efficiency  of  each  of  the  six  departments 
mentioned  in  the  general  Report,  now  adopted. 

4th  —That  the  Professors,  under  whose  care  any  department  is  placed,  being  responsible  for 
its  management,  constitute  a  subsidiary  Board,  at  which  the  senior  Professor  shall  preside,  in 
order  to  consult,  fnnn  time  to  time,  how  they  may  distribute  their  re3j)ective  lal^ours  to  the 
best  advantage,  so  as  to  give  unity  and  system  to  the  studies  embraced  by  their  resjjective 
departments,  and  what  improvements  miiiht  be  conveniently  introduced,  subject  nevertheless 
to  the  consideration  and  confirmation  in  all  respects  of  the  College  Council. 

5th — That  the  reports  from  each  department,  with  such  observations  and  recommendations 
respecting  studies  and  discipline,  as  may  appear  useful,  be  made  to  the  President  at  the  end  of 
each  term,  to  be  laid  beiore  the  College  Council. 

6th — That  the  Professors  employed  be  wholly  devoted  to  their  duties  as  Members  of  the 
University. 

7th — That  measures  be  taken  for  procuring  such  a  Library  and  Apparatus  as  may  be 
necessary,  in  order  that  the  business  of  instruction  may  be  efficiently  commenced. 

8th— That  preparations  be  made  for  erecting  the  buildings  composing  the  front  of  the 
University,  as  presented  in  the  Model,*  with  as  little  delay  as  i)03sible,  and,  that  for  this  pur- 
pose tlio  President  and  Bursar  be  authorized  to  borrow  Twenty  Thousand  Pounds,  (£20,000,) 
on  the  credit  of  the  University." 

Further  action  delayed  on  account  of  the  Rebellion  of  1837. 

Before  any  further  steps  could  be  taken  to  give  effect  to  these  Resolutions, 
the  political  horizon  of  1837  became  dark,  and  events,  touching  the  very  existence 
of  Up[)er  Canada  as  a  British  Colony,  took  place.  This  put  an  effectual  stop  to 
all  movements  in  connection  with  the  University  of  King's  College,  and  other 
practical  matters,  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  Province  for  the  time.  The 
Reverend  Doctor  Strachan  tells  the  story  of  this  delay  in  liis  own  words,  as 
follows  : — 

Sir  Francis  B.  Head  .  .  .  saw  the  vast  advantage  of  establishing  the  University  soon 
after   he  came   to  the  Oovernment  :  and,  although  he  could  not  prevent  the  Legislature  from

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making  some  changes  in  the  Charter,  to  which  the  Council  inoat  reluctantly  assented,  he  deserves 
the  greatest  praise  for  i)reventing  farther  innovations.  Tiie  Charter,  liiiving  l»een  thu.s  settled, 
Sir  Francis  Head  readily  concurred,  as  Chancell.n-,  with  the  College  Caiucil  in  adopting  the 
measures  necessary  f..r  hriiigincr  it  into  (ii)eralion.  Hut,  ju.st  as  the  [)reliniinary  atei>s  °were 
arranged,— contracts  for  tlie  P.uildings  signed,  and  Professors  and  Teacliers  about  to  he  ap- 
pointed,—the  Rebellion  of  IH.'J?  broke  out,  and,  for  a  time,  suspended  this  and  many  other 
excellent  measures  projected 

After  the  suppression  of  tlie  Rebellion,  -Sir  Francis  Head  resigned  the  Government  ;  .  .  . 
and,  during  the  two  following  short  Administrations,  no  proceedings  were  had  respecting  the 
University,  win-thy  of  ntttice,  or  commendation.  Sijfirlt  at  the  (>iicniiuj  of  the  Uuiretsilij,  i<S'.}o', 
JXKJC  J,i}. 

Al'l'OINT.MKNT  OF  TIIE  NkW  CoUNClL  OF   KlNil's  COLLEGE   UNIVERSITY,  1837. 

May  13th,  1837.  On  this  clay,  Sir  Franci.s  Bond  Head  reconstituted  the 
Council  of  Kin^'b  Colleo^e  on  the  basis  laid  down  in  the  Act,  amending  the  orifrinal 
Royal  Charter.  The  Commission  of  this  date  having  been  fcjund  to  be  defective 
a  new  one  was  issued,  dated  the  30th  of  May,  1837.  After  the  usual  preliminary 
formalities  in  the  Comrai.ssion,  it  proceeded  as  follows : — 

Whereas  His  late  Majesty  T.eorge  the  Fourth  was  pleased,  by  Letters  Parent,  under  the 
Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  bearing  date  at  Westminster  on  ilie  fifteentli  day  of 
March  in  the  Eighth  year  of  His  said  late  Majesty's  Reign,  (1827,)  to  Ordain  and  Grant' that 
there  shall  be  Established  at,  or  near,  the  Town  of  York,  now  Toronto,  in  tlie  Province  of 
Ui)per  Canada,  from  the  time  of  making  the  .said  Letters  ['ateiit.  One  College  with  the  style  and 
privileges  of  an  University,  as,  in  the  said  Letters  Patent,  is  directed,  for  the  Educati(jii  of 
youth  and  students  in  Arts  and  Faculties,  to  continue  for  ever  to  be  called  King's  C(dle<'e. 

And  Wlnreaa,  among  other  things,  provision  is  made  in  the  said  Letters  Patent  for  con- 
stituting, within  the  said  College,  a  Corporation,  or  Council,  to  be  called,  or  known,  by  the  name 
of  The  College  Council,  and  to  consist  of  the  Chancellor  and  President,  for  the  time  bein<'  •  and 
of  Seven  Profes.sora  in  Arts  and  Faculties  of  the  sad  College,  under  certain  conditions'  and 
with  certain  exceptions,  in  the  cases  therein  mentioned.

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CHAPTER  V. 

EDUCATIONAL    PROCEEDINGS    OF    THE    UPPER    CANADA    LEGIS- 
LATURE, 1837. 

A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Upper  Canada  Legislature  was  convened  to  meet 
on  the  19th  of  June,  1837,  and  was  opened  witli  a  Speech  from  the  Throne  l)y 
Sir  Francis  B.  Head,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  in  which  he  stated  that  "  the  com- 
mercial difficulties  which  had  assailed  the  Province  "  were  chiefly  caused  by  the 
suspension  of  specie  payments  by  the  Banks  in  the  United  States,  and  that  Parlia- 
ment was  called,  in  consequence,  to  consider  the  monetary  condition  of  the 
country. 

In  the  House  of  Assembly  Sir  Allan  N.  Macnab  was  elected  Speaker,  in 
place  of  the  Honourable  Archibald  McLean,  who  had  been  elevated  to  the  Court 
of  King's  Bench.  The  only  proceedings  which  partook  of  an  educational  character 
were  the  following  : — 

J^me  30th  1837.  Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  tlie  Day,  the  Address  to  His  Majesty  to  transfer 
funds  to  be  invested  in  Debentures  in  this  Province,  as  amended,  was  read  the  third  time. 

On  the  question  for  passing  tliis  Address,  Mr.  John  Rolph,  seconded  by  ^Ir.  Gibson,  moves 
in  amendment,  that  the  Address  be  not  now  passed,  but  that  the  following  be  added  :'  "  And 
that  so  much  of  the  above  sums  as  are  the  Proceeds  of  the  Sales  of  Clergy  Reserves,  when  trans- 
ferred to  this  Province,  may  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  General  Kducation."  On  which  the 
Yeas  and  Nays  were  taken  as  follows  :  Yeas,  12  ;  Nays,  20.  The  (piestion  of  amendment  was 
decided  in  the  negative  by  a  majority  of  8,  and  the  Address  was  passed. 

July  8th  1837.  Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Bill,  introduced  on  the  preceding 
<lay,  to  authorize  the  licentiates  of  Colleges  in  Edinburgh,  Dublin  and  Glasgow  to  practise  Physic 
and  Surgery  in  this  Province,  as  those  of  the  Universities  in  His  Majesty's  Dominions,  and  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  or  Surgeons,  in  London,  are  now  permitted  to  do,  was  read  a 
second  time,  but  failed  to  pass  the  third  reading,  and  so  was  lost. 

The  only  educational   proceedings  in  the   Legislative  Council   during  this 

Session  was  the  receipt  of  a  Message  from  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  transmitting 

a   Despatch   from  Lord  Glenelg,  the  Colonial  Secretary,  dated  the  20th  of  April, 

1837,  on  the  subject  of  the  right  of  a   Colonial  Legislature    to  alter  a  Royal 

Charter,  such  as  that  granted  in  1827  to  the  University  of  King's  College.     The 

proceedings  were  as  follows  : — 

June  27th,  1837— A  Message  from  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  was  delivered 
by  Mr.  Secretary  Joseph,  who,  having  retired,  the  Speaker  read  the  same,  and  it  was  again  read 
by  the  Clerk,  as  follows  : 

F.  B.  Heah  : 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  transmits,  for  the  information  of  the  Legislative  Council,  [a] 
Despatch  received  by  him  yesterday,  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  containing 
His  Majesty's  answer  .  .  .  to  an  Address  of  the  Legislative  Council  passed  during  the  last 
Session  of  the  Provincial  Parliament.     .     .

I  have  had  the  honour  to  lay  at  the  foot  of  the  Tlirone,  the  Address  from  the  Legislative 
Council  to  yourself,  transmitted  in  your  Desijatch  of  the  4th  iiltiino,  explanatory  of  their  con- 
duct in  having  concurred  in  a  Bill  sunt  up  from  the  House  of  As.semhly,  for  altering  tliu  Cliarter 
granted  by  His  Majesty  (in  1827)  to  King's  College.     See  ))age  7(i,  ante. 

I  have  received  the  King's  Conunand  to  express  the  high  satisfaction  with  which  His 
Majesty  regards  the  laudable  solicitude,  manifested  by  the  Legislative  Council,  to  avoid  any 
encroachments  on  the  prerogatives  of  the  Crown,  in  the  form  of  the  proceedings,  in  which  they 
concurred,  for  the  amendment  of  the  Charter  of  Incorporation  of  King's  College. 

Considering,  however,  that  the  Act  originated  in  the  express  .suggestion  and  recommend- 
ation of  the  King,  conveyed  through  His  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State,  it  has  not  a))peared  to 
His  Majesty  to  involve  the  departure  from  the  constitutional  ])rinciple,  to  which  the  Legislative 
Council  advert  in  their  Address,  and  which  His  Majesty  is  well  persuaded  will,  at  all  times,  be 
maintained  inviolate  by  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada.     See  pfige  70,  nnic.

Note. — The  question  raised  by  the  Legislative  Council,  and  to  which  this 
Despatch  is  a  reply,  was  settled  by  that  reply  so  far  as  to  the  action  in  the  matter 
of  the  Council.  The  question  itself  was  not  settled  by  the  Despatch,  and  will, 
therefore  be  discussed  separately  in  another  Chapter,  further  on.  The  (luestion 
raised  was  in  itself  a  novel  and  interesting  one,  and  worthy  of  being  fully  con- 
sidered and  answered. 

•Especially  thn  DsBpatch,  (which  was  evidently  prompted  by  the  efforts  of  Mr.  William  L.  Mac- 
Ken/.ie),  of  Lord  Goderich,  Colonial  Secretary,  dated  the  8th  of  November,  1832  ;  (pages  112,  116  and  117 
of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History.)  The  authority  for  modifying  the  terms  of  the 
Charter  of  King's  College  by  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada  is  referred  to  on  page  188.  Its  authority 
for  doing  so  is  emphasized  by  Lord  Glenelg,  the  successor  ol  Lord  Goderich,  as  Colonial  Minister,  in  his 
Despatch  to  Sir  John  Colborne,  dated  the  Gth  of  May,  1835,  given  on  page  213  (,f  the  same  Volume,  and 
referred  to  again  on  page  2-15.  The  reference  to  the  action  of  the  Colonial  Minister  in  this  matter,  on  page 
27(),  caused  Ijy  his  refusing  to  act  upon  Sir  .lohn  Colborne's  suggestion,  that  the  Imperial  Government,  and 
not  the  Upper  Canada  Legislature,  should  modify  the  Charter,  is  made  to  show  how  irrecnnsilable  was  the 
difference  in  policy  and  procedure,  (in  regard  to  the  King's  College  Charter),  which  existed  between  the 
then  Colonial  Minister,  Lord  Glenelg,  and  Sir  John  Colborne.  Incidentally,  this  cJifference  of  opinion  con- 
tributed to  Sir  John  Colborne's  retirement  from  the  Lieutenant  Governorship  of  Upper  Canada.  This  fact 
is  noted  on  the  page  quoted,  276. 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

EDUCATIONAL  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  UPPER  CANADA 
LEGISLATURE,  1837-38. 

The  third  session  of  the  Thirteenth  Parliament  of  Upper  Canada  was  opened 
by  Sir  Francis  Bond  Head,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  with  tlie  usual  Speech  from 
the  Throne,  on  the  28th  of  December,  1837. 

In  the  opening  part  of  his  Speech,  Sir  Francis  Head  referred  to  the  death  of 

His  Majesty  King  William  the  Fourth,  and  then  spoke  in  the  following  terms  of 

the   advent   of   Her   present  Most   Gracious    Majesty    to   the    Throne   of    Her 

Ancestors : — 

The  Throne  of  the  British  Empire  is  now  adorned  by  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  whose 
youth,  education,  virtue  and  sex,  endearing  her  to  her  subjects,  claim  their  loyal  protection  and 
support. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  then  referred  at  length  to  the  origin,  progress  and 
suppression  of  the  Rebellion  of  1837,  38,  but  did  not  refer  to  any  educational 
subject. 

Educational  Proceedings  of  the  Upper  Canada  House  of  Assembly, 

1837,38. 

During  the  Session  of  the  Legislature,  several  of  the  Members  were  iibsent 
on  military  duty,  in  the  suppression  of  the  Rebellion,  videlicet:  Messieurs 
Michael  Aikman,  Allan  N.  Macnab,  Alexander  Chisholm,  William  Chisholm, 
George  Elliott,  Alexander  McDcnell,  John  Prince  and  Charles  Wickens.  Three 
Members  were  expelled  during  the  Session,  for  alleged  participation  in  the 
Rebellion,  videlicet :  Messieurs  Charles  Duncombe,  David  Gibson  and  John  Rolph. 
A  motion  to  expel  Mr.  W.  B.  Wells  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  21  to  13. 

The  most  noted  of  the  new  Members  in  the  House  of  Assembly  during  this 
Session,  were.  Messieurs  James  Morris  and  Henry  Sherwood.  Mr.  James  Morris, 
Brother  of  the  Honourable  William  Morris,  formerly  a  Member  of  the  House  of 
Assembly,  but  now  of  the  Legislative  Council.  Mr.  James  Morris  was  a  Member 
of  the  Government  of  Canada  in  1851,  as  the  first  Canadian  Post  Master  General. 
In  1853  and  1858,  he  was  appointed  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Council.  Mr. 
Henry  Sherwood  was  a  notable  figure  in  his  day.  He  filled  the  office  of  Mayor 
of  Toronto  in  1843,  and  was  appointed  Attorney  General  of  Canada  in  1842.

— Mr.  Ogle  R.  Gowan  gives  notice  that  he  will,  on  to  morrow,  move 
that  the  House  be  placed  in  a  Committee  of  Supply,  for  the  purpose  of  voting  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  support  of  Common  Schools  in  Upper  Canada,  for  the  year  183S.     [Quiere  1837^] 

Educational  Proceedings  of  the  House  of  Assembly  in  1838. 

Janvary  5th,  1S3S. — Pursuant  to  notice,  Mr.  Ogle  R.  Gowan,  seconded  by  Mr.  George 
Elliott,  moves,  that  the  House  do  now  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  Supply  for  the  purpose 
of  granting  a  sum  of  Money  for  the  support  of  Common  Schools  in  this  Province  for  the  year 
1837,  which  was  carried,  and  the  House  was  put  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Mr. 
Alexander  McLean  in  the  chair.  The  House  having  resumed,  the  Chairman  reported,  that  the 
Committee  had  agreed  to  a  Resolution,  which  he  was  directed  to  submit  for  the  adoption  of  the 
House.     The  Report  was  received,  and  the  Resolution  was  adopted  as  follows  : 

Eesdlved, — That  there  be  granted  to  Her  Majesty  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Six 
Hundred  and  Fifty  pounds,  (£5,650,)  for  the  support  of  Common  Schools  in  Upper  Canada,  for 
the  year  1837,  to  be  distributed  among  the  .>»everal  Districts  in  the  Province,  in  the  same  manner 
as  was  the  same  sum  distributed  in  the  year  1836. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ogle  R.  Gowan,  seconded  by  Mr,  George  Elliott,  it  was  ordered — That 
Messieurs  James  Morris  and  Robert  G.  Dunlop  be  a  Committee  to  draft  and  report  a  Bill,  pur- 
suant to  the  foregoing  Resolution  of  this  House,  granting  to  Her  Majesty  a  sum  of  money  for 
the  support  of  Common  Schools  in  Upper  Canada,  for  the  year  1837. 

January  9th,  1838. — Mr.  Ogle  R.  Gowan  gives  notice  that  he  will,  on  tomorrow,  move  for 
the  appointment  of  a  Select  Committee,  to  take  into  Consideration,  and  to  report  to  the  House, 
ujjon  the  practicability  and  propriety  of  establishing  a  Provincial  Asylum  for  the  care  and 
instruction  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

January  10th,  1838. — Pursuant  to  notice,  Mr.  Ogle  R.  Gowan,  seconded  by  Mr.  James- 
Morris,  moves  that  a  Select  Committee  be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of 
estiiblishing  an  Asylum  within  this  Province  for  the  care  and  instruction  of  Deaf  and  Dumb. 
That  the  said  Committee  consist  of  Messieurs  Alexander  IMcLean,  Abosolom  Shade  and  David 
Thorburn,  with  liberty  to  send  for  person  and  papers,  and  report  to  this  House,  which  was 
carried. 

JaiLuary  11th,  1838. — Pursuant  to  notice,  Mr.  Edward  W.  Thomson,  seconded  by  Mr.  William 
B.  Robinson,  moves  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  for  the  regulation  of  Common  Schools  in  this 
Province,  which  was  granted,  and  tlie  Bill  was  read  a  first  time.  On  the  (juestion  for  the 
second  reading  of  the  Bill  tomorrow,  in  amendment,  Mr.  E.  W.  Thomson,  seconded  by  Mr.  W. 
'B.  Robinson,  moves  that  the  Bill  be  not  read  a  second  time  tomorrow,  but  that  it  be  referred 
to  a  Select  Committee  ;  and  that  Messieurs  John  Marks,  Thomas  McKay,  George  Hill  Detlor, 
James  Morris,  Charles  Bockus,  Thomas  Parke  and  the  Mover,  do  compose  the  same,  with 
power  to  report  by  Bill,  which  was  carried. 

A  Petition  of  Biuley  and  thirty  others,  Pupils  of  Upper  Canada  College,  was  brought  up 
by  Mr.  Henry  Sherwood,  and  laid  on  the  Table. 

January  I7th,  1838. — A  Petition  of  Mr.  Walter  C.  Crofton,  Teacher  of  the  District 
(Grammar)  School  at  Cobourg,  was  brought  up  by  Mr.  Henry  Sherwood,  and  laid  on  the  Table. 

January  10th,  1838. — Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Petition  of  Mr.  Walter  C. 
Crofton,  Teacher  of  the  District  (Grammar)  School  at  Cobourg,  praying  for  assistance  to  repair 
his  School  House,  was  read. 

Mr.  Edward  VV.  Thomson,  from  the  Select  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  Common 
Schools  Regulation  Bill,  reported  the  Hill.  The  Report  was  received,  and  the  Bill  was  read  the 
first  time.     It  was  ordered— That  the  Bill  be  read  a  second  time  to-morrow. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Henry  Sherwood,  seconded  by  Mr.  George  Rykert,  it  was  ordered — That 
one  hundred  copies  of  the  Common  Schools  Regulation  Bill  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
Members. 

January  2Jfth,  183S. — Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Bill  to  regulate  Common 
Schools  was  read  the  second  time.  The  House  was  put  into  a  Committee  of  tlie  Whole,  Mr. 
Malcolm  Cameron  in  the  chair.  The  House  having  resumed,  the' Cliairman  reported  that  the 
Committee  had  made  some  progress  in  the  Bill,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again  tomorrow.  On 
the  question  of  receiving  the  Report,  the  Yoas  and  Nays  were  as  follows  :  Yeas,  '22  ;  Nays,  6. 
The  ({uestion  was  carried  in  the  affirmative  by  a  miijoiily  of  16,  and  the  Report  was  received 
and  leave  to  sit  again  was  granted  accordingly. 
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January  29th,  i5,?5.— Pursuant  to  the  Ordtir  of  the  Day,  tlio  Houae  was  aRain  put  into  a. 
Coniniittee  of  the  Whole  on  the  Bill  to  regulate  Coiumun  ScIkjuIs,  Mr.  IVIalcolni  Canicron  in 
the  chair.  The  IJouso  having  resumed,  the  Chairman  rejiorted  that  the  Committee  liad  mad© 
some  further  progress  in  the  Bill,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again  tomorrow.  The  Report  waa 
received,  and  leave  granted  accordingly. 

Application  on  behalf  of  Upper  Canada  Academy  for  a  Grant. 

Mr.  Secretary,  Joseph  brought  down  from  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant,  several  Mes-sages. 
and  Documents.     These  Messages  were  read  by  the  Speaker.     Among  them  was  the  following, 
relating  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  : — 
F.  B.  Head. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  transmits  to  the  House  of  Assembly  the  copy  of  a  Despatch  from 
the  Right  Honourable  Lord  Glenelg,  the  Secret;iry  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  bearing  date  the 
2fith  April,  1837,  directing  an  advance  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  of  Four 
Thousand  One  Hundred  pounds  (£1,100.)  from  the  Crown  Revenue,  being  the  "amount 
of  the  loan  intended  to  have  been  granted"  by  a  certain  liill  passed  by  the  Houae  of  Assembly 
in  the  first  Session  of  the  i)resent  Provincial  Parliament.     (See  pages  67  and  76,  ante). 

2.  The  payment  of  Twenty  Thousand  Pounds,  (£20,000,)  towards  the  War  Losses,  out  of 
the  Crown  Revenues,  puts  it  out  of  the  power  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  make  the  required 
advance  immediately,  as  there  was  not  a  sufficient  sum  of  that  fund  remaining  in  the  hands  of 
Her  Majesty's  Receiver  General,  and  unappropriated. 

3.  The  last  Session  of  the  Provincial  Parliament  being  called  for  a  special  purpose  (See 
page  99,  ante,)  the  Lieutenant  Governor  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
House  of  Assembly  to  this  subject. 

4.  The  Lieutenant  Governor,  with  the  desire  of  carrying  into  effect  the  instructions  of  His. 
Lordship,  the  Colonial  Secretary,  took  the  earliest  opportunity  of  directing  the  advance  to  be 
made,  so  far  as  the  state  of  the  Crown  Fund  would  allow  ;  and,  accordingly,  on  the  11  th  day  of 
November,  1837,  issued  his  Warrant  on  the  Receiver  Cieneral  for  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  and 
Fifty  Pounds,  (£2,050,)  being  the  one  half  of  the  whole  sum  intended  to  be  advanced. 

5.  As  the  order  of  His  Lordship  is  founded  on  the  anticipated  sense  of  the  two  Houses  of 
the  Lei^islature,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  now  deems  it  advisable,  (notwithstanding  his  desire 
to  relieve  the  Members  from  their  attendance,)  to  call  the  attention  of  the  House  of  Assembly 
to  this  matter. 

6.  This  becomes  the  m<jre  necessary  from  a  Letter  of  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson,  here- 
with transmitted,  in  which  the  House  will  perceive  that,  in  the  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Upper  Canada  Academy,  Mr.  Ryerson  insists  on  the  payment  of  the  remaining  sum,  construing 
His  Lordship's  directions  as  ordering  a  grant,  and  not  a  loan,  as  the  Lieutenant  Governor  under- 
stands it 

7.  That  the  House  of  Assembly  may  fully  understand  the  intentions  of  Her  Majesty's 
Government,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  herewith  transmits  copies  of  the  Correspondence  in  his.

This  Despatch,  from  the  Colonial   Secretary,  to  Sir  Francis  Bond  Head  is 
dated  "  Downing  Street,  26th  April,  1837,"  and  is  as  follows  :— 

I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  to  you,  herewith,  the  copy  of  a  Letter  addressed  to  me  by^ 
Mr.  Ryerson.  dated  the  18th  April,  1837,  relative  to  a  loan  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy 
during  the  last  Session  [of  the  Lek'islature  of  Upper  Canada],  but  which  was  subseijuently  lost, 
in  consequence  of  a  proviso  added  by  the  Legislative  Council,  prohibiting  the  Receiver  General 
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fi'om  advancing  tlie  sum  therein  granted,  unless  he  should  have  in  his  liands  money  for  which 
lio  had  no  otlier  use.     [See  page  76,  an^e.] 

2  I  trust  tliat  there  is  no  ground  to  anticipate  the  serious  inconvenience,  which  Mr. 
Kyerson  apj)reliends.  from  the  loss  of  this  liill  ;  nor  can  I  allow  myself  to  assume,  as  he  has 
done,  that  the  object  of  the  amendment,  introduced  by  the  Legislative  Council,  was  indirectly  to 
defeat  the  liberal  intentions  of  the  House  of  Assembly  towards  the  Upper  Canada  Academy. 

3.  But,  in  order  to  obviate  all  risk  of  embarrassment  to  that  Institution,  I  have  to  desire 
that,  unless  some  objection  wliich  I  do  not  antici|)ate,  should  suggest  itself  to  you,  you  will 
advance  the  amount  of  the  loan  intended  to  have  been  granted  by  the  Rill  in  (|ue8tion  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  out  of  ai^y  uuappiopriated  |)iirtion  of  the  Casual  and 
Territorial  Kevenue  of  the  Piovince,  and,  on  the  tirst  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  you  will  report 
the  circums'ance  to  them. 

4.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  Legislative  Council  and  House  of  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada 
will,  at  once,  recognize  the  propriety  of  this  proceeding,  the  object  of  which  is  to  carry  out  the 
spirit  of  the  measure  which  has  already  met  their  concurrence.

Mininter,  dated  London,  ilie  18th  of  April,  1S37. 

I  humbly  implore  your  Lordship's  early  and  gracious  attention  to  the  following  statement, 
occasioned  by  recent  intelligence  from  Upper  Canada,  and  the  entreaties  of  benevolent  and 
sufl'ering  individuals. 

2.  Having  just  returned  to  Town  from  the  North,  in  order  to  prepare  to  embark  by  the 
Liverpool  and  Kew  York  Packet  of  the  1st  of  May,  I  have  received  advices  respecting  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Upper  Canadian  Legislature,  relative  to  the  "  Upper  Canada  Academy." 

3.  It  ajjpears  that,  in  accordance  with  Your  Lordship's  gracious  recommendation,  on  appli- 
cation of  the  Princii^al  and  Trustees  of  the  Institution, — the  House  of  Assembly  appointed  a 
Select  Committee  to  investigate  the  subject.     (See  page  50,  ante). 

4.  The  Committe  reported  in  favour  of  aiding  the  Institution  ;  and  the  House  of  Assembly, 
by  a  majority  of  31  to  10,  passed  a  Bill,  authorising  a  loan  of  Four  Thousand  One  Hundred 
l)ounds,  (£4,100,)  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Institution  for  ten  years,     (See  page  57,  ante.) 

5.  The  Legislative  Council,  however,  at  the  eleventh  hour  of  the  Session,  sent  the  Bill  back 
to  the  Assembly,  so  amended  as  completely  to  defeat  the  object  of  it,  by  providing  that  the 
.Receiver  (Jeneral  sliould  not  advance  any  of  the  money  granted  by  the  Act,  unless  he  had  money 
in  his  hands,  for  which  he  had  no  other  use.     (See  jiage  58,  ante.) 

6.  7.  Thus,  my  Lord,  the  matter  stands  ;  and  your  Lordship's  recnmmendation,  and  the 
recommendation  of  three  fourths  of  the  Representatives  of  the  people  [of  Upper  Canada],  and 
an  object  of  so  nnich  expense  ami  labour  and  importance,  are  set  aside  ai;d  defeated  by  a 
majority  of  the  Legislative  Council,  CDiisiating  of  twelve  [or  fourteen]  [jersons  present,  and  a 
majority  of  whom,  whenever  the  ((ucstions  of  Religion  and  Education  iiave  ct>me  l^efore  them, 
have  reiilly  shown  a  disposition  to  leave  thu  inhabitants  in  total  ignorance,  rather  than  that  they 
should  be  instructed  by  any  other  than  a  high-church  agency.     .     .* 

8.  I  had  hoped  that  the  successive  liberal  and  parental  Despatches  of  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment on  Educational  and  Religious  questions,  and  past  experience,  would  have  prevented  a 
repetition  of  sucli  ultraism  on  the  part  of  the  ruling  Jiarty  in  the  liegislative  Council.  I  did 
not  even  anticip  .te  any  opposition  wliatever  from  that  (juarter.  But  1  confess  myself  most 
egregiously  and  painfully  disappointed. 

9.  I  herewith  enclose  two  Canadian  Newspapers,  to  which  I  beg  to  draw  your  Lordship's 
Attention.  The  t)ne,  dated  22nd  Februaiy,  1837,  contains  the  Report  of  tlie  Select  Committee 
of  the  Assemi  ly  on  tli,e  subject  of  the  U|)per  Canada  Academy.  (See  page  52,  ante).  The  other, 
dated  the  1st  of  March,  1837,  contains  a  rej)ort  of  the  debate  in  the  House  of  Assembly  on  the 
passing  of  the  Bill  in  aid  of  the  said  Academy.     (See  page  107^  post). 

*  The  Members  present  on  the  27th  and  28th  of  February,  1837,  when  the  amendment  to  the  Upper 
Canada  Academy  Loan  liill  was  passed,  and  assenting  thereto  were :'  The  Honourable  John  Beverly 
Eobinson,  Speaker,  William  Dickson,  George  H.  Marklaud,  Alexander  McDouell,  Zaccheus  Burnham,  John 
EliriHley,  Augustus  Baldwin,  James  Kerby,  James  Crooks,  T.  A.  Stewart,  J.  Macaulay,  Philip  Van- 
koughnet,  William  Allan  and  Joseph  W^ells. — 14.  On  the  final  passage  of  the  Bill,  next  day,  28th  February, 
1837.  these,  gentlemen  were  present  and  also  the  Honourable  and  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan,  15.

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10.  Mr.  William  H.  Draper,  Chairman  of  the  Select  Committee,  (on  the  U.  C.  Academy 
Petition),  is  Member  for  the  City  of  Toronto,  a  strict  Churchman,  and  an  Executive  Councillor. 
(See  page  54,  ante).  Mr.  Heniy  RuLtaii,  who  brought  liie  Bill  into  the  House  of  Assembly,  is 
also  a  Churchman,  and  is,  and  has  been  for  many  years,  ShurilTof  the  Newcastle  Di.strict.  So 
likewise  are  Solicitor  General  Hagermaii,  Mr.  John  I'rince  and  Mr.  Ogle  R.  (Jowan,  Members 
of  the  Church  of  England.  Mr.  Malcolm  Cameron  is  a  Member  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  — 
and  Mr.  Anthony  Manahan  is  a  Rouian  Catholic. 

11.  To  the  testimony  of  these  (Jeutlemen, — to  the  vote  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  to 
the  strong  language  of  the  Rejiort  of  the  Select  C(jmmitlee.  (see  page  54,  ante,)  I  beg  to  refer 
you,  in  corroboration  and  confirmation  of  all  that  1  have  stated  to  your  Lordsliip  on  this  sub- 
ject ;  and,  in  support  of  our  humble  applications  for  relief  and  assistance. 

12.  The  whole  case,  which  I  presume  once  more  to  subuiit  to  your  Lordship's  favourable 
consideration,  stands  at  the  present  moment  as  follows  :  — 

First. — The  demands  against  the  Trustees  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  are  such  as  must 
cause  the  discontinuance  of  these  its  operations,  if  not  tlie  sacrifice  of  the  whole  Establishment 
itself,  at  the  close  of  the  term,  ending  June  next,  unless  assistanc '  can  be  obtained.  This  is 
positively  and  afi'ectingly  stated  in  Letters  to  me  from  the  individuals  concerned.  They  say 
there  is  no  other  alternative  before  them. 

Second. — The  Ui)])er  Canada  House  of  Assembly  have,  bj'  a  very  large  majority  of  .'Jl  to 
10,  expressed  a  cordial  desire  to  aid  the  Institution  out  of  the  Public  Funds  of  the  Province  ; 
and  the  evidence  taken  before  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House,  and  put  into  the  hands  oi 
each  Member  before  the  Bill  was  passed,  together  witth  the  Report  itself,  and  the  testimony  of 
the  various  Members  who  spoke  on  the  subject  in  the  House  of  Assembly,  amply  justif}-  your 
Lordship's  former  estimate  of  the  value  and  utility  of  the  Institution  ; — and  to  those  unbiassed 
and  un(|ue3tionable  authorities,  I  refer  you  for  all  that  I  can  desire  to  urge  in  its  behalf. 

'Jhinl.  —  As  the  (jucstion,  [between  the  Imperial  and  (Johmial  Governments,]  relating  to  the 
Casual  and  Territorial  Revenue,  has  not  yet  been  disposed  of,  or  even  taken  into  consideration 
during  the  recent  Session  of  the  Upper  Canadian  Legislature,  that  Revenue  remains,  of  course, 
at  the  disposal  of  your  Lordship  ; — and,  to  apply  a  portion  of  it  in  aid  of  the  Up[)er  Canada 
Academy,  cannot  possibly  give  the  slightest  oflence  to  the  Representatives  of  the  Canadian  i)eo- 
ple,  since  they  have  done  all  in  their  power  to  afford'  the  Academy  relief  and  assistance,  out  of 
funds  which  have  been  placed  at  their  disposal. 

The  Moke  Favoured  Ca.se  of  Ui-per  Canada  College  Cited. 

Fourth. — The  Buildings  of  the  L^pper  Canada  College  have  been  erected  from  funds  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Crown,  at  an  expense  of  Seventeen  Thousand  pounds,  (£'17,00tt)-  It  is  sup- 
ported e.ach  year  from  the  same  sources,  at  an  expense  of  nearly  Two  Thousand  pounds, 
(£2,000,)  and  is  also  endowed  with  Twenty  five  thousand  acres  of  land,  [afterwards  increased  to 
Sixty-six  thousand  acres].  The  Students,  including  boarders  and  day-soholars,  number  one  hun- 
dred and  ten,  for  which  see  the  Letter  of  the  Reverend  Doctor  Harris,  the  highly-esteemed 
Princii)al  of  the  College,  in  the  accDiniianying  paper  of  the  22nd  of  February,  18u7,— also  the 
high  recommendation  of  that  excellent  Establishment  by  the  Editor  of  the  Lhribtiatt  (/ua/v/ion. 

The  Ui'PER  Canada  College  and  the  Ui'I'EK  Canada  Academy. 

The  Upper  Canada  Academy  has  been  thus  far  promoted  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of 
individuals;  the  course  of  study  for  the  Students,  as  appears  from  the  Rejiort  of  the  (select  Com- 
mittee of  Assembly,  (see  page  53,  ante,)  is  as  exteiusive  as  that  of  the  Ui)per  Canada  College, 
with  the  addition  of  Lectures. 

The  Upper  Canada  Academy  is  in  no  re8i>ect  a  rival,  but  a  coadjutor  of  the  Upjier  Canada 
College,  —  educating  quite  a  ditlerent  class  of  Students,  and  contains  already,  even  in  the  infancy 
of  its  operations,  eighty  iioaiders  and  forty  day  scholars, — nuiking  a  total  of  out;  hundred  and 
twenty  pupils. 

The  <me  Institution  is  under  the  superintendence  of  Clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England  ; — 
the  other  Institution  is  under  the  direction  of  Wesleyan  Ministers.  The  one  Institution  is 
equally  a|)])reciated  with  the  other  by  the  Upper  Canadian  House  of  Assembly,  though  not  so 
by  a  majority  in  the  Legislative  Council.  Surely  the  one  ought  not  to  be  left  to  languish,  whilst 
the  other  is  so  abundantly  ]>rovided  f(jr.     ... 

Personal  and  Pre.ssing  Appeal  to  the  Colonial  Secretary. 

If  your  Lordship  will  reach  out  the  hand  of  relief  in  this  crisis  and  e.vtremity  of  what,  I 
think,   I  may  fairly  term  Christian  and  patriotic  exertion,   the  announcement   in  Canada  will

2.  In  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  that  Institution, — of  the  Wesleyan  Conference,  and  of  a 
large  portion  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Upper  Canada,  of  different  classes,  and  in  behalf  of  myself 
individually,  I  thank  His  Lordship  with  all  my  heart  for  this  timely  and  liberal  extension  of 
Royal  patronage  and  support  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy. 

8.  I  leave  this  evening  for  Upper  Canada,*  and  doubt  not  but  that  the  present  decision  of 
His  Lordshii)  will  contribute  not  a  little  to  strengthen  the  conviction,  cherished  by  the  enter- 
prising inhabitants  of  that  noble  Province,  in  regard  to  the  deep  interest  taken  by  His  Majesty's 
Government  in  their  social  welfare  and  happiness.

I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  Your  Lordship's  Despatch,  dated  the  28th 
of  Ai)ril,  1837,  in  which  is  transmitted  to  me  a  copy  of  a  Letter  addressed  to  Your  Lordship  by 
Mr.  Egerton  Ryerson,  complaining  of  the  conduct  of  the  Legislative  Council,  in  having, 

"  At  the  eleventh  hour  of  the  Session,  sent  a  Bill,  authorizing  a  loan  of  Four  Thousand,  One  Hundred 
pounds,  (£'4, 100,)  t<i  the  Trustees  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  back  to  ttie  House  of  Assembly,  so 
amended  as  completely  to  defeat  the  object  of  it,  by  providing  that  the  Receiver  General  should  not 
advance  any  of  the  money  granted  by  the  Act,  unless  he  had  money  in  his  hands,  for  which  lie  had  no  other 
use." 

2.  Having,  as  Your  Lordship  is  aware,  advanced  from  the  Casual  and  Territorial  Revenue 
fund  the  balance  necessary^  for  the  payment  of  the  War  Losses,  I  had  no  means  of  immediately 
paying  to  Mr.  Ryerson  the  sum  of  Four  Thousand,  One  Hundred  i)0und3  (£4,100). 

3.  Nevertheless,  being  desirous  that  Your  Lordship's  wishes  should  be  carried  into  effect,  I 
have  given  to  Mr,  Ryerson  such  a  statement  of  my  intention  to  advance  the  money  in  question, 
so  soon  as  it  can  be  procured,  as  will,  1  am  happy  to  understiind  from  him,  enable  him  easily 
to  obtain  the  amount  from  one  of  the  Provincial  Banks. 

*0n  his  return  to  Upper  Canada,  the  Conference,  which  met  at  Toronto  in  June,  1837,  passed  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  ;  "That,  on  the  return  to  this  Country  of  our  esteemed  Brother— The  Reverend  Egerton 
Ryerson, — who  has,  with  .so  much  laborious  zeal  and  untiring  perseverance  and  satisfactory  success, 
accomplished  the  highly  important  objects  of  the  Mission,  on  which  he  proceeded  to  England,  according 
to  our  appointment. — We  cannot  but  request  him  to  accept  of  the  very  cordial  and  affectionate  thanks  of 
this  Conference  ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  record  upon  our  Journals  our  unanimous  conviction  that  he  has 
thereby,  not  only  amply  earned  such  a  tribute  of  our  brotherly  gratitude,  but  has  also  justly  entitled  him- 
self to  the  grateful  regards  of  every  genuine  friend  of  Upper  Canada." 
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4.  Having.  I  trust,  tliua  fulfilleii  the  spirit,  although  it  has  not  been  in  my  power  to  obey 
the  lotter,  of  Your  Lordship's  Instructions,  1  feol  it  duu  to  tlie  Lej,Msl;itive  Council  to  oxplain  to 
Your  Lordship  tliat  Mr.  liyurson's  declarations  against  that  Branch  of  the  Legislature  are 
unmerited  and  incorrect. -•■ 

5.  The  impression  which  Mr.  Ryerson's  letter  to  Your  Lordship  seems  designed  to  produce 
is,  that  the  House  of  Assembly,  being  eager  to  encourage  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  liad 
readily  passed  a  Bill  to  that  effect  through  their  House,  and  had,  in  good  time,  sent  it  ufi  to 
the  Legis'ative  Council ; — that  an  amendment  was  there  made  to  the  Bill,  which  was  calculated 
and  contrived  to  defeat  it;  that  the  Bill  and  amendment  were  purposely  keitt  back,  "  till  the 
eleventh  hour,"  and  then  sent  down  to  the  Houao  of  Assembly,  when  it  was  too  late  to  remove 
any  difficulty. 

G.  The  facts  are  as  follows  :  the  Session  of  the  Legislature  commenced  on  the  8tii  of 
November,  1830,  and  ended  on  the  4th  of  March,  1837.  On  the  24th  of  February,  1837,  the  Bill 
for  granting  aid  to  the  Academy  came  up  to  the  Legislative  Council  from  the  llouae  of  Assem- 
bly, that  is,  within  the  last  eight  or  nine  days  of  a  Session  of  one  hundred  and  sixteen  days,  and, 
when  the  Legislative  Council  had  probably  forty,  or  fifty,  other  Bills  before  them. 

7.  It  was  read  a  second  time  on  the  25th  of  February,  1837, — was  discussed  in  Committee 
on  the  27th,  (the  26th  being  Sunday,)  and  was  amended  and  returned  to  the  Assembly  on  the 
28th ; — On  the  same  day  that  this  Bill  was  sent  up,  many  other  Bills  were  sent  up  from  the 
House  of  Assembly,  and.  after  the  28th  of  February,  1887,  when  it  was  returned,  amended  by 
the  Legislative  Council,  I  understand  that  the  Assembly  sent  no  less  than  twenty  six  Bills, 
which,  with  very  few  exceptions,  were  passed  through  the  Legislative  Council  and  became  laws. 

8.  From  the  foregoing  statement,  it  is  clear — First,  That  the  Legislative  Council  could  not 
have  returned  the  Bill  in  (juestion  early,  because  it  came  to  them  late  ; — iecoiid,  That  tlie  Bill, 
when  it  did  come  up,  was  passed  through  all  its  stages,  without  delay,  t 

9.  Now,  with  respect  to  the  merits  of  the  amendment,  on  adverting  to  the  Acts  passed  in 
the  last  Session,  your  Lordshio  will  i)erceive  that  about  a  million  and  a  half  of  money  was 
granted  by  the  Legislature  ;  and,  the  Province  being  already  in  debt,  the  Acts,  generally  speak- 
ing, provided  for  raising  by  loan  the  moneys  required  to  meet  these  new  grants. 

10.  The  Bill,  to  which  Mr.  Ryerson  refers,  simply  granted  Four  Thousand  pounds,  (£4,000,) 
out  of  the  unappropriated  monies  in  the  hands  of  the  Receiver  General,  and  made  no  provision 
for  borrowing  the  Four  Thousand  pounds,  (£4,000,)  on  debenture. 

11.  The  Legislative  Council  knew  that,  after  the  grants  which  the  House  of  Assembly  liad 
made,  there  would  not  be  Four  Thousand  pounds,  (£4,000,)  in  the  Receiver  General's  liands  unap- 
propriated, and,  consequently,  that  if  the  Bill  passed  into  a  Law,  either  it  would  be  a  deluhion, 
or  the  Receiver-General  would  be  embarrassed  by  the  conflicting  demands  of  persons  claiming 
money  granted  by  several  Acts  passed  on  the  same  day. 

*  In  hie  Petition  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  dated  the  2nd  of  February,  1838,  the  Reverend  Egerton 
Ryerson  said,  referring  to  this  and  other  statements  of  Sir  Francis  Bond  Head,  in  this  Despatch  :  "  Your 
Petitioner  disowns  the  charges  preferred  against  him,  as  being  unfounded  in  fact,  and  iinjust  in  their  applica- 
tion."  In  regard  to  the  Legislative  Council  he  said:  "Throughout  his  K.xcellency's  Despatcli  to  Lord 
Glenelg,  Your  Petitioner  is  represented  a-s  hostile  to  the  Legislative  Council  Branch  of  the  Government, 
than  which  nothing  can  be  more  incorrect  in  itself,  or  unjust  to  Your  Petitioner.  Your  Petitioner  did  coni- 
l)lain  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Legiblative  Council,  in  respect  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  Bill ;  he  did 
complain  of  the  too  exclusive  character  of  the  views  and  proceedings  of  a  majority  of  tlie  Council,  on  'sub- 
jects of  religion  and  education  ' ;  but,  in  respect  to  the  constitution  and  general  character  of  that  Branch 
of  the  Government,  Your  Petitioner  had,  to  His  Excellency's  knowledge,  defended  it  with  great  zeal  and 
earnestness."    .     .     . 

tThe  Reverend  Egertnn  Ryerson's  reply,  (in  his  Petition  to  the  House  of  Assembly  of  the  2nd  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1838,  to  this  part  of  Sir  Francis  Bond  Head's  Despatch,)  is  as  follows  :— "  In  reference  to  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Honourable  the  Legislative  Council  on  the  Bill  in  question,  Your  Petitioner's  statement  of 
which  nas  been  impeached  by  Hin  Excellency,  Your  Petitioner  begs  to  state  tliat  the  only  sources  of  infor- 


Editor  of  the  Christian  Huardian,  [the  Reverend  fiphraim  Evans,]  of  the  1st  of  March,  1837,  after  insert- 
ing the  amendments,  states  :  These  amendments,  of  course,  prove  fatal  to  the  Bill.  At  the  present  late 
period  of  the  Session,  it  can  hardly  be  expected  that  a  new  Bill,  (which  is  necessary,)  can  be  originated 
m  the  House  of  Assembly.  .  ,  .  It  is  obvious  that  the 'restrictions  '  are  tantamount  to  a  refusal."  And 
such.  Your  Petitioner  has  been  given  to  understand,  was  the  understanding  of  the  amendments  by  those 
Members  of  your  Honourable  House  who  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  passing  of  the  Bill.  .  '  .  .  Yrnir 
Petitioner,  from  the  best  sources  of  information,  fully  believes  that  no  unnecessary  delay  attended  tlie 
passing  of  the  Bill  through  the  Honourable  the  Legislative  Council  ;  but,  it  is  clear,  from  the  understand- 
ing of  all  parties  concerned,  that  the  effect  of  the  amendments  was  to  defeat  the  object  of  the  original  Bill, 
whatever  may  have  been  the  intentions  of  their  framers."  (See  reference  to  the  Honjurable  John  Elmsley 
on  next  page). 
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12.  Under  these  circumstances  the  Legislative  Council  added  the  following  proviso  to  the 
Bill  : — 

"  Provided  always,  nevertheless,  that  the  monies  granted  by  this  Act  shall  not  be  paid  by  the  Receiver 
General  unless  their  shall  remain  in  his  haiids  unajipropriated  monies  after  the  paynient  of  the  charges 
imposed  u|>on  the  Provincial  Revenue,  under  any  Act,  or  Acts,  heretofore  passed,  and  also  of  any  monies 
granted  during  the  present  Session  for  the  support  of  the  civil  government,  or  to  defray  any  charges 
attending  the  public  Revenue." 

13.  Tills  precautionary  limitation,  that,  in  case  there  should  not  be  iuia])pri)i)riatecl  money 
for  all  the  claimants,  the  cliarj,'e8  fur  the  rublic  Service,  voted  during'  the  same  Session,  .sh<iuld 
be  first  defrayed,  is  what  Mr.  Ryerson,  in  riis  Letter  to  your  Ltjrdship  of  the  IStli  April,  1837, 
terms  a  proviso  that  the  Receiver  General  should  not  advance  any  money  granted  by  the  Act, 
unless  he  had  money  in  his  hands  for  which  he  had  no  other  use. 

14.  I  understand  that  the  Archdeacon  of  York,  .  .  .  was  not  even  present  when  the 
amendment  was  framed,  discussed,  and  passed.* 

15.  I  am  informed  that  he  took  no  part  in  the  Bill,  except  voting  for  it,  as  he  did  for  an 
Act  of  Incorporation  of  a  Roman  Catlndic  College,  passed  in  the  same  Ses.sion  ;  that  the  amend- 
ment was  framed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Council,  who  is  a  private  contributor  to  the  building  of 
the  Academy,  and  who,  1  understand,  strongly  advocated  in  the  Council,  the  expediency  of 
giving  to  the  Institution  the  public  support  that  had  been  prayed  for.  t 

IG.  I  feel  confident  that  your  Lordship  will  read  with  interest,  and  with  satisfaction,  this 
vindication  of  a  Branch  of  a  Legislature  which,  I  respectfully  iissure  your  Lordship,  reiiuires 
the  firmest  possible  support,  in  or.i^r  to  encourage  it  to  continue  unc'inpromising  hostility  and 
opposition  to  the  House  of   Assembly,  whenever  it  may  constitutionally  be  necessary  to  do  so.

I  have  received  ymn  Despuch,  of  the  20th  of  July,  1837,  reporting  the  steps  which  you 
have  taken  for  advancing  the  sum  of  Four  Thousand,  One  Hundre<i  pounds,  (£4, 100,)  to  the 
Upper  Canada  Academj',  and  replying  to  the  representatimis  of  Mr.  Ryerson,  relative  to  the 
conduct  and  disp(jsition  of  the  Legislative  Council  towards  that  Establishment. 

2.  I  entirely  approve  of  your  proceedings  on  this  occasion.  You  have  actualh'  anticipated 
the  feelings,  with  which  I  have  read  the  defence  of  the  conduct  of  the  Legislative  Council, 
which  your  Despatch  contains. 

3  I  cannot  8ui)p(j3e  it  possible  that  Mr.  Ryerson's  misstatement  of  the  fact  could  have 
been  intention  il  ;  but,  as  he  was  not  in  the  Province  when  the  discussion  in  (juestion  occurred, 
I  have  no  doubt  that  he  was  misled  by  erroneous  information. 

4.  It  is  at  all  times  my  anxious  endeavour  to  exercise  the  utmost  \igilance  against  the 
admission  of  any  statement  injurious  to  any  of  the  authorities  of  the  Province,  without  subject- 
ing it  to  the  most  rigid  scrutiny;    and  I  feel  that  such  a  suspension  of  my  judgment  can  never 

*  The  Archdeacon  of  York  was  not  present  when  the  amendment  was  first  proposed  ;  but  he  is  reported 
in  the  Minutes  of  the  Legislative  Councd  as  present  on  the  28th  of  February,  1837— the  day  on  which  the 
Bill,  as  amended,  was  "passed." 

tin  his  Petition  to  the  Houfe  of  Assembly  of  the  2nd  of  February,  1838,  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryur- 
Hon  thus  refers  to  the  Honourable  John  Heverley  Robinson,  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Council  : —"The 
name  of  the  Honourable,  the  .Si>eaker  of  the  Legislative  Council  has  been  introduced  by  His  E.xcellency  in 
a  manner  calculated  to  imi)licate  the  integrity  of  your  Pe'itioner.  What  parsed  between  Lord  Gleiielg 
and  your  Petitioner  relative  to  the  part  which  that  Honourable  Individual  took  in  the  atfair  is  as  follows  : 
— Your  Petitioner  directed  his  Lordship's  attention  to  the  following  editorial  paragraph  in  the  Ckristiun 
Ouardian  of  the  8th  of  March,  1837  :  '  As  we  were  not  present  when  the  Bill  was  under  discussion,  we  are 
unable  to  say  anything  from  personal  knowledge  on  the  part  taken  in  it  by  honourable  Members  re.spective- 
ly.  We  under.stand,  however,  that  the  amendments  were  moved  by  the  Honourable  John  Klmsley,  who 
.'^poke  at  considerable  length,  in  a  sti'ain  as  disrespectful  towards  the  Methodists,  as  it  was  discreditable  to 
himself.  The  Honourable  the  Chief  Justice,  (the  Speaker,)  rejjlied  in  opposition  to  the  aiiiendiuent,  and  in 
favour  of  the  Bill,  but  the  amendment  was  carried,  and  the  Bill,  of  course,  destroyed'  .  .  .  On  the  morning 
of  the  day  1  received  the  Christian  Ouardian  of  the  8ih  of  March,  — as  I  stated  in  my  letter,  published  in 
that  paper  of  the  5ili  of  July,  1837,  ...  'I  availed  myself  of  the  opportunity  to  direct  his  Lordship's 
attention  to  the  editorial  paragraph  in  the  Christian  Ouardian,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  Honourable 
Chief  Justice  Robinson  — the  Speaker —advocated  the  Bill.

According  to  your  suggestion,  made  yesterday  moi-ning,  the  Reverend  Anson  Green  and 
myself  called  upon  Mr.  C.  A.  Hagerman,  the  Attorney  General,  and  were  alarmed  and  grieved 
to  learn  that  the  ground  of  objection  and  delay,  in  resj)ect  to  the  payment  of  the  remaining 
moiety  of  Two  Thousand  and  Fifty  pounds,  (£'2, 050,)  of  the  grant  of  His  late  Majesty  King 
William  the  Fourth,  to  Upper  Canada  Academy,  has  been  entirely  changed,  and  is  now  such 
as  has  never  before  been  hinted  at  to  us,  although  I  delivered  to  His  Excellency  the  instructions 
of  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  on  the  subject  in  June  last,  (1837). 

2.  I  beg  to  recapitulate  the  facts  of  this  painful  affair  for  His  Excellency's  consideration  :  In 
the  winter  of  183(i-7,  a  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly  recommended  a  grant  in  aid 
of  the  Upjier  Canada  Academy. — Debates  took  place  in  that  House,  principally  in  reference  to 
a  Grant,  though  the  Bill,  which  was  passed  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  was  only  for  a  Loan. 
The  Legislative  Council  amended  the  Bill,  so  that  it  was  never  taken  up  again  by  the  House  of 
Assembly,  conse([uently  there  was  no  Bill  agreed  to  by  both  Houses  on  the  subject. 

3.  On  the  arrived  of  the  intelligence  of  these  proceedings  in  England,  I  laid  them  before 
Lord  Glenelg,  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies.  A  copy  of  my  communication 
on  the  subject,  dated  tho  18th  of  April  lt<37,  was  enclosed  by  Lord  Glenelg  to  His  Excellency 
Sir  Francis  Bond  Head,  (see  page  103,  ante).  Upon  the  strength  of  my  representation,  and  the 
Report  of  the  Select  Committee,  and  the  debates  of  the  House  <;)f  Asseml^ly,  His  Lordship 
instructed  His  Excellencj',  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  to  advance  the  sum  of  Four  Thousand, 
One  Hundred  pounds,  (£4,100,)  out  of  the  Crown  (Casual  and  Territorial)  Revenue,  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  L'i)per  Canada  Academy.  Whether  Lord  (ilenelg  intended  it  as  a  loan,  or  a 
free  grant  is  a  matter  between  the  Trustees  of  that  Institution  and  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  t  olonies. 

4.  In  Sir  George  Grey's  answer  to  myself,  (dated  the  25th  of  April,  1837.  See  page  106, 
aide)  which  I  showed  to  His  Excellenc}',  and  in  Lord  Glenelg's  instructions  to  His  Excellency, 
(dated  the  28th  of  April,  1837.  See  page  103,  ante)  with  the  perusal  of  that  which  relates  to  the 
payment  of  the  grant.  His  Excellency  favoured  me,  it  is  simply  stated  that  His  Excellency  is 
instructed  to  advance  the  amount  of  the  grant,  without  the  least  mention,  from  beginning  to 
end,  that  he  is  to  exact  security  of  the  Trustees,  for  the  repayment  of  it,  at  the  end  of  four 
years,  or  ten  years. 

5.  That  this  was  the  understanding  of  His  Excellency,  is  clear,  not  only  from  what  passed 
at  various  interviews,  but  from  your  Letter  addressed,  by  His  Excellency's  direct  on,  to  the 
Receiver  General,  dated,  the  10th  of  August  last,  (1837,)  and  the  Receiver  (ieneral's  answer  of 
the  17th  i>i  that  month,  (with  the  perusal  of  both  of  which  you  favoured  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Green  and  myself.)* 

0.  From  your  Letter  it  is  clear  : — 

First,  That  His  Excellency  had  received  Royal  Instructions  to  pay  Four  Thousand,  One 
Hundred  jjouuds,  (£4,100,)  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy. 

*^  "*  *The  letter  to  the  Receiver  General  was  to  enquire  whether  he  was  "able  to  meet  the  demand  for 
Four  Thousand,  One  Hundred  pounds,  (ft, 100,)  or  any  part  of  it."  The  reply  of  the  Receiver  General  was 
in  the  negative;  but  he  stated  that  his  Office  would  "not  fail  to  report  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  the 
monient  it  may  be  enabled  to  meet  His  Excellency's  wishes." 
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Second,  Tliat  tho  only  obstacle  to  His  Excellency's  immediate  fulfilment  of  the  benevolent 
intentions  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  was  tiie  want  of  funds  at  tho  disposal  of  the  Crown. 

Third,  That,  as  8ot)n  as  the  Receiver  General  shou'd  report  funds  suflicient,  the  Warrant 
would  be  forthwith  issued  for  the  payment  of  the  amount. 

7.  Accordingly,  when  the  Receiver  General  afterwards  reported  that  there  were  funds 
«uft]cient  to  pay  part  of  the  amount,  His  Excellency  issued  his  Warrant  for  the  payment  of 
Two  Thousand  and  Fifty  pounds  ( t'2,050)  (page  103,  ante).  During  all  this  time  not  a  word  was 
■said  to  any  of  the  [jarties  ccmcerned  about  security  for  re-payment. 

8.  It  will  also  be  in  his  Excellency's  recollection,  that,  after  the  payment  of  the  first  Two 
Thouiand  and  Fifty  pounds,  (£^',050,)  when  subsecjuently  applied  to  for  a  Warrant  upon  the 
Receiver  General  for  the  remaining  Two  Thousand  and  Fifty  pounds,  (£2,050,)  of  tlie  grant 
His  Excellency,  at  different  times,  informed  the  Reverend  .Joseph  Stinson,  the  Reverend 
Ephraim  Evans  and  myself,  that  ho  had  given  the  Receiver  General  all  tho  directions  and 
authority  winch  were  necessary  to  pay  the  sum  the  very  moment  that  OIHcer  might  have  Crown 
Junds  in  his  hands  to  do  so  ;  and,  on  the  Receiver  General's  repeatedly  declining  to  advance  it 
•without  a  Warrant  from  His  Excellency,  you  stated,  on  Monday  morning  vf  the  2'2n(f  of 
January,  instant,  to  the  Reverend  Anson  Green  and  myself,  that  the  Receiver  General  must 
report  that  there  were  funds  in  his  hands  suflicient  to  pay  it,  before  the  Warrant  could  bo 
issued. 

y.   We  immediately  waited  upon  the  Receiver  General,  and  were  authorised  to  inform  you 
in  reply,  that  there  were  funds.     You  then  informed  ua  that  the  Receiver  General  must  report 
that  there  were  no  claims  upon  the  fund  prior  to   that  of  the  Upper   Canada  Academy.      We 
again  waited  upon  the  Receiver  General,  and  were  authorized  to  inform  you  that  he  was  pre- 
jiared  to  report,  should  His  Excellency  desire  it,— that  he  knew  of  no  claims  upon  the  fund  prior 
to  that  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy.      You  then  directed  me  to  commit  what  wo  had  stated 
to  writing,  and  you  would  inclose  it  to  the  Receiver  General  for  his  report.      I  sent  you  tho 
statement  in  writing  on  the  same  afternoon,  and   the   Reverend  Mr.  Green  and  myself  called 
upon  you  again  on  Tuesday  afternoon  to  iiujuire  if  the  Warrant  could  now  be  issued,  when  you 
showed  us,  in  rejily,  the  Letter  addressed  by  you  to  the  Receiver  General,  on  the  IGtl'i  of  Aut/ust 
last,  (1837)  together  with   his  reply,  of  the   17th   of  that   month,   and   informed   us  that^His 
Excellency  was  waiting  for  the  report  of  the  Receiver  General  there  referred  to  ;  and  that  at 
the  moment  of  receiving  that  report,  His  Excellency  would  issue  the  Warrant  for  the  amount. 
We  forthwith  waited  upon  the  Receiver  General,  when  he  addressed  a  note  to  you,  on  the  23rd 
of  January  instant,  (see  note  on  page  109,  ante,)  informing  His  Excellency  that  he  had  funds  in 
his  hands  to  meet  the  claim  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  and'all  other  demands  that  he  knew 
of.     His  Excellency  then  informed  Mr.  Green,*  who  delivered  the  note,  and  who  waited   His 
Excellency's  commands  at  your  request,  that  he  must   lay  the  subject  before  His  Executive 
Councillors,  who,  it  seems,  have  referred  it  to  Mr.  C.  A.  Hagermnn,  the  Attorney  General,  for 
his  opinion,— as  to  the  expediency  of  reciuiring  security  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Upper  Canada 
Academy  for  the  repayment  of  the  Grant  ;  and  as  to  the  expediency  of  bringing   the  question 
under  the  consideration  of  the  House  of  Assembly. 

10.  Now,  I  must  most  respectfully  submit,  and  solemnly  protest,  against  any  one,  or  more. 
Executive  Councillors  interposing  between  Her  Majesty's  Government  and  the  accomplishment 
of  this  benevolent  object. 

11.  The  grant  has  been  made,  and  is  payable,  out  of  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Crown, 
independently  of  the  Executive  Council.  The  instructions  of  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Colonies  were  not  given  to  the  Council. 

12.  It  is,  I  submit,  with  Her  Majesty's  Government,  and  with  Her  Majesty's  Government 
-alone,  to  demand  at  any  time,  or  not.  the  repayment  of  a  part  or  the  whole  of  the  grant  to  the 


Upper  Canada  Academy,— although  I  am  prepared  to  state,  in  any  form,  that  I  inquired  par- 
ticularly of  Lord  Gleiielg  and  Mr.  [afterward  Sir  James]  Stephen,  three  days  before  the  otlicial 
-answer  of  Sir  George  (irey  was  dated,  whether  this  gracious  cotu])liance  with  my  ai)plicati(m 
was  to  be  a  loan,  or  a  grant,  and  was  informed  in  reply  that  it  was  a  grant  ;  that,  though  the 
House  of  Assembly  had  passed  a  Bill  for  a  loan  only,  the  case  was  so  clear  and  strong,  that  they 
thought  the  Trustees  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  really  ought  to  have  a  grant, 

13.  The  rough  draft  of  Lord  Glenelg's  official  answer,  by  Sir  George  Grey,  was  shown  to 
me,  before  its  final  adoi)tion,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  His  Lordship  would  direct  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  to  advance,  if  necessary,  the  amount  intended  to  have  been  loaned  by  the 
Assembly's  Bill.  At  my  request,  the  words  "if  necessary"  were  struck  out,  and  the  answer 
was  made  positive. 


•See  the  Reverend  Anson  Green's  remarks  on  th's  interview  with  Hii  Excelleacy  on  page  114,  post. 
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14.  I  mention  tliese  circumstances,  to  bIiow,  as  far  as  my  information  and  testimony  may 
have  weight,  what  must  have  been  the  intentions  of  the  Homo  Government  in  the  matter. 

15.  If  I  liad  thought  that  a  nu>vu  full,  satisfactory,  and  simple  answer  could  have  beei> 
given  by  Lord  Olenelg,  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  but  that  I  could  have  liad  it. 

IG.  The  entire  silence  of  the  Home  Government  on  the  subject  of  security  for  the  re{)ay- 
ment  of  the  grant, — the  actual  issue  of  a  Warrant  of  His  Excellency  in  November,  1837,  i<>v 
Two  Thousand  and  Fifty  pounds,  (£2,050,)  without  the  intimation  of  such  security, — and  the 
facts  of  the  whole  case,  in  support  of  every  one  of  which  ample  evidence  can  be  adduced,  show, 
I  submit,  beyond  a  dimbt,  what  were  tlie  intentions  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  and  what 
has  been  His  Excellency's  own  understanding  of  thum  frcjm  the  beginning. 

17.  I  do,  therefore,  protest  againsc  the  interference  of  Executive  Councillors  in  the  matter. 
I  do  not  wish,  on  the  one  hand,  to  see  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  crippled,  if  not  ruined,  by 
sucli  a  proceeding, — nor,  on  the  other  hand,  to  be  involved  in  collision  with  Members  of  the 
local  Executive  before  Her  Majesty's  Government. 

18.  I,  therefore,  entreat  once  more,  that  His  Excellency  will  again  take  the  wlxjle  case 
into  his  consideration,  and  issue  the  requisite  Warrant  for  the  payment  of  the  remainder  of  the 
grant.

Having  laid  before  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  your  Letter  of  yesterday, 
soliciting  His  Excellency  to  issue  his  Warrant  on  the  Receiver  General  for  the  advance  of  the 
remaining  inoie'y  of  the  sum  of  Four  Thousand,  One  Hundred  pounds,  (£4,100,)  in  aid  of  the 
Uj)per  Canada  Academy,  1  am  directed  by  His  Excellency,  in  reply,  to  ac(|uaint  you,  that  it  is 
his  intention,  in  compliance  with  the  instructions  of  Lord  Glenelg,  to  lay  before  the  Legislature 
copies  of  the  Connnunications  which  have  taken  place  between  the  Secretary  of  State  and  him- 
self, on  the  subject  of  the  U2)per  Canada  Academy. 

2.  These  Communications  will  be  accomi)anied  with  the  information  re(|uisite  for  placing 
the  Legislature  in  j)ossession  of  the  transactions  which  have  taken  place  in  carrying  into  effect 
Lord  Glenelg's  intentions  in  favour  of  that  Institution. 

3.  When  His  Excellency,  in  November  last,  (1837)  issued  his  Warrant  on  the  Crown 
Revenue,  for  such  a  portion  of  the  Four  Thousand,  One  Hundred  pounds.  (£4,100,)  as  the  fund 
was  able  to  meet,  consistently  with  prior  claims,  it  was  in  the  erroneous  suppo>ition  that  Lord 
(ilenelg  had  directed  the  advance  to  be  made  as  a  grant, — an  error  into  which  His  Excellency 
had  Vjeen  led  by  your  having,  both  in  your  personal  interviews  and  your  written  Communica- 
tions, invariably  3j)oke  of  the  aid  granted  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  not  as  a  loan,  but  as 
a  grant  ;  and  His  Excellency,  having  no  reason  to  doubt  your  accuracy,  acted  on  that  supposi- 
tion ;  and,  it  was  not  till  his  attention  was  yesterday  more  particvdarly  directed  to  the  terms 
of  Lord  tJlenelg's  Despatch  (of  the  2Gth  of  April,  1837.  See  piige  103,  aute),  that  he  perceived 
that,  by  misconstruing  tlie  inteniou  of  the  ^Secretary  of  State,  you  had  unconsciously  misled 
him. 

4.  It  appears,  therefore,  to  His  Excellency,  that,  as  the  money  he  was  directed  to  advance 
was,  in  fact,  a  loan  from  the  Crown  Revenue,  made  with  a  view  to  carry  out  the  spirit  of  the 
measure  which  had  met  with  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  it  becomes  his  duty  to 
lay  the  subject  forthwith  before  the  Legislature. 

5.  His  Excellency,  therefore,  directs  me  to  inform  you  that  he  must  decline  to  make  any 
further  advance  from  the  Crown  Reserves,  until  the  subject  shall  be  under  the  consideration  of 
the  Provincial  Parliament.

6.  I  have,  indeed,  always  spoken  of  the  aid  given  by  Her  Majesty's  Government  as  a  trrant 
because  1  so  understood  it  in  my  inter^'iews  with  Lord  Glenelg  and  Mr.  (afterwards  Sir  James^ 
Stephen,  as  stated  in  my  Letter  to  you  of  the  'J5tli  instant,  (i.age  110,  cu.te\  because  Sir  (ieor-'e 
Greys  Letter  made  no  allusion  whatever  to  that  aid  being  susp.nde.l  upon  the  compliance  of  the 
Irustees  with  certain  conditions,  and  because  that  Letter  itself  was  worded  in  accordance  with 
my  own  wislies.-I  not  suspecting,  for  one  moment,  that  legal  skill  was  hereafter  to  be  employed 
in  tlie  matter,  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  Institution,  and  to  the  disparagement  of  that  liber- 
ality which  best  comports  with  the  dignity  of  the  Britisli  Crown.  I  most  resj.ectfully  repeat  tliat 
It  13  a  circumstance,  I  believe,  without  precedent  in  the  annals  of  British  Colonial  History  for 
a  t.overiior  to  derive  his  views  of  the  instructions  of  tiie  Secre^iry  of  State  fur  the  Colonies  from 
a  private  Individual,  m.stead  of  from  the  Royal  written  instructions  before  him  —views  too

his  arrival  in  the  country,  and  had  arrived  two  days  before  the  mail,  so  that  information  of  his 
object  could  have  been  derived  from  no  other  source  than  the  very  Despatches  .which  he  then 
ilelivered,  and  winch  were  read  and  considered  twenty-four  hours  before  there  was  any  expres-

7.   I   must,  therefore,   decline  the  honour  and  re.sponsibility  of  directing  His   Excellency's 
understanding  of  Lord  Glenelg's  instructiims  from  the  9th  of  June  last  (1837),  until  the  day  be-

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fore  yesterday  morning,  when,  by  the  note  addressed  from  the  Government  House  to  tlie 
Attorney  General,  it  appears  that,  "  one  or  two  (Executive)  Councillors"  thought  that  Lord 
■Glenelg's  instructions  might  be  interpreted  as  a  *'  loan,"  as  well  as  a  "  grant,"  although  it  is 
known  that  the  people  of  Upper  Canada  have  been  appealed  to,  and  (Executive)  Councillors 
have  been  dismissed  by  His  Excellency,  because  they  insisted  upon  giving  their  advice  in  other 
than  land  matters. 

8.  Nor  do  I  think  it  foreign  to  the  present  subject  to  remark,  that,  during  my  stay  of  eight- 
■een  mimths  in  England.  I  did,  to  the  best  of  my  humble  ability  and  judgment,  and  at  the 
expense  of  much  personal  inconvenience,  bestow  diligent  attention  on  matters  of  importance  to 
the  interests  of  the  Province,  as  has  been  acknowledged  by  many  competent  judges. 

9.  The  spontaneous  exertions  of  the  general  Methodist  Body,  under  whose  auspices  the 
Upper  Canada  Academy  has  been  established,  during  a  most  eventful  crisis  of  our  Provincial 
history,  liave  been  such  as  to  render  the  present  attitude  of  His  Excellency  and  certain  Executive 
•Councillors  as  unexpected,  as  it  is  undeserved, — an  attitude,  it  will  be  remembered,  assumed  since 
the  announcement  of  His  Excellency's  retirement  from  the  Government  of  this  Province,  and 
since  the  publication  by  Ministers  of  the  NVesleyan  Methodist  Church  of  a  feasible,  but,  in  some 
tiuarters,  not  popular  plan  for  settling  the  Clergy  Reserve  (^hiestion, — an  attitude,  tlie  object  of 
which  cannot  be  mistaken,  whatever  may  be  the  reasons  assigned  for  it,  and  under  whatever 
professions  of  regard  for  the  interests  of  that  Institution,  it  may  be  assured. 

10.  And  the  present  course  adopted  by  His  Excellency  will  appear  still  more  extraordinary, 
when  it  is  recollected,  that  liis  capital  error  in  the  interpretation  of  Lord  Glenelg's  Instructions 
was  not  discovered,  nor  the  advice  of  Executive  ('ouncillors  called  for,  until  after  I  had  succeeded 
in  removing  every  variety  of  pi-evious  objection  wliich  had  been  urged  against  issuing  the 
recjuisite  Warrant  upon  the  Receiver  General,  and  even  after  His  Excellency  had,  some  weeks 
since,  assured  two  respectable  gentlemen,*  beside  n\yself,  that  he  had,  even  at  that  time, 
given  the  Receiver  General  every  necessary  authcrity  to  pay  the  amount,  without  any  further 
instructions,  or  the  issue  of  a  Warrant. 

11.  Having  thus  vindicated  myself  from  the  unexpected,  and  very  extraordinary,  imputa- 
tions involved  in  your  Letter,  1  have  only  further  to  observe,  thatl  shall,  as  in  duty  bound, 
•appeal  to  Lord  (jlenelg  hiiaself  for  the  interpretation  of  his  benevolent  intentions,  although,  in 
the  mea:i  time,  at  the  close  of  the  present  term,  the  operations  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy 
must  be  suspended,  until  his  Lordship's  pleasure  shall  have  been  obtained.     (See  next  page.)

1  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  letter  of  the  27th  instant,  which  I  have  laid 
before  His  Excellency,  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 

1.  His  Excellency,  in  reply,  desires  me  to  inform  you  that  all  you  state  as  having  transpired 
at  your  hrst  interview  with  him,  on  your  return  from  England,  is  correctly  detailed  ;  and  His 
Excellency,  having  no  other  desire  tlian  to  carry  into  effect  Lord  Glenelg's  instructions,  would, 
without  hesitation,  have  then  paid  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academj'  the  whole  of 
the  sum  directed  to  be  advanced,  had  the  fund,  on  which  the  Warrant  was  to  issue,  admitted  of 
that  disljursement, — conceiving,  as  he  did,  that  the  advance  was  to  have  been  made  as  a  grant, 

2.  His  Excellency,  up  to  the  date  of  your  aj)i)lication  of  21st  instant,  and,  indeed,  up  to 
the  present  mcnnent,  had,  and  has  every  disjiosition,  to  comply  with  the  rocjuest  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  advance  of  the  remaining  moiety  of  the  sum  in  (juestion  ;  but,  on  his  attention  having 
been  particularly  directed  to  the  terms  of  Lord  Glenelg's  Despatch,  (as  I  mentioned  to  you  in 
my  letter  of  the  2fith  instant),  he  perceived  that  he  had  hitherto  been  in  error. 

3.  It,  therefore,  became  imperative  on  His  Excellency  to  lay  the  subject  before  the  Legisla- 
ture ;  and,  it  is,  with  regret,  that  he  perceives  that  his  having  so  done  is  regarded  by  you  as  a

I  then  went  to  the  Parliament  House,  and 
found  the  Members  on  both  sides  prepared  to  say  that  it  should  be  paid  at  the  earliest  possible  moment, 
and  they  immediately  passed  a  Resolution  to  that  effect."     Page  216.

V.  Letter  from  the  lievereiid  Etjerton  Ryerson  to  Lord  OleneUj,  the  Colonial  Mirister,  dated  Kiniistoiiy 

the  8th  of  March,  IS.iS. 

It  becomes  my  duty  to  enclose  for  your  Lordship's  perusal  and  Consideration,  the  accom- 
panying Documents,  relative  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  printed  by  order  of  the  House  of 
Assembly.*  To  these  ofhcially  {)rintod  Documents,  is  added,  unoHicialiy,  an  Appendix,  which 
contains  the  proceedings  of  the  Legislative  Council,  and  of  the  House  of  AssembI}',  relative  to 
those  Documents.  ...  It  will  be  a  source  of  regret  to  your  Lordship,  that  your  benevolent 
intentions,  (in  regard  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,)  liave  been  so  greatly  retiirded,  and 
partially  defeated  ;  and  that  wo  have  had  to  contend,  publicly  and  i)rivHtoIy,  to  prevent  the 
whole  matter  from  being  wrestled  out  of  your  Lordship's  hands. 

The  object  of  the  appeal,  which  I,  at  present,  have  the  honour,  and  am  required,  to  make 
to  your  Lordship,  is  explained  at  large  in  my  Petition  to  the  Houso  of  Assembly, — especially  in 
the  first  and  last  paragraphs.  It  is,  in  brief,  to  obtain  your  decision  as  to  whether  the  aid, 
graciously  granted  by  your  Lordship  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  is  to  be 
regarded  as  a  free  grant,  or  a  loan.  His  Excellency,  8ir  Francis  Bond  Head,  has  lately  adopted 
the  latter  view.  .  .  .  On  the  contrary,  I  have  held  and  advocated  the  former  view  .  .  . 
and  the  opinion  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly  on  the  subject  [is,  that  it  is 
a  matter  entirely  between  the  Home  Government  and  the  Managers  of  the  Upper  Canada 
Academy].     .     .      .     (See  pages  121  and  123,  post.) 

I  have  (in  my  Petition)  referred  to  what  I  understood  from  your  Lordship  it  was  to  be,  and 
from  Mr.  (afterwards  Sir  James)  Stephen,  I  beg  leave,  if  perchance  it  has  escaped  your  Lord- 
ship's recollection,  to  refer  to  Mr.  Stephen,  whose  remembrance  will  probably  be  refreshed  by 
the  following  circumstance  ;  that  when  I  manifested  some  solicitude  as  to  whether  the  aid  to 
the  Upper  Canada  Academy  was  to  be  a  loan,  or  a  grant,  he  pleasantly  remarked,  that  for  two 
pence,  he  would  be  my  security  on  that  point. 

Submi  ting  this  subject  to  your  Lordship's  favourable  consideration,  without  any  further 
remark.  1  beg  respectfully  to  solicit  your  kind  attention  to  several  other  topics  connected 
With  this  matter. 

First.  (Wesleyan  Methodist  Loyalty. — Not  material  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  question.) 

Second.  The  second  topic,  to  which  I  would  beg  your  attention  is  the  enlightened  and  par- 
■ental  instructions  which  have  been  issued  by  your  Lordship,  and  by  your  Lordship's  predecessors, 
in  regard  to  the  promotion  of  the  religious  and  educational  interests  of  the  inhabiiants  of  this 
Province. 

Tliird.  The  third  topic  to  which  I  humbly  pray  your  Lordship's  most  gracious  consideration, 
,  .  .  is,  the  propriety,  and  expediency,  of  authorizing  an  annual  apjiropriation  m  aid  of  the 
Upper  Canada  Academy,  as  the  Casual  and  Territorial  Revenue  is  still  at  your  Lordshiji's  dis- 
posal.    The  reasons  for  this  are  as  follows  : — 

First.  Reason,  (Large  Grants  to  other  Churches. — Not  material  to  the  Upper  Canada 
Academy  (question). 

Second.  Ihe  peculiar  and  unparalleled  exertions  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  in  the 
establishnientof  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  and  the  real  and  luospectivc  usefulness  of  that  Insti- 
tution to  the  Province.  On  these  points  I  have  heretofore  dwelt  in  my  Communications  to 
your  Lordship.  In  conHrmatinn  of  what  I  had  stated,  I  referred  your  Lordship  last  year  to  the 
Rei)ort  of  a  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly  (in  regard  to  the  Acadeni}).  At  the  end 
of  another  year,  I  am  hajjpy  to  be  able  t«j  refer  your  Lordship  to  a  Second  Ilei»^)rt  and  Address 
adopted,  noniac  contradiccntc  by  that  House  on  the  same  subject.  1  be]ie\e  the  character  and 
claims  of  no  Institution  ever  underwent  a  more  rigid  .scrutiny  than  did  those  of  the  Upper  Can- 
ada Academy  ;  and,  yet,  I  can  now  ai)peal  to  you,  whether  every  word  that  I   have  uttered  to

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your  Lordship,  even  under  the  influence  of  the  most  deeply  interested  feelings,  is  not  more  than 
borne  out  (by  these  Reports,)  and  by  the  repeated  investigations  and  testimony  of  the  House  of 
Assembly  on  the  subject. 

Third.  A  third  reason  is,  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  has  granted,  and  continues  to- 
grant  unconditionally,  One  Thousand  pounds,  (£1,000,)  a  year  to  Upper  Canada  College,  besides  a 
landed  endowment  of  6G,000  acres,  and  other  public  aid.  Five  Hundred  pounds  (i'SOO,)  a  year 
to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  with  what  we  can  raise  by  private  subscrii)tion,  will  enable  us  tr> 
procure  Philosophical  Apparatus,  and  employ  Lecturers  on  the  several  branches  of  Science  taught 
in  the  Institution,— make  up  the  present  deficiencies  in  its  receipts,  and,  in  all  respects,  make  it 
worthy  of  its  name,  and  the  patronage  it  has  received. 

Fourth.  The  cordial  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Assembly  in  the  "often  repeated  deter- 
mination of  Her  Maje.sty's  Government,  (as  expressed  by  your  I'redecessor,)  tu  make  a  very  liberal 
appropriation  for  the  important  object  of  maintaining  suitable  establishments  for  the  educa- 
tion of  the  youth  of  this  Province."  The  whole  of  the  accompanying  papers  relative  to  the  Up- 
per Canada  Academy,  will  serve  to  show  that  patronage  and  supj^ort  to  such  objects,— granted 
by  Her  Majesty's  Government,— gives  it  vastly  more  moral  influence  over  the  public  mind  liere, 
than  even  if  the  very  same  support  originated  in  any  local  (juarter.  I  think  that,  as  a  mere 
matter  of  state  policy,  it  is  worthy  of  serious  attt-ntion,  that  such  sources  of  legitimate  and 
popular  power  in  the  Province  should  be  held  and  employed  by  Her  Majesty's  Government 
itself.  This  subject  has  been  more  deeply  impressed  upon  my  own  mind,  by  the  occur- 
rences of  the  last  few  weeks  ;  by  the  Message  of  Sir  F.  B.  Head  to  the  Legislature,  announcing 
his  removal  from  the  Government  and  the  Province.  ...  A  disposition  has  been 
stron^'ly  manifested  to  erect  a  local  Executive  influence,  in  contradistinction  to  that  of 
Her  Majesty's  Government.  1  know  that  the  object  contemplated  is  to  establish  certain  persons 
here  in  the  more  exclusive  and  absolute  possession,  and  exercise  of  executive  j)Ower,  and  ta 
extort  a  recognition  of  it  from  Her  IMajesty's  Government.  But  the  simple  circumstance  of  the 
Members  of  any  Provincial  Executive  assuming  such  an  attitude  .  .  .  evinces,  1  think,  the 
importance  of  what  is  here  suggested,  and  what  1  took  the  liberty  to  suggest  to  your  Lordship 
in  private  Letters,  which  i  addressed  to  you  about  a  year  since,  when  1  was  in  London.* 

Fifth.  I  beir,  in  the  next  place,  your  Lordship's  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  Institution, 
such  as  the  Upper  Canada  Acxdemy,  can  be  ethciciitly  supported  from  the  mere  fees  for  board 
and  tuition,  without  annual  aid,  either  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  or  from  public  apj^ropria- 
tions.  The  Upper  Canada  College,  and  every  District  (Grammar)  and  Common  School  in  the 
Province,  affords  an  illustration  of  the  truth  of  this  remark.  I  stated  this  at  length  in  my  Cor- 
respondence with  your  Lordship  on  the  suV)ject  of  the  Academy,  while  in  England;  and  to  secure 
such  assistance  was  doubtless  one  object  of  your  Lordship's  gracious  Despatch  of  the  2(ith  July, 
1837,t  of  the  benefit  of  which  His  i  xcellency,  Sir  F.  B.  Head,  had  deprived  \is  until  the  other 
day,  and,  to  which  Despatch,  I  have  reason  to  believe,  we  are  greatly  indebted  for  the  unani- 
mity of  the  House  of  Assembly  in  behalf  of  the  Acadejny. 

Sixth,  The  last  reason  which  I  will  mention  is,  the  difliculty,  if  not  impossibility,  of  getting 
any  thing  of  the  kind  through  the  Legislative  Council.  This,  my  Lord,  is  the  fact,  after  all  that 
has  been  said  by  Sir  F.  B.  Head  to  prove  that  my  "  declarations  "  of  complaint,  on  tliis  point, 
were  "  incorrect."  The  facts  given  in  my  Petition  and  the  accompanying  papers,  will  amj)ly 
satisfy  your  Lordship  that  I  was  perfectly  correct  as  to  the  only  important  point,— namely,  the 
eflect  of  the  proviso  mtroduced  into  the  Bill  to  aid  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  (while  under  the 
consideration  of  the  Leuislative  Council).  Indeed,  the  Honourable  Chief  Justice  Robinson, 
(Speaker  of  the  Council,)  told  me  the  other  day  that  the  Bill  would  have  betn  j ejected  by  the 
Council  had  it  not  been  for  the  proviscj, — that  the  proviso  was  introduced,  in  order  to  avoid  the 
ottence  which  a  total  rejection  of  the  Bill  might  give;  but,  at  the  same  time,  with  a  perfect 
knowledge,  (as  he  stated,  when  the  Bill  was  uniler  discussion,)  that  it  would  ati'ord  no  relief  to 
the  Academy,  as  there  was  a  deficiency  in  the  Revenue  to  meet  the  ordinary  claims  upon  it. 
"When  the  object  was  referred  to  a  Select  Committee  of  the  Council  this  year,  1  addressed  the 
ChairniaD  of  the  Connnittee  in  the  most  frank  and  courteous  manner. t  Every  opportunity  was 
thus  aflbrded  the  Coinicil  to  express  an  oj)inion  in  favour  of  aiding  the  Upper  Canada  Academy, 
if  it  were  not  hostile  to  such  a  measure.  But,  although  by  writing,  and.  afterivards,  by  personal 
interview,  I  succeeded  in  inducing  the  Committee  not  to  take  up  the  ditierences  between  the

ti  c.  the  Honourable  James  Godon.  See  pages  t56-70  of  the  Petition  of  the  Reverend  EgertonRyer- 
Bon  and  other  papers  in  this  case,  printed  by  order  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  1838. 
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Lieutenant  Governor,  the  Council  and  myself,  yet,  not  the  slightest  opinion  in  favour  of  aiding  the 
Academy,  was  expressed  by  the  Coumiittee,  or  by  the  Council.  On  the  other  liand,  1  was  in- 
formed by  Mr.  Henry  lUittan,  tlic  Cliairuian  of  ihu  Committee  of  the  House  (»f  As.senibly  on 
the  subject  of  the  Acac'emy.  tliat  the  loan  propo.sed  last  year  would  have  been  a  grant,  had  it  not 
lieen  for  the  strong  opposition  of  Mr.,  (now  Mr.  Ju.stice  Jonas,)  Jones  ;— but  it  was  the  unanimous 
intention  of  that  Committee  to  get  it  converted  into  a  grant  at  another  Session  ;  and  your  Lordship 
will  perceive,  (from  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  tlie  Assembly,)  liiat  there  will  be  no  ditiiculty, 
by  formal  ])etition,  t<j  obtain  the  vote  of  that  Ikanch  of  the  Legislature  in  favour  of  an  annual  aj)- 
pro))riation  to  the  .\cademy  ;  but  I  really  see  no  prospect  of  succeeding  in  the  Council. 

To  avoid  then  these  local  collisions  and  embarrassments,  and  for  the  other  more  weighty 
reasons  assigned,  I  am  induced  to  submit  the  whole  matter  t<t  your  Lordship.  It  was  j)roposed 
that  the  Trustees  of  the  Academy,  as  a  body,  should  petition  your  Lonlship,  and  that  I  again 
should  proceed  to  London  on  the  subject  ;  but,  to  that  j)ropo8al,  I  could  not  consent  ;  nor  did 
I  think  your  Lordshijt  would  recjuire  it.  Therefore,  in  accordance  with  my  suggestion,  they 
left  the  matter  with  me  to  address  your  Lordship  in  this  manner,  for  the  following,  as  well  as 
for  the  reason  just  assigned. 

1st  That  the  answer  of  your  Lordship  would  obviously  be  based  upon,  or  arise  from  the 
examination  of  the  Report  and  Address  of  the  House  of  Assembly  itself,  the  Royal  liberality 
would,  therefore,  appear  in  the  Country  as  a  spontaneous  exercise,  and  a  great  additional  moral, 
influence — and  could  give  no  oflFence  to  the  Legislative  Council,  or  be  construed  into  a  slight 
•upon  that  Branch  of  the  Local  Legislature,  as  the  Upper  Canada  College  has  been  endowed  by 
Royal  authority  in  the  same  manner. 

Before  concluding  this  Communication,  I  beg  to  say  a  word  or  two  in  respect  to  myself.  .  . 
Your  Lordship  in  your  Despatch  of  the  23rd  August  1837.  (Page  108,  ante,)(\id  me  an  act  of  justice, 
for  which  I  feel  truly  grateful,  in  stating  that  you  conceived  it  possible  to  make  an  "intentional" 
■"  misstatement,"  in  respect  to  the  proceedings  of  that  Council.  The  accompanying  papers, 
contain  ample  evidence  that  my  statement  was  substantially  and  morally  correct,  as  well  as  in 
Accordance  with  the  information  I  had  received. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  repeat,  that  the  two  points  respectfully  submitted  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  Upper  Canada  Acad'smy  and  myself  to  yourLordship's  favourable  consideration  are  : — 1.  The 
light  in  which  the  grant  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  of  Four  Thousand,  One  Hundred  pounds, 
<£'4,100,)  is  to  be  viewed,  either  as  a  free  grant,  or  as  a  loan  ?  2.  An  annual  appropriation  in 
support  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy*.     .     .

Note.  There  is  no  record,  or  other  evidence,  among  Doctor  Ryerson's 
papers,  v/hich  he  left  with  me,  that  an  answer  was  received  by  hira  to  this  Com- 
munication. There  is  evidence,  however,  that  it  was  received  by  Lord  Qlenelg  : 
Sir  George  Arthur,  who  succeeded  Sir  F.  B.  Head,  as  Lieutenant  Governor,  in  a 
Letter  from  his  Secretary,  the  Honourable  John  Macaulay,  dated  the  14th  of  July, 
1838,  called  Doctor  Ryerson's  attention  to  the  circumstance  of  his  having  written 
the  foregoing  Letter  to  Lord  Glenelg,  without  having  furnished  him  with  a  copy 
of  it.  Doctor  Ryerson's  reply,  was  to  the  effect  that  the  Letter  which  he  had 
written  was  one  which  referred  entirely  to  what  had  transpired  previously  to 
Sir  George  Arthur's  arrival  in  the  Province.  Doctor  Ryerson  also  stated,  in  his 
reply  to  Sir  George  Arthur,  that,  in  his  last  interview  with  Sir  James  Stephen, 
on  Lord  Glenelg's  behalf — he  being  ill — he  referred  to  the  propriety  of  his  making 
Communications  to  him  on  Canadian  affaii-s,  after  his  return  to  Canada,  as  he  had 
done  while  in  England.  Sir  James  Stephen  said  that  there  would  be  no  impro- 
priety in  his  doing  so,  and  that  Lord  Glenelg  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  him. 
He  added  that  I  "  must  address  any  Letter  to  Lord  Glenelg  himself,  and  not  him," 
(Sir  James  Stephen).

February  1st  1838.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Henry  Ruttan,  seconded  by  Mr.  James  R.  Arm- 
strong, it  w;i.8  ordered,— That  the  Message  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  fJovernor,  (dated 
the  27th  of  January.  1838,)  together  with  the  accompanying  Documents,  upon  the  subject  of  the 
Ujiper  Canada  Academy,  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee,  to  be  composed  of  Messieurs 
"William  H.  Draper,  Solicitor  General,  James  R.  Armstrong,  George  H.  Detlor  and  George  S. 
Boulton,  with  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  and  to  report  thereon. 

Fehrvani  3rd  1838.  The  Petition  of  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson  dated  the  2nd  of 
February,  1838,  was  brought  up  by  Mr.  James  R.  Armstrong,  and  laid  on  the  Table. 

Mr.  Henry  Ruttan,  seconded  by  Mr.  George  H .  Detlor,  moves  that  the  Petition  of  the 
Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson  be  read  forthwith,  and  that  the  41st  rule  of  this  Hou-se  be  dispensed 
with  so  far  as  relates  to  the  same,  which  was  carried,  and  the  Petition  of  the  Reverend  Egerton 
Ryerson,  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Conference,  praying  the  House  to  recommend  to  His^ 
Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  the  payment  of  Two  Thousand  and  Fifty  pounds,  (£2,050),^ 
according  to  Lord  Glenelg's  Instructions,  being  the  remaining  moiety  of  a  sum  authorised  to  be 
advanced  in  aid  of  tlie  Upper  Canada  Academy,  was  read. 

Mr.  Henry  Ruttan,  seconded  by  Mr.  Ogle  R.  Gowan,  moves  that  Two  Hundred  copies  of 
the  Petition  of  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson,  together  with  the  Lieutenant  Governor's  Message 
of  the  27th  ultimo  referred  to,  and  the  accompanying  Documents,  be  printed  for  the  use  of 
members.  On  which  the  Yeas  and  Nays  were  taken  as  follows  : — Yeas  27  Nays  4  :  Messieurs 
Mahlon  Burwell,  John  S.  Cartwright,  Alexander  McLean  and  William  H.  Draper,  Solicit. ,r 
General  ;  majority  in  favour  of  the  motion,   23.* 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Henry  Ruttan,  seconded  by  Mr.  George  H  Detlor  it  was  ordered—  That 
the  Petition  of  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson  be  referred  to  the  Select  Committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor's  Message  of  the  27th  ultimo,  relating  to 
the  Upper  Canada  Academy. 

Mr.  John  S.  Cartwright,  seconded  by  Mr.  William  H.  Draper  Solicitor  General,  moves, 
that  an  Immble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency,  praying  that  His  E.\cellency  will  be 
pleased  to  transmit  to  this  Ilouse  any  other  Document  in  his  possession,  relative  to  the  aid  to 
the  Upper  Canada  Academy  ; — and  that  Messieurs  Henry  Sherwood  and  Edmund  Murney  be 
a  Committee  to  draft,  report,  and  present  the  same.

Mr.  Edmund  Murney,  from  the  Committee  to  draft  and  report  an 
Address  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  praying  for  further  information  respecting 
the  aid  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  reported  a  draft,  which  was  received  and  re;id  twice,  and 
ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time  this  da}'. 

February  7th  1838.  Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Address  to  His  Excellency 
the  Lieutenant  Governor,  for  further  information,  respecting  the  aid  to  the  Ipper  Canada 
Academy,  was  rea<l  the  third  time  and  passed,  and  is  as  follows  :

On  motion  of  Mr.  Henry  Ruttan,  seconded  by  Mr.  George  H.  Detlor,  it  was  ordered — That 
tlie  furtlier  Correspondence  transmitted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  upon  the  subject  of  the 
Upper  Canada  Academy,  be  referred  to  the  Select  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  His  Excel- 
lency's Message,  with  accompanying  Documents,  on  the  same  subject. 

J  cbnianj  19th  18.i8.  Pursuant  to  tlie  Order  of  the  Day,  the  House  was  again  put  into  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole  on  that  i)art  of  the  Journals  of  last  Winter  Session  which  relates  t(j  the 
Ilei)ortof  the  Select  Committee  on  the  Clergy  Reserves,  Mr.  Charles  Richardson  in  the  chair. 
The  House  having  resumed.  .  .  .  (An  amendment  to  the  Resolution  which  had  been  sub- 
mitted having  been  negatived,  a  second  amendment  was  proposed,  as  follows) 

Moved  in  amendment,  by  Mr.  William  H.  Merritt,  seconded  by  Mr.  John  Mcintosh,  that 
the  whole  be  ex])unged  and  the  following  inserted  : — 

"  Whereas  His  Majesty's  Government  was  jileased,  in  the  year  1797-8,  to  grant  twelve 
Townships  of  land,  (about  643,000  acres,)  for  the  purpose  of  endowing  Free  Grammar  Schools 
within  the  different  Districts  of  this  Province,  and,  in  due  course  of  time,  to  the  endowment  of 
an  University  ; — and 

Whereas  225,000  acres  of  these  lands  were  appropriated  to  the  endowment  of  a  University, 
(King's  College,)  also  66,000  Acres  of  land  for  Minor  College,  as  an  appendage  to  that  Institu- 
tion,  of  the  choicest  and  most  valuable  of  those  Lands,  leaving  only  228,000  acres  of  indifferent 
lands,  remotely  situated,  for  the  support  of  Grammar  Schools  and  general  Education,  contrary 
to  the  interests  and  feelings  of  the  great  body  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  Province  ; — and 

Whereas  His  Majesty's  Government  has  been  pleased  to  call  upon  this  House  to  distribute 
the  fund  arising  from  the  [sa)e  of  the]  Clergy  Reserves,  for  the  Spiritual  and  temporal  interests 
of  His  Majesty's  faithful  subjects  in  this  Province, — be  it 

Resolved  That  this  object  would  be  best  effected  by  ai»propriating  the  proceeds  of  250,000 
acres  for  the  support  of  Grammar  Schools  within  the  several  Districts  in  this  Province,  out  of 
the  first  proceeds  of  the  2,354,000  acres  of  land,  which  it  is  contemplated  by  this  Legislature  to 
be  reinvested  in  the  Crown." 

On  which  the  Yeas  and  Nays  were  taken,  as  follows  :  Yeas,  18  ;  Nays,  19.  The  question 
of  amendment  was  decided  in  the  negative  by  a  majority  of  one. 

February  21st  1S3S.  Mr.  Henry  Ruttan,  from  the  Select  Committee  to  which  was  referred 
the  Messages  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  dated  the  27th  of  January,  1838,  and 
the  5th  and  16th  of  February.  1838,  with  the  Documents  respecting  the  Upper  Canada  Academy, 
and  also  the  Petition  of  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson,  dated  the  2nd  of  February.  1838,  pre- 
sented a  Repcjrt,  and  the  draft  of  an  Address  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  on  the 
subject.     The  Rei)ort  was  received  and  was  read,  as  follows  : — 

To  the  Honourable  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada. 

The  Select  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  Message  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieuten- 
ant Governor,  of  the  27th  ultimo,  with  the  accompanying  Despatch  and  Documents,  upon  the 
subject  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academj',  beg  leave  to  report : — 

2.  That,  it  appears  the  prosperity  of  this  Institution  has  been  a  mutter  of  solicitude  with  his 
late  Majesty's  Government,  so  long  ago  as  in  July  1836,  for,  in  a  Despatch  to  Sir  F.  B.  Head, 
dated  26th  of  that  month,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  expresses  his  high  sense  of  the — 

*'  Exertions  which  have  been  made  by  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  for  the  promotion  of  Education 
in  Upper  Canada,  and  his  lively  intereBt  in  the  auccessof  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  and  also,  his  sincere 
desire  that  it  may  not  be  left  without  such  pecuniary  aid,  as  may  be  necessary  for  its  support."  (Page  240 
of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History.) 

3.  And  in  these  sentiments  and  desires,  so  strongly  expressed,  his  Lordship  was  only  carry- 
ing out  tlie  declared  policy  of  His  Majesty's  Government  upon  thesubject  of  Education  in  the 
year  1832,  when,  by  a  Royal  Despatch,  dated  the  8th  of  November  of  that  year,  he  declared  that  : 

"  There  la  no  one  object  which  should  be  had  more  at  heart  than  the  diffusion  of  sound  knowledge,  in 
the  legitimate  and  most  enlarged  sense  01  the  term. "  "  This  is  not  merely,"  his  Lordship  proceeds,  "the 
first  and  legitimate  interest  of  society,  but  is  essential  to  the  right  use,  and  peaceable  enjoyment,  of  every 
civil  and  social  privilege.  "-(/6(cZ,  page  112  ) 
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"  That  all  possible  encourag^ement  should  be  given  to  every  '  scheme  for  the  extension  of  Education 
amongst  tho  youth  of  the  Province,  and,  especially,  amongst  the  poorest  and  most  destitute  of  their  number, 
■which  may  bo  suggested  from  any  quarter,  with  a  reasonable  prospfcct  of  promoting  that  great  design  ;  all 
minr)r  distinctions  should  be  merged  in  a  general  union  for  this  important  onrl  ;  and,  at  the  heiid  of  that 
*mion,  the  Local  Government  should  be  found,  encouraging  and  guiding,  and,  to  the  utmost  of  its  power, 
assisting,  all  the  efforts  which  may  be  made  to  create,  or  to  foster,  intellectual  enjoyments  and  pursuits."* 

4.  In  accordanco  with  thcso  views,  and  in  pursuance  of  a  subsequent  Despatcli  from  Lord 
Glenelj,',  dated  the  28th  April  last,  (1837  ;  See.i)age  103,  aiU>;,)  requesting  His  Excellency  t<j 

"  Advance  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  the  amount  of  the  loan  intended  to  have  been 
granted  by  the  IJill,"  (which  passed  Your  Honourable  House,  during  the  first  Session  of  this  Parliament,) 
'  out  of  any  unappropriated  portion  of  the  Casual  and  Territorial  llevenue  of  this  Province." 

His  Excellency  did,  in  November  last,  (1837;  See  page  1 12,  ante,)  issue  his  Warrant  in  favour 
of  the  Trustees  for  tho  sum  of  Two  Thousandand  Fifty  pounds ;  (£2,050,)  being  one-Iialfof  the  sum 
which  His  Excellency  was  reciuired  to  advance  ; — the  fund  not  being  aulhcient,  at  tiiat  time,  to 
meet  the  whole  demand. 

5.  It  appeal's  that,  upon  application  being  made  some  time  afterwards  for  a  Warrant  for 
the  residue,  His  Excellency  declined  complying  with  the  ro((ue8t,  upon  tho  ground  that  it  had 
been  «uggested  to  him,  that  this  aid  was  intended  as  a  loan  only,  and  not  as  a  grant,  as  had  been 
prtsumed. 

6.  It  is  in  consequence  of  this  misunderstanding,  as  Your  Committee  suppose,  that  His 
Excellency  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has  brought  the  matter  under  the  consideration  of  tho 
HouBe  of  Assembly. 

7.  Whether  this  aid  was  intended  to  be  a  loan,  or  a  grant,  tlie  Committee  do  not  offer  an 
opinion  ;  but  they  cannot  help  remarking,  that  although  grants  are  constantly  being  made  from 
this  fund,  there  is  no  precedent  as  your  Committee  believe,  for  a  loan.f 

b.  It  is  j>erfectly  clear,  however,  that  the  Colonial  Secretary  of  State  intended  that  the  sum 
should  be  advanced  as  so<m  as  the  fund  should  admit  of  it,  in  order,  (to  use  his  own  words,)  "  to 
prevent  embarrassment  to  the  Institution  ;"  and,  it  is  in  this  view,  and  the  embarrassment  likely 
to  ensue,  should  the  time  of  its  payment  be  longer  protracted,  that  the  Committeo  recommena 
an  Address  to  be  passed  by  your  Honourable  House,  requesting  that  His  Excellency  will  issue 
the  necessary  Warrant  for  the  remaining  moiety  of  the  money. 

9.  The  Committee  thought  it  right,  in  order  to  jilaee  the  perilous  situation  of  the  Academy, 
and  the  Trustees  individually,  before  your  Honourable  House,  to  call  before  them  the  Reverend 
Mr.  John  Beatty,  who  is  Agen^  for  the  Institution,  and  who  states,  that,  with  a  very  triHing  excep- 
tion, the  only  means  by  which  the  Institution  can  be  kept  open,  even  during  the  current  quarter,  is 
the  credit  which  the  Trustees,  as  individuals,  can  obtain  with  tho  Banks  and  individuals  ;  and 
to  whom  they  aro  at  this  moment  defaulters  to  the  amount  of.  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred 
and  Forty  Two  pounds,  Two  Shillings  and  Four  pence,  (£2,542.2.4,)  as  follows  :  —

11.  Your  Committee  have  thus  given  a  brief  view  of  the  matter  submitted  to  them  ;  and 
they  consider  it  quite  unnecessary,  at  this  time,  to  enter  at  largo  upon  the  benefits  likely  to

tQuery,  as  to  the  Loan  made  to  the  Grantham  Academy,  See  pages  55,  74  and  81,  ante 
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result  to  the  Province  from  this  Seminary  of  Learning,  as  the  experience  of  the  past  year  has 
more  than  justified  the  anticipations  of  the  Select  Committee  of  your  Honourable  House,  wh» 
reported  upon  this  subject  durin»  the  last  winter's  Session,  and  to  which  Report  Your  Honour- 
able House  is  respectfully  referred.* 

12.  Your  Committee  need  not  point  out  the  disadvantages  under  which  this  Institution 
labours  at  tlie  commencement  of  its  ojierations  :  They  are  those  which  are  common  to  all  Institu- 
tions of  a  similar  kind, — and  the  principal  of  which  is,  the  outlay  of  a  large  capital  to  meet  accru- 
ing outstandim;  debts,  and  without  which  it  cannot  succeed. 

13.  Upwards  of  Nine  Thousand  pounds,  (,£9,000,)  has  been  laid  out  upon  the  Building  at 
Cobourg,  and  its  Furniture. 

14.  The  exertions  of  the  Wealeyan  Methodist  Church  in  the  accomplishment,  so  far,  of  this 
object,  are  unparalleled  ;  and  in  the  words  of  the  Report  before  alluded  to,  "  it  is  the  greatest 
undertaking  hitherto  successfully  prosecuted  in  this  Province  by  means  of  ^'oluntary  contribu- 
tions alone." 

15.  Having  thus  expressed  their  opinion  on  the  general  subject  of  those  Documents,  Your 
Committee  have  only  to  make  a  brief  remark  on  the  Petition  of  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson, 
which  has  also  been  referred  to  them.f 

16.  Your  Committee  treat  that  Petition  as  merely  coming  from  an  Individual,  and  not  from 
the  Methodists  as  a  Body,  or  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  ;  and  Your  Com- 
mittee have  not,  therefore  felt  it  of  sufficient  importance  to  demand  an  investigation  into  its 
merits,  which  could  not  lead  to  any  beneficial  results,  and  which  might  tend  to  embarrass  the 
interests  which  Mr.  Ryerson,  no  doubt  desires  to  advocate  and  promote. 

17.  At  the  same  time.  Your  Committee  cannot  but  express  their  regret  that  Mr.  Ryerson 
should  have  thought  it  necessary  to  make  observations  such  as  the  Petition  contains.  +

House.  The  Petition  after  detailing  the  result  of  interviews  and  Correspondence  with  the  Colonial  Secretary 
in  regard  to  a  grant  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  arrains  Sir  Francis  Head  for  his  apparent  desire  to 
evade  the  duty  imixjsed  upon  him  by  the  Colonial  Secretary,  of  paying  over  the  promised  grant  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Academy. 

+In  a  Letter,  dated  the  8th  of  March  1838,  which  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson  addressed  to  Lord 
Glenelg,  the  Colonial  Minister,- -as  he  had,  in  a  Letter,  dated  the  27th  of  January,  1838  (page  112,  antf), 
intimated  to  Sir  Francis  Bond  Head,  through  Mr.  Secretary  Joseph,  that  he  would  do.  In  that  Letter  to 
the  Colonial  Minister,  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson  said  :  "  The  concluding  paragraph  of  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly  on  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  was  agreed  to  in  the  first 
instance  without  that  paragraph;  I  having  consentwi,  in  deference  to  the  feelings  of  the  Committee,  to 
forego  the  investigation  of  the  personal  affair  between  His  Excellency  and  myself,  if  they  thought  proper  to 
consider  the  case  of  the  Academy  without  any  reference  to  it— leaving  every  man  to  judge  from  the  Corres- 
pondence itself.  T\vo  weeks  passed  with  that  understanding — the  Report  was  drawn  up  accordingly  ;  bub 
the  day  before  the  intended  presentation  of  the  Report,  and  within  a  week  of  the  expected  close  of  the 
Session,  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor  General,  (Messieurs  C.  A.  Hagernian  and  W.  H.  Draper,)  informed  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  that,  if  he  recommended  the  interest  of  the  Academy  according  to  the  prayer 
of  the  Petition,  vyithout  some  exoneration  of  His  Excellency  from  the  odium  in  which  the  Petition  and 
Correspondence  involveil  him,  they,  as  OflBcers  of  the  Government,  must  oppose  it.  They  then  drew  up  a 
paragraph,  such  as  they  would  require,  in  order  to  induce  the  Law  Officers  of  the  C'rown  to  support  the 
other  parts  of  the  Report.  The  Committee  kindly  invited  me  in  to  examine  it.  On  perceiving  that  it 
reflected  up(jn  my  "discretion,"  my  "feelines,"  and  indirectly  upon  my  statements,  1  objected  to  the 
introduction  of  anything  of  the  kind,  unless  they  investigated  the  facts  of  the  Petition,  and  would  let  the 
evidence  go  along  with  the  opinions  they  might  think  propsr  to  express  .  .  .— ,  The  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  at  length  proposed  a  compromise.  I  then  erased  about  one  half  of  the  pttragrai)h,  and  modified 
the  rest,  as  it  appears  in  the  Report,  and  I  said  I  would  not  object  to  that,  as  it  assigned  my  petitioning  as 
a  private  individual,  as  the  reason  for  not  proceeding  with  the  investigation,  and  did  not  justify  the 
Governor,  but  left  the  reader  to  judge  as  he  pleased  of  the  merits  of  the  Petititm.  After  a  lengthened  dis- 
cussion. .  .  .  The  Committee  separated  ;  next  morning  the  Crown  Otticers  consented  to  the  paragraph 
as  I  had  modified  it.  .  .  .  The  Crown  Officers  had  a  duty  to  discharge,  and  which  seemed  to  have  been 
pressed  upon  them.  I  blame  them  not  for  doing  what  they  did  as  the  othcial  advocates  of  Hia 
Excellency.     .     .     . 
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Febniary  22nd  1S38.  Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Addrosato  Hi.s  Excellency,  tlio 
Lieutenant  Governor,  respecting  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  was  read  the  third  tiini-  and  passed, 
and  is  as  follows  : — 

To  His  Excellency  Sir  Francvs  Bond  Head  Lieutetmnt  Governor  of  Upper  Canadtt,  etc. 

May  it  please  Your  Excellency  : 

We,  Her  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  tlie  Commons  of  Upper  Canada,  in  Provin- 
cial Parliament  assembled,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  state,  that,  in  accorrliince  with  Your 
Excellency's  desire,  that  the  attention  of  the  House  of  Assembly  should  ho  directed  to 
the  matter  regarding  the  aid  to  be  afforded  to  the  Upi)er  Canada  Academy,  as  containefl 
in  the  Despatch  of  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  of  the  28th  April 
last,  (1837)  and  transmitted  by  Your  Excellency  to  this  House  on  the  27th  ultimo,  re'iiiesting 
Your  Excellency  to  advance  to  the  Trustees  of  that  Institutif)n.  "The  amomit  of  the  Loan 
intended  to  have  been  granted  by  the  Bill,"  which  passed  this  House  of  Absombly  and  Legis- 
lative Council,  during  the  first  Session  of  this  Parliament,  from  any  unappropiiated  iiortion  of 
the  Casual  and  Territorial  llovenue  of  the  Province  ;  the  House  of  Assembly,  after  giving  iho 
matter  due  consideration,  expresses  its  hope  that  Your  Excellency  will  feel  justified  in  issuing 
Your  Warrant  in  favour  of  the  Trustees,  for  the  remainint;  moiety  of  the  sum  oi  Four  Thousand, 
One  Hundred  pounds,  (£4,100,)  which  Your  Excellency  has  been  directed  by  Lord  Gleuelg  to 
advance,  in  order  to  obviate  all  risk  of  erabarraament  to  the  Academy. 

2.  The  House  of  Assembly  duly  appreciates  the  anxious  desire  which  is  manifested  by  His 
Lordship,  and  so  fullv  concurred  in  by  Your  Excellency,  to  extend  assistance  to  the  Upper 
Canada  Academy  in  this  pressing  emergency  of  its  affairs,  and,  more  especially  so,  for  the  reason 
that  it  is  an  Institution  solely  for  the  Education  of  youth,  and,  in  the  words  of  the  Report  of 
the  Select  Committee  of  this  House  of  last  year  : — "  It  is  the  greatest  undertaking  hither- 
to successfully  prosecuted  in  the  Province  by  means  of  voluntary  contribution  alone."  (See 
page  54,  ante.) 

3.  The  House  of  Assembly,  moreover,  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  sjjirited  individuals  are 
deepl}'  involved  in  the  pecuniary  embarrassment  which  the  withholding  of  this  money  will 
occasion,  and  it  feels  assured  that  Your  Excellency,  under  these  circumstances,  and,  keeping  in 
view  the  declared  reason  for  the  immediate  advance  of  this  mojiey,  expressed  by  the  noble 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  and  in  the  often-repeated  determination  of  Her  Majesty's 
Government.  "  to  make  a  very  liberal  appropriation  for  the  important  object  of  maintaining 
suitable  establishments  for  the  education  of  youth  of  the  Province  "  will  order  the  remaining 
sum  of  Two  Thousand  and  Fifty  pounds,  (£2,050),  to  be  advanced,  leaving  it  to  be  decided  by 
His  Lordship  whether  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Home  Government  tliat  such  advance  should 
be  a  loan,  or  a  grant,  a  matter  upon  which  the  House  abstains  from  ofiering  an  opinion.

The  Legislative  Council  desire  the  Conference  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  to  the  House  of 
Assembly  that  they  agree  with  them  that  the  people  of  every  country  should  be  made  to  con- 
tribute, in  proi)ortion  to  their  means,  for  the  support  of  General  Education,  and  thus  enable 
the  poorer  class  of  society  to  receive  instruction,  which,  without  some  well  established  system 
endowed  by  law,  they  can  never  obtain. 

2.  With  this  declaration  of  its  opinion  the  Legislative  Council  have  to  acquaint  the  House 
of  Assembly  that  they  cannot  pass  the  bill  intituled  :  '  An  Act  to  Repeal  the  several  Laws 
heretofore  existing  relative  to  Common  Schools,  and  to  provide  for  the  Establishment,  Main- 
tenance and  Sui)port  of  Couunon  Schools  throughout  this  Province,'  because  it  proi)oses  to  levy 
an  assessment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Justices  of  tho  Peace,  to  the  extent  of  a  penny  half- 
penny in  the  pound,  to  8up])ort  Common  Schools  ;  and,  as  Acts  have  lately  passed  imposing  addi- 
tional rates  on  the  inhabitants  of  several  of  the  Districts  for  tho  purpose  of  defraying  the  expense 
of  building  Gaols  and  Court  Houses,  and  for  tho  construction  of  Macadamized  Roads,  the  Legis- 
lative Council  fear  that  the  proposed  assessment  for  Common  School  Education  might  be  found 
burthensome  in  the  present  disturbed  state  of  our  public  affairs,  and,  therefore,  it  may  be  thought 
inexpedient  to  add  immediately  to  the  District  assessments  for  this  purpose,  important  as  the 
object  may  be."* 

March  1st,  1S3S.— Mr.  Mahlon  Burwell,  seconded  by  Mr.  William  Salmon,  moves  that  he 
have  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  jjrovide  for  Common  Schools,  for  the  year  1838,  and  that  the 
31st  Rule  of  this  House  be  dispensed  with  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  same.  Which  was 
granted,  and  the  Bill  was  read  the  first  time. 

Mr.  Mahlon  Burwell,  seconded  by  Mr.  Edward  W.  Thomson,  moves  that  this  Ccimmon 
School  lUll  be  now  read  a  second  time,  and  that  the  40th  Ride  of  this  House  be  dispensed  with

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chair.  The  House  having  resumed,  the  Chainiian  reported  that  tlie  Committee  had  gone 
througli  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  amended  the  same,  and  submitted  it  for  the  ad'ij)tioii  of  the 
House.  The  Report  was  received,  and  it  was  ordered— That  the  l»ill  be  engrossed  and  read  a 
third  time  to-morrow.

— On  motion  made  and  seconded,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  several  Mes- 
sages of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  transmitting  the  copy  of  a  Despatch  from 
Her  Majesty's  Government,  and  other  Documents  on  the  subject  of  the  Upper  Canada  Academy, 
received  by  this  House  on  the  twenty-seventh  ultimo,  and  on  the  fifth  instant,  respectively,  be 
referred  to  a  Select  Committee  to  report  thereon.  It  was  further  ordered,  that  the  Honourable 
Messieurs  James  Gordon,  William  Morris  and  John  S.  Macaulay,  do  compose  the  said  Com- 
mittee lor  that  purpose. 

Note. — A  Letter  was  addressed  by  the  Reverend  Egerton  Ryerson  to  the 
Honourable  John  Beverley  Robinson,  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Council,  on  the 
15th  of  February,  1838,  in  regard  to  the  grant  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy. 
It  was  as  follows : — 

As  His  Excellency  Sir  Francis  Head  has,  I  understand,  sent  down  to  the  Honourable  the 
Legislative  Council,  several  Documents  calculated  to  excite  unfriendly  feelings  in  the  minds  of 
the  Members  of  the  House  against  me,  (in  regard  to  the  case  of  the  U[)per  Canada  Academy 
grant),  I  take  the  liberty  to  enclose  a  copy  of  yesterday's  Christian  Guardian.  You  will  find  in 
it  several  letters  which  His  Excullency  has  not  as  yet  thought  i)roper  to  transmit  to  the  Legis- 
lature, although  the  House  of  Assembly  addressed  him  for  them  several  days  since  ;  and, 
altlumgh  I  enclosed  copies  of  two  or  three  of  them  to  the  Government  House  (for  that  p;jrpo8e), 
I  have  a  letter  from  Mr.  Secretary  Joseph,  dated  last  week,  saying  they  should  be  immediately 
sent  down. 

My  hope  is,  that  if  the  Legislative  Council  take  up  the  subject  of  the  Upper  Canada 
Academy,  and  if  the  majority,  who  voted  for  the  amendment  in  the  Bill  of  last  Session,  were  not 
unfriendly  to  the  Institution,  they  will  state  their  real  intentions,  and  recommend  such  relief, 
as  well  as  such  annual  assistance  for  the  Upper  Canada  Academy,  as  is  obviously  necessary  to 
secure  the  etticient  operations  of  any  such  Institution,  especially  in  its  infancy,  and  in  a  new 
country. 

If  it  be  a  fact,  that  a  majority  of  the  Legislative  Council  are  not  unfriendlj'  to  the  Upper 
Canada  Academy,  but,  on  the  contrary,  are  disposed  to  aid  it,  no  one  will  rejoice  more  than 
myself  to  recall,  in  the  most  j)ublic  and  strongest  maimer,  the  intimations  I  have  made  to  the 
reverse.  And  it  would  afford  myself  and  my  friends  peculiar  satisfaction  to  have  the  opportunity 
to  extend  directly  and  publicly  to  the  Legislative  Council  that  cordial  support  that  we  have  dune 
to  the  Institutions  of  the  Province  generally.      .     .

:8hall  be  advanced  from  the  Crown  Revenues,  as  a  grant,  or  a  loan,  is  one  with  which  the  Legis- 
lati\e  Council  has  nothing  to  do. 
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Whether  it  ia  intended  by  the  Legislative  Council,  to  take  any,  and  wliat  notice  of  tho 
Correspondence  you  rofer  to,  is  wholly  unknown  to  n»o,  and,  if  it  docs  become  a  matter  of  dis- 
cussion, 1  have  but  one  rule  of  proceeding  on  such  occasions,  which  ia,  to  do  what  appears  to  me 
to  be  right  upon  the  facts  and  statements  before  me  at  the  time.     .     .     .

— Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Bill  intituled  ;  "An  Act  to 
Repeal  tlio  several  Laws  heretofore  existing  relative  to  Common  Schools,  and  to  provide  for  tho 
Estiiblishriient,  Maintenance  and  Support  of  ComuK^n  Schools  throughout  this  Province"  ;  was 
read  a  second  time  ;  and  it  was  ordered — That  the  iIou.se  be  put  into  Committee  of  the  Whole 
to-morrow,  to  take  the  same  into  consideration. 

Ftbnianj  Kith,  18-18. — Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  House  was  put  into  a  Com-

Febrnary  SOth,  1838.— The  Honourable  William  Morris,  from  the  Select  Committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  several  Messages  of  His  Excellency,  the  Lieutenant  (Governor,  trans- 
mitting the  copy  of  a  Despatch  from  Her  Majesty's  Government,  and  other  Documents  on  tlio 
subject  of  tho  Upper  Canada  Academy,  presented  their  Report,  and  it  was  orderetl,  that  it  be 
received  ;  and,  the  same  was  then  read  as  follows  : —

The  Select  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Documents  sent  down  by  His  Excellency 
the  Lieutenant  Governor,  relating  to  the  Upper  Canada  Academy  at  Cobourg,  most  respectfully 
beg  leave  to  report  :  That  they  have  perused  the  Corresi)ondcnce  which  has  taken  place  on  the 
4subject.  The  prtjceedings  of  the  Legislative  Council  on  the  Bill  sent  up  from  the  House  of 
Assembly,  last  year,  to  grant  a  loan  to  the  Institution  under  consideration,  are  correctly  detailed 
by  His  Excellency's  Despatch  to  the  Colonial  Secretary  of  the  20th  July  last.  (See  page  100,  (uite).

Febrvary  SSniL  ISSS. — Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  House  was  again  put  into  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  upon  the  Bill  intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  Repeal  the  several  Laws  here- 
tofore existing,  relative  to  Common  Schools,  and  to  provide  for  the  Establishment,  Maintenance 
and  Support  of  Common  Schools  throughout  this  Province,"  together  with  the  Report  of  the 
Select  Committee  thereon.  The  Honourable  James  Crooks  took  the  chair.  After  some  time 
the  House  resumed,  without  reporting  any  action  on  the  Bill. 

Note. — By  this  Act  of  the  Committee,  in  not  reporting  on  the  Bill,  it  was. 
dropped  for  the  time.  It  was,  however,  brought  up  again,  at  the  next  sitting  of 
the  Council,  and  a  Committee  of  Conference  with  the  House  of  Assembly  was 
appointed  by  the  Council.

— It  was  moved  and  seconded,  that  a  Conference  be  requested  with 
the  Commons  Ht>u8e  of  Assembly,  on  the  subject  matter  of  the  Bill  intituled  :  "An  Act  to 
Repeal  the  several  Laws  heretofore  existing,  relative  to  Common  Schools,  and  to  provide  for 
the  Establishment,  Maintenance  and  Support  of  Common  Schools  throughout  this  Province." 
in  amendment  thereto,  it  was  moved  and  seconded,  that  the  said  Bill  be  restored  to  the  Orders 
of  the  Day. 

The  question  of  concurrence  being  put  on  the  amendment,  it  was  carried  in  the  negative  ;

on  their  part,  who  will  be  ready  to  meet  a  Committee  on  the  part  of  the  Commons  House  of 
Assembly,  this  day  at  Four  of  the  clock,  p.  m. ,  in  the  Conunittee  Room  of  the  Legislative 
Council,  for  that  purpose. 

On  motion,  made  and  seconded,  it  was,  ordered — That  the  Committee  of  Conference  last 
named  V>e  instructed  to  represent  that — 

The  Legislative  Council  desire  this  Conference,  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  to  the  House 
of  Assembly,  that  they  agree  with  them  that  the  people  of  every  country  should  be  made  to 
contribute,  in  proportion  to  their  means,  for  the  sujiport  of  general  education,  and  thus  enable 
the  poorer  classes  of  society  to  receive  instruction,  which,  without  some  well-established  system 
endowed  by  law,  they  can  never  obtain. 

With  this  declaration  of  its  opinion,  the  Lesrislative  Council  have  tcj  acijuaint  the  House  of 
Assembly,  that  they  cannot  pass  the  Bill  intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  repeat  the  several  Liiws  here- 
tofore existing  relative  to  Common  Schools  throughout  this  Province,"  because  it  proposes  to 
levy  an  assessment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace,  to  the  extent  of  a  penny,  half- 
l)enny  in  the  pound,  to  support  the  Common  Schools  ;  and  as  Acts  have  lately  been  passed,  im- 
posing additional  rates  on  the  inhabitants  of  several  of  the  Districts,  for  the  i)urpose  of  defray- 
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ing  the  expense  of  building  Goals  and  Court  Houses,  and  for  the  construction  of  Macadamized 
Roads,  the  Legislative  Council  fear,  that  the  proposed  assessment  for  Common  School  Education 
might  be  found  burthensome,  in  the  present  disturbed  state  of  our  public  atFdirs  ;  and,  tliere- 
fore,  it  may  be  thouyht  inexpedient  to  add  immediately  to  the  District  assessmentb  for  tliis  pur- 
pose, important  as  the  object  may  be. 

A  Deputation  from  the  Com  nons  House  of  Assembly  brouglit  up  and  delivered  at  the  IJarof 
this  House,  a  Message  in  the  following  words,  and  then  withdrew.

The  House  was  then  i>ut  into  a  Coumiittee  of  the  Whole,  accordingly.  The  Honourable  George

On  the  two  H<nises 
being  present,  His  Excellency  assented  to  a  number  of  Bills  in  the  Queen's  name,  among  them 
to  the  "Act  granting  a  sum  of  money  for  the  support  of  Common  Schools  in  Upper  Canada,  for 
the  year  1838  "  ;  after  which  he  closed  the  Sessi(m  of  the  Legislature  with  a  farewell  Speech,  in 
which  he  made  no  reference  to  Educational  matters.

Aylmer,  {Cu\int]i  of  EUjin).  Mr.  Thomas  Hammond  writes  :  From  an  Agreement  niaile  in 
1838,  between  Mr.  Alexander  Weldon,  Teacher,  and  Messieurs  Charles  Tozer,  .lolui  Van  Patter 
and  John  Hodgkinsou,  School  Trustees,  Mr.  Weldon  was  to  teach  School  for  six  months,  at  the 
rate  of  Fifteen  dollars  per  month,  board  and  washing  included. 

Alduorouoh,  {Count]/  of  EUjln).  In  a  Letter  to  the  St.  Thomas  Journal,  (Ontario),  Mr. 
John  Thomson,  an  old  Teacher,  aged  83,  under  date  of  July,  28th,  18!)5.  thus  writes  :  In 
December,  1829,  I  walked  from  Aldborough  to  the  Mansion  House  Hotel  in  St.  Thomas,  arriving 
about  Four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  I  left  liome  just  after  daylight  that  morning.  1  got  a  Cer- 
tificate to  teach  School  from  the  Reverend  Mr.  INIcIntosh,  the  Englisli  Church  Minister,  who 
•examined  me.  I  tiiught  School  four  and  a  half  years  on  this  Certificate.  The  first  year  I 
taught  School  about  a  mile  east  of  New  Glasgow,  on  Talbot  Street.  The  next  year  I  tauglit  at 
the  place  where  the  Eagle  School  House  is  now,  and  the  other  two  years  in  tlie  old  School 
Plouse  at  New  Glasgow,  where  I  went  to  School  in  1819,  when  I  was  seven  years  old — having 
been  born  in  Argyleshire  in  1812.  My  Teacher  at  New  (Jlasgow  was  Mr.  Tliomas  McColl, 
afterwards  known  as  Elder  McColl.  The  School  was  little  more  than  half  a  mile  west  of  Eagle, 
on  the  Talbot  Road.  The  Schools  were  then  open  for  six  months  of  the  year.  I  went  to  School 
for  five  half  years.  It  was  a  log  School  House  with  a  big  fireplace  in  it,  and  seats  all  ro'unJ  the 
wall.  The  first  time  I  went  to  School,  it  was  in  a  square  room.  Some  one  called  the  Master  out 
one  day,  and  he  shut  the  door  after  him.  As  soon  as  he  was  out,  one  of  the  Schdars  rai.std  a 
dancing  tune,  and  then  all  of  the  Scholars  got  up  and  commenced  going  tlirough  a  Highland 
dance.  In  the  midst  of  tliis,  the  door  opened,  and  in  rushed  the  School  Master  with  a  big  gad 
and  ]a.shed  them  all  round,  myself  included.  .  .  .  Everyone  in  the  neigliborhood  sjioko  (^aelic, 
most  of  them  could  speak  nothing  else  but  that.  I  taught  the  children  to  read  both  Gaelic 
and  English. 

Note.  Mr.  Archibald  McColl,  in  his  narrative  of  the  Schools  of  Aldborough,  does  not  men- 
tion Mr.  Thomson,  but  he  speaks  of  the  New  Ghisgow  School.  (See  page  1G5,  of  the  First 
Volume.) 

Aldborough,  Ekfrid,  Etc. — Mr.  Malcolm  Campbell,  an  old  Teacher,  write.s 
to  me  from  Middlemiss,  (County  of  Middlesex,)  as  follows  : — 

In  reply  to  your  Note,  asking  for  information  regarding  Schools  in  the  early  days,  I  beg  to  say 
that  my  first  connecion  with  Schools  was  in  the  year  1835,  wlien  I  was  engaged  to  teacli  a  Com- 
mon School  in  Aldborough,  where  the  Village  of  Eagle  now  stands,  (County  of  F^lgin).  I  after- 
wards taught  for  fifteen  years  in  two  school  sections  in  Ekfrid,  (County  of  Middlesex).  Durinjj 
these  fifteen  years,  the  Common  Schools  were  under  the  direction  of  three  different  classes  of 
authorities,  exclusive  of  Trustees, — first  by  a  District  board  of  Education,  which  granted  Certifi- 
cates to  Teachers,  and  received  (quarterly  rejxirts  from  tiie  Trustees  and  Teachers,  and  appor- 
tioned the  (Jovernment  grant,  more  on  account  of  the  (lualification  of  the  Teachers  than  of  the 
school  attendance.  Afterwards,  the  Common  Sciiools  were  governed  by  School  Commissioners, 
wliose  duty  it  was  to  grant  Certificates  to  Teachers,  and  to  pay  quarterly  visits  to  the  Schools  ; 
next.  Judge  Eliot  was  a[)pointed  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  Middlesex,  and,  after 
him,  came  Township  Superintendents. 
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The  School  Houses,  during  the  time  I  taught,  were  built  of  round  logs,  about  14x16  feet, 
■with  clapboard  roofs,  and  with  open  fire  places.  A  window  fcash  on  three  sides  for  light  ;  a. 
board  being  placed  beneath  them,  on  which  to  keep  copies  and  slates.  There  were  long  hewn 
benches  without  backs,  tor  seats.  There  were  no  blackboards,  or  maps,  on  the  chinked  walls. 
There  was  a  niiscellaneous  assortment  of  books,  which  made  it  very  difficult  to  form  classes. 
Cobbs  and  Webster's  S[ielling  books,  afterward  gave  place  to  Mavor's.  The  Testament  was  used  as 
a  text  book,  a  supply  of  which  was  furnished  by  Reverend  Benjamin  Cronyn,  afterwards  Bishop  uf 
Huron.  The  Euttlish  Reader,  and  Hume  and  Smollett's  History  of  England  were  used  by  the  more 
advanced  classes.  Lcnnie's  Grammar  and  Dilworth  and  Hutton's  Arithmetic,  and  the  History  of 
Corte/.'  Con<iuest  of  Mexico  were  vi.sed,  also  a  Geography  and  Atlas,  and  a  variety  of  books.  Goose 
(juills  were  used  for  pens,  which  the  Teacher  made  and  mended  at  least  twice  a  day.  The  hours 
of  teaching  were  somewhat  hmger  than  at  present,  and  there  was  no  recess.  The  number  of 
Scholars  varied  from  hfteen  to  thiity,  and  school  was  kept  open  from  eight  to  ten  months  in  the 
year,  with  a  Saturday  vacation  every  two  weeks.  Teachers,  after  having  taught  school  for 
some  months,  underwent  a  pretty  thorough  oral  examination  by  the  District  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and  were  granted  certificates — either  First,  Second,  or  Third  Class,  according  to  their 
merits,  real  or  supposed.  They  had  the  Government  grant  apportioned  to  them  according  to 
their  stamiing.  Mr.  Dtmald  Currie,  in  the  section  west  of  me,  drew  annually  about  One  Hun- 
dred and  Twentv  dullar.s,  (^120),  on  the  ground  of  his  high  (lualiticatiofi,  as  well  as  his  teaching 
Latin.  In  his  school,  the  Reverend  Archibald  Currie  and  the  late  Sherill  McKellar  had  tlieir 
early  training.  My  share  in  the  grant  was  Eij^hty  dollars  '.^80).  Seven  Teachers  and  one  school 
Superintendent  sprung  from  my  School.  Mr.  Benson  in  the  section  east  of  me  drew  about  Fifty 
doUai's  (^50).  He  was  a  very  efficient  Teacher.  In  1837,  the  U]»per  Canada  Parliament  stopped 
the  su])plies,  and  the  Government  paid  tlie  Teachers  with  promissory  notes,  payable  a  year  after 
date,  with  0  per  cent,  interest.  The  note  was  paid  by  Mr.  John  Harris,  Treasurer,  London,  on 
walkin"  20  to  40  miles  for  it.  The  Government  grant  was  what  the  Teacher  mainly  depended  on 
for  cash.  The  rest  uf  his  pay,  which  varied  from  $10  to  $10  a  month,  Government  grant 
included,  was  mostly  paid  in  ''  kind."  and  very  hard  to  collect  at  that. 

The  Trustees  in  these  early  days  assumed  duties  bej'ond  what  they  now  possess.  In  engaging 
a  Teacher,  they  examined  him  as  to  his  (jualifications  in  the  three  R's,  and  as  much  farther  as  any 
of  themselves  knew.  They  fixed  the  rate  bill  which  each  Scholar  should  pay,  usually  at  a 
dollar  and  fifty  cenis  rv  (piart or  ;  and  any  family  sending  more  than  throe  Scholars  should  go 
free  as  well  as  the  children  of  Widows.  They  sometimes  hired  a  Teacher  by  the  mouth, — ten 
dollars  being  offered  me  in  the  year  1834.  Another  applicant  offered  to  take  less,  and  he  got 
the  situation.  The  teacher  was  expected  to  "  board  round,"  at  that  rate  of  pay.  He  usually 
boarded  in  one  or  two  houses  near  the  School,  doing  chores  morning  and  evening.  The  Trustees 
assessed  each  scholar  with  half  a  cord  of  wood  during  winter,  which  was  scantily  supplied;  some- 
times the  Teacher  and  bigger  boys  went  with  an  axe  to  the  woods  to  make  up  the  deficiency. 
The  Trustees  were  to  examine  the  school  quarterly,  and  sign  the  Quarterly  Reports,  so  that  the 
Teacher  might  draw  the  Government  grant. 

Vienna,  {County  of  Elgin).  Mr.  J.  Thomas  Gamble,  Secretary  of  the  Vienna 
Board  of  Education,  has  sent  to  me  the  following  particulars,  relating  to  the 
educational  history  of  Vienna,  in  tlie  County  of  Elgin,     He  says  : — 

The  history  of  education  in  Vienna  covers  a  period  of  over  sixty  years.  In  1831,  in  a  Log 
House  on  Front  Street,  a  Mr.  Brooks  conducted  the  first  School.  In  1832,  Mi.ss  De  Long  took 
up  the  work  in  a  little  building  which  was  situated  not  far  from  the  eastern  end  of  the  White 
Bridge.      In  1838,  we  find  the  School  on  Main  Street,  and,  later  still,  on  King  Street. 

(Note.   The  next  item  in  this  narrative  begins  with  1843.      It  will  be  given  chronologically). 

London,  {Ontario).  Mr.  Nicholas  Wilsou  has  contributed  to  the  London 
i'Vee  Press  of  May  the  5th,  1894,  an  account  of  the  early  London  Schools,  at  the 
request  of  the  Public  School  Board,  and  in  response  to  my  Circular  on  the  subject. 
I  only  select  that  part  of  the  narrative  which  speaks  of  the  earliest  schools  of  the 
then  Village  of  London.     Mr.  Wilson  says  : — 

The  best  school  in  London  in  those  early  days  was  established  about  the  year  1838  by  Mr. 
William  Taylor.  Mr.  Taylor  was  a  man  of  tine  physiijue,  good  education  and  considerable  ex- 
perience as  a  teacher.  He  came  to  Canada  from  <^)ueen'8  county,  Ireland,  where  he  had  kej>t 
an  Academy  for  some  years.  Ho  opsned  his  School  in  a  house  on  Talbot  street,  just  south  of 
York,  but  subsequently  erected  a  more  suitable  building  on  Horton  street,  near  Talbot,  in  which 
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he  taught  for  several  years.      The  yuung  Londoners,  wlio  attendud  school  before  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Public  Schools,  received  their  education  principally  fruni  Mr.  Taylor. 

To  this,  Mr.  John  Dearness,  Public  School  Inspector,  adds  the  following : 

The  first  School  opened  in  London  was  by  a  Mr.  Taylor.  Meagre  dotiills  of  six  oilier  pri- 
vate Schools,  established  in  the  District,  before  the  passage  of  the'Sciiool  IJills  of  1841  and  of 
1843.  The  fees  at  these  Schools  was  about  sixpence,  (ton  cents)  per  week,  and  the  Teachers 
usually  added  some  other  remunerative  labour  to  tliat  of  tcacliing. 

INNISFIL.  {County  ofSimcoe).  Mr.  A.  F.  Hunter.  M.A.,  (of  tlie  Barrie  Ex- 
aminer,) in  a  series  of  papers  on  the  "  History  of  Siuicoe  County,"  gives  the 
following     particulars  in  regard  to  Schools  in  Innisfil : 

The  first  School  in  Innistil,  and  the  one  to  whicli  the  "  Dalhousie "  settlers  sent  their 
children,  was  erected  at  Giniby's  Corners  (Churchill),  in  1837  or  18:J8.  One  Iklr.  Harrison  was 
the  first  Teacher  there,  and  was  employed  directly  by  the  people,  who  clubbed  together  for  the 
])urpose.  To  this  School  came  children  from  Croxen's  Coiners.  Gilford,  and  in<leod  from  every 
place  west  and  east,  north  and  south,  within  a  radius  of  ten  miles.  This  was  the  first  and  only 
School  in  Innisfil  for  some  years.  We  have  been  enabled  to  obtain  the  family  names  of  those 
who  attended  it  ;  the  list  is  made  up  of  almost  all  those  families  who  were  resident  in  the 
southern  part  of  Innisfil  at  the  time  :  Kettle,  O'Donnell  (Gilford),  Clement,  Wilson,  Ross, 
Scott,  Rogerson,  McLean,  Cripps,  Lennox,  Hindle,  Ritchie,  Gimby,  Patterson,  Todd,  Fisher, 
Carbutt,  (from  the  Hollows  of  West  Gwillimbury),  Garley,  Wallace  and  Moore. 

PiCTON.  Mr.  G.  E.  Vandusen,  Chairman  of  the  Public  School  Board  writes  ' 
I  have  not  been  able  to  find  anything  of  certainty  in  regard  to  the  Public  School  at 
Picton,  as  the  Books  in  which  a  record  was  kept  were  burned  in  a  fire  which  occurred  in  Picton 
some  years  ago.  The  enclosed  paper  was  handed  to  me,  and  1  now  send  it  to  you  :— In  1837, 
Joseph  John  Gurney,  of  Norwich,  in  the  County  of  Norfolk  England,  a  Minister  <>i  the  Society 
of  Friends,  after  visiting,  (juite  extensively,  the  Friends  Meetings  in  the  various  New  England 
States,  and  in  the  State  of  New  York,  he  and  his  faithful  companion,  Hunry  Hinsdale,  of°New 
York  City  came  to  Upper  Canada.  The  Rebellion,  which  had  recently  taken  place,  left  the 
population  m  a  very  unsettled  state.  While  in  Toronto,  John  Joseph  Gurney  visited  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  Sir  George  Arthur,  and  had  a  very  satisfactory  conversation  with  him. 
He  corrected  some  miaappreliensions,  which  Sir  George  Arthur  had  respecting  Friends. 

He  and  his  companion  attended  the  H;df  Year's  Meeting,  held  up  Yonge  Street,  twenty-five 
miles  north  of  Toronto.  This  meeting  was  lield  in  the  eighth  month,  (August).  At  this  meeting, 
the  attention  of  Friends  was  directed  to  the  subject  of  Education  ;  and  it' was  decidetl  to  take  im- 
mediate steps  towards  the  establishment  of  a  Friend's  P.oarding  School.  The  subscriptions  made 
for  this  purpose,  tlinnighout  the  Province,  were  aided  by  funds  from  New  York  and  Entrland,  largely 
supplemented  l)y  Joseph  John  Gurney  liim.self,  and  a  number  of  the  Friends  at  this  Half  Year's 
Meeting,  as  well  as  by  several  Friends  in  this  County  of  Prince  Edward,  wliich  Mr.  Gurney  visited 
before  he  and  his  C(jmpanion  left  tliat  County  ;  the  site  of  a  Boarding  School  had  been 
selected,  and  soon  afterwards,  it  was  purchased  from  Mr.  Alexander  Armstrong.  S(.me  few- 
years  previous  to  thi.-,  a  suitable  House  had  been  built  by  Mr.  Armstrong  on  the%>ld  iiomestead 
of  Israel  Bowerman.  It  was  the  desire  of  Joseph  John  Gurney  that  this  should  be  a  Manual 
Labour  School,  but  this  was  never  carried  into  effect  ;  tliis  School  was  not  oi)ened  until  1841. 
(Note.    The  remainder  of  tliis  narrative  will  be  given  in  its  chronological  order). 

CoBOURG  :  Mr.  George  Mitchell,  Secretary  of  the  Collegiate  Institute  Board, 
Cobourg,  writes  as  follows,  under  date  of  February  21st,  1894  : 

The  only  information  which  I  can  obtain  with  regard  to  the  Grammar  School  at  Cobour-' 
is  as  follows  :  ° 

Some  time  previous  to  the  year  1836  a  Grammar  School  for  the  Di.strict  of  Newcastle, 
called  the  Cobourg  Grammar  School,  was  built  on  the  si)ot  where  the  present  Collegiate  Insti- 
tute Building  now^  stands.  The  first  Principal,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  was  a  Mr.  Walter  C.  Crof- 
ton,  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin.  The  next  was  a  Mr.  Rol)crt  Hudsi.eth  (formerly  Classical 
RIaster  in  tiie  Uj)per  Canada  Academy,  Cobourg,)  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  and  after 
him,  Mr.  F.  W.  Barron,  who  was  once  Principal  of  Upper  Canada  College. 

{Note.  Reference  is  made  to  Mr.  Crofton  on  page  283  of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Docu- 
mentary History,  and  to  Mr.  Hudsjieth  elsewhere.) 
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Port  Hoi'k.  Mr.  George  M.  Healy  writes  as  follows  :  I  went  to  Mr.  Rattray's  School  ir» 
1830,  and  liitor  in  that  year  I  went  to  Mr.  Hardy's.  The  same  pupils  who  were  with  nie  at  Mr. 
Rattray's  School  weie  also  at  Mr.  Hardy's,  after  Mr.  Rattray  wiis  dismissed.  .  .  .  My  oidy 
survivin<^  school  companion  of  that  period  was  Mr.  John  Riordan.  <Juite  a  number  of  Mr. 
Rattray's  pupils  went  to  Mr.  Hardy,-— who  taught  a  private  school  in  a  house  ojtposite,  where 
Mr.  F.  W.  Wilson's  dwelling  House  now  stands.  A  Mr.  Friend  taught  a  private  school  about 
the  year  183!>,  in  a  house  directly  opposite  the  present  Fort  IIupi:  (ruidc  Oflice.  In  1840  he 
opened  an  evening  class  in  Hook-Keeping.  It  may  be  satisfactory  if  I  mention  that  what  I 
have  written  now  and  previou.sly,  has  been  from  personal  tibservation,  having  been  a  pupi! 
under  Messieurs  Lee,  Beng,  Rattray,  Hardy,  Hughes,  Maxwell,  McDonell  and  Friend.  (See 
page  319  of  the  First  Volume,  and  pages  126,  127  of  tho  Second  Volume,  of  this  Docunjentary 
History.) 

Brampton,  {County  of  Peel).  Mr.  Henry  Roberts,  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
the  School  Board,  states  that  a  Private  School  was  kept  in  Brampton  by  Doctor 
Johnson  for  boys  and  girls  in  1837. 

Welland.  Mr.  J.  McCaw,  Secretary  of  the  Public  School  Board,  in  a  letter 
dated  15th  of  May,  1894  says  :— 

The  establishment  of  the  first  Common  School  in  Welland  dates  back  to  1836.  No  records 
appear  to  have  been  i)re8erved  as  to  the  manner  in  which  it  was  supjiorted,  or  conducted, 

but  it  must  have  been  supported  largely  by  the  pupils'  tuition  fees.  Among  its  first  teachers 
were  Messieurs  (iilbert  Cook  and  Henry  Brown.  Mr.  E.  R.  Hellems  the  pre-sent  Police  Magis- 
trate was  a  later  Teacher. 

Kingston — Midland  District  School  Society.  In  the  First  and  Second 
Volumes  of  this  Documentary  History,  there  is  frequent  references  to  the  Midland 
District  School  Society,  and  to  the  efforts  made  by  its  promoters  to  supply  a 
grievious  want  felt  at  the  time  in  the  old  Town  of  Cataraqui — Kingston — then' 
second  in  rank  to  the  Town  of  York. 

While  the  Executive  Government  of  the  day  more  or  less  actively  fostered 
the  cause  of  education  at  the  Capital,  it  practically  left  other  places  to  take  care 
of  themselves  in  this  matter.  With  the  exception,  therefore,  of  the  District 
Grammar  Schools  for  the  well-to-do  inhabitants  in  the  chief  centres  of  population, 
nothing  was  done  until  1816  to  provide  Elementary  Schools  for  the  less  wealthy 
portions  of  the  community. 

It  was  to  meet  this  pressing  want  that  the  Midland  District  School  Society 
of  Kingston  was  organized.  Just  at  that  time,  too,  the  new  and  very  popular 
system  of  Monitorial  teaching,  originated  by  Mr.  Joseph  Lancaster,  which  was 
introduced  into  England  and  afterwards  into  Montreal,  was  adopted  by  the 
Kin^'ston  Society.  Subsequently  the  Madras  Monitorial  system,  practised  by  the 
Reverend  Doctor  Bell,  was  adopted  in  the  Central  (Church  of  England  National) 
School,  established  at  York,  in  1820.  (See  page  89  of  the  First  Volume  of  this 
Documentary  History).  The  Kingston  Daily  Neivs  of  November  16th,  1881, 
thus  refers  to  the  operations  of  the  Midland  District  School  Society : — 

In  1818  there  were  no  means  of  obtaining  education  for  the  children  of  the  poor  in  Kin- 
ston.  The  fees  of  the  few  schools  then  existing,  were  higher  than  working  people  could  afford, 
so  that  few  of  the  children  of  that  period  were  taught  to  read.  A  few  gentlemen  in  Kingston,  feel- 
ing for  the  want  of  education,  subscribed  among  themselves  to  support  a  School  taught  according 
to  the  Lancastrian  system,  which  was  in  vogue  at  that  time.     Tliey  formed  themselves  into  an. 
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association  and  were  incorporated,  under  the  designation  of  the  "  Midland  District  Scliool 
Society,"  and  a  Preaidont  and  Truitoes  were  chosen,  to  manH«e  the  affair.H  of  tlie  Society.  From 
various  causes,  many  uttompts  to  establish  a  Hciiool  failed,  and  the  Society  remained  for  iiiiiny 
years  dormant,  until,  in  1837,  their  efforts  were  ai^'ain  renewed.  Their  Act  of  Incorporation 
was  then  amendeil  by  Act  of  Parliament,  by  whieli  tiiey  were  not  now  connnitted  to  any  nrndo 
of  teaching,  and  also  the  shares  were  not  only  made  transferable,  but  the  heirs  and  rcpresoiitativoa 
of  deceased  shareholders  were  rendered  caj)ab!o  of  iidieritiiig  the  sliares  held  by  tlio  deceased, 
and  wore  entitled  to  vote  at  all  their  Meetings,  and  hold  otlice. 

In  1833,  four  years  before  the  Midland  District  Grammar  Scho(jl  was  again  opened,  a 
number  of  ladies,  feeling  for  the  destitution  of  education,  united  in  subscribinji  to  supjxjrt  a 
Female  Teacher,  and  they  found  a  most  suitable  one  in  Miss  Morristui,  who  had  been  a  Teacher 
in  Glasgow  of  such  a  School.  They  immediately  engaged  lier,  procured  a  School  rooui,  and  com- 
menced witli  between  twenty  and  thirty  scholars,  a  number  which  gradually  increased.  She  was 
a  faitliful  plain  Teacher  and  did  much  good.  Slie  was  particularly  useful  in  teaching  her  jMij.ils 
to  read  the  Bible,  and  instructing  them  from  it.  The  girls  slie  taught  to  sew  very  well,  and  was 
very  careful  of  their  moral  training. 

In  May,  1837,  the  Trustees  of  the  Midland  District  School  found  themselves  in  a  condition 
to  commence  their  School  anew,  and  it  was  advertised  in  the  city  papers  that  the  Midland 
District  School  would  be  opened  on  Monday,  the  22nd  of  May,  1837.  They  contuiued  Miss 
Morrison  as  J^emale  Teacher,  who  had  already  proved  her  etHciency,  and  a  gentleman  just  arriving 
from  Scotland  who  had  been  ati  excellent  Teacher.  The  Venerable  Archdeacon  Stuart,  the 
President,  the  Reverend  R.  D.  Cartwright  and  the  Reverend  J.  Machar  were  ajjpointed  to 
confer  with  Mr.  John  Hamilton  and  to  engage  him  as  Teacher  of  the  boys'  School,  if  they  saw 
meet.  They  immediately  engaged  him,  and  be  proved  an  excellent  Teacher  and  a  most  re.s^ject- 
able,  worthy  man.  The  School  was  then  commenced  under  auspicious  circumstances.  It  was 
not  to  be  altogether  gratis,  a  small  fee  was  charged — three  pence,  or  live  cents,  a  week  for  each 
pupil.  We  here  iiuote  some  extracts  from  the  Report  <jf  the  Reverend  11.  D.  Cartwright,  who 
was  then  Secretary  : 

As  it  will  be  desirable  to  secure  a  Male  Teacher  to  instruct  the  boys,  and  also  a  Female 
Teacher  of  the  female  department,  it  is  not  necessary,  nor  indeed  desirable,  that  the  Institution 
should  be  wholly  gratuitous,  and  a  small  sum  i)aid  weekly  for  each  pupil,  which  would  not  press 
heavily  upon  the  parents,  would  amount  to  a  considerable  aggregate  in  the  year  to  aid  the 
funds,  and  so  far  from  diminishing  the  interest  of  the  parents  in  the  success  of  the  School  and 
the  progress  of  their  children,  would  be  found  considerably  to  increase  it. 

There  is  perhaps  no  Town  of  the  same  extent  and  population,  in  which  such  a  School  con- 
ducted on  Christian  principles  is  more  needed,  and  it  should  be  a  cause  of  thankfulness  to  fJod 
that  we  are  in  possession  of  so  valuable  an  endowment  for  the  instruction  of  the  young,  while 
our  streets  present  such  numbers  of  childrea  growing  up,  it  is  to  be  feared,  in  ignorance  of  the 
true  God,  whom  to  know  is  life  eternal. 

The  Midland  District  School  was  opened  on  the  22nd  of  May,  1837,  according  to  announce- 
ment. The  Reverend  R.  D.  Cartwright  and  the  Reverend  J.  Machar,  Trustees,  were  present. 
The  Reverend  R.  D.  Cartwright,  Secretary,  offered  up  prayer  for  the  children  of  the  School, 
and  for  the  Teachers.  Mr.  Cartwright  was  justlHed  in  the  soundness  of  his  views,  the  i)arent3 
cheerfully  paid  the  small  fees,  thankful  for  the  privilege  of  their  children  being  educated  ;  and 
for  those  who  were  too  poor  to  pay  even  these  small  fees,  benevolent  friends  were  always  foun<l 
ready  to  pay  for  them.  This  method  conduced  greatly  to  the  regular  attendance  of  the  children. 
The  small  sum  paid  by  the  parents  for  their  children,  or  by  others  for  them,  enhanced  the  value 
of  their  education,  so  that  they  were  careful  that  their  school-time  should  not  bo  lost.  The 
Trustees  were  much  gratified  with  the  success  of  their  School,  which  was  regularly  attended 
and  increased  in  numbers  every  week.  In  1841,  Miss  Morrison  resigned  from  failing  health, 
and  Miss  Masson,  who  had  assisted  her,  was  api)ointed  Teacher  of  the  female  dei»artment.  So 
much  had  the  Schools  increased,  that  there  were  now  nearly  300  children  attending,  who  had  no 
school  to  go  to  before.  The  Teachers,  with  their  Assistants,  were  earnest  Christians,  deeply 
interested  in  the  moral  and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  children,  faithful  and  diligent  in  their  work. 
The  Bible  reading  was  carefully  attended  to,  and  also  the  coumiitting  of  a  weekly  portion  to 
memory.  On  account  of  small  fees  being  paid,  the  Schools  were  never  considered  as  poor 
schools,  and  many  persons  who  now  occu])y  respectable  positions  in  society  were,  when  children, 
taught  at  these  Schools.  Respectable  members  of  the  Legal  and  Medical  Professions  and 
Ministers  of  the  Gospel  received  their  elementary  education  there,  while  the  poorest  were  not 
neglected. 

BowMANViLLE  AND  West  Durham.  At  the  West  Durham  Centennial 
Celebration,  held  at  Bovvmanville  in  September,  1894,  Mr.  James  B.  Fairbairn,. 
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Post  Master,  thus  referred  to  the  early  Schools  in  that  part  of  the  Province. 
He  said  : — 

"  The  old  School  House  was  a  pretentious  building,  with  its  unpainted  clap  boards  on  the 
outside,  and  its  old  battered  and  whittled  benches  within.  There  was  no  vexed  (juestion  ot" 
ventilation  in  those  days.  Every  snow  storm  in  winter  brought  in,  through  crack  and  crevice,  an 
abundance  of  "  the  beautiful."  The  School  etiuipnient  consisted  of  Kirkhani's  (Jraniniar, 
Mavor's  Spelling  Book,  Walkingame'a  Arithmetic,  and  the  old  English  Reader  by  Enfield.  The 
tirst  Teacher  of  this  School  was  Mr.  John  Dyer  Bone — the  (Grandfather  of  J.  D.  and  VV.  H. 
Hoar.  He  was  a  good  scholar,  wrote  an  excellent  hand,  was  kindly  and  conscientious,  and  a 
good  Teacher.  The  next  'I'eacher.  Mr.  David  Fairweather,  from  Scotland,  taught  for  some 
years.  His  old  Scholars  will  lecall  with  kindly  interest  a  good  man  and  a  good  Teacher.  The 
ne.xt  Teacher  was  Mr.  Jeremiah  O'Leary,  Father  of  the  O'Learys  of  Lindsay, — a  capital  scholar, 
thorough  in  his  work.  He  ruled  "  with  a  rod  of  iron."  Soiue  of  the  boys  who  went  to  that 
school, — anumg  whom  I  see  Mr.  McTavish  present, — will  have  a  lively  recollection  of  that  old 
oak  ruler,  so  unmercifuly  applied." 

Mr.  D.  Burke  Simpson,  in  his  address  on  this  occasion,  speaking  of  the  progress  made  in 
the  past,  said  that  "  Education,  however,  has  been  the  prime  mover  in  our  great  advances,  as 
it  is  every  where  ;  and  as  it  becomes  moi'e  disseminated,  and  the  [leople  a.s  a  wliole  have  drunk 
deeper  int(j  its  mysterie-,  then  may  this  country  luake  more  progress.  .  .  .  We  owe  to 
education  most,  and  to  our  sturdiness  the  next." 

Haldimand,  (Northiimberland  County).  In  a  letter  to  the  Cohouvfj  World 
of  the  l5th  of  May,  1895,  Mr.  P.  Hinman  says : 

In  1812  there  were  not  more  than  two  or  three  Schools  in  Haldimand  and  thej'  were  kept 
in  small  Log  Houses  ;  now  there  are  more  than  twenty  Sections  with  good  houses  and  premises 
where  school  is  kept  all  the  year.  In  1812  there  was  no  house  or  chapel  for  Public  Worship  in 
Haldimand  ;  now  there  are  more  than  twenty  churches  where  public  worship  is  regularly  held. 
In  1812  there  were  no  Sabbath  Schools  in  Haldimand  ;  now  there  are  twenty,  where  hundreds 
of  scholars  are  taught  a  knowledge  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures  each  Sabbath. 

Public  Opinion  bwng  Stimulated  on  the  Subject  of  Education  in  1838. 

The  movements  which  took  place  in  1836-1838,  in  favour  of  a  better  class  of 
Schools  and  properly  qualified  Teachers,  found  expression  in  many  of  the  local 
Newspapers  of  those  days.  The  following  well  written  article  on  the  subject, 
,  although  severe  on  the  teaching  of  these  days,  appeared  in  TJie  Courier  of  Mont- 
real in  July,  1838 :  It  is  interesting,  as  indicating  the  tendency  of  public  opinion 
in  iavour  of  an  improved  system  of  Schools  and  of  good  teachers,  which  resulted 
in  the  practical  attempt  made  to  solve  the  question,  by  the  passing  of  a  Bill  on 
the  subject  in  1839;  and  by  the  enactment  of  the  fir.st  educational  measure  which 
was  passed  by  the  Parliament  of  the  newly  united  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower 
Canada  in  1841. 

Much  stress  is  laid,  in  the  present  crisis,  on  the  necessity  there  is  of  government  inter- 
vention, of  the  most  etlicient  character,  in  order  to  the  creation  of  a  System  of  Education 
throughout  the  Country  ;  and,  in  this,  public  opinion  is  right.  Without  sucii  intervention 
there  is  no  chance  of  su;h  a  System  being  introduced  now,  or  for  very  man)'  years  to  come. 
One  of  the  merits  of  the  present  Government  is  that  it  has  already  entered  ujioii  the  labour  of 
efiecting  this  desired  object  ;  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  the  oliject  uiay  be  gained.  Public 
oj)inion  itself  has  souietliin'.'  to  d(;  in  this  matter,  so  as  to  aid  the  Government  ;  and  private 
efforts  are  necessary  to  render  success  certain. 

How  are  teachers  and  teaching  looked  upon?  Are  the  former,  as  a  class,  considered  "  pro- 
fessional men,"  or  the  latter  honoured,  or  even  decently  respcted,  as  a  "  j)rofession  "  ?  We 
know  well,  that  there  have  not  been  wanting  temporary  and  local  reasons  to  account  for  the 
fact  that  they  are  not.  The  recognized  modes  of  teaching  haVe  too  often  been  shamefully 
inethcient  ami  empirical  ;  and  the  Teachers  here,  and  in  the  lower  de])artments  «f  e<lucati()n, 
more  especially,  are  disgracefully  incompetent  even  to  the  empirical  drudgery  which  they  j)ro- 
fessed  to  undertake.  J5ut  what  then  i  Has  not  the  same  thing  been  the  case,  though  to  a  less 
<legree,  with  the  clerical,  legal  and  medical  professions?     Yet,  is  not  a   member  of  any  one  of 
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these  professions  regardeel  in  tlmt  character,  and,  as  a  matter  of  course,  with  respect,  unless, 
by  his  own  personal  demerits,  he  has  forfeited  his  professional  respectability '(  With  the 
Teacher,  (the  gnule  of  Collej^e  Professor  hardly  excepted,)  the  case  is  reversed.  His  calling 
subjects  him  to  8usi)icion  and  neglect.  Lord  IJrougham's  saying  has  pa.ssed  into  a  by-word, 
*' the  Schoolmaster  is  abroad,"  and  this  has  been  called  "the  Schoolmaster  age."  In  this 
inference  there  is  a  little  error. — The  Schoolmaster  is  not  yet  "at  home  "among  us,  in  the 
*' Schocdmaster  age,"  but  he  will  be. 

The  Parsimony  ok  the  Upper  Canada  Legislature  in  regard  to  Education. 

One  reason  why  the  state  of  the  Schools  in  Upper  Canada  was  at  such  a  low 
«bb  in  the  early  period  of  their  history  was  the  extremely  small  sum  voted  by 
the  Legislature  for  the  support  of  Schools.  There  was  besides,  an  utter  absence 
of  any  attempt  .to  provide  for  the  education  and  training  of  persons  as  Teachers. 
The  result  was  disastrous  to  the  cause  of  education  in  Upper  Canada,  as  was 
pointed  out  by  Doctor  Charles  Duncombe,  Mr.  Mahlon  Burwell  and  other  enlight- 
ened Members  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  during  the  years  1 820-1836. 

When  the  first  movement  was  made  in  favour  of  Common  Schools  in  Upper 
Canada,  in  1816,  a  sum  then  muiiificent  was  voted  to  sustain  the  newly  established 
schools.  It  was  soon,  however,  reduced  to  less  than  one-half  of  the  sum  granted 
in  1816.  This  parsimony  to  the  Common  Schools  was  no  less  so,  in  practice,  to 
the  Grammar  Schools,  as  time  went  on.  Li  1832 — this  penuriousness  in  the  sup- 
port of  both  kinds  of  schools  had  reached  such  a  stage  that,  in  a  Report  of  a 
Select  Committee  to  the  House  of  Assembly,the  Committee  felt  it  to  be  their  duty — 

Most  earnestly  and  anxiously  to  draw  the  attention  of  Your  Honourable  House  to  the 
astounding  fact,  that  less  is  granted  by  the  Provincial  Legislature  for  educating  the  Youth  of 
three  hundred  thousand  i)eople,  than  is  required  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  one  Sea- 
aion  of  Parliament. 

At  that  time,  the  Legislative  grant  to  the  Grammar  and  Common  Schools 
together  was  only  about  Four  Thousand  pounds  (£4,000,)  in  all. 

Steps  were  taken  in  1820  to  establish  some  system,  both  in  regard  to  teach- 
ing and  the  management  of  the  schools.  The  desire  was  to  introduce  into  this 
Province  the  Bell,  or  Madras,  method  of  teaching,  then  in  such  favour  in  England, 
as  the  ^Lancaster  was  in  Lower  Canada,  and  in  Kingston  about  that  time.  The 
details  of  these  two  systems  are  given  in  Chapter  XXXVL  of  the  Second  Volume 
of  this  Documentary  History.  In  that  Chapter  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  Reverend 
Doctor  Strachan  greatly  favoured  this  movement — involving  as  it  did  some  sort 
of  supervision  over  the  desultory  and  uncertain  management  of  the  Schools,  and 
the  wretched  mode  of  teaching  then  in  daily  practice  in  them.* 

*  Dr.  Charles  Duncombe,  a  noted  Educationist  of  those  days,  thus  refers  to  the  kind  of  teachers  em- 
ployed in  Upper  Canada  in  1831.  He  said,  in  a  Report  to  the  House  of  Assembly  :  "  The  insufticiency 
of  the  Common  School  Fund  to  support  competent,  respectable  and  well  educated  Te.icher?,  has  degraded 
Common  School  teachin^f  from  a  regular  business  to  a  mere  matter  of  convenience  to  transient  perjuus  or 
common  idlers,  who  often  stay  for  but  one  .season,  and  leave  the  Schools  vacant  until  thej*  accommodate 
some  other  like  person  ;  whereby  the  njinds  of  the  youth  of  this  Province  are  left  without  due  cultivation, 
or  what  is  still  worse,  frequently,  with  vulgar,  low-bred,  vicious  and  intemperate  examples  before  them  in 
the  persons  of  their  monitors. 

"A  l,»uondani  School  Master"  writing  on  this  subject  in  18.31  urged  that  it  was  time  that  "the  igno- 
ramus and  the  drone  should  be  driven  from  the  field,  and  none  but  comi>etent  Teachers  employed.  (See 
page  .347  of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History).  Subsequent  Reports  of  the  Local  Boards 
of  Education  confirm  these  statements. 
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By  reference  to  the  Legislation  of  1839,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  noble  effort 
was  then  made  to  remove  the  reproach  of  parsimony  and  neglect.

Schools  in  the  Counties  of  Prince  Edwakd  and  Dundas,  in  the  Years  178G-179-. 

Matilda  and  Fredriclsbiirgh.  Mr.  James  Croil,  in  his  Ilistory  of  the  Coiudy  of  Diutdas, 
(1861,)  states,  that  the  Mr.  Jonathan  Clarke,  (or  Clark,) — mentioned  on  page  30  of  the  First 
Volume  of  this  Documentary  History — taught  Scliool  at  the  Bay  of  Quinte.  (Fredricksburgh,) 
in  1780.  Tn  1788,  he  came  to  Matilda,  and  taught  a  Common  School  there  for  several  years. 
A  few  of  ihe  neighbors  assisted  in  tlie  erection  of  a  School  House  for  him.  Before  the  close  of 
1792,  Mr.  Croil  states,  the  settlers  in  the  County  of  Dundas  had  established  several  schools. 
(Croil's  County  of  Dundas,  pages  141,  144.) 

SiK  Oliver  Mowat's  Personal  Reminiscences  in  regard  to  Education  in  Kingston  and 

Niagara  about  Sixty  years  ago. 

The  following  are  Extracts  from  the  Address  of  Sic  Oliver  Mowat,  delivered 

on  the  occasion  of  a  Centenary  Celebration  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  in  Niagara, 

in  August  1894  : — 

The  Reverend  John  Burns  was  for  some  years  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  while  he 
performed  clerical  duty  for  the  Presbyterian  congregation.  Another  of  the  early  teachers  in 
Niagara  1  personally  knew  in  my  early  boyhood.  I  mean  Dr.  John  Whitelaw.  He  was 
appointed  Master  of  the  Niagara  District  Grammar  School  in  1830,  and  held  that  post  until  1851. 
He  was  a  very  able  and  very  learned  man.  He  had  previously  practised  medicine  in  Kingston, 
and  I  knew  him  from  his  being  the  Physician  who  was  employed  in  my  Father's  fanuly,  and 
also  from  his  having  given  in  Kingston  a  course  of  popular  lectures  on  Chemistry,  which  were 
attended  by  a  considerable  number  of  the  educated  men  and  women  in  the  town,  and  by  a  few 
boys,  of  whom  I  happened  to  be  one.  Chemistry  was  a  favorite  study  with  him.  I  believe  he 
afterwards  delivered  lectures  on  Chemistry  in  Niagara.* 

The  Reverend  John  Cruickshank  was  another  eminent  Minister  of  the  St.  Andrew's  con- 
gregation whom  I  personally  knew.  After  having  been  engaged  there  for  a  time,  at  one  of  the 
Scottish  Universities,  as  an  assistant  professor,  ...  He  died  on  the  12th  June,  1892,  at 
the  good  old  age  of  ninety.     He  was  a  cultured  and  a  good  man.  .      .      My  acquaintance 

with  him  arose  from  his  having  been  one  of  my  early  Teachers  in  Kingston.  He  came  there 
from  Sc()tland  in  1828  to  take  charge  of  a  School,  which  the  principal  Scotch  residents  of  the 
Town,  with  some  others,  wished  to  establish,  in  consequence  of  being  dissatisfied  with  the  gov- 
ernment Grammar  School,  or  its  Managers.  .  .  .  Mr.  Cruickshank,  (he  obtained  his  doc- 
torate subsequently,)  was  a  good  Teacher,  according  to  the  me(;hods  then  in  use,  although 
Adam's  Latin  Grammar,  somebody's  "Select  Latin  Sentences,"  Stewart's  Geography,  as  then

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used,  and  Walkinghani's  Arifhmetic  were  nither  hard  faro  for  a  l)oy  ei^Iit  or  nine  years  old. 
Adam's  Gnimmar  was  a  relief,  however,  after  the  Eton  Grammar  whicli  1  had  heeii  made  to 
struggle  with  under  a  previous  Master. 

Mr.  Cruickshank  was  much  respected  and  liked  by  his  pupils.  They  were  mostly  boys  ; 
but  some  <jf  the  Scotcii  subscribers,  or  sliarclKjlders  of  the  Sciiool,  wiio  liad  daughters,  and  no 
sons,  sent  tlieir  daughters  to  t?io  new  St.  Andrew's  (Jranniiar  School.  This  was  the  first  (Gram- 
mar School  in  the  Province  at  whv'.^i  co-education  was  tried.  One  of  my  claH.'jiiiates,  and  my 
greatest  friend  amongsc  tliem,  was  neitlier  Scotcli,  ncjr  Presbyterian,  -Walter  Stennet,  who 
afterwards  became  Principal  of  Upper  C-iuwla  College,  and  finally  Hector  of  (Jubourg.  Two 
otiier  of  the  boys  attained  great  distinction  in  after  life — .John  A.  Macdonald  and  .lohn  Uilliard 
Cameron.  They  were  amongst  the  big  boys.  Dr.  Cruickshank,  in  after-life,  used  to  speak  of 
both  of  them  with  pride,  as  having  been  pupils  of  his.  In  a  speech  elsewhere,  I  gave  some 
reminiscences  of  Sir  John  Macdonald.  What  I  chiefly  recollect  of  . I olni  Uilliard  Camtuon  at 
school  is  that  ho  was  a  kind,  genial  fellow,  and  a  special  favourite  with  us  juni(U-  boys.  He  was 
a  most  interesting  narrator  of  stories, — knew  a  great  many,  and  was  always  willing  to  tell  us 
one.  I  recollect  that,  on  one  occasion,  in  order  to  ])uuish  or  correct  him  for  tiie  offonce  of 
tiilking  in  school,  ho  was  made  to  sit  for  a  few  days  with  the  boys  of  the  junior  Latin  class.  He 
managed  to  tell  us  many  a  good  story  there,  notwithstanding  the  keen  eye  of  the  Master  upon 
him.  I  never  ceased  to  have  a  very  warm  feeling  toward  the  always  kind  and  genial  C  imeron.

Schools  in  the  Town  ok  Niaoaka  in  the  Early  Day.s,  1802-1820. 

From  the  History  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Niagara,  1794-1894  by  ^liss  Janet 

Carnochan,  I  have  made  the  following  extracts : 

"  On  September  the  2nd,  1802,  when  the  Reverend  John  Young  of  Montreal,  was  engaged, 
he  was  to  have  the  privilege  of  teaching  a  School. 

In  1805  the  clergyman  of  St.  Andrew's,  Niagara,  also  had  the  privilege  of  teaching  thirteen 
scholars — if  he  wished — Latin  Greek  and  Mathematics,  for  the  additional  sum  of  Fifty  i)0und3, 
(£50)  per  annum.  In  the  same  year,  (1805) — the  Reverend  .John  Burns  came  from  New  York 
State,  to  Niagara  as  Minister.  .  .  .  He  was  one  of  tiie  first  Teachers  in  the  Niagara  Dis- 
trict Grammar  School  founded  in  1808,  and  was  taken  prisoner  ami  preached  to  his  captors,  it 
is  said,  in  the  war  of  1812-1-4." 

The  Honourable  Ai-chibald  McKellar  told  me  that  he  was  a  student  for  two  years  at  the 
Niagara  District  Grammar  School,  when  taught  by  Doctor  John  Whitelaw.     {I'aqe  18*.) 

Bible  Dlstribution  by  the  Teacher.s  of  the  Niagara  Di.strict,   1817. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  Reminiscences  of  Kdiication,  in  the  early 
days  of  this  Province,  in  the  Niagara  District,  the  following  Circular  of  directions 
to  the  Common  School  Teachers  in  that  District,  in  regard  to  Bible  distfibution, 
will  be  read  with  interest.  It  denotes  a  primitive  state  of  atfairs,  as  well  as  a 
paternal  interest  (in  the  first  settlers  of  the  District)  by  the  District  Board  of 
Education.  It  was  addressed  "  To  the  Common  School  Teachers  in  the  Nijvgara 
District " 

You  are  retjuired  by  the  Board  of  Education,  of  this  District  to  imjuire  into  the  state  of 
the  inhabitants  in  your  respective  neighbourhoods,  as  to  their  possessing,  or  their  want  of,  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  and  your  Trustees  are  requested  tc  aid  you,  in  this  benevolent  in(|uiry 

Firstly.  You  will  iucjuire,  by  going  from  house  to  house,  if  the  Settlers  possess  any  ci)py 
of  the  Scriptures,  and  in  what  condition. 

Secondbj.  If  they  are  without  this  invaluable  treasure,  in(|uire  whether  they  are  desirous 
of  possessing  it,  and  are  willing  to  form  associations  to  purchase  it,  by  instalments  of  a  quarter 
dollar  per  month.

Thirdly.  How  many  of  the  family  can  road  ;  and  if  any  person  of  honest  worth,  finds  it 
difficult  to  spare  this  small  sum,  he  may  subscribe  a  less  one,  or  have  his  Bible  t^ratis,  if  he 
appears  to  deserve  it — Let  this  infoniiutiou  be  entered  in  separate  columns,  and  sent  to  Samuel 
Street,  Escjuire,  at  the  Fall  Mills,  Secretary  to  the  Niagara  Bible  Societj'. 

This  imjuiiy  is  prei)aratory  to  the  f(n'matiim  of  Associations  in  this  District,  for  the  high 
purpose  of  spreading  the  knowledge  of  Divine  Truth,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  act  of  periodically 
contributing  to  a  religious  object  by  any  set  uf  men,  and  e3j)ocially  to  procure  Bibles  for  them- 
selves and  children,  where  they  are  wanted,  or  to  aid  liieir  distribution  among  their  poorer 
neighbours,  and  their  fellow-creatures  in  general,  Jeada  to  the  formation  of  economical  and 
l)ious  habits,  and  tends  lo  generate  and  cherish  tJiosu  feelings  in  the  mass  of  the  community, 
which  conduce  in  a  great  degree  to  private  virtue  and  public  happiness. 

Resolutions  recommended  for  adoption  at  meetings,  assembled  for  the  formation  of  Bible 
Associations,  will  be  published  in  some  future  Niagara  Sped(ttor,  as  soon  as  the  Niagaia  Bible 
Society  receives  information  of  Bibles  being  sent  out,  to  be  disposed  of  by  their  Committee.

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Rules  for  the  Government  of  Common  Schools  in  the  District  of  Niagara. 

{Prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  Niaijara  Didrict,  Amjust  the  5th,  1817.) 

It  is  interesting  to  be  able  to  compare  the  concise  Rules  for  the  Government 
of  Elementary  Schools,  as  prescribed  in  the  Niagara  District,  nearly  eighty  yeais 
ago,  with  the  comprehensive  and  elaborate  ones  of  to-day.  What  they  lacked  iu 
this  respect,  they  made  u])  in  clearness  and  brevity. 

Rules  Three  and  Four  are  excellent,  and  deserve  to  be  incorporated  in  the 
modern  regulations  for  Schools  of  all  kinds.  Rule  Five,  on  the  contrary,  is  a 
reprehensible  one,  and  should  find  no  place  in  any  School  Regulations.  It  conflicts 
with  regulation  number  Four,  and  is  in  singular  contrast  to  it. 

Rule  Seven  embodies  the  system  pursued  in  these  early  days  in  regard  to 
Religious  Instruction  in  the  Schools,  and  is  an  interesting  attempt  to  solve  that 
vexed  question  in  all  systems  of  public  elementary  schools. 

Rules  One  and  Eight  are  excellent,  and  are  highly  commendable. 

1.  Tlie  M.-ister  to  commence  the  labours  of  the  day  by  a  short  prayer. 

2.  School  to  commence  each  day  at  Nine  o'clock  of  the  forenoon,  and  five  hours  at  least  to 
be  given  to  teaching  during  the  day,  except  on  Saturdays. 

3.  Diligence  and  Emulation  to  be  clierished  and  encouraged  among  the  pupils,  by  rewards 
judiciously  distributed,  to  consist  of  little  pictures  and  books,  according  to  the  age  of  the 
scholar. 

4.  Cleanliness  and  Good  Order  to  be  indispensable  ;  and  Corporeal  Punishment  seldom 
necessary,  except  for  bad  habits  learned  at  home, — lying,  disobedience,  obstinacy,  and  pervui-ae- 
neas, — these  sometimes  require  chastisement ;  but  gentleness,  even  in  these  cases  would  do 
better  with  most  children. 

5.  All  other  offences  in  children,  arising  chiefly  from  liveliness  and  inattention,  are  better 
corrected  by  shame,  such  as  gaudy  caps,  placing  the  culprits  by  tliumsolves,  not  admitting  anyone 
to  play  witli  them  for  a  day,  or  days,  detaining  them  after  school  hours,  or  during  a  i)lay  after- 
noon, and  by  ridicule. 

6.  The  Master  must  keep  a  regular  Catalogue  of  his  scholars,  and  mark  every  day  they  are 
absent. 

7.  The  forenoon  of  Wednesday  and  of  Saturday,  to  bo  set  apart  for  Religious  Instruction  ; 
to  render  it  agreeable,  the  school  should  be  furnished  with  at  least  ten  co[>ies  of  Barrow's 
"Questions  on  the  New  Testament,"  and  the  Teacher  to  have  one  copy  of  the  Key  to  tliese 
Questions  for  his  own  use  ;  the  Teacher  should  likewise  have  a  cojjy  of  Murray's  '' Power  of 
Religion  on  the  Mind,"  Watkins'  "Scripture  Biography,"  and  Blair's  "(.lass  Book,"— the 
Saturday  Lessons  of  which  are  well  calculated  to  impress  religious  feeling. 

Note.  These  books  are  confined  to  no  religious  denomination,  and  do  not  prevent  the 
Master  from  teaching  such  Catechism  as  the  parents  of  the  children  may  adopt. 

8.  Every  day  to  close  witli  reading  publicly  a  few  verses  from  the  New  Testament,  pro- 
ceeding regularly  through  the  Gospels. 

y.   The  afternoon  of  Wednesday  and  of  Saturdaj-,  to  be  allowed  for  pla^'. 

10.  A  copy  of  tlie  Rules  to  be  aflixed  up  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  School-room,  and  to 
be  read  publicly  to  the  scholars,  every  Monday  morning  by  the  Teacher,  {(ioarley's  Sttttititical 
Account  of  Upper  Canada,  1S17-1S;22,  Volume  ii;  Appendix,   {Fiujc  cxvi-cxix).

Canada,  1«21. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  interesting  Reminiscences  of  Education  in 
the  oldest  parts  of  Upper  Canada,  during  the  early  days  named,  the  following 
extracts  from  the  Statistical  Accotcnt  of  Upper  Camida,  contained  in  Mr.  Robert 
Gourley's  Second  Volume,  published  in  London,  England,  in  the  year  1822,  will 
strikingly  illustrate,  by  way  of  contrast,  what  was  then  the  state  of  education  in 
this  Province,  as  viewed  by  the  Writer  at  that  time.  I  have  already  given,  in  the 
First  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History,  pages  123-128,  the  Statistics  of 
Education  in  Upper  Canada,  as  compiled  by  Mr.  Gourley  in  1817-1821. 

After  having  inserted  in  his  First  and  Second  Volumes  a  large  amount  of 
statistical  and  other  matter,  Mr.  Gourley  proceeds  to  "  review  "  and  criticise  the 
state  of  the  Province,  in  the  light  of  the  materials  which  he  had  collected.  In 
regard  to  educational  matters,  he  says : 

In  the  year  1809,  Mr.  John  Mills  .Jackson,  an  Englishman,  who  had  been  sometime  settled 
in  Ujijvjr  Canada,  came  home,  and  puhlished  in  London  a  Pamphlet,  entitled,  "^  A  view  of  tlie 
Folitical  Situation  of  the  Province."  This  Pamphlet  had  .  .  .  been  voted  libellous  by  the 
Provincial  Assembly  ;*  .  .  .  Some  extracts  from  this  Pamphlet,  are  given  by  Mr.  Gourley 
as  follows  : — 

A  laudable  attempt  was  lately  made  to  encourage  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel,  and  to 
diffuse  some  Education  amongst  the  rising  generation.  The  House  of  Assembly  voted  Eight 
Hundred  pounds  (£800)  a  year  for  eight  [District  Grammar]  Schools,  as  an  inducement  for 
Protestant  Clergymen  to  settle  in  Canada,  but  even  this  was  soon  turned  into  a  reward  for  con- 
venient persons  ;  the  nomination  of  Masters  became  the  Lieutenant-Governor's  patronage  ;t 
the  Schools  were  given  to  half-pay  Ofhcers,  or  to  men  etjually  unht  for  the  superintendence  of 
classical  Instruction.     .     .     Faijes  317,  319. 

Mr.  Gourley,  in  continuing  his  "  review  "  and  criticism  on  educational  affairs 
in  Upper  Canada,  said,  that,  among  the  other  Acts  passed  by  the  Legislature  of 
Upper  Canada  in  1799,  was  one,  which  : — 

Provides  for  the  education  and  support  of  Orj)han  Children. |  It  allows  the  Town  Wardens 
of  any  Township  with  the  consent  of  two  Justices  of  the  Peace  to  bind  and  ai)prentice  children 
deserted  by  Parents  ;  males  till  twenty-one,  and  female*  till  eighteen  years  of  age.  It  also 
allows  Mothers  to  do  the  same,  where  the  Father  abandons  his  child  ;  but,  in  case  relations  of 
any  child,  or  children,  are  able  and  willing  to  bring  them  up,  then  no  power  rests  witli  Town- 
Wardens  ;  and  none  having  atbiined  the  age  of  fourteen  years  are  liable  to  be  apprenticed, 
unless  he,  she,  or  they  consent  thereto. 

This  Act  seems  humane  ;  but  it  is  just  one  of  those  meddling  laws  which  have  done  so  much 
mischief  in  England,  in  the  poor-law  system,  and  would  better  be  expunged. 

The  person  who  originated  "The  Committee  for  promoting  the  Education  of  the  Poor,  in 
Tapper  and  Lower  Canada,"  does  not  ])osse3S  a  particle  of  knowledga  as  to  the  st<ite  of  these 
Provinces.  He  had  known  nothing  of  the  cause  of  poverty  in  Canada,  if  povertj'  there  is  ; 
he  knows  nothing  of  the  condition  of  the  people  there  ;  and  he  has  been  wholly  ignorant 
as  to  the  impossibility  of  his  efforts  doing  any  thing  like  general  goud.  In  the  Town  of 
Kingston,  where  a  subscription  was  entered  into,  to  forward  the  views  of  the  Englisii  Com- 
mittee, and  from  whence  proceeded  the  application  for  an  Act  of  Parliament,  there  was  no  want 
of  Schools  of  all  sorts,  [See  the  Kingston  Reports,  in  Volume  One,  page  127]    .    .    .*  In  Kingston,

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■there  was  scope  for  a  few  itidividu.ih  d<nn<,'  buuevulent  acts,  but  thoir  linldiiig  correspondence 
with  England  for  such  purinwe  was  not  necosaary  ;  .  .  .  Out  of  the  few  Towns,  or  ratlier 
Villages.  videlicet.Kingaton,  Niagara,  Little  York,  etc.,  the  population  of  Upper  Canada  was 
scattered  about  at  the  rate  of  seven  souls,  or  lea-i,  to  the  square  mile.      .      . 

In  that  country  it  was  not  poverty  wliich  prevented  the  cliildren  from  being  educated,  but 
the  situation  in  which  the  people  were  placed  by  tlio  state  of  property  ;  and  here  too,  as  I  hava 
before  mentioned,  we  have  tlie  cause  of  the  paucity  of  religious  institutions,  and  the  abundance 
■of  full  grown  pagans  .  .  .  Having  said  thus  much  as  to  the  lessor  acta  <if  Upper  Canada, 
which  regard  Education,  it  is  witli  intinite  delight  I  call  attonticm  to  tlie  great  one  which  [was 
passed  in  1816.  It  was  the  first  Act  passed  in  Upper  Canada,  establishing  Comin  .n  Schools. 
■See  pages  102-104  of  the  First  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History.]  Tliis  Act  was  wortli 
Fifiy  Tiiousand  Pounds  (i'oO.OOO)  to  the  people  of  Ui)per  Canada,  aj  before  said  ;  and  it  would 
be  wortli  ten  times  tliat  sum  to  England,  if  adopted  there  .  .  .  Will  any  sensible  class  of 
people  in  England  object  to  public  schools  on  the  plan  of  the  Canadian  Act  ?  I  cannot 
think  it     .     .     . 

The  Canadian  plan  could  be  adopted  and  acted  upon  .  .  .  It  requires  no  immediate 
vote  of  money.  It  needs  but  a  guarantee  that  the  money  will  be  payable  when  called  for  under 
the  declared  stipulations,  and  this  would  come  on  gradually.  It  reipiires  neither  money  nor 
■consideration  for  providing  School  Houses.  The  people  would  take  care  of  all  this,  and  suit 
themselves,  as  taste,  convenience,  and  situation  re({uired.  The  whole  business  would  regulate 
itself,  and  go  on  smoothly  ;  it  would  proceed  just  so  far  as  the  i)ublic  feeling  was  inclined  to 
■carry  it  :  a  fair  opportunity  would  be  given  to  all  ;  and  the  Ace  might  be  amended,  or  repealed, 
without  occasioning  either  extraordinary  bustle,  or  unnecessary  expense. 

The  Upi)er  Canada  School  Act  was,  I  believe,  borrowed,  in  substance,  from  the  State  of 
'New  York  ;  but.  is  no  worse  for  that,  and  we  need  not  be  ashamed  to  borrow  at  second  hand 
from  one  of  our  own  Colonies,  knowing  that  "  out  of  the  mouths  of  babes  and  sucklings  pro- 
•ceods  knowledge."  The  Reverend  Doctor  Bell  brought  his  (monitorial)  system  of  education 
from  Madras,  in  the  East  Indies.  .  .  .  Let  us  now  draw  refreshment  from  the  West,  With 
a  few  modifications,  the  Canadian  Act  would  suit  England  delightfully.  The  objections  spoken 
of  by  Mr.  Crooks,  would  have  no  place  here.  We  should  have  no  difiiculty  in  procuring  respect- 
-able  Schoolmasters  ;  and  Noah  Webster  would  not  interfere  with  Lindloy  Murray.  (Tiiu 
extract  from  Mr.  William  Crooks  of  Grimsby,  in  1817,  here  spoken  of,  will  be  found  on  pages 
12G,  127  of  the  First  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History.) 

At  an  early  period  of  British  dominion  in  America,  blocks  of  wild  land  were  set  apart,  to 
make  provision,  by  a  future  day,  for  public  institutions,  judged  essential  to  the  well  being  and 
perfection  of  society.  Since  the  Revolution,  the  United  States  have  followed  out,  in  parf,  this 
practice,  by  allotting  land  for  Schools,  and,  in  Canada,  whole  Townships  have  been  appropriated 
for  the  same  purpose,  to  say  nothing  of  the  Crown  and  Clergy  Reserves.  .  .  .  It  is  indeed 
truly  surprising  that  the  fallacy  of  such  a  measure  has  not  been  perceived  by  Americans.  People 
-on  this  side  the  Atlantic  may  be  excused.  Here  we  see  land  set  aside  for  all  sorts  of  purposes, 
— for  maintaining  schools,  hospitals,  churclies,  and  what  not  ? 

We  see  land  thus  appropriated,  answering  the  end  ;  and  without  considering  the  difference 
of  circumstances,  Hy  off"  with  a  conclusion  that  appropriations  of  land  in  the  wilderness  of 
America,  will  prove  equally  effective  as  at  home.  The  Editdmnih  Review  has  given  in  to  this 
error.  Not  long  ago,  I  read  in  that  oracle  of  wisdom,  an  ajiproval  of  the  Anierican  plan  of 
setting  out  land,  to  secure  the  benefit  of  education  to  future  generations.  The  plan  is  wroii"' 
in  every  way     ... 

It  is  not  necessary  for  this  generation  to  prescribe  for  the  good  of  the  next,  so  far  as  pro- 
perty is  concerned.  Let  that  go  free  from  father  to  son  ;  and  it  will  be  put  to  better  and  wiser 
use,  as  society  advances  in  knowledge  and  rehnement.  The  School  Act  of  Ui)per  Canada,  passed 
in  1816,  is  a  glorious  proof  of  the  natural  disposition  of  mankind  to  promote  education — of  wliat 
inay  be  expected  from  voluntary  effort. 

Considering  that  the  Canadians  are  the  poorest  people  of  North  America,  the  vote  of  money 
for  that  purpose  [£G,000],  is  liberal  in  the  extreme  ;  and  pity  it  is  that  the  state  of  property 
should  render  the  effort  in  any  respect  abortive.  It  has  greatly  done  so.  In  many  parts, 
population  is  so  thin,  that  the  re(iuired  number  of  children  cannot  be  got  together,  to  give  those 
willing  to  take  advantage  of  the  Act,  an  opportunity  of  benefitting  by  it.  It  has  hence  been 
complained  of  ;  and  it  was  thought  might  even  be  allowed  to  expire,  [which  it  did  in  1820]. 

I  hoi)e  it  is  revived;  and  that  it  will  bp  maintained  till  proi)erty  is  well  arranged,  and 
society  strong.  In  conjunction  with  the  Common  Schf>ols  of  Upper  Canada,  the  District 
(Grammar)  Schools,  if  well  appointed,  might  be  productive  of  much  good  ;  and  I  should  propose 
measures,  by  which  the  maintenance  of  these,  out  of  public  funds,  would  be  fair  and  politic, 
which  is  not  the  case  at  present,  while  only  the  wealthier  classes,  and  a  few  others  residing  near 
those  Schools,  can  have  beneht  from  them.     .     .     .

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It  has  been  proposed  to  have  a  College  in  Upper  Canada  ;  and  no  doubt  Colleges  will  in 
time  grow  up  there.  At  present,  and  for  a  considerable  period  to  come,  any  effort  to  found  a 
College  would  prove  abortive.  There  could  neither  be  got  Masters  nor  scholars  to  ensure  toler- 
able coniinencement  for  ten  years  to  ccjme  ;  and  a  feeble  beginning  might  beget  a  feeble  race  of 
Teachers  and  pupils.  In  the  United  States.  Academies  and  Colleges,  though  fast  improving, 
are  yet  but  raw  ;  and  greatly  inferior  to  those  in  Britain,  generally  speaking.  Twenty-five  lads 
sent  annually  at  public  charge  from  Upper  Canada  to  British  Universities,  would  draw  after 
them  many  more.  The  youths  themselves,  generally,  would  become  desirous  of  making  a  voyage 
in  (juest  of  learning.  Crossing  the  ocean  on  such  an  errand,  would  elevate  their  ideas,  and  stir 
them  up  to  extraordinary  exertions.  They  would  become  finished  preachers,  lawyers,  physicians, 
merchants  ;  and  returning  to  their  native  country,  would  repay  in  wisdom  what  was  expended 
in  goodness  and  liberality. 

The  Indians  can  now,  happily,  be  no  longer  looked  to  by  Canada,  as  allies  in  war.     .     .     . 

On  the  (Jrand  River,  (and  other  places,)  Churches  have  been  erected  for  tlie  reform  of  these 
people  ;  but  no  change  has  been  effected  for  good.  Their  children  grow  uj*  wild,  irregular  in 
their  habits,  and  altogether  useless  members  of  the  community.     .     .     .     [This  is  denied.] 

Well  ordered  and  efficient  establishments  should  be  erected  for  training  up  the  youth.. 
They  should  be  taught  not  only  to  read  and  write,  but  be  bred  up  to  indu.stry  and  regular  busi- 
ness.    There  are  ample  funds  for  this. 

The  speedy  civilization  of  those  within  the  surveyed  bounds  should  be  the  sole  object  ;  and, 
in  ten  or  twelve  years,  it  could  be  comjjletely  effected.  The  Indians  of  the  Grand  River  have 
monied  means  of  their  own  to  accomplish  this,  under  proper  management  ;  and  tlie  rising  gen- 
eration could  be  [lortiuned  off  with  land  as  they  grew  up,  (jualified  t<j  improve  and  enjoy  their 
inheritance.     (Vuhone  ii.     London,  1817-1822,  i^ai/es  375-393.) 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

EDUCATLONAL   PROCEEDINGS   OF   THE    UPPER    CANADA 
LEGISLATURE,  1839. 

On  the  27th  of  February,  1839,  His  Excellency,  Sir  Geoige  Arthur,  opened 
the  fourth  sesswn  of  the  Thirteenth  Parliament  of  Upper  Canada,  with  a  Speech 
from  the  Throne.     Referring  to  educational  matters,  he  said  : — 

Second  only  in  importance  to  the  subject  of  the  Clergy  Reserves,  is  that  of  General  Edu- 
cation. A  system  of  sound  ar.d  Religious  Instruction  for  the  rising  generation  ought  to  be 
established  under  every  Government  ;  and  it  is  most  particularly  re()uisite  in  a  young  country 
in  the  situation  of  this  Province.  I,  therefore,  strongly  recommend  to  you  a  careful  revision  of 
the  enactments  relating  to  the  Common  Schools  ;  and  the  early  adojition  of  some  plan,  calculated 
to  secure  the  assistance  of  properly  ijualified  Teachers. 

Educational  Proceedings  of  the  Upper  Canada  House  of  Assembly,  1839.

Murney,  moves  that  the  House  do  now  resolve  itself  into  a  Connnittee  of  Supply,   for  the  pur-

The  House  having  resumed,  the  Chairman  reported,  tliaL  tho  Commiitee  hud  mailo  souio  pro- 
gress, and  asked  leave  to  sit  again  on  Wednesday  next.  The  Report  was  received,  and  leave 
was  granted  accordingly. 

March,  Ctli,  183'J.  Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Address,  in  answer  to  His  Excel- 
lency's Speech  from  the  Throne,  wa.s  read  a  third  time  anil  passed.  That  part  of  it  relating  to 
educatii>n  was  as  follows  : — 

We  cordially  agree  with  your  Excellency  in  thinking  that  a  system  of  sound  and  Religious 
Instruction  for  the  rising  s^enoration  ought  to  he  established  under  every  ( Joverniucnt,  and  is 
most  particularly  re;iuiaito  in  a  young  country  in  the  situation  of  this  Province,  and  that  wo 
will  give  this  subject  our  best  consideration.

Draft  of  Bill  to  appropriate  One  Million  of  Acres  of  Waste  Lands  for  the  SuppoKr 
OF  Common  Schools  in  Upper  Canada. 

Most  Gracious  Sovereign  :  • 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  means  for  the  permanent  Establishment,  Maintenance 
and  Support  of  Common  Schools  throughout  this  Province  :  And 

Whereas,  from  the  smallness  of  the  Provincial  Revenue,  and  the  inability  of  tlie  inhabitants 
of  the  several  Districts  to  pay  large  assessments  for  that  purjKise,  it  is  expedient  and  necessary 
that  a  portion  of  the  Waste  Lands  of  the  Crown  within  this  Province,  should  be  set  ajiart  for 
the  purpose  of  assisting  to  provide  permanently,  in  all  time  to  come,  for  a  "  ('ommon  School 
Fund." 

Be  it  tlierejorc  tuactid  by  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  cf  the  Legislative  Council  and  flouse  of  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  I'[)])er  Canada^ 
constituted  and  assemlded  by  virtue  of  and  inuler  the  authority  of  an  Act  jiassed  in  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Great  Britain,  intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  Repeal  certain  jiarts  of  an  Act  passed  in  the 
fourteenth  year  of  His  Majesty's  reign,  intituled  :  "  An  Act  for  making  more  etfectual  provision 
for  the  government  of  the  Province  of  (Quebec,  in  North  America,  and  to  make  further  provision 
for  the  government  of  the  said  Province,"  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.

The  Lieutenant  Governor  also  informs  the  House  of  Assembly  that  a  Committee  of  the 
College  Council  is  now  engaged  drawing  up  a  Report  upon  the  general  state  of  the  Affairs  and 
1-  inanoes  of  the  two  Colleges,  which  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  House  as  soon  as  possible  after  it 
-shall  have  been  received  by  him.*

Mr.  Henry  Sherwood,  from  the  Select  Committee  of  Conference  with  the  Honourable  tlie 
Legislative  Council,  on  the  subject  of  General  Education,  presented  a  further  Report,  which  was 
received  and  read  as  follows  : — 

To  the  Honourable  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada  : 

The  Committee  appointed  by  your  Honourable  House  to  meet  the  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Honourable  the  Legislative  Council,  upon  the  subject  of  certain  llesolutions  passed  by  both 
Houses  on  the  subject  of  a  grant  of  waste  Lands  for  the  promotion  of  Common  School  Education, 
beg  leave  to  make  their  second  Report. 

According  to  adjournment,  the  joint  Committee  met  in  a  Committee  Room  of  tlie  Honourable 
the  Legislative  Council,  at  halfpast  2  o'clock  this  day  :  certain  Resolutions  which  had  been  pro- 
posed at  a  previous  meeting  by  a  member  of  the  Committee,  ow  the  part  of  the  Legi.slative 
Council,  were  brought  up  for  adoption,  when  a  Member  of  the  Committee  on  the  part  of  Your 
Honourable  House,  contended  that  they  were  not  in  order,  inasmuch  as  they  contained  a  i.ro- 
position  to  interfere  with  the  University  of  King's  College,  which  was  not  referred  to  them,  and 
he  moved  that  the  Chairman  sliould  leave  the  chair. 

The  Chairman  left  the  chair,  declaring  that  he  would  put  no  question  which  had  for  its 
object  any  interference  with  the  said  University.  Almost  every  honourable  Member  present 
protested  against  this  proceeding  on  the  part  of  the  Chairman,  but  without  effect.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Jumes  Morris,  aecouded  by  Mr.  Edward  W.  Thomson, 
it  was  ordiired-^That  the  Documents  relative  to  King's  College  ;ind  Upper  Canada  College  sent 
down  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  be  referred  to  the  joint  Connnittee  on  lidu- 
cation.  It  was  also  ordered— That  two  hundred  Copies  of  the  Documents  relating  to  the 
Expenditure  on  King's  College  and  Upper  Canada  College,  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Mem- 
bers. 

Mr.  Malcolm  Cameron,  seconded  by  Mr.  George  Rykert,  moves  that  Mahlon  Burwell 
Esijuire,  a  Member  of  this  House,  be  relieved  from  the  Joint  Committee  of  Conference  on  the 
subject  of  Education,  and  that  William  B.  Robinson  Esquire  be  nominated  in  his  stead.

The  Committee,  to  whom  wai  referred  that  part  of  the  Si)eech  of  His  Excellency  the 
Lieutenant  Governor,  at  the  opening  of  the  present  Session,  which  relates  to  Education,  beg 
leave  to  report,  that  they  liave  agreed  to  two  Resolutions  to  provide  means  for  the  Maintenance 
and  Support  of  Common  Schools,  which  they  report  herewith,  and  earnestly  recommend 
the  same  to  the  adoption  of  your  Honourable  House.

Note.  Although  this  is  not  the  first  time  that  tlie  principle  of  assessment 
for  Common  Schools  had  been  embodied  in  legislation  by  the  House  of  Assembly  of 
Upper  Canada,  yet  it  was  the  first  time  that  the  i^ower  of  assessment  was  pro- 
posed to  be  exercised  under  the  authority  of  the  House  itself.  The  mode  of  doing 
so  was  not  specified  in  the  Resolution,  nor  was  it  embodied  in  the  draft  of  Bill 
on  the  subject.  The  former  legislation  of  the  House  of  Assembly  in  1838,  pro- 
vided that  the  Magistrates  in  Quarter  Sessions  should  assess  the  Districts  for 
School  purposes.

Bill  for  thk  Establishment  of  the  "Free  Grammar  Schools"  of  1797. 

Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Bill  to  provide  for  the  support  of  Grammar  Schools 
was  read  the  second  time,  and  the  House  was  put  into  Committee  of  tiie  Whole  on  the  Bill, 
Mr.  Charles  C.  Small  in  the  chair.  The  House  having  resumed,  the  Chairman  reported  the 
Bill,  with  amendments.  On  the  tjuestion  for  receiving  the  Report  Mr.  Mahhm  Burwell,  in 
amendment,  seconded  by  Mr.  Michael  Aikman,  moves  that  the  Report  be  not  received,  but 
that  the  following  be  adopted  :t 

WItciras  the  quantity  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-live  thousand,  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
three,  (225,273,)  acres  of  Land,  granted  by  Patent,  as  an  Endowment  to  the  University  of  King's 
College,  and  the  additional  quantity  of  sixty  six  thousand' (00,000,)  acres,  granted  intrust  to 
that  Institution  for  the  benefit  of  Upper  Canada  College,  as  an  appendage  thereof,  amounting 
together  to  two  hundred  and  ninety-one  thousand,  two  hundred  and  seventy  three,  (291,273) 
acres  of  land,  has  rendered  the  quantity  remaining  of  the  Royal  Grant  of  1797,  insufhcient  for 
the  effectual  endowment  of  Grammar  Schools,  in  the  several  Districts  ;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  expedient  to  make  good,  for  the  purposes  of  Granmiar  fc'chools,  the  deficiency 
occasioned  by  the  grant  of  sixty  six  thousand  (00,000,)  acres  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  Upper 
Canada  College  :  and 

Whereas  there  are  ample  quantities  of  the  unconceded  Waste  Lands  of  the  Crown,  in  this 
Province,  to  make  good  that  deficiency  :  and 

Whvreas,  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  to  secure  an  effectual  and  permanent  foundation  for 
the  Education  of  the  people  of  this  extensive  and  growing  Colony,  in  all  times  to  come  :  And 

Whereas,  to  effect  these  objects,  it  is  expedient  to  make  the  School  Liinds  that  remain  of 
the  Itoyal  Grant  of  1797,  and  the  monies  which  have  accrued  from  the  sale  of  School  Lands, 
applicable  to  the  use  of  District  Grannnar  Schools. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  etc..  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
of  this  Province;  for  the  time  being,  in  addition  to  what  remains  of  the  Royal  Grant  of  Lands 
in  1797,  for  the  purposes  of  Grammar  Schools,  to  set  apart  sixty  six  thousand  (00,00(1,)  acres 
of  the  Waste  Lands  of  the  Crow'n  in  this  Piovince,  from  and  out  of  any  Lands  iliat  maj'  remain 
un<j;ranted,  after  the  jiassing  of  this  Acf,  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  purposes  hereby  provided,  by 
a  (Jeneral  Board  of  Educatiim,  hereinafter  api)ointed,  part  of  whose  duties  shall  be  the  selling, 
or  leasing  of  such  lands,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  raising  of  moneys  for  the  maintenance  and 
support  of  (irammar  Schools  in  the  several  Districts  of  this  Province. 

2.  A)i<l  be  it  further  e)tucted  etc.,  That  the  moneys  arising,  or  having  arisen,  from  the  selling 
or  leasing  of  the  said  Lands,  or  a)iy  part  thereof,  shall  be  i)ermanently  invested  in  some  Public 
Securities  in  this  Province,  and  the  interest  thereof  only  applied  annually  for  the  benefit  and 
8upi)ort  of  such  District  Grammar  Schools.

Resnlv^d  :  That  this  House  liaving  agreed  to  a  Bill  granting  a  Million  of  Acres  of  the  Waste 
Lands  ot  the  Crown  for  the  Suj.port  of  Common  Schools,  its  next  and  most  important  duty  is 
to  provide  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  Grammar  Schools  within  the  Several  Dis- 
tricts of  the  Province,  by  passing,  during  the  present  Session,  a  Bill  disposing,  for  their 
immediate  beneht,  of  all  that  remains  of  the  original  (irant  of  School  Lands  under  the  Duke  of 
Portland  s  Despatch  of  1797,+  and  also  of  the  moneys  derived  from  the  Sales  of  School  Lands. 

2.  Resolved  :  That  a  decision  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council,  dated  the  i?9th  of 
April,  183 1, t  was  made  in  accordance  with  the  prayer  of  a  Petition  from  the  General  (,)uarter

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Sessions  of  the  Peace,  for  the  District  of  London,  dated  on  the  16th  of  the  same  montli  of 
April,  in  that  year,  (1831,)-  which  prevented  the  further  application  of  moneys  derived  from 
tlie  sales  of  School  Lands  for  the  benefit  of  the  Institution  of  Min(jr,  or  Upper  Canada,  College, 
which  decision  is  just  and  satisfactory,  as  far  as  the  Executive  had  tlie  power  ;  and,  under  the 
authority  of  that  decision,  a  large  suu)  has  accumulated  from  tlie  sales  of  School  Lands,  now 
lying  dormant  in  tlie  hands  of  the  Receiver  General,  which  is  applicable  only  to  District 
Grammar  Schools. 

3.  Itesolrcd  :  That  the  youth  of  this  Province  have  suffered  incalcclable  injury  since  that 
decision  was  ma<le  by  the  neglect  of  the  Legislature,  in  not  passing  a  Law  to  give  it  innnediate 
a])plication  and  eflect  ;  And,  that,  therefore,  a  Bill  l)e  passed  during  the  present  Session,  which 
will  involve  no  principle  that  can  be  fairly  di.sputed  by  any  one,  and  the  way  is  now  clear  for 
the  i)assage  of  such  a  law. 

4.  Jieatdred  :  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  the  first  appropriation  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand,  two  hundred  and  seventy-three,  (225,273)  acres  of  Land,  granted  by 
Patent  in  1827  to  the  University  of  King's  Cidlege,  was  sufficiently  large  as  an  endowment  for 
that  Institution,  in  the  first  instance,  at  all  events,  without  making  [to  Upper  Canada  College] 
an  additional  appropriation  of  sixty  six  thousand,  (OG.UOO,)  acres  in  October,  1832, t  of  which 
eighteen  thousand,  three  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  (18,378,)  acres  are  of  the  most  valuable 
lands  in  the  Province,  along  the  banks  of  the  River  Thames,  between  the  Long  Wood  Road  and 
that  River,  in  the  Townships  of  Carradoc,  Ekfrid  and  Mosa.  1 

5.  Jiesolvad  :  That,  therefore,  an  Act  be  jiassed  during  the  present  Session,  making  an 
additional  Grant  of  sixty  six  tliousatul,  (0(i,000,)  acres  of  the  Waste  Land  of  the  Crown,  for  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  Grammar  Schools  in  the  several  Districts,  to  make  good  the 
deficiency  occasioned  by  the  grant  of  sixty  six  thousand,  (ti6,0l>0)  acres,  for  the  INIinor,  or  Upper 
Canada,  College  in  18'i2,  and  to  make  the  (juantities  of  land  ap])ortioned  for  the  (Grammar 
Schools  and  King's  C<jllege  respectively,  more  in  accordance  with  the  obvious  intention  of  the 
Royal  Grant  of  1797. 

().  Renolved  :  That,  although  this  House  is  decidedly  of  opinion  that  it  would  have  been 
more  judicious  <jn  the  part  of  the  Executive,  to  have  proceeded  to  the  establishment  of  Grammar 
Schools  in  the  several  Districts,  before  granting,  by  Patent  in  1827,  st)  large  a  (juantity  of  land 
for  the  University,  and,  subsetjuently,  adding  to  that  amount  so  largo  a  (juantitj'  of  land,  as 
sixty  six  thousand,  (66,000,)  acres,  and  so  long,  too,  after  the  first  grant  was  made, — to  wit,  in 
1832  ;  yet  this  House  deems  it  inexpedient  and  unwise  to  interfere  with  rights  thus  solcnmly 
vested  by  the  respective  Patents  that  have  issued  under  the  Great  Seal  :  This  House  does 
not  deem  the  vested  rights  here  mentioned  as  of  concernment  to  any  individual,  or  to  a  few,  or 
to  any  particular  number  of  individuals,  but  as  rigiits  graciously  and  solemidy  vtsled  by  the 
Royal  Authority,  having  jiroceeded  from  the  Crown,  and  now  resting  in  the  whole  body  of  the 
people,  of  a  most  important  and  interesting  country,  whose  true  interests  are  not  yet  thoroughly 
understood,  and  whose  vast  resources  and  ca])abilitius  for  the  powers  of  ))roduction  and  con- 
sumption, and  for  sustaining  an  immense  j)0i)ulati(jn,  are  yet  undeveloped  and  unexplored  : 
And  the  certainty  that,  in  the  lapse  of  half  a  century,  the  present  endowments  will  be  found 
insufficient  for  the  increased  and  increasing  wants  of  numerous  imlividuals,  youths  of  a  vast 
community,  from  various  parts  of  our  immense  territory,  for  the  higher  branches  of  Education. 
On  these  grounds,  this  House  deems  an  interference  witli  the  present  endowments  unwise,  and, 
if  ])ermitted  to  l)e  made,  should  be  entirely  separate  and  distinct  from  the  present  labours  (*(V,)  of 
this  House  ;  And,  furthermore,  this  House  is  fully  aware  that  such  an  interference,  on  the  pre- 
sent occasion  at  all  events,  may  produce  further  delay  in  the  establishment  of  Grammar  Schools 
for  the  several  Districts  : 

This  House,  therefore,  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  afl'ecting  the  public  good 
by  speedy  legislation  on  the  subject  of  Grannnar  Schools,  will  confine  its  deliberations  to  matters 
in  which  its  members  can  cordially  agree,  and  keep  separate  and  distinct  from  subjects,  on 
which  there  is  great  difl'erence  of  opinion,  and  which  must,  by  their  iuteruiixture  with  matters 
of  a  j)lain  and  (jbvious  character,  protluce  further  delay,  and,  consequently,  unavoidable  and 
irreparable  injury  to  the  growing  youth  of  this  Province. 

On  this  amendment,  the  Yeas  and  Nays  were  taken  as  follows  :  Vea.s,  2  :  Messieurs  Mahlon 
Burwell  aiul  John  S.  Cartwright  ;  Nav.s,  31  ;  bo  that  the  amendment  was  lost  by  a  majority 
of  29.

/n  (oneiuhiient  Mr.  JdIiii  S.  Cartwright,  Bucondcd  by  Mr.  rJuorgo  S.  I3uuU<>n,  movea  lliat 
tho  Bill  do  not  now  p;i3s,  but  tliat  it  be  iiniended  by  adding  thu  following  Proviso  after  the 
sixth  clause  : 

Pntridvd  alKHiijs,  That  it  shall  be  in  the  di.scretii>n  of  the  Council  of  King's  College,  to  erect 
a  suitable  building  fov  Lecture  Rooms  and  other  purposes,  on  the  grounds  belonging  to  King's 
College,  should  such  Council  deem  it  expedient  to  do  so,  instead  of  enlarging  I'pper  Canada 
College.

Bill  was  passed.  Mr.  George  S.  Boulton,  seconded  bj'  Mr.  Henry  Sherwood,  moves  that  tho 
Bill  be  intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  tho  Advancement  of  Education  in  this  Province," 
which  was  carried,  and  Messieurs  George  S.  Boulton  and  Henry  Sherwood  were  ordered  by 
the  Speaker  to  carry  the  Bill  up  to  the  Honourable  the  Legislative  Council,  and  to  request  their 
concurrence  thereto. 

Bill  Suppleme-vtal  to  the  Co.h.mon  School  Waste-Lands  Endow.ment  Bill. 

Pursuant  to  notice,  Mr.  George  S.  Boulton,  seconded  by  Mr.  Richard  P.  Hotham,  moves 
that  this  House  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  Supply  on  the  subject  of  the  iteport  of  the 
Select  Committee  on  Common  Schools,  which  was  carried,  and  the  House  was  put  into  a  Com- 
mittee on  Supply  on  the  same,  Mr.  John  Mcintosh  in  the  chair.  The  House  having  resumed, 
the  Chairman  rejjorted  that  the  Committee  had  agreed  to  two  Resolutions  which  he  was 
directed  to  submit  for  the  adoption  of  the  House.  The  Heport  was  received,  and  the  first 
Resolution  was  put  ind  carried  as  follows  : — • 

1.  Resolved,  That  there  be  granted  annually  to  Her  Majesty  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand 
Pounds.  (£10,000,)  from  the  Provincial  Funds,  to  enable  Her  Majesty  to  provide  for  tho 
Establishment,  Maintenance  and  Support  of  Common  Schools  throughout  this  Province. 

The  second  Resolution  was  put  as  follows  : 

2.  Resolved,  That  there  be  granted  annually  to  Her  IMajfsty,  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand 
Pounds,  (£10,000,)  to  be  raised  annually  by  a.ssessments  upon  the  peoj)le  of  the  several  Dis- 
tricts,— each  District  furnishing  its  ])roper  quota  of  that  sum,  in  proi)ortion  to  its  poj)ulation, — 
to  provide  for  the  Establishment,  Maintenance  and  Support  of  Commou  Schools  throughout 
this  Province.  On  which  the  Yeas  and  Nays  were  taken  as  follows  :  Yeas.  24  ;  Nays,  '.)  ;  so 
that  the  Resolution  was  carried  in  the  afhrmative  by  a  majority  of  1"),  and  was  atlopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Richard  P.  Hotham,  seconded  by  Mr.  Mahlon  Burwell,  it  w.as  ordered — 
That  the  Resolutions  of  this  House,  on  the  subject  of  making  provision,  by  a  grant  of  Waste 
Lands,  for  Common  Schools,  be  referred  to  a  Conunittee,  consisting  of  Messieurs  George  S. 
Boulton  and  Malcolm  Cauieron,  to  report  thereon  by  Bill. 

Mr.  George  S.  Boulton,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  draft  a  Bill,  pursuant  to  the  f<jre- 
going  Resolutions,  reported  a  draft  of  Bill,  which  was  received  and  read  a  first  time.  On  the 
question  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  to  morrow  : 

In  amendment,  Mr.  Mahlon  Burwell,  seconded  by  Mr.  Malcolm  Cameron,  moves  that  the 
Comm  m  School  Bill  be  now  read  a  second  tiuie,  and  that  the  40th  rule  of  this  House  be  dis- 
pensed with,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  same,  which  was  carried,  and  the  Bill  was  lead  a  second 
time.  The  House  was  tliea  put  into  a  Conunittee  of  the  Whole  on  the  Bill,  Mr.  Donald  .K. 
McDonell   in   the   chair.      .     .     The  House  having  resumed,  the  Chairman  reported  that  t'le 
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Committee  had  gDiie  through  the  jji-ovisions  of  the  Bill,  amended  the  same,  and  submitted  it 
for  the  adoption  of  tlie  House.  The  Report  was  received.  On  the  (|uestioi.  for  the  third 
reading  of  tlie  Bill  to  morrow, 

la  amendment,  Mr.  Charles  Bockus,  soC(jnded  by  Mr.  Richard  P.  Ilotham,  moves  that  the 
Bill  l)e  not  read  a  third  time  to  morrow,  but  that  it  be  read  a  third  time  this  day  ;  and  that  the 
4()th  rule  of  this  House  be  disj)ensed  with,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  same  ;  which  was  carried, 
and  the  Bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time  this  day. 

Note. — There  is  no  record  in  the  proceedinjys  of  the  House  of  Assembly  of 
this  session,  that  this  Bill  was  read  the  third  time  on  the  day  named,  or  on 
any  other  subsetjuent  day,  so  that  it  was  not  sent  to  the  Legislative  Council  for  its 
concurrence.     See  remarks  on  tliese  several  School  Bills  below. 

Pursuant  to  tiie  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Bill  to  provide  for  the  Support  of  Common  Schools 
for  the  year  1839,  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed.  Mr.  Mahlon  Burwell,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Richard  P.  Hotham,  moves  that  the  Bill  be  intituled  :  "  An  Act  granting  a  sum  of  money  for 
the  Support  of  Common  Schools  for  the  year  1839,"  which  was  carried,  and  Messieurs  Mahlon 
Burwell  and  Richard  P.  Hotliam  were  ordered  by  the  Speaker  to  carry  the  Bill  up  to  the 
Honourable  the  Legislative  Council,  and  to  request  their  conc\irrence  thereto. 

The  Master-in-Chancery  brought  down  from  the  Honourable  the  Legislative  Council  two 
Messages.     The  following  one  was  read  by  the  Speaker  :

The  Lec^islative  Council  have  passed  the  Bill  sent  up  from  the  Commons  House  of 
Assembly,  intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Advancement  of  Education  in  this  Pro- 
vince ;"  and  also  the  Bill  intituled  ;  "An  Act  (iranting  a  Sum  of  Money  for  the  Support  of 
Common  Schools  in  Upper  Canada  for  the  year  1839."

Comprehensive  School  Measures  before  the  Upper  Canada  Legislature 

IN  1839. 

In  addition  to  the  annual  Supply  Bill,  providing  for  the  Support  of  Common 
Schools  in  Upper  Canada  for  the  year,  (1839,)  three  measures  of  unusual  import- 
ance were  brought  before  the  Legislature  in  1839.  These  measures  chiefly 
originated  in  the  House  of  Assembly.  Two  of  them  passed  that  House,  and  were 
sent  up  to  the  Legislative  Council  for  its  concurrence.  The.se  two  had  the  sup- 
port of  a  Committee  of  that  Body,  in  conjunction  with  a  similar  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Assembly,  yec  onlj'  one  of  them  received  the  formal  assent  ot  the 
Legislativa  Council. 

The  three  important  measures  to  which  reference  is  here  made  were  : — 

1.  A  Bill  providing  "  for  the  Advancement  of  Education  in  this  Province." 

2.  A  Bill  providing  for  "  the  appropriation  of  One  Million  of  acres  of  the 
Waste  Land&  of  the  Province  for  the  Support  of  Common  Schools." 

3.  A  Bill  providing  for  an  annual  appropriation  of  Eighty  Thousand  dollars, 
($80,000,) — Forty  Thousand  dollars,  ($40,000,)  to  be  annually  appropriated  from 
the  public  revenue,  and  Forty  Thousand  dollars  ($40,000,)  to  be  raised  by  yearly 
assessment  upon  the  various  Districts. 
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The  title  of  the  first  Bill  mentioned  is  misleading  and  obscure.  For,  although, 
its  object  was  truly  "  the  advancement  of  Education  in  this  Province,"  yet  the 
title  gives  no  idea  as  to  what  kind  of  education  was  to  be  advanced  by  it— whether 
Common  School,  Grammar  School,  or  University,  Education. 

By  reference,  however,  to  the  elaborate  amondment  to  this  Bill,  proposed  by 
Mr.  Mahlon  Burwell,  and  the  somewhat  argumentative  Report  on  the  subject,  (of 
the  Legislative  Council,  pages  152,  ante,  and  \&^,pod)  it  will  be  seen  that  the  inten- 
tion  of  the  framers  of  the  Bill  was  to  revive,  and  to  embody  in  statutory  form  the 
desire,  long  expressed,  chiefly  of  Members  of  the  Legislative  Council,  to  establish 
Grammar  Schools,  in  various  parts  of  the  Province,  as  suggested  in  the  noted 
Despatch  of  the  Duke  of  Portland  in  1797,  by  which  about  half  a  million  of 
acres  of  the  Crown  Lands  were  then  set  apart,  for  the  establishment  of  "  Eree 
Grammar  Schools,  and  other  Seminaries  of  a  larger  and  more  comprehensive 
nature."  As  the  Bill  was  finally  passed,  it  simply  provided  for  the  support  of 
Grammar  Schools,  without  defining  their  character. 

The  other  comprehensive  measure,  mentioned  was  also  fully  discussed  ;  and 
to  it.  Mr.  Mahlon  Burwell  proposed  an  elaborate  historical  amendment,  in  the 
shape  of  a  series  of  Resolutions,  chiefly  relating  to  the  proceedings  of  the  House 
of  Assembly  in  regard  to  School  Lands.  (See  page  153,  ante).  This  amendment 
was  rejected  by  the  House,  as  was  his  amendment  to  the  other  Bill  "  for  the 
advancement  of  Education." 

This  second  Bill,  appropriating  "  One  Million  of  acres  of  the  Waste  Lands  of 
the  Province  for  the  Support  of  Common  Schools,"  was  recommended  to  the 
adoption  of  the  two  Houses  by  a  joint  Committee  of  both  Branches  of  the  Le^ris- 
lature,  on  the  19th  of  April,  1839.  (See  page  148,  ante).  It  passed  the  House  of 
Assembly  on  the  10th  of  May,  and  was  sent  up  to  the  Legislative  Council,  where 
it  failed  to  receive  the  concurrence  of  that  Body,  evidently  owing  to  the  fact,  that 
the  Session  was  then  too  far  advanced  to  enable  the  Council  to  give  the  subject 
the  attention  which  it  deserved.  The  Bill  was  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole  Council,  but  that  Body  having  "  resumed,"  the  Committee  rose  without 
reporting  the  Bill,  so  that  it  was  thus  "  dropped." 

So  convinced,  however,  had  the  older  Members  of  the  House  of  Assembly 
been  of  the  necessity  of  making  a  substantial  and  permanent  provision  for  the 
support  of  Common  Schools,  that  at  almost  every  previous  Session  of  the  Le<risla- 
ture,  the  subject  was  brought  up  by  the  Resolution  of  some  Member.  The  proposal, 
however,  never  took  a  really  practical  shape,  until  the  matter  was  formally  brought 
before  a  joint  Committee  of  the  both  Houses,  and  by  that  Committee,  discussed 
on  its  merits.  The  result  was  a  joint  Resolution  of  the  Committee,  strongly 
recommending  the  subject  to  the  consideration  of  the  two  Branches  of  the 
Legislature— page  148,  ante.  The  House  of  Assembly  acted  upon  this  recom- 
mendation, and  passed  a  Bill  to  give  it  effect,  but  concurrence  in  the  ]5i]l  by 
the  Legislative  Council  failed,  for  the  reasons  already  fiven. 
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After  this  failure  to  pass  the  Waste  Lands  Grant  Bill,  no  further  practical 
effort  was  made  to  provide  an  endowment  for  Common  Schools  until  1S49 — ten 
years  afterwards, — when  the  Honourable  William  Hamilton  Merritt,  then  a  Mem- 
ber of  the  Government  of  United  Canada,  and  who  was  a  Member  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Upper  Canada  in  1839,  revived  the  Bill  of  that  year,  and  had  it  passed, 
appropriating  One  Million  of  acres  of  the  Waste  Lands  of  Canada  for  the  Support 
of  Common,  now  Public,  Schools  in  the  United  Province.  The  other  Members 
of  the  Upper  Canada  Legislature  of  1839  who  were  Members  of  the  Parliament 
of  Canada,  when  this  Waste  Land  Grant  Bill  of  1849  was  passed,  were  :  Messieurs 
Malcolm  Cameron,  Edward  Malloch,  Allan  N.  Macnab,  John  Prince,  William  B. 
Robinson  and  Henry  Sherwood. 

The  third  notable  measure  which  was  brought  before  the  House  of  Assembly 
in  1839,  was  a  proposal  founded  upon  the  Report  and  Resolution  of  a  Select 
Committee  of  the  House,  to  which  had  been  referred  that  part  of  the  Lieutenant 
Governor's  opening  Speech,  in  which  he  said : — 

A  system  of  sound  and  religious  in.st ruction,  for  the  rising  generation,  ought  to  be 
established  under  every  Government,  and  it  is  most  particularly  retjuisite  in  a  young  country 
in  the  situation  of  this  Province.  1,  therefore,  strongly  recommend  to  you  a  careful  revision 
of  the  enactments  relating  to  the  Common  Schools  ;  and  the  early  adoption  of  some  plan  cal- 
culated to  secure  the  assistance  of  properly  qualified  Teachers. 

The  Report  and  Resolutions  of  the  Select  Committee  on  this  extract  from 
the  Lieutenant  Governor's  Speech,  will  be  found  on  page  151,  ante.  The  Resolu- 
tions there  given  were  embodied  in  the  form  of  a  Bill,  which  was  read  the  first 
and  second  times,  and  reported  from  a  Committee  of  Supply.  The  Bill,  however, 
was  not  read  a  third  time.  Mo  reason  for  not  proceeding  to  the  final  reading  of 
the  Bill  is  reported  in  the  Journals  of  the  House,  but  it  may  have  been  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  Bill  for  grancing  the  One  Million  of  acres  of  Waste  Lands  had  failed 
to  receive  the  concurrence  by  the  Legislative  Council.  This  Bill  for  granting 
Eighty  Thousand  dollars,  ($80,000,)  a  year  was,  no  doubt,  intended  as  a  supple- 
mentary measure,  by  which  a  monetary  endowment  for  the  Common  Schools, 
would  be  at  once  provided,  until  such  times  as  the  sales  of  the  Waste  Lands 
appropriation  would  become  available. 

The  initiation  of  three  such  comprehensive  measures  in  one  year,  for  the 
promotion  of  primary  and  secondary  Education  in  Upper  Canada,  speaks  well 
for  the  intelligent  zeal  of  the  public  men  of  these  times.  These  "  men  (indeed) 
laboured,"  and  we,  of  a  later  day,  "  entered  into  their  labours,"  and  have  reaped 
the  full  benefit  of  their  seed  sowing. 


Educational  Proceedings  ok  the  Legislative  Council,  1839. 

Sir  George  Arthur,  the  new  Lieutenant  Governor,  opened  the  fourth  session 
of  the  Thirteenth  Parliament  of  Upper  Canada,  on   the   27th    of  February,  1839, 
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with  the  usual  Speech  from  the  Throne.  His  educational  utterances  on  that 
occasion  will  be  found  on  pages  144,  ante.  On  the  5th  of  March,  1839,  the 
Legislative  Council  responded  to  this  Speech,  including  its  educational  para- 
graphs,—which  was,  as  usual— almost  in  the  words  of  the  Speech  itself. 

March  Oth,  ISJO— The  Honourable  William  Rroiri.s  hn.ncjht  up  the  l*etiti..n  of  Mr.  Robert 
Mason,  and  othera,  Teachers  of  Common  Schools,  in  the  District  of  Batliurst  ;  and  also  the 
Petition  of  the  Magistrates  of  the  District  of  Bathurst,  in  General  (Quarters  aBseinbled  ;  which 
were  laid  on  the  table.  On  the  following  day,  these  Petitions,  praying  for  an  increased  annual 
allowance  to  the  Common  Schools,  was  read. 

March  1.3th,  l.SS'J— Two  Petitions  :  one  of  the  Right  Reverend  Alexander  Macdonell 
Bishop  of  Regiopolis,  and  others  ;  and,  on  the  day  following,  the  Petition  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Ancaster  Literary  Institution  praying  for  aid,  were  brought  up  and  laid  on  the  table. 
■On  the  18th  instant,  the  Ancaster  Petition  was  read. 

March  15th,  i 55.9— Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Petition  of  the  Risjlit 
Reverend  Alexander  Macdonell,  Bishop  of  Regiopolis  and  others,  praying  fur  an  approj^riatron 
■of  money  for  the  erection  of  a  Roman  Catholic  Seminary  at  Kingston  ;  wus  read. 

March  18th,  /<S',,'y— Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Petition  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Ancaster  Literary  Institution,  i)raying  for  aid  ;  was  read.* 

March  22nd,  1830 — Messages  from  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  were  delivered 
by  the  Honourable  Mr.  Secretary  Tucker  to  the  Speaker,  who  read  the  following  : —

*0n  the  27th  of  May,  1839,  the  Ancaster  Literary  Institute  also  petitioned  the  Council  of  King's  College 
for  aid.  This  Institute  seems  to  have  had  for  its  object  the  "  erecting  of  good  school  rooms  and  accuminoda- 
tion  for  a  Teacher  ;  the  obtaining  of  a  good  Teacher  and  rendering  his  situation  reapectable  and  permanent ; 
of  regulating  the  school  fees,  so  that  the  Elementary  Branches  of  Education  might  be  brought  within  the 
reach  jf  all  classes."  The  proceedings  in  this  case  will  be  given  in  Chapter  relating  to  King  a  College  Council. 

tExtracts  from  these  Reports  will  be  given  in  subsequent  Chapter. 
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March  28th,  1839. — Pursuant  to  notice,  the  Honourable  William  Morris  moved  certain

April  1st,  183'J — Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  House  was  put  into  a  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  upon  the  Ke.'iolutions,  on  the  subject  of  Education.  The  Honourable  Robert 
Charles  Wilkins  took  the  cliair.  After  some  time,  the  House  resumed,  and  the  Chairman  re- 
ported that  the  Committee  had  gone  through  the  said  Resolutions,  and  had  made  an  amendment 
thereto,  and  recommended  the  Resolutions,  as  amended,  to  the  adoption  of  the  Hou.se.

April  17th,  1830. — A  Deputation  from  the  Conunons  House  of  Assembly  brought  up  a  Bill 
intituled  ;  "An  Act  for  the  Relief  of  Teachers  of  Common  Schools  in  the  District  of  Niagara," 
to  which  they  requested  the  concurrence  of  this  House,  and  then  withdrew.  The  said  Bill  was 
read  a  first  time  ;  and  ic  was  ordered — That  the  same  be  read  a  second  time  to-morrow. 

April  18th,  iS59.— Pursuant  to  the  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Bill,  intituled  :  "An  Act  for  the 
Relief  of  Teachers  of  Common  Schools  in  the  District  of  Niagara,"  was  read  a  second  time  ;. 
and  it  was  ordered — That  tlie  House  be  put  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to-morrow,  to  take 
the  same  into  consideration.

statements  respecting  those  important  Institutions,  as  may  be  ajiidied  for.

The  Honourable  James  Crooks,  from  the  Select  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  tlie  Pill, 
intituled  :  "  An  Act  for  the  Relief  of  Teachers  (jf  Connuon  Schools  in  the  District  of  Niagara  " 
presented  their  Kepoit.  Ordered  That  it  be  received  ;  and  tlie  same  was  then  read  by  the 
Clerk  as  follows  :  —

The  Select  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Pill  sent  u])  from  the  Commons  House  of 
Assembly,  intituled  :  "  An  Act  for  the  Relief  of  Teachers  ».)f  Common  Schools  in  the  District 
of  Niagara,"  have  gone  tlirough  the  said  P>il!,  and  beg  leave  t(^  report  to  your  Honourable 
House  : 

That  the  Pill  is  intended  solely  to  authorize  the  Fiieutenant  Gf)Vernt)r  to  issue  His  Warrants 
upon  the  Receiver  (leneral,  for  such  sum,  or  sums,  of  money,  for  the  use  of  Common  Schools  in 
the  said  District,  as  are  approi)riated  by  law,  and  remaining  in  his  hands,  as  well  as  such  sums 
as  nia}'  hereafter  come  into  his  hands  for  the  like  purpose,  which  the  Lieutenant  (Jovernor  is 
prevented  by  law  from  doing,  in  consecjuence  of  the  late  Treasurer  of  said  District  having 
omitted  to  make  the  returns  re(|uired  by  law  ;   in  the  absence  of  which  no  Warrant  can  issue. 

Your  Counnittee  beg  further  to  report,  that  it  has  come  to  their  knowledge,  that  the 
Treasurer,  whose  duty  it  was  to  have  made  such  returns,  has  become  bankrupt,  and  another 
has  been  appointed  in  his  place  and  stead  ;  and  that  a  considerable  sum  of  money  lemains  in 
his  hands,  inipaid  to  the  Teachers  of  Common  Schools  in  the  District  of  Niagara,  as  well  as 
other  public  monies  of  the  District.  Your  Counnittee,  therefi)re,  recommend  tlie  ailojition  of 
the  Bill  by  your  Honourable  House,  without  amendment.

But,  at  present,  the  condition  of  luost  of  the  Common  Silio(ds  is  so  inefhcient,  as 
to  endanger  the  l)est  interests  of  the  country,  and  urgently  demands  imniediate  amelioration; 
nor  can  they  conceal  their  opinion,  that  it  is  the  d\ity  of  their  I^egislators  to  originate,  foster 
and  patronize  a  (Jeneral  and  miproved  System  of  Education. 

May  .Ird,  ISo'J.     The  Honourable  William  Allan,  from  the  .Joint  Connnittee  in  relation  to 
certain  Resolutions  adopted  by  the  two  Houses  on  the  subject  of  (ieneral   Education,  and  also 
for  the  support  of  Common   Schools,    presented    iheir  further   Report.      Ordered     That  it  be 
received,  and  the  same  was  then  read  by  the  clerk  as  follows  : 
To  the  llouourable  the  Letjislatire  Coiinril  of  Upper  Canada  : 

The  Joint  Committee  of  the  Hont)urable  the  Legislative  Ccuwicil,  and  Connnons  House  of 
A.ssembly,  a])pointed  to  examine  and  Report  upon  such  measures  as  may  be  found  reijuisite  for 
securing  to  the  inhal)itant8  of  Upper  Canada,  the  advantages  of  the  provision  made  (in  171)7)  for 
the  sujtport  and  diHusion  of  sound  learning,  and  a  religious  education  among  all  classes,  iiave 
agreed  to  the  following  Resolutions,  which  they  reconmiend  for  the  consideration  of  your 
Honourable  House  : 

1.  Ite.soln'ii  That  nuich  inconvenience  has  long  been  felt  in  the  remote  Districts  of  this 
Province,  for  want  of  Schools  of  a  higher  description  than  the  (ordinary)  District  (Grannnar) 
Sciiools,  where  young  men  destined  for  the  learned  i)rofessions,  and  others,  might  receive  the 
advantages  of  a  liberal  education. 

2.  lictohed—Thiit  the  expense  of  sending  the  Yovith  of  the  I'rovincc  to  the  seat  of  Govern- 
ment for  Education,  is  only  one  of  the  many  objections  which  are  suggested  to  the  mind,  and 
which  force  parents  into  the  reluctant  necessity  of  depriving  their  children  of  an  inestimable 
blessing,  which  can  never  be  ac([uired  in  after  life. 
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3.  licsiilreil  That,  iis  Uppur  Canada  College  is  now  iiicorporubcil  witli,  ami  forma  a  i)ait  i>f. 
King's  College,  it  is  important  to  conHidur  h<iw  fa"  it  may  be  i)iactical)lo  so  to  eniargo  the 
accommodations  of  tliu  foiiner,  that  with  a  suitable  tMidowmont  for  the  support  of  tlie  necessary 
Professors,  tlie  intiMition  of  erecting,  at  groat  cost,  other  l)uildings  for  tlie  hitter,  may  lio 
postponed. 

4.  li'rgolred  That,  in  order  to  carry  into  operation  tiie  henevojent  design  of  His  Moat 
Gracious  Majesty,  King  George  the  Third,  in  17'-'7,  to  establish  and  endow  "  Free  Grannnar 
Schools  in  the  several  Districts,"  it  is  just  that  a  jiortion  of  the  revenues  of  King's  ColKgi;  be 
appropriated  to  that  object,  for  such  limited  period  as  may  be  necessary  for  realizing  a  revenue 
from  the  Schocd  Lands  f(jr  that   piupose. 

5.  Jleaolretl  Tliat,  l)y  thus  extending  the  foiuidation  of  llpjjer  Canada  College,  the  most 
l)re33ing  objects,  for  wiiich  icing's  College  was  contemi)lated,  will  immediati;ly  be  attained,  and 
the  means  of  bestowing  a  liberal  education  in  other  parts  of  the  Province  thereby  s|)eedily 
securctl. 

0  Hesolred  That,  to  give  eflicicncy  to  the  Free  (hannnar  Schof>ls,  it  is  necessary  that 
they  shouM  be  placed  under  such  control  as  may  ensure  a  uniformity  of  system  in  the  education 
tiierein, 

7.  llcMili-ed  That  the  present  District  Schools  be  considered  (iraminar  Schools,  and 
be  further  endowed  from  the  Free  Grammar  Scliool  Fund,  and  from  the  funds  heretofore 
mentioned,  in  order  that  an  additional  Master  may  be  employed,  and  other  moans  of  instruction 
j)rovided  therein.* 

8.  Jicsohrd  That  the  inconvenient  accommodation  and  dilapidated  stati-  of  many  of  the 
Houses  used  for  District  ((iraunnar)  Schools  in  the  Province,  call  for  the  inunediate  attention 
of  the  Legislature  ;  and  suggest  the  necessity  of  the  api>lication  of  a  part  of  the  av.aihvble  School 
funds,  to  aiil  in  tlie  erection  of  a  suitable  Building  for  that  purpose  in  such  of  the  Districts  as 
reijuire  it  ;  and  also  that  the  Teacher  of  cacli  District  ((Jranimar)  Schocd  shall  receive  the  sum 
of  One  Hundred  pounds,  (£100),  in  addition  to  the  sum  already  appropriated  by  law  for  the 
sevei-al  District  ((irammar)  Schools  in  tiiis  Province,  to  enable  him  to  employ  an  Assistant  ; 
Ijrovided,  nevertliele.ss,  tliat  it  shall  tiot  1)6  lawful  to  apply  a  sum  exceeding  Two  Hundred 
pounds  (£200,)  for  each  District,  and  upon  the  express  condition  that  the  inhabitants  shall 
provide  at  least  an  e<iual  amount,  and  inenre  the  Building,  so  to  be  erected,  for  at  least  that 
amount. 

9.  Besolved — That,  whenever  the  inhal)itants  of  any  Town,  or  Village,  other  than  District 
Towns,  shall  make  it  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  General  Board  of  Education  of  I'pper 
Canada,  that  they  have  erected,  at  their  own  cost,  a  suitable  building  for  a  School  House,  and 
have  the  Schotd  in  operation,  with  at  least  sixty  Scholars,!  it  shall  be  lawful  to  ])ay  to  the 
Trustees  of  every  su:h  School,  from  tlie  School  Land  Funds  an  amount  eipial  to  the  smn  jiaid  from 
such  funds  for  the  endowment  <jf  the  District  Grannnar  Schools  ;  and  that  not  more  than  two 
such  additi<mal  Schools  shall  be  entitled  to  endowment  in  any  one  District,  unless  the  funds- 
admit  of  an  additional  number. 

10.  i?<;W re tZ— That  detailed  accounts,  of  all  monies  received  and  expended  under  the  ])ro- 
visions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  rendered  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  annually,  to  be  by  him  laid 
before  the  Legislature,  within  thirty  days  after  the  commencement  of  each  Session. 

IL  lit>.suln-d — That  an  -Act  of  the  Legislature  be  passed  to  carry  into  otlect  the  objects  of

Tiie  Bill  was  then  read  a  first  time  ;  and  it  was  ordered—  That  the  44tli  Rule  of 
this  House  be  dispensed  witli,  as  far  hs  it  regards  tliis  Bill,  and  tliat  the  same  be  re.ii  a  second 
time  presently.  The  said  Bill  was  then  read  a  second  time  accordingly  ;  au<l  it  was  ordered — 
'Tiiat  the  House  be  )mt  into  a  Committee  of  tlie  Whole  presently,  to  take  tlie  same  into  con- 
sideration. The  H(juse  was  then  put  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  accordingly.  The  Honour- 
able (ieorge  Crookshank  took  the  chair.  After  some  time,  tlie  House  resumed,  and  the 
Chairman  repoited  that  the  Committee  had  gone  through  the  siid  Bill,  and  recommended  the 
same,  without  any  amendment,  to  the  adojition  of  the  House.  Ordered  That  tlie  Report  be 
i-eceived  ;  and  ordered  That  the  last-mentioned  Bill  be  read  a  third  time  presently.  Tiie  same 
was  then  read  a  third  time,  accordingly,  and  passed  :  Whereuiion,  the  Si)eaker  signed  the  Bill, 
and  it  was  ordered  -  That  the  Master-in-Chancery  do  go  down  to  the  Assembly  and  ac(piaint 
that  House,  that  the  Legislative  Council  have  i)assed  this  Bill  without  ai.y  amendment. 

It  was  then  moved  and  seconded,  that  it  be, 

Jlcsvlred — That  the  Resolution  of  this  House  of  yesterday,  in  regard  to  the  Bill  for  the 
Advancement  of  Education,  and  upon  wliicli  this  House  looked  most  favcmrably,  be  rescinded, 
as  it  is  found  that  from  the  Prorogation  being  delayed  to  a  laic  hour  tiiis  day,  thereby  suthcient 
time  is  given  for  considering  the  same. 

This  Resolution  being  read  a  second  time,  and  tlie  (juestion  of  concurrence  |iut  thereon,  it 
■was  agreed  to  by  the  House,  and  it  was  ordered  accordingly. 

On  motion  nude  and  seconded,  it  was  ordered — That  the  19th  Rule  of  this  Hou.se  be  dis- 
pensed with,  so  far  as  it  regards  the  Bill,  intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Advancement 
•of  Education  in  this  Province,"  and  tint  the  House  be  again  put  into  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  this  day,  to  take  the  said  Bill  into  further  consideration. 

The  Honourable  John  Simcoe  Macaulay  submitted  the  following  dissent  to  the  Resolution 
Adopted  this  day,  for  rescinding  the  Resolution  adopted  yesterday,  on  the  subject  matter  of  the 
liill,  intituled  :   "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  .Advancement  of  Education  in  this  Province  '— 
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Because  it  is  not  in  accordance  with  Parliamentary  practice  to  expunge  Resoliitioiis  funiially 
^(loptetl  by  the  Hf)use,  for  the  pur|)08e  of  restoring  pD.stpctned  Bills  to  the  Order  of  the  Day, 
and  fstahli.shes  a  precedent  most  dangerous  Lo  the  privileges  of  P.-irlinineiit  :  for,  should  .such 
practice  jirevail,  there  can  be  no  security  against  that  3ur[)rise  which  Parliamentary  Uvdos  are 
ospecially  designed  to  prevent.

Pursuant  to  Order,  the  House  was  again  jiut  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  ui>on  the  Pill, 
intituled:  "  An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Advancement  of  Education  in  this  Province."  The 
Honourable  William  Allan  took  the  chair.  After  some  time,  the  House  resumed,  and  the  Chair- 
man reported,  that  the  Committee  liad  gone  through  the  said  Bill,  and  rec(»mmended  the  same, 
without  ;iny  amendment,  to  the  adoption  of  the  House.  Ordered  That  the  Keport  be  receixed, 
iind  orilered  Tliat  the  Bill  be  read  a  third  time  presently.  The  same  was  then  re.id  a  tliird 
tigne,  accordingly,  .ind  passed  ;  Whereupon,  the  Speaker  signed  the  ]Vi\\  ;  and  it  wa.s  ordere<l 
That  the  Master-in-Chaacery  do  go  down  to  the  Assembly,  and  acquaint  that  House,  that  the 
Legislative  Council  have  pa-ssed  this  Bill,  without  any  amendment. 

At  Six  of  the  Clock,  j)  ni.,  the  Members  of  botli  Houses  of  the  Legi.slature  being  present, 
His  K.xcellency  Sir  (!eorge  Arthur,  Lieutenant  Oovernor,  assented  to  a  number  of  Bills  in  Her 
Maje.sty's  name.     Among  them  were  the  following  :    - 

An  Act  for  the  relief  of  Teachers  of  Common  Schools  in  the  District  of  Niagara. 

An  Act  granting  a  sum  of  money  for  the  support  of  Common  Schools  in  Upper  Canada  for 
the  year  1S.')!>. 

An  Act  to  i)rovide  for  the  Advancement  of  Education  in  this  Province. 

After  which,  His  Excellency  closed  the  Session  of  the  Legislature  with  a  Si)eech  from  the 
Throne,  in  which  he  said  : 

I  have  derived  great  satisfaction  from  the  Bill,  which  you  Have  j^assed  for  the  pmniotion  of 
liberal  Education,  and  for  tlie  extension  of  Schools,  of  a  highly  useful  character,  to  every 
District  in  the  Province  ;  and  I  most  sincerely  hope,  that  another  Session  of  the  Legislature 
will  not  be  allowed  to  pass  over,  without  your  making  a  similar  wise  and  liberal  jirovision  for 
Connnon  Schools.

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CHAPTER  X. 

SIR    GEORCE    ARTHUR'S    DESPATCHES    ON    THE    BILL    "FOR   THE 
ADVANCEMENT  OF  EDUCATION  IN  THIS  PROVINCE." 

Within  three  days  after  he  had  given  the  Royal  Assent  to  the  Ijill :  "  Fi)r 
till'  Advancement  of  Education  "  in  Ui)per  Canada,  Sir  George  Arthur  wrote  a 
short  Despatch  to  Lord  Norrnanb}',  the  then  Secretar}'-  of  State  for  the  Colonies, 
apprizing  him  of  the  fact.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  this  Despatch,  dated  the

This  measure  is  very  jiopular  ;  and  the  desire  for  it  has  l»een  occasioned,  partly  by  the  delay 
whicii  has  taken  place  in  carrying  the  plan  of  the  University  into  practical  o{)eration,  and  partly, 
by  the  prevalent  opinion  that,  in  the  present  state  of  Education  in  the  Province,  a  geneial 
ditfusion  of  the  means  of  instruction  would  be  more  beneficial  than  the  apjilication  of  the  whole 
available  means  to  the  establishment  of  a  Metrojxditaii  Seat  of  Learning.  '1  he  (jlrammar 
Schools  are  certaiidy  much  re(iuired  in  the  country  ;  and  1  readily  gave  my  concurrence  to  the 
very  laudable  wish  of  the  mi;uibers  of  the  Legislature  to  have  opportunitie.-i  of  bestcnving  liberal 
education  upon  the  youth  of  tlie  Province,  placed  nioie  geneially  within  tlie  reach  of  its 
inhabitants

In  sending  this  Despatch  Sir  George  Arthur  had  e\  idently  un.xed  feelings. 
He  said  in  it,  and  admitted,  that  the  measure  was  "  very  popular,"  as  he 
described  it  to  the  Colonial  Secretary.  He  knew  that  one  cause  of  that  popularity 
was  the  comprehensiveness  of  its  .scope  and  terms. 

The  liill  embodied  in  its  provisions  the  ideal  of  educational  legislation  so 
long  cherished  by  many  Members  of  the  Legislature,  under  the  able  guidance  of 
the  Honourable  William  Morris  in  the  Legislative  Council,  and  Mr.  Mahlon  Har- 
well in  the  House  of  Assemby.  These  and  other  Members  of  both  Houses  hail 
long  contended  that  the  "  Free  Grammar  Schools,"  contemplated  and  provided 
for  in  the  King's  munificent  land  grant  of  1797,  was  the  only  solution  of  the 
educational  problem,  which  had  confronted  them  for  years. 

The  opjiosing,  or  University,  party,  chietly  led  by  the  Reverend  Doctor 
Strachan,  the  Educational  Nestor  of  those  da3's,  (warmly  aided  by  the  Honour- 
able Chief  Justice  Robinson,) — while  judiciously  and  sincerely  admitting  a  good 
deal  of  the  popular  contention  for  the  multiplication  of  good  Grammar  Schools, 
was  yet  so  committed  to  his  pet  University  project,  that  he  had  held,  on  the  other

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luand,  that  the  truer  solution  of  the  educational  problem  was  the  est'.ibli.shuii>nt 
»>f  a  Univer.sitj',  founded  by  its  Royal  Patron,  as  an  Iiuijerial,  rathri  than  as  a 
'■  Pjovincial,  Institution,"  wlio.se  most  valuable  privileges,  he  .said,  would  "  exten<l 
their  benefits  throu^di  the  whole  of  the  British  Empii-e."     (Page  (18,  anfe.) 

Sir  George  Artliur  apparently,  did  not  take  cither  side,  although,  for  various 
reasons,  he  rather  favoured  the  popular  vimv  of  the  case.  Recent  revelatitnis  of 
slip.shod  mismanagement  of  the  University  b'umls,  however,  had  awakened  his 
misapprehension  that  all  was  not  right,  and  had  (|uickened  his  sense  of  the  neces- 
sity for  some  radical  change  in  the  administration  of  these  Funds,  lie  evidently 
felt  that  the  legislation  embodied  in  the  P>ill,  \inder  consideration,  while  it  did  not 
touch  the  sore  spot,  which  he  had  accidently  discovered  in  the  management  of  the 
Universit}'^  Hnances,  was  still  very  sweeping,  if  not  i-evolutionary  in  its  character, 
according  to  the  traditions  held  by  large  numbers  in  and  out  of  the  Legislature. 
Hence  his  anxiety  to  have  the  new  measure  thoroughly  understood  by  the  Im- 
perial Authorities.  All  of  these  influences  comlnned  induced  him  to  pieparc  the 
full,  comprehensive  and  able  historical  i-e.su7u^'' of  the  whole  case.  This  lie  cm- 
bodied  in  his  second  Despatch  of  the  8th  of  June,  1839,  and  which  he  had  pre- 
pared for  the  information  of  the  Colonial  Secretary  in  regard  to  scope  and  object 
of  the  Bill. 

Before  doing  so  Sir  George  Artliur,  set  himself  \lgorousl3"  to  woi-k  to  stop  the 
financial  leak  in  the  University  and  Uj)[)er  (Junada  College  Funds.  lie  at  once 
instituted  a  searching  investigation,  (by  means  of  the  King's  College  Council  it- 
self,) into  the  mismanagement  of  these  Funds  by  the  then  Bursar  and  others. 
The  particulars  of  these  fact.'",  and  of  the  action  of  Sir  George  Arthur  in  regard 
to  them,  will  be  given  in  a  subsequent  Chapter.  In  the  mean  time,  the  following 
elaborate  Despatch  in  regard  to  the  Bill  "  For  the  advancement  of  Education 
in  this  Province,"  was  prepared  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  sent  to  the  then 
Colonial  Secretary,  Lord  Normanby  : 

In  my  Desi)atch  of  the  1-lth  ultimo,  I  did  myself  the  lioiiour  to  inform  Your  Lord.slii])  thai 
jimoug  tlie  Bills  |i;is.sed  during  the  recent  Session  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  to  which  the  Royal 
Assent  had  been  given,  was  one,  providing  for  the  appropriation  of  the  Funds,  intended  for  the 
use  of  the  University  of  King's  College,  to  the  support  of  District  (Jrammar  Schools. 

2.  I  should  have  more  correctly  stated  that  the  Bill  provided  for  the  appropriation  of  a 
portion  of  the  funds  ;  and,  in  now  transmitting  a  copj-  rif  the  Bill,  I  heg  to  submit  a  few 
ren)arks  respecting  it  ;  but,  to  enable  your  Lordshiji  the  more  distinctly  to  review  the  whole 
subject,  it  is  tirst  neces.'^ary  that  I  should  take  a  brief  retrospect  of  previous  circumstances 
liaving  a  reference   thereto. 

Oia(;i.N'  OF  THE  Ok.\nt  of  Lanhs  in  1707,  FOR  Fkfk  Grammar  Schools  and  a   I'.vivKR.srrv. 

3.  In  compliance  with  the  prayer  of  a  joint  .\ddress  from  the  Provincial  Legislature,  pre- 
sented in  17^7,*  the  King  was  pleased  to  direct,  that  a  portion  of  the  waste  lands  of  llie  Crown 
in  UpjxT  Canada  .should  be  set  ajmrt  for  the  endowment  of  Free  (Jranunar  Schcols,  and  in  jjro- 
cess  of  time,  also  of  a  Cniversity,  inider  which  authority  the  hical  Government  assigned  for  these 
purposes,  in  the  year  following,  twelve  townships,  comprising,  after  the  necessary  di  ductions, 
for  Crown  and  Clergy  lleserves,  about  five  hundred  and  forty  nine  thousand,  two  hundred  and 
seventeen  (54!),;il7)  acres.

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4.  In  conse<)uence  of  these  lands  not  havinsj;  proved  inuncdiatuly  iivailaUle,  a  temporary  Act 
was  passed  by  the  Provincial  Jjuyislature  in  1807,*  and  made  permanent  in  1808,  t  and  amended 
ill  1<S20,:[:  pr.)vidin'4  for  the  estahlisliment  of  a  School,  answering  to  a  (Jrammar  School,  in  eaeli 
District,  and  for  the  annual  payment  of  One  Hundred  i>ouuds,  (t'lOO,)  from  Pr<jviiicial  funds  to 
the  Master  ai)[>ointed  to  conduct  it. 

T).  These  Grammar  Schools,  termeil  :  "  District  .Schools,"  in  no  wi.se  interfered  with  tlu? 
ohject  of  the  j^eiieral  endowment,  being  irrespei:tive  of  it,  and  meant  to  jtrovide  for  the  i.re.ssing 
wants  of  the  community,  in  the  absence  of  groat(;r  means  of  afibrding  instructiDii  ;  they  were 
subject  to  certain  regulations,  and  were  placed  under  tlie  direction  of  Trustees  n<jmiiiated  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor 

6.  Twelve  of  such  schools  are  now  in  o])eration,  and  a  thirteenth  is  aljout  to  be  commenced 
in  the  Talbot  District.

7.  With  the  exception  of  an  annual  sum  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  pounds,  (£250, )  being 
granted  by  the  I'rovincial  Statute  to  every  Disti'ict,  for  tlie  support  of  (common  Schools,  things 
apjicar  to  have  remaiiicil  in  much  the  sauie  state  in  regard  to  the  pi-ovisimi  for  Education,  until 
iS'Jii,  (/'.  t'.  182"i).^  about  whicii  jjoriod  tlie  Secretary  of  Stale  authorised  the  formation  of  a  ( Gen- 
eral Jjoard  of  Education  for  the  management  of  the  lands  set  apait  U,r  the  purposes  of 
Education. 

8.  This  Tioard  continued  to  exist  until  18.'52  (i.e.  1833).||  ^\  hen  its  functions  ceased,  and 
the  Scliooi  Lands  iinder  its  management  were  re-invested  in  the  Crmvn,  in  oonscKiueiice  of  the 
King  having  lieen  pleased  to  accede  to  the  reijuest  contained  in  an  Address  from  the  House  of 
Assembly',  that  tlu^  sums  arising  from  the  sale  of  tliat  portion  of  the  School  i^aiids  which  had 
not  ahead)'  l)een  alienated,  nn'ght  be  ]iaid  into  the  hands  of  the  Receiver-Cieneral,  to  lie  applied 
in  the  promotion  of  Education,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  should  direct. "i  The  rents 
accruing  from  any  school  land  already  leased,  were  also  to  bo  similarly  disposed  of.

9.  Under  the  auspices  of  this  (Geiusral)  l^oard  |of  Education  for  Upper  Canaila]  the  (jnestion 
of  establishing  the  })roposed  University  had  been  brouglit  forward  ;  and  it  being  determined  to 
effect,  if  i)ossil)le,  tliat  object,  as  a  iireliminary  step,  a  Royal  Charter  was  apjilied  for  and 
granted  in  1.S27.*" 

10.  Ill  addition  to  tliis  maiJc  of  favour,  as  the  Vfmote  si*  nation  of  the  School  Townships 
rencU3red  tlie  lands  thereof  of  comparatively  little  value,  the  King  muniticently  resumtMl  about 
225,  044  acres  out  of  them,  alienating  as  an  eijui\iilent,  t)  the  Corporation  of  tlie  University, 
the  like  (luantity  fif  Crown  Reserves,  mostly  under  lease,  in  old  settled  Townshii>s,  where  the 
land  l)(jre  a  great  value. +  t

11.  I'ut  the  [iroceedings  thus  favourably  commenced,  for  the  establishment  of  tlie  Univer- 
sity, were  here  arrested,  'i'iie  lloyal  Charter,  which  had  been  granted  to  it,  was  found  to  be  too 
exclusive  in  its  character  to  be  geiieially  acceptable  to  the  community  ;  so  much  so,  that  the  iving 
was  petitioned  b^-  the  Legislature  to  rejilare  it  liy  aiiotlier,  whicli  sliould  be  more  suili'd  to  tlie 
existing  want,  j ': 

12.  Though  declining  to  recommend  this  course,  which  they  considered  o])en  to  <«bjcctioii, 
yet  intliienced  by  an  earnest  desire  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Canadi.iii  people.  Her  .Majesty's 
Government  empowered  the  Provincial  Legislature  to  amend  the  (^iiarter  according  to  their 
own  discretion  ijibut  it  was  not  before  the  lapse  of  several  Sessions  of  the  Legislature,  or  before 
much  discussion  in  both  Houses,  tliat  they  could  come  to  any   understanding  on  the  subject. 

j:5.  Finally,  however,  they  jia.sscd  a  P>ill  ou4th  March,  1837, "i":  whicli  receiveil  Her  present 
Majesty's  assent,  soon  after  LJer  accession. 
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14.  I  lie  d;uisos  iii  the  Royal  Cliartcr  chit-tly  ohjrcted  t..,  appear  to  havi;  been  tliose  rektini^ 
to  tlie  religions  tests  re'iuired  of  the  College  Council  ami  I'rofes.sor.s,  and  the  nomination  of  the 
ArcluU'Hcon  of  York  as  President,  ex  nfHcio.

1").  In  the  above  interval  of  time,  other  plans  for  the  more  eflectnal  advancement  of  Kdii- 
cation  had  been  suggested  and  carried  into  ell'ect  ;  the  practieal  (.peration  of  which,  coml.imd 
with  other  circumstances,  has  still  further  retarded  the  erection  of  the  I'ni versify,  and  has  left, 
indeed,  the  whole  project  in  a  state  of  complete  abeyance. 

K;.  8oon  after  Sir  John  Colboine  assumed  this  (Joveriuuent ,  his  attention  became  ilirected 
to  the  state  of  Education  in  this  I'rovince,  and,  as  the  theme  had  long  been  a  favourite  one  witli 
him,  he  api)lied  liimscdf  with  vigour  to  the  task  of  clh;cting  such  ameliorations  in  a  defective 
system,  as  were  in  his  power. 

17.  After  encountering  much  dilliculty,  his  zeal  and  perseverance  were  rewar.Ied  by  the 
establislmieiit  of  the  Institution  known  as  "  I'pper  Canada  C(.llege  '  and  which,  as  a  .Seminary, 
answering  in  its  model  to  sui)erior  (irammar  Schools  in  England,  has  conferred,  imd  continues  i<i 
confer,  inestimaide  benelits  upon  the  country  ;  although  its  establishment  in  the  Capital  has 
given  rise  to  local  jealousies  ;  and  opinions  are  entertained  that  the  benelits  of  the  Seminary 
ought,  in  justice,  to  ha\  e  lieen  distributed  ])y  the  improvement  of  the  countiy  ScIx^jIs  at  its 
expense.* 

IS.  This  Institution  superseded  the  eiuhnved  Royal  (liainniar  School— which  was  also  a 
District  ((grammar)  School  that  had  previously  e.\isted  at  Toronto;  and  the  proceed.s  aiising 
from  the  sale  ol  the  land,  whereon  the  one  had  stood,  jiartly  contributed  to  defray  the  expense 
of  erecting  the  Buildings  re(iuisice  for  the  other,  t

It).  Sir  .lohn  Colborne  assigned,  with  the  after  ai)i.robacion  of  iJis  Ma  jesty's  <  .'overnnn.nt, 
a  very  eligible  location  at  the  west  end  of  Toronto,  as  the  site  of  this  new  College,  and  endowed 
it  with  some  Town  lots  ;  Alxmt  sixty-six  thousand  (()(),0()0,)  acres  in  all  were  granted  to  it.  as 
a  further  endowment,  fioiu  the  residue  of  the  general  school  lands  ;  and  by  means  of  the  aggre- 
gate funds  that  were  expected  to  accrue  from  these  soinx-es,  and  from  the  Fees  payable  b3^"the 
Students,  it  was  hoped  that  a  sullicient  income  would  l>e  derived  for  tlie  projjer  maintenance  of 
the  Establishment. ': 

L'O.  'I  his  expectation,  howevi-r,  has  not  been  realized  ;  for,  owing  to  the  dillicidty  of  dis- 
posing advantageously  of  the  bulk  of  the  assigned  lands,  the  whole  revenue  has  fallen  far  short 
of  the  expenditure,  ami  the  College  has,  in  conse(|Ucnce,  becttme  largely  inilebted  to  the  En- 
dowment of  the  I'niversity,  from  whose  funds  the  deticiency  has,  from  time  to  time,  been  su()- 
l»lied.  It  is,  indeed,  evident  that  but  for  this  resource,  the  College  mustha\e  succumbed 
beneath  the  jiiessuri!  of  its  jiecuniary  ditlicultit^s.s; 

21.  'Phis  part  of  the  case,  will  be  best  explained  to  Vour  Lordshij)  by  an  insi>ection  of  the 
accompanying  Staienietit  containing  an  abstract  of  the  fiscal  transactions,  both  of  the  College 
and  the  Cniversity,  which  I  eau.sed  to  ])e  pre])areil  up  to  the  31st  of  December  last,  (ISUSj, 
for  the  information  of  tlie  House  of  A.sseinbly,  on  an  application  to  that  etl'ect.  j 

22.  Your  Lordship  will  remark,  that  U))per  Canada  College,  by  being  lirst  in  o|)eration, 
has  insensibly  reaped  the  benelits  t'lat  were  reserved  bir  the  riiiversity,  whose  advances  to- 
wards its  erection  and  mainti'uance  have  no  chance  of  being  reimbursed,  until  the  lands  form- 
ing the  College  Endowment  shall  become  more  valuable.  Such  reimbursement,  however,  w<juld, 
after  all,  be  merely  nominal.  Since,  by  a  clause  of  the  Provincial  Act  of  l.S;57,  amending  the 
University  Charter,  I'pper  Canada  College  lias  been  incorjioiatt'd  with,  and  forms  an  appendage 
to  the  Universily  ;"  so  I  hat,  practically,  the  benelits  accruing  from  the  respective  emlowmeiitp 
assigned  to  each,  wciuld,  in  a  manner,  be  common  to  both.

25.  From  the  Statement  herewith,  it  will  bu  further  sicn,  that,  of  the  lands  ennstituting  iho 
University  and  the  College  endowments,  there  have  been  sold  the  respective  (juantities  of  ninety 
three  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  thirty  seven  and  three  (piarter  ;  ('.>3,737  t')  acres  and  seven- 
teen thousantl  three  hundred  and  eighty  eight,  (17,3,^S)  acres  leaving  in  the  one  case  a  residue 
of  one  hun<lred  and  thirty  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  six  and  a  half  (132,20()?.).  iind  in  the 
otlie)-  of  forty-eight  thousand,  six  hundred  and  twelve  (48,(!12,)  acres. 

2().  I  have  no  j)resent  means  of  judging  how  the  School  Lands  have  been  dealt  with,  beyond 
the  evidence  atiorded  l)y  Sir  John  Colborne's  Corresi)ondence  witii  the  Secretary  of  State,  that 
about  seventeen  tlmusand,  two  hundred  and  seventy-threi!  (17,273, )  acres  of  them  were  apjiro- 
jiiiated  to  surveyois  for  surveying,  (that  is,  in  lieu  (jf  a  money  payment  for  their  labour,  and 
for  disbursements  for  i)rovi8ions  and  wages  of  chain  bearers,  etc  )  ;  and  about  twelvi^  thijusaiid 
(12,000,)  acres  were  sold  by  the  (General  lioard  of  Kducation,  which  aggiegate  would  reduce  the 
actual  tjuantity  available  to  two  Innidred  and  twenty  eight  thousand,  (228,000,)  acres.

29.  Assuming  all  the  assets  to  be  available,  this  Statement  would  exhibit  an  increase  of  a 
fraction  more  than  eight  jxr  reutiirn  upon  the  original  amount  of  Caj>ital  eniplri3-fd  ;  but,  as 
before  mentioned,  the  amount  borrowed  for  the  use  of  Ujiper  Canada  C(dlege  cannot  be  con- 
sidered, under  the  exisiting  circumstances,  other  than  as  a  positive  alienation,  though  the 
College  lands  are,  in  fact,  liable.

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.'51.  Tho  l'n';uul)lu  stiites  "  tlial  tlio  adviiiicumont  uf  Ktlii(j;itii)ii  will  l)o  hotter  proinoteil  l»y 
tlcvotinf^  !i  pKitioii  of  till!  iiimiiiil  icveiiUL's  of  tin:  I 'iiivcrHity  of  King'tt  College  to  tlio  .suiipoit  of 
I'pper  0;in;ula  Ci)lle^o,  and  of  the  (jraiiiiiiar  Schools,  for  soveial  year.s  to  come,  than  by  the  ez'ec- 
tioii  of  a  I'liiverdity,  in  the  i>re>ient  state  of  Education  in  the  I'rovince."  "That  Upper  Canada 
C(dle<^e,  with  some  chanj^ea,  easily  ell'ected,  would  allord  sutlicient  accoinmodation  to  the  ))ul)lic, 
as  a  Provincial  Seat  of  Learning,  until  it  shall  he  deemed  rojuisite  to  erect  the  Univer.sity." 

32  By  the  first  clause,  the  District  Schools,  of  which  I  have  already  spoken,  are  declared 
to  be  Grammar  Schools,  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Act. 

33.  l?y  the  second  clause,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  is  empowered  to  appoint  a  Board  of 
Trustees  to  each  (Jrammar  Sclujol,  to  be  entrusted  with  tlio  gimeral  superintendence  of  its 
affairs. 

34.  By  the  tiiird  clau.se,  the  monies  arising  from  the  sale  of  School  lands  are  to  bo  invested 
in  Provincial  Del)entures,  bearing  interest,  aiid  the  proceeds  are  to  be  paid  into  the  hantl.s  of 
the  lleceiver-tjeneral,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council  of  the  University  of   King's  College. 

35.  By  tho  fourth  clause,  the  Lieutenant-(  Jovernor  is  empowered  to  sot  aj)art  two  hundrod 
and  fifty  thousand  ('i.')!), ()()(),)  acres  of  Waste  Land,  to  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  applied 
to  the  use  of  (Jranuiiar  Schools,  in  the  manner  before  stated. 

3G.  By  the  fifth  clause,  a  sum,  note.\ceeding  One  Hundred  pounds,  (£100,)  per  annum,  may 
be  advanced  to  the  (local)  lioard  of  Trustees  for  the  support  of  each  (Irammar  School  ;  and, 
should  tliis  prove  inadeijuate,  the  Council  of  King's  College,  (/.»!.  the  I'niversity,)  is  author/.ied 
to  supply  the  deficiency.  A  proviso  restricts  the  operation  of  this  clause  to  tiie  api)roiiriation 
of  the  interest,  or  rents,  of  the  property  of  the  University. 

37.  By  the  sixth  clause,  the  College  Council  may  appropriate  to  Upper  Canada  Council  one 
moiety  of  the  revenues  of  the  University,  until  the  University  be  erected. 

38.  By  the  seventh  clause,  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  pounda,  (X'20O,)  may  be  applied  to  tho 
erection  of  a  School  House  in  each  District,  jn'ovided  that  a  like  sum  shall  be  contributed  there- 
to l>y  the  iidiabitants. 

3!(.  By  the  eighth  clause,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  is  emi)owered  to  ai>[)ly  annually  a  sum 
of  One  Hundred  pounds,  (£100,)  for  the  use  and  sujjport  of  two  Schools,  other  than  the  one  in 
the  Town  where  the  Court  House  is  situated  ;  a  provi.so  being  added,  authorizing  the  extension 
of  this  aid  to  four  such  extra  Schools,  (including  the  two  in  (luestion),  if  deemed  expedient  by 
tho  College  Council. 

40.  B}'  the  ninth  clause,  the  College  Council  is  empowered  to  frame  all  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions for  the  government  of  all  the  Schools  contemjilated  Ijy  the  Act. 

41  By  the  tenth  ami  last  clause,  it  is  enjoined  that  an  account  of  all  ieceij)t8  and  expend- 
iture, under  the  Act,  shall  bo  reiulered  annually  to  the  Lieutenant  (Governor,  to  be  laid  before 
the  Legislature. 

SiK  Gkokck  Aktiiiii's   kkasons  for  .\ssenting  to  this  Act. 

42.  The  laudable  objects  which  this  .\ct  was  intendetl  to  promote,  and  its  po])nlaritv,  both 
within  and  without  the  walls  of  the  Legislature,  determined  me  not  to  withhold  my  .assent  to  it, 
as  I  should  ha\  e  been  fvdly  justiiied  in  doing,  considering  that  it  contravened,  to  an  extent,  the 
design  of  a  special  endowment  made  by  the  Crown,  in  17'.>7,  and  effected  important  changes, 
which,  in  strict  proj)riety,  should  haveoiiginatod  in  Her  Majesty's  (■overnment,  instcail  tif  in  the 
Provincial  Parliament.'' 

43.  I  was,  ln!sides,  the  more  induced  to  ac(juiesce  in  the  views  of  the  Legislature,  as 
expressed  and  understocjd,  from  a  belief  that  it  was  the  desire  of  Her  Majesty's  Goverinnent  to 
defer  as  much  as  i)ossible  to  their  wishes  on  all  i|Uestions  aU'ecting  the  appropriation  of  funds 
arising  from  endowments,  for  the  purposes  of  Education. 

44.  1  gather,  indeed,  from  the  general  tenor  of  the  Despatches  on  this  subject,  addressed 
to  Sir  John  C\)lborne  by  your  Lordship's  ofhcial  predecessors,  an  intimation  of  the  policy  wjiich 
lie  was  expected  to  pursue  in  such  matters  ;  and  1  have  thought  that,  by  adopting  that  line  of 
policy,  I  could  not  greatly  err.+

45.  Ill  a  Uc.si)atcli  fmin  Lord  ( Jodciicli,  iiiarkcil  "  ConliJeniial,"  of  the  5tli  of  duly,  IK'52,  1 
discovtT  a  distinct  rucdjftiitioii  of  tlie  claim  of  tho  Provincial  I>i'gislatiire  to  e.vercise  the  inanaj^e- 
ment  of  the  territorial  grants  a.ssigued  for  tho  purposes  of  Kducation,  it  heing  assumed,  from 
their  havin<',  in  (|ue3tions  of  this  nature,  tliu  deepest  share  of  interest,  tliat  they  are.  therefore, 
the  most  competent  to  judge  ot  what  is  i)est  adajtted  to  the  i)rogressive  wants  and  wishes  of  the 
community  whicli  they  rei)resent.* 

40.  In  stating  the  reasons  whicli  had  induced  him  to  recommend  to  Flis  Majesty  the  trans- 
fer of  the  control  of  the  Scliool  Fuiids  from  the  (General  Board  of  Education  to  the  Provincial 
Legislature,  Lord  ficjderich  ohserves  :  "  that  when  a  change  of  this  nature  is  desired  by  the  in- 
habitants themselves,  and  is  called  for  by  an  Address  from  their  Itepreseutatives,"  he  is  of 
oj)inion  that,  if  there  were  noihing  else  to  be  considered  than  the  accom|)lishment  of  the  im- 
mediate object,    "  it  would  bo  desirable  to  comply  with  wishes  which  have  been  so  expressed.' 

47.  Beyond  enjoining,  therefore,  that  the  funds  of  the  endowment,  thus  placed  at  fhe  con- 
trol of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  should  not  be  directed  from  tlieir  governing  object-  the  pio- 
niotion  of  Education— Lord  (Joderich  did  not  think  it  expedient  to  prescribe  an}'  set  regulations 
for  the  practical  application  of  those  funtls  ;  his  Lordship  ol)sei\  ing,  that  "it  would  be  worse 
than  useless  to  destnjy  the  grace  of  the  concession  which  had  been  made  by  attempting  to  clog 
it  with  objectionable  conditions." 

Application  OK  thk  uoctkine  laid  uown  in  Lord  Godkrich's  "  Comidkntial  Despatch." 

48.  Believing  that  these  arguments  apply  with  e(iual,  if  not,  indeed,  with  greater  force,  in 
the  present  instance,  althoir^h  the  respective  cases  be  not  f|uitc  analogous,  I  have  not  hesitated 
to  adduce  them  in  imi)lied  support  of  the  Act  which  has  been  passed,  and  which  is  now  brought 
under  your  Lordship's  notice. 

Popular    objection  to  a  Univkr-sitv,  whili:    Elementary  Schools  are  unprovided    for. 

40.  So  long  as  means  were  wanting  to  confer  elementary  instruction  coininensuiable  with  the 
increasing  demands  of  the  community,  it  is  scarcely  surprising  that  tlie  prior  formation  of  a 
nietroi)oluan  seat  if  learning,  of  necessity  exclusive  to  ihe  many,  should  have  been  vieweil 
with  disfavour,  not  to  say  jealousy,  by  those  even  who,  undi-r  more  proj)itious  circumstances, 
would  have  been  well  satisfied  to  see  it  in  active  oi)eration. 

50.  It  has  certainly  appeared  to  me  that  the  concentration  of  means  accruing  from  a  pro- 
ductive endowment,  oti  a  Seminary  beneficial  to  only  .a  few,  when  the  elementary  Schools,  owing 
'to    the  present    unproductiveness    of  their  end(jwmeiit,    trom  causes  beyond   control,  were  in  a 

state  of  comparative  destitution,  was  a  proceeding,  not  only  inverting  the  (jrder  of  tlie  entire 
scheme,  but  eminently  calculated  to  create  a  very  invidious  and  dissatislied  feeling  on  tiie  jiait 
of  a  large  [)ortion  of  the  community. 

51.  Still,  such  feeling  miglit  be  carried  to  too  great  a  length,  as  appc^ars,  indeed  to  have  been 
the  case  on  various  occasions,  when  public  attention  hcis  been  directed  to  a  consideration  of  the 
means  of  promoting  Edueaticjn. 

Pamihlkt  on  the  Landed  Provision  kor  Edui  ation  in   Upper  Canada. 

52.  I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  a  pamphlet  lately  i»ublished  by  order  of  the  House  of 
AjBsenibly,  containing  an  abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  ttie  Provincial  Lcgislitnie  during  the 
yemsLSyl,  18I5U,  and  18."J3,  on  the  subjects  .of  the  lands  set  ajiart  for  the  purposes,  of  Edu- 
cation.

57.  Under  these  circumstances,  His  Lordship  contented  himself  with  romarkiiK.  that 
whatever  difference  of  opinion  might  exist  as  to  the  appropriate  share  to  be  devoted  to  the  our- 
pose,  there  could  be  no  doubt  that  the  allotment  of  some  of  the  Reserves  for  Education  to  a 
Lniversity  was  strictly  conformable  with  the  objects  of  the  endowment,  and  that  to  exhaust  the 
entire  amount  of  the  estate,  in  the  enrichment  of  District  (CJiammar)  Schools,  would  contravene 
the  designs  of  those,  by  whom  the  property  was  first  set  apart  (in  17U7). 

58.  I  do  not  doubt  that  your  Lordshi])  will  concur  in  tlie  inference  which  I  draw  fnun  these 
observations,  that  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen  would  not  have  denied  to  the  Provincial  Le-islaturo 
the  exercise  of  the  power  which  they  have  now  us.sumed  in  passing  the  present  Act  "since  it 
contemplates,  not  the  exhaustion  of  the  estate  appertaining  to  the  University,  but  merely  the 
provisional  apj)ropriati'jn  ot  a  portion  of  the  revenues  arising  from  it. 

Remarks  on  the  policv  or  the  Legislature  in  pas.sing  this  Bill. 

59  T  think,  therefore,  that  the  Legislature  have  jiulged  wisely,  and  liave  8tudii:d  the  real 
interests  of  the  community  which  they  represent,  in  preferring,  as  they  could  not,  at  present 
comi>ineal  tlie  ok)jects  of  the  educational  endowment,  to  concentrate  the  limite.l  means  immedi- 
ately available,  on  .me  fundamental  object,  rather  than  to  neutralize  them  bv  an  untimely 
division  aniong  many  ;  m  resolving,  in  short,  to  divert  temi.orarily  tli<,.se  means  from  their 
legitimate  channel,  until,  when  so  rcjuired,  they  could  again  th-winto  it,  through  another  source 
in  lieu  of  allowing  them  to  remain  stagnant,  when  their  circulation  might  be  productive  of -leit 
moral  benefit  to  the  lua.ss  of  the  ccnnmunity.  ° 

(50.  Nevertheless,  my  Lord,  T  would  not  wish  Your  Lordship  sr,  to  interpret  the  forcoin.- 
observations  as  to  condude  that,  viewed  in  itself,  T  am  in  any  way  opp„sed  tt,  the  establishniei.T 
of  the  intended  Uiuveisity,  since,  on  the  contrary,  1  consider  that  such  an  Institution  would  bu 
productive  of  very  great  benefit,  more  particularly  as  regards  the  Faculties  ..f  Medicine  an.l  Law 
It  It  could  once  be  fairly  put  into  operation.  IVfy  arguiiient.s,  deduce.l  mainly,  as  they  arc  fn-nl 
the  various  Documents  bearing  on  tlie  <iuestions,  that  1  have  had  occasion  to  inspect,  u.u.st  be  con- 
sideie.l  as  essentially  applying  to  the  e.xpe.liency  of  the  case  which  has  been  under  examination  • 
and  1.  especially  desire  to  state  that,  while,  on  the  one  hand,  1  am  deeply  impressed  with  thJ 
impr.rtance  .,f  ].lacmg  the  elementary  Schools  of  the  i'roviiue  on  an  ellicient  fooii,,..  o„  the 
other  hand,  I  am  no  less  sensible  of  the  serious  inconvenience  which  is  occasioned  t.^'many  of 
the  i.rovuuial  youth,  from  the  non-existence  of  a  superior  Seminary,  wherein  professional  in- 
struction and  degrees  may  bo  obtained.

G2.  For  any  further  information  than  that  whicli  I  have  furnislK;il  on  tlie  sulijeot  generally, 
of  the  state  of  eilucition  in  1L'()per  Canada,  and  the  moans  taken  to  promote  it  on  a  sy.stumatic 
J  Ian,  I  have  the  honour  to  refer  Your  Lordship  to  the  Correspondence  in  relation  to  tho.se  topics 
which  has  passed  between  the  C-olonial  Office  and  this  (iovernment  in  the  interval,  from  18'J3  to 
]<S37.  From  the  latter  year  until  the  resent  Session,  the  circumstances  of  tlio  I'ountry  have 
diverted  the  attention  of  the  Tjegislature  from  a  further  consideration  of  tlie  matter,  which  was 
at  length,  revived  by  the  absolute  necessity  that  existed  for  their  ititervention.

<)3.  I  could  have  well  wished,  my  Lord,  ihaf,  coeval  with  the  arrangements  which  have  been 
made,  it  has  been  j)ossible  to  effect  some  amelioration,  b(jth  as  to  means  and  ends,  in  regard  to 
the  Counnon  Schools,  which,  as  I  had  thti  honour  to  inform  Lord'Ilenolg  in  my  Despatch  of  the 
18th  December  last,  enclosing  a  Conuuunication  on  the  samesul)ject  from  the  l}islioi)of  Montreal, 
were  in  a  lamental)ly  inefficient  state. 

04.  The  Despatch  regarding  Common  Schools,  referred  to  in  the  Despatch  just  quoted,  as 
having  been  addressed  by  me  to  your  Lordsliip's  predecessor,  and  respecting  which  impiiry  was 
made  in  Lord  rjlenelg's  Despatch  of  the  7th  of  February,  was  never  fr)rwarded  ;  and,  as  I  am 
at  present  unable  t<j  say  that  my  own  mind  is  detiuitely  made  up  on  the  suljject  to  which  it 
refers,  I  must  beg  that  your  Lordsliip  will  consider  it  as  withdrawn. 

05.  At  an  early  period,  I  shall  take  occasion  to  address  your  Lordsliip  again  respecting  the 
Schools,  and  I  have  now  entered  into  so  much  detail,  because  I  intend  to  follow  up  my  incjuiries 
into  Kduciition  generally,  which  is  in  a  lamentalile  state,  and  to  j)ropose  such  measures  as  I 
anxiously  hope  may  tend  to  the  improvement  and  welfare  of  the  lower  classes  througliout  tlie 
Province.     (Sir  (ieorge  Arthur  issued  a  Commission  on  the  .subject  in  October.) 

C<).  Witli  this  view,  I  have,  as  Chancellor  of  the  University,  caused  a  most  searching  iiKpiiry 
to  be  made  inti>  all  its  afiaii's.

Appended  to  the  foregoing  Despatch  of  Sir  George  Artluir  to  the  Colonial 
Secretary,  dated  the  8t]i  of  June,  18,'i9,  was  a  detailed  Statement  of  the  Accounts 
of  King'.s  College,  and  of  the  Upper  Canada  College,  for  the  years  183G-1838 
inclusive.  They  are  too  voluminous  to  be  inserted  here;  but  they  will  be  found 
in  detail  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Assembly  for  the 
Session  of  1839,  Volume  two,  pages  408-426.  I  have  made  an  abstract  of  these 
accounts,  and  append  it,  as  follows :

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Reply  to  Tins  Despatch  uy  Loud  John  Russell,  Colonlvl  Minister. 

On  the  ()tli  of  November,  1839,  Lord  Jobn  Russell,  who  had  succeeded  Lord 
Normandy,  as  Colonial  Minister,  replied  to  the  foregoin^^  elaborate  Despatch  of 
Sir  George  Arthur  and  its  enclosures.  In  effect  lie  repeated  in  it, and  emphasised 
the  fact,  that  in  all  such  Colonial  matters  as  the  education  of  the  people.  Her 
Majesty's  Government  placed  the  utmost  conhdence  in  the  judgment,  zeal,  and 
discretion  of  the  Canadian  Legislature   in  accomplishing  so  desiraV)le   an  object. 

The  Despatch  of  the  ('olonial  Secretary  was  to  the  following  eficct  :  — 

Lord  .Joliii  Russi;ll  infoiiiia  LiewteiiaiiL  (Jovornor,  Sir  (Jeor<,'c  Artliiir  ilial  Hit  Maj(.'8Ly  liad 
bpen  i)leased  to  continn  Act  making  provision  "  For  the  advaiioumeut  of  Education  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Upper  Canada." 

Jjord  John  Russell  then  adds  : 

In  acquainting  you  that  Her  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to  continn  that  Act,  I  take  tliis 
oj)[)ortunily  of  acknowledging  the  very  able  and  elal)orate  manner  in  wliich  you  discussed  tliis 
important  subject  in  your  Despatch  of  the  8th  of  June,  IH'.i'.). 

In  matters  of  this  kind  Her  Majesty's  (»overnuient  defer  to  tlic  opinion  of  the  Provincial 
Legislature,  ami  without  hesitation,  on  the  recei))t  of  the  transcript,  advised  Her  Majesty'  to 
sanction  tiiis  measure,  wliicli,  I  trust,  will  be  found  i-licctiial  for  the  laudable  object  the  Legisla- 
ture contemplated  in  iKissing  it.

Note.  P>y  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  the  King's  College  Council,  of  the 
28th  of  AugiLst,  and  of  the  28th  of  December,  1830,  (page  198  and  200,  jj-^.s^)  it 
will.be  seen  that  a))plication  was  made  to  that  Council  to  appropriate  moneys, 
under  the  authority  of  the  "Act  for  the  Advancement  of  Education  in  this  Pro- 
vince," to  the  Grantham  Academy,  to  the  Ancaster  Literary  Institution  and  to

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CHAPTER  XI. 

PROCEEDINGS  OF   THE  COUNCIL  OF    KING'S    COLLEGE,  1837-1839.* 

On  page  96  of  this  Volume,  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  King's  College 
Council,  after  the  passing  of  the  amended  Charter  of  the  Colle<fe  Council,  on  the 
4th  of  March,  1837,  will  be  found:  The  proceedings  of  the  previous  meetings  of 
the  Council,  from  the  15  of  March,  1827,  to  the  20th  ot  July,  1833,  as  recorded  in 
the  Minutes,  are  printed  on  pages  15-40  of  the  same  Volume.  The  proceedings 
of  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  after  the  passing  of  the  amended  Charter 
Act, — that  of  the  10th  of  June,  1837, — are  recorded  on  p:  ge  96,  ante.  The  fol- 
lowing are  extracts  from  the  manuscript  Minutes  of  subsequent  meetings  of  the 
Council  of  King's  College  : — 

Jiilij  ^2iid,  7i9,i(7.  At  this  meeting,  tlie  salary  of  the  Reverend  Doctor  Straehan,  President  of 
the  University  of  King's  College,  wliich  had  been  suspended,  "  in  conseiiuetice  of  the  obstacles 
which  had  arisen  to  the  execution  of  the  Charter,"  was  restored,  at  the  rate  of  Two  Hundred 
and  Fifty  Pounds,  (£250,)  per  annum,  from  the  1st  of  January,  1837.* 

Jtilij  SatJi,  1S37.  The  Reveroid  Dc»ctor  Joseph  Henmiington  Harris,  as  First  Principal  of 
Upper  Canada  College,  was  laid  before  the  Council  this  day, — to  take  effect  f»om  the  Ist  of 
April,  ]8:5<S.  A  plan  of  the  proposed  Universitj'  Uuildings,  prejiarud  l)y  Mr.  Tlionias  \oung, 
Architect,  and  altered  by  him,  under  the  diiection  of  Cajttain  .b^hn  8imcoe  Macaulay,  C.  E  ^ 
was  adopted,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Sir  Francis  Bond  Head,  as  Chancellor  of  the  University. 

A\i(jnst  5th,  1S.17.  Tlie  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan,  President,  conveyed  to  the  Council  the 
a])proval  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  plan  of  the  Univcraity  Building.s,  who  had  expressed  himself 
as  "  higldy  satistied  with  tlie  same,  and  also  his  anxiety  that  no  time  should  be  lo.st  in  conuuenc- 
ing  the  Buildings.''  I\Ir.  Young  was  ai)pointed  University  Architect,  at  a  salary  of  Two  Hun- 
dred poundx,  (.t2U(),)  Halifax  currency,  per  annum,  from  the  1st  of  May  last,  and  as  (hiiamental 
'Drawing  Master  at  Upper  Canada  College,  at  a  salary  of  Fift\'  jiouuds,  (t'oO,)  sterling  per 
annum,  from  the  1st  of  April  last. 

A  iitiitsi  LJlli,  ISJ7.  it  was  directed  at  this  Meeting,  that  the  site  of  the  University  Buildings 
in  the  <^)ueen's  Park  be  cleared  of  trees  an  I  leveled  by  Mr.  Over.seer  John  Wedd,  under  the 
direction  of  .Vrchitect  Young,  and  that  they  complete  the  road  from  Yonge  Street  to  the  College 
(irounds,  with  a  macadami/.ed  road-way  of  twelve  feet  in  width. 

JiKlnst  ^Jdlli,'  IS.IT.  The  Estimates  for  the  erection  of  the  University  Buildings  were 
discussed,  and  the  matter   deferred. 

September  Sad,  ISilT.  The  settlement  of  emus  in  leases  of  tlie  Crown  i.autl  Reserves, 
made  by  mistake,  either  by  the  Council,  or  the  (iovernnieut,  was  agreed  to,  as  desired  by  the 
Executive  (iovernment. 


*The  Conmiissioners,  appointed  in  1848  by  Lord  Elgin,  Governor  Gern-ral  and  Chancellor,  to  imiuiie 
"  into  the  Affairs  of  King's  College  University,"  etc.,  in  their  Report,  "  Printed  by  Order  of  the  Leg'sla- 
tive  Aissembly  "  in  1852,  thus  refer  to  this  i>ayuient  to  the  Reverend  Doctor  Htrachan  :  "  The  duties  of 
this  OHicer,  if  ade<iuately  discharged,  certainly  deserved  coiin>ensation,  and  when  it  is  considered  tint  dur- 
ing tli(Hirst  period, — from  January,  18'28,  to  July,  1839, — i-ay  twelve  years  aad  a  lialf,  tlie  Council  sola  no 
less  than  ninety-seven  thousand,  six  hundred  and  ninety  nine  and  a  half,  ('.(7,l>'.l'.lj)  acres  of  their  bands',

NoTK.  — This  Report  of  the  CommiBsionera  is  signed  by  Messieurs  Joseph  Workman,  M.  D.,  and  Kobert 
Hasten  Burns,  afterwards  a  Judge  of  the  Hij^h  Court  of  Justice. 
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December  X ltd  IS.17.  The  llevuruiul  Doctor  Stnicliaii,  I'reHiduiit ,  iiifornud  lliu  Council  that 
Chancellor  Head  '  had  written  to  John  L.  Anderson,  E.S(|uire,  in  iMii^dand,  a  (Jenllenian  hi;4hly 
competent,  re(|uestin<,'  him  tn  select  a  (Jentleman  well  iniidiHed  to  diacharij;e  the  duties  of  Prin- 
cipal of  l'|)per  Canada  CVjlleye,  and  that  fidl  instructions  had  been  given  to  I\Ir.

]\li(rch  ntli,  ISo'S.  A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  .lolni  L.  Anderson,  who  stated  that  he 
a.s.s(tciated  with  liimself  the  Reverend  Doctor  Rose,  Principal  of  King's  College,  London,  in  the 
ehoico  of  a  I'rinci|)al  of  l'|)pcr  Canada  (-oUege.  The  rosignation  of  the  Reverend  CJharles  Dade, 
Mathematical  Master,  and  Mrs.  Fenwick,  Mistress  of  the  Boarding  Mou.se,  t 'pper  Canada  Cnl- 
lego,  were  accepted  ;  and  applications  from  the  Reverend  (ieorge  Maynard,  Mr.  .John  Kent  and 
Mr.  Charles  N.  B.  Cogens  and  Mrs.  Cosens,  to  succeed  to  vacancies  in  l']iper  Canada  College, 
were  received.  Three  of  these  applications  were  concurred  in,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Chancellor,  Sir  F.  B.  Head.  Thus,  Mr.  Frederick  W.  Barron  l)ecame  .Sicond  Clacsical  I^IasUr, 
the  Reverend  (ieorge  Maynard,  Mathematical  Master,  and  Mr.  .lohn  Kent,  Third  Classical 
Master. 

Note. — During  the  interval,  which  took  place  from  this  Meeting,  (of  the  17th 
of  March,  1838,)  until  the  next,  which  was  held  on  the  9th  of  April,  1838,  the 
Bursar,  in  the  following  Letter,  dated  the  19th  of  March,  1838,  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan,  President  of  King's  College,  to  the  non- 
receipt  from  the  Imperial  Government  of  the  annual  payment  of  One  Thousand 
pounds,  (£1,000,)  sterling,  as  promised  in  a  Despatch  of  the  31st  of  JMarch,  1827. 
(Pages  225,  22G  of  the  First  Volume  of  this  Documentary  History.)  This  Letter 
is  as  follows : 

1  have  the  honour,  as  Bursar  to  the  University  of  King's  College,  to  address  you,  as  the 
President  ftf  that  Institution,  on  the  subject  of  great  arrears  due  to  tlie  Univer.sity  from  the 
Royal  Orant  of  One  Thousand  pounds  (£'l,()(lO,)  sterling  per  annum,  fnr  a  definite  number  of 
years,  payable  half-yearly  out  of  the  funds  derived  from  [the  sale  of  lands  to]  the  Canada  Com- 
pany. 

The  last  half-yearly  j)ayment,  which  1  received  from  the  Beceiver  Cieneral,  was  (^n  the  lirst 
day  of  July,  liSlf2.  I'pon  my  applying,  at  the  end  nf  the  ensuing  half  j'ear,  for  the  usual  War- 
rant, I  was  informed,  by  the  (lireetii»n  of  the  late  Lieutenant  (lovernor.  Sir  .lohn  Colborne,  that 
His  F.xcelleney  had  received  a  Despatch  from  the  Home  (iovernuient,  that  this  Rnyal  boon  was 
to  be  suspended  until  the  Legislature  should  pass  s\ich  an  .\ct  for  amending  the  original 
Chaiter  of  the  I'niversity,  as  shoiild  be  approved  of  by  the  Sovereign.  As  such  an  Act  has 
since  been  ])a8sed.  and  the  ]{oyal  assent  givon  thereto,  there  woidd  seem  to  lie  no  obstacle  to 
an  issue  of  the  tive  and  a  half  years'  arrears  to  the  1st  of  .Jaiuiary  last,  amounting  to  Fi\e  'I'hou- 
sand  Fivi;  Hundred  jxtunds,  (£'5, 5(10,)  sterling.  1,  therefore,  feel  it  my  duty,  in  behalf  of  the 
L^niversity,  respectfully  to  call  your  attention  to  the  great  htss  which  the  institution  has  long 
been  sutlering  by  the  suspension  of  the  half-yearly  issues  of  this  grant,  which,  otherwise,  would 
have  been  invested  in  (io\ernment  Debentures,  from  which  latter  a  serious  amount  of  interest 
would  have  been  derived. 

I  feel  assured  that  you  will  make  such  a  representation  to  His  F]xcelleiK-y  the  Lieutenant 
(lOvernor  as  will  cause  a  continuance  of  that  injury  to  cease.''-

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referred  to  a  similar  Imperial  yearly  grant  of  One  Thousand  pounds,  (£1,000,) 
sterlinjT  to  U|)i)er  Canada  College,  and  pointed  out  the  difference  in  tlie  terms,  or 
conditions,  of  the  two  grants.     He  said  : — 

In  tlie  tirat  wuek  of  .liiiiuary,  1830,  Upper  CanacU  College  was  opened  in  the  Home  Di.'»trict 
School  House,  which  it  occupied  for  the  whole  of  that  year,  during  which  the  new  i'uildiug  of 
the  College  was  erected  ;  and,  in  the  lirst  week  of  January  following,  (1«;J1,)  the  .sttulii-s  c(jtn- 
menced  in  the  lattei'. 

The  allowance  to  Uj)per  Canada  College,  from  (lovernnient  for  J8^{()  w;is  <'nly  Two  Hun- 
dred pounds,  (£200)  .sterling;  from  the  1st  .January,  IH.'il,  it  was  rai.sed  to  Five  Hundred 
pounds,  (£500)  ;  this  allowance  continued  to  the  1st  January,  IS.'U,  from  which  it  was  raisfil  to 
One  Thousand  pounds,  (£1,000);  and  it  has  continued  to  he  ]iaid  according!}'  to  the  1st  July 
last,  1838.

Home  (Jovernment,  tmtil  the  Provincial  LegislatiU'e  should  pass  an  Act  to  amend  'In-  Charter 
of  the  University,  which  should  lie  a|>proved  of  by  His  IMajesiy.  Such  an  Act  was  p:ts>ed  in 
the  first  Session  of  the  present  Parliament,  and  on  the  4th  March,  18;;7,  His  Excid'ency.  the 
then  Lieutenant  Governor,  Sir  F.  B.  Head,  was  pleased  to  assent  to  tiie  sime  in  His  Maj  s  y's 
name.

College.      The  Minutes  of  this  Meeting  state  that — 

Before  His  Excellency's  arrival,  the  Hononrable  Josejih  AVeUs,  Bursar  and  Registrar  of 
King's  College,  laid  upon  the  Table,  for  the  information  of  the  Council,  the  follo.ving  I.,etter  and 
its  Enclosure,  fr(jm  tlie  Honourable  John  Macaulay,,lhe  Lieute'iant  (iovernor's  Secretary,  dated 
the  PUli  instant  :  — 

Latter:  I  am  commanded  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  transmit  to  yuw  the  acconijiany- 
ing  copy  of  a  Minute  in  (Kxecuoive)  Council,  and  to  reijuest  tii.it  you  will  assemble  King's  Ctdlege 
Council,  at  One  of  the  Clock  of  ihe  afternoon  of  to-morrow. 

Enclosure  :  In  Council,  10th  of  .April,  18.30,  His  Excel'enfy  was  pleased  to  lay  V)efore  the 
Council  Documents  and  iteturns  relating  to  the  University  of  King's  College,  and  to  recpiest  the 
report  and  ojiinion  of   the  Council  of  King  s  College  ujnm  the  sev.iral  matters  therein  disclosed. 

The  Council,  on  a  careful  examination  of  these  papers,  re3[)ectfully  recommend  that  His 
Excellency,  as  Chancellor,  should  immediately  call  a  meeting  of  the  College  Council  f»jr  the 
purpose  of  examining  into  the  particulars  of  these  accoun's,  and  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
University  generally  ;  preparatory  to  laving  a  statement  of  the  same  bef  )ro  the  House  of 
Assembly  in  rejdy  to  its  Address  of  the  13th  ultimo.  \V.  JL  Lkk. 

The  Bursar,  also  laid  before  the  Cidlege  Council  various  returns  from  himself,  respecting 
King's  College  and  Upper  Canada  College,  which  he  had  been  directed  to  [)rei)are  and  forward 
to  His  Excellency,  in  compliance  with  the  Address  to  him  of  the  House  of  .Assembly  of  the 
13th  ultimo  ;  also  a  sejiarate  iieturri  for  the  information  of  King's  College  Council  of  the 
Resources  of  the  University,  etcetera. 

Upon  His  Excellency  taking  the  Chair,  he  exi)lained  to  the  Council  the  reasons  which  had 
induced  him  to  assemble  the  present  Meeting,  videlicet  :  That,  upon  looking  over  the  Abstracts 
of  the  Receipts  and  Expen<liture  of  King's  College,  and  I'pper  Canada  College  furnished  to  him 
by  the  Bursar,  that  they  might  be  laid  before  the  House  of  .Asseml)ly,  in  c  mpliance  with  their 
Address  of  the  13th  ultimo,  he  was  much  surprised  by  the  outlay  ;  and,  therefore,  deemed  it 
expedient,  previously  to  sending  those  Returns  down  to  tlie  House  of  Ass  inbly,  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Council  of  King's  College  to  the  subject. 
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After  iimch  discussion  on  the  whole  subject,  it  was 

Jicsoli-ed  :  Tliat  a  Comuiittee  be  appointed  to  intjuire  into,  and  report,  upon  tlie  Bursar's 
amounts, — the  several  items  of  expenditure,  and  the  authority  under  which  they  were  incurred  ;— 
the  amount,  and  particulars,  of  all  Salaries,  the  autliority  and  the  propriety  of  continuing  them, 
or  any  of  them  ; — the  delfts  due  to  King's  College  by  Upper  Canada  College  ;  the  jimspect  of 
their  rei)ayment,  and  the  general  expenses  of  tliat  Institution  ; — the  present  re3<jurces  of  King's 
College,  distinguishing  those  that  are  available  from  those  which  are  not  so  ; — the  probable 
income  to  maintain  the  Tniversity,  after  the  estimated  expenses  ot  Buildings  i.re  allowed  for, 
and  the  general  state  of  the  ali'airs  of  the  University  ;  with  power  to  make  such  particular,  or 
general,  observations  and  reconnuendations  as  may  suggest  themselves  in  the  course  of  the 
enquiry  ;  and  that  the  Honourable  Messieurs  John  Macaulay  and  John  Simcoe  Macaulay  ;  the 
Honourable  Mr.  Justice  Jonas  Jones,  and  the  Reverend  Doctor  McCaul  do  compose  such 
Committee. 

Subsetiuently  to  passing  the  foregoing  Resolution,  a  discussion  arose  regarding  the  items  of 
the  expenditure  [of  the  Colleges];  and  the  general  opinion  was,  that  the  annual  expenses  should 
bo  reduced,  and  that  it  was  not  advisable  to  commence  the  Buildings  of  the  Universitj-. 

The  statement  of  Mr.  George  Anthony  Barber  of  the  projjcrty  which  he  proposes  to  assign, 
in  security  for  the  dcticiency  appearing  in  his  accounts,  as  Collector  of  the  Upper  Canada  Col- 
lege, being  read,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor  General  be  reijuested  to  emjuire  into  the  titles 
and  value  of  the  property  proposed  to  be  assigned,  and  to  take  measures  for  procuring  the 
assignment  of  such  part  thereof  as  shall  appear  to  be  valuable  and  to  report  hereon  for  the 
information  of  the  Council.*     .      .     . 

Note. — This  important  Meetiug  of  the  20th  of  April,  1839,  formed  a  crisis 
in  the  history  of  the  management  of  King's  College.  It  led  to  a  change,  (butr 
unfortunately,  only  for  a  time,)  in  the  faulty  financial  system  of  the  two 
Colleges — King's,   and   the  Upper    Canada   College. 

The  Commissioners,  who  were  appointed  in  1848,  by  Lord  Elgin,  Chancellor 
of  the  University,  to  en(|uire  into  the  affairs  of  the  University,  thus  refer  to  this 
Meeting,  and  to  the  proceedings  of  Sir  George  Arthur,  the  then  Chancellor,  in 
reoard  to  the  financial  arranjjenients,  to  which  his  attc'ntion  had  then  l)een  called. 
The  Connnissioners,  in  their  Rej^ort,  said  :— 

The  Returns  made  by  the  Council,  in  conformity  with  an  Addrcs.s  of  tlic  1  ioiisi^  of  .\ssLiubly, 
of  the  \'M\\  of  March,  ISIJO,  excited  the  surprise  of  His  Kxcellency  .Sir  George  Arthur,  who,  at  a 
Meeting  of  the  Council,  held  on  20tli  of  April,  18IJ'.>,  took  occasion  to  say,  auu)ng  other  things, 

"'J'liat,  on  li oking  over  the  abstracts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  lying's  College  and 
Upper  Canada  College,  furni.shed  to  him.  that  they  uiight  be  laid  before  the  House  of  .\ssembly, 
in  coni|)liance  with  their  Address  of  tlu^  RUh  ultiuKj,  he  was  much  sui'prised  l>y  the  outlay."' 

Four  members  of  the  Council  were  a|)|)ointed  a  Couuuittee  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the 
Univer.-sity.  The  result  of  this  investigation  was  the  discovery,  that,  out  of  £'82,7"i'J  17s.  5d.  of 
Cash  received  by  the  Bursar,  £'r)4,'.)"J5  19s.  Sd.  liad  been  exi)ended  ;  the  only  available  fuiuls  of 
the  Trusts  biiing  then,  £10,000  in  (iovernment  Debentures,  and  £250  in  Dank  stock,  the 
remaining  part  l>eing  in  the  haiuls  of  two  Olliceis  of  the  Institution. 

In  the  )ireceding  j'ear,  18;5S,  the  Council  had  advertized,  "in  twenty-nine  newspapers  of 
the  two  Provinces,"  for  tenders  for  the  erection  of  the  University  Buildings,  according  to  cer- 
tain plans  and  specifications  decided  upon.  They  had,  in  May,  1S;{7,  engaged  Mr.  Thomas 
Young,  as  Architect,  at  a  .salary  of  £'200  j)er  annum. 

Tile  'enders  were  openeil  in  February,  ISIJ!),  the  lowest  for  the  entire  Uuildings,  by  Mr. 
John  Richey,  being  £'-M),2!)4.  The  project,  however,  of  jjrocecding  with  the  JJuiidings  was 
suddenly  and  (piite  unexj)ectedly  upset  by  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  at  the  njeeting  held 
on  20th   April,    already  referred  to,   at  which     His  Excellency  the   Chancellor   presided  ;    the

Jiiuf  .'(lilt,  lS.::i.  At  this  Meeting,  Kcport.s  of  the  Unrsar  of  King's  College,  and  of  the  Col- 
lector for  Upper  Canada  College,  were  sulnnit ted  ;  also  a  proposal  of  .Mr.  IJcnjaiiiin  Thorne, 
oflering  St<iclc  in  the  (iore  15ank,  H.iiuilton  in  payment  of  his  notes  of  haml,  now  overdue  and 
nnpaid,  and  which  had  been  lodLU^d  with  the  Unitar  of  King's  Collci^e  as  part  security  for  the 
loan  advanced,  l)y  authority  of  the  C'juncil,  to  tiie  Honoitraijlj  and  N'eiierable  U(jctor  birach.in  ; 
wlu^reui)on  it  was 

J^'v.solrcd  :  That  the  proposal  made  by  Mr.  Benjamin  'rhorne,  to  givi;  I'.ank  Stock  in  dis- 
charge of  his  notes,  now  overdue  and  unpaid,  be  declined. 

Note. — The  Minut(!S  of  this  ISIeeting  were  submittcil,  as  usual,  for  the  approval  of  the 
Chancelloi".      He  reurned  them  with  the  following  note  written  on  the  margin  :  —

Your  Committee,  anxious  to  exhibit,  at  the  earliest  po.ssible  period,  the  condition  of  King's 
•College  University  accounts,  have  prepared  this  first  Report,  to  which  they  have  annexed  the 
Report  of  the  .Accountant  omi)loycd  in  tlie  investigation  ot  those  accounts,  and  a  Stateiiu-nt  jire- 
pared  by  the  iiursar,  shewing  the  Securities,  in  which  tlie  balance  due  by  him  to  tiie  Univcisity 
is  at  present  invested.  From  that  Statement,  it  appears  that  the  Bursar  has  defiositcd  in  the 
Bank  of  Ujiper  Canada,  and  in  the  Ottici;  of  the  Commercial  I'ank  of  this  city,  two  several  sums 
jiiiiounting  to  £(j,814  <Ss. ;  and  that,  he  has,  from  time  to  time,  lent  the  remainder  of  the  Balance 
duo  to  the  Ihiiversity,  that  is  f(i,20(;  l!»s.  9d.,  to  divers  individuals,  from  some  of  wliom  real 
estati!  has  been  taken  in  ]tayment.  These  transactions,  on  the  part  of  the  Bursar,  ap|icar  to 
have  been  S(dely  fui  his  own  account  and  lesponsibility,  wholly  unauthorized  by,  and  withontthe 
knowledge  of,  the  Council  of  King  s  College. 

Your  Committee  have  ])repared  an  F^stiiuate  of  the  incoinc,  and  present  charge  on  the  Uni- 
versity funds,  shewing  a  probable  sur[)lus,  for  the  year  183!>.4t),  of  ftilU  17s.  2d. 

In  submitting  this  Estimate,  your  Committee  take  occasion  to  (d)serve,  that  the  (Govern- 
ment Debentures  tlieiein  mentioned  are  at  present  lodged  in  the  Bank  of  Upper  Canada,  in  the 
name  of  the  Bursar. 

The  charge  of  £1,900,  on  acci>unt  of  Up]icr  Canada  College  is  estimated  for,  under  the  sup- 
position tliat  the  Government  grant  of  £1,000  sterling  per  annum  (to  that  College),  will  be  dis- 
continued .

prior  to  -July,  1831),  the  sales  of  the  University  lands  had  been  pushed  forvvunl  witli  vigor 
and  persistency,  -tlie  annual  average  l)eing  about  8,()00  acres.  The  confusion  in  the  I'niver.sify 
afi'airs,  and  the  procieding.s  of  the  Council  oonsci|uent  upon  tin;  in(piiry,  in  iS.'V.I,  into  the  .state 
of  the  Tiursar's  accounts,  togijtlicr  with  (lie  active  participation  now,  for  tlie  lirst  time,  taken  by 
(Sir  (Jeorge  .Arthur),  the  Head  of  the  (Jovernment,  in  the  proceedings  of  the  (Council,  appear  t<> 
have  led  to  the  8us[iensinn  of  sales.  IJctwuen  duly,  lH'il>,  and  January,  1840,  only  100  acres 
were  sold. 

Note.— 1  have  not  given  the  Report  of  Mr.  T.  C.  Patrick,  the  Accountant, 
in  full,  a.s  it  deals  with  a  good  deal  of  detail  and  .suggestion.s,  and  i.s  .somewhat 
rHnihliiig.  T  have,  however,  given  such  salient  points  of  that  Report,  as  he.st 
illu.strate  the  faulty  system  pursued  by  the  Bursar,  while,  at  the  .same  time, 
the  figures  given  in  it  exhibit  a  satisfactory  statement  of  the  actual  state  of 
the  funds  of  King's  College,  as  ascertained  by  the  Accountant.  The  Report,  as 
thus  condensed,  is  as  follows  :*

Pursuant  to  an  order  of  your  Minutes,  directing  an  examination  of  the  Receipts  and  Dis- 
bursements, on  account  of  King's  College,  and  rec^uiring  a  statement  of  the  atlairs  of  that  Insti- 
tution, the  Book.s,  Accounts,  and  Vouchers,  in  the  Bursar's  ottice,  from  the  Endowment  of  the 
College  in  1828,  to  the  30. h  of  dune  last,  (1839,)  1  have  to  report  that  I  have  carefully  and 
rigidly  examined  and  com[)ared  them,  and  1  have  now  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  the  results 
of  my  investigation  : —

The  particulars  of  these  sums  are  annexed,  in  an  Appendix,  where  will  also  be  found  a 
Statement  of  Assets  of  the  College,  a  Balance  Sheet  at  30th  June,  1839,  ami  a  Memorandum, 
showing  the  inaccuracies  discovered  in  the  Rursar's  account,  t 

The  Endowment  consisted  almost  wliolly  of  Lands,  producing  little  income  until  sold,  and 
the  realizing  of  sums  so  large  as  £'0(3,000,  from  the  proceeds  of  sales,  and  £'ll,fiOO  from  Rents 
from  numerous  tenants  paying  small  ainiual  amounts,  occasioned  a  bulk  of  bu.siness  in  the 
Bursar's  ollice,  while  it  reijuired  knowledge,  experience,  and  lal)uur  to  methodi/.e,  arrange,  and 
conduct.  ()i  diligenci!  and  application,  and  a  desire  to  jjreserve  regularity,  tiiore  is  imple  proof 
in  the  C  •rrespondence,  -  in  the  IMiinites  of  the  verbal  connnunications  with  the  Purchasers  and 
Tenantry,  and  in  the  entry  by  tlie  Bursar  himself  of  every  payment  received  :  Rut,  in  the 
absence  of  a  betttu' s^'stem,  there  has  been  much  supertiuous  labuur,  without  the  attainment  of 
the  object  desired. 

.Vnother  important  dcliciency  is  a  Rent  Roll,  or  Register,  of  the  Tenants  of  Leasehold 
Lands  :  showing  the  name  of  the  occupioi,—  the  Land  occupied, — the  .Annual  Ivent, — and  tlie 
arrears  due.  The  Rental  is  a  Material  Item  of  the  Annual  Income,  and,  under  a  better  arrange- 
ment, it  would  ha\e  l)een  made  more  certain,  and  more  productive. 

The  o<jnnection  of  one  I>ook  with  another,  and  the  advantage  of  comparing  them,  as  a  test 
of  accuracy,  ap()uars  to  liave  lieen  overlooked,  or  many  mistakes  would  have  lieen  discovered, 
without  my  aid. 

I  n  order  to  arrive  at  the  information  reipiired  by  the  Committee,  and  contained  in  the 
aniu.xed  ^pjiendix,  it  was  ab.solutely  necessary  to  revise  accounts  from  the  beginning,  (1.S28  ) 
undi;r  (lisiiuct  Heads,-  -their  correctness  proves  itself  by  tiie  l'>alance  Sheet  ;ippenileil.

IJutthe  winding  up  of  my  allairs  now  unhappily  proves,  that  the  great  outlays  in  ..undiasin- 
anu  .mprovnig  my  estat^e  at  Oavenj.ort,  and  other  serious  expenditures  upon  tlie  Mill  and  Fanu 
attlie  Oak  K.dges,  which  I  bad  taken  as  a  security  for  a  debt,  and  which  re.iuired  those 
expenditures  to  render  them  8aleablc^  had  absorbed  the  p-oduce  of  the  sale  of  mv  commissinn 
before  1  was  aware  of  it.  At  the  same  time  I  must  frankly  acknowledge,  that  I  well  knew  that 
J  was  intruding  upon  the  College  funds  more  or  less,  but  1  then  little  dreamt  to  what  extent 
Having  already  acknowledged  that  nothing  can  justify  such  an  act  of  misappropriation,  1  have 
only  to  plead  in  extenuation  that  feelings  of  coini.assion  for  the  situation  of  the  applicants  f..r 
assistance,  w^vs  the  sole  cause  of  these  repreliensible  advances,  in  order  to  save  their  properties 
trom  a  sheritrs  sale,  or  their  persons  from  confinement  ;  and  but  f..r  the  distressing  state  of  the 
tnnes^for  the  last  two  or  three  years,  most  of  these  advances  would  have  since  been  repaid. 

Having  thus,    without  reserve,   declared  facts  as  they  actually  occurred,  I  have   now  to 
implore,  from  the  liberality  of  the  Council,  their  assent  to  the  following  i.roposition,  viz  :— 

That  I  shall  assign  over  all  right  to  the  property  described  in  the  statement  to  the  Com- 
mittee, to  whoever  may  be  named  by  the  Council,  in  Trust,  for  the  payment  of  the  balance  I  am 
indebted  to  he  I  niversity  ;  and  that  from  the  hrst  of  this  month  I  be  hehl  respr.nsible  for  the 
due  payment,  half-yearly,  of  legal  interest  on  the  said  balance:  and  further,  that  so  much  of 
my  sa  ary  be  stopped  as.  with  the  monies  collected  from  the  debts  owing  to  me.  (as  per  State- 
ment laid  before  the  Committee.)  may  ensure  the  regular  payment  of  the  half-yeatly  interest  ■ 
<and,  also,  that  all  sums  to  l,e  recovered  from  the  different  individuals  and  properties  (as 
<le3cribed  in  said  statement,)  be  applied  to  the  gradual  extinction  of  my  present  debt  aforesaid. 
In  anticipation  of  being  called  upon  to  state  what  amounts  of  interest  I  may  have  receiv-d 
trom  any  of  the  parties  to  whom  I  have  advanced  mmiies,  from  time  to  time,  from  the  Colle-e 
tunda,  1  can,  upon  my  solemn  oath,  declare,  that  1  have  kept  no  memorandum  of  the  trairs- 
actions  In  almost  all  the  instances,  the  interest  was  never  charged  until  the  final  settlement 
when  the  security  was  given,  and  it  was  then  n.-t  paid,  but  added  to  the  sums  that  had  beei'i 
advanced  and  thus  included  in  the  settlement  ;  but  even  if  1  had  once  kept  such  memorandums 
they  would  not  now  be  torthcoming,  f..rwhen  the  rebel  Mackenzie,  with  his  party,  had  posses- 
sion of  the  adjoining  h,t  to  Davenport,  during  the  outbreak  in  Ls;j7,  and  threatened  to  take 
possession  of  that  also,  and  make  me  prisoner,  1  hastily  destroyed  n  mass  of  i.apers.  many  of 
which  I  now  deeply  regret  the  loss  of.  I  must  beg  to  remark,  that  1  shall  be  severely  puni4e<l 
tor  my  indiscreet  loans,  as  the  securities  given  in  throe  instances  will  never  realize  the  sums 
advanced  upon  them,  an<l  I  have  reason  to  fear  I  shall  sustain  an  ultimate  loss  of  several 
hundred  pounds. 

Before  closing  this  explanation  of  the  state  of  my  afiairs  to  the  College  Council  which  I 
now  oiler  most  respectfully,  I  beg  leave  to  represent,  for  their  favourable  considerati./n  that  I 
have  never  been  aHowed  any  salary  whatever  for  the  additional  duties  imposed  upon'  me  as 
Ireasurer  of  Upper  Canada  College;  and  even,  as  Bursar  of  King's  College,  with  its  many 
irk-some  duties,  and  great  responsibilities,  my  salary  was  only  £\m  a  year  for  the  last  live  years 
during  the  latter  part  of  which  time  the  then  Clerk  received  the  same  salary.  1  now  throw 
myself  upon  your  indulgence,  to  ])ut  the  most  liberal  construction  ujx.n  what  has  passed.

In  regard  to  these  various  Reports,  Statements  and  Letters,  the  following- 
Resolutions  were  proposed  and  adopted  by  King's  College  Council  on  the  11th  of 
July,  1S39  :— 

Resolved,  1  :  That  the  interests  of  the  Institution  reijuire  that  prompt  measures  be  taken 
for  the  recovery  of  the  sum  due  by  the  Bursar. 

Resolved,  2  :  That  the  Debentures  belonging  to  the  Corporation  be  assigned  by  him  to  tlie 
Corporation  of  King's  College,  and  lodged  in  tlie  Bank,  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation. 

Resolved,  3  :  Tliat  the  Monies,  api)earing  at  the  credit  of  the  Bursar,  in  tlie  Banks,  be 
placed  at  the  credit  of  the  Corporation  of  King's  College,  in  the  Bank  of  Upper  Canada. 

Resolved,  4  :  Tliat  the  Securities  offered  by  the  Bursar  be  assigned  to  the  Corporation,  by 
way  of  Mortgage. 

Risolved,  5  :  Also,  the  Hou.se  and  land  at  Davenport,  and  other  real  estate. 

Resolved,  0  :  'I'hat  the  Mortgages  be  t.iken  in  security  for  all  amounts  of  i)rincipal  and  in- 
terest, which  tlie  lUirsar  now  is,  or  .sliall  be  found,  indebted  to  the  Corporation  of  King's 
College. 

Resolved,  7  :  That  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor  fJeneral  be  reciucsted  to  investigate  and  re- 
port upon  the  Titles  to  the  pro})erty  offered  in  security,  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  emj)loy, 
if  necessary,  a  Solicitor  to  assist  in  the  iiwiuiry. 

Resolved,  8  :  'I'hat  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor  General  be  requested  to  e.xtena  their  iiKjuiries 
into  the  value,  which  the  property  offered  in  security  would  reali/e,  if  sold  ;  and  as  to  the  time 
when  tlie  monies  secure<l  by  Mortgage  U)  the  Bursar  can  legally  be  realized  ;  and  that  they  re- 
port upon  these,  and  other  mattery  connected  therewith,  without  delay. 

Resolvril,  9  :  That  the  Council,  uj)on  a  mature  consideration  of  the  lieport  of  the  Committee, 
ajipointed  to  investigate  the  Bursar's  at'counts,  togetlier  with  the  statements  made  by  that 
Otliciir,  ill  his  Letter  of  the  8th  of  .luly  instant,  feel  that  the  jjainful  iieces.sity  is  now  imposed  upon 
thiMii  of  dis|iensii)g  with  his  further  services  as  Bursar  and  Registrar. 

These  Resolutions  having  been  adopted,  His  Excellency,  the  Chanci-llor,  was  pleased  to 
communicate  to  the  Council  that  the  ^'ellerable  Archdeacon  Strachan  President  of  the  Council, 
had  expressed  his  willingness  to  reliiKjuish  his  salary  as  Presitlent  ;  and  the  Council,  considering 
that  the  University  has  not  gone  into  active  operation,  as  was  contidently  expected  at  the  time 
the  salary  commenced,  and  tliat  the  services  of  the  President,  in  attending  to  the  preparation 
for  tlu;  coimiienccnient  of   the  Institution,  will  not  be  longer  necessary.      It  was 

Risolved,  that  the  salary  of  the  l^resident  shall  be  considered  as  having  ceased  from  the 
thirtieth  of  .June  last.

The  following  Letter  and  Petition,  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Ancaster  Literary 
Institution,  were  laid  before  the  King's  College  Council  at  this  Meeting,  (19th'  Jf 
July,  1839,)  but  action  thereon  was  deferred  until  the  28th  of  August"l839 

This  application  to  the  Council,  for  aid  in  maintaining  the  Ancaster 
Literary  Institution,  shows  what  efforts  were  made  in  these  carlv  davs  to 
provide  cheap  and  eflicieut  Schools  for  children  in  the  various  locafitics  "  The 
promoters  of  this  Institution  mentioned  this  fact  as  tlieir  reason  for  establishiiH.-  the 
Ancaster  School.  They  state  distinctly,  in  their  Petition,  that  the  inhabitaTds  (.f 
Ancaster  hnd  "  it  impo.ssible  to  obtain  for  their  families  anvthin-  like  a  .rood 
education  un.ler  the  existing  Common  School  .system  of  Upper  Canada  "  They 
proposed,  therefore,  to  supply  the  deficiency,  as  stated  in  their  Petition.

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This  private  effi)rt  to  provide  good  schools  in  this,  and  in  various  other  parts 
of  the  Province,  shows  how  inconijilcte  was  the  legal  provision  in  those  da^^s  for 
elementary  and  superior  Schools.  There  is  abundant  testimony  to  this  ettect  in 
these  Volumes.  It  was  under  such  circumstances  that  the  Midland  District  School 
Society  was  established  in  1818,  as  well  as  the  Bath  and  Grantham  Academies 
subset! uently.     The   Secretary  of   the  Ancaster   Literary    Institution    .said: 

1  am  directed  to  transmit  to  you  the  accompanying  Petition  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Ancaster 
Literary  Institution.  .  .  These  Trustees  and  tShaiehohlers  are  :  Doctor  John  Puilpli,  and 
Messieurs  William  Crai<5ie,  (Secretary)  ;  Job  Ijoder,  (Treasurer)  ;  and  William  Wiard,  (holders 
of  ten  shares  each)  ;  Mr.  ATatliew  Crooks,  President,  (si.x  sh^ires)  ;  and  Messieurs  William  Not- 
man  and  Jacob  (jaltel,  (tive  shares  each). 

It  would  be  well  if  the  C(juncil  would  regulate  the  school  fees  of  tlu;  Institution,  or,  at  least, 
li.x  a  m;i.\imum  for  the  different  branches.  .And  it  is  mi>st  important  that  they  should  not  only 
determine  on  the  liooks  to  be  used  in  tlie  .Sclinols,  but  devise  some  plan  of  procuring  an  ample 
8upi)ly  of  such  books  from  IJritain.  The  few  elementary  books  i)rinted  in  the  Pmvinco  are  not 
very  c  erectly  printed,  and  on  such  bad  |>ai)or,  and  are  so  ill  bountl,  tliat  thoy  will  not  last  for 
more  than  a  few  weeks,  or  months,  at  furthest.  And  the  books  from  the  L'nited  States,  com- 
monly used,  are  so  very  objectionable  in  every  resi)ect,  as  not  to  be  thought  of  for  a  moment. 

A  regidation  which  we  adopted,  and  have  found  to  answer  particidarl}'  well  is,  that  scholars 
are  admitted  only  by  a  ticket  from  the  Treasurer,  stating  the  branches  to  be  taught,  thus  ensur- 
in"  the  i)iyment  of  the  school  fees,  and  preventing  any  collision  between  the  Teacher  and 
Parents  of  the  pupils. 

Great  ditticulty  will  be  found  in  obtaining  well  qualified  Teachers  for  our  Schools,  which 
will,  it  is  hoped,  come  immediately  into  operation. 

It  would  be  extremely  desirable  that  a  Nonnal  School  should  be  instituted  for  the  educa- 
tion (^f  Teachers.  This  will  be  absolutely  necessary,  if,  in  the  contemplated  enactment  regard- 
ing Common  ScIkxjIs,  efhcient  Teachers  are  to  be  appointed  to  them — and  if  the  Council,  or 
Governor,  have  tlie  power,  such  a  School  should  ])e  organized  without  delay.

Humbly  Sheweth  :  That  the  inhabitants  of  tlie  Village  of  Ancaster,  finding  it  im[)08sible  to 
obtain  for  their  families  anything  like  a  good  educati(jn  under  the  existing  Counnon  School 
system  of  Upper  Canada,  determined,  about  four  ye.ars  ago,  (1H;!5,)  on  forming  themselves  into 
a  Joint-Stock  Comj)any,  for  the  |)urpose  of  erecting  good  School  rooms,  and  accommodation  for 
a  Teacher,  -of  obtaining  a  good  Teachei',  and  rendering  his  situation  resi)ectable  and  permanent, 
and  of  regulating  the  School  Fees,  so  that  the  elementary  branches  might  be  brought  within  the 
reach  of  all  classes. 

2.  A  donation  of  a  Building  site,  and  three  hundred  volumes  of  books  to  comn^ence  a 
Library,  induced  the  addition  of  a  room  for  a  Library,  and  a  title  was  assumed, —  as  the  situation 
is  e(iual,  perha[)s  superior,  to  any  other  in  the  Province  for  a  Seminnry  of  learning.  A  Board- 
ing House,  in  connection  with  the  Institution,  was  also  co'.itenii>lated. 

3.  .According  to  the  Constitution  adopted  and  acted  on,  the  management  was  vested  in  seven 
Trustees,  elected  from  the  Shareholders.  The  Clergyman  of  the  two  churches  were  appointed 
Trustees,  <■.>■  officio — The  qualilication  of  a  Trustee  is  that  he  shall  hold  not  less  than  five  shares 
of  the  cai)ital  stock,  (each  share  being  two  jjounds,)  (£2),  and  be  resident  witliin  such  a  reason- 
able distance  that  he  could  attend  to  the  interests  of  the  School.  .  .  The  Trustees  were  em- 
])owered  to  make  rules  and  regulations,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  a  general  meeting,  and 
were  required  to  make  an  annual  Report  ami  statement  of  accounts  to  a  general  meeting. 

4.  Sul).scriptions  for  stock  were  soon  obtained  to  the  amount  of  upwards  of  Three  Hundred 
pounds,  (i';50U,)  and,  after  various  delays,  principally  waiting  for  confidently  expected  assistance 
from  the  Legislature,  a  substantial  brick  Building  was  erected,  containing  two  school  rooms, — 
one,  thirty  feet  by  twenty  ;  the  other  twenty  feet  b}-  fifteen,  and  twelve  feet  high  ;  also  a 
room  for  a  Library,  two  rooms,  two  bed  rooms,  kitchen,  :;ellar,  etcetra,  for  a  Teacher,  at  a  cost, 
(including  desks,  benches,  stoves,  etcetera,  for  the  schoolrooms,)  of  upwards  of  four  hundred 
pounds,  (.£400)

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5.  The  Trustees  would  not,  i)erh.ii)8,  have  gone  to  this  expense  had  tliey  not  calculated, 
(erroneously,  as  it  turned  out,)  not  only  on  tiie  punctual  payment  of  the  sulmcriUed  capital, 
but  also  on  the  sale  of  many  additional  shares  when  the  building  was  actually  commenced.  .  . 
The  Buildin,j  is  now  burdened  with  a  debt  of  upwards  of  two  hinidred  pounds,  (£20(.)). 

0.  The  Scho(d  was  ojjencd  in  November,  1837,  by  a  well  qualihed  Teacher,  whicli  the 
Trustees  had  much  dilHculty  in  obtaining.  Number  of  scholar.s  :  thirty  seven,  gradually  and" 
ra[)idly  increasing  to  seventy,  giving  an  average  number  for  the  lir.st  year  of  fifty  two.  'J'he 
average  number  for  the  present  year  will  exceed  sixty  ;  present  number  :  sixty-seven.  F>>r  the 
etticiency  of  the  School,  the  Trustees  refer  to  a  report  of  the  last  examination  on  the  30th 
ultimo,  by  the  Keverend  Inspectors  Geddes  and  d'ale  of  Hamilton,  and  the  Reverend  Messieurs 
William  McMurray  and  Mark  Y.  Stark  of  Ancaster. 

7.  The  Trustees  confidently  ho{)e,  that,  on  considering  the  exertions  of  the  shareholders  of 
this  Institution  for  the  cause  of  Education,  and  that  the  situation  of  the  School,  the  extent  of 
the  Building,  and  number  of  scholars,  will  bring  the  Iiistilution  within  the  scope  of  the  recent 
Act  of  Parliament,*  and  that  the  King's  College  Council  will  be  pleased  to  extend  to  it  the 
benefits  of  that  Act,  so  that  the  debt  ailecting  the  building  may  bo  all  but  licpiidated,  and  a 
salary  granted  to  a  Teacher,  or  Teachers. 

8.  The  Trustees  do  not  pre.-iume  to  ask  this  from  personal  motives.  They  will  most  cheer- 
fully resign  infavjurof  Trustees  api)ointed,  (under  that  Act,)  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  and,  should  he  think  proper  to  appoint  any  one  having  a  pecuniary  interest  in  the 
Building,  a  list  of  the  sliireiiolders  shall  be  forwarded  to  him,  and  any  further  information  that 
may  be  deemed  necessary,  will  be  readily  and  cheerfully  given,  either  to  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  or  to  the  Council. 

May  it  therefore  i»lease  your  Ht)nourable  Council  to  extend  to  this  In.stitution  the  provisions 
of  the  "Act  to  provide  for  the  Ad\ancement  of  Education  in  this  I'rovinco,"  and  your  i)etiu(>ners, 
as  in  duty  bound,  shall  ever  piay.

We  have  this  day  minutely  and  carefully  examined  the  classes  in  the  Ancaster  Literary 
Institution,  and  are  hapjiy  to  rejxjrt  our  giatificatioii  with  the  result,  and  our  full  approval  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  School  is  c<jnducted,  the  older,  ri;gularity  and  discipline,  which  apitears 
to  be  maintained,  and  the  progress,  iHjt  only  in  actual  atlainnieiits,  but  in  iiite'ligeiice  and 
exercise  of  tlie  mental  powers,  which  is  exhibited  by  tlie  scholars.  The  attention  of  the  Pupils 
seems  to  be  kei)t  fully  alive  to  the  business  of  the  School  ;  and  their  knowledge  appears  accurate 
and  very  considerable  for  (he  period  of  their  attendance.  Tliose  of  us  who  have  attended  the 
jirevious  examinations  can  mai'k  an  advancement  eipially  creditable  to  the  talents  and  assiduity 
of  the  Teacher,  and  the  attention  and  diligence  of  the  Pupils.

Ridout,  a  Clerk  in  the  Bursar's  OfHce,  regretting  that 
he  had  appropriated  certain  monies  to  his  own  use,  was  read;  also  one  from  his  Biothers, 
Messieurs  (ieorge  Percival  and  .Joseph  D.  Ridout,  who  had  placed  Five  Hiuidred  pmnnls,  (£.">()0,) 
in  the  hands  of  the  Bursar,  lo  meet  their  Brother's  deticiency.      The  Council,  therelore,    , 

Jieniilced,  That  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Council,  that  they  should  reconl  their 
sense  of  the  highly  honourable  conduct  of  the  Messieurs  George  P.  and  .Josejih  D.  Ridout,  in  so 
prom[)tly  coming  forward  to  make  good  the  sums,  to  which  it  appears,  from  the  acknowledgement 
of  Mr.  E.  ,1.  Ridout,  had  been  withdrawn  from  the  funds  of  King's  College. 

The  Bursir  was  directed  to  invest  in  Prijvincial  Debentures  Seven  Thousand.  (£7,000,)  of  the 
Eight  Thousand  and  Sixty  four  j)ounda,  eleven  shillings  and  eight  pence  (£'8,U(;4  11.

of  School  lands,  shall  be  invested  in  Prtivincial  Debentures,  ami  the  proceetls  [daced  at  the  diis- 
jiosal  of  the  Council  of  King's  C(jllege  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  District  Schools,  which  are 
declared  («rammar  Schools  for  the  purjxjses  cf  the  Act. 

The  Statute  also  ])erinits  the  aid  of  other  Schoids  out  of  the  same  fund,  but  this  aid  seems 
to  be  postix^ned  t(j  that  of  the  regular  Grammar  Schools. 

The  Council  are  not  in  ])os3ession  of  suthcient  information  to  enable  them  to  advise  Your 
Excellency  with  regard  to  the  distribution  of  tlie  proceeds  of  the  School  investment  ;  and  they 
pray  Your  Excellency  will  cause  to  be  laid  before  them  a  Statement  of  the  whole  School  funds 
available  for  these  purposes. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Council,  finding  that  the  Grammar  Scliools  are  first  to  be  i)rovided 
for,  see  no  prol)abilit3' of  any  assistance  being  (uesently  afforded  to  the  (Jraiitham  Academy. 
They  believe  it  to  be  a  very  meritorious  Institution,  and  they  will  be  most  hai)py  to  consider  its 
claims,  as  soon  as  sullicieiit  funds  for  that  purpose  shall  be  forthcoming.

It  is,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  necessary  that  one  or  more  comj)etent  i)ersons 
should,  forthwith,  be  employiid  to  report  upon  all  the  un.sold  lands  belouLdng  to  the  University  ; 
such  report  to  be  accessible  to  the  Bursar  and  the  Members  of  the  King's  Colleice  Council  ;  and 
also,  that  a  survey  should  be  made,  to  determine  the  (luantities  of  the  Univcr.sity  lands  taken 
for  the  Rideau  Canal,  in  order  tiiat  tlie  necessary  stejis  may  be  taken  to  procure  an  e<iuivalent 
for  such  lands. 

The  mode  of  leasing  the  College  lands,  re(|uire3  also  the  consideration  of  the  Council.  Your 
Committee  are  of  oi)inion  that  the  rent  should  be,  in  some  degree,  proportioned  to  the  value  of 
the  land,  and  beg  leave  to  suggest,  therebjre,  that  the  Ibirsar  be  instructed  to  propose  a  scale  of 
rents  on  that  i)rincii)le. 

Your  Committee  reconuiiend,  that  the  practice  of  selling  lands  belonging  to  the  University, 
andUpi)er  Canada  College,  tiir.jugh  agents,  as  heretofore  j)ractised,  should  be  discontinued. 

To  reduce,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  expenditure  on  account  of  the  University  Crounds, 
your  Connnittee  recommend  that  an  agreement  shoidd  be  made  with  some  resix.nsible  person, 
allowing  a  certain  sum  per  annum,  together  with  the  use  of  the  Cottages,  the  pastures,  and  the 
liberty  to  cultivate  such  portions  of  the  lands,  as  he  may  see  lit,  excepting  the  lawns,  on  condi- 
tion that  the  i)lantations  and  roads  are  kept  in  good  order. 

Your  Committee,  having  ascertained,  that  the  Bank  of  Upper  Canada  are  willing  to  receive 
all  sums  which  m.ay  be  paid  on  account  of  the  Tniversity,  and  give  receijits  for  the  same,  recom- 
mend that  an  agreement  shouKl  be  made  with  that  Institution  to  receive  such  sums,  under  such 
regulations  as  may  be  approved  of  by  the  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Bursar  of  the 
University,  and  the  Cashier  of  the  Bank  of  Upper  Canada.

In  consequence  of  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  [of  the  House  of  Assembly,  at  its 
instance],  under  the  Commission  recently  issued  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  (Governor,  to 
report  generally  on  tho  subject  of  Education,  [and  on  the  various  Departments  of  the  (Jovern- 
ment] ,  the  Committee  of  King's  College  Council  have  no  further  report  to  make,  touching  the 
affairs  of  the  University.

Note. — Meetings  were  called  for  the  27th  and  30th  of  November,  and  the  7th  of  December 
but  were  not  held,  as  there  was  no  (juorum  present  on  any  of  these  days.

A  letter  from  Mr.  Civil  Secretary  Harrison,  dated  the  '23rd  instant,  transmitting,  by 
command  of  His  Excellency  the  Right  Honourable  Cliarlis  Poulett  Thomson,  Governor  ( Jeneial 
of  Canada,  application  tor  aid  from  the  Ancaster  Literary  Institution,  the  Grantham  .\cademy, 
(St.  Catharines),  and  the  Alexandria  Schoid,  with  the  ropu'st  of  His  lixcelltmcy  that  tliese  ai)pli- 
oatiitus  might  receive  the  consideration  of  the  Council  of  iving's  College,  under  the  authority  of 
the  SUitute,  2  Vict(»ria.  Chapter  10,  "  for  the  Advancement  of  Education  in  this  Province"

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CHAPTER  XII. 

MISCELLANEOUS   PAPERS    RELATING   TO    EDUCATION   IN    UPPER 

CANADA,  1837-1839. 

Alteration  of  the  Royal  Charter  of  King's  College  by  the  Legislature 

OF  Upper  Canada,  1837. 

After  a  good  deal  of  correspondence  with  the  Imperial  Government,  in  regard 
to  the  alteration  of  the  Royal  Charter  of  King's  College,  granted  in  1827,  the 
matter  came  up  finally  for  adjustment  in  the  first  session  of  the  Thirteenth,  and 
last,  Parliament  of  Upper  Canada,  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
Sir  Francis  Bond  Head,  in  his  opening  Speech  from  the  Throne.* 

The  desire  of  the  Imperial  Government,  in  regard  to  this  unpopular  Charter, 
was  expressed  by  Lord  Goderich,  (afterwards  the  P]arl  of  Ripon),  in  his  Despatch 
to  Sir  John  Colborne,  of  the  20th  of  November,  1831,  in  which  he  stated  that  it 
was  "  the  earnest  recommendation  and  advice  of  His  Majesty's  Government,  that" 
the  Council  of  King's  College,  (which  was  constituted  by  the  Royal  Charter  itself,) 
should  surrender  the  Charter  to  His  Majesty,  with  a  view,  no  doubt,  to  its  modi- 
fication, BO  as  to  render  it  acceptable  to  the  people  of  Upper  Canada.f 

The  King's  College  Council  having,  in  an  elaborate  Report  on  the  subject, 

refused  to  surrender  the  Charter,}  Lord  Goderich,  in  his  Despatch  of  the  following 

year,  (8th  of  November,  1832,)ir  authorized  the    Upper  Canada  Legislature  to 

modify  the  Charter  at  its  discretion.     He  said  : — 

So  far  frorii  any  anxiety  having  been  felt  by  the  King's  Government  to  maintain  that  Charter 
against  the  wishes  of  the  groat  majority  of  the  people,  every  possible  measure  has  been  taken  to 
refer  to  their  Representatives  the  decision  of  the  (juestion,  [as  to]  what  form,  and  upon  what 
principles  the  College  should  be  founded. 

.  .  .  It  can  scarcely  be  expected,  that,  in  deference  to  any  Individual,  or  to  the  small, 
though  respectable,  minority  for  whom  [Mr.  William  Mackenzie,  who  had  appealed  to  him  on 
the  subject  of  "grievances"]  acts,  the  King's  Government  should  entertain  the  slightest 
distrust  of  the  wisdom,  or  fairness,  of  the  resolutions  which  it  may  be  the  pleasure  of  the  [House 
of]  Assembly  to  adopt  on  this,  or  any  other  subject. 

When  Sir  John  Colborne,  in  1835,  despairing  of  any  agreement  being  come 

to  by  the  House  of  Assembly  and  the  Legislative  Council,  on  the  subject  of  the 

modification  of  the  Charter,  suggested  to  Lord  Glenelg,  the  Colonial  Minister,  that 

the  Charter  might  be — 

So  modified  by  the  interposition  of  His  Majesty's  Government,  as  to  leave,  in  essential 
points,  no  just  grounds  for  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  either  House.

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Lord  Glenelg's  dissent  from  this  proposal  was  clear  and  decisive.  He  said,  in 
a  Despatch,  dated  the  17th  of  June,  1835: — 

First:  Your  plan  departs,  in  every  one  es-sential  particular,  from  that  which  the  House  of 
A.s3euibly,  in  their  last  Session,  sanctioned  by  their  votes.  It  is  not  likely  that  they  would  he 
satisfied  to  have  their  juilgment  overruled  by  the  direct  interposition  of  the  Royal  authority. 

SeanuUij  :  The  Earl  of  Hipon,  (lately  Lord  CJoderich,),  referred  the  matter  lo  tiie  discretion 
of  the  Provincial  Legi.slature.  They  would  scarcely  otherwise  than  be  dis,  leased  with  the 
retraction  of  His  Lordship's  order. 

Tliirdhj:  The  decision  of  sucli  a  <)uestion  by  His  Majesty's  adv'sers  in  this  Kingdom,  would 
be  condemned  with  ]ilausil>ili'y,  i^nd  not  indeed  without  justice,  as  a  neeilless  interference  in 
the  internal  affairs  of  the  Province.* 

Thus,  by  these  clear  and  eiupliatic  utterances  of  the  respective  C'olonial 
Mini,ster,s,the  whole  duty  and  i(.'.s])onsibility  of  inodifyinii;  tlie  olijcctionalile  Charter 
was  distinctly  and  wholly  transferred  from  the  Imperial  Govei'iiment  to  the 
Legislature  of  Uppin*  C'anada.  In  consequence  of  this  unfctt(ired  permis.sion  to 
dciil  with  the  Charter,  a  successful  ell'ort  was  made  duiing  the  second  session  of 
the  Twelfth  Parliament  of  Upper  Canada,  (183(5,)  to  pass  a  j^ill,  wliich  emliodied 
a  vi(jw  of  the  mnjcn-ity  of  that  Dody,  in  regard  to  the  ('barter.  The  Legislative 
(A)uiicil,  ho\ve\'er,  object(!(l  to  concur  in  this  Ijill,  and  stated  their  reasons  for  not 
doing  s(i  in  an  elaborate  llej)ort,  dated  the  19th  of  April,  Js:}(i.-!- 

Nothing  lurther  was  done  in  this  matter  until  the  first  session  ol  the  Thir- 
teenth Parliament  of  Upper  Canada,  ]83(),  37,  when,  in  his  ojiening  Speech  from 
the  I'hrone,  Sir  Francis  B.  Head,  invited  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the 
subject.':  As  tiie  I'esult,  Mr.  Solicitor  Gener^d  Ilageniian  mux  ed,  that  a  Select 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly  be  api)ointed.  to  consider  and  report  upon 
that  portion  of  His  Excellency's  Speech,  which  referred  to  the  sidject  of  the 
King'.s  College  (Jhartei.  Messieurs  Mahhm  Lurwell,  William  H.  Draper,  Michael 
•Aikman,  Malcolm  Cameron  and  Henry  Slierwood,  were  chosi'u  as  the  Committee, 
on  the  14th  of  November,  1836. s;j  On  the  21,st  day  of  that  month,  this  Connuittee 
brought  in  its  lleport,  accompanied  by  a  draft  of  Bill  "  to  amend  the  Charter  of 
King's  College." 

As  this  Report,  (and  the  accompanying  draft  of  Bill,)  were  the  foundation  of 
the  successful  legislation  of  1837,  for  the  .settlement  of  this  vexed  fjuestion,  I  fjive 
the  Report  itself,  together  with  the  Minutes  of  the  Committee,  on  which  the  draft 
of  Bill,  introduced  into  the  Hou.se  of  Assembly,  was  founded :

Jie.iolnd,  That  this  Bill,  as  read  a  first  time  on  the  (ith  of  February,  1834,+  l)e  reported  l)y 
the  Committee,  to  the  House,  with  the  amendments  following  :  -that  i.s,  as  regards  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  President  of  the  said  University,  that  the  words,  "  on  any  future  vacancy,"  l)e 
expunged,  and  that  the  word  "  five,"  be  inserted  instead  of  ''six,"  before  the  words,  "  I'rofes- 
.sors  of  .\rts,"  in  the  second  line  of  the  last  page,  and  after  the  word  "  College,"  in  the  third 
line  of  tlie  lust  page,  be  inserted  "and  of  tlie  ^Principal  of  the  Minor,  or  Upper  Canaila,  Col- 
lege ;  "  and  that  after  the  words,  "subscribe  to  any  articles  of  religion,'"  in  the  latter  jjart  of 
the  Bill,  the  following  be  inserted  :  — "  other  than  a  declaration,  that  they  believe  in  the  authen- 
ticity and  Divine  insjjiration  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  and  in  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity." 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and — 
Resolved,  That  to  the  said  Bill  be  added  the  following  clauses  : — 

(1)  And  whereas  it  is  ex[)edient  that  the  Minor,  or  Upper  Canada.  College,  lately  erected 
in  the  City  of  Toronto  should  be  incor])orated  with,  and  form  an  aojiendage  of,  the  University 
of  King's  College  :  Be  it  furthei'  enacted,  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  the  said  IMinor,  or 
Upper  Canada,  College,  should  l)e  incorporated  with,  and  form  an  appendage  of,  the  University 
of  King's  College,  and  be  subject  to  its  jiu-isdiction  and  control. 

(2)  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  af(n-e3aid,  That  the  Principal  of  the  said 
Minor,  or  Ui)per  Canada,  College,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  King,  during  His  Majesty's 
l»leasure. 

(3)  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  Vice-Principal  and  Tutors 
of  the  said  Mintn-,  or  U])per  Canada  College,  siiall  be  nominated  by  the  Chincelhir  of  the  said 
University  of  King's  College,  subject  to  the  approval,  or  disapproval,  of  the  Council  thereof. 

(4)  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  it  shall  and  may  bc  lawful 
for  the  Chancellor  of  the  said  University,  for  the  time  being,  to  suspend,  or  remove,  either  the 
Vice-Principal,  or  Tutors,  of  the  said  Minor,  or  Upper  Canada,  Ccdlege,  provided  that  such  sus- 
pension, or  removal,  be  recommended  by  the  Council  of  the  said  University,  and  the  grounds 
of  si\ch  suspension,  or  removal,  be  recorded  at  lengtii  in  the  Books  of  the  said  Council. t

fBy  comparing  the  Bill,  as  passed,  pages  88.  80  of  this  Volume,   it  will  be  seen  how  far  tlie  draft  of 
Bill,  as  submitted  to  the  House  of  Assembly  by  this  Select  Committee,  was  adopted  by  the  Legislature. 
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The  history  of  the  educational  legislation  of  1837,  which  culminated  in  the 
passing  of  the  Act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  Kings  College,  is  particularly  inter- 
esting, It  is  the  more  so  from  the  fact  that  those  in  the  Legislative  Council,  wha 
.had  so  strongly  opposed  what  they  considered  the  unwise  proposed  legislation  on 
the  subject  of  the  Charter,  in  the  Session  of  1835  and  1836,  concurred,  without 
objection,  to  the  Charter  Amendment  Bill  introduced  into  the  House  of  Assembly 
by  the  Select  Committee,  whose  Report  is  given  above.  The  reasons  for  this 
peaceful  proceeding  in  the  matter  are  given  by  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan,in 
his  address,  at  the  opening  of  King's  College,  in  1.S43,  and  (quoted  on  page  85  of 
this  Volume,  ante.  The  elaborate,  and  argumentative  Report  of  the  Legislative 
Council  on  the  Bill,  (as  passed  by  it  without  amendment,)  which  is  printed  on 
pages  61-70  of  this  Volume  was,  after  all,  a  graceful  and  diplomatic  withdrawal 
from  the  contest  on  this  subject,  and  yet  an  unwilling  acquiescence  in  wliat  tiie 
astute  and  venerable  President  of  tlie  University  felt  to  be  inevitable,  if  the  Insti- 
tution, projected  l)y  him  in  1827~ten  years  before — was  ever  to  have  any  exis- 
tence, except  on  paper. 

It  is  curious,  however,  to  notice  that,  while  the  Legislative  Council  made 
no  amendment  to  the  College  Charter  Amendment  Bill  of  1837,  but  passed  it 
unanimously, *yet  with  cautious  prudence  and  foresight,  it  raised  a  question,  which' 
if  sustained,  and  if  answered  in  the  afiirmative,  by  the  Ini])erlal  Government, might 
yet  defeat  the  project,  and  practically  declare  the  amendment  JjIU  ultm  vires. 
The  King,  to  whom  the  question,  as  to  the  right  and  power  of  the  Canadian  Legis- 
lature to  alter  the  Charter  and  pass  the  Bill,  was  formally  referred,  through  his 
Minister  of  the  Colonies,  decided,  through  that  Minister,  that  the  Colonial  Legis- 
lature had  but  carried  out  his  wishes  and  instructions  in  passing  the  Bill. 

Nevertheless,  this  abstract  question,  as  raised  in  Upper  Canada  in  1837,  and, 
in  New  Brunswick,  in  I845,i  was  an  interesting  one,  and  1  felt  that  it  was  worthy 
of  consideration  and  solution.  I  therefore  referred  tlu;  abstract  question  itself  to 
several  Gentlemen  noted  for  their  familiarity  with  constitutional  law.  The 
replies  from  these  Gentlemen  I  have  in  some  cases,  abridged,  an<l  have  arranged 
them,  as  follows  : — 

Doctor  J.  G.  BouiUNOT,  C.  M.  G.,  Clerk  of  Parliament  at  Ottawa,  says  : 

My  opinion  is  tliat  the  Dominion,  or  Provinces,  can  aiiiuud,  or  oblitmaU',  even  a  Royal 
Charter,  when  the  subject  matter  is  clearly  within  the  legiolativu  juri.sdiction  uf  either.  The 
Crown  in  Parliament  has  full  power  in  such  cases. 

*In  his  letter  to  Lord  Glenelg,  dated  tlie  13th  of  July,  1837,  tlie  Honourable  William  Morris  said, 
"  that  thu  I.eKislative  Ctmncil  declined  to  make  a  single  amendment  to  the  Bill,  as  recommended  by  it» 
Select  Committee,  fearful  that  the  Bill  would  never  return  to  them  "  from  the  House  of  Assembly.  (See 
a  subsecjuent  Chapter.) 

tin  regard  to  the  New  Brunswick  case,  Mr.  Thomas  Hodgins,  Q.  C,  says:  "  The  New  Brunswick 
Royal  Charter  case  is  considered  in  the  Law  OlHcers'  Opinions,  given  in  Forsyth's  Constitutional  Law,, 
page  3G3  " 
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Mr.  Christopher  Rorinson,  Q.  C.  .say.s: — 

My  iniiiression  is  in  fuvour  of  the  powei'  [of  tho  Legisl.ituro].  .  .  .  Home  curious  (luea- 
ti(»iis  havu  arisen  as  to  tlio  power  of  Colonial  Lej^'islatnres,  of  whicii  one  example  is  :  Tiiily  i- 
Ofticers  of  Onlnanee,  in  5  lJp])er  Canada  (Queen's  I'.ench  Reports,  page  <!  ;  iuiL,  as  in  that  case, 
they  are  generally  suggestecl.  but  not  decidetl.t 

Mr.  A.  ir.  F.  Lkkuoy.  Author  of  "Tlio  Law  of  Legislative  Power  in  (.'annda," 
writes  at  .some  Icni^th,  and  lias  been  good  enough  to  .send  to  nic  extracts  from  Ids 
forthcoming  work.      From  what  lu;  lias  fuinished  to  me,  I  insert  tlie  followin<' :  — 

1  think  that  there  i.s  no  doubt  of  the  existence  of  tho  power  in  <pio8tion  ( /.  e.  that  (»f  the 
LcgishitureJ.      .     .      .     The  following  are  some  of  the  proi)osition.s  discu.s.sed  in  my  Hook  : 

I'mpoxltliniT  :  The  Lieutenant-Governors  of  Provinces,  when  appointed,  are  as  much  the 
Representatives  of  Her  iMajesly,  for  all  purposes  of  I'rovincial  (iovernment,  as  the  (iovernor- 
Ceneral  him.self  is,  foi-  all  puri)i>.se3  of  Dominion  Government. 

Pn>p()siti<i)i  8  :  Executive  I'ower  i.s  derived  from  Legislative  Power,  unhiss  there  is  some 
restraining  enactment. 

Proposition  9  :  The  Crown  i.s  a  party  to,  and  is  bound  by  both  Dominion  and  I'rovimial 
Statutes,  so  far  as  such  Statutes  are  intra  vires,  that  is,  relate  to  matters  placed  within  the 
Dominion  and  Provincial  control  respectively,  l)y  the  British  Nortli  America  Act. 

I  have  only  made  such  extracts  from  Mr.  Lefroy's  interesting  and  compre- 
hen.sive  Book  as  .seemed  to  me  to  definitely  touch  the  point,  as  to  the  power  of  a 
Colonial  Legislature  to  alter,  or  amend,  a  Royal  Charter  issued  by  the  Sovereign, 
by  right  of  his  Royal  Prerogative.  The  lirst  extract  which  I  make,  is  from  a 
judgment  of  Chancellor  Boyd,  (page  1.'31,)  who  lays  down  this  general  principle  : 

It  is  a  well  settled  princi[)le  of  public  law  that,  after  a  Colony  has  received  Legi.slative  In.sti- 
tutions,  the  Crown,  (subject  to  the  .si)ecial  provisions  of  any  Act  of  Parliament,)  stands  in  the 
same  relation  to  that  Colony  as  it  does  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  further  extracts  which  I  make  from  Mr.  Lefroy's  Work  are  as  follows  : 

In  the  case  t)f  the  Queen  v  Edulgee  Byramjee,  their  lordshi[)s  [of  the  IVivy  Council]  refer 
to  Cuvillier  c  Aylwin,  and  say  of  it  : — It  was  held  that,  thfjiigh  there  was  a  reservation  of  tho 
right  of  the  Crown,  yet,  as  the  Act  in  Canada  was  made,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  Parliament 
of  Great  Britain,  the  powers  contained  in  that  Act  did  take  away  the  prerogative  of  tho  Crown. 

Thus  it  would  seem  that,  in  their  Lordships'  view,  a  Colonial  Act,  assented  to  by  the  Crown, 
through  its  authorized  Representative,  could  interfere  with,  and  regidate,  tho  exerci.se  (»f  tho 
prerogatives  of  the  Crown,  as  the  fountain  of  justice,  so  f.ir  as  the  rights  of  those  under  its  juris- 
diction were  concerned.  if  so,  tiiero  must  be  a  similar  power  as  to  other  Royal  prerogatives  oi 
the  same  character,  subject,  of  course,  to  the  Crown's  right  (jf  veto.  And  certainly,  it  would 
seem  that  there  is  such  power,  if  Gw^-nne,  J.,  is  correct  in  what  he  says  in  Lenoir  c  Ritchie, 
videlicet  :  — 

An  Act  of  Parliament  pa.ssed  by  the  old  Legislatures  of  the  respective  Provinces,  which  now 
constitute  the  federated  Provinces  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  under  the  Constitutif)n3  which 
they  had  before  Confederation,  of  which  Legislatures,  Her  Majasty  was  an  integral  part,  as  she 
is  of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  upon  being  assented  to  by  the  Crown,  was  comjietent  to  divest 
Her  Majesty  of  the  right  to  exercise,  within  the  Province,  any  i>ortion  of  her  Roval  Prero'M- 
tive.+     F,uies  IS.!,  ISJf.

tin  his  Note.  Mr.  Robinson  says,  that  before  replying,  he  wished  to  see  his  "Nephew,  Mr  Lofroy,  wlio 
has  given  much  attention  to  Constitutijnal  questionB,  and  has  now  a  Work  in  press  upon  tho  subject,  lie 
has  kindly  sent  nie  the  pages  bearing  on  this  ([ueation,  with  a  Note,  which  I  enclose." 

JThere  was  a  time,  however,  when  it  was  the  oiiinion  of  eminent  Lawyers,  that  Colonial  Legislatures 
could  not  enact  anything  against  Her  Majesty's  Prerogatives,  at  all  events.  Her  greater  Prerogatives. 
.seems  clear.     Chalmcr's  Opinions,  pages  50,  373.     (Lefroy,  page  184.) 
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In  a  note,  on  pafje  182  of  his  Work,  Mr,  Lefroy  says  : 

.  .  .  Attorney  General  v  Judah,  7  L.  N.,  147,  (1884),  .  .  .  iii)pears't(>  recognize- 
that  the  local  Lej^islature  could,  by  ex{)re83  enactment,  ali'ect  even  the  "  rights,  ur  prerogatives, 
of  the  Crown,  as  attributes  of  sovereignty." 

Mr.  Thomas  Hodoins,  Q.  (J.,  has  kindly  prepared  an  elaborate  Memorandum 

on  the  points  submitted  to  him.     I  have  only  been  aVile  to  make  the  following 

extracts  from  it,  as  the  ({uestion  opens  up  too  wide  a  field  to  admit  of  an  extended 

discussion  of  in  this  Work. 

A  Royal  Charter  may  emanate  from  the  Crown,  by  virtue  of  a  Statute,  or  (jf  the  I'reroga- 
tive.  Tlie  Prerogative  is  incident  to  sovereignty.  And,  although,  in  early  tinu's,  it  was- 
assumed  that  a  Colonial  Legi.slaturo  could  not  enact  any  thins;  auainst  Her  ^Majesty's  Preroga- 
tive, {Cliubacrs,  see  note  on  page  205,)  the  modern  rule  is  that  the  Prerogative  nf  tlie  Crown, 
within  the  Colony,  may  be  aliected  by  Acts  of  the  Colonial  Legislature,  when  assented  to  by  the 
Crown,  and  to  which  the  Crown,  therefore,  is  a  party.      Theberge  v  Landrj',  2  Cart.  C'as). 

Legislative  authority  in  the  former  American  Colonies  was  thus  defined  by  Mr.  Justice 
Story,  in  his  Work  on  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  ; — 

The  Colonial  Legislatures,  with  the  restrictions  necessarily  arising  from  their  dependency 
on  Great  Britain,  were  sovereign  within  the  limits  of  their  respective  territories.     (S  J71.) 

This  opinion  is  in  harmony  with  the  cases  of  Phillips  v  Kyre,  L.  R.  6,  Q.  B.  20  ;  Regina  v 
Burah,  3  App.  Cas.  889  ;  Hodge  o  The  Queen,  9  App   Cas.  at  page  132,  and  others. 

But  the  Sovereignty,  and  the  Prerogative  incident  to  it,  above  referred  to,  must,  I  think, 
be  held  to  be  those  whicli  necessaril}'  are  incident  to  the  Colonial  Sovereignty  of  the  Crown,— 
that  is,  the  Sovereignty  and  the  Prerogative,  which  either  expressly,  or,  by  necessary  implica- 
tion, 2)ertain  to  the  delegation  and  exercise  of  Government,  or  executive,  power  within  the  defi- 
nition of  Jhh  Summi  Imperii,  or  the  powers  of  a  Supreme  (Jovernmeut. 

It  may  be  mentioned  here,  that,  by  a  judicial  deci.sion  in  1774,  (Campbell  i;  Hall,  1  Cowper,. 
204,)  it  was  held  that  the  Crown's  grant  by  Royal  Charter,  under  the  (h-eat  Seal,  of  Legislative 
Institutions  to  a  Colony,  divested  the  Crown  of  its  prerogative  legislative  jjower,  —  or,  as  it  was 
called  bj-  Lord  Mansfield,  C.  J.,  its  "  subordinate  legislation," — within  the  Colony.  J5ut,  as  the 
validity  of  the  Royal  Ciiarter,  here  considered,  is  not,  in  any  way,  impeached,  as  }dtiii  rires,  or 
inconsistent  with  the  grant  of  Legislative  Institutions,  the  deci.sion  may  not  be  further  re- 
viewed. 

Such  Royal  Oiarters  as  emanate  from  the  Crown,  by  virtue  of  its  Prerogative,  ar& 
usually  authorized  l)y  an  imperial  ( )rder-in-Council,  and  are  tested  in  tlie  name  of  the  Sove- 
reign :— "  Witness  Ourself  at  our  Palace  at  Westminster."  They  have  the  Imperial  Great  Seal 
afiixed,  and  are  declared  to  be  "  Letters  Patent." 

In  the  Colony,  it  is  also  usual,  (except  in  the  case  of  certain  Statutory  Charters,)  to  author- 
ize the  issue  of  a  Royal  Charter  by  an  Order  of  the  (lovernor-in-Council,  and  to  test  it  in  the- 
name  of  the  (Jovernor,  as  the  locid  Representative  of  the  Crown,  and  to  declare  it  to  be  "  Let- 
ters Patent  "  under  the  Great  Seal  of  t  he  Colony.*     . 

The  (jucsti(m  now  to  be  considered  is  :  Can  a  Colonial  Legislature  vary,  or  repeal,  any  such 
Imperial  Royal  Ciiarter,  [i.  e.  any  of  the  various  kinds  before  enumerated],  and  dissolve  tlie 
Corj)oration,  and  cliauge  the  puri)oses,  or  cancel  the  objects  for  which  sut-li  Corpnration  was 
created. 

If  the  Colonial  Lenislaturc  po.ssessed  such  a  power,  it  could,  as  incident  tlieretii,  ccjiifiscate, 
or  alienate,  any  endowment  given  it  by  the  Imperial  Charter.  .  .  .  As  to  tke  eiulowment 
withi"  tlie  Province,  the  case,  J\c  (Joodhue,  19  (Jrant,  and  some  of  the  observations  of  Chief 
Justice  Robinson,  in  Tully  r  Her  Majesty's  Ordnance,  (see  preceding  page),  5  I'.  C.  R.,  (j,  on  the 
jurisdiction  of  a  Colonial  Legislature,  maybe  referred  to  in  considering  the  ([uestion.t    .

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From  what  has  been  shown  above,  it  must  be  conceded  that  wo  have  clearly  defined  rules 
respecting  the  extent  and  the  limitations  of  the  Legi.slative  power  over  CorporaLion-s,  created  hy 
another  Parhaincntiiry  authority  ;  and  aln..  of  tliu  Execulivo  and  .Judicial  powers  over  Royal 
Charters,  creating  suinlar  Corporations,  under  the  Imperial,  or  Colonial,  (Jreat  Seal. 

In  harmony  with  the  maxim  :  Veritas  H  ratio  a  similUndinc  nritin;  it  would  seem  proT)er  to 
advise,  though  not  without  some  doubt,  that  tlie  lmi)orial  Crown's  Prerogative,  lawfully  e.\er- 
cised,  and  evidenced  l.y  a  Hoyal  Charter,  under  the  (Jreat  Seal  of  the  Empire,  respeetiiK'  mat- 
ters witlim  tlie  Colony,  cannot  l)e  varied,  or  repealed,  by  the  Acts  of  the  Colonial  Legislalurc, 
except  at  the  instance  of  the  Imperial  Crown,  .■xpiessed  or  implie.l,  or  the  grant  of  sullicieiit 
legislative  jjower,  in  an  Act  of  the  lmi)erial  Parliament. 

The  Honourable  David  Mills,  Q.  C,  Professor  of  Con.stitutional  and  Interiiu- 
tional  Law,  in  the  University  of  Toronto,  lias  prepared,  and  has  been  goodenon^di 
to  send  to  ine,  a  valuable  historical  Memorandum  on  the  question  submitted  to 
him.  I  have  omitted  from  this  paper  only  those  parts  of  it  which  did  not  strictly 
touch  upon  the  case  itself,  but  which  dealt  with  incidental  matters  connected  with 
it.     He  says : 

You  ask  me  whether  an  Order  made  by  the  Sovereign  in  Council,  or  any  other  Legislative 
Act  of  the  king  in  Council,  and  operating  exclusively  within  a  Province,  or  a  Koyal  Charter  so 
operatmg,  can  be  amended,  or  repealed,  by  the  Provincial  Legi.slature,  without  the  express 
autliority  of  the  King  m  Council,  and  whether  such  Legi.slative  Act  i.s  not  as  much  beyond  the 
legal  competence  of  a  Provincial  Legislature,  as  an  Imperial  Statute,  which  i.s,  in  express  teims 
extended  to  the  Province  ?  You  instance  King's  College,  which  was  created  and  endowed  by  a 
Royal  Cliarter  in  1827,  by  which  special  rights  were  conferred  upon  certain  parties  fand 
restrictions  imposed]  in  connection  with  the  Institution,  contrary  to  the  prevailing  o|>inion  of 
the  I'rovince.     ...  ° 

In  Older  that  I  may  give  an  intelligible  reply  to  your  eiupiirics,  it  is  necessary  tliat  I  should 
give  a  brief  statement  of  certain  facts  j)receding  the  granting  of  this  Charter. 

The  Province  of  Uj.jier  Canada,  being  i)art  of  the  country  con.|uered  from  France  and 
formerly  ceded  by  her  to  the  Briti.sh  Crown,  was,  after  the  cession,  under  the  exclusive  <'o'vern- 
ment  of  the  King  in  Council,  subject,  of  course,  to  the  supreme  authority  of  the  Kin<'  iiA'arIi  i- 
ment.  By  the  Royal  Proclamation  of  October,  17G3,  the  King  put  an  end  to  the  i.o°wer  whic'h 
he  had  to  tax  the  inhabitants  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  or  to  Legislate  for  them.  The  Imperial 
Parliament  tliereafter  alone  possessed  that  authority,  until  I'arli.iment  endowed  .some  other 
body  with  such  ])ower,  unless,  indeed,  the  riglits  created  by  Royal  I'roclamation  were  carried 
into  eliect. 

All  Legislative  Acts,  are  the  Acts  of  the  Sovereign,  upcm  tlie  advice  and  consent  of  the 
parties  authorized  by  law  to  counsel  him.  There  is  no  dou1)t  a  dillerence  between  a  local  and 
an  Imperial  Act,  due  to  the  supreme  authority  of  the  one  Body  over  the  other  ;  and  so,  when 
their  laws  contiict,  those  of  the  inferior  authority  must  give  way.^^'  The  Dependency  is  'subor- 
dinate to  Parliament,  and  so,  too,  is  the  King  in  Council.  1  lie  Supremacy  of  a  Statute  pas.sed 
by  the  Imperial  Parliament,  and  extended  to  a  Colony,  is  due  to  its  Imperial  character.  P.ut  aii 
(h-dinauce  of  the  King  in  Council  in  the  (Jovernment  of  a  ceded  country  has  no  such  character 
It  is  Colonial,  and  not  Imperial. 

It  does  not  operate  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Colony,  and,  witliout  an  Imperial  Statute  it 
cannot  be  made  to  do  so.  It  can  have  impressed  ui>on  'it  by  its  authors  no  characteristic  wh'ich 
would  rank  it  above  the  Act  of  a  Colonial  Legislature,  the  one  House  of  which  is  elected  by  the 
voters  in  the  Province     ... 

By  the  Constitutional  Act  of  17!)l,  ri)per  Canada  was  given  a  Representative  A>;.semblv 
and  a  Legislative  Council,  l\u'.  hitter,  appointed  by  the  King.  These  two  Houses,  with  the  (iov- 
ernor,  as  Uepresentative,  or  Agent,  of  the  King,  acting  on  his  behalf,  constituted  the'Ri-oviiieial 
Legislature.  This  Legislature  was  authorized  to  make  laws  for  the  Peace,  Order,  and  (jO(jd(;ov- 
ernment  of  the  Province.  Nothing  in  the  Statute  restrained  the  Legislature  fro'ni  dealiii"  with 
any  matter  of  domestic  concern.  Whether  the  Legishitiire  might  \iot  lei.eal  Imperiar  Acts 
made  l>y  their  very  terms  applicable  to  tlie  Province,  is  a  .|iiestion  of  intent,  determine. 1  rather 
by  the  nature  of  Imperial  jurisdiction,  than  by  the  construction  of  any  words  found  iu  the  Con- 
stitutional Act  itself.     ((Gordon  r.  Fuller,  5  IL  C.  R.     O.  S.  174.)

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S]>u;iking  with  strict  legal  accuracy,  the  power  of  the  Legislature  in  a  Province,  in  so  far  as 
it  devolves  upon  the  two  Houses,  is  not  derived  from  the  Crcjwn,  it  inheres  in  tiie  com- 
munity    . 

There  is  no  authority  in  the  Crown  to  set  limits  to  the  action  of  either  Chamber  in  tlieir 
attempt  to  legislate  for  the  local  re(juirementsof  the  Province.  The  authority  of  the  Crown  ex- 
tends to  its  own  Representative.  In  the  Commis.sioii  which  it  issues  to  him,  it  may  proliibit,  or 
restrain,  his  action,  and,  in  doing  so,  it,  in  etl'ect,  renders  abortive  all  attempts  at  legislation,  in 
respect  to  the  matters  upon  which  its  Hepresentjitive,  or  Agent,  has  been  so  restrained    .     .    . 

One  would  reciuire  to  see  the  Commissions,  and  Instructions,  issued  to  the  (Jovernors  of  the 
period,  to  know  whether  there  was  any  disability  arising  from  any  restraint  j)laced  upon  liis 
authority.  Jiut,  even  if  there  was  not,  there  was  a  possilde  inabilit}'  to  efl'ectively  b-gislate,  due 
to  the  fact,  that  tlie  territorial  revenues  of  the  Crown,  from  which  the  King's  College  was  en- 
dowed, were  not,  at  the  time,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Province,  and  tiie  Despatch  of  the 
Colonial  Secretary  was,  in  efl'ect,  a  Royal  pledge  that  tlu;\'  would  not  be  withdrawn  should  the 
Lcislalure  amend  the  Charter,  so  as  to  make  tlie  Constitution  of  the  College  conform  to  the 
wishes  of  the  people.*  The  granting  of  tlie  Royal  Charter  was  an  executive,  not  a  Legislative 
Act.  The  I'l'ovince,  having  a  Constitution  of  its  own,  the  Crown  had  no  power  to  legislate  for 
it.      (The  iiishoi)  of  Capetown  c.   Long.) 

Note.   ]n  the  foregoing  Memorandum,  Mr.  Mills  refers  to  the  fact  that  the 

"  Casual  and  Territorial  Revenue.s  "  of  the  Crown  were  not,  in  1837,  under  the 

jurisdiction  of  the  Province.     He  also  says  : — 

There  is,  no  doubt,  a  diti'erence  between  a  local  and  an  Imperial  Act,  due  to  the  supre  no 
authority  of  the  one  Body  over  the  otiier  ;  and  so,  when  their  laws  conflict,  those  of  the  inferior 
authority  must  give  way. 

The  law  here  stated  is  strikingly  illustrated  in  the  case  of  the  Clerg}'  Reserve 
Act,  passed  by  the  Upper  Canadian  Parliament  in  1840.  The  legality  of  this  Act 
was  challenged  by  the  House  of  Lords,  and,  in  consequence,  the  following  ques- 
tion, amono-  others,  in  regard  to  it  was  submitted  to  the  Judges  : — 

',i.  Whether  the  Legislative  Council  and  House  of  Assembly  of  Upper  Canada,  having 
enacted  tliat  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  (iovernor,  by  and  with  tlie  advice  of  the  E.\ecutive  Couiuil, 
to  sell,  alieruite  and  convey,  in  fee  simple,  all,  or  any  of  the  Clergy  Reserves;  and  having  further 
enacted  in  the  .same  Act,  that  the  proceeds  of  all  jia.^t  sales  of  suc^ii  Re.serves,  sliall  be  subject  to 
such  orders  and  directions  as  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  make  and  establish  for  investing  in 
any  securities  witliin  tiie  Province,  the  amount  now  funded  in  pjiigland,  together  with  the  pro- 
ceeds Iieieafter  to  be  received  fioni  the  sale  of  all,  or  an}-,  of  the  said  Reserves,  or  any  part 
thereof    did    in  making  such  enactments,  or  either  of  them,  exceed  their  lawful  authority  ? 

The  following  reply  of  all  the  Judges,  (except  Lords  Denliam  and  Abinger,)  to 
this  question,  was  delivered  in  the  House  of  Lords,  on  the  4th  of  May,  1840 : — 

We  all  a" ree  in  opinion  tliat  the  Legislative  Council  and  the  House  of  Assembly  of  Upper 
Canada  have°e.\ceeded  their  authority  in  passing  an  Act  to  "  provide  for  the  .sale  of  the  Clergy 
Reserves  and  for  the  distribution  of  the  proceeds  thereof,''  in  respect  of  both  the  enactments 
si)ecitied  in  Your  Lordship's  question  ;  and  that  the  sales  which  have  been,  or  may  be,  etfcited 
in  consequence,  are  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Statute  of  tleorge  IH,  and  therefore  void. 
{Monuir  of  the  lihjht  Reverend  John  Stnichan,  i>./>.,  Uj.D.,  First  liishop  of  Turonto,  lUj  A.  N. 
Betkniie,  D.D.,  D.V.L.,  his  siicceAsur  in  the  Hee,  ISW,  paijes  I'^.l,  !'<  '/.) 

Mr.  W.  n.  P.  Clement,  Barrister,  Toronto,  Author  of  "  The  Law  of  the 
Constitution  of  Canada  ",  says  : — 

I  have  no  doubt  of  the  power  of  a  Colonial  Legislature  to  legislate  in  reference  to  any  mat- 
ter pertaining  to  Colonial  interest,  notwithstanding  the  existence  of  a  Royal  Charter,  establish- 
ing and  regufating  any  particular  Institution  in  the  Colony. 

*This  pledge  was  given  in  the  Despatch  of  Lord  Goderich,  Coloniiil  Secretary,  dated  the  2nd  of 
NovenibHr,  1831,  in  which  lie  said  :  It  can  scarcely  be  necessary  to  say  that  no  [lart  of  the  endowment  of 
King's  College  would  ever  be  diverted  from  the  great  object  of  the  Education  of  Youth.  It  must  l)e 
regarded  as  a  Fund  sacredly  and  permanently  appropriated  to  that  object  "  (Page  55  uf  the  Second  Volume 
of  this  Documentary  History.) 
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In  his  Work  on  "  the  Law  of  the  Canadian  Constitution,"  Mr.  Clement  saj's  : — 

"  It  is  a  clear  and  undoubted  rule  of  English  Law  that,  upon  the  establi.sluuent,  by  Ciiarter, 
or  Imperial  Act,  of  a  local  Legislature  witiiin  a  Colony,  that  Legislature  is,  within  the  sphere  of 
its  authority— (be  that  8i»here  large  or  small.)— Possessed  of  i)lenary  [lowers  of  law  making,  and 
may — with  of  course  the  consent  of  the  Crown,  as  a  constituent  Uranch  of  the  Legislature-  alter 
and  mould  the  I'rerogative,  as  to  the  Colony,  to  as  full  an  extent  as  the  Hriti.sh  Parliament  can 
alter  and  mould  it  as  to  the   United  Kingdom.      (Pago  I'M.)* 

The  grant  of  a  Royal  Charter  to  King's  College  was,  of  course,  an  exercise  of  the  preroga- 
tive powers  of  the  Crown.  The  necessity  for  its  i-'suc  was  largely,  I  fancy,  owing  to  tiio  restric- 
tions contained  in  the  Constitutional  Act  of  17'Jl,  in  reference  to  the  granting  of  the  Waste 
Lands  of  the  Crown  in  the  Province.  However,  this  may  be,  there  is  no  doul>L  that  the  grant 
of  the  Charter  was  fonn<led  upon  prerogative. 

Miscellaneous  Authorities  on  the  Suiuect — QuoTED.f 
In  regard  to  this  question,  I  make  the  following  miscellancou.'?  references. 
They  are  incidental,  rather  than  clearly  pertinent  to  the  question  raised,  as  to  the 
right  of  a  Colonial  Legislature  to  alter,  or  amend,  a  Royal  Charter.  Macaulay, 
in  his  History  of  England,  gives  a  notable  example  of  the  interference  by  the 
House  of  Commons  with  the  Royal  Charter  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  Avhich  she 
granted,  "  on  the  last  day  of  the  sixteenth  century,"  to  the  East  India  Company. 
He  points  out  how  oppressive  had  become  the  acts  of  this  great  trading  corj^or- 
ation,  and  how  intolerant  of  its  power  and  privileges  had  the  commercial  com- 
munity of  England  become.  The  result  was,  that,  in  1704,  tlie  House  of  Com- 
mons practically  set  aside  the  Royal  Charter  of  Elizabeth,  and 

''decided  that  all  Englishmen  had  an  equal  right,  [with  the  East  India  Company,]  to  traHic 
in  the  Asiatic  Seas,  unless  prohibited  by  Parliament  ;  and,  in  that  decision,  the  King  had  ihou-dit 
it  prudent  to  ac(iuie3ce.     (Volume  5,  page  47,  Boston  and  Philadelphia  editions,  1801.) 

Note  c,  on  page  271*  of  Kent's  "  Commentaries  on  American  Law,"  says: 

In  England,  the  Statute  Concerninxj  Monopolies,  (21  J  I.  c.  3,)  whicli  was  a  Magna  Charta  for 
British  Industry,  was  a  declaratory  Act,  and  it  declared  that  all  monopolies  and  all  lic-nses, 
charters,  grants,  letters  patent,  etcetera,  "to  any  persons,  or  bodies  politic,  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  bying.  selling,  making,  working  or  u.sing  anything,  within  the  Realm,"  were  unlawful  and 
void,  with  the  exce]>tion  of  patents  for  twenty-one  years,  for  inventions,  etcetera,  and  of  vested 
corporate  rights  relative  to  trade.  (Volume  2,  Lacy's  edition  of  Kent's  Commentaries,  pa<'e 
271  *  (2). 

These  Acts  of  the  Imperial  Parliament — those  affecting  the  East  India  Charter 
and  Monopolies), — are  clearly  modifications,  if  not,  abrogatitms  of  Royal  Charters, 
without  previous  assent  of  the  Crown,  althoiigli  afterwards  assented  to  by  it. 
Nevertheless,  in  a  note  on  page  178  of  Mr.  A.  H.  F.  Lefroy's  Work  on  "The  Law 
of  Legislative  Power  in  Canada,"  ho  quotes  Mr.  Justice  Henry  as  saying : — 

The  Imperial  Parliament  has  never,  so  far  as  as  I  have  been  able  to  discover,  attempted  to 
deal  with  the  peculiar  prerogatives  of  the  Crown,  until  proviously  surrendered  by  the  Soverei"n. 

The  words  "deal  with  "  ma}^  not  be  considered  equivalent  with  "modify," 
or  "  abrogate,"  and  hence  Mr.  Justice  Henry's  remarks  may  be  legally  correct.

fl  have  not  referred  hereto  the  Honourable  W.  H.  Draper's  elaborate  argument  at  the  Bar  of  the 
IIoii«e  of  Assembly,  on  the  2lth  of  November,  184.3,  "  in  defence  of  the  chartered  rij,'ht3  of  the  University 
of  King's  College,"  as  he  dealt  with  the  (luestion  of  "  franciiises,"  which  he  held  the  Legislature  could  not 
"  diminish  or  destroy."

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Mr.  John  Henry  Howard,  in  his  Laws  of  the  British  Colonics,  etcetera,  publish- 
ed in  1827,  in  quoting  the  three-fold  decision  of  the  Privy  Council,  (2  P.  Wrns,  75,) 
as  to  the  applicability  of  the  Laws  of  England  to  her  Colonies,  says  that  such  laws 
are  primarily  in  force  in  such  Colonies  "  having  a  local  Legislature  of  their  own, 
except  such  of  theiD,  [i.  «.,  such  laws  and  Statutes,]  as  have  been  varied,  or 
renounced,  by  the  respective  local  governments," — thereby  admitting  the  right  of 
a  Colonial  Legislature  to  vary,  or  renounce,  English  Laws  in  force  in  the  Colony. 

In  the  "  Ojnnions  of  Eminent  Lawyei's"  .  .  .  Gldcfly  concernhig  the 
■Colonies  ...  of  Great  Britain,  by  George  Chalmers,  F.  11.  S.,  S.  A.,  (1858), 
is  one  by  Attorney  General  Rawlin,  of  Barbados  in  1710,  (or  thereabouts,) 
lays  down  the  doctrine  that  the  local  Legislatures  cannot  "  alter  the  Common 
Law  of  England,  .  .  .  they  cannot  enact  anything  against  Her  Majesty's 
prerogative.  They  cannot  take  away,  by  any  Act  they  can  establish,  any 
authority  vested  in  the  Governor  by  Her  Majesty's  Commission,"  etcetera.  None 
of  these  things  can  they  do.* 

The  Colonial  Laws  Validity  Act,  in  the  collection  of  "  Documents  Illustrative 
of  the  Canadian  Constitution,"  by  Mr.  William  Houston,  M.A.,  (1891,)  was  passed 
by  the  British  Parliament  in  18G5,  "  to  remove  doubts  as  to  the  validity  of 
Colonial  Laws."  This  Statute  points  out  when  Colonial  Laws  are  "  void  for 
repugnancy,"  and  when  they  are  "  not  void  for  re})ugnancy,"  or  for  "  inconsistency 
with  instructions."!  It  also  declares  what  Colonial  Legislatures  can  do,  but  it 
does  not  touch  the  point  as  to  the  riglit  of  these  Legislatures  to  alter  Koyal 
Charters,  or  Imperial  Letters  Patent. 


Home  District  Grammar  School,  now  The  Toronto  Coi.lkgiate  Institute 

The  following  account  of  the  old  Home  District  or  Royal  Grammar  School  J 
has  been  furnished  to  me  by  Mr.  Archibald  MacMurchy,  M.A.,  Principal  of  the 
Toronto  Collegiate  Institute,  Jarvis  Street.  It  contains  a  sketch  of  the  history 
of  this  notable  School  from  its  foundation  in  1807,  until  the  present  time.  I  have, 
however,  only  inserted  that  part  of  the  sketch  which  ends  with  the  year  1838. 
The  remainder  of  this  history  of  the  School,  (afterwards  a  Collegiate  Institute^) 
will  be  given  in  its  proper  chronological  order,  and  in  a  subse(|uent  Chapter. 

When,  on  tho  establisliment  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada  by  the  lmi)erial  Parliament, 
the  first  Provinc  al  Legishiture  met  at  Newark,  (now  Niagara),  amonf;  its  earliest  Acts  (1S07) 
was  one  providing  for  the  education  of  the  youth  of  the  Province,  (47  George  iii,  Chai)ter  (3)

trict Grammar  iSchouls,  and  aubseciuently  of  Colleges. 

In  1807,  an  appropriation  of  Eight  Hundred  pounds,  (£*800,)  a  year  for  four  years  was  made 
to  provide  for  the  salaries  of  Masters  in  the  Grammar  Schools  to  be  maintdned  in  each  of  tlie 
eight  Districts  into  which  Upper  Canada  was  then  divided;  and  this  appropri.ition  was  after- 
wards made  permanent.  These  Masters  were  to  be  engaged  by  Trustees  appoiiiti^l  liy  the  (Jov- 
ornor  ;  and  the  Governor's  sanction  was  also  necessary  for  the  Teacher's  appointment.  There 
is  still  in  existence  the  Letter,  dated  April  Kith,  l.S()7,  signed  by  Governor  (iore,  appoint  ing  tlio 
Reverend  (Jeorge  OUill  Stuart,  D.D.,  Archdeacon  of  Kingston,  lirst  Head  Master  (<f  the  ifome 
District  (Jrammar  School  at  York,  (Toronto).* 

North  of  what  is  now  Adelaide  Street,  (formerly  Newgate  Street,)  bounded  westward  by 
Church  Street,  and  eastwanl  by  .larvis  Street,  was  a  large  field,  almost  scpiare,  containing  ab  .ut 
six  acres, — for  many  yeai-s  the  playground  of  the  District Granunar  School.  There,  in  sunnuer, 
the  scholars  played  in  the  sweet  white  clover  that  cari)eted  the  whole  field,  except  in  the  spijts 
where  they  had  worn  it  bare,  or  searched  for  the  crayfish  which  inhabited  the  little  creek  flow- 
ing southward  through  the  middle  of  the  field  ;  or,  in  winter,  found  famous  sliding-j)laces  on  the 
same  miniature  river,  or  builc  great  snow  fortresses,  and  stored  in  them  piles  of  ammunition. 

Here  the  swallows  and  the  house  martens  came  in  spring,  to  dart  and  circle  and  twitter,  not 
yet  driven  away  by  the  irrepressible  ajjarrow,  and  the  smoke  and  din  of  factories  and  shops,  or 
the  unlovely  dwellings  that  now  crowd  every  foot  of  the  once  ])eautiful  "  C(dlege  S(juare."  Who 
<loe8  not  wish  that  "  College  Scpiare  "  were  as  free  and  ojjen  to-day  as  eighty  years  a"o  ! 

In  the  south-west  corner  of  this  8«iuaro,  some  hundred  feet,  or  more,  from  the  stieet 
boundaries,  was  erected  tlie  plain  wooden  Building,  about  tifty-five  feet  long,  by  bn-ty  feet  wide, 
in  which,  on  the  first  Monday  of  .Tune,  1807,  when  the  jiopulation  of  the  Town  was  only  about 
live  hundred,  tlie  Homo  District  (Grammar  School  was  opened.  It  was  attended  by  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  the  well-to-do  citizens  of  York  ;  and,  on  the  few  existing  records,  may  be  found 
many  a  well  known  name.  But  the  young  ladies  in  attendance  gradually  dropped  off,  .so  that 
until  1871,  (when  the  Building  at  present  occupied  was  completed,)  boys  only  were  in  attendance. 

In  1812,  the  Reverend  John  Strachan,  D.D.,  was  appointed  Rector  of  York,  and  succeeded 
the  Reverend  (Jeorge  Okill  Stuart,  as  Head  Master  of  tlie  School.  Of  Dojtor  Stracluin's  loni' 
and  useful  career,  of  the  brave  and  worthy  part  he  played  in  the  history  of  his  time,  and  of  the 
good  foundatitJii  that  he  laid  for  those  who  were  afterwards  to  take  up  and  carry  on  tlie  work 
with  which  he  was  long  identified,  those  who  know  anything  of  the  history  (jf  this  iieriod  do  not 
need  to  be  told. 

Doctor  Strachan  was  an  earnest  and  enlightened  educator.  "  It  has  ever  been  my  custom  " 
he  writes,  "before  sending  a  class  to  their  scats,  to  ask  myself  whether  they  h.id  learned  any- 
thing; and  1  was  always  exceedingly  niortihed  if  1  had  not  the  agreeable  conviction  that  they 
had  made  some  improvement. "t 

It  was  his  habit  also,  to  carefully  observe  new  scholars  placed  under  his  care,  and,  at  the 
end  of  a  fortnight,  to  write  down  in  a  book,  kejjt  for  the  purpose,  the  result  of  his  observations 
as  to  the  needs,  prominent  traits  of  character,  etcetera,  of  the  pupil. 

Among  those  educated  at  the  Home  District  CJrammar  School  in  Doctor  Strachan's  time 
were  the  Hon(nirab]e  Sir  James  Buchanan  ]\Iacaulay,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  ;  the  Honourable  John  Godfrey  Spragge,  Chancellor,  and  Chief  Justice  of  Ontario  •  the 
Right  Reverend  Alexander  Neil  Bethune,  Second  Bishop  of  Toronto, |  the  Iloiiouniblo  Robert 
Baldwin,  C.  B.,  Attorney-General,  and  Premier  of  the  Province  of  Canada,  and  many  more, 
most  of  whose  names  : — Ridout,  McDonell,  McMurray,  Boulton,  Heward,  Saltern  (Jivens,  and 
others, — are  re3[)ected,  and  often  heard  of  among  i*  still. 

Doct(jr  Strachan,  as  is  well  known,  afterwards  became  the  tirst  Bishop  of  Toronto,  and,  after 
a  ministry  of  sixty-four  years,  laid  down  the  burden  of  life  at  the  advanced  age  of  ninety,  liaviii" 
spent  a  laborious  and  honourable  career  in  the  service  of  his  Church,  and  of  his  countr\'.  Liviii° 
in  stormy  times,  ho  outlived  the  jealousy,  and  bitterness  of  oppcments,  and  died,  lcavin</  behind 
him  many,  who,  having  grown  u\>,  sheltered  and  strengthened  by  his  influence,  lived  hil  life,  in 
its  energy,  fidelity,  firmness,  and  self-sacrifice,  over  again  in  theirs.

He  said  :  "The  District  School-house  was  a  capacious  wooden  building,  standing  on  an  open  coiiiiiion  a 
little  in  rear  and  north  of  St.  James'  Churchyard.     On  entering  it  for  the  first  time,   with  the  l{tvercn'd 
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Doctor  Stracliaii  resigned  the  Head  Mastership  of  the  School  on  July  Ist,  1823.  He  wa» 
succeeded  by  Mr.  Samuel  Armour,  M.A.,  a  graduate  of  Glasgow  University,  who  afterwards 
became  a  clergyman  of  the  English  Church,  and  olliciated  many  years  in  the  Town-ship  of  Cavan. 

The  Reverend  Thomas  Phillips,  D.  D.,  an  accomplished  scholar,  came  out  from  England  iu 
182;'),  to  take  charge  of  the  School,  and  remained  in  the  p(jsition  of  Head  Master,  much  hon- 
oured and  beloved  liy  his  pupils,  until,  in  182!),  chielly  by  the  exertions  of  the  Governor,  Sir 
John  Colborne,  Up])er  Canada  College  was  established,  and,  in  1831),  the  work  of  the  college  began 
iu  the  old  Home  District  (Jrannnar  School  IJuilding.  Classes  were  opened  in  the  new  Buildings 
erected  (on  Kussell  S()uare,  in  the  western  part  of  the  city)  for  tiie  college  in  1831,  and  the 
Houic  District  Grammar  School  was  then  closed,  —  the  building  being  removed  from  its  original 
site  to  the  line  of  Nelson  Street,  (now  Jarvis  Street,)  and  fenced  into  a  plot,  seventy  by  one 
hundred  and  twenty  feet.  The  remaining  portion  oi  the  six  acres  was  handed  over  to  Ojjper 
Canada  College. 

On  the  active  reuu)n3trance  of  the  citizens  living  iu  the  eastern  part  of  Toronto,  the  School 
was  re-opened,  and  secured  to  the  city.  Mr.  Charles  N.  B.  Cosens  being  appointed  Head  Master 
in  1830.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Marcus  C.  Croml)io  in  1838.  The  authorities  of  L'pper 
Canada  College,  however,  refused  to  give  up  the  five  and  a  half  acres  which  they  had  possession 
of,  and  tliough  the  matter  was  brought  before  the  Law  Oilicers  of  the  Crown,  and,  it  is  stated, 
that  the  Attorney-General  declared  that  the  property  belonged  of  righc  t<j  the  Home  District 
Grammar  ScIkjoI,  yet  authority  to  resume  possession  of  it  has  never  been  given  to  the  Trustees.* 

Note.  In  tlie  Report  of  tlie  Home  District  Grammar  School  to  Mi.s  E.xcel- 
lency  Sir  George  Arthur  for  1838,  the  following  passage  occurs: 

The  Teacher,  C.  N.  B.  Cosens,  Es(iuire,  having  been  appointed  Master  of  the  Preparatory 
Form  iu  Upper  Canada  College,  resigned  his  situation  .as  Master  of  the  District  Scliool,  on  the 
30th  Sei)tember,  1838,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  Crombie,  a  gentleman  higldy  recom- 
mended as  an  e.\j)erienced  Teacher,  and  under  whose  management  it  is  hoped  the  Distnct 
School  will  lie  remlered  highly  eflicient.  (Signed  by  the  lleverend  John  Strachan,  the  Honour- 
able William  Allan,  Uc  Charles  C.  Small,  M.P.P.,  Colonel  Waiter  U'Hara,  i\Ir.  (Jeorge  Kid- 
out  and  Colonel  James  Fit/gibbon.) 

Reports  of  the  Grammar  and  Common  Schools  in  the  Various  Districts 
OF  Upper  Canada,  for  the  year  1838. 

On  the  21st  of  March,  1839,  Sir  George  Arthur,  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
transmitted  by  Mes.sage,  dated  the  18th  of  that  month,  the  various  Reports  of 
Grannnar  and  Common  Schools    in  Upper  Canada   for  the  year  1838,  which  he 

Principal,  on  a  V)right  September  morning,  (in  1819,)  fresh  school-boy  feelings  were  wakened  up  at  the  sight 
of  forty  or  fifty  happy  young  faces,  from  seventeen  down  to  five  years  of  age.  Tliere  was  a  cla^s  of  only 
two  in  Greek,  who  took  up  Horace  and  Livy  in  Ijatiii  ;  and  there  were  tliret;  Latin  forms  below  them,— tlie 
most  numerous  and  most  sprightly  reading  Cornelius  Nepos.  None  were  nuich  advanced  in  Mathematics  ; 
and,  with  the  exception  of  the  senior  two,  had  not  passed  the  fourth  book  of  Euclid.  Every  thing  was 
tauglit  on  the  same  plan  as  at  Cornwall  ;  but  at  York  the  jiupils  were  much  less  advanced,  and  the  Head- 
Master  rarely  took  any  share  in  the  actual  work  of  instructon.  I  had  had  the  opixntunity  of  seeing  both 
Schools  ;  and,  though  the  glory  of  the  former  was  never  approached  by  the  latter,  still  there  are  reminis- 
cencefi  connected  with  the  scluiol  at  York  more  fresh  and  lively  than  coidd  he  awakened  by  the  more  cele- 
brated one  at  Cornwall.  With  the  school-boys  of  the  former, — now  in  the  sere  of  life,  and  owning  ciiildren 
and  grandchildren,  1  can  exchange  daily  greetings  ;  but  few  are  left  who  were  my  atsociates  in  the  latter  : 
one  by  one  they  are  dropping  fast  away.  (Memoir  of  the  Ri(/ht  Kcvcrcnd  John  Strachan,  D.l).,  LL.D.  By 
(tlie  Right  Reverend  Dr.  Bethune,)     ...     his  successor  in  the  See,  page  83.) 

*What  Attorney  General  could  have  given  such  an  opinion  is  not  stuted  ;  certainly  not  the  one  who, 
as  Member  of  the  Executive  Council,  must  have  concurred  in  the  Order  of  that  Council  to  transfer  tlie 
site  to  King's  College  in  1834.  At  a  meeting  of  Kind's  College  Council  on  the  8th  of  November,  1839, 
Doctor  Henry  Boys,  the  Burs^ar,  submitted  the  following  particulars  in  regard  to  Block  D,  (/.  c,  the  site 
of  the  old  Home  District  Grammar  School)  :  "Tliis  Block  was  a  School  reservation,  and  was  deeded  to  the 
College  on  the  28th  of  November,  1834,  for  the  uses  of  Ujiper  Canada  College.

I  have  made  such  extracts  from  these 
Reports  as  seemed  to  be  of  genci-al  interest.     1'hese  extracts  are  as  foUows  : —

The  Trustees  Iiopo  that  they  are  not  going  out  of  tlu;ir  way,  in  reuiarking  on  tlie  unseemly 
building  occupied  as  the  District  Scliool  House — an  oditicu  which  j)rti8ents  ralhor  the  appoar- 
iineo  of  an  old  barn,  than  a  Seminary  where  the  Classics  and  Sciences  are  taught  ;  and  <  lu-y 
would  humbly  suggest  to  the  Legislature  the  propriety  of  granting  a  sum  of  monev,  to  erect  a 
suitable  building  for  a  School  IIcjusc.  (Signed  by  the  Keverend  (Jeorge  Archbold,  Messieurs 
D.  Macdonell  and  C.  C.  Wood.) 

Eastkkn  Distkiot  CoMNfON  Schools.  The  District  Board  of  Education  hus  distributed  for 
the  year  183S,  to  the  several  Teachers,  the  sum  of  Nine  pounds  Nine  shillings  each,  for  (he 
period  of  twelve  nujuths,  being  the  full  amount  of  the  allowance  from  (lovernment. 

The  Board  considers  tliat,  notwithstanding  tlu;  small  allnwance,  much  good  is  done  iu  the 
District,  and,  were  the  allowance  to  be  increased,  Teachers  would  come  forward  better  ((Ualilied, 
and  be  induced  to  remain.  Many  at  present  seem  to  continue  for  a  few  months,  as  a  matter 
of  convenience,  and  to  assist  themselves  in  following  other  occupations,  which  greatly  retards  the 
improvement  of  the  children.     (Signed  by  INIessieurs  .Joseph  Anderson  and  D.  Macdonell.) 

OrTAWA  District  (Jrammar  School.  The  pupils  are  twenty-four  in  number  ;  and, 
although  few  of  them  are  engaged  in  the  higher  branches  of  learning,  j'et  their  improvement 
and  attainment  in  their  respective  studies  are  conspicuous  and  satisfactory,  an<l  bear  evident 
testimony  to  the  zeal  and  abilities  of  the  Teacher,  Mr.  Colin  Gregor.  (Signed  by  Messieurs 
George  Hamilton  and  NV.  Kearns.) 

Ottawa  District  Common  School.  The  District  Board  of  Education  is  satisfied  with  the 
terms  of  the  Trustees  of  the  several  Common  Schools,  and  with  the  capabilities  and  conduct  of 
the  Teachers.  The  Board  is  also  very  sensible  of  the  beneficial  effects  to  the  youth  of  the  Dis- 
trict, which  How  from  the  establishment  of  Schools.  (Signed  by  Sherill  Charles  B.  Treadwell, 
and  Messieurs   Philo  Hall  and  Ale.xander  Grant.) 

Johnstown  Di.strict  Grammar  School.  The  Grammar  School  House  is  an  old  frame 
building,  very  cold  ami  inconvenient.  The  prosperity  of  the  establishment,  no  less  tlian  the 
comfort  of  the  Master  and  Scholars,  would  be  materially  increased  by  the  erection  (.f  a  substan- 
tial and  well  contrived  Stone  Acadeni}'.  Funds  also  are  greatly  needed,  for  the  j)urchase  of 
apparatus,  which  is  pre-eminently  necessary  in  a  country  like  this,  where  practical  knowledge 
is  so  highly  imi>ortant  to  the  public  good.  (Signed  l»y  the  Reverends  E.  Denroche  and  Willi  im 
Smart,  the  Honourable  Charles  Jones  and  Mr.  E.  Hubball.) 

MiiiLANi)  District  Grammar  School.  The  number  of  scholars  in  attendance  at  this 
School  is  thirty-two,  who  are  divided,  according  to  their  age,  proficiency,  or  probable  occui)a- 
tion  in  after  life,  into  several  classes  ;  the  two  senior  of  which  are  instructed  in  the  elements  of 
the  (Jreek  and  Latin  languages  ;  in  the  use  of  the  Globes  ;  iu  Algebra  and  Euclid  ;  and  in 
Sacred  and  ])rofane  History.  The  other  classes,  acconling  to  their  capabilities,  are  successfidlj' 
assisted  in  the  ac<juisition  of  that  knowledge,  both  of  a  religious  nature  and  secular,  which  is  so 
essential  to  their  futur^'  lia])piness  and  usefulness,  as  members  of  society,  and  subjects  of  a 
Christian  Queen. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Midland  District  Grammar  School  earnestly  desire  to  call  Your  Excel- 
lency's attention  t  >  the  decayed  state  of  the  Building  now  occupieil  as  the  District  Grammar 
School  House.  They  beg  to  assure  Your  Excellency  that,  in  a  year  or  two,  at  most,  it  will  be 
in  such  a  ruinous  state,  as  to  be  absolutely  untenable  ;  and  the}'  have  nn  funds  at  their  dis- 
posal, from  which  they  could  either  repair  the  present  House  or  erect  a  Building  more  .-ulccpiate 
to  the  wants  of  the  District.  (Signed  by  Archdeacon  George  Ukill  Stuart,  the  Honourable 
Messieurs  Tlnjmas  Markland  and  Il(d)ert  D.  Cartwright,  and  James  Sampson.) 


*The  Reverend  Doctor  Gregg,  in  his  "  History  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,"  (188.5,)  thus 
speaks  of  Mr.  Unpihart :  "  Mr.  IJnpihart  was  a  native  of  Ross-siiire.  Scotland,  educated  at  King's  Col- 
lege, Aberdeen  .  .  ,  Soon  after  his  ordination,  he  came  to  Montreal,  wh<Te  he  was  engaged  for  some 
years  as  a  Classical  Teacher  .  .  .  On  the  I8th  of  February,  1827,  he  came  to  Cornwall,  (as  Minister). 
.  .  .  He  taught  the  IC  intern  District  Graninitr  Scliool  imtil  iStO.  .  .  From  1817  to  18o7  he  tilled  the 
Chair  of  Church  Historj  in  "^nf*""''"*  College,  Ivingston,  but  still  retaincil  his  position  as  Pastor  of  the  Con- 
gregation in  Cornwall.

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Prince  Edward  District  Common  Schools.  The  District  Board  of  Education  is  well 
convinced  that  much  benefit  is  derived  from  the  encouragement  given  to  Common  Scliools  by 
the  Government.  The  Trustees  of  the  several  Schools  report  generally  that  the  Teachers 
employed,  conduct  themselves  with  propriety,  and  the  Board  hope  that  encouragement  will  still 
be  extended,  for  the  puri)o3e  of  imjiroviiig  and  increasing  Common  Schcola  in  the  Province. 
(Signed  by  the  Honourable  Simon  Washburn  and  Mr.  N.  Bollard,  j 

Ne'.vca.stle  District  Orammak  School.  The  Head  Master  of  this  School  reports  that 
number  of  scholars  at  ])resent  on  the  books,  is  thirty-one  ;  the  average  attendance  is  twenty-five  ; 
all  the  free  places  are  full.  There  are  some  boys  learning  Latin.  The  books  used  are  the  same 
as  those  of  the  Upper  Canada  College,  as  far  as  they  can  be  procured  ;  there  is,  however,  a 
great  difficulty  in  obtaining  them,  which  ditticulty  is  increased  by  the  unwillingness  of  some 
parents  to  incur  the  expense.  The  most  serious  disadvantage  under  which  wo  labour  i.s  the 
want  of  a  i)roper  School  House  ;  the  one  formerly  used  for  tliat  j)urpose  being  now  in  such  a 
state  as  to  bo  untenable.      (Signed  by  Mr.  Walter  C,  Crofton,  Head  Master.) 

HoMK  DiHTKicT  Common  S(;HOor..s.  The  Home  District  Board  of  Education,  state  that  for 
many  years,  elaViorato  Reports  were  sent  from  the  Board,  detailing  what  were  believed  to  be  the 
alterations  necessary  to  render  the  present  Common  School  Act  etiicicnt.  In  conse([uence  of 
these,  and  like  reports,  from  other  Districts,  a  measure  for  the  establisliment  of  such  Schools, 
has  been  for  more  than  six  years  before  the  Legislature,  which  purposes  to  provide  remedies  for 
the  defects  which  are  met  with  in  the  working  of  the  present  system.  (Signed  by  .Vrchdeacon 
Strachan  and  the  Honourable  William  Allan.)     (See  page  212  of  this  Volume,  ante.) 

NiAOAKA  District  Grammar  School.  The  progress  of  the  pupils  in  the  Conmion  branches 
has  been  highly  satisfactory  ;  the  senior  pupils  (in  Latin  and  Geometry)  liave,  on  several 
occasions,  calle(l  forth  our  particular  a]i|)rol)ation.  On  the  wliole,  it  gives  us  much  pleasure  to 
attest  the  al>ility  and  industry  with  which  Doctor  ^V]litelaw  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his 
otiice,  and  the  success  with  which  his  labours  has  been  crowned.  (Signed  by  the  Reverend 
Messieurs  Thomas  Creen  and  Robert  McGill.)     (See  page  139  of  this  Volume,  antr.) 

London  District  Grammar  S(;hooi..  In  October  1837  the  London  District  Grammar 
School  was  removed  from  Vittoria  to  London,  and  Mr.  Francis  Wiigiit,  A.B.,  was  clinsen 
JLister.  There  have  been  no  returns  made  by  the  Trustees  of  Common  Schools,  of  the  children 
of  itDor  parents,  for  gratuitious  instruction  in  the(Jrammar  Schools  ;  and  the  Board  is  of  opinion, 
that,  under  the  present  very  defective  sy.stem,  the  Common  Schools  of  the  Country  will  ratlicr 
leiu'ess,  than  encourage,  a  desire  amongst  the  people  for  education  of  a  superior  descripti(;ii. 
The  Truste(!S  generally  of  the  Common  Schools,  are  men  who  do  iKjt  know  the  valiu'  of  a  classical 
education,  and  the  Masters  chosen  by  these  Trustees  are  often  ignorant  men,  barely  ac(|uainted 
with  tlie  rudiments  of  education,  and,  consLMjuentl}',  jealous  of  any  school  su[)erior  to  their  own. 
Ju  many  cases,  too,  they  are  foreigners,  and  therefore  anxit)us  to  keep  the  people  from  acquiring 
a  liberal  education,  wiiich,  they  well  know,  would  be  the  surest  means  of  protecting  them  from 
the  delusions  practised  upon  them  by  designing  men,  and  of  strengthening  their  attachment  to 
those  institutions  which  are  based  upon  the  soundest  ])rincii)les  of  philoscjphy  and  Christian 
truth,  and  which  have,  for  ages,  successfully  witlistood  the  united  attacks  of  intidelity,  false 
])hilosophy,  and  the  restless  desira  of  change  so  natural  to  man.  (Signed  by  tlie  Reverend 
Benjamin  Cronyn,  A.M.,  Mr.  John  Harris,  County  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  Mahlon  Burwell,  M.P.1\) 

London  District  Common  Schools.  The  District  P»oard  of  Education  cannot  abstain 
from  remarking  upon  a  .system  now,  (as  is  believed,)  to  be  ct)mmonly  practised  by  Teachers,  and 
generally  encouraged  by  the  employers  in  the  country,  of  receiving  tlie  Teachers  as  members,  or 
lodgers,  with  each  family,  who  are  subscribers  to  the  School,  in  succession,  for  the  period  of 
engagement,  which,  in  its  inlluence  and  consequence,  has  not  hitherto  been  productive  of  good  ; 
an^i,  more  especially,  in  civses  where  the  Teachers  have  been  Americans, — a  system  than  which 
none  can  1)e  more  mischievous  in  its  etlects  :  added  ti>  which,  the  circumstance,  as  will  be  seen, 
by  reference  to  the  books  used  in  the  .schools,  that  a  i)orti<in  of  American  books,  particularly 
geographies,  have  been  permitted  to  l)e  used,  (notwithstanding  the  Board  have  the  power  to 
order  the  discontinuance  of  such  books),  because  others  could  not  be  procured  in  the  country — 
nor  has  any  provision  been  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  fouuation  of  depots,  where  proper 
books  could  be  had.      (Signed  by  John  B.  Askin.)     (See  page  3  of  this  Volume,  ante) 

Westkijn  District  Common  St'Hooi..s.  The  Western  District  Board  of  Education  thus 
report  on  the  present  State  of  the  Common  Schools  in  the  District  : 

Fhaf — The  situation  of  the  School  House  is  not  always  judiciously  chosen, — it  being  situ- 
ated often  more  for  the  convenience  oi  some  inlluential  person,  than  for  that  of  the  inhabitants 
generally  of  the  settlement. 

Srcdtnl — The  School  House  is  often  a  wretched  Iol;  hut,  or  a  ruinous  building,  altogether 
unfit  for  the  puri)ose, — especially  in  the  winter  season. 
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Third — In  too  many  cases  the  Teachers  are  badly  qualified  for  the  task  which  they  under- 
take ;  and,  some  of  them,  hiiviiiy  taken  up  the  jjrofeBsion  more  from  necessity  than  choice,  are 
seldom  permanent, — and  conHe<|uently,  very  inetlicidiit  Toaclior.s. 

Fourth — The  remuneration  which  the  Teachers  of  Common  Schools  receive  for  their  ser- 
vices, are  by  no  means  sutliciont  to  induce  respectable,  and  well  t|ualitied  Teachers  to  undertake 
the  irkscMue  and  laborious  task.  The  allowance  made  l)y  (jlovernment  seldom  exceeds  Seventetn 
or  Eij^hteen  pounds  llalifax  Currency,  per  annum  ;  and  the  small  fees  due  by  the  parents  of  llie 
pupils,  are  most  f,'enerally  very  ill  f>aid. 

Note.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  not,  within  our  District,  a  single  Teacher  wlio 
is  not,  {bona  fide,)  a  true  and  loyal  British  subject. 

The  followin>i  are  some  Hints  for  tftc  Improvemott  of  the  Common  ScJioola  of  the  Province. 

First — The  School  Room  should  be  erected  in  a  dry  and  healthy  situation,  if  possible,  nnd 
situated  so  as  to  suit  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  settlement  in  which  it  is  erected.  Tlie 
School-Room  should  be  a  neat  and  commodious  I'.uilding,  Hufltciently  large  to  render  it  airy  ami 
healthy  in  the  summer  seasons,  and  well  finished,  inside  'lud  out,  to  cause  it  to  be  comfortable 
in  the  winter.  It  would  be  advisable  to  have  all  the  School- IIou.se3  throughout  each  District 
uniform,  at  least  in  their  external  api)earance. 

Secondhj — A  comfortable  Dwelling  should  be  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Teacher 
and  his  family,  and  three  or  four  l)oarders,  if  necessary,  contiguous  to  the  Sclu^ol-Iloom  ;  and, 
if  ten  or  fifteen  acres  of  land  could  be  obtained,  so  much  the  better. 

Thirlbj — The  Teachers  throughout  the  Province  might  be  divided  into  three  classes,  acconl- 
ing  to  the  acijuireinents  :  — 

(1)  The  first  Class  to  be  (jualified  to  teach  Classics,  Mathematics,  together  with  the  minor 
branches. 

(2)  The  Second  Class  should  be  (pia'ified  to  teach  Mathematics,  Book-keeping,  etcetera, 

(3)  Tlie  Tliird  Class  shouUl  be  capable  of  giving  a  good  English  Education. 

To  the  first-cIass,  should  be  given  an  allowance  from  government  of  not  less  than  £100 
currency,  annually. 

To  the  second  class,  not  less  than  £75  a  year. 
To  the  third  class,  not  less  than  £50  a  year. 

Fonrthhj — Every  Teacher,  previous  to  receiving  an  appointment,  should  bo  examined,  as 
to  his  literarj'  ac(iuireu]ents,  his  political  opinions,  and  his  moral  character  ;  and,  after  having 
given  full  satisfaction  on  these  points,  .'^hould  receive  Iwnn  the  Lieutenant-(iovernor  of  the 
Province,  a  License,  signeel  by  His  Excellency,  and  sealed  with  the  Seal  of  the  Province. 

Fifthly — A  uniform  set  of  Elementary  Books  should  be  compiled  and  published  for  the  use 
of  the  Comm(jn  Schools  of  tlio  Province  ;  and  those  He|)ublican  productions,  that  tend  t<>  p<iison 
the  minds  of  the  youth  of  the  country,  sliould  be  driven  out  of  the  Province.  A  uniformity 
should  also  be  adopted  in  relation  to  tlie  other  School  Apparatus.  The  pupils  should  be 
furnished  by  tlie  Teacher  with  pens,  ink  and  writing  bi»ok3,  and  a  (quarterly  charge  should  be 
made  for  tlie  pame  ;  and  the  writing  books  should  be  retained  to  the  end  of  each  (piarter,  or  six 
months,  by  the  Teacher.  It  would  thus  be  seen  what  [)rogress  the  pupil  has  made  in  that 
branch  during  the  period. 

Sixthlu — A  discreet  and  competent  person  should  bo  appointed  l)y  His  Excellency  the 
Lieutenant-Cjovernor,  to  visit  the  schools  in  each  District,  eight,  or  at  least,  four,  times  in  the 
year,  to  examine  the  Scholars,  and  tlie  internal  economy  of  the  School,  and  to  reptjrt  thereon 
annually  ;  and  this  person  should  have  a  salary  allowed  him  inv  his  services,  (Signed  by  the 
Reverend  William  Johnson,  "  Member,  and  acting  Clerk.") 

Remarks  on  these  Local  Reports.  There  arc  two  tilings  especially 
emphasized  in  these  extracts  from  the  local  School  Reports  of  1838.  The  tirst 
was  the  inferior  accommodation  provided,  in  the  shape  of  School  Houses,  and 
incident  thereto,  the  dilapitated  condition  in  which  most  of  them  were.  This 
was  chiefly  true  of  the  District  Grammar  Schools,  as  here  stated,  and  in  Resolu- 
tion, number  eight,  of  the  Legislative  Council,  on  page  1G5  of  this  Volume,  ante. 

The  second  great  difhculty  experienced  by  the  Trustees  was,  the  almost  utter 
absence  of  proper  (jualitications  on  the  part  of  persons  who  offered  themselves  a.* 
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Teachers  of  the  Common  Schools,  and  the  miserable  stipends,  which  they  received. 
This  fact  is  so  constantly  pointed  out,  wherever  the  condition  of  tiie  Schools  is 
referred  to  in  these  pages,  as  to  require  no  demonstration. 

The  cause  which  produced  this  unfortunate  state  of  things  was  two-fold. 
The  most  serious  cause  was  the  opposition,  which  invarialjly  developed  itself, 
against  all  eifort  to  provide  funds,  except  by  voluntary  .sul)scri)ition,  or  school 
fees.  The  second  was  the  pi-actice,  and  universal  desii-e,  which  pre\ailed,  to  obtain 
from  the  Government  means  for  paying  the  Teacher,  and  providing  proper  school 
acconaiiodation,  in  the  shape  of  buildings.  The  ellort  made,  in  one  or  more  of  the 
School  J^>ills  introduced  into  the  Legislature,  to  authf)rize  the  Quarter  Sessions  to 
impose  a  School  rate,  was  alwaj  s  successfully  opposed  ;  and  the  final  eltort  of  the 
Legislature,  in  1839,  to  authorize  by  Bill  a  general  rate  on  the  Districts,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Schools,  failed,  as  did  other  valuable  provisions  in  the  same  measure. 

Few  of  those  who,  to-da}^  look  with  pride  upon  the  very  handsome,  and 
almost  palatial,  Public  School  Houses,  High  Schools  and  Collegiate  Institutes  in 
Ontario,  can  realize  what,  a  quarter  of  a  centurj^  ago,  was  the  greatly  inferior 
buildings,  and  very  inadequate  accommodation  possessed  by  even  some  of  the 
best  Schools  in  the  Province  at  that  time. 

Historical  Resume  of  Education  in  Upper  Canada  in  1837-1839,  from  a 

Critical  Standpoint. 

Mr.  T.  11.  Pre.^ton,  who  resided  in  Canada  during  the  years  1837,  1S38  and 
1889,  wrote  a  book  on  his  return  to  England,  entitled :  "  Three  Years  Residence 
in  Canada."  It  is  somewhat  superficial,  as  it  is  supercilious  in  tone,  yet  it  contains 
a  comprehensive  summary  of  the  history  of  Education  in  Upper  Canada  as  criti- 
cally viewed,  in  a  strong  light,  by  a  stranger,  who  was  evidently  dependent,  to 
some  extent,  upon  others  for  the  information  whicli  he  gives  in  his  Ijook.  From 
this  Work,  I  have  made  the  following  extracts  : — 

In  Upper,  ;is  in  Lower  Canada,  the  means  of  affording  a  sound  and  useful  Education  to  the 
people,  are,  by  coniniun  assent,  far  in  arrear  of  tlie  j^eueral  want. 

A  few  years  after  the  injudicious  division  in  17'.>1,  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  into  the  Provinces 
of  Upjier  and  Lower  Canada,  it  was  directed  that  a  portion  of  the  Waste  Lands  of  tlie  Crown, 

*An  earnest  effort  was  made  early  in  18-19  and  1856,  to  remedy  this  state  of  things.  A  number  of 
pamphlets,  containing  sixteen  "  Plans  of  School  Houses,"  was  obtained  from  the  MasHacluisetts  State  Board 
of  Education,  for  distribution  to  School  Trustees.  P'arly  in  18>'.l,  also,  an  extensive  series  of  wood  cuts 
of  School  House  plans  was  procured  from  Mr.  H.  C  Hickok,  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Education  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  from  Doctor  Honry  Barnard,  (through  Mr.  ¥.  C.  I'rownell),  of  Hartford,  Con- 
necticut, whfi  was  afterwards  the  first  United  States  Commissioner  of  ICducation  at  Washington.  These 
illustrations  were  published  in  successive  numbers  of  the  Journal  of  tJducut  ion  fur  Uii}tir  Canada.  In  1858, 
these,  and  a  number  of  other  illustrations  of  School  Houses  and  apparatus,  gymnastics,  etcetera,  were  printed 
in  book  form,  under  the  following  title:  "The  School  House;  its  Architecture;  External  and  Internal 
Arrangements  ;  with  additional  ]>a|>ors  on  Gymnastics,  the  use  of  Apparatus;  School  Discipline  ;  Method 
of  Teaching,  etc. ;  together  with  Selections  for  Public  Recitations  in  Sclmols.  I'dited,  by  authority  of  the 
Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  for  Ui)per  Canada,  by  J.  George  Hod^ins,  M.A.,  Deputy  Suijerinten- 
dent,  Tor<nito,  1857-68.  Tliis  book  contained  nearly  two  hundred  illustrations  of  Scliool  House  Architec- 
ture, (Jynmastic  Apparatus,  etcetera,  and  extended  to  212  pages. 

NoTK,  In  1876,  and  in  1886,  other  works  on  School  Architecture  were  prepared  by  the  fame  Author- 
The  one  pubbshed  in  1876  contained  upwards  of  400  illustrations,  and  extended  to  271  pages  ;  that  publislied 
in  1886,  contained  75  illustrations,  and  extended  to  135  pages. 
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situated  in  tlie  fi)nner,  should  ho  sut  .-ipiirt  fnr  tliu  eiKlowinuiit  of  Free  fJr.uumiir  Scliools,  aiul, 
in  process  of  time,  also  of  a  liniversity.  Accordingly,  sevonil  Townships  wure  selected,  com- 
prising, after  the  usual  deductions  for  Crown  ami  Clergy  Reserves,  about  54'.>,'i()()  acres. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  next  ten  years  (1H<>7),  so  unfruitful  had  proved  this  extensive 
(Jrant,  that  the  loca'  Legislature  was  under  the  necessity,  in  order  to  meet  the  ])ressing  wanta 
of  the  C(jmmnnity,  of  appropriating  from  tlie  Uevenue  of  the  Province,  the  annual  smn  (jf  £100 
currency  to  each  District,  for  the  maintenance  therein  of  a  School,  coiresjxiiiding  in  some  degree 
to  an  English  (.'raunnar  .School. 

Those  Schools,  estahlishod  in  virtue  of  Legislative  enactment,  were  subject  to  certain 
regulations,  and  placed  under  the  direction  of  Trustees,  nominated  l)y  the  Lieutenant-Ciovernur. 
There  are  now  twelve,  if  not  thirteen,  oi  them  in  existence  ;  but,  according  to  all  accounts,  in  a 
very  inellicient  state. 

Within  the  ensuing  lifteen  years  the  land  endowment  still  remaining  insulllciently  produc- 
tive, the  legislature  found  itself  called  upon  in  181(5  to  assign  annually  to  each  District  a  further 
sum  of  £*2oU  currency,  for  the  support  of  a  Common  School,  and  the  same,  as  far  as  the 
provincial  funds  will  admit,  is  still  continued.      .      .      . 

This  brings  us  to  lH'2'J-3,  about  which  period,  the  Colonial  Secretary,  jiossibly  presuming 
that  the  barren  endowment  had  too  long  revelled  in  its  native  wilduess,  assigned  the  manage- 
ment of  it  to  a  (ieneral  Board  of  Education  for  the  I'rovince,  composed  of  various  personages 
holding  prominent  stixtions  at  York,  now  Toronto. 

Judging  by  results,  the  proceedings  of  this  Board,  during  the  ten  years  that  it  continued  in 
existence,  tended  as  little  to  promote  that  most  essential  object  of  its  appointment, — the  promo- 
tion of  the  cause  of  eleuientary  instruction, — as  to  have  inspired  the  puldic  with  confidence  in  its 
wisdom  ;  since  the  ipiantity  of  lands,  leased,  or  disposed  of,  under  its  management,  did  not,  it 
should  seem,  exceed  twelve  thousand  acres  ;  while  in  1832-3,  the  trust  reposed  in  it  was  resumed, 
at  the  re(|uisition  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  sul>ject  to  whose  control  was  thenceforth  placed  all 
revenue  derived  from  past,  or  to  be  derived  from  future,  alienations. 

I  am  not  aware  what  further  sums  have  been  realized  under  this  new  arrangement ;  though, 
conaidering  the  almost  entire  cessation  of  inunigration,  and  the  unsettled  state  of  the  country  for 
some  years  past,  they  cannot  have  been  very  great.  But  there  is  a  point,  connected  witli  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board  just  mentioned,  which  remains  to  be  adverted  to. 

It  has  been  stated  that  the  land  endowment,  forming  the  subject  of  discussion,  contemplated 
among  its  other  objects,  the  establishment,  in  process  of  time,  of  an  University.  Now  this,  if  it 
meant  anything,  surely  implied  the  pre-existence  of  a  state  of  things  which  should  justify  the 
erection  of  sucli  an  institution  :  for  a  condition  of  society  can  scarcely  be  conceived  so  anomalous 
aa  to  require  a  Seminary  conferring  the  higher  grades  of  academic  learning  on  the  few,  while  the 
means  of  extending  elementary  instruction  to  the  many,  should  be  almost  wholly  wanting. 

The  General  Board  of  Education  took,  however,  an  entirely  dillertnt  view  of  the  (juestion  : 
either  assuming  that  elementary  education  in  fJpper  Canada  had  attained  its  zenith  ;  or  deeming 
it  better  to  begin  at  the  ai)ex  and  work  downwards  to  the  base  of  the  structure  they  were  called 
ui)on  to  rear,  than  to  follow  the  old-fashioned  custom  of  first  laying  the  foundation,  and  then 
working  ujiwards.  In  other  words,  they  sought  to  invert  the  entire  order  of  the  whole  scheme 
of  the  endowment,  by  strenuously  endeavoring  to  raise  the  projected  University  at  the  expense 
of  the  primary  schools. 

To  this  end,  a  University  Royal  Charter  of  incorporation  was  applied  for,  and  granted  in 
1827.     The  next  proceeding  taken,  was  of  a  far  more  profitable  nature. 

Influence  was  successfully  exerted  with  the  Home  Government  to  induce  the  King  to  resume 
out  of  the  originil  general  endowment  about  225. 'JOG  unproductive  acres,  and  to  assign  in 
exchange  for  the  same,  the  like  quantity  from  scattered  Crown  Reserves,  partly  under  lease,  in 
old  settled  Townships,  where  the  land  bore  a  greater  i)resent  value,  as  a  special  endowment  for 
the  L^niversity. 

This  miglit,  or  might  not,  be  grasping  for  a  single  object,  an  undue  share  of  the  primitive 
grant :  but  this  was  not  so  much  the  (juestion,  as  that  what  could  be  done  for  special  education, 
was  not  done  for  i)opular  education  in  preference  ;  seeing  that  the  latter  was  miserably  languish- 
ing for  the  means  of  extension  and  support,  and  the  wherewithal  was  wanting  to  accomplish 
both  objects  in  cmij unction. 

Thus  far  all  had  gone  on  in  accordance  with  the  views  of  the  General  Board  of  Education, 
but  the  further  progress  of  their  undertaking,  was  frustrated  by  an  untoward  incident.  The 
Charter,  when  it  arrived,  gave  such  general  dissatisfaction,  from  the  exclusive  religious  tests 
w^hich  it  reipiired  of  the  College  Council  and  Professors,  tlie  nomination  of  the  Archdeacon  of 
York  as  President  of  the  University,  and  some  minor  matters  of  detail,  that  the  Legislature 
petitioned  the  King  to  supersede  it  by  another,  excluding  tin;  obncjxious  clauses. 
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Tliia  was  declined,  as  an  irregular  method  of  j)roceeding;  but  the  Provincial  Lei^islature  waa 
empowered  to  pass  an  Act,  making  such  aiuendmonts  to  the  Cliarter,  as  they  miglit  deem  expedi- 
ent. Numerous  Sessions  elapsed  in  vague  and  acrimonious  discussions  on  the  subject  ;  nor  was 
it  until  the  early  part  of  1837,  that  the  points  at  issue  were  finally  adjusted  in  the  manner 
suggested. 

Pending  these  occurrences,  a  march  had  been  stolen  on  the  projectors  of  the  University,  by 
the  jtrcsent  Lord  .Seaton,  then  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Prcn-ince,  who  succeeded  in  estahlish- 
ing,  in  1829,  after  nnich  dilliculty  and  labour,  the  institution  known  as  Upper  Canada  College, 
and  which  corresponds  in  its  principle  to  superior  Grammar  Schools  in  England. 

As  a  special  endowment  for  this  Seminary,  the  further  quantity  of  60,000  acres  was 
abstracted  from  the  scliool  lands,  and  exchanged,  as  in  the  case  of  the  embr3'o  University,  for  an 
ecjuivalent  in  more  valuable  Crown  Reserves.  Moreover,  it  had  assigned  t(j  it  an  eligible  loca- 
tion in  the  best  part  of  York  ;  while  the  land  pertaining  to  a  "  lloyal  "  (Grammar  School, 
already  existing  there,  which  it  superseded,  was  sold  lor  its  advantage. 

It  might  have  been  supposed  that  these  Ijenefits,  combined  with  the  ordinary  revenue  arising 
from  the  fees  of  tuition,  would  have  sutticed  for  the  eihcient  maintenance  of  the  Institution,  but 
such  has  not  hitherto  l)een  the  case  ;  and,  it  is  evident,  from  documents  submitted  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Legislature,  that  yearly  appropriations  from  the  funds  of  the  University  endowment,  have 
alone  enabled  the  College  to  go  on. 

Tliese  appropriations  now  constitute  pijsitive  alienations  froiH  the  endowment  in  question  ; 
for,  by  a  clause  in  the  I'rovincial  Act  amending  the  Ihiiversity  Charter,  the  College  lias  been 
incorporated  with  tJiat  Institution  as  a  subsidiary  branch  ;  so  that  the  endowments  of  either  have 
thus  virtually  become  common  to  each  ;  though  [iraccically,  the  advantage  has  been  rendered 
altogether  one-sideil  by  the  pre-existence  of  the  College,  and  the  endowment  of  the  University 
being  more  immediately  productive. 

Such  I)eing  the  state  of  the  case  up  to  the  early  ])art  of  1837,  it  may  readily  be  surmised,  on 
a  review  of  the  circumstances  of  the  country  subsequently  thereto,  tliat  the  University  stood  but 
little  chance  of  assiuuing  a  more  tangible  sha[)e  than  formerly  :  while,  in  point  of  fact,  what, 
between  the  foregoing  causes,  and  one  or  two  others  yet  remaining  to  l)e  mentioned,  the  scheme 
of  its  present  erection  has  completely  fallen  through. 

In  tlie  Sessi(jn  of  the  Upper  Canada  Legislature  ending  in  April  IS'.V.),  an  Act  was  passed 
appropriating  a  still  further  portion  of  tlie  annual  revenue  accruing  from  the  Universit}-  endow- 
ment, to  the  support  of  Upper  Canada  College  and  the  District  (irauunar  Schools,  on  tlie  grourd 
that  education  would  be  thereby  moreellectually  ailvanced,  considering  its  present  state,  than  by 
the  erection  of  an  University. 

The  proceedings  incident  to  this  measure  having  necessitated  an  iiKjuiry  into  the  actual  state 
of  the  University  Funds,  it  was  discovered  that  large  abstiactions  had  been  made  therefrom  for 
private  purposes  by  the  OtHcers  entrusted  with  tlieir  management  ;  that  loans  iiad  been  granted 
from  them  on  mere  j)ersonal  security  ;  and  that,  in  fine,  prwiiting  by  the  state  of  abe^'anco  in 
which  the  University  had  so  long  been  left,  the  ( )tlicers  in  (piestiou  had  most  shamtfully  abused 
the  trust  re|)osed  in  them.  Two  of  the  subordinates  were  at  once  dismissed;  but  the  College 
Council,  with  whom  the  responsibility  virtually  rested,  escaped  harmless  ;  though  it  was  obvicnis 
that  the  work  of  spoliatirm  must  have  been  going  on  for  a  considerable  length  of  time. 

From  printed  statements  submitted  to  the  House  of  As.scml)ly,  it  would  appear,  that  the 
aggregate  value  of  the  lands  of  the  endowment  snld  <»r  leased,  to  the  end  of  18:38,  was  £100,801) 
currenc}-,  whereof  £'50,224  had  been  actually  received,  leaving  £'47,o8r»  to  be  realized.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  amount  of  the  alienations  to  Upper  Canada  College  was,  (including,  I  believe, 
nominal  interest)  £;i3,044  ;  the  estimated  value  of  loans  and  investments,  etcetra,  £15,237  ; 
and  the  ajjparent  cash  balance  £8,3«)8,  making  an  aggregate  amount  of  £07,550  in  assumed  assets  ; 
but  very  little  of  which,  it  was  believed,  could  readily  be  made  available. 

As  regards  the  land  endowment,  a  review  of  much  that  has  preceded,  taken  in  conjunctit  n 
with  some  further  Returns  to  the  Legislature,  will  give  the  following  results.

As  regards  the  .soliool  residue,  deducting  the  12,000  acres  alienated  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and  also  about  tiie  17.000  more,  whicli  are  stated  to  have  buon  grantod  to  Surveyors  for 
professional  services,  in  lieu  of  money  payments,  there  will  remain  a  seemingly  disposable 
balance  of  228,300  acres  ;  but  all.jwing  for  wiiat  may  have  been  since  realized,  and  for  mis- 
statements, it  will  ho  perhaps  safer  to  estimate  the  actual  qu:intity  available  at  200  000 
acres.  ' 

I  have  been  thus  minute  in  the  history  1  have  attempted  of  one  great  branch  of  the  special 
hind  endowments  in  Upper  Canada,  from  a  desire  to  prove,  that,  while  such  endowments  are 
incompatible  with  the  condition  of  a  new  coimtry  reciuiring  to  be  {|iiickly  settled,  they  are,  how- 
soever ample,  inadeiiuate,  as  a  means  to  the  ends,  which  it  is  their  professed  ol)ic'Ct  to 
promote. 

The  case  brought  under  review  presents  a  striking  illustration  of  this  fact  :  establishing, 
moreover,  that  even  were  the  principle  of  the  endowment  a  correct  one,  the  method  of  its' 
development  was  rep'ete  with  fallacy  and  injustice  ;  attemi)ting,  as  it  did,  to  invert  the  legitimate 
order  of  a  common  inheritancj. 

Though  un-iucstionably,  an  object  most  desirable  ;n>/- w,  the  establishment,  if  it  were  pos- 
sible, of  an  Institution  in  Upper  Canada,  confening  only  on  the  few  the  higher  grades  of  literary 
and  scientilic  learning,  would  bo  a  strange  burles(pie.  so  long  as  elemontarj^instructirjii  remained 
m  arrear  of  the  general  want.  A  very  strong  feeling,  consonant  with  such  view,  obtains  on  this 
subject  ni  the  Province  :  and  it  was  signally  displayed  when  there  seemed  a  probability  of  an 
liiiversity  and  a  College  figuring  in  conjunction,  at  Toronto,  when  the  rest  of  the  counlry  was 
inadetiuate'y  supplied  wiih  schools. 

Another  .serious  evil  arising  from  the  neglect  of  popular  education  in  Ui)per  Canada,  is,  that 
throughout  the  rural  districts,  numerous  American  adventurers,  many  of  them  persons  of  the 
lowest  grade,  and  imbued  with  sentiments  the  very  reverse  of  friendly  to  every  thing  that  i.s 
r>ritish,  have  "sc|uatted"  as  elementary  Teachers,  wheresoever  they  found  the  field  uiKiccuiiied  ; 
imrsumg  their  speculation  with  pecuniary  profit  to  themselves,  but  with  any  thing  but  advantage 
to  the  moral  discipline  of  their  youthful  pupils. 

There  are  a  few  good  private  Schoc.ls  in  the  different  Towns  of  the  Province,  conducted  by 
comi>etent  indivi«luals  ;  but  such  are,  of  course,  usele.«s  as  regards  the  rural  poi)ulation,  as  is  also 
the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Academy,  or  College,  established  at  Coboiirg,  which,  notwithstanding 
the  clamour  raised  against  it  by  per.sons  of  ultra  notions,  is,  according  to  every  account,  a  very 
useful  .Seminary.  It  has  received  from  the  local  government,  in  aid  of  its  funds,  a  loan  ()r  "ran't 
of  ab.jut  ,1-800  sterling,  [('£4,100]  and  is  under  the  management  of  a  l5oard  of  Trustees. 

The  only  effectual  remedy  for  the  untoward  state  of  things  thus  induced,  in  regard  to  educa- 
tion, by  a  wronu'  course  of  action,  would  obviously  seem  to  lie  in  the  appropriation  of  the  whole 
of  the  present  annual  revenue,  derived  from  the  ('University  endowment,  to  the  common  purposes 
of  elementary  e<lucation,  as  it  is  now  in  part  applied  ;— the  resumption,  .so  as  to  elJect  the  speeily 

realization  of  the  residue  of  the  entire  educational  end(Mvment  yet  unalienated, say,  in  rouml 

numbers,  from  former  statements,  380,000  acres,  by  fixing  on  it,  in  common  with  the  Clergy 
Reserves,  and  all  Crown  Lands,  a  price  that  should  readily  command  purciiasers  ;  and  finally, 
the  investment  of  such  proceeds  in  a  i)roductive  stock,  the  interest  wherefrom  to  be  pro- 
gressively applied  in  promoting  the  general  cause  of  education,  irrespective  of  its  hi-diest 
branches.  ° 

When  a  fitting  time  arrived  for  the  erection  of  the  proposed  University,  the  object  mi<,'ht  be 
accomplished  by  the  joint  agencies  of  a  special  pecuniary  grant,  (since  it,  may  bo  assumed  that 
the  country  would  then  be  in  a  condition  to  afford  it),  and  the  voluntary  contributions  in  subscrip- 
tion shares,  or  donations,  of  individuals  interested  in  its  establishment,  in  the  same  manner  that 
wo  have  seen  practised  in  England,  in  the  cases  of  the  two  ]\retropolitan  Universities  of  recent 
origin.      (Pages  90,  'J7-111.)

The  Reverend  Frank  H.  Mailing;  I  ).D.,  formerly  Secretiuy  of  the  College, 
furnished  nie  with  the  following  account  of  the  College  sonic  3'ear.s  ago.    He  said  • 

This  is  a  purely  Thcoloi^ical  Institution  ;  its  object  heing  "to  educate  Ministers  for  the  Con- 
;:,'regutit)n;il  Churches  of  Caniuhv,  and  the  otlier  Trovinces  of  Uritisli  Noitii  America."'  Tlie  jia.st 
history  ami  i)resent  form  of  the  Collei,'e  have  boon  a  natural  growth  out  of  circumstances  and 
necessities  of  the  Body  to  which  it  belongs. 

In  1S.38,  shoitly  after  some  ministers  had  been  sent  frnm  Kn^liind  to  thu  Congn^gatiwnal 
Churches  formed  in  the  Colony,  some  young  men  oiiured  themselves  to  be  educated  for  the  min- 
istry. The  were  accordingly  jtkced  under  tlie  care  of  the  Ilev.  Mr.  (afterwanls  Doctoi')  Adam 
Lillie,— then  Pastor  of  a  Church  in  Dundas.  Tpper  Canada.*  <  »ther  candidates  coming  forward, 
it  was  determined  to  establish  a  Theological  Seminary,  under  tiie  name  of  tiie  "Congregational 
Academy,"  at  Toronto,  and  the  Rev.  I\Ir.  Lillie  was  appointed  Tutor.  The  course  consisted  of 
sessions  of  nine  months  each. 

The  Congregational  Institution  was  not  endowed.  It  derived  its  income  from  annual  con- 
tributit)ns  from  the  Colonial  Churches,  assisted  by  a  grant  from  the  C(donial  Missionary  Society 
of  England.  It  is  under  the  control  of  tlie  subscribers,  who  hold  an  Annual  Meeting  at  the  same 
time  and  iilace  as  th;it  of  the  Congregational  Union  of  Canaihi.  By  tliem  a  ln)ard  of  Directors 
is  chosen  for  the  management  of  ail  the  allairs  of  the  College.

CHAPTER  Xlli. 

EDUCATIONAL    PROCEEDINGS    OF    THE    UPPER    CANADA 
LEGISLATUPE  1839,  40. 

The  Right  Honourable  Charles  Poulett  Thomson  was  appointed  Governor- 
General  of  British  North  America  in  September,  1839,  and  arrived  in  Canada  on 
the  17th  of  October,  of  that  year.  On  the  3rd  of  December,  18;39,  he  opened  the 
fifth  session  of  the  Thirteenth  Parliament  of  Upper  Canada.  Sir  George  Arthur 
was  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Upper  Canada,  but  the  Governor  General,  his 
superior  Officer,  delivered  the  u.sual  opening  speech  to  the  Legislature.  In  it,  he 
stated  that  he  had  taken  an  early  opportunity  of  visiting  Upper  Canada,  and  of 
assembling  its  Parliament.  He  made  no  reference  to  educational  matters  in  his 
speech,  but  confined  it  chiefly  to  financial  and  commercial  matter.s,  and  to  the 
projected  union  of  the  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada. 

Educational  Proceedings  of  the  Upper  Canada  House  of  Asse.miu.v, 

1839-40. 

Deccinlnr  J/th,  ISSO — Mr.  Anthonj'  Manahan  gives  notice  that  he  will,  on  Monday  next,  ask 
leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  rej)eal  tlie  .\ct  passed  in  the  First  Session  of  the  present  I'arliament, 
intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  tlie  I'niversity  of  King's  College,"'  l)y  which  Act  the 
said  College  was  endowed  wiih  land,  which  ought  by  law,  to  be  appropriated  to  tlie  estabiisii- 
nieut  of  (irammar  Schools  throughout  tliis  Province.  (Note.  Tliis  Bill  was  not  brought  in,  as 
promised  by  Mr.  Manahan.) 

•  The  Reverend  Adam  Lillie,  D.D.,  was  born  in  Scotland.  He  was  formerly  a  Missionary  to  India, 
but  came  to  Canada  about  183G.  For  tweuty-five  years  he  was  Theological  Tutor  in  the  Cougreeational 
Institute,  Toronto.  He  was  also  a  Member  of  tlie  Council  of  Public  Instruction  of  Upper  Canaa.a,  from 
1«50  until  his  death.     He  died  iu  186a. 
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Mr.  Anthi.iiy  Mantiluui  ^'ivis  iiotite  tli.-vt  Iiu  will,  on  Moiidiiy  noxt,  iiiovo  tliiit  an  humble 
.\(Mrea.s,  I'o  prii-suMtod  to  Ilia  Excidlmicy,  tho  (Jovunior-dunuiiU,  pniyiiij,'  that  lli.s  ExcoUency 
will  (liioct  that,  t hi^  Sch.K.l  Laud  Kusorvations  in  tho  Townshi)).s  of  Heclford  ami  .Sholliold,  in  the 
Midland  District,  In-,  withdrawn,  and  tiiat  other  licservations  in  lieu  thereof,  bo  made  in  tho 
unsurveyed  Township  now  called  Claren<lon,  in  the  said  District,  aa  tho  reservations  have 
proved  a  great  hindrance  to  the  settlement  of  the  said  District  ;  and  further,  that  his  Excellency 
would  be  <,'raciousIy  pie;ised  to  direct  tiiat  the  un<,'ranted  lands  in  the  rear  Townships  of  the  Mid- 
land District,  and  the  District  of  V^ictoria,  boopen  for  hjcation  for  actual  settlements,  or  sot  up 
for  sale  at  an  upset  price  of  four  shillings  per  aero. 

Mr.  Anthony  Manahan  gives  notice  that  he  will,  on  Friday  next,  move  that  an  Innnble 
Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency,  the  Ciovernor  (Jeneral  ])raying  His  Excellency  to  issue 
a  Committee  of  investigation,  to  consist  of  some  live  honourable,  jiatriotic  and  talented  gentle- 
men, entirely  disconnected  with  any  i)arty,  formerly,  or  at  jfresent  in  ofiice,  to  empiire  into  all 
the  j)ublic  allairs  of  this  Province,  with  tho  view  of  fully  ascertaining  how  those  affairs  have 
been  hitherto  conducted.— whether  to  tho  public  good  and  advantage  or  not  ;  whet]K:r  defalca- 
tions in  the  i>ublic  monies  exist,  and  if  so,  with  whom,  and  to  what  amount  such  defalcations 
havo  occurred.  And  that  His  Excellency  be  further  prayed  to  institute  these  en(inirie8  with  the 
least  possible  delay,  so  that  a  report  of  its  proceedings  may  be  transmitted  by  Uis  Excellency, 
to  be  laid  before  the  Imperial  Parliament  during  its  next  session,  so  that  such  measure  of  re- 
8i)on8ibility,  as  the  Imperial  Government  may  deem  requisite,  may  be  introduceil  into  the

"  Advantage,  uay  the  necessity,  of  providing  the  means  of  giving  a  liberal  education  to  those  who  are 
destined  by  Providence  to  become  the  Wives  and  Mothers  of  ovir  future  iliilurs,  Magistrates  aud  Legislators, 
and  who  may,  therefore,  be  supposed  to  be  able  to  exercise  a  certain  degree  of  mlluence  over  them  ;  the 
tending  of  whicli  must  depend  upon  the  principles  they  imbibed,  and  the  habits  they  ac(iuire  in  early 
life." 

Upon  the  remarks  of  the  Petitioner,  comment  is  uiinecossary  ;  they  contain  truths  which  are 
worthy  of  the  attention  of  your  Honourable  House.  Your  Committee  cannot  refrain  from  ad- 
adverting  to  the  fact,  that,  while  a  liberal  grant  has  been  made  for  the  support  of  Male  Schools, 
no  provision  has  ever  been  afforded  to  those  intended  to  instruct  the^  other  sex,  who.se  precejit 
and  example  must  ever  have  great  weight  in  exalting  the  character  of  any  people.'-^

4.  Separated  from  their  fellows  by  the  dispensation  of  Pr.)vidence  ;  cut  ofl'  fr.tm  tlie  ordinary 
means  of  intercourse  from  almost  every  pleasure,  or  enjoyment,  whether  of  infancy  youth  or 
manhood  ;  they  pass  a  cheerless  existence  ;  and,  in  the  mi.lst  of  human  s.-ciety,  and  surroun.led 
by  the  activity  and  intelligence  of  manhood,  they  are  as  solitary  as  the  recluse  of  the  Cloister  or 
of  the  Desert. 
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5.  Worst  of  ill!  ia  the  consiileratioa  that,  not  only  does  tliis  natural  deficiency  deprive  them 
of  the  iiK'rtiia  of  expres.siii^'  hy  words,  tlieir  -wants  and  wislies,  their  wrongs,  or  ojiprossions, 
their  feelings  of  aliection,  of  sorrow,  or  pain,  to  tliose  win;  arc  allied  to  them  by  kindred,  and 
bound  to  protect  them  ;  but  it  further  shuts  them  out  from  the  consolations  of  religion,  leaving 
their  minds  a  wilderness,  in  which  neither  hope  nor  faith  can  find  a  place  to  take  root. 

6.  A  casual  consideration  of  this  destitute  condition,  must  excite  an  anxious  wish  in  the 
breast  of  every  philanthropist  to  rescue  from  such  a  state  of  misery  and  depredation,  this 
unfortunate  class  of  our  fellow  beings  ;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  reflect,  that  means  have  been  dis- 
covered, and  have  been  applied,  to  tlie  practical  utility  of  whicli  successful  results  bear  abundant 
testimony. 

7.  Institutions  for  the  instruction  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  have  been  formed  in  various  parts 
of  Europe  and  America  ;  and,  by  a  well  organized  system,  the  minds  of  the  jmpils  have  become 
enabled  to  receive  knowledge,  and  liave  develojjcd  powers  of  imagination,  thought  and  reflec- 
tion, of  as  high  an  order  as  l)elong  to  the  mass  of  their  fellow-creatures. 

8.  It  appears,  by  Returns  before  this  House,  that  there  are  not  less  than  one  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  sufferers  within  this  Province,  for  whose  education  there  is  not  the  slightest  provision. 

9.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend,  that  steps  should  be  taken  to 
establish  one  or  more  Schools  for  the  instruction  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  the  Province  ;  and 
that,  for  this  purpose,  a  sum  of  money  should  be  granted  t)  Her  Majesty,  in  the  same  manner 
as  for  the  Common  Schools,  to  enaljle  Her  Majesty  to  pay  an  annual  salary  to  one  or  more 
Teachers  properly  (lualified  for  this  duty,  and  to  establish  one  or  more  Institutions,  where  these 
unfortunate  sufferers  may  be  educated.

Educational  Proceedings  of  the  Upper  Canada  Legislative  Council,

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February  Stit,  I84O — The  Honourable  the  Speaker  reported  to  the  House,  that  a  Deputation 
from  the  Commons  House  of  Assemljly  had  brought  up  a  Bill,  intituled  :  "  An  Act  granting  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  support  of  Conunon  ScJiools  in  Upper  Canada,  for  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty  ;  "  also  a  Bill,  intituled  :  "  An  Act  granting  a  sum  of  money  in  aid  of 
the  Ancaster  Literary  Institution,  and  for  other  purposes  tlierein  mentioned." 

The  Bill,  intituled  :  "  An  Act  granting  a  sum  «>f  money,  f(n-  the  su[>port  of  Common  Schools, 
for  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,"  was  read  a  first  time  ;  and  it 
was  ordered — Tliat  tlie  44th  rule  of  this  House  be  disi)en3ed  with,  so  far  as  it  regards  tlie  last 
mentioned  Bill,  and  that  tiie  same  be  road  a  second  time  presently.  The  }5ill  was  then  read  a 
second  time  accordingly  ;  and  it  was  ordered— That  the  House  be  j)ut  into  a  Committee  of  tlie 
Whole,  presently,  to  t;ike  tliu  same  into  considerati()n.  Tlie  House  was  tlien  put  into  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Wliole  according]J^  Tlie  Honourable  .lames  Crooks  took  tlie  chair.  After  some 
time,  the  House  resumed,  and  the  Cluiiruian  re2)urted  that  tlie  Committee  had  gone  through  the 
said  Bill,  and  recommended  the  same,  witliout  any  amendment,  to  the  ado])tion  of  the  House.

The  said  Bill  was  then  read  a  second 
time  accordingly  ;  and  it  was,  ordered — That  the  House  be  put  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
this  da}',  to  take  the  same  into  consideration.  The  House. was  then  put  into  <a  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  upon  the  Bill.  The  Honourable  .lolm  IVIacdonald  of  CJanaiKxiue,  toi>k  the  chair.  After 
some  time,  the  House  resumed,  and  the  Chairman  reported  that  the  Committee  had  gone  through 
the  said  Bill,  and  had  made  some  amendiiHmts  thereto,  which  tliey  recommended  t(j  the  adoption 
of  the  House.  Ordered — That  the  Report  be  received  ;  and  the  said  amendments  were  then  read 
by  the  Clerk,  as  follows  : —

Tlie  said  amendments  being  read  a  second  time,  and  the  (|uestion  of  concurrence  jiut  on 
each,  they  were  severally  agreed  to  by  the  House  ;  and  it  was  ordered — That  the  same  lie 
engrossed,  and  the  said  1-ill,  as  amended,  road  a  third  time  this  day.  The  Bill,  as  amended, 
was  then  read  a  third  time  ;  and,  the  (|Uestion  being  then  put  wJiether  this  Bill,  as  amended, 
should  pass,  it  was  carried  in  the  aflirmative  ;  whereujxui  the  8])eaker  signed  the  amendments  ; 
and  it  was,  ordered- That  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  go  down  to  tlie  Assembly,  and  acipiaint 
that  House,  that  the  Legislative  Council  have  passed  this  Bill,  with  certain  amendments, 
to  which   they   desire   the  concurrence   of  the   Commons  House  of  Assembly. 


Fehruarii  lOth,  ISJ^O.  At  One  of  the  Clock,  p.m.,  the  Members  of  both  Houses  being 
assembled  in  the  Legislative  Council  Chamber,  His  Excellency  the  G()vernor-(Jeneral,  in  Her 
Majesty's  name,  assented  to  a  number  of  Bills,  among  which  were  the  following  videlicet : — 

An  Act  to  establish  a  College,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  University  of   Kingston. 

An  Act  to  Authorize  the  temj)orary  occupation,  (by  the  proposed  University  of  Kingston) 
of  the  General  Hospital  at  Kingston,  upon  certain  terms  therein  mentioned. 

An  Act  granting  a  sum  of  money  for  the  supi)ort  of  Common  Schools  in  Upper  Canada  for 
the  year  of  Our  Lord  One  thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  forty. 

After  which  His  Excellency  closed  the  last  Session  of  the  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada 
with  a  Speech  from  the  Throne,  in  which  he  made  no  reference  to  educational  matters.

\yhereas,  l)y  tlio   petition  of   the  Reverend   Rolieit  McGill,  IModerator  of   tlie 
bynod   of   the  Piesl)yteriHn   Cluirch  of  Canada,  in   connexion  with   the  Cliurch  of  Preamble 
.Scotland,  and  of  the  Reverend  Alexander  (iale.  Clerk  of  the  said  Synod,  it  ajipears 
that  certani  Lands  and  Funds  have  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  P.esbytery  of 
luronto,  by  benevolent  individuals,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  establishment 
of  An  Acadenncal  Institution,  or  College,  in  connexion  with  the  Church  of  Scotland  :  l'«=tition.

nature  or  quality  soever,  so  as  that  the  sauie  do  not  exceed,  in  ytuiily  value  above 
all  charges  the  sum  of  Fifteen  'J'housand  Bounds,  Sterling  ;  an<l  also  that  they  and 
their  succe.'^sors  shall  have  power  to  take,  puichase,  acquire,  have,  liold,  enjoy,  re- 
ceive, jjossess  and  retain  all,  or  any  goods,  chattels,  moneys,  stocks,  charit.ilde,  or 
other  contrilnitions,  gifts,  benefactions,  or  be()uests,  wliatsoever  ;  and  to  give, 
grant,  l)argain,  sell,  demise,  or  otherwi.'-,e  dispose  of  all  or  anj'  i)art,  of  the  same,  or 
of  any  other  property,  real,  personal,  or  other  they  may,  at  any  time,  <ir  times, 
possess,  or  be  entitled  to,  as  to  them  shall  seem  best  for  the  interest  of  the  said 
College.

HI.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That  the  said 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  forever  hi;reafter  consist  of  twenty-seven  Meml;ers,  of  whoui 
twelve  shall  be  Ministers  of  the  .said  I'reabyterian  Church  of  Canada,  in  connection 
with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  lifteen  shall  be  laymen,  in  full  coiununiion  with 
the  said  Church,  the  same  to  be  appointed  in  succession,  in  manner  as  follows,  that 
is  to  say  :  three  Ministers  anil  four  lay-men,  whose  names  stand  lowest  in  this  Act,

CHAPTER  XV. 


REPORT  OF  A  COMMISSLON  ON  EDUCATION  IN  UPPER 

CANADA.  1839. 

By  a  notable  historical  coincidence,  the  adoption  of  an  Addres.s,  by  the  Upper 
Canada  House  of  Assembh',  to  Sir  Ocorj^^e  Arthur,  askiiii,^  him  to  appoint  a  Com- 
mission to  enquire  into  and  report  upon  the  Departments  of  tlie  Governineiit,  fol- 
lowed closely  upon  the  publication  of  Lord  Durham's  Report  on  the  Aiiairs  of 
British  North  America.  In  that  Report,  Lord  Durham  practically  arraigned  the 
admini-stration  of  the  "  official  party  "  in  Upper  Canada,  through  these  Depart- 
ments.    Speaking  of  that  party,  he  said,  that 

Like  all  parties  long  in  power,  it  was  natuiallj'  unwilling  to  submit  itself  to  any  such  respcm- 
sibility  as  would  abridge  its  tenure,  or  cramp  its  exercise  of  authority.  ...  A  monopoly  of 
j)ower  so  extensive,  and  so  lasting,  could  n^t  fail,  in  process  of  time,  to  excite  envy,  create  dis- 
satisfaction, and,  ultimately,  provoke  attack  ;  and  an  op{)osition  conse(iuently  grew  up  in  the 
House  of  Assembly,  which  assailed  the  ruling  party,  by  appealing  to  popular  iirinciples  of 
government,  by  denouncing  the  alleged  jobbing  and  profusion  of  the  ofticial  body,"  etcetera. 
{I'litjes  53,  54  of  Lord  iJurluitn's  Report  as  printed  by  order  of  the  Iinpi  rial  rarUa)iie)it). 

Possibly,  too,  the  discovery  by  Sir  George  Arthur,  in  April,  1889,  of  the 
serious  mal-administration  of  the  finances  of  King's  College,  may  have  strongly 
intluenced  the  House  of  Assembly  (in  May,  1839,)  to  request  His  Excellency 

To  employ  some  fit  and  disinterested  i)erson,  or  persons,  to  make  such  an  investigation  and 
scrutiny  as  would  enable  them  to  report  uj)on  the  state  of  each  Department. 

Mr.  Anthony  Manahan,  by  his  Notice  of  Motion  in  the  House  of  Assembly.. 

(on  the  4th  of  December,  1830,)  went  fmther  than  this,  in  order  to  have  a  clean 

sheet  on  the  union  of  the  Provinces,  as  will  be  seen  b}'  reference  to  page  224,  ante. 
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In  addition  to  his  ;irr,ii<rnincnt  of  the  "ofHcial  party,"  in  its  adniini.stration 
of  puljlic  afiairs,  Lord  Durham  made  the  followiiiir  (rustic  reniark-.s  upon  tlio 
mental  and  social  condition  of  the  people  of  Tpper  ('anada,  and  their  lack  of 
intelligence,  chiefly  owing  to  the  absence  of  proper  educational  inHuences,  and  the 
existence  of  but  few  schools,  and  these  of  a  "  very  iufeii(jr  character."     He  said—

enabled  to  maintain  their  children  in  that  T.>wn  at  an  ex).e.ise  which  has  been  estimated  at  ilhO 
per  annum  for  each  child.  Even  in  the  most  thickly  peuple.l  districts  there  are  but  few  .Schools 
and  those  <.f  a  very  in  erior  character  ;  while  the  more  reuiute  settlements  are  almost  entirely 
without  any.      (Page  W.  of  Lont  l>,nha,n'.s  lUp.„i,  prinlM  Inj  unb  r  of  thr  Ju,p,ri,d  I'adiauuat) 

It  is  not  improbable  that  this  statement  of  Lord  Durham,  in  regard  to  the 
ab-^enceof  proper,  or  even  of  any,  schools  for  the  children  of  the  inhabitants,  may 
have  induced  Sir  George  Arthur,  when  issuing  his  Commi.ssion  to  enquire  into 
the  administration  of  the  Public  Departments,  to  direct  that  a  Committee  of  the 
Commissioners  should  minutely  iu(iuire  into  the  condition  of  Education  in  tlio 
Province,  and  suggest  a  "  plau  "  by  which  the  state  of  afiairs,  described  by  Lord 
Durham,  might  be  wholly  changed,  and  that  a  decided  improvement  in  the 
character  of  the  Schools  be  effected,  as  the  result  of  their  proposed  '-plan." 

Lord  Durham's  Report  was  laid  before  the  British  Parliament,  aiid  piinted, 
in  February,  1839.     It  was  soon  afterwards  rcpi-inted  in  Toronto  by  .Mr.  (after- 
wards  Sir)  Francis  Hincks  ;  the  maladministiation  of  the  Unlvcrsitv  Funds  was 
discovered  in  April,  1889,  and  the  Address  of  the  House  of  Assembly  asking  for 
an  investigation  into  the  Public  Departments,  was  presented  to  Sir  Ceorge  Arthur 
in  May.     Thus,  these  various  events  transpired  within  four  months,  in  the  early 
part  of  1839,  and  had,  no  doubt,  a  natural  connection  together,  as  I  have  intimated. 
In  compliance,  therefore,  with  the  Address  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  passed 
in  May,  1839,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Sir  George  Arthur,  issued  the  Coinmis- 
sion  mentioned  on  page  229,  ante,  directing  the  Commis.sioners  named  to  iiKjuiro 
into,  and  report  on,  the  .several  iJepartments  of  the  Government.     The  Commis- 
sioners were  divided  into  several  Committees,  to  each  of  which   was  assigned  a 
Department,  on  the  business  of  which  the  Committee  was  to  report.     The  Com- 
mittee on  Education  was  composed  of  the  Reverend  John  McCauI,  LL.D.    the 
Reverend  Henry  James  Grasett,  B.A.,  and  Samuel  Bealy  Harrison,  Esipiire,  the 
Civil  Secretary.     Its  duties,  as  defined,  are  .set  forth  on  the  next  par^e. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  fact,  that  two  of  these  three  gentlemen  became 
Members  of  the  "  Board  of  Education  for  Upper  Canada,"  appointed  at  the  sur^o-es- 
tion  ot  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson  in  ISiG.and  each  of  the  three  subsequenth' 

IGd.E.  3 
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became  a  Member  of  the  "Council  of  Public  Iiistiuction  for  Upper  Canada," 
appointed  in  1850.  The  Very  Reverend  Henry  James  Grasett,  D.D,  (Cantab), 
Dean  of  Toronto,  and  the  Honourable  Sarniiel  Bealy  Harrison,  Judj^e  of  the 
Home  District,  were  both,  for  some  time  Chairmen,  in  succession,  of  the  Council 
of  Public  Instruction  for  Upper  Canada.*  The  Reverend  John  McCaul,  LLD., 
President  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  was  also  a  Member  of  the  Council  of 
Public  Instruction,  and  frequently  acted  as  Chairman,  pro  tcuqjore. 

The  duty  of  this  Education  Committee  of  the  Coimnissioners,  appointed  to 
investigate  the  business  of  the  several  Departments  of  the  Provincial  Government, 
was  thus  defined  by  Sir  GeorL,^e  Arthur:— 

1.  Tin- Comuiittee  will  ;isceit.;un  t  lie  state  of  .-ill  School  Fmuls  ;  tlio  oxtciit  to  whioh  they 
niaj'  lio  inado  available  fur  their  le;j;itiinate  objects  ;  and  will  state  the  aiiiuiiiit  of  such  addi- 
tional aid  as  may  be  re(iuisite  to  cany  into  etlectual  operation  an  enlarged  scheme  of  popular 
Education. 

2.  They  will  examine  into  the  pa.st  and  present  .state  of  Education  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince, and  into  ihe  elliciency  of  the  nieins  for  j)romoting  it,  which  have  hithcrl(^  been  em[iloyed. 

3.  They  will  frame  such  a  Plan  as  will  ai)|)ear  to  them  to  be  tlie  best  possible  kind  of 
Education  fur  tiie  community,  at  the  least  possible  expense  ;  ami  will  prepare  the  same,  so  as 
to  allow  (»f  a  IJill,  which  shall  embody  it,  being  submitted  to  the  Legislature  at  their  next 
meetin.i;. 

4.  They  will  institute  an  inijuiiy  with  reference  to  the  Constitution  of  Kin^f's  College 
Unixer.'iiiy,  and  alst)  to  the  Lands  fmnning  itsendowmeut, — the  Jtevenue  derived  from  them,  and 
the  objects  to  which  it  has  been  applied;  btatiny  also,  how,  in  future,  it  may  l>e  most  beneti- 
eially  em[)loyetl. 

f).  As  the  object  (jf  the  ap})ointment  of  the  Commission  is  to  investigate  geneially  all  niat- 
ters  of  public  iiittnest  connected  with  the  several  Departments,  this  Counnittee  will  understand 
that  they  are  not  restrii-ted  to  limit  their  intpiiries  bj'  tlic  strict  letter  of  the  foregoing  (jueries  ; 
but  that,  in  the  s])irit  of  the  same,  they  are  to  jjursue  anj-  course  of  investigation  wliich  may 
ajipear  to  them  exjjedient.

This  Report  of  the  Education  Commissioners  is  valuable  for  the  full  details 
which  it  gives,  and  for  the  comparative  comprehensiveness  of  the  view  taken 
by  the  Commissioners,  and  those  whom  it  consulted,  on  the  state  of  Education  in 
Upper  Canada  in  1889 — its  incompleteness  and  defects.

.  '^,^'®  ^':"^"icial  Legislature  manifested  at  a  very  early  period,  their  conviction  of  the  neces- 
sity of  making  piovisiou  for  so  important  an  element  in  a  nation's  prosperity,  as  the  education 
of  her  youth. 

In  the  year  1797,  both  Mouses  of  the  Legislature  united  in  petitioning  His  Majesty  for  tiic 
appropriation  of  a  certain  portion  of  the  Waste  Lands  of  the  Crown  as  a  fund  for  the  est.ibii.sh- 
meiitand  su[)port  of  a  respectable  Oramuiar  School  in  each  District,  and  also  of  a  College  or 
Lniversity,  for  the  instruction  of  youth  in  the  dilierent  brandies  of  liberal  knowledge,  f     °   ' 

/roA^'lH^'^^.'i^',  ^^"^'  ''"  Act  was  passed,  providing  that  the  sum  of  Eight  Hundred  Pound-s, 
(£H00,)  should  be  annually,  (for  four  years,)  paid  for  the  establishment  of  Public  (Orammar) 
Schools. 

The  clauses  of  this  Act  provided  that  there  should  be  one  Public  (Orammar)  School  in 
«veiy  District :  That  One  Hundred  Pounds,  (£100),  should  be  paid  annually  to  the  Teacher  of 
such  Public  ((iiammar)  School  ;— it  ap].ointed  the  places  where  these  Schools  were  to  be  estab- 
lished,-—gave  authority  to  the  Lieutenant  (iovenior  to  appoint  Trustees,— gave  the  nomination 
of  the  Teacher  to  these  Trustees,  subject  to  the  ai)i)roval,  or  disapjiroval,  of  the  (Iovenior,— 
nlso  the  power  of  removing,  and  nomination  to  the  same,  with  the  same  restrictions  ;  also  the 
power  of  making  Uules  and  Regulations  respecting  said  Schools. 

It  is  to  this  Act  that  we  are  to  trace  the  establishment  of  the  District  (Orammar)  Schools, 
as  they  at  present  exist,  which,  although  they  have  not  etfected  all  that  was  expected,  it  yet 
must  be  admitted  that  they  have  been  the  instruments  of  ellecting  much  good.  +

I)ut  the  wants  of  the  humbler  classes  of  society  demanded  attenti(m  ;  accordingly,  in  the 
year  181(i,  an  Act  was  passed  for  the  establishment  of  Connn<in  Schools.  The  clauses  of  tliis 
Act  provided  that  during  its  continuance.  Six  Thousand  Pounds,  (£'(5, 000.)  should  be  annuallj' 
l)aid  for  this  object.  Six  Hundred  Pounds,  (i'OOO,)  to  the  Home  District  ;  Four  Hundred 
Pounds,  (t'4()()  )  io  the  Newcastle  District;  One  Thousand  Pounds,  (£l,0!)(),)  to  the  Midland 
District;  Six  Hundred  Pounds,  (£'')()(),)  to  the  Johnstown  District;  Eight  Hundred  Pounds, 
(£800,)  to  the  Eastern  District;  Six  Hundred  Povuids.  (iGttO.)  to  the  London  District;  Six 
Hundred  I'ounds,  (£()0(),)  to  the  fJore  District  ;  Six  Hundred  Pounds,  (£(i()0,)  t..  tlu^  Niagara 
District;  Six  Hundred  Pounds,  (£(iO(),)  to  the  Western  District  ;  and  Two  Hundred  Pounds, 
(£200,)  to  the  Ottawa  District.  The  third  clause  jtrovides,  that,  when  a  coni[K!tent  innnber  of 
persons  shall  unite  and  build  a  School  House,  furnish  twenty  scholars,  and,  in  part,  provide  for 
the  payment  of  a  Teacher,  such  persons,  giving  eight  days  notice,  might  meet  and  afipoint  thiee 
Ht  persons  as 'I'rustees  to  the  said  school  ;  which  Trustees  were  to  have  the  power  to  apjtoint  a 
Teacher  of  Siud  C(»mmon  School.  Power  also  was  given  to  the  1'ru-tees  to  remove  the  Teacln-rs, 
and  nominates  others;  such  removal,  however,  being  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  District 
Pxiard  of  Education.  The  same  are  authorized  to  make  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Schools, 
which,  however,  maybe  rescinded  by  the  District  Hoard  of  Education,  to  whom  a  (|U<irterly 
Ke])ort  IS  directed  to  be  made,  stating  the  books  used,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted. 

Provision  was  also  made  regarding  the  Teacher,--  that  he  should  be  a  P.iitish  Subject  by 
birth,  naturalization,  or  concjuest,  or  should  havi;  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance.  This  Act 
fuither  directs  that  an  Annual  Report  should  be  rendered  to  the  District  Doard  of  Educa'ion, 
which  l'>oard  was  to  be  composed  of  live  lit  persons,  appointed  by  the  Lie\itenant  (iovernor. 
Authority  was  given  to  this  Uoard  to  pro])ortion  the  incmey  for  the  .schools,  provided  always, 
that  no  allowance  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  Twenty-tive  pounds,  (£2'}}.  annually.  The  Treasurer 
of  the  iJistrict  was  authoi'ized  to  pay  this  allowance  on  these  conditions  :  (1)  receiving  a  I'ertili- 
cate  signed  l)y  the  Trustees,  of  the  good  eon<luct  of  the  Teacher  during  six  mouths,  and  (•_*)  the 
number  of  .scholars,  not  being  less  than  twenty.

Li  the  year  i81'.>,  the  Act  for  the  establishment  of  I'ldilic  (uvriimar  Scliools  ag.iin  (.engaged 
the  attention  of  tlie  Legislature.  It  was  tliiwi  deemed  expedient  to  make  further  provisions  for 
the  elliciency  of  these  Schools.  It  was  directed  that  an  annual  examinination  should  be  huld, 
at  which  the  T(iachers,  or  a  majority  of  them,  should  assist  ;  that  annual  liejiorts  should  bo 
l-endered  by  the  Trustees  ;  that  tree  education  should  be  given  in  each  school  to  ten  children  of 
the  pooler  inhabitants,  electtd  by  ballot  ;  that  Teacliers  hereafter,  should  not  receive  more  than 
Fifty  pounds,  (£oO.)  a  year,  unless  the  average  numberof  scholars  exceeded  ten.  It  was  further 
directed  that  ('ertiticates  should  be  given  to  Teachers  at  a  public  mteting  of  the  Trustees,  upon 
due  notice  being  givc-n  for  that  iiuri)ose.

Li  the  year  18. '0,  the  clause  of  the  Act  regarding  Common  Schools, 1i  granting  Six  Thousand 
pounds  (£t>,()O0,)  for  their  establishment,  was  rejiealed,  and  it  was  enacted  that  the  sum  of  Two 
Thou.saiid  Five  Hundretl  ]iounds,  (£2,?)00,)be  paid  annually,  -dividing  the  grant  ei pi  illy  auumgst 
the  ten  Districts  of  the  Province,  and  lixing  the  maximum  allowance  of  the  Teacher  at  Twelve 
pounds  ten  shillings,  (£12  10,)  per  annum  ;  permission  was  also  given  to  the  District  lioard  of 
Education  to  ajipoint  a  Clerk  who  might  be  paid  Five  pounds,  (£5,)  per  annum. 

Spe:ikin«  ini  tiiis  subject,  in  his  Memoir  of  Bishop  Strachan,  the  Reverend  Doctor  Hetliiine  says:

In  the  year  18:53,  an  Act  was  passed  increasing  the  grant  for  Counaon  Schools,  and  i)roviding 
for  the  distribution  of  it  amongst  the  Districts.  Five  Thou-and,  Six  ilniulrcd  and  Fifty  pounds, 
•(£5,(560,)  were  now  granted,  in  addition  to  the  sums  before  appropr  ated  by  law,  for  the  years 
1833  and  18:54.  t  'I'liTs  was  directed  to  be  apportioned  , is  follows  :— Eastern,  John8t<nvn,  Uaduirst, 
Newcastle  and  Niagara  Districts,  Five  Hundred  pyunds,  (£500,)  each.  Midland,  (including  Two 
Hundred  pounds,  (£-200.)for  I'rince  Edward  District)  and  the  Home  Districts,  Seven  Hundred 
and  Fifty  pounds,  (£750,)  each.  The  (Jore  and  London  Districts,  Six  Hundreil  pounds,  ( t(ii»0,) 
each.  '1  he  Western  District,  Three  Hundred  and  Fifty  pounds,  (£350,)  and  the  Ottawa  Dis- 
trict, One  Hundred  poun  Is  (£100.)  A  clause  in  this  Act  provided  that  theTeachers  of  Com- 
mon Schools  weie  not  fo  be  tntiiledto  an  allowance,  unless  the  Trustees  of  said  School  shall 
make  it  appear  to  the  satisf.iction  of  the  Liistrict  l5oard  of  Education,  that  tliey  have  made  [.ro- 
vision  for  his  support,  so  as  to  secure  him  for  his  services  in  a  sum  at  least  eijual  to  double  tiie 
amount  which  may  be  allotted  by  that  Board  of  Education  from  the  public  money.  It  was 
further  enacted,  that  each  I'istrict  shoidd  allow  to  the  Clerks  of  their  respective  Boards  of  Edu- 
cation, the  further  sum  o£  Five  pounds,  (£5,)  annually,  in  addition  to  the  sum  they  are  already 
authorized  to  receive.  X 

Since  the  passing  of  this  Act,  no  further  improvement  in  the  Schoo's  has  been  ellected,  al- 
though there  appears  to  have  been  a  general  ijeisuasion,  (which  your  Committee  have  reason  to 
believe  is  a*;  i)resent  very  generally  entertained.)  of  the  iuade(piacy  of  the  system  adopted. 

Your  Committee  annex  an  ana'ysis  of  some  of  the  Reports  of  District  ((Jrammar)  and  Com- 
mon Schools  for  the  year  1838.  from  which  an  estimate  may  be  formed  of  the  present  state  of 
Flducation  in  the  Province  ;  they  regret  that  this  brancli  of  Statistics  is  in  so  imperfect  a  state, 
that  they  have  not  been  able  to  ol)tain  as  exact  inform. ition  on  the  subject,  ;is  the  importance  of 
it  would  require.     (See  Ap[iendice3  A  and  B,  and  also  the  Extracts  from  the  Reports  of  1830.) 

From  these  r{ei)ort3,  however,  it  appears  that  the  number  of  pupils  in  thirteen  District 
(Grammar)  Schools  is  little  more  than  three  liuiulred  ;  that  the  number  of  Common  Schools  may 
be  assumed  to  be  more  than  eight  hundred,  and  tliat  the  number  of  children  receiving  instruc- 
tion in  them,  may  be  estimated  at  about  twenty  four  thouhand,  (24,000,)  taking  the  population 
of  Upi)er  Canada  to  be  four  hundred  and  fifty  thou.sand,  (450,1100).  the  average  of  Education 
by  public  funds  is  about  one  in  18.!^

The  duly  of  ameliorating  this  condition  of  things  forced  itself  early  upon  Doctor 
Strachan  ;  and,  very  much  through  his  influence  and  exerlionn,  a  Law  w.»s  passed  in  .Jatuiary,  1821,  [con- 
tinuing tlu'  Act  of  1830,  which  made]  a  certain  grant  to  each  District  [of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  pounds, 
(l.'2r)0,)l  for  ('oiiunon  School  education,  and  appointing  a  Board  of  Ivlucation  in  each  District,  to  examine 
and  admit  Teichern,  ami  to  make  ,in  eciuitible  distribution,  within  their  bounds,  of  the  Funds  allotted 
thereto,  a  somewhat  better  class  of  School  Masters  was,  bv  this  means,  obtainol,  and  a  larger  number  of 
Schools  were  opened  :  but  there  was  this  defect  in  the  organization  of  the  system,  that  no  ade>niate  pro- 
vision was  made  for  the  superintendence  of  these  Schools,— no  arrangements  for  a  periodical  \isit  to  them, 
80  as  to  ensure  the  proper  attention  to  their  conductors,  and  to  examine  into  and  remedy  complaints,  where 
they  were  preferred.     (Mtjuoir  of  /iishop  Strachan,  pages  105,  106.)

II.  The  Second  subject,  on  which  your  Committee  was  instructed  1 1  prosecute  incpiiry,  is 
the  state  of  the  School  Funds  ;  but  this  matter  was  eubse()uently  referred  to  another  Committee 
— [i.e.,  Committee  Number  2  on  the  "  Receiver  General's  and  other  Ofiices."] 

III.  The  Constitution  and  Revenues  of  the  University  of  King's  College  form  the  Third 
branch  of  your  Committee's  investigation.

IV.  National  Education  miy  be  divided  into  four  departments  :  I'rofessional,  Liljera',  Com- 
mercial and  Elementary.  Of  these,  the  First  two  are  the  si)here  of  the  University  ;— The 
Second   and  Third  of    District  (Grammar)  Schools,  and   the   Fourth  of   Common    Sdioois. 

F^or  University  Education,  i.e.,  such  as  would  ijualify  the  studenr.  in  T'heolngy,  Law  and  Medi- 
cine, the  provision  is  at  present,  very  delicient,  although  the  rciulations  of  the  Upjier  Canada  Law 
Society  are  eminently  conducive  to  the  advantage  of  tiiat  Profession  :  its  operations  inu^t  of 
course,  be  regarded  as  merely  auxiliary  to  the  University  liducation  in  that  Fa -uhy,  and  in- 
tended rather  to  i)romote,  than  to  supersede,  a  course  of  academic  study. 

In  the  other  Faculties,  Theology  and  Medicine,  there  is  no  provision  for  the  instruction  of 
students,  exce[)t  the  incoriioration  of  a  College  of  Physician  and  Surgeons,  which  your  Com- 
mittee fear  will  be  prevented  from  ellccting  all  that  is  desirab'*!,  from  the  want  of  funds.  Your 
Connuittee  beg  respectfully  to  state  tiieir  conviction  that  the  want  of  Schools  of  Divinity  and 
of  Medicine  is  jiroihictive  of  the  most  serious  residts. 

Everyone  who  is  aware,  that  the  well  being  of  every  society  of  men  must  depend  on  the  tone 
of  tluir  religious  and  moral  principles,  must  de[)lore  the  want  of  a  provision  in  the  Province  for 
furnishing  itself  with  an  abundant  supply  of  men,  (pialihed,  by  an  extended  c(;urse  of  Educa- 
tion, for  the  important  duties  which  the  Clergy  have  to  discharge,  as  the  Teachers  of  Jleliginii, 
and  the  (Juardians  of  Morality.  The  baneful  efiect  of  a  want  of  School  of  Medicine  will  be 
sutliciently  appreciated,  by  merely  mentioning  tliAt  its  result  is,  that  the  medical  student  is 
forced  to  seek  that  instruction  which  he  cannot  obtain  here,  in  the  neighbouring  llei)ublic,  from 
which  he  returns,  not  infre(iuently,  imbued  with  hostility  to  the  Constitutioii  under  wiiich  he 
is  to  live.  Your  Committee  beg  respectfully  t(j  pre.ss  u[)on  the  attention  of  your  Honourable 
Board,  the  imj)ortance  of  some  speedy  remedy  for  these  evils. 

This  remedy  would  be  provided,  if  the  University  were  in  active  operation  :  but  this  the 
Committee  cannon  anticipate  for  some  years,  in  the  present  state  of  its  hnances,  and  on  account 
of  the  proposed  scah;  of  exi)euditure  on  the  15uildings. 

TiiK  UiTEK  Canada  Colleoe  as  a  Ti:M:'oitAKv   UNi\Ki(sriv. 

riie  Proviueial  Legislature  were  so  deeply  iniinessed  with  the  necessity  of  making  prompt 
l)rovision,  under  the  circumstances,  that,  in  the  last  Sessi(  n  they  passed  an  .\ct  ci eating  Uj.per 
Canada  College  a  Temi)orary  University.  The  advantages  of  this  arrangement  are  :  that  but 
little  addition  to  the  present  establisiimeiit  of  Tutors  will  be  requisite  for  an  eMicient  education 
in  Arts,  and  that  the  only  additional  Building  reipiired  will  be  a  School  House  for  those  pupils 
of  the  Institution,  who  are  not  (|ualitied  to  enter  on  the  regular  University  course  ;  so  tiiat  lectures 
may  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the  system  is  organized.  Your  Committee  annex  plans  for  carry- 
ing into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  Act  for  a  Temporary  University,  which  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  F. 

Note. — The  Comtnis.sioiiers  have  here^'iveiia  wide  and  liberal  interpretation 

to  a  .section  of  the  "  Act  for  tlie  Advancement  of   Education  in  this  Province," 

(pages,    170,  171    of   this    Volume,   ante,)  for  the   only   enacting  clause   in   that 
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Statute,  relatiii;^-  to  Upper  Canada  (Jolle<;e  is  tli''.  (Jth  Section,  wliioli  states,  tlmt 
"  it  shall  and  may  Ite  lawful  for  the  said  Council  of  King's  Colle<,'e  :  First,  to  a])pi()- 
priate  a  portion  of  the  revenues  thereof,  not  exceeding  one  half,  to  the  support, 
extension  and  maintenance  of  Upper  Canada  (Jollege,  until  it  sliall  l)e  dueiiu'd 
necessary  to  erect  the  University." 

This  Financial  provision  for  Upper  Canada  College,  in  coiuniction  with  a 
portion  of  the  preamhle  to  the  Act  itself,  may  he  hehl  to  support  ths  Com- 
missioners' view  of  this  pai-t  of  the  Statute  of  1 889.  The  extract  f)-oin  the  pre- 
amhle is  as  follows:  "Whereas,  Upper  Canada  College,  with  some  changes 
affected,  would  ati'ord  suflicient  accommodation  to  the  ])ul)lic,  as  a  rr(niricial  Se.it 
of  Learning,  until  it  shall  he  deemed  necessary  to  erect  a  University."  i'aken 
together,  this  preandjle  and  the  enacting  clause  of  the  Act  (niott;d  al)Ove,  ma}', 
therefore,  he  held  to  justify  the  opinion  of  the  Commi.ssionei"s  on  the  sul)ject. 

An  example  of  'history  repeating  itself  is  liirnished  l>y  this  example  of"  the 
second  ahortive  efl'ort  of  the  Upper  Canada  Legislature  to  constitute  Upper 
Canada  College  a  "  Temporary  University."  An  attempt  of  this  kind  was  made 
in  LS30,  and  a  Bill  for  that  pur|)ose  was  passed  hy  the  House  of  Assemhly,  but  it 
was  rejected  by  the  Legislative  Council,  for  tlui  reasons  wliieli  it  then  gave. 
That  proposed  Bill  is  printed  on  pages  301-304  of  the  First  W^lume  of  tliis  Docu- 
mentary History. 

Although  the  Education  Committee,  in  their  Report,  submitted  a  "  Plan,"  as 
directed,  whereljy  this  U])per  Canada  College  University  poition  (jf  the  Act  of 
18.''9  might  be  carried  into  effect,  yet  it  never  was  acted  upon,  as  the  incongruity 
of  the  scheme  may  have  prevented  any  practical  attempt  being  made  to  do  so. 

Tin;  Thkoi.ocmcal  DKi-.\in^rKNT  oi'  tiik  Umvkk-;itv  ok  Krxc's  (Ioilkuk. 

Your  Conunittoc;  have  bestowed  iiuicli  considenitioii  on  tlie  suhject  of  tlie  Tlioulo'_ncal 
department.  It  is  their  conviction  that  it  wouM  l)e  wholly  .siil)vev.sivc  of  the  order  and  well  being 
of  an  ITniversity,  to  liave  within  it  Chair.s  for  the  Prof(.'ssors|of  ditl'event  Denominations  of  Keli^ion. 
l*ut,  altlioni^h  they  would,  for  this  reason,  sugi^est,  tliat  the  L'ni\er.sity,  in  this  Faculty,  .should 
be  assimilated  to  those  of  O.xford,  Cambridge  and  Dublin;  they  would  also  recoiumend  that  pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  allording  to  the  students  for  tiu;  Ministry  in  other  Denoiuination.><  of 
Christianity,  tlu^  advantages  of  an  academic  education.  They,  therefore,  submit  the  only  ])lan 
by  which  it  ai)i>ears  to  them  the  imfjortant  object  of  instruction  for  Thecdogical  Students  c;in  be 
obtained,  v.ithout  exciting  angry  and  jealous  feelings  throughout  the  Province,  or  endangering 
the  peace  and  hai'inonj'  of  the  l^niversity.  They  woidd  recommend  that  Theological  Seninaries 
should  be  esta])lished,  (either  all  in  one,  or  each  in  a  ditl'erent  part  of  the  Province, )onu  for  each 
Denomination  that  might  ai)pear  to  reijuiro  such  an  establishment,  for  the  education  of  their 
Clergy.  On  hnishing  their  course  of  instruction  there,  the  Student  slundd  receive  a  diploma, 
certifying  that  he  had  completed  the  recpiisite  course  of  Theological  study,  which  might  be  an 
essential  in  the  re(piisites  for  such  titles,  or  degrees,  in  Divinity,  as  the  authorities  of  each 
Theological  yeminary  might  be  empowered  to  confer. 

Note.  From  this  portion  of  the  Report  of  the  Fducation  Committee  of  the 
Commissioners,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Conunittee  strongly  dis.scnted,  apparently 
on  prudential  grounds,  from  the  proposed  plan  of  having  Episcopalian  and 
Presbyterian  Professors  of  Theology  in  the  University  of  King's  College.  This 
scheme,  as  a  solution  of  the  denominational  ditliculty,  in  the  settlement  of  the 
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King's  (JoUeiTje  Charter  (juesbion,  was  suggested  by  a  Committee  of  the  Imperial 
House  of  Commons  in  1828  and  endorsed  by  the  Select  Committee  of  the  Legis- 
lative Council  in  1837,  on  the  amendment  of  the  Charter.     (See  page  69,  ante.) 

In  1831  a  previous  etiort  had  been  made  to  arrange  matters,  in  regard  to  the 
University.  Owing  to  apprehensions,  which  were  entertaijied  at  that  time, (as  stated 
by  the  Reverend  A.  N.  Bethune,  in  his  Memoir  of  Bishop  Strachan,  by  adherents  of 
the  Church  of  England  in  Upper  Canada,)  that  the  "  disgust  in  England,"  caused 
by  the  statement  there  of  alleged  grievances  in  Canada,"  would  seriously  damage 
the  position  "  of  the  Church  of  England  here,''  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese — the 
Honourable  and  Right  Reverend  Charles  James  Stewart,  ]).D.,  Brother  of  the 
Earl  of  Galloway — was  strongly  urged  by  Archdeacon  Strachan  ami  others  to 
proceed  to  England;  as,  from  family  connections,  he  had  influence  with  several  of 
the  Ministry."     The  Reverend  Doctor  Bethune  proceeds: — 

It  was  arumged  that  the  Writer  of  this  Memoir  should  accomijany  Bi8ho[i  Stewart  to 
Enf,'ljuid.     .     .     [which  lie  did,  and  thoy  arrived  in  England  on  the  30th  of  A|)ril,  18;31.] 

Much  consultation  was  had  witli  Lord  Goderich  in  regard  to  the  University,  on  tlie 
exclu-siveneaa  of  whtjse  Cliarter  he  had  been  so  niucli  assailed  ;  and  his  Lt)rdshii)  made  a  pro- 
position which  I  strongly  advised  lUsliojt  Stowart  to  accept.  Tlii-s  was  to  divide  tlie  University 
endowment  ;  giving  one  half  to  the  Cliurch  of  England,  with  the  i)rcsent  Charter  unchanged  ; 
and  the  other  half  to  the  Province  ft)r  the  establishment  of  a  University  entirely  satisfactory  to 
the  Colonial  mind.  .  .  Much  tn  the  di.sappointment  of  Lord  (ioderich,  the  Bishop  felt  him- 
Belf  obliged  to  decline  the  proposal.  Events  have  shewn  that  it  would  have  been  wise  to  have 
accepted  the  (jffer  of  Loid  Goderich.  (Mcuwir  of  Bishop  iStrachun,  .  .  .  bij  his  iSncccssor 
in  the  iScc,  1S70.      I'wjes  ISJ,  134.)

V.  Regarding  Grammar  Schools,  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Commissioners  beg  to 
offer  the  following  suggestions  : — 

1.  'IMiat  one  sy.stem  should  be  lai<l  down  to  Ije  adoi)ted  by  all,  as  great  disadvantages  will 
arise  from  the  present  want  of  uniformity. 

2.  That  no  Master  should  be  apixjinted  without  examination  ;  that  this  examination 
should  refer  to  his  iiualilications,  not  merely  as  a  scholar,  but,  aS:  a  teacher  ;  for  itofteu  happens 
that  excellent  .scludars  are  wholly  unlit  for  the  othce  of  Teacher. 

o.  That  provision  should  be  made  for  an  Assistant  in  each  School,  where  there  are  thiity 
pupils,  the  Master  to  supplj'  other  assistance,  according  to  the  increase  of  ])Upils  in  the  Schoob 

•4.  That  it  would  be  hi<.ddy  desirable  to  have  District  (Grammar)  School  Houses  built  on  an 
uniforui  plan.  They  should  contain,  besides  a  go(jd  School  lloom,  sullicient  acconnnodation  for 
the  Mastc^r  and  his  family,  and  also  for  resident  pupils.  The  eli'ect  of  such  provisions,  as  are 
above  recommended,  would  lje,that  the  tuition  fees  might  be  diminished, — which  3'our  Connuittee 
consider  would  be  attended  with  beneticial  results. 

5.  That  a  certain  number  of  pupils  should  be  entitled  to  free  education  ;  those  so  entitled  to 
be  nominated  by  the  Lieutenant  (iovernor,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Di.-<trict 
Grammar  School  Tiustees. 

(5.  That  a  (luarterly  Report  should  bo  hiid  bef(jre  the  King's  College  Council,  ami  that  the 
Scho(d3  should  be  visited  by  the  Inspector  General  of  Education,  at  least  once  bienniall3'. 

Remarks  ok  the  Edl'cation  Committee  on  the   State  ok  the  Common  Schools. 

Vr.  Your  Committee  beg  leave  now  to  offer  a  few  remarks  on  the  present  state  of  Common 
Schools,  as  preparatory  to  the  Plan,  which  they  have  the  iionour  of  recommending  for  their 
improvement. 

The  hrst  step,  they  conceive,  towards  their  improvement,  is  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of 
the  Master.  At  piesent,  the  Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  but  too  many  Teachers, 
receiving  the  Government  allowance,  are  to  be  foiuid  untit  for  this  responsible  station,  from  their 
want,  either  of  literary,  or  moral  qualitications. 
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riie  cause  ..f  this  ualitnos.s,  y.mr  Coiiimittuo  bcliuvu  to  bo,  tliu  iiiadciniiito  romuneraticn 
which  13  held  out  to  those  who  would  emhraco  this  occupiitii.n.  In  this  C.Miiitry,  the  w.ic'ea  of 
the  working  classes  are  so  high,  that  few  undertake  the  ollico  of  School  Master,  except  Uio»e 
who  are  unahle  to  do  anythiiiL;  else  ;  and,  hence  the  important  duties  of  e.lucation  are  often 
entrusted  to  incompetent  and  impr(.per  persons.  The  income  of  the  School  Master  should,  at 
least,  be  ecpial  to  that  (.f  a  common  labourer.  Until  some  provision  of  this  nature  is  made,  your 
Committee  fear  that  it  will  be  in  vain  to  expect  a  suliioiciit  supply  of  competent  Teachers  for 
the  Schools. 

Nkckssitv  ok  a  Tkaimnc;,  or  Nou.mai,,  School  urn  Tkaciikks. 

Another  serious  defect  in  the  i)resent  Common  School  system,  is  the  want  of  a  Training 
School  for  Teachers.  The  advanta,;,'es  resulting'  from  the  estiiblishmeiit  of  such  institutions  are 
attested  by  experience,  wherever  they  have  been  in  operation.*  Your  Committee  are  naluially 
led  to  observe  next,  the  evils  arising  tr<,m  the  want  of  an  uniform  system  of  instruction.  They 
consider  the  introduction  of  uniformity,  (both  as  to  system  adopted,  ami  te.\t  books  used,)  to 
be  of  the  utmost  importance. 

Pl.vn  of  the  Education  Com.mittke  for  thk  imi'kovk.me;  t  ok  Co.m.mon  Schools. 

Vil.  The  Education  Committee  of  the  Commissioners  now  beg  leave  to  submit  the  outlines 
of  a  Plan  for  the  improvement  of  the  Common  Schools. 

1.  In  every  Townsliip  a  Model  School  should  be  established.  The  School  House  might  be 
built,  (and  the  future  rei)air3  piovideil  for,)  by  a  Joint  Stock  As.sociation,  which  should  ix;ceive 
interest  for  the  capital  expended.  To  the  School  House  should  be  attached  a  small  portion  of 
land,  (say  two  acres.)  for  the  use  of  the  School  Master.  The  School  House  .should  contain,  at 
least,  live  rooms  ;  two  School  IJooujs  ;  one  for  the  boys,  another  for  the  girls  ;  a  Siltin"  and 
Bed  Room  for  the  Master,  and  a  Kitchen.  " 

For  each  of  these  Schools,  there  should  be  a  Male  and  Female  Teacher.  It  would  be  desir- 
able if  married  jjersons  could  be  found,  willing  to  undertake,  and  competent  to  discharge,  these 
duties.  The  income  of  the  Teacher  should  arise  from  a  fixed  allowance,  and  also  for"the  fees 
for  tuition  ;  the  allowance  shcjuld  not  be  less  than  Fifteen  Pounds,  (i'15,)  i>er  year  for  the  Male 
Teacher,  and  Ten  Pounds.  (£10,)  for  the  Female.  In  addition  to  the  Teachers  who  should 
have  the  charge  of  the  Model  Sclio(d,  there  shtjuld  be  one  or  more  licensed  to  itinerate  as  School 
Masters  througli  the  Township,  beyond  the  si)here  of  the  permanent  School,— .say  at  any  jdace 
more  than  two  miles  distant  from  it, — these  slumld  be  promoted,  as  vacancies  occur,  to  the 
char>;e  of  the  Model  Schools.  Thus  provisicjn  might  be  made  for  one  permaneiit,  and  four 
occasional,  Schoo's  in  each  Township  ;  wliilst  the  comi)Ietiou  of  the  system  contemplates  the 
future  elevation  of  the  latter  to  permanent  Establishments  on  the  same  fo(jtiiig  as  the  .Model 
School. 

Experience  proves  the  advantage  of  having  some  charge,  however  small,  for  the  education 
even  of  the  humblest  classes  of  society.  Perhaps,  two  doUars  per  (piarter.  mi.;lit  l)e  lixed  as  a 
sum,  which  is  witliin  tlie  reacli  of  almost  all  who  could  pay  anything  ;  and.  to  meet  the  case  of 
those  who  could  not  even  all'ord  tliis,  a  certain  number  should  be  entitled  to  free  education,— 
say  one  in  tive. 

Your  Committee  have  recommended  that  these  fees  should  form  one  part  of  the  income  of 
the  School  Master,  the  other  part  being  the  fixed  allowance  from  Government.  From  this, 
they  would  deduct  one  -luarter  to  be  appropriated  to  the  formation  of  a  School  Library.  Tiiey 
subjoin  an  estimate  of  the  probable  income  of  the  IMaster  of  a  .Mo. lei  School.

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The  siil)jcctn  of  instruction  should  be,  in  addition  to  tlie  ordinary  branches  of  an  English 
Education,  (Spelling  Reading  and  Writing,)  the  Holy  Scriptures.  Geograjdiy,  History,  Arith- 
metic, Mensuration  and  Book-keeping  ;  and,  in  the  Girl's  School,  Sewing  and  Knitting. 

Evils  of  Pkkmittinc;  Amkuuan  Uook.s  to  kk  useh  in  the  Schools. 

Great  care  .shoidd  be  taken  in  the  selection  of  Text  I'ooks.  V'fnir  Coniiiiittee  regret  to  find 
that  editions  publislied  in  the  United  States  are  much  used  throughout  the  Province  :  tinctured, 
as  tliey  arc,  by  principles,  which,  however  tit  for  dissemination  under  the  form  of  Oovern- 
nient  which  exists  there,  cannot  be  inculcated  here  witliout  evil  results."*  They,  therefore, 
recommend  that  some  means  should  be  taken  wheieby  the  School.s  here  may  be  ]iruvided  with 
Text  Books  at  a  cheap  rate  from  Great  Britain,  or  that  a  series  of  compilatioii.s,  or  re-publica- 
tions, should  be  prepared  and  iirinted  here,  as  the  School  Books  appointed  to  be  used  in  all 
the  Schools  thioughout  the  Province. 

An  Ix.si'i;i;roii  (iKXiuivL  ok  Eiuji.'.vtio.v,  .vnii  a   Piiovim-ial  Bovrh  ov  Co.mmissio.nkhs. 

The  general  control  of  Common  Schools,  your  Connnittee  recommend  slio\dd  be  vested 
in  a  Provincial  Board  of  Conuni.ssioners,  at  Toronto.  One  of  these  Oommissioneia,  (to  be 
called  the  "  Inspector  General  of  Education"),  should  be  cx-officio.  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
and  should  receive  a  .salary.  He  tjliould  exercise  supervision  over  both  the  Grammar  and 
Common  Schools,  and  be  the  medium  of  communication  between  the  local  authorities 
in  the  Districts,  and  the  Council  of  King's  College,  or  the  Provincial  IJoard  of  Com- 
missioners. The  Secretary  of  the  lioard  also  should  be  a  salaried  Otticer.  The  duties  of 
this  Provincial  Board  shoiUd  be,  at  first,  the  preparations  of  Pules  and  Regulations  to 
bo  observed  throughout  all  the  Schools  under  their  control.  The  selectiiju,  or  ))re])aration, 
of  School  Text  liooks,  etcetera,  to  be  used  ;  lixing  the  editions  of  the  same  ;  the  licen.sing 
of  Teachers  ;  determining  the  location  of  the  School  Houses  ;  and  making  other  arrangements 
necessary,  as  preliminaiies  to  the  introduction  (>f  the  System  of  Education  subsecpiently.  Other 
duties  Would  be  tosu])ervise  the  opcr;>tion  of  thisSystem,  by  revising  and  examining  the  ipiarterly 
Reports  sent  by  the  Secretaries  of  the  District  Boards  of  Sch(K)l  Trustees,  and  to  ]a-esent  an 
Annual  Statement  to  the  Oliicer  adoiinistering  the  GN^veiument  of  the  Pnn'incu  ;  detailing  the 
number  of  Schools  ;  the  numljer  of  pupils  in  each  ;  the  nmaber  of  Teachers  ;  the  income  of  the 
same.  —  derived  from  imblic  funds,  and  fnnn  .school  fees  ;  state  of  School  Houses  ;  revenues  and 
sources  of  the  same  ;  and  other  ))articulars,  from  which  acmirate  information  of  the  System  of 
Education,  and  its  practical  working,  may  lie  readily  obtained.  The  local  control  of  the  Schools 
sliould  be  vested  in  District  Tru.stees,  nominated  by  the  Oliicer  administering  the  Government 
of  tlie  Province.  Each  of  these  District  Trustee  Boards  should  have  a  salaried  Secretary,  who 
also  should  dischai'ge  the  duty  of  inspecting  and  reporting  on  the  Schools  within  the  District, 
each  Secretary  as  often  as  circmnstances  ma}'  require,  but  all,  at  least,  (mce  annually.  It  should 
also  be  his  duty  to  ccnduct  the  correspondence  with  the  (ieneral  Board  of  the  Province, and  with 
the  Boanl  of  Township  Directors  of  Schools. 

These  Directors  might  be  elected  by  the  Shareholders,  fi'om  amongst  themselves,  and  also 
from  those  wlio  had  become  eligible  by  making  a  donation  of  a  fixed  amount,  or  value,  to  the 
advancement  of  education  in  the  Tovvnshij).

Prince  Eilnnnl  District  (!r(iinini(r  Silmi,!.  The  Trustees  say: — On  the  fifteenth  day  of 
February  last  Mr.  John  Deacon  was  appointed  by  us  to  be  Master  of  the  Public  ((irammar) 
School  of  this  District,  to  till  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  appointment  of  the  former  Teacher, 
Mr.  Marcus  C.  Croinbie,  to  the  Mastershij)  of  the  Home  District  ((irammar)  School.  At  the 
last  examination  of  the  Schmd  while  under  Mr.  Crombie's  care,  in  duly  last,  about  twenty-five 
boys  were  present, — six  or  eight  of  whom  were  being  taught  the  Latin  and  (Ireek  classics,  and 
the  remainder  the  usual  Ijranches  of  Ki.glish  and  Mercantile  education.  The  pupils  generally 
ac<juitted  themselves  in  their  several  classes  in  such  a  manner,  as  to  reflect  a  good  deal  of  credit 
u{(on  the  Master,  and  give  general  satisfaction  to  their  parents  and  guardians.

lloiiie  District  Gr<niini(ir  Hchuol.  The  Trustees  say  :--That  the  School,  reorganized  by  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Marcus  C.  Crombie,  as  Principal,  opened  upon  the  lentli  of  .lanuary  last. 
During  the  tirst  quarter,  little  increase  of  scholars  took  place,  but  the  assiduity  and  <pialiticationa 
of  the  I'lincipal,  becoming  then  more  generally  kiijwn,  the  following  month  their  numliers  were 
doubled,  nnd  forty-one  sciudars  are  now  deriving  benefit  from  this  Institution.  The  Seho(jl  has 
been  occasionally  visited  by  some  of  the  Trustees,  and  tlu'y  are  t^nabled  to  state  their  satisfac- 
tion with  the  method  of  instruction  pursued,  and  with  the  advances  made  by  the  pu])ila  under 
it."

My  thoughts  have  naturally  turned 
thoiuselvcs  very  often  to  the  great  existing  <lefett3  in  the  present  system,  and  the  modes  of 
remedying  them.  It  would  certainly'  be  agreeable  to  me  to  eommunicate  my  ideas  immediately 
to  you,  that  so  whatever  in  them  was  judged  serviceable  might  I'lireotly  c<mie  to  boar  on  Legis- 
lative measures. 

'Die  Trustees  say  : — That  they  have  examined  the  District  (Orannnar)  School  conducted  by 
Dr.  .John  ivie.  the  Princi[)il,  aud  Mr.  William  Tassio,  his  assistant,  and  tiiid  the  Institution  in 
a  most  llourisliing  and  advancing  condition  Tliu  i)rogress  of  tlie  nuniLrou.s  pupils  in  knowledge 
is  great,  and  every  credit  is  due  to  the  diligence  and  attcniiou  of  the  Teachers.  J'lie  statement 
to  whicii  tliis  is  a|)i)endud  exhil)its  the  nmuber  of  )>upils  in  the  Institution  at  this  date,  the 
brauches  of  euucatson  wliicli  are  taught,  and  the  books  which  are  in  use  therein.  (Signed  l)y 
the  Ueverend  Messieuis  Alexander  (iah;,  .John  (iamble  (ieddea  and  IVIaik  V.  Stark,  and 
]\lessieurs  .lames  IJacey,  W.  M.  .Jarvis,  John  Law  aud  William  Uraigie.) 

Tdiliol,  Di.slrlct  Gnuanmr  l>'i'lii>i>l.  'J'jie  Chairman  says  : — That  tliere  were  two  or  three  of 
the  pujjils  receiving  gratuitous  instruction,  but  not  by  regular  api)oiiitment  of  the  Trustees, 
according  to  the  provision  of  the  Act  "  for  the  gratuitous  tuition  of  ten  poor  children,"  which 
provision,  (both  here  and  in  the  Loudon  District,  before  the  County  of  Norfolk  was  constituted 
a  separate  District),  has  hitherto  proved  nugatory,  partly  owing  to  the  fact,  that  those,  who 
might  be  <lesirous  to  avail  themselves  of  it,  cannot  alibrd  to  pay  for  the  board  of  their  children 
in  the  ueighborliood  of  the  Scliool,  aud  partly  owing  to  the  inetticient  state  <jf  the  ('onnnon 
Schools,  wliicli  <lo  not  furnish  candidates  for  such  gi-atuitous  instruction.  The  Board  cannot 
conclude  this  Report,  witliout  dejiloring  the  backward  state  of  education  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince, (and  particularly  in  this  part  of  it,  with  which  they  are,  of  course,  best  ac(iuainted)  ;  a 
state  of  things  which  calls  loudly  for  the  adoption  of  energetic  measures  for  the  iiuproviineiit  of 
the  Common  Schools,  atid  for  such  r)tlier  steps  as  may  remedy  the  evil.  They  also  take  the 
liberty  to  record  it  as  their  opinion,  that  the  most  likely  measure  to  raise  the  staiulard  of  education 
in  the  Province,  would  be  tlie  endowment  of  a  Seat  ot  Jjeaniing  as  similar  as  circumstaiu-es  may 
admit  of,  to  thosi-  in  the  parent  state,  whence  examples  might  be  furnished  to  the  country  at 
lar^e,  of  the  degree  to  which  the  cultivation  of  the  human  mind  may  be  carried  and  a  stimulus 
afforded  to  the  industry  of  the  rising  generation.  (Signed  by  the  Peverenu  Francis  Evans, 
Chairman.) 

Niaijiua  I )isliiif  ('(DiiinoH  ScliiKils.  The  Clinirman  of  tlie  lioaro  of  Education  says:  The 
Teachers  of  the  Conniion  Schools  are  British  sulijccts,  or  lia\e  taken  tin;  oath  of  allegiance. 
They  have  been  carefully  examined  in  the  brauches  rcijuired  to  be  taught,  -  but  tlu:y  generally 
come  short  of  the  standard  of  (|uaIilicatiou8  that  ought  to  be  established.  Employed  from 
necessity,  in  consei|uence  of  the  small  and  inadeipuite  provision  made  for  their  supi)ort, — it 
being  little  more  than  an  ordinary  mechanic's  or  labourer's  hire.  A  more  ellicieut.  .system  of 
instruction  in  tlie  Connnon  Schools  is  required,  and,  in  order  to  this,  teaching  should  become  a 
profession,  for  which  respectable  provision  should  Ijc  made  b^'  taxation,  aiul  the  means  of  due 
l)reparation  provided  for  the  duly  of  Teachers.  The  number  of  Teachers  in  the  Niagara  District 
ai'e  forty-one.  The  number  of  pupils  in  tlie  District  is  1,'6'J-i.  (Signed  by  the  Ueverend  Thomas 
Creen,  Chairman.) 

NoTi:.  The  remainder  of  tlie  School  lleporLs  are  statistical.  'J'hry  are 
given  ill  detail  on  pages  420-4-30  of  the  Appendix  to  the  Join-nal.s  (*!'  the  House 
of  Assembly  of  the  Fifth  (and  last)  Se.ssioii  of  the  Thirtcentli  Parliament  of 
Upper  Canada,  Volinne  I,  Part  IT,  1839,  ]840. 

It  will  he  noticed  in  this  Report  of  the  Niagara  District  Common  Schools, 
that  the  Board  of  Education  for  that  District  practically  endorse  the  .statement 
of  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Commissionei's, — page  249,  ante, — that  "  the 
income  of  the  School  Master  shoukl  be  at  least  equal  to  that  of  the  common 
labourer" — which  in  those  days  it  was  not.  The  consequence  was,  as  stated  by 
the  Education  Committee,  "  the  important  duties  of  education  are  often  entrusted 
to  incompetent  and  improper  persons."

He 
gives  the  assets  of  King's  College,  up  to  that  date,  as  £227,927:5:11.  The  follow- 
ing Statement  shows  that  five  months  later,  up  to  the  30th  of  November, 
1839,  the  Assets  of  King's  College  had  increased  to  £240,845:1:1.  This  sum,, 
with  that  of  £72,417:0:3 — the  Assets  of  Upper  Canada  College,  ps  given  below, — 
together  make  the  total  assets  of  both  Institutions,  to  be  £319,202:7:4.  Mr.  Patrick 
gives  no  estimate  of  the  assets  of  Upper  Canada  College.  (See  also  the  financial 
Statements  of  these  Colleges  on  pages  180-182,  ante.)

Appendix  F — Plan  Number  One:  By  which  the  Provision  of  the  Act,   2   Victoria,  Chapter  10 y 
creating  Upper  Canada  College  a  Temporary  University,  may  be  carrieil  ont. 

1. — The  course  of  instruction  to  be  divided  into  two  Branches.  First,  for  the  School  of 
Upper  Canada  College,  and  Second,  for  the  CoUec^e  as  a  Temporary  University. 

2. — The  course  of  instruction  in  Upper  Canada  College  School  to  be  the  same  as  that  in  the 
District  Grammar  Schools ;  an  annual  examination  of  the  pupils  to  take  place,  previously  to  the 
midsummer  vacation. 

8. — No  pupil  to  be  permitted  to  enter  on  the  University  course,  without  examination  in  thia 
prescribed  course  of  study. 

4 — At  this  examination,  candidates  for  admission  from  the  Grammar  Schools  will  contend 
with  those  sent  from  Upper  Canada  College  School  ;  Returns  are  to  be  made,  assigning  places. 
to  the  candidates  according  to  their  answering,  and  specifying  the  Schools  at  which  they  have 
been  educated. 

5 — A  certain  number  of  Sizar-shijis,  (or  titles  to  free  Education)  to  be  established— Candi- 
dates are  to  be  elected  by  their  answering  at  the  entrance  examination  ;  preference,  however, 
in  all  cases  is  to  be  given  to  those  whoso  circumstances  would  render  such  a  provision  necessary. 

6 — Stipendiary  Scholarships,  (to  be  established,)  to  be  open  to  all  candidates  from  the  Gram- 
mar Schools  and  from  Upper  Canada  College  School.  Election  to  be  by  examination  in  the 
prescribed  course.  The  examination  to  be  held  at  the  end  of  the  third  year,  and  the  stipend  to- 
continue  for  four  years.     "Vacancies  to  be  filled  up  as  before, — by  examination  of  candidates. 

7 — The  Temporary  University  course  to  be  divided  into  two  parts — 

I,  an  extended  course  of  classics  and  science  for  honour  men,  and 

II,  a  more  limited  course  of  the  same,  with  subjects  of  popular  interest,  and  of  more 
practical  advantage. 

8 — Two  Examinations  are  to  be  held  in  the  year, — one  a  College  examination  ;  the  other  a. 
requsite  for  the  University  degree  ;  at  the  first  of  these  Examinations,  Certificates  of  proficiency 
might  be  conferred  ;  at  the  latter  Examination,  Books  to  be  given  as  prizes.  Four  examinations^ 
(one  in  each  year,)  to  be  required  previously  to  obtaining  permision  to  prepare  the  acts  for  B. 
A.  Students  may  be  liable  to  be  disqualified  (at  any  of  these  four  examinations)  from  proceed- 
ing further  in  the  prescribed  course. 

*  The  Reverend  Doctor  Harris,  Principal  of  Upper  Canada  College,  in  a  pamphlet  issued  in  May,  1836, 
discussed  the  course  of  study  and  other  matters  in  the  College,  under  the  Title  of  "  Observations  on  Upper- 
Canada  College."    The  pamphlet  extended  to  23  pages.

Note.  It  i.s  a  noticeable  fact,  which  appears  all  through  tlie  hi.stor}'  of  the 
Schools  in  Upper  Canada, — whether  public  or  private, — that  i-eiigious  teaching. 
In  one  form  or  another,  was  an  acknowledged  feature  in  the  scholastic  train- 
ing of  the  pupils.  At  all  events  it  was  laid  down  as  a  cardinal  [)rinciple,  by  those 
who  had  to  do  with  education  in  the  early  days,  that  icligious  teaching  was  to  be 
the  basis  of  all  instruction  in  the  various  educntional  institutions  of  the  Province. 

In  making  the  original  grant  of  lands,  in  17U7,  for  "  Free  Grammar  Schools 
and  other  Seminaries  of  a  larger  and  more  comprehensive  nature,"  it  was  stated 
by  the  Duke  of  Portland  to  be  with  a  view  "  to  assist   and  encourage  the   e.xer- 
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tions  of  the  Province  in  l:iyin<;  the  fomKhition  for  promoting  sound  learning  and 
a  religious  education  "  ;  and  also  "  for  the  promotion  of  religious  and 

moral  learning,  and  the  study  of  the  Arts  and  Sciences." 

To  carry  out  this  latter  object  the  Charter  of  King's  College  was  granted  in 
1827,  with  a  view  to  provide,  as  it  staled,  "  for  the  education  of  Youth  in  the 
Principles  of  the  Christian  Religion,  and  for  their  instruction  in  the  various 
branches  of  Science  and  Literature." 

In  the  Course  of  Study  for  Grammar  Schools,  suggested  by  the  Reverend 
Doctor  Strachan,  to  the  Reverend  A.  N.  Bethune,  in  LS2(),  he  provided  for  instruc- 
tion in  the  New  Testament. 

In  the  Cour.ses  of  Study  pre.scribed  for  Grammar  and  Common  Schools,  the 
names  of  the  Bible  and  of  the  Testament  appear  in  the  list  of  Books  u.sed.  In  the 
Course  of  Study  suggested  by  the  Committee  of  the  Commission  on  Education,  (as 
above,)  it  is  set  down  that  "  Learning  by  heart  verses  of  the  English  New  Testa- 
ment"  shall  form  part  of  the  instruction  of  pupils  in  each  of  the  five  Forms  of 
"  the  Upper  Canada  College  School."  In  the  list  of  Books  used  in  the  Common 
Schools  the  names  of  the  "  Bible,"  "  the  Testament,"  and  "  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments," frequently  appear     (Page  253,  ante.) 

There  seems  to  have  been  no  objection  made  from  any  (juarter  to  the  then 
common  practice  of  reading  the  Bible,  or  Testament,  in  the  Grammar  and  Common 
Schools,  or  of"  learning  by  heart  verses  from  the  English  Testament." 

The  Reverend  Robert  Murray,  who  preceded  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson, 
as  Superintendent  of  Education  for  Upper  Canada,  in  his  Letter  to  the  Education 
Commissioners,  says: — "As  Morality  and  Religion  are  the  foundation  and  stabi- 
lity of  all  good  Governments,  and  as  these  are  taught  in  their  purity  in  the  Word 
of  God,  a  portion  of  the  Sciiptures  should  be  read  in  these  Schools,  at  least  one 
Chapter  a  day  ;  the  reading  to  be  consecutive  through  the  whole  insi)ired  volume. 
(See  page  274,  (infe;  also  the  remarks  of  the  Honourable  P.  B.  de  Blac(iuiere  on 
page  27 (J.)

The  Replies  received  from  those  gentlemen  are,  in  many  respects,  (with 
■notable  exceptions),  (lisappointii)g.  As  a  whole,  the  remarks  of  the  Writers  lack  the 
clear  practical  tone  and  the  compreliensive  character  of  the  suggestions  embodied 
in  the  various  elaborate  and  interesting  Report^,  which  were  presented  by  the 
Special  Conindttees  of  either  branch  of  the  Legislature  to  their  re.spective  Houses. 
This  may  be  largely  accounted  for,  from  the  fact,  that  these  lleplies  were  written 
by  isolated  individuals,  who  had  not  the  advantage,  which  the  interchange  of 
opinion,  and  the  combatting  of  crude  notions  in  Counnittees,  give  a  person,  in  the 
formation  of  his  final  judgmoiit  on  matters  of  coiiimon  interest. 

Nevertheless,  these  Replies  are  historically  valuable;  for  they  embody  the 

current  opinion  of  the  daj',  in  regard  to  the  inefficienc}'  of  the  Schools,*  and  of  the 

general  want  of  qualifications  on  the  part  of  the  Teachers  employed, — especially 

of  those  in  the  Common  Schools.     The  Reverend  Robert  McGill,  of  Niagara,  puts 

this  point  very  clearly  and  forcibly,  when  he  says  :  — 

I  know  the  ((ualifications  of  nearly  all  the  Common  School  Teachers  in  this  District,  and  1 
do  not  hesitate  to  s:iy  that  there  is  not  nuiro  than  one,  in  the  ten,  fully  (jualitied  to  instruct  the 
young  in  the  humblest  depaitment. 

The  London  District  Boartl  of  Education,  in  their  Report  of  tlie  Grammar 
School  in  that  District  for  1839,  say  :  — 

The  Masters  chosen  by  [the  Common  School]  Trustees  are  often  ignorant  men,  barely 
acf|Uainted  with  the  rudiments  of  education,  and,  consequently,  jeiilous  of  anj  School  superior 
to  their  own.     (Page  214,  aule.) 

Happily,  the  prevalence  of  these  opinions  had  .so  strong  an  iidlncnce  upon  the 
Committee  of  the  Commissioners  on  Education,  and  upon  the  public  men  of  the

I  do  not  consider  the  present  provisions  for  Education  in  this  Province,  adequate  to  its 
wants  ;  and  this  observation  applies  to  Common,  as  well  as  to  District  (CJrammar).  Schools. 

As  to  the  heads  of  enciuiry  contained  in  the  letter,  which,  by  desire  of  the  Commi-ssioners 
you  have  addres.sed  to  me,  1  have  to  observe,  that  any  improvements  which  may  be  necessary 
111  the  District  ((irammar),  or  Common,  Schools,  regarding  their  number,  position  ;  th.- .selection 
ot  the  Masters,  their  recommendation  ;  the  charges  to  the  pupils  ;  the  course  of  study  and 
books  used,  the  supervision  re.juired  to  ensure  etliciency  ;  I  consider  as  matters  which  would 
immediately  undergo  supervisum,  and  severally  become  the  subject  of  a  chancre  for  the  bettor 
if  ineans  could  be  procured  for  the  further  endowment  of  both  classes  of  Schools  Without 
this  J  greatly  fear  an  endeavor  to  raise  the  character  of  the  Schools  will  prove  unavailing 
And  any  attempt  to  reorganize  the  Schools,  to  improve  their  government  and  disciidine  to 
employ  more  tthcient  Ma.sters,  will,  I  am  fully  persuaded,  end  in  disappointment,  unless  at'tho 
same  tunc  ;  pecuniary  inducements  are  ottered  to  Teachers  of  ability  and  experience. 

The  provision  which  was  made  in  the  years  17!)7,  8,  for  the  establishment  and  support  of  a 
respectable  !<  ree  (Jrammar  School  in  each  District  of  tho  Province  would,  had  no  interference 
taken  place  with  that  munificent  endowment,  conferred  blessings  upon  the  peoijle  of  Upper 
Canada  beyond  conception.  ' 

Hundreds  of  the  joiith  of  the  country  have,  for  want  of  such  onvenient  institutions  been 
sent  to,  and  are  educated  in,  the  neighboring  Republic.  If  they  have  not  there  imhi'bed  a 
predilection  for  that  form  of  (iovernmenr,  have  been  greatly  exposed  to  the  damper  of  losin" 
that  attachment  to  Monarchial  (Jovernment,  and  the  princii)Ies  of  the  British  Constitution" 
which  IS  the  essential  <luty  of  those  who  administer  the  aflairs  of  this  colony  to  cherish  in  the 
niinds  of  the  rising  generation. 

My  opinion,  therefore,  is,  that,  until  the  intention  of  His  Most  Gracious  Majesty  Kiii" 
George  the  Third,  in  17!i7,  is  carried  into  full  oflect  by  the  just  application  of  lands  which  he

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bestowed  upon  the  people  of  Upj)er  Canada,  (in  compliance  with  a  joint  address  of  the  Lefjisla- 
ture  for  the  establishment  of  F'ree  (jrannnar  Schools),  it  is  vain  to  attempt  any  iniprovenie  nt  of 
the  present  imperfect  system,  embarrassed  as  is  the  Provincial  Revenue,  and  lioijuless,  as  must 
be,  any  endeavor  to  procure  endowments  from  other  sources.*  The  Common  Schools  min'ht  be 
made  more  efficient,  by  a  modification  of  the  laws  under  which  they  are  established,  and  by 
further  endowment ;  tlio  inadequacy  of  which,  is  the  chief  cause  of  their  defective  operation  ; 
and  it  wimld  bo  quite  reasonable  and  proper  to  raise  a  hjcal  revenue  by  assessment  for  that

But,  unless  the  finances  of  the  Province  would  guarantee  corresponding  aid,  such  a  tax 
im})ose(l  in  the  present  disturbed  condition  of  the  country,  and  with  a  knowledge  on  the  part 
of  its  inhalntants  of  the  great  misapplication  of  their  school  lands,  I  humbly  conceive  that  such 
a  tax  would  prove  most  unsatisfactory.

5  Ri'ply  of  the  Reverend  John  Roaf,  Toronto. 

Being  in  the  habit  of  calling  at  School  Houses,  I  have  received  some  impressiijns  respecting 
■Common  School  Education,  which  I  take   the  liberty  <jf  submitting  to  your  notice,  as  follows  :— 

Ist.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  i)revalence  of  Education  in  a  neighbourhood  depends  much 
more  ui)on  tlie  opening  of  roads,  (and  thus  the  settlement  of  population,)  than  upon  ;iny  gratuity 
made  directly  to  its  Sciiools. 

2nd.  Upon  the  same  principle,  I  think  that  tiiu  Public  (Irant  is  of  but  little  value  in  a 
neighbourhood  where  tlie  iniiabitants  are  numerous  and  prosperous  ;  while  in  poor  ami  partially 
settled  spots,  more  than  the  present  amount  sliould  be  given. 

(The  witlulrawinent,  or  increase,  of  grants,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  individual 
Schools,  would  reipiire  superintendence  by  some  party  possessing  discretionary  power,  and  "iv- 
ing  close  attention  to  the  business.) 

3rd.  I  have  frequently  been  sorry  to  perceive  that  the  Text  Books  and  other  Apparatus  of 
Schools  are  commonly  procured  in  a  casual  and  uncertain  manner  ;  while  such  articles  have  been 
prepared,  or  selected,  by  Societies  in  Great  Britfiin,  after  extensive  correspondence  and  long 
experience.  Assortments  of  the  best  School  Book.s,  etcetera,  might  be  made,  then  imi)orted,  or 
rejjrii'ted,  on  a  large  scale,  and  sold  at  a  reduced,  (say  half,)  price.  Jiy  this  means,  un.satis- 
factory  text  books,  and  bad  editions,  might  l)e  excluded  fnun  the  Province.  To  prevent  such 
cheapened  works  from  being  obtained  for  private  traflic,  a  Stamp,  simihir  to  the  one  used  with 
the  Sunday  School  Testaments  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Biljle  Society,  might  be  used.  This 
proceeding  would  be  l)est  conducted  by  such  a  superintending  Body,  or  Board,  as  is  mentioned 
in  the  close  of  the  second  paragraph,  al)o\  e. 

4th.  Such  a  Board  appears  to  me  to  be  essential  to  vitality  in  the  cause  of  Education  in 
this  Country  ;  which  cause  requires  a  zealous  intelligent  and  impartial  supervision,  as  well  aa 
general  regulations  and  perfunctionary  services.  Were  such  a  Board  to  be  free  from  imlitical 
and  ecclesiastical  bias,  (and  universally  known  to  bo  free,)  it  would  obtain  the  co-operation  <>l 
Masters  and  Proprietors  of  Schools,  as  well  as  of  the  Legislature.  It  might  be  constituted  by 
the  Governor,  and,  under  his  sanction,  direct  the  i)ul)lic  ex|)enditure  for  hiducation,  and,  throU"h 
him,  annually  report  to  the  Legislature.  Connected  with  this  Body,  tliere  would,  of  course,  be 
j)aid  Secretaries,  who,  however,  should  neitlier  avowedly,  nor  \  irtually,  bo  the  controllers  of 
proceedings.  A  Commission,  thus  ai)pointod,  and,  in  reabty,  subservient  neitlier  to  jiersonal, 
nor  to  l)arty,  advantage,  sliould  becomjjosed  of  disinterested,  earnest  and  enlightened  friends  of 
Educati(m.  This  appears  to  me  to  be  as  easy  of  attainment  as  the  Committee  of  a  Benevolent 
and  Religious  Society,  and  to  bo  the  best  adapfed,  of  ail  conceivable  bodies,  for  devising  im- 
provements, securing  influence,  and  elHciently  directing  the  public  energies.

6.    Reply  of  William  Craiyw,  Esquire,  Ancaster. 

It  being  allowed  on  all  hinds  that  the  present  [jrovisions  for  Education  are  extremely  de- 
fective, and  inade(]uate  to  the  wants  of  the  Province  ;  it  seems,  therefore,  unnecessary  to  occupy 
time  in  pointing  out  its  imperfecticjiis. 

In  suggesting  improvements,  I  would  premise,  as  a  very  important  one,  that  there  ought  to 
be  one  Central  Normal  School,  for  the  Education  of  Teachers. 

Schools  for  general  eduGition  might  be  divided  into  three  classes  : — 
Ist.    Common  Schools,  teaching  Reading,  Grammar,  Writing  and  Arithmetic. 
2nd.    Villacje  Sciiools,  teaching  the  above,  and  Latin  and  Mathematics. 

3rd.  hint  net  (Grammar)  Sciiools,  which  might,  in  some  cases,  admit  of  sub-iiivision  into 
classical  and  mathematical  teaching  ;  the  Classics,  Languages  and  Mathematics. 
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Queries  1  and  2,  I  now  answer  :  As  to  the  number  and  practice  of  Scliools.  one  District, 
or  Grammar,  School  ought  to  be  in  every  District,  or  large  Town,  with  one,  or  more,  Common 
Schools.  A  Village  School  should  be  in  all  the  larger  Villages,  and  a  Common  School  in  the 
smaller  Villages,  and  also  in  the  settled  parts  of  the  country,  and  in,  or  near,  the  centre  of  every 
area  of  f(jur  or  five  miles  scjuare. 

dueryS:  The  Teachers  ought  to  be  selected,  as  soon  as  can  be  done,  from  those  educated 
at  Noimal  Schools  ;  and,  in  the  mean  time,  and  in  all  cases,  they  ouglit  to  be  examined  and 
approved  by  the  District  IJoard  of  Education. 

Query  A:  The  remuncrati<m  of  Teachers  ought  to  bo  such  as  to  ensure  a  sufficient  supply. 
The  Teachers  of  a  Common  School  would  require  a  gross  income  of  ,£7r»  a  year,  with  a  House 
and  (harden.  Of  a  A^illage  School,  the  salary  should  be  from  £120  to  £150  ;  and,  of  a  District 
((Jrammar)  School,  from  £160  to  £200  ;  in  all  cases,  with  a  House,  Garden,  School  Rooms  and 
Play  Ground,  and,  in  tlie  two  latter  cases,  an  Assistant  Teacher  might  be  recjuired,  with  an  in- 
come of  £50  a  year,  when  the  i)upil3  exceed  a  given  number. 

Qiiertj  5  :  The  charges  to  the  pujjils  ought  to  be  as  low  as  possible,  not  exceeding,  in  the 
Conunon  Schools,  Five  Shillings  per  (juarter,  for  Reading,  Writing  and  Arithmetic. 

(A  maximum  and  minimum  of  school  fees,  and  salaries  might  be  determined,  by  compe- 
tent authority,  leaving  it  discretionary  to  vary  from  the  one  to  the  other,  according  to  circum- 
stances.) 

Note.  In  the  Parochial  Schools  of  ScotlanJ,  (at  least  in  three  of  its  Counties,  where  1  was 
acquainted,)  the  salary  of  Teachers  varied  from  £25  to  £40,  witji  a  House  and  Garden,  (|  Scotch 
acre  enclosed,)  and  the  fees  varied  from  2s,  to  10s. Od.  ])i!r  (juarter,  the  former  charge  for  Read- 
in"  simply,  and  the  latter  for  all  Branches,  including  liatin  and  Mathematics. 

Query  0 :  The  Course  of  Study  might  be  something  in  the  folhnving  urder — Reading,  Sjiell- 
ing,  Meaniiig  of  Words,  (Dictionary),  English  (Jrammar,  Writing,  Arithmet-c,  Geography,  His- 
tory, English  Composition,  Latin,  Algebra  and  Mathematics,  Modern  Languages.  Ancient 
Languages  ;  perhai)S  the  principles  of  Music  ought  to  be  taught  in  all  schools,  and  Gymnastic 
Exercises. 

Xote  1.  The  Text  Books  used  ought,  at  first,  to  be  entirely  British.  1  am  not  insensible  of  the 
merits  of  some  American  Bi>oks  of  Education  ;  but  I  have  never  seen  any,  either  States,  or 
Provincial,  the  paper  and  binding  of  which  were  equal  to  the  tear  and  wear  of  a  School,  and 
the  jirinting  and  sjjelling  free  from  errois.  _Why  not  get  Provincial  Cass  Books  /  The  demand 
should  enqdoy  a  press  ;  correctness  of  printing  might  be  ensured,  and  the  jiajter  and  binding 
be  e(iual  to  British.  It  is  of  a  particular  consetjuence  that  the  Jiooks,  particularly  the  Diction- 
aries, .slK)uld  be  of  the  same  impression.     (See  remarks  on  American  books,  on  page  3,  ante.) 

Note  2.  The  Bible  ought  to  be  read,  if  not  daily,  at  least  twice,  or  thrice,  a  week,  for  moral 
instruction.     No  one  hei'e  in  Ancaster,  Protestant,  or  Boman  Catholic,  objects  to  this. 
Qneni  7  :  The  Supervision  of  Schools  ought  to  be  in,— 

Fird  a  General  Board  of  Education.  As  an  individual,  1  liave  no  objection  to  the  Council 
of  Kind's  College  ;  but  1  think  a  distinct  and  independent  Board  would  be  better  :  consisting 
of  individuals  of  various  religious  persuasions,  having  for  their  Secretary  a  man  practically 
ac(iuainted  with  Education,  and  who  should  have  a  comj)etent  salary.  This  Board  should  have 
the  Superintendence  of  the  Normal  School, — the  examination  of  Teachers,--  and,  without  its 
Certificate,  no  Teacher  should  be  appoint'nl  ;  and  its  Certificate  should  imply,  not  merely 
literary  but  moral  and  practical  ([ualiiication.  The  Board  ouglit  also  t(j  have  tiie  power  of 
determining  the  Text  Books  to  be  used,  and  of  ensuing  a  sutHcient  supply  of  them  for  the 
Schools.  It  might,  perhaps,  also  determine  the  maximum  and  minimum  of  .salaries,  and  school 
fees  ;  also  the  school  hours  and  vacations. 

Seco)idly  The  District  Boards  of  Education,  should  also  have  one  of  their  number  a  salaried 
Secretary,  who  should  be  [)ractically  acquainted  with  Educaticui. 

Notii  1.  This  District  Board  of  Education  should  have  the  power  of  locating  Schools  within 
its  District, — subject  to  some  general  rules  of  determining  the  salaries  and  school  fees  for  each 
Bchool,  (within  the  prescribed  limits  of  salaries  and  fees)  ;  of  appointing,  promoting,  or  remov- 
in",  Teachers  ;  of  investigating  and  determining  any  complaints  by,  or  against,  them  ;  and,  by 
their  Secretary,  of  examining  each  school  in  the  District,  at  least  once  a  year,  and  reporting  on 
its  state  and  efhciency, — 

Note  2.  The  Local  Trustees  for  each  School,  (or  for  all  the  Schools  in  a  Town,)  should 
have  charge  of  the  School  Houses  ;  have  the  power  of  examining  the  School  from  time  to  time, 
and  reporting  to  the  District  Board  of  Education,  etcetera.  One  or  more  clergymen  ought  to  be 
associated  with  the  Trustees  in  examining  the  School.  Clergymen  are  generally  very  etlicient 
and   competent   examinators  ;  and,  so  far  as  my  experience   here  goes,   they  are  zealous  in  th&

cause  of  Education,  willing,  nay  anxioius,  to  be  preKent  and  take  an  active  part  in  the  examina- 
tion of  Schools,  and  giving  countenance  and  encouragement  to  m:i.ster3  and  pupils.  I  allude  to 
tlie  Reverend  Messieurd  J.  (!aml)lo  (Jedde.s  and  William  McMurray,  of  the  Episcopal,  and  the 
Reverend  MesaiourK  Alexander  (iale  and  Mark  Y.  SUirk,  of  the  I'rcBhyterian  Church  ;  of  otherB 
1  cannot  Bpeak  from  personal  knowledge. 

General  liemarks.  1.  I  have  said  '  promotion  of  Teachers,'  — a  distinct  class  must  be  f<jrmed 
of  Teachera.  You  must  make  it  an  object  for  young  men  to  engage  in  the  business  of  teaching  ; 
tlieir  character  must  be  uuim|)eachablc  and  respectable,  and,  looking  U)  teaching  as  a  profession, 
they  must  be  ensured,  n  jt  only  of  a  compotoncy,  but.  (by  projior  economy,)  of  providing  for 
the  incapacity  of  old  age.  A  young  man  ([ualilied  as  a  Teacher  of  a  Common  School,  might, 
by  private  study,  and  attending  a  Normal,  or  other,  Scho  d  during  hi.s  vacations,  i|ualify  him- 
self  for  teaching  a  Village  School,  and  ought  to  h.ave  a  preferable  claim  for  promotion  to  it,  or 
a  person  (lunlitied  to  teach  a  villaue,  or  Dittrict  (Grammar)  School  might,  until  a  suitable  •open- 
ing occurred,  teach  a  Common  School  until  lie  should  be  promoted  to  a  better. 

2.  Superan)iHatio)i,  of  TearJiers :  It  would  bo  a  good  provision  in  the  School  law,  ihal  a 
certain  pa';t  of  the  salary  of  every  Teacher  should  be  set  apart  to  form  a  fund  for  ajsisling  and 
suppDrting  Superannuated  teachers,*  or  t  le  widows  and  families  of  Teachers. 

3.  Schools  for  Ohis:  Schools  for  the  educ.ition  of  Girls,  C)ught  to  exist  in  Towns  and  larger 
Vdlages,  in  all  the  plain,  useful,  practical  parts  of  female  education. t 

4  Leijislatian  It  nuut  be  steadily  kept  in  view  that  legisktion  is  not  only  for  the  present, 
but  for  the  future.  The  system  ought,  therefore,  to  admit  of  moditicatious  and  imi»rovument3, 
without  deranging  the  general  working  of  the  machinery.

/.  Reply  of  the  Reverend  Robert  McOill,  Niagara. 

The  public  provision  for  Schools  in  this  Province  is,  in  my  judgment,  wholly  inatl  quate. 

1st.  -1^  io  tin:  District  {(rrummar)  Schools. — The  Master  of  this  School  in  Niagara  receives 
from  the  Public  Fund,  £100  per  annum  ;  out  of  this  he  pays  £30  for  a  House  and  School  lient.. 
and,  in  some  years  j)ast,  he  has  employed  an  .Assistant  at  not  less  than  £iOayear,  whicli 
reduces  his  allowance  from  Government  to  an  inconsiderable  amount.  A  very  serious  evil  gr<»ws 
out  of  this  iiiade<|Uate  allowance;  for,  to  secure,  for  the  Teacher,  an  adequate  income,  the  fees  must 
be  high  in  our  District,  they  m  ly  be  stated  at  £4  per  annum  for  each  pupil.  Considering  the 
circumstances  of  most  of  tliose  who  avail  themselves  of  th;se  Schools,  I  am  of  (qjinion  that  tlic 
char"e  ia.  at  least,  one  half  to  )  mucih.  ^Ve^e  the  Teacher  provided  with  a  suitable  School  R.M.mi 
and  Dwelling  fTouse,  in  ad  lition  to  liis  salary  of  £100,  the  fees  might  be  reduced  to  £i  per 
annum,  and  tlie  benefit  of  these  Schools  be  more  easily  diffused.  I  do  not  think  tliat  anj-  salary 
should  be  allowed  for  an  Assistant  IMaster  to  District  ((irauimar)  Schools,  unless  it  were  clearly 
proved,  in  the  particular  case,  that  one  was  needed. 

2ii(L  As  to  Co)ntni>ii  Scliools.  The  allowance  which  the  District  Board  of  Education  has 
granted  t  •  each  Teacher  in  the  Niagara  District, — for  the  hist  few  years, — hiis  not  fallen  short  of 
£12  10s.  per  annum.  I  know  the  (pialilications  of  nearly  all  the  Common  School  Teachers  in 
this  District,  and  do  not  hesitate  U)  say,  that  there  is  not  more  than  one  in  ten  fully  (pi.ilitied 
to  instruct  the  young  in  this  the  hund)lest  department.  I  should  doubt,  therefore,  whether  the 
money  granted  to  them  brings  an  equivalent  good,  or  whether  the  state  of  education  in  this 
Province  would  be  worse,  were  these  funds  entirely  withdrawn. 

But,  on  tlie  supposition  of  an  entire  remodelling  of  our  Common  School  Syttem,  I  would 
rccoinmend  an  additional  aid  from  the  i>ublic  funds  to  ,in  amount  that  will  be  indicated  below. 
My  views  upon  the  subject  will  be  further  brought  out  in  answer  to  the  remaining  (|ueries. 

1st.  As  to  District  Srho(/ls — That  is,  Schools  corresponding  to  Grammar  Schools,  and 
County  Academies  in  Scotland.  I  think  Schools  of  this  class  should  not  be  unduly  multiplied,, 
in  the  present  couditicm  of  the  Country.  The  number  of  boys  desirous  of  classical  and  mathe- 
matical learning  is  not  numerous.  I  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  there  are  forty  young  men 
in  the  40,000  of  our  population  in  this  District,  for  whf)m  an  academical  educition  is  desired. 
1  do  not  think,  therefore,  that  more  than  one  School  of  this  class  should  be  establislied  in  each 
District.  Sucli  a  Scho(d  shouhl  be  located  in  the  County  To'vn.  Tiie  selection  of  the  Master 
may  be  left  where  it  is  now, — in  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor.     The  remun-

+3ee  proceedings  of  the  House  of  Assembly  on  the  subject  of  Female  Education,  on  pages  221-223  of 
this  Volume,  aiUc. 
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emtion  to  the  Teacher,  and  charge  to  tlie  pupil,  1  have  in  licated  above,  The  Course  of  Study, 
and  the  Te.vt  Books  used  in  sucli  a  ISchool.  may  safely  be  committed  to  the  Master  ;  it  wuuld 
not  be  easy  to  devise  any  sui)ervisi(jn  beyond  that  of  the  Trustees. 

Were  it  enacted,  that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  olhce  of  Master,  except  such  as  have 
attained  a  Degree  in  Arts,  in  some  University  in  tlie  United  Kingdom,  or  had  received  an  edu- 
cation that  would  entitle  Jiim  to  such  a  degree,  tliis  fact  to  be  determined  by  a  Board  of 
Examinatora,  duly  appointed  ;  and,  futher,  that  they  shall  be  practically  (pialilied  for  the  duties 
<jf  teaching,  in  the  judgment  of  the  same  Board  ;  a  benelicial  clu'ck  should  be  placed  on  h/cal 
Trustees. 

Fartlier,  1  would  esteem  it  a  most  desirable  thing,  were  all  those  acailemical  Teachers  com- 
petent to  give  pojjular  lectures  on  science  and  the  arts, — such  as  are  delivered  in  Mechanics  In- 
stitutions ;  and  that  it  should  be  imperative  on  them  to  deliver  a  short  course,  say  of  six  lectures, 
every  year  in  such  jdace  in  the  District  as  tlie  Trustees  may  determine  ;  with  powor  to  exact  a 
small  fee.  The  academical  Teacher  in  each  District  should  be  provided  with  suitalile  apjiaratus 
for  these  lectures  at  the  jniblic  charge. 

^ml,  As  tit  Cummon  Sdiooln  and  their  inunhcr.  It  would  not  be  necessary  to  limit  their 
number,  were  the  public  funds  not  limited,  liut,  to  prevent  the  indetinite  subdivi.sion  of  the 
grant,  the  number  of  schools  which  shall  receive  it  must  In;  fixed. 

In  a  Country  like  this,  where  tlie  population  is  so  scattered,  it  may  be  expedient  to  have 
two  classes  of  Common  schools. 

\d.  The  permanent.     )ind.  The  occasional,  or  itinerant. 

Jst.  In  every  Township,  where  the  population  is  dense  enough,  there  ought  to  be  a  perma- 
nent School  ;  this  fact  might  be  determined  by  the  following  conditions  :  (1)  That  the  peojile 
shall  have  erected  a  commodious  Building,  with  two  acres  of  land  cncloseil  (2)  That  the 
Trustees  shall  bind  themselves  to  })ay  the  'J  eaclier  t50  per  annum.  Then  a  giant  of  4'l:o,  from 
the  public  funds,  might  l)e  allowed.  N(jt  more  than  one  such  Schocd  should  be  allowed  within 
the  sipiare  of  four  miles  ;  nor  .sh'juld  the  Teacher  be  removalde,  but  by  a  sentence  of  the  (!en- 
eral  B(jai<l  of  Education.  2uil.  The  j)osition  of  every  permanent  School  must  lie  determined  by 
the  circumstances  noted  aV)ove.  '.iiA.  The  selection  of  the  i>crmanent  Masturs  may  be  com- 
mitted to  the  local  Trustees,  provided  that  they  {-hall  not  be  allowed  to  choose  any  Teacher  not 
<jualilied,  according  to  law.  4th.  The  remuneration  of  these  Teachers  should  not  be  less  »han 
£'25  from  the  public  tunds,  and  t'50  from  the  School  district. 

1st.  The  occasional  Schools  are  adapted  U)  thinly  peopled  Townships.  Itinerant  Teachers, 
<(Ualitied,  according  to  law,  should  be  a[>pointed  to  them,  —  each  within  his  own  circuit,  (say,  t>f 
four  schools),  to  divide  his  time  eijually  among  them,  as  may  be  agreed  uiiou.  These  Teachers 
should  be  i)aid  at  the  same  rate  as  the  j)ermauent  Teachers,  and  should  be  under  the  direct 
sujiervisioii  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  each  District. 

The  charge  for  each  i>upil  in  any  Common  School  should  not  exceed  10s.  per  (piarter,  or  £2 
per  annum.  The  Course  of  Study  in  a  Common  School  must  be  a  very  plain  matter,  and  will 
iieed  no  other  direction  than  what  the  Teacher  may  receive  in  one  of  the  N<irmal  Schools. 
All  Text  Books  used  in  the  schools  for  the  public  should  be  compiled  and  jirinted  under  the 
■direction  of  a  General  Board  for  the  Province,  and  should  be  printed  and  bound  in  a  substan- 
tial style,  and  at  the  lowest  jKissible  charge. 

I  can  hardly  conjecture  what  sort  of  supervision  these  schools  should  be  placed  under, 
beyond  that  of  the  local  Trustees  ;  and  yet,  something  more  is  surely  needed  in  a  general  sys- 
tem. I  never  saw  any  use  in  mere  honorary  Trustees,  of  whom  there  are  too  many  in  this 
District  ;  it  is  a  mere  deception  on  the  jjublic  to  have  such  Trustees,  and  a  great  injury  to  the 
School.     Every  Trustee  should  be  bound  on  oath  to  do  his  duty,  like  other  public  olKcers. 

It  is  diilicult  1  am  aware,  in  this  country  to  get  any  duty  done  that  is  not  paid  for.  I 
should  deem  the  payment  of  School  Trustees  a  public  scandal  The  Clergy  might  be  expected 
to  take  some  part  in  the  gratuitous  duty  connected  with  the  Scho(d  ;  as  also  all  who  hold  any 
valuable  olhce  under  (iovernnient.  If  inattention  on  their  part  to  this  duty  were  to  involve, 
censure,  and  deprivati(in  of  otHce,  we  might  expect  the  duty  to  be  done  ;  much,  of  course, 
would  depend  on  the  character  of  the  man  who  might  happen  to  hold  otiice.  Every  School  in 
the  county  should  be  examined  at  least  once  a  year  by  competent  Examinators.  Were  each 
District  divideil  into  several  Counties,  and  a  Board  of  Examinators  appointed  in  each  County, 
these  annual  examinations  could  be  made  without  much  trouble. 

In  any  plan  that  the  Commissioners  may  propose,  success  will  mainly  depend  on  the  char- 
acter and  <|Ualitication  of  the  Teachers.  To  secure  (|U.iliHed  Teachers,  intelligent  and  religi<»us 
men,  at  least    four  Normal   Schools  should   be   estaljlislied    in    Upper  Canada  :  ami  no  Teacher 
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should  bo  olii;il)lL'  for  :ii>p<)iiitiuciit  to  a  public  School,  who  has  not  received  a  Diploma  Iroiii  one 
of  these  Normal  ISchools,  in  addition  to  a  Certificale  from  the  Board  of  Kilucation  for  the  Dis- 
trict. Niitc.  Four  Normal  ScIkjoIs  are  suggested  by  the  Education  Cunimissioners  ;  {ixnjv  .Til). 
I  should  be  happy  to  see  in  this  Province  a  Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  as  in  Prussia, 
Without  such  an  OllJcer,  I  fear  the  Education  of  the  country  cannot  be  well  managed.

(Aftenuards  Hii^^er- 
intendent  of  Educdtion  in  Ufpcr  Canada  diLrhuj  the  years  IS/f  .'-IS// '/). 

Vour  Letter  of  the  20th  uUIum,  enclosing  ipieries  from  the  Committee  uu  Education,  ia 
before  me,  and  to  which  1  beg  leave  to  return  the  following  observations  :  — 

Qiierij  Number  One.  j4  nmrir  :  1  do  not  consider  the  i)resent  provision  f(n"  Education  iu 
this  Province  at  all  ade(piate  to  its  wants. 

Qut'rif  Niitnbfr  Tivi).  Aitsivri- :  [  considi^r  the  present  prcjvisiun  to  be  delicient  in  toto  ; 
but  more  particulaily,  —  First  :  The  Jiianner  of  selecting  'J'eachers  for  Connuon  .Sehodls,  apjieara 
to  me  to  be  an  insult  to  common  sense.  Three  individuals,  as  Tiiistees,  or  Sujierintendents, 
are  appointed  by  the  people  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  School  House,  w  ithout  any  regard  to 
their  education  ;  these  three  men,  thus  appointjd,  have  the  sole  jiower  to  judge  ('f  the  i|Ualili- 
catioiis  of  candidates  for  the  ScIkjoI,  and  to  a|)point  and  elect  the  Teaclier,  while  they  themselves 
may  not  have  received  even  tlie  tirst  rudiments  of  a  plain  English  education.  Such  men  are, 
conseiiuently.  altogether  unfit  t<>  judge,  either  of  the  ipialiticatioiis  of  a  School  Ma.itcr,  or  of  the 
[irogress  of  tiie  pupils. 

2.  The  power  of  ejecting  School  Masters  vested  in  three  Trustees,  or  Superintendents, 
subjects  the  Teacher  to  the  whim  aiul  caprice  of  every  child  attending  the  school  ;  the  Teacher 
is  thus  left  at  the  nu-rc}'  of  the  public,  who,  proverbially,  ha\e  no  conscience,  and  his  situali(jix 
is  rendered  nu^re  precarious  and  more  degraded  than  that  of  a  shoeblack. 

3.  The  euioluineuts  of  Common  Scliool  Teachers  are,  in  most  cases,  urterly  inadc'iuate  to 
their  support.

3.  The  Seleetioit  of  Un-  Master.  The  selection  of  Masters  might  be  left,  at  present,  to  tho 
heads  of  the  families  in  the  district  where  the  School  House  is  situated  ;  and  [the  selection  uf 
the  ^Master]  should  take  place  upon  a  day,  to  be  made  public  iu  that  district,  at  least  ten  days 
previous  to  his  selection  Hut  no  candidate  should  be  eligible  to  a  School  receiving  (iovern- 
ment  s;dary  luitil  he  has  undergone  the  e.\;uuination  which  (Jovernmeut  directs,  and  produced 
a  Certificate  of  his  (lualilications.  No  alien  should  be  admitted  upon  trial,  or  receive  a  Certifi- 
cate of  Qualification. 

4.  The  liemiiiierafini,  of  Tedchrrs.  In  order  to  secure  efticient  Teachers,  the  salary  should 
be  made  as  ample  as  circunistances  w  ill  admit  ;  from  I'oO  to  £'70  currency  of  yearly  salary  sh(juld 
be  given,  (in  the  present  state  of  the  Province,)  together  with  the  school  fees,  a  House,  a  School 
House,  and  a  few  acres  of  land. 

5.  Tlie  Chunjea  of  lite  I'npiU.  The  school  fees,  or  charges  to  the  pupils,  should  b.;  made  as 
reasonable  as  possible.  The  (iovernment  might  determine  a  minimum,  or  maximum,  scale  of 
fees,  and  leave  the  electors  in  the  district,  where  the  school  is  situated,  to  fix  the  particular  rate 
for  that  school.  A  copy  of  these  r.ites  shouhl  be  furnished  to  the  Teacher  on  the  day  of  his 
election  as  School  blaster.  The  electors,  having  the  pcnver  to  increase  the  scale  of  fees,  tlnia 
given,  j)rovi(Ied  that  it  was  not  already  the  maximum,  but  no  i)ower,  whatever,  to  diminish  the 
scale  tirst  given,  during  the  incumbency  of  tho  Teacher,  which  should  always  be  nd  vitnm,  an 
culpcnn. 

(1)  Some  such  sca'e  as  the  following  might  be  ailopted  by  the  CJoverument.

(2)  The  fees  should  bo  made  payable  quarterly,  in  advance,  and  no  deductions  should  l>e 
allowed,  or  time  given,  on  account  of  the  absence  of  the  pupil. 

(3)  A  majority  of  electors  in  each  district  might  have  the  pcnvor  of  sending  a  few  poor  chil- 
dren to  school,  to  be  tiuglit  free.  Supijoae,  one  for  every  ten  jiounds  of  annual  salary,  wiiich 
the  teacher  receives  from  Government. 

6.  Tlte  Course  of  l>tiuhj  and  Tu-t  Hooks.  (1)  It  is  almost  imi>ossiblo  to  determine  any 
course  of  study  m  a  Common  School,  beyond  Kngliali  Reading,  Kngli.sli  (irammar.  Writing, 
Arithmetic,  and  Geography  ;  and  these  every  Teacher  slxtulil  be  perfectly  (jualilied  to  teach,  as 
the  lowest  standard  admitted  by  the  Government,  and  ciititling  a  Teacher  t  i  a  Certirtoate  of 
Qualification  ;  everything  beyond  tliese  eleuientary  brandies  slmnld  be  left  to  parents  them- 
selves to  determine,  according  to  the  line  of  bu.siuess  in  after  life,  in  vvhicli  they  may  wi-»h  their 
children  to  engage.  IJut,  it  would  be  ile.sirable,  as  soon  as  ciicuinstaiu'es  will  admit,  that  every 
Teacher,  receiving  (rovernment  salary,  should  be  (|ualilied  to  pre])are  yo\ing  men  for  entering 
upon  a  course  of  College  education  ;  and,  in  order  to  induce  Teachers  to  ac(piire  this  standard, 
the  maximum  salary  shouM  never  be  given  to  any  Teaclier  who  lias  not  attained  to  it.  The 
elect<jrs  in  each  district  might  have  the  privilege  of  determining  what  (juulitications  their  Teachers 
shall  possess  ;  these  always  being  within  the  scale  sanctioned  by  the  lioverniueiit. 

(2)  The  Text  Books  should  be  chosen  by  a  General  Board  of  lOducation,  appointed  by  the 
Government  ;  and  School  Masters  should  be  obliged,  on  peril  of  forfeiting  their  salary,  to  teach 
these  Books,  and  none  other.  This  Board  should  also  have,  the  sole  jxuver  of  granting  Certiti- 
cates  of  Qualification  to  Teachers.  This  Board  should  also  l^e  invested  with  full  powers  to  deter- 
mine, finally,  all  comi)laint3  again-it  Teachers,  and,  upon  a  charge  of  ni.'gligence,  or  immoral 
conduct,  being  substantiated,  to  eject  them  from  the  School,  with  the  loss  of  all  its  emoluments. 

(.'})  As  mf)rality  and  religion  are  the  foundation  and  stability  of  all  good  (iovernments,  and 
as  tliese  are  taught  in  their  purity  in  the  word  of  God,  a  portion  of  the  Scii[)tures  sliould  be  read 
in  the-so  Schools,  at  least  one  Chapter  every  day  ;  the  reading  to  bj  consecutive  through  the 
whole  Inspired  Volume. 

7.  'fhe,  Sitpervision  reiiitislti-  to  ctisurc  EfficieiLcii.  (1)  The  great  dilticulty  attending  any  change 
in  the  present  wretched  .systeui  of  Education  in  the  Pi-ovince  is,  tj  ensure  the  etlicieiicy  of  that 
sclieme  which  ma}'  be  ado])teil  in  its  rooui.  Toleave  the  supervision  in  the  hands  of  the  electors 
in  each  district,  or  to  a  few  individuals  a()pointed  by  them,  [u-obibly  themselves,  without  educa- 
tion, would  certainly  tend  to  perpetuate  the  system  of  gross  oppression  to  wliich  Teachers  have 
been  subjected,  and  to  disappoint  the  reasonable  expectations  of  the  Government.  Neither  can 
the  supervision  be  left,  at  i>resent,  in  the  hands  of  the  Clergy,  in  the  several  districts,  where 
the  Scliof>ls  are  located,  as  there  are  many  extensive  tracts  of  country  wliere  ihero  are  no  edu- 
cated clergy  settled. 

(2)  It  does,  therefore,  appear  almost  abso'utely  necessary  to  ensure  the  elliciency  of  such  a 
system,  as  has  been  suggested  above,  that  men  of  education,  who  themselves  have  had  large 
experience  in  the  education  of  youth,  should  be  appointed  to  superintend  the  wiiole  system  of 
operation,  and  t(j  report  regtdarly  the  state  o''  every  School,  within  their  resi)cctive  circuits,  to 
the  General  B()ard  of  Education.  By  this  means,  the  Teachers  would  lie  protected  from  the 
interference  (jf  the  public,  and  encouraged  in  the  discharge  of  their  arduous  duties,  a  .d  the 
Government  would  be  put  in  early  possessi(Ui  of  the  whole,  even  in  its  most  minute  movements. 
The  Superintendent  might  also  be  entrusted,  while  on  his  circuit,  with  the  examina'ion  of  can- 
didates, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  (ieneral  Board  of  Kdueati-n.  This  plan  would  save  can- 
didates botii  the  expense  and  time  attending  long  journeys,  in  order  to  appear  before  the 
General  Board,  which  many  of  them  would  be  ill  able  to  bear. 

(3)  In  all  cases  of  complaints  against  School  Masters,  the  Superintendent  ought  to  be  autho- 
rized to  investigate  the  grounds  of  com[)laint,  and  to  re])ort  upon  tliem  to  the  (leneral  Board 
of  Education,  for  their  decision  ;  but,  in  all  charges  involving  an  offence  which  miglit  terminate 
in  the  ejection  of  the  School  Master,  the  Superintendent  sliall  have  the  power  to  call  to  his 
assistance,  in  such  investiga'ion,  two  Magistrates,  in  the  vicinity  ;  and,  if  ihe  charge  is  made 
out  against  the  Teacher,  tiie  Magistrates  should  be  instructed  to  sign  the  l\eport  of  the  Super- 
intendent, and  no  ejection  of  a  Teacher  should  be  permittetl,  even  by  the  (ieneral  Board  of 
Education,  ujion  the  Report  of  a  Superintendent,  unless  the  Keport  is  signed  by  two  Magistrates. 

(4)  By  this  system  of  supervision,  the  General  Board  would  soon  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the 
most  eflicient  'I  eachers,  and  might  have  the  power  of  recommending  them  t<j  more  lucrative 
situations,  as  these  become  vacant, — thus  holding  out  a  stimulus  to  diligence  and  impro\ement 
vn  the  part  of  Teachers  themselves. 
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(T))  Tliu  Superiiitoiulcnt  iniglit  jvlso  be  enjoined  U)  give  instruction,  during  the  li.irvest  recess, 
to  those  Tejicliers  within  tliuir  respective  circuits,  wlio  might  iK'siiu  t(t  impruvo  tlienLSelves  in 
the  brandies  of  Education  re<|iiired  of  Teacliers. 

With  regard  to  Diatiict  ((iraniniar)  Schools,  1  consider  tlioni  altogether  unnecessary,  pro- 
vided sucli  a  system  as  the  .iljove  were  carried  into  ell'ect.

1  do  not  consider  the  present  provision  for  Educition  at  all  adequate  tu  the  wants  of  the 
Province. 

The  present  provision  made  by  law  is  :  — 

\st.  Diafrict  tScliooIs,  now  merged  into  Grammar  Schoeds,  by  the  Act  of  last  Session  ;  and 
there  can,  umler  no  circumstances,  be  more  than  four  in  one  District.  The  provision  for  their 
endowment  seems  also  to  be  iiioporative,  so  that  only  one  (Jramm.ir  .School  in  each  District  can 
be  said  to  be  established,  and  this  from  Provincial  Fumls,  under  Provincial  Statutes. 

2/u?.  Couinu))i  Scliiiid.f,  also  paid  from  the  fuiuls  of  the  Province,  under  a  permanent  Statute, 
and  additional  annual  Parliamentaiy  grants  extending  the  provision  of  that  Statute.* 

The  system  of  Common  Schools,  altliough,  in  some  in.st.ince3,  abused  by  the  employment 
of  improper  persons,  sometimes  aliens,  indeed,  as  Teachers,  yet,  on  the  whole,  is,  I  think  liighly 
beneficial.  Perhajis,  were  the  .system  of  Parochial  Schools,  as  established  in  Scotland,  with  such 
moditicatiouj:  as  would  be  necessary,  under  the  ditlerent  circumstances  (A  this  I'rovince, 
engrafted  upon  our  Counnon  School  System,  it  might  be  found  to  work  well.  IV-rmit  me,  after 
the.se  general  remarks,  to  refer  to  tlie  given  (pieries  contained  in  the  Lttter  with  which  you  have 
honoured  me. 

1st  Qiicrii :  The  numbt^'  of  Common  Schools  is  considerable  in  the  several  Districts  ;  but 
there  is  this  incongruity  in  their  establisliment,  —  niincly,  that  as  they  increase  in  nuiiil)er,  the 
assistance  from  tiie  public  funds  diminishes,  in  ibis  way  : — 'i'he  grant  to  each  District  is  madi;  in 
a  lum{)  sum,  and  is  then  divided  amongst  the  Schools,  (according  to  niunber  )  by  the  several 
District  Boards  of  Education,  conse(|uently  the  greater  the  number  of  Schools,  the  less  is 
received  by  each  (jue.  The  working  of  which  plan,  it  uuist  be  seen,  at  cnce,  tends  to  retiird, 
rather  than  promote,  the  establishment  of  Schools  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  Province. 

iUnd  Qiicnj  :  If  the  pi'csent  system  is  continutid,  I  am  of  opinion  that  tlu  position  of  the 
Common  and  (Jrannnar  Schools   may  safely  be  left,  as  now,  to  the  discretion  of  the  inhabitants. 

3rd  Query :  The  Masters  ought  to  be  subject  to  examination  before  a  compL'tent  Board, 
both  as  to  literature  and  litness  to  instruct  the  youth  of  the  Country,  as  also  to  moral  habits  and 
religious  princijiles.  Tiio  Board  of  Education  in  this  District  of  (Jore,  I  have  reason  to  believe, 
exercises  this  i)ower,  although  1  am  not  aware  that  it  has  given  them  by  law,  notwithsfamling 
it  seems  so  necessary.  Whether  the  Board  of  Education  is,  in  all  cases,  (|ualified  to  exercise  this 
power  may  be  questioned,  and  it  may  be  an  important  matter  for  tiie  lioanl  of  Conniiissioners, 
of  which  you  are  Secretary,  to  decide  this  point. 

/fill  Qiieni :  The  remuneration  of  Teachers  at  present  does  not  hold  out  that  encouragement 
to  persons  properly  qualilicd  to  undertake  the  education  of  youth,  certainlj-  ntjt  to  make  it  the 
business  of  their  lives  ;  and  hence  has  arisen,  in  a  great  measure,  the  employment  of  itinerant 
persons,  of  whom  the  countrj'  knows  nothing,  rather  than  that  their  children  bIduUI  remain 
ignorant  rf  the  rudiments  of  education. 

5t}i  Qucnj  The  charge  to  pupils  is  generally  Ifls.  per  (juartor  of  a  year  ;  and  he  must  be  a 
popular  Teacher,  indeel,  if  his  income  exceeds  t'')0  per  annum,  out  (»f  wliich  he  must  board 
himself,  and,  if  he  has  a  family,  supjjort  them  also. 

6lh  Qnerii  The  Coux'se  of  Study  and  Books  used  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  General 
Board  of  Education,  as  returns  are  periodically  made  to  them  detailing  these  matters. 

7th  Query     This  is  answered  in  a  former  part  of  these  observations. 

*  The  Parliamentary  provision  for  Common  Schools  at  tliis  time  was  :  I'crtnancnl  Grant  ;  Two  hundred 
and  Fifty  pounds,  (i;250,)  to  each  District  ;  Aimuid  Orant  ;  Five  tliou.sand  six  hundred  and  Fifty  pounds, 
<£5,650,)  for  the  whole  Province.     Both  sums  were  apiwrtioncd  to  the  Districts  by  the  House  of  Assembly. 
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Even  tlie  Graminur  Schools,  if  so  endowed  as  to  enable  them  to  j)repare  ])Upils  for  a  higher 
Seminary  of  learning,',  would  be  most  advantai^eous  to  the  Country  ;  their  numl)or  in  each 
District  ought  also  to  be  increased,  so  as  to  give  all  the  inhabitants  an  opportunity  of"  educating 
their  children,  at  least  to  the  extent  of  an  English  Education,  even  if  they  do  not  intend  them 
for  any  of  the  learned  professions.

I  have  the  honour  to  return  to  you  the  three  sketches,  on  the  subject  of  Education,  wliich 
you  did  me  the  favour  to  transmit,  re(juosting  tluit  1  would  make  sucli  remarks  as  miglit  occur 
to  me  there(jn. 

1.  Upon  a  subject  involving,  as  it  apjicars  to  me,  the  foundation  of  (he  [)rosperitj-  of  tliis 
Province,  I  would  not  venture  to  oiler  a  hasty  opinion  ;  but  1  am  satistied  that  no  dei)en(lence 
can  be  placed  on  any  sjstem  of  Education,  which  shall  not,  in  all  its  details,  and  Jiioditications, 
be  essentially  based  (jn  religion. 

2.  1  observe,  in  the  fJeneral  Plan  of  tlie  Committee  on  Education,  herewith  returned,  that 
])rovision  is  intended  to  be  m;ale  for  Schools  of  Divinity  in  the  highest  luanches  of  University 
Education  ;  but  the  proposal  for  foui'  distinct  Professorships  of  Divinity,  each  so  widely  diller- 
ing  in  doctrine,  and  supjiosed  capable  of  working  together,  in  and  undi;r  one  University,  seems 
to  me  whcdlj'  and  entirely  impractical)le,  under  any  moditication. 

3.  In  the  "IMan"  of  the  i)roposed  Hrammar  and  Common  Schools,  I  observe  that  theri'  is  no 
provision  whatever  for  religious  instruction  ;  nor  does  the  st\idy  of  tlie  Bible,  more  tliaii  the  vital 
doctrines  of  Christianity,  apjiear  to  form  any  part  of  the  intended  S3'stem.  My  opinion  is,  that 
any  course  of  National  Education  which  omits  these  essential  and  \)riiuary  ingredients,  must 
become  a  curse,  rather  than  a  blessing,  to  the  comnuinity. 

4.  There  are,  at  the  same  time,  very  valuable  suggestions  in  these  "Plans,"-  tliat  of  a 
Normal  School  for  the  Teachers  is  one  of  high  importance,  but  religious  ipialilication  is  not 
alluded  to  as  essential  to  this  brancli  of  the  subject. 

5.  1  am  aware  that  great,  and,  apiiarently,  insuperable  ditiicultios  surniund  this  {>ait  of  tlie 
subject,  not,  perhaps,  altogether  arising  from  the  impossibilily  of  harmonizing  eoiillicting  \  iews, 
but  from  tlie  angry  and  hostile  sjiirit  with  which  tliey  have  hitherto  been  most  unfoit  unately 
conducted.  1  wciuld  fain  lioiie  ihat  true  Christian  feeling  may  yet  be  brouglit  to  bear  on  this, 
not  less  than  on  others  ecpially  to  be  deplored  ;  but,  be  this  as  it  may,  a  de(.[)  and  awful  res[)on- 
sil>ility  must  attacli  s(jmewheie.  if  a  remedy  be  not  speedily  applied  to  the  present  destitute 
condition  of  this  country,  as  respects  the  spiritual  and  intellectual  wants  of  the  rising  generation. 

Permit  me,  with  all  due  deference,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  ICducation  CJommissioiu-rs  to 
•  a  Charge  delivered  by  the  Lord  l»isliop  of  l'].\eter  to  his  Clergy,  as  connected  witli  tliis  subject, 
and  which  will  be  found  reported  in  "  TAc  7'(';/((',s,'"  newspaper  of  i:>th  November  last.  Tiiey 
will  there  find  embcjdied  what  I  will  not  weaken  by  any  feelilo  illustration,  aii<l  i  coiuuiend  it  to 
tiieir  most  serious  consideration. 

7.  Another  point  in  the  enchased  sketclies  which  seems  objectional)le  is  the  expense  attend- 
ant upon  the  proposed  "  I'lan." 

8.  I  coincide  entirely  with  the  views  of  the  Writer,  of  the  necessity,  tlie  absolute  necessity, 
for  a  decent  i)rovision,  at  all  events,  for  those  who  are  expected  to  occupy  the  station  of 
Teachers.  Their  present  condition  is  truly  wretched,  and  retlects  great  disgrace  upon  the 
Nation  ;  and  what  but  the  actual  result  can,  or  could  be,  expected  I  L  think  a  difHculty  will 
arise  as  to  linding  lnsp(!ctors  properly  (pialitied,  or  who,  in  the  present  state  of  the  Country, 
can  be  trusted  ;  but  this  may  be  modified  by  having  recourse  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and,  I  doubt  not,  but  that  assistance  could  be  had  from  the  Clergy  of  other  Denomi- 
nations of  Christians. 

y.  Before  recourse  be  had  to  increased  taxation,  it  should  be  shown  that  the  actual  avail- 
able sources,  for  the  i)urpo8es  of  National  Educa'ion,  have  been  fully  brought  forwani  ;  and,  if 
this  were  done,  1  take  it  for  granted  that  the  i)ublic  would  not  object  to  supply  any  deficiency, 
if  such  existed. 

10.  I  wrote  to  a  Friend  in  the  country,  since  the  receipt  of  your  Letter,  rc(juesting  his  views 
upon  the  subject  of  National  Education  1  beg  leave  to  enclose  them  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Commissioners  of  lni|uiry  : — The  talents  and  i)Ualifications  of  the  Reverend  (lentleniaii  who 
drew  them  up,  and  his  fitness  to  oiler  an  oi)iniiin  on  what  he  has  so  lf>ng  turned  hisat'ention  to, 
are  undoubted  ;  and  he  has  not  seen  any  of  the  papers  you  enclosed  to  me.

Of  the  i^/.(.s^./•J.  -Among  these  are  few  properly  (jualitied,  and  there  are  als..  many 
aliens.  ■' 

lird.  0/  //teiim>/^s— Nearly  every  School  has  its  own  Books;  and  aliens,  whoie  children 
attend,  require  American  Books  to  be  use!.  These  books  invariably  contain  direct  attacks  on 
luonarchial  Institutions,  and  the  most  laudatory  commendations  of  iJemocracy.* 

The  Distriet  {(h-cunniir)  Sch„„ls  are,  in  general,  not  sulliciently  respectabh.'  in  their  comiM.si- 
tion  U)  ensure  the  end  designed  by  tlieir  institution. 

Jirnialial  M<iasnrc!i{l).  To  remedy  the  defects  of  the  i)re3eit  system,  we  mu  t  lirst  h.ok 
tor  the  establishment  of  an  eHicient  Board  of  Hducation  in  the  Metropolis,  and  of  a  District 
IJoanl  in  the  chief  Town  of  each  District.  The  (ieiieral  Board  should  be  comi)ose<l  1st  of  i)er- 
sons,  who,  from  their  mtluence  and  station,  should  bo  cx-otHdo  members,  as  the  (Joveriior  ami 
Lieutenair  G.)vernor.  the  Chief  Justice,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Judges,  the  President  and 
Council  of  Knig  s  College,  the  Principal  and  Vice- Principal  of  Ui.per  Canada  College,  the  Attor- 
ney and  Solicitor  (ienerals,  the  Spe;.kers  of  both  Houses,  and.  secondly,  of  such  Cler-n-  of  the 
Church  of  England  and  Ministers  of  the  Kirk  of  ScoUand.  not  exceeding  si.x  ;  also  civi'Tiaiis,  not 
exceeding  six.  as  the  (Jovernor,  or  Lieutenant  (Jovernor,  may  apjMnnl.  'J'his  JJoard  sh'ouM 
tlecide  absolutely  the  Books  to  be  used  in  all  District  (firammiir),  or  Common.  Schools.  To  this 
Board  the  District  B<jards  of  Education  should  transmit  a  report  twice  in  each  year,  of  the  state 
<A  the  schools,  District  ((irammar),  or  Common,  in  the  several  Districts.  All  appointments  of 
Masters  to  the  District  ((Irammir;  Schools,  to  be  made  by  the  Oeneral  Board  The  District 
Boards  of  Education  sliould  also  have  their  ex-offi:l.,  members,— as  all  Members  of  the  Lci-sla- 
tive  Council  and  House  of  Assemljly,  resident  in  the  District,— all  Justices  of  the  Peac.>  in  the 
District,— the  Clergy  of  of  the  Clmrch  of  England,  and  Ministers  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland. 

(2).  If  these  were  not  thought  sutlicient,  the  (Jovernor,  or  Lieutenant  CJovernor  mi -lit 
nominate  six  others.  These  District  Boards  of  Education  should  meet  (piarteily  to 'receive 
reports  from  the  District  ((irainmar),  and  Common  Schools  under  their  own  supervision  and  to 
prepare  their  own  Keport  for  the  General  Board. 

(•■i)  These  Boards  should  also  examine  applicants  for  the  Mistershiio  of  Common  Schools 
and  to  attend  the  public  examinations  at  the  District  (Grammar)  School,  or  Schools,  a  small 
salary  to  be  given  to  the  person  oliiciating  as  Clerk  (jf  this  Board. 

Kj).  —  Disfrirt  (Orammnr)  Schoids  should  l>e  under  the  immediate  su])ervision  of  the  District 
Boards  of  Education,— Masters  should  be  appointed  and  Books  should  be  ordered  by  the  (Jen- 
cral  Board.  The  salary  of  the  Master  ought  to  be  at  least  £100  ;  that  for  an  under  Master  for 
NVnting,  Arilhme'ic  and  Juni<n-  Classes  should  be  about  £70.  If  you  want  sui)erior  m  -n  y..u 
must  pay  accord  ugly.  School  H.mse  and  Residence  for  Master,  or  an  allowance  until  one  is 
built,  to  be  provided  by  the  District  ;  a  Book  of  Entry  to  be  kejit  of  attendance  of  scholars  their 
studies  and  conduct.— The  System  to  be  determined  by  the  General  B<iard,  and  the'  rules 
printed  to  be  hung  up  in  every  School. 

y>)  Public  Examinalions  should  be  held  half-yearly,  if  not  <iuarteily.  before  the  Members 
of  the  District  Boards  of  Education.     Yearly  i)ri/.es  of  small  value  might  be  given. 

(<■))  An  Exhibition  to  King's  College,  Toronto,  would  tend  jjreatly  to  keep  up  a  right  spirit 
of  emulation,  to  be  given  every  second  year,  and  should  amount  to  £40  a  year,  dur.ii"  The  usual 
period  of  College  residence.  Examinations  to  be  held  before  the  District  Board  of°Educatioii 
under  the  Master  of  the  School,  who  will  recommend  to  the  Board  the  boy  most  fit,— moral  con- 
duct essential  to  obtain  the  Exiiibition.  The  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Master  bv  each  .scholar 
Bhonld  be  £L  5s.  Od,  each  (piarter,  in  advance.      Firing  for  the  scho  d  to  be  furnished   by  the 


District.

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(7)  Common  Schools— The  Masters  to  be  fippointed  by  the  District  lioard,  after  uiio  exami- 
nation into  his  (lualitications.  No  alien  to  be  admitted  as  a  Master.  The  System  and  Books  to 
be  determined  by  tlie  General  Board.  — Rules  to  be  hung  up  in  the  school.  Schools  to  be  untler 
the  supervision  of  the  District  Beards  of  Education  generally  ;  but  Trustees  al8(j  necessarily 
living  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  School.  Ji^.r-officio  :  all  the  members  of  the  Dis- 
trict Board  and  three  others,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Inhabitants  who  send  children  to  the  School. 

(8)  Reports  from  the  Trustees,  (or  from  three  at  least,)  drawn  up  by  the  Master,  to  be  sent 
rpiarterly  to  the  District  Board,  containing  the  number  and  names  of  scholars,  the  attendance 
at  the  i)iib!ic  examination  under  the  Master,  and  before  the  Trustees,  (juarterly,  the  result  of  it 
to  be  stated  in  a  (laurterly  re]  ort.

(J».)  Hooks  for  ihc  (inintinarSrJiooh.  The  Bible  ;  Watt's  Scrijiture  History  ;  Catechism  of  the 
Church  of  England,  for  her  own  Mendiers  once  a  week  ;  Shorter  Catechism  of  the  Presbyterian 
■Assi'nibly  for  those  whose  parents  object  to  our  Catechism,  once  a  week.  The  English  Speaker  ; 
English  Compo.sition  ;  Aritlunetic  ;  the  four  hrst  books  of  Euclid  ;  Algelira,  to  the  solution  of 
quadratic  ecpiations,  at  least  ;  Latin  and  fireek.  (The  Books  to  be  determined  by  the  General 
Board,)  ;  (Jeogiajjhy  ;  De  Lolme  on  the  Constitution  of  England. 

(10)  BooLs  for  the  (ommon  Schools.  Tiie  Bi'de  ;  Watt's  ;  and  thu  Catechisms  as  above  ; 
Reading  ;    Writing  ;  Arithmetic  ;  Rudiments  of  Latin,  if  possible. 

(11)  RdUjiovs  Exercises.  A  Form  of  Rrayerto  be  used  morning  and  evening  in  every  School 
by  tile  Master  ;  this  form  fixed  by  the  (jeiieral  Board,  and  to  be  tho  same  in  all  Scluxds  ;  a 
printed  copy  to  be  hung  up  in  each  School.  Certificates  of  it.s  having  been  regularly  used  to  be 
in  the  (piarterly  and  half-jcarly  returns.  In  the  Prayer,  mention  to  be  made  of  tho  Sovereign, 
the  Governor,  and  Lieulenant-G(.veriior,  Legislature,  College  and  Schools,  a  wise  form  in  "  tho 
sjiirit  f  f  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England."  Immediately  after  the  Prayer,  a  class  of  tho 
whole  school  should  read  in  the  Bible  a  regular  course,  for  a  (piarter  of  an  hour. 

11.    Letter  fr(n>>,  the  Hononrdl'le  Adavi  Fci-giL-sun,  Woudhlll. 

Besides  its  various  stages  necessarily  dependent  upon  the  Jiges  of  i)Upils  :  Fducati..n  divides 
itself  into  .systems,  the  one  more  strictly  limited  to  the  ordinary  business  of  life,  the  other  ex- 
tended to  the  higher  de[)artments  of  Literature  and  Science. 

2.  To  meet  the  first  of  these  .systems,  it  seems  diflicult  to  miagine  a  better  frame  work  than 
tho  Parish  Schools  of  Scot'and. 

3.  Upon  this  well  tried  system,  it  would  be  easy  to  engraft  any  improvements  which  have 
been  introduced  by  Prussia  and  other  States,  nor  wjuld  it  be  ditlicult  to  adopt  the  plan  to 
Up})er  Canada. 

4.  An  intelligent  and  upright  lioard  of  Commissioners  ought  to  be  appointeil,  wih  ample 
powers  to  examine  and  certify  candidates  for  schools,  both  in  regard  to  professional  and  moral 
(jualitications,  and  without  any  other  limitation,  upon  the  subject  of  religion,  than  will  secure 
purity  of  creed  in  the  Christian  faith. 

5.  Candidates  should  come  before  the  Board,  backed  by  rcommendations  from  any  Clergy- 
man olliciating,  and  also  from  a  certain  number  of  Heads  of  families. 

0.  From  whatever  source  the  funds  may  be  derived,  each  Teacher  should  be  secured  in  an 
annual  allowance  of  from  £'/5  to  £'40  ner  annum,  independent  of  school  fees. 

7.  in  extensive,  or  remote  Townships,  where  the  children  are  widely  dispersed,  it  may  bo 
useful  to  divide  the  attendance  of  the  Teicher,  uiving  perhaps  two-thirds  of  his  time  to  the  most 
populous  jiortion  of  the  Township,  and  there  is  but  little  dnubt  that  an  Assistant,  or  Monitor, 
will  occupy  the  vacant  ptation  during  the  absence  '<(  the  regular  Teacher.  Encouragement 
slK^uld  be  allorded  to  respectable  Female  Schools  for  instruction  in  sewing,  and  in  other  useful 
and  domestic  i)ursuits.

1.  My  opinion  ia  that  tlio  proscnt  i.iovi.sion  for  Education  in  this  I'rovinco  is  hv  u<>  nu-ans 
ftde.iuato  to  its  wants.  Uusido  tho  Bums  dt-rivahlu  from  tliu  sales  of  Sclio.pri  and.s  and 
apphcjiblo  only  to  District  and  (JiamniHi-  Scliools,  an  annua!  appropriation  from  tho  I'rovinciiil 
Ireasury  ought  to  be  permanently  stcnrtd  hy  law  and  distributed  amoiiy  tho  several  Districts 
in  proportion  to  the  jK.pnlation  of  each,  and  be  under  the  .superintendence  of  a  fJuneral  l{..aid 
of  Education,  to  bo  establi.shed  at  Toronto,  whose  duty  it  shouhl  be,  to  re.pu're  j.eriodical  and 
minute  information  from  the  several  District  Boards  of  K.lucation,  with  ihu  view  of  under- 
Htandnig  thoroughly  tlu!  st;ite  of  the  education  at  tlie  (hamniar  Schools  of  each  District  Tho

2.  The  General  Board  should  also  have  tho  powor  ol  calablishing  rules  and  ivulations  for 
the  sevcralCJrammar  Schools;  it  should  prescribe  the  manner  of  tuition,  as  welfas  tho  Text 
IJooks  to  bo  use.l.  Tho  District  Board  of  Kducation  should  have  the  power  of  regulatin-',  from 
time  to  time,  tho  amount  of  tuition  fees,  and  should  also  have  the  power  of  admiuin"  fivL  from 
charge,  a  number  of  charity  scholars  from  the  Common  Schools. 

3  In  regard  to  Counnou  Schools,  nothing  is  more  desirable  than  that  a  Normal  School 
should  bo  established  by  law.  The  exclusive  i)U8iiiess  of  which  Xormal  School  should  bo  ■  tho 
education  of  promising  youths,  .selected  from  the  Conn. ion  Schools  of  various  Districts  and 
educated  purjM.sely  for  ^raHtel•s  of  tho  ComuKJii  Schools  throughout  the  Province.  Bv  this 
arrangement,  a  constant  supply  of  Teachers  could  bo  aliurded,' and  they  would,  no  doubt  bo 
preferred  by  tho  inhabitants  of  the  several  Townships.  ' 

4.  1  cannot  conceive  anything  more  wanting  in  efhciency  than  our  present  system  for 
Comnioii  School  Education. 

5.  I  would  propose  that  a  scheme  should  be  adopted  for  forming  a  "  Common  School  Fund  " 
upon  the  following  basis,  videlicet,-  - 

(1.)  A  large  appropriation  of  the  Waste  liands  of  tho  Crown,  from  which  to  create  a  per- 
inanout  revenue  for  the  support  of  Common  Schools  in  all  time  to  come. 

(2.)  A  grant  to  be  provided  for  permanently,  from  the  Provincial  llevenue. 

(3.)  An  eqiia,l  sum  to  that  afforded  from  the  Provincial  Revenue,  to  be  permanently  pro- 
vided for,  and  raised  by  annual  assessments,  from  the  people  of  the  several  Districts,  by  order 
of  the  .histices  of  the  Peace  in  (Jeiieral  (.)uarter  Sessions,  each  District  furnishing  its  proper 
(luota  of  tiiat  sum,  in  proportion  to  its  population.  A  law  framed  upon  su.;h  a  scheme,  as  I 
have  mentioned,  would,  in  my  humble  opinion,  be  productive  of  much  good  to  tho  rising  youth 
of  the  Province. 

I  proceed  to  answer  the  (pieries  in  the  order  in  which  you  have  put  them  :— 

Query  1.  The  number  of  Common  Schools  must  be  governed  by  the  convenience  and  wants 
of  the  population. 

Qitcrij  2.      Their  i)osition  should  be  lixed  by  the  same  rule. 

Qnrri/  3.  Tlie  selection  of  tho  Masters  is  a  ditiicult  matter,  in  tho  present  destitute  state  of 
the  Country,  in  respect  to  proper  material.  They  shouhi,  in  all  cases,  j)as3an  oxamiimtion  before 
the  Distiict  Board  of  Education,  and  be  approved  of  before  they  are  permitted  to  teach. 

(Jiii'i-ics  J,  and  '>.  The  remuneration  of  Masters  should  be  by  .salary,  apportioned  by  District 
Bi>ards  of  Education,  from  the  "Common  School  Fund,"  before  mentioned,  and  by  charges  of 
tuition  foes  to  the  jnipils,  which,  in  my  ojunion,  are  absolutely  neces.sary,  to  arrest  and  keep 
enduring  the  attention  of  parents  to  tho  true  interests  and  well  working  of  Common  Schools, 
and  should  never  be  dispensed  with,  but,  in  such  cases  of  indigent  j)areiits  as  tho  Trustees  of 
Common  Schools  might,  on  account  of  indigence,  alone  direct  that  their  children  should  be 
taught  gratuitously. 

Qncnj  a.  Tho  Course  of  Study  and  the  Text  Books  used  should  be  regulated  by  the  District 
Boartls  of  Education,  to  whom  tho  Tru.stees  of  the  Township,  or  Common,  Scliools"should  make 
half-yearly  reports,  — giving,  in  detail,  all  the  information  that  might  be  recpiired  (jf  them  by 
the  District,  Boards,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  return  a  half-yearly  synopsis  of  tho  state  of  tho 
Common  Scliofds  to  the  (Jeneral  Board  of  Education  at  Toronto,  by  which  means  valuable 
information  would  be  gained,  as  to  the  practical  working  of  all  the  Common  Schools. 
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Qncry  7.  The  .su])ervisioii  rocjuisito  to  unsure  the  cHicient  working  of  llie  CoiimiDii  Schouls 
"would  lie  best  attained  i>y  nn  irregular  visitation  of  all  the  scIkkjIs,  by  a  well  ijualitied  Member 
of  the  District  Board.  In  this  way,  a  constant  anxiety  would  be  kej)t  up,  in  the  minds  of  the 
pupilx,  to  improve  as  much  as  in  their  jiower. 

If  tlie  sclieme  T  have  mentioniid  were  adopted,  a  Bill  might  be  drawn  up,  embracing  many 
of  the  valuable  hints  contained  in  the  Es.say  of  the  Revei-end  Doctor  Chalmers  on  "the 
Parochial  Schools  (;f  Scotland,"  published  in  181!?*  ;  and  of  the  yet  more  valuable  information 
contained  in  the  .system  of  Education  as  explained  by  Mrs.  Austin's  translation  of  M.  Victor 
Cousin's  Report  to  the  Government  of  France,  on  the  subject  of  the  Common  Schools  of  Fru.ssia. 
I  annex,  for  the  notice  of  the  Commission  of  Investigation,  a  printed  cojiy  of  the  Couuuon 
School  Bill,  wliich  I  have  several  times  endeavored  to  get  passed  tlirough  the  Assembly.  Several 
of  mj'  friends  have  expresscil  an  ojiinion  that  the  "  jnachinory  "  of  tiiis  Bill  is  too  democratic; 
but  with  the  securities  ali'orded  liy  the  (icnerai  and  District  l>oarda  of  Eiiuc.ition,  I  ln.'g  leave  to 
dilier  from  them  in  opinion,  I  deem  the  provisions  of  this  Bill  to  be  consistent  with  tiie  authori- 
ties 1  have  <|Uoted.

Treasurer  of  e;icli  iiiid  evory  District,  rospectivoly,  who  sh.ill  l.iy  tlio  saino  l>uf  )ro  Her  M  ijmty's 
Justice?  of  tlie  I'eiice,  iu  e;icli  .lud  every  District,  that  H'»r  INLijesty's  Justices  of  th«.;  I'e.ice  in 
General  (.Quarter  Sessions  niiy  direct,  and  such  Justices  are  herchy  autliori/tjd  and  rejuirod  to 
direct  such  an  addition  to  tiie  usual  assessment  of  ratal)le  [)ro|)erty  to  he  raised  and  levied 
within  their  respective  districts,  as  shall  l»o  e([ual  in  auioiinl  to  tho  money  so  apportionod  for 
Cunmon  Schools,  from  tlie  I'rovincial  Treasury. 

8.  And  be  if  further  eii'ic'cd,  .  .  .  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Oaiioral  IJoird 
of  Education  to  prepare  suitable  forms  for  niakin;^  re|)  )rt3  and  coiiduotini;  the  necessary  ])ro- 
CeediuL^s  under  this  Act,  and  to  cause  the  same,  witii  such  rcLful  ilious  and  instructions  as  tlie}' 
shall  deem  necessary,  to  be  communicated  to  all  such  as  are  employed  in  executing  the  provi- 
sions ot  this  Act  ;  I'mriili-d,  that  nothing  contained  in  sucli  foi'ms,  regulations  airl  instructions, 
shall  bo  rejjugnant  to  the  same. 

9.  A)t.il  be  it  furlker  eundvd,  .  ,  .  That  there  shall  continue  to  be,  in  each  and  every 
District  of  this  Province,  wiih  the  exce{)tion  of  the  Home  District,  a  IJoard  of  Education  :  to 
consist  of  not  less  than  seven,  or  more  th  in  nine,  lit  and  discreet  pjrsons,  a|)p)inled  hy  tiie 
Governor,  Ijieutcnant  (lovenior,  or  Person  administering  the  (lovernmeiit,  of  wli'un  live  shall 
be  a  (juorum,— \vh  )se  duty  it  shall  be  :  Fir.ft  :  To  a[)porrion,  inea'jhand  every  Tovvnship  within 
their  Districts,  respectively,  the  share  of  tho  School  Fund,  roceive<l  and  levied,  as  aforesai<l,  in 
the  ratio  of  children  over  live  and  under  sixteen  yeirs  of  age,  found  to  be  resident  within  such 
Township,  from  tlie  last  population  returns  of  the  same  ;  and  to  furnish  the  Treasurer  of  the 
District,  with  a  certilied  co])y  of  the  apiiortiomuent  of  tho  sums  of  school  money  to  each  and 
every  Township,  within  such  District,  as  aforesaid.  St-ci>)uUij  :  to  cximine  all  jtjrsons  oHcring 
themselves  as  ciiididates  for  teaching  Common  Scho  )l3,  in  respect  to  in  )ral  chara  ter,  le  irning 
and  ability,  and,  if  satisfied  thereof,  to  deliver  to  each  person  so  ex  imined  a  Certilicate,  expres- 
sing the  same  :  Pniridcd,  nevertheless,  that  no  person  shall  be  held  entitlcil  to  such  Certilicate, 
or  Ml  be  appointed  to  any  Common  Scho<jl,  unless  such  [lerson  is  a  natural  born  suliject  of  lltT 
Majesty,  or  a  sul)ject  of  Her  Majesty  l)y  the  con(iuest  and  cession  of  the  Province  of  <,!uel)ec,  or 
having  become  naturalized  by  Act  of  Parliament. — Tliirdlij:  To  hear,  determine,  and  settle, 
all  disputes  which  may  arise  out  of  the  proceedings  of  Coinmis3ioni.:r.s  of  Township  and  Common 
Schools  hereinafter  named,  or  out  of  the  i)rf)ceedings  of  the  Trustees  of  School  Districts,  also 
hereinafter  naineil,  or  any  otiier  matter  in  respect  of  Cijuinion  Schools,  within  their  Districts 
respectively  ;  and  that,  in  all  such  cases,  tlieir  decision  is  to  be  final  an  I  without  ap[)e  il.  And 
Jfo)(,rtldii  •  '^^'  ]nc\Kiv<i  a  Report  (tf  the  state  of  the  Common  Schools,  in  their  respect 've  Districts 
and  tran.sniit  the  same,  in  eaeii  and  every  year,  to  the  General  B  >ard  of  Education  for  tiie  l^-o- 
vinee,  on,  or  before,  tho  first  day  oi  January. 

10.  And  be  it  fitrtlter  enacted  .  .  .  Tiiat  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  District 
Boards  of  Education  to  apply  such  i)arts  of  the  money  for  the  establishment  and  support  ni 
Common  Schools,  apporti(Uied  and  raised,  by  assessment,  in  their  Districts  respectively,  not 
exceeding,  in  any  oiiij  year,  tlie  sum  of  One  Hundred  pounds,  (tlOO,)  for  the  purchase  of  Books 
for  the  use  of  Comuio.i  Schools,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  distributed  to  such  Schools  in  pro- 
portion to  the  children  above  live  and  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  residing  in  the  School 
district,  hereinafter  to  be  a-ssigned  to  each. 

11.  And  he  it  fiirtlier  eiuicleil  .  .  .  That  the  General  Board  of  Education  for  the 
Province,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duties  already  imposed  up(Ui  it  by  the  ])rovisi(ms  of  this  .Vet, 
also  perform  ami  discharge  all  such  duties  and  services  for  the  Home  District,  as  are  herebeforo 
assigned  to  the  District  Boards  of  Education  for  the  several  Districts  respectively. 

12.  And  be  it  further  enaeted  .  .  .  That  the  inhabitants  of  each  and  every  Townsliip, 
at  thoT  Annual  Town  Meeting,  shall  nominate,  choose  and  appoint,  five  Connuissioners,  to  be 
called  Commissioners  of  Township  Schools,  of  whom  three  shall  be  a  (luorum  ;  whose  duty  it 
shall  be,  First:  To  divide  the  Township  into  a  convenient  number  of  School  districts;  Pro- 
vided, always,  that  not  fewer  than  twelve  householders  be  resi<lent  in  any  such  School  district. 
Seci))idlii :  To  describe  tho  number  of  School  districts,  into  tvhich  the  'I'ownship  is  <livided, 
desi<;nating  them  by  one,  two,  three,  etcetera. —  I'hirdlii:  To  ajiply  for.  and  receive,  from  the 
District  Treasurer,  all  monies  aiiportionod  by  the  District  Board  of  Education  for  the  use  of 
Common  Schools  in  the  said  Township.      t\nirtldij :  To  ajiportiou  the  School  money,  so  received 

by  them,  on  tlie ,  in  each  and  every    year,  among    the   several   School  districts  within 

their  Townships  res[)ectively,  in  proportion  to  tiie  number  of  children  residing  in  each,  over  the 
age  of  five  and  under  the  a,'e  of  sixteen  years,  as  the  same  shall  ap[)ear  from  the  1  ist  annual 
Re] tint  of  the  'I'rustees  of  the  School  districts  resjiectively  ;  to  draw  up  a  lleport  of  the  state 
of  Common  Scliools  within  their  Townships,  containing  the  luunber  of  School  districts,  the 
number  of  scholars  taught  in  each  ;  the  monies  expended  ;  the  state  of  the  School  House  and 
furniture  ;  the  branches  of  education  taught,  and  the  text  books  used  ;  with  such  other  luatter.s 
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as  the  Coiniiiissioners  may  deem  useful  ;  the  same  to  be  transniitteil,  on,  or  before,  the  tirst  tliy 
of  December  in  eacli  and  eveiy  year,  to  tlie  District  Board  of  Education.  Sirflilij  :  To  reccrd 
and  preserve  all  their  proceedings  in  a  Book  furnished  for  that  purjiose  by  the  Oenei'al 
Board  of  Education  ;  the  ])roceedings  of  each  meeting,  witli  tlie  names  of  the  Conimissioiiisrs 
present,  to  be  authenticated  by  the  signature  of  tlie  Chairman,  and  uhicli  Buok  is  to  be  deliv- 
ered over  by  thi;  said  Commissioners  to  their  successors,  and  when  full,  to  be  transmitted  ti>  the 
District  Board  of  Education.  And  Strcnilibj  :  'Jo  visit  all  such  Common  Schoi^ls  as  shall  have 
been  formed  in  their  respective  Townships  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  (juarteily,  or  oftener,  if  tiiey 
shall  deem  meet  ;  and  to  examine  into  the  state  and  condition  of  such  sclmols,  as  it  respects  the 
proficiency  of  the  scholars,  the  character  and  ability  of  the  Teachers,  and  the  conduct  of  the 
Trustt  es. 

13.  And  In:  it  further  eiKK'tcil  .  .  .  That  the  Coiumi.s.sioners  of  the  Tnwnship  Schools, 
shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  their  respective  ollices,  pay  over  to 
their  successors  any  balances  that  may  be  found  remaining  in  theii-  liands,  of  the  nuniies  ap|.or- 
tioned  by  the  District  Board  of  Education  from  the  School  Funds  in  their  respective  Townships. 

14.  And  he.  it  further  ntdr  fed  .  .  .  That  the  householders  of  each  and  every  .School 
district,  so  soon  as  the  limits  thereof  are  designated  and  notified  by  the  (Jommissioneis  of 
Township  Scho(<Is,  as  aforesaid,  shall  assemble  in  some  convenient  place  within  the  .s.iuie,  and, 
at  such  Meeting,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  anil  rcpiired,  to 
choose  a  Clerk  t(j  record  their  proceedings,  also  three  Trustees,  to  manage  the  concerns  of 
such  School  district,  and  a  Collector  for  the  same  ;  also  to  designate  a  site  for  their  School 
House  ;  to  vote  such  assessment  on  the  resident  inhabitants  of  the  School  district  as  they,  or  a 
majority  of  those  present,  shall  deem  suthcient  ;  to  purchase  a  suitable  site  for  their  School 
House,  and  to  build,  and  keep  in  repair,  the  sauio,  with  the  necessary  fuel  and  appendages  ; 
also  to  empower  and  instruct  the  Trustees  as  to  the  collection  of  monies  due  for  instruction, 
and  the  exoneration  of  poor  and  indigent  persons  from  the  payim  nt  thereof,  or  of  the  School 
district  Tax,  voted  as  aforesaid  ;  and  to  repeal,  alter,  regulate  and  modify  all  such  proceedings, 
or  any  part  thereof,  as  they,  from  time  to  time,  may  deem  meet  ;  Fruridul,  nevertheless,  that 
no  alteration,  as  to  the  site  of  the  Scho(;l  House,  shall  take  place,  but  by  consent  of,  at  least, 
two  of  the  C(jnunissioners  of  Townshi])  Schools,  belonging  to  the  Tnvvn.sliip  ;  and  Prorided 
also,  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Tru.stees  of  such  Sclmul  district,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  necessary,  to  call  a  special  Meeting  of  the  said  householders, 
— a  notice  of  t:hree  days  having  been  given  previcnis  to  the  time  of  meeting. 

15.  And  be  it  further  enacted  .  .  .  That  the  Trustees,  Cler-k,  and  Collector  of  each  and 
every  School  disti'ict,  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  tire  annuul  meeting  of  such  district, 
next  following  the  lime  of  their  ai)pointment,  and  until  (jthers  shall  iu'  appMinted  in  their  places; 
and,  ill  case  such  ofliees,  (jr  either  of  them,  sliall  be  >'acatt'd  by  the  ileath,  refusal  to  ser\-e,  re- 
moval out  of  the  district,  or  incajjacity,  ui  any  of  the  persons  .so  apj>oiiited,  as  abiresaid,  such 
vacancy  shall  be  supplied  at  a  special,  or  other,  meeting  of  the  Schod  district,  after  such 
Vacancy  shall  occur. 

](>.  And  he  it  further  enacted  .  .  .  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  each 
and  every  School  district,  whenever  such  district  shall  have  voted  a  School  district  Tax,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  to  make  a  rate-bill,  or  tax-list,  by  which  tlicy  shall  raise  the  sum 
voted,  with  tlii-ee /jf*' ce>i/i(?>i,  over  and  above  the  same  for  Collector's  fees,  on  all  the  taxable 
inhabitants  within  the  said  School  di.stiict,  and  agreeable  to  the  assessment  mil  of  the  Town- 
shij)  for  the  jireceeding  year,  and  in  the  same  pro()ortion  to  their  ratable  projierty.  and  to  annex 
such  ndl,  bill,  or  list,  to  the  Resolution  of  the  School  district  ^Meeting,  impo.siiig  the  tax,  signed 
by  the  Trustees,  and  to  deliver  the  sa.ue  to  the  Collector  of  such  district,  who  shall  collect  the 
same  ;  and,  if  the  sum,  or  sums,  of  money  jiayable  by  any  ])ers(jn  named  in  such  tax  list,  or 
rate-bill,  eliall  not  be  paid  by  him,  he  shall  bo  sued  for  the  same  by  the  Collector,  ui  his  suc- 
cessor in  office,  in  any  Court  in  this  Province  having  coiupeteiit  jurisdiction. 

17.  -1h(/  tje  it  further  enacted  .  .  .  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  Common 
School  district,  whenever  a  Meeting,  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  voted  a  tax  for  that  purpose,  to 
purchase  a  suitable  site  for  their  School  House  of  not  less  than  one  acre,  and  to  build,  keep  in 
rei)air,  and  furnish,  such  School  House,  with  necessary  fuel  and  appendages  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Trustees,  as  aforesaid,  to  agree  with  and  appoint  all  Teachers  to  be  employed  in  such 
School  districts  :  Frocided  that  no  Teacher  be  employed  by  them,  who  is  not  qualitied  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

18.  And  he  it  fitrther  enacted  .  .  .  That  the  Trustees,  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  remove  such  Teacher,  aj)pointed,  as  aforesaid,  for  any  misdemeanor,  or  impro- 
priety of  conduct. 

19.  And  tie  it  further  enacted  .  .  .  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  pay  the 
wages  to  such  Teacher,  or  Teachers,  out  of  the  money  which  shall  come  into  their  hands  fronk 
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the  Commissioners  ot  Tt.wnsliii)  Scliools,  as  iifi-resuid,  s..  far  as  such  money  sliall  l)u  sudicient  f.-r 
that  purpose,  and  tlio  re8i<lue  of  such  wa-^es  sliall  he  paid  from  monies  collected  hy  the  Trustees 
of  such  School  district,  from  all  such  i.ersons  as  .shall  he  lial.lo  therefor,  hy  reason  of  8endin{{ 
cliildren  to  the  School  of  the  said  Sclu.ol  district,  in  j)roportion  to  the  nnndicr  of  days  that  such 
children  shall  have  attended  :  /'/•<u'i(/e(/ always.  That  ihe  Trustees  he  authorized  and  euipnwered  to 
exonerate  from  payn.ent  of  the  wages  of  such  Teachers  ail  such  [>cjor  persons,  within  their  dis- 
trict, as  the>  may  think  tit,  and  to  collect  the  whole  of  such  wages  from  such  other  persons 
residing  within  the  said  School  district,  as  shall  not  he  exonerated  from  i)ayment  thereof. 

'JO.  And  he  it  fiirtlirr  marled  .  .  .  That  it  shall  he  Ihe  iluty  of  the  Trustees  of  each  and 
every  School  district,  as  aforesaid,  to  make  ou*  and  deliver  to  the  Commissioners  of  Township 
Schools,  for  the  Townshii),  in  which  such  School  district  shall  bo  situated,  a  Report  specifying 
the  numher  of  months,  during  the  preceding  half  year,  that  a  School  has  heen  ke|)t  in  such 
School  district;  the  amount  of  monies  received  hy  tiiem  ;  the  manner  in  which  the  .same  has 
heen  e.\i)ended  ;  the  numher  of  children  tau;;ht.  wIkj  are  above  live,  and  under  sixteen,  years 
of  age  ;  and  the  number  of  days  that  each  child  has  atten<led  :  I'mriilrd  That  no  allowance,  or 
Jipliortionment,  of  the  School  Fmul  shall  he  granted,  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Township 
Schools,  to  the  Trustees  of  such  School  distiicts  as  have  not  rei)orted,  as  aforesaid  :  And  I'm- 
r id cd  ahi)  'I'hat  the  sum  paid  by  the  iiduihitants  of  si.ch  School  district  for  instructing  their 
childien  shall  he  ei[ual  to  the  amount  of  the  api)ortionment  to  he  made  by  the  Commissioners  >)f 
Township  Schools,  as  aforesaid. 

21.  And  he  it  iiirtliir  cnarted  .  .  .  That,  if  any  Commissioner  of  Township  Schools,  or 
Trustee  of  any  School  district,  shall  make  a  false  Ceititicate,  or  Iteport  by  means  whereof  any 
moiiie.s  shall  be  fraudulently  obtained,  such  Couunissioner  of  Township  Schocds  or  Trustee  of 
any  School  district,  shnll  not  oidy  restt)re  the  money,  so  fraii<lulently  ol)tained,  but  shall  be 
fined  Five  pounds  (tT),)  for  the  l>enetit  of  the  School  Fund,  to  he  recoveied  on  the  cath  ..f  one, 
or  more,  credible  witnesses,  before  any  two  of  Her  .Majesty's  .Justices  of  the  I'eace,  and  to  be 
levied,  or  recovered,  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  offender's  goods  and  diattles,  together  with  all 
roiisouable  costs  on  the  svme. 

22.  And  he  it  further  otitrted  .  .  .  That  any  jierson  chosen,  or  appointed  to  an  ollice, 
under  this  Act,  who  shall,  without  suflleiont  Ciaise.  refuse  to  serve  therein,  shall  f.)rfeit  the  sum 
of  two  pouiuls.  (£'i.)  and  every  pers.m.  so  chosen  and  appointed,  and  not  ha\ing  refused  to 
accei)t,  who  shall  neglect  to  i.erform  the  duties  of  his  oliice.  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  three  pounds, 
£'3,  all  which  tines  and  forfeitures  arc  to  be  p.iid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  District  in  which  they 
are  so  fc.rfei  ed,  for  the  benelit  of  the  Connnon  ScIkm.I  Fund,  and  to  be  recovered  in  the  tame 
manner  as  is  provi  ed  for,  in  the  case  of  fraudulent  Kei)orts  and  Ceitilicates,  as  aforesaid. 

23.  Aitd  he  it  fnrflier  enacted,  .  .  .  'I'hat,  when  portions  of  any  two  adjoining  Town- 
ships are  found  nu)st  convenient  for  a  School  distiict,  it  shall  and  may  Ite  law  fid  for  the  Com- 
missioners of  Township  ScIk.oIs  of  the  sai.l  two  Townshii)s  to  make  such  arrangements  as  that 
an  api)ortionment  of  the  School  Fund  from  each  may  be  in  the  ratio  of  chiMren  above  live  and 
under  si.vteen  years  of  age  as  reside  in  the  res[)ective  portions  of  the  s'aid  two  Town3hi|>s. 

24.  And  he  it  fiirtlier  enarted  .  .  .  That  the  several  sums,  hereby  gi-anted  and  appor- 
tioned, in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to  the  several  Districts  of  tins  J'rovince,  shall  be 
paid  hy  the  Receiver  (Jeneial,  for  the  time  being,  to  the  Treasurer  of  each  District  respectively, 
in  di.scharge  of  such  Warrant,  or  Warrants,  as  shall,  or  may,  from  lime  to  time,  be  issued  by  the 
(Jovcriujr,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Person  administering  the  G'overnment  of  this  Province  for 
the  time  being,  and  shall  be  accountiul  for  to  Her  Majesty,  Her  Heirs  and  Successors,  throngli 
the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  for  the  time  being,  in  such  manner  and 
form,  as  Her  Majesty,  Ifer  Heirs  and  Successors,  shall  be  graciously  pleased  to  direct. 

Note.  Ah  analysis  of  the  foregoing  Common  School  Bill  by  the  Reverend 
Doctor  Hyerson  will  be  found  on  page  148  of  the  Second  Volume  of  thi.s  Docu- 
mentary History.  It  is  also  referred  to  on  pages  72,  17G  ami  2.S7  of  the  .same 
Yohnne.  Other  projected  Common  School  Bills  which  failed  to  become  law  are 
mentioned  on  pages  32,  20G  and  309.  The  reasons  why  the  Comiuon  Scliool 
Bill  of  1835  was  rejected  by  the  Legislative  Council  are  given  on  page  li)8.  A 
comprehensive  Grammar  School  which  was  drafted  by  Mr.  Mahlon  Burwell  in 
1832,  but  which  lie  failed  to  press  to  a  second  reading  in  the  House  of  Assembly, 
will  be  foun  1  on  pages  98-101  of  the  same  Second  Volume. 
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CHAPTER  XVI. 

THE  FOUNDING  OF  QUEP]N'S  COLLEGE,  KINGSTON,  1840,  41. 

With  the  exception  of  tlio  nicaL,n-e  iufonuatioii,  which  I  was  able  to  collect 
and  embody  in  Chapter  Two  of  the  Second  Volume  of  this  Documentaiy  History, 
there  is  little,  or  no,  record  available  of  any  substantial  proceedings  having  been 
taken  by  the  Presbyterian  Authorities  until  18.S8,  to  establish  a  Presbyterian 
College,  or  Seminary,  for  the  educatiojiof  Ministers,  and  ^Members  of  that  Church. 

The  expectation  seems  to  have  been  entertained  for  many  years  piwiously, 
by  Presljyterians  generally,  either  that  provi.sion  would  be  made  fur  a  Pix'sby- 
terian  Professor  of  Theology  in  King's  College,  as  suggeste<l  in  a  Rvpoi-t  of  the 
Imperial  House  of  Commons  in  1828,  and  agreed  to  by  the  Legislative  Council 
in  18::)7,  (page  09,  ante)  Or  that,  as  embodied  in  the  Queen's  College  Incorpora- 
tion Bill  of  1840,  an  allowance  would  be  made,  out  of  the  funds  of  King's  College' 
iov  the  support  (jf  such  a  Theological  Professor  in  Queen's  College.  (See 
page  2:}8,  anJe.) 

The  Reverend  Doctor  William   Gregg,  in  his  "  History  of  the  Pre.sbyterian 

Church  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,"  mentions  that,  at  a  meeting  of  the  "United 

Presbytery  of  Upper  Canada"  held  at  Yoik  on  the  2nd  of  September,  1820  : 

"  A  plan  \va.s  coii.siili;reil  for  establishing  a  Literary  and  Tlioological  Seminary  for  the  educa- 
tion of  young  men  of  piety  and  ability  for  the  (iospel  INIinistry,  .so  soon  as  circumstances  would 
l)eriiiit  '.  .  .  The  Reverend  Messieurs  Andrew  liell,  Hi-bert  I'.oyil  and  \\'illiam  Smart,  were 
api)ointed  a  Committee  to  take  steps  towards  the  establislnnont  of  the  conteuii)lated  Semiuary. 
At  this  time,  a  Charter  had  been  .secured  for  the  establishment  (jf  King's  College,  tlie  prov  idioii'? 
of  which  were  so  exclusively  in  the  interests  of  the  Churcli  of  )<'n'j;land,  that  other  Cluuviies  found 
it  neccrssary  to  take  steps  to  prated  tlieir  own  educational  interests.      (I'ago  ;57o,  ;<7-l.) 

Doctor  Gregg  then  proceeds  to  narrate  the  further  stei)S  taken  by  the  Pres- 
bytery in  1880-1832,  to  establish  the  proposed  Sennnary  at  Plea.sant  Lay, 
Hillier,  in  tlie  Count}'  of  Prince  Ivlward,  as  detailed  in  Chajiter  Two  of  the  Second 
Volume  of  this  Documentary  Historj',  pages  14  and  1.3. 

As  I  have  already  intimated,  the  details  of  the  steps  which  were  taken  by 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  these  early  days  are  very  meagre.  A  good  deal  of 
preliminary  correspondence  took  place  between  the  Representatives  of  that  Church 
and  the  Colonial  OtHce.  I  have  made  the  following  extracts  from  this  Correspon- 
dence, as  it  appears  in  the  Oflicial  Papers,  which  were,  from  time  to  time,  printed 
by  order  of  the  Imperial  Parliament.  The  following  Despatch,  which  seems  to 
be  the  first  on  the  subject,  was  written  by  Sir  John  Colboi-ne  to  the  Right  Hon- 
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ourable  Edward  Geottrey  Stanley,  CoL^nial  Secretary,  in  1834,  on  the  .subject  of 
King's  College,     lie  .said  :

From  1834  until  1837,  the  Correspondence  between  Jlcpresentativcs  .,f 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada  and  the  Colonial  Ollice  related  chiefly  to  tlie 
subject  of  the  Clergy  Jieserves.  On  the  14th  of  April,  1837,  a  meeting  of  Dele- 
gates of  tlu-  Presbyterian  Church  was  held  in  Cobourg,  at  which,  among  other 
things,  the  Honourable  Willia.n  Morris  was  appointed  as  a  Representative- 
of  that  (Jhurch,  to  confer  personally  with  the  Imperial  Government,  in  legard  to. 
the  status  and  claims  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada.  On  the  13th  of 
July  1837,  Mr.  Morris  addressed  the  following  Letter  to  Lord  Glenelg,  then 
Colonial  Minister:

pa.ssed  the  Lower  House,  without  beu.g  sutiiciently  understood  I.v  many  of  the  Members  ml 
when  It  IS  a  matter  of  notoriety,  that  the  Legislative  Council  .leclined  t'o  make  a  ^'de  ai'..;  -' 
ment  to  it,  as  recommende.l  by  the  Select  Committee  of  that  Hody.f  fearful  that  tliu'lJill  wo  Id 
never  return  to  them,  your  I..rdship  .ill  not  wonder  that  I  do  n^t  consider  k  as  expe.si^

I  iun  happy  to  learn  however,  that  your  Lordship  will  direct  Sir  Erancis  13.  Head  to  convey 
to  the  Council  of  Kings  College  the  strong  reconnnendatioii  of  Her  I\raiestv's  Govciim  i,t  1,  . 
a  Theological  Professorship  shouM  be  forthwith  provided  for  the  Church  of  Scotland. 

I  wouM  not  mention  the  apparent  design  to  exclude  the  Ministers  and  Members  ,.f  the 
Scos  Church  from  a  voice  in  the  Council  of  King's  College  ;!  for,  although  the  recent  Act  is  w  11 
calculated  to  carry  that  object  to  the  utmost  extent,  yet  there  is  a  j.owcr  vested  in  the  IV.s.m 
administering  the  (.overnment  which  might  be  exercised  in  a  way  that  w.mld  remove  this  -round 
of  complaint;  but.  regret  to  say  that  this  branch  of  the  Lieutenant-tJoveinor's  i,atrona»e  , 
prerogative,  has  extended  to  the  Members  of  the  Church  of  Eii'dand  only

On  the  25th  of  Julj-,  1887,  the  Reverend  Principal  1).  Macfarlan,  Convener  of 
the  "CoMunittoe  of  the  General  Assend^ly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  for  i)rouiotiiig 
the  Religious  Interests  of  Scottish  Presbyterians  in  the  Ihitish  Colonies," 
addressed  a  Letter  to  Sir  George  Grey,  Under  Colonial  Secretary,  introducing  to 
ihim  the  Reverend  Alexander  Mathieson  of  Montreal.  I  make  the  following 
^extracts  from  this  Letter  : —

the  ]>rinciples  ot,  and  to  be  held  l)y,  Professors  in  connection  with  that  Church.      .      .      .

On  the  5th  of  August,  the  Reverend  Doctor  Alexander  Mathieson  addressed 
Lord  Glenelg  at  length,  (in  conjunction  with  the  Reverend  John  I^Iachur),  on  the 
(oluects  of  their  mission.  I  have  made  an  extract  from  his  Letter,  as  follows  : — 
Third:  In  x:onnection  with  this  subject,  (I.e.  Education  in  Lower  Canada).  I  was  further 
instructed  to  urge  the  propriety  of  its  being  made  a  jiositive  condition,  on  tlie  part  of  Her 
Majesty's  (Jovernment,  tliat,  in  lieu,  (jf  the  advantages  conferred  by  the  Parent  State  on  Colonial 
Universities,  and  more  especially  on  King's  College,  Toronto,  and  Mc(Jill  Colleje,  Montreal, 
these  Institutions  be  established  on  such  a  liberal  foundation  as  to  bo  made  available  to  Her 
Majesty's  subjects  in  the  Canadas  of  every  Denomination.      Tliat  the  chief  <iualiticaiion8  recjuired

The  reply  to  this  Letter  (by  Sir  James  Stephen)  was  to  the  ertect,  tliat 
as  the  Honourable  William  Morris  and  ho,  (Doctor  Mathieson,)  were  associ- 
ated as  a  Deputation,  in  regard  to  the  same  matter,  "  Lord  Glenelg  would,  there- 
fore, suggest  to  3'ou  the  propriety  of  informing  yourself  of  what  had  already  passed 
between  the  Department  and  Mr.  Morris  " 

To  this   Liitter  the  Reverend  Doctor  Mathieson  replied  on  the  9th  of  August, 

1837.     The  following  are  extracts  from  tliis  Letter: — 

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  honour  of  your  letter  of  the  7th  instant,  informing  me  that  Lord 
Clenolg  has  already  entered  into  a  full  discvission  with  Mr.  Morris  upon  the  claims  ai»d  interests 
of  the  Church  of  Scotland  in  Upper  Canada. 

Although  it  might  be  deemed  imi)rudent  to  touch  on  any  subject  so  delicate  as  one  that  has 
already  obtained  the  sanctiou  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  1  would  have  considered  it  my  duty 
to  have  remonstrated  agains".  advising  the  sanction  of  the  Crown  to  be  given  to  the  King's  Col- 
lege University  Bill,  until  such  a  scheme  of  operation  be  deter. nined  upon  by  the  College  Council, 
as  many  (jf  the  Legislators,  (as  I  am  well  informed,)  who  acceded  to  the  passing  of  the  iJdl,  were 
led  to  believe  would  be  a(lo])ted.  It  may  be  unbeomiug  to  make  any  re:aark  on  the  act  of  the 
Lieuteuant-dovernor,  which  tilled  up  the  vacancies  in  the  College  Council  exclusively  from  Mem- 
bers of  the  Church  of  H]nglan<l  ;  although  some  Members  of  the  co-ordinate  Church  of  Sc<itlanil 
might  have  been  found  ecpially  well  (pialitied  to  hold  a  place  at  that  Board,  — a  measure,  to  say 
the  least  of  it,  little  calculated  to  sootlie  feelings  that  have  been  of  late  so  much  irritated.  But 
the  outline  of  the  plan  for  carrying  into  operation  that  Institution  which  was  subiuiited  by  the 
Venerable  Archdeacon  Strachan  for  the  ai)i)robation  of  the  College  Council,  is  ao  objectionable 
in  its  details,  as  ouu'ht  to  make  Her  Mije.ity's  Advisers  pause  before  they  would  reci  lumend  the 
final  sanctit'U  of  a  Bill  that  will  be  far  from  meeting  the  wishes  of  the  C  )Ioni3t3,  until  3f)menior'j 
liberal  scheme  of  operation  be  proposed  and  adopted. 

The  plan  submitted  by  the  Archdeacon  treats  with  such  contumelious  silence,  at  once  the 
recommendations  of  the  Parent  (lovernnient,  and  the  oft-expressed  wishes  of  the  Colonists,  that, 
if  it  be  adopted,  I  will  not  hesitate  to  athrui,  that  it  will  be  the  cause  of  renewed  strifes  and  dis- 
sensions, most  inimical  to  the  pjace  and  prosperity  of  the  Country. 

The  Pnivincial  newsi)ai>er3  have  already  given  ominous  warning  of  this  result  ;  and  nothing 
but  blind  infatuation  will  imi)el  the  prosecution  of  a  plan  that  will  be  ultimately  ruinous  to  the 
•cause  it  is  designed  t<j  promote. 

If  two  Theological  Faculties,  one  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  England,  and  the  other 
with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  having  an  independent  internal  management,  be  erected  on  the 
foundation  of  the  University  [of  King's  College],  as  rejommemled  by  (lovernment  ;+  and,  if  the 
Classical  and  Philosoiihical  departments  be  left;  oi)en  to  those  who,  believing  in  the  authenticity 
and  insi)irati(ni  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  are  best  ipialitied  in  the  dillVirent  br.mches  of  Literature 
and  Science  reijuired  to  be  taught,  I  am  persuaded  that  it  would  conduce  more  decidedly  towards 
preserving  the  Church  of  England  entirt),  and  promoting  her  pro3i)erity,  than  any  other  schomo, 
while  it  would  be  more  acceptable  t(j  the  great  bulk  of  the  Colonists  themselves.

Esery  attempt  which  it  hua  hitherto  been  jiossible  t{)  niaki',  witii  tliat 
view,  has  been  defeated,  by  the  inii)03.sil)ility  of  imlucing  an  aj,'ieement  anioiif^st  tlie  parties  more 
innnediately  concerned,  as  to  the  means  I)y  wliich  eti'ect  sliould  be  given  to  that  de.si;^n. 

3.  Lord  (Jlenelg  apprehends  that  you  ascribe  to  Her  Majesty's  Government  powers  for  tlie 
adjustment  of  this  most  im[)oitant  (|U03tion,  which  they  do  not  really  jiossess,  an<l  which  it  is 
impossible  for  them  to  aequire.  The  j)rinciple  so  earnestly  insisted  U[)on,  that  the  internal 
affairs  of  the  Province  should  be  regulated  in  such  a  manner  as  .shall  be  acceptable  to  the  Local 
Legislature,  has,  as  you  are  well  aware,  been  frankly  admitted  by  Her  ^lajesty's  <!overnment  to 
the  utmost  extent  which  is  C(>mi»atil)le  with  the  maintenance  of  tlie  lloyal  jtrerogativc,  and  of 
the  relations  between  Tireat  IJritain  and  the  British  Provinces  in  North  America.*  To  reconcile 
with  this  conces.siou  the  assnmiition  and  exercise,  by  the  (^rown,  of  an  authority  for  establishing 
a  Systi'in  of  Pid)lic  Education  in  UiJiier  Canada,  ajjocars  to  L(.rd  (Henelg,  impossible. t

The  further  jiroceedings  taken  b}'-  the  Presbyterian  Chui'ch  of  Canada,  iu 
regard  to  this  matter  are  best  expressed  b}--  the  Reven^nd  Doctor  Ceorge  Lell, 
Registrar  of  (()ueen's  University,  in  the  following  ])aper  on  the  subject  which  he 
very  kindly  prepared  at  my  recpiest.     The  pa{)er  is  hea<led  : —

The  Synod  of  the  Pre-sb^'terian  Church  m  Canada,  in  connection  with  the  Churcli  of  Scotland, 
early  felt  the  want  of  an  Listitution  f(jr  training  Candidates  for  the  INFinistry,  and  referred  to 
the  matter  in  their  Minutes  on  seveial  occasions,  lint  without  detiiiite  action  until  isl?",  or  1838. 
In  lh3t),  some  young  men  oiFered  thmuselves  as  students.;}:  'J'he  following  ajipears  in  the 
Minutes  of  18-'i7,  under  date  of  Sejiteinber  the  <)th  :  — 

On  a  reference  of  several  Members  of  the  I'rosbytery  of  Hamilton  for  a<lvice,  in  regard  to 
the  education  of  young  men  now  looking  forward  to  the  Oliice  of  the  Uoly  Ministry,  it  was 

liesolced  that  Presbyteries  in  the  meantime  receive  under  their  care  such  young  men  apply- 
ing to  them,  as  they  may  deem  tit  ti)  enter  on  a  course  of  ])rejjaratory  study,  and  direct  their 
studies  as  they  best  can,  in  the  hojia  that  better  means  of  instruction  shall  soon  be  otttained, 
and  that  the  Church  at  Home  will  accede  to  the  education  and  licensing  of  probationers  within 
our  own  bounds.

X\n  his  Address  at  the.Tubileo  of  (Queen's  University  in  December  188'.»,  the  Reverend  Doctor  liell  said  : 
"  A  few  8tu<lent8  for  the  Ministry  were  in  Hamilton,  under  the  direction  of  Doctor  liae,  Granunar  School 
Master,  and  in  charge  of  the  Presbytery  of  Hamilton." 
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The  fidlowing  bears  the  date  «»f  .Vuguat  4th,  1838,  in  tho  iMimitcs  :  — 

Tlio  Synod  had  tniiisniittcd  to  them,  by  their  Coniniittei!  on  Hills  and  Overtures,  Overtures 
from  the  Pre.sbyteries  of  Hamiltim  and  Toronto,  rcspectin'^'  the  echication  of  yoMn'4  men  lor  tlie 
Ministry  within  the  lioiuids  of  the  Synod,  toj^etlu^r  with  a  lU'jMjrt  from  tlie  I'resbytery  of 
Hamilton,  describinj^  tiio  pro^jress  and  attainments  of  four  yonn^.;  men,  wlio,  undei-tlie  enconr;iL;i'- 
meiit  ])revioU3lv  l:ehi  out  by  tlie  Syn')d,  are  i)nrsniiig  their  stmlies  niidor  the  inspection  of  tlial 
Presbytery,  witli  a  view  to  the  Ministry,  ro<iuestin'^  tho  advice  of  tho  Synod  for  tlieir  future 
direction,  and  callini;  on  the  Synod  to  iKH;lare  deliniteiy  and  fully  their  intentions  on  this  sub- 
ject and  to  carry  into  etl'ect  their  Resolution  of  18^<). 

The  lieport  of  the  Prtjsbytery  of  Hamilton  is  as  follows  :-■■- 

.\t  Hamilton,  the  Eleventh  day  of  .July,  One  Diousand  Ei;.^ht  Hundred  and  Tiiiriy-oighl, 
the  Presbytery  met,  and  was  constituted  with  prayer.  Mr.  .\n;^u8  McColl,  Mr.  Stephen  Hulnn.r, 
Mr.  John  McKiniion,  and  Mr.  Robi-rt  Wali.iee,  appeared  for  examination.  The  Presbytery  pr<i- 
ceeded  to  e.xamine  them  severally  and  niinuti'l}'  in  the  varion-j  branches  of  Education  in  which 
they  had  been  engaged.  The  Presbytery  ordered  the  following  particulars  to  be  recordeil 
respecting  them  as  the  result  of  th's  e.vaunnation.  .      (Note.     These  particulars  are  not 

material  to  this  History.     .J.  <J.  II.) 

The  Synod,  having  maturely  con.sidered  the  ()vertui'es  and  Reports,  resolveil  to  declare,  as 
they  hereby  do,  that,  in  the  present  ciicunistances  of  this  (Jhurch,  in  which  there  are  .so  many 
Congregations  destituti-  of  Ministers,  and  the  supply  of  I'robatioin'rs  from  Scotland  is  so  utterly 
inade(piate,  they  cann<.>t  in  conscience  delay  any  longer  to  undertaKe  the  education  of  camlidales 
for  tho  Holy  Ministry  in  these  i'rovinces  ;  and  the  Synod  accordingly  declaied  their  determin- 
ation to  coniluct,  within  the  bouiuls  of  the  Synod,  the  education  of  such  } nung  men  as  have 
already  been  accei)tcd,  and  shall  h  reafter  be  accepted  by  Presbyteriea,  and  a[)|)oint  tho  follow- 
ing Members  a  Cnnnnittee  to  consider  and  report  a  scheme  by  which  this  declaration  ni.iy  be 
carried  into  effect,  namely,  the  Reverend  Messieurs  Wdliam  Rintoul,  Henry  Esson,  Peter  Colin 
Campbell,  P.  MeNaughton  and  (Jeorge  Romanes. 

Jiihi  .7,  /,s'.;.'^  The  Synod  had  transmitted  to  them,  by  their  Committee  on  IJills  and 
Oveitures,  Rejiorts  on  the  scheme  of  Theological  education  by  the  I'resbyteries  of  Toronto,  Ham- 
ilton, (^)ueliec,  IJathurst,  and  Kingston.  These,  being  read,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  education  of  candidates  for  the  ISlinistry. 

The  Synod  had  transmitted  to  them,  by  their  Connnittee  on  Trills  and  Overtures,  a  Rcjiort 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Hamilton,  on  the  studies  of  the  young  men  under  their  charge,  which  was 
read  and  also  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  education  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry. 

Jnli/  .s',  IS-!:>.  The  Synod  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  education  of 
Candidates  for  the  Ministry,  which  was  given  in  by  the  Reverend  Peter  C.  Campbell,  read,  and 
approved.  .\  draft  of  an  Act  of  Incoi'poration,  to  enable  Trustees  to  hold  lands  and  other  funils, 
for  the  establishment  of  an  Academical  Instituticm  for  the  Education  of  Youth,  and  jiarticularly 
for  the  Education  of  Candidates  for  the.  Holy  Ministry,  [(,)ueen'a  College)  w.is  Liiven  in  along 
with  the  Report  and  read. 

The  Synod  liad  said  draft  read  over  clause  by  clause,  and,  having  carefully  considered  and 
amended  the  same,  unaninnm.sly  adopted  it,  and  directed  act)i)y  thereof,  as  :iniendeil  and  adopted, 
to  be  authenticated  by  the  Clerk's  signature,  and  kept  in  rctcntia  for  the  use  i>f  the  Cuunuission. 

'I'he  Synod  authorized  and  instructed  the  Connnission  to  cause  a  Bill,  in  conformity  with  said 
draft,  to  bo  introduced  into  the  Legislature  of  L'j>por  Canada  at  the  next  Session  thereof,  and  to 
watch  over  tho  jiassago  of  tho  Kame,  not  permitting  any  mateiial  alteration  to  be  made  therein 
by  the  Legislature,  but  with  power  to  withdraw  tho  clause  re<iuiring  the  Trustees  to  receive  and 
subscribe,  ex  unimo,  the  formulas  of  the  Cluirch  of  Scotland,  in  tho  event  of  this  clause  proving 
an  insuperable  barrier  to  the  passage  of  tho  iJill  by  the  Legislature. 

On  motion,  made  and  seconded,  it  was  resolved  liy  a  majority  of  V(>tes,  that  Kingston  lie  the 
site  of  said  lnstit\ition,  and  that  it  bo  known  and  designated  as  the  Scottish  Presbyterian 
College,  [/.  r. ,  Queen's  College]. 

The  Synod  authorized  and  enjoined  the  Commission  to  proceed  with  all  diligence,  and  in 
such  manner  as  they  may  deem  best,  in  obt.aining  contributions  for  the  establishment  and  sup- 
port of  the  College,  and  to  appoint  such  agent,  or  agents,  as  they  shall  see  projicr  for  this  purpose, 
depositing  the  contributions  in  money  that  may  be  received  in  tho  Montreal  Rank  in  Lower 
Canada,  and  in  the  ( ioro  l!ank  in  Upi)er  Canada. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  said  Report,  the  Synod  agreeil  to  record  their 
great  satisfaction  with  the  assiduity  ;ind  i)rogre8s  in  study,  manifested  b}-  theyoung  men  studying, 
under  tho  sup.-,  intendence  of  the  I'resliytery  of  ILimilton,  and  enjoined  that  Presbytery  to  con- 
tinue their  superintendence  of  the  studies  of  theyoung  men,  adhering  as  closely  as  ciremnstances 
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will  ])onuit  to  the  iihui  of  Tlieological  Educatiiii,  [Hi  j>aruil  liy  llic  ('niniiiittcu  apiioiiitHd  for  that 
iiiiiiiosu  liy  latt  Sj nod  ;  as  also  the  J^iesl)yteiy  of  Kingston,  to  aid,  entoiHa.m;,  aiiddiiict  in  their 
studies,  the  yoini<,'  men  lucaivod  l>y  thum,  as  Candidates  for  the  Ministry,  according  to  the  afore- 
said plan.

Action  of  tiik  Commission  or  tjik  Pkem;vtkkian  SvNon  in  1X39. 

(  dolxr  Sill,  IS.i'J.  As  instructed  by  the  Synod  of  that  year,  the  Connnission  met  in  Hamil- 
ton on  ISth  October,  18.">!).  The  Mnintes  recite  former  proceedings, — Corresi)ondence  with  tlie 
Church  of  Scotland,  tlie  want  of  educated  Ministeis  in  Canada,  the  practical  diliicidties  in  the 
way  of  sending  students  to  Scotland  for  education,  and  th«!  general  interests  of  higher  education 
in  the  Province  which  were  recoided  in  them.      The  Connuission  then  proceeds:  — 

"  Agreed  to  rec<ird  it  as  their  deliberate  and  solemn  conviction  that,  to  adnnt  any  furtjier 
delay  in  carrying  into  ellcct  the  measures  ontemplated  by  the  Syimd,  would  be  a  dereliction  of 
a  most,  sacred  duty,  and  prove  deU'imental,  in  thit  highest,  degree,  to  the  best  interests  of  those 
for  whom  we  are  fcund  faithfully  to  watch  as  those  who  must  lender  an  account  with  the  .Judge 
of  all. 

"Constrained  by  these  considerations,  and  encouraged  by  the  declarations  made  at  ditler- 
ent  times,  on  the  part  of  the  (ieneral  A.ssend)ly  of  the  Church  of  Scotlanil,  tlie  Commission 
resolve,  in  the  strength  ol  (Jod.  to  proceed  forthwith  to  carry  into  etiect,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
iidentions  of  the  Synod  in  this  matter  ;  and,  with  tliis  view,  to  make  an  innuediate  apjieal  to 
tUe  liberality  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  comunniity  at  large  in  this  Colony  : — 

"Authorize  tlie  l\Joderutt)r,  in  the  mean  lime,  to  intimate  to  the  Committee  of  the  Oeiieral 
Assembly  our  entire  conlidence  in  the  aupjiort  of  our  ])eoi)le  in  reference  to  this  object,  and  our 
pur|)ose  to  set  apart,  in  tlie  lirst  instaiu:e,  and,  within  six  months  of  this  date,  the  sum  of  Five 
Tliousaiid  jiounds,  (.£r),()()0, )  to  l)e  invested  in  \)roper  securities  in  the  (Colony,  for  the  endowment 
of  our 'l"hi!ological  Professorship,  and  earnestly  to  re<]ue3t  that  the  Committee  of  the  (Ieneral 
Assembly  will  appropriate  an  eniial  sum  for  the  endowment  of  another  Professorship,  and  there- 
after look  out  for  two  Ministers  of  suitable  ijualilications,  who  may  be  willing  to  accc]»t  of  these 
Prof.'.ssorships,  in  the  Scottish  I'resbyterian  College  of  Canada,  and  ajipoint  them  to  the  same  : 
And  further,  to  suggest  to  the  said  Committee  the  proi)riety  of  an  immediate  a[)plicai>n  to  the 
liniJcrial  Government  on  behalf  of  the  College,  and  of  tJieir  availing  themselves  ot  the  aid  of  the 
two  Professors,  who  may  be  ajipointeil,  during  tlie  period  that  ma_>'  intervene  between  the  time 
of  their  ai)pointment  and  their  di'iiarture  for  this  Country,  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Christian 
public  in  Scotland,  and  of  our  friends  in  England  and  Ireland,  to  the  claims  of  tiiis  infant  Insti- 
tution ;  and  to  use  every  exertion  to  colket  funds,  so  that,  with  the  contributions  that  may  be 
obtained  in  the  Colony,  a  sulHcient  provision  may  be  made  f<jr  the  ellicieiicy  of  the  Institution, 
in  the  endowment  of  the  necessaiy  Professorships,  the  erection  of  Buildings,  and  the  collec- 
tion of  a  Lil)rary  and  Philo.soiihical  .Apparatus." 

The  rest  of  the  ftfinutes  are  matters  of  detail,  direction  to  have  statements  preimied  and 
published  ;  apj)  minting  Deputations  and  Committees,  etcetera.

Fclinnny  titli,  JS.'/O.  At  a  nieetiu':^  of  the  Counuission,  held  in  Toronto  on  the  (iLli  of  Fclfru- 
ary,  1840,  reference  was  made  to  the  J5ill  before  Parliiment  at  the  tiuie.  [  it  had  come  i'roui  the 
Le<;islative  Council,  was  passed  bytiic  .Vssembly  on  the  17th  of  .lauuary,  with  souie  amenduicnts  ; 
these  were  agreed  to  by  the  Couucil  on  the  'Jlst  of  .January,  and  the  lldl  r ceivcd  the  Jto^'al 
assent  on  the  10  li  of  February',  I.SIO.  |  Jn  a  Report  of  a  Committee  to  the  Coinuiissiou  at  this 
meeting,  ((Jth  of  Feliruary,)  Mu;  following  occurs,  which  may  explain  the  dillVrence  in  the  n;ime. 
The  Ueverend  W  illiam  Kintoul  further  reported  that  an  application  had  been  ma(bi  to  Her 
Majesty  the  (jueeu  for  such  additional  jiriviieges  as  can  only  be  conferred  on  I'niversilies  l)y 
Ivoyai  Charter  ;  and  for  permission  to  style  the  Instituticjn  :  "  t^Mieen's  College  and  University, 
and  that  this  application  had  been  forwarded,  and  strongly  reci)uunended,  by  His  !').\cellency  the 
Governor  (Jeneral." 

Jiilij  J/flt,  Ifi.'iO.  The  Synod  expressed  approval  of  the  action  of  tlie  Connni.ssion,  and 
instructed  Presbyteries  to  co-operate  in  the  woik  of  raising  funds  for  the  emh)^'ment.  Uefore 
the  Synod  of  1841,  Mr.  Edward  \V.  Tlu)mson,  MP.  P.,  had  heeii  appointed  an  .Agent  forcoljeit- 
ing  funds,  and  the  Synod  recommended  his  worU,  aiul  instructed  the  Moderator  to  issue  a  cir- 
cular letter  to  congregations,  urging  the  claims  of  <^>ueen'8  College  for  contributions. 

The  Act  of  Parliament  incorj)orating  the  College  was  jiassed  in  the  Winter  of  1840  (Febru- 
ary 10),  naming  it,  Tl  e  "  ('niversity  at  Kingston."  I'.ut  this  name  seems  to  liave  been  dro|)jicd, 
for,  in  Minutes  of  Synod  in  duly,  18K),  it  is  called  the  "  I'niversity  of  (Queen's  Collcgo."  In 
the  Journals  of  tlie  House  of  Assemlily,  the  College  is  ciUed  b}'  both  names,  from  January  to 
February',  18i0;  but  "  University  at  Kingstini  "  was  the  name  in  the  .\ct  as  pas.sed.  This  .Act 
was  disallowed  bj'  the  imperial  (Jovernineiit,  with  the  intimation  that  a  Hi.yal  Charter  wouM  be 
granted  instead. — CiKoi'jiK  Bkll.     (The  Charter  was  issued  on  the  liith  of  IJctober.  1841.) 

DiSALLOWANCK    OF    THE    QIKEN's    UiNIVEUSlTY    iNCOIti'OltATlON    AcT  OF   1M40. 

As  1  wa.s  unable  to  di.scovcv,  in  any  public  records,  to  which  I  had  acce.s.s, 
the  reason.s  why  the  Provincial  Act  of  February  the  10th,  LS40,  incorpoiatinf^ 
the  Ci>uecn'.s  "University  of  King.stcn,"  wa.s  disallowed  by  the  Impeiial  Govern- 
ment, I  applied  to  the  Reverend  Doctor  George  ]]ell,  the  Registrar  of  the  Uni- 
crsity,  for  information  in  regard  to  the  matter.  In  his  Note  of  December  the 
4th,  1895,  transmitting  a  "  Memorandum  "  on  the  subject,  which  he  was  good 
enough  to  pre]>are  ior  me,  he  said: — 

1  ])rocured  the  P'irst  Volume  of  the  Uecords  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  earl}*  part  of 
which  contains  a  mass  of  copies  of  Coriespondence,  and  other  Documents,  which  I  have  gone 
over  to  the  extent  of  over  sevent}- pages,  and  1  am  happy  to  say  that  I  have,  I  think  obtained  just, 
what  you  want. 

The  College  would  {irobably  have  ijeen  opened  in  October,  1840,  but  the  Ccdonial  Com- 
mittee of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  who  were  to  have  a[ipointed  the  tirst  Principal,  refused  to 
make  the  ai)))i)intiiieiit,  until  the  Royal  Charter  should  be  issued.  'J'liis  was  d(Uie  on  the  Kith 
of   October,  1841  ;    and  before  the  end  of  that  moath,  tliey  appointed  the  Reverend   Doctor

The  Act  of  Incorporation  passed  on  the  lOth  of  Februaiy,  1840,  in.stitiited  a  rullege  under 
tlie  name  of  "Tlie  University  of  Kingston."  This  Act  had  a  Clau.se  (lo).  yrantinj^  to  the  College 
a  yearly  payment  from  the  revenues  of  King's  College,  Toronto,  for  tlie  maintenance  of  ;i  Tlieo- 
logical  Professorship,  according  to  the  faith  and  discipline  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  which 
was  to  satisfy   the  claim  of  that  (Jhurch  to  have  such  a  Professorship  in  King's  College. 

2.  The  first  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  College,  under  this  .\ct.  was  held  on  the 
20th  day  of  May,  1840.  At  this  Meeting,  the  Chairman,  the  Honouiable  William  Morris, 
submitted  a  draft  of  a  Royal  Charter,  for  the  granting  of  which,  it  was  proposed  to  a]>[)ly  to  the 
Crown.  The  foumlers  wished  to  have  the  name  of  "(Queen's  College"  yiven  to  the  In.stitutioii 
in  the  .Act  ;  but  this  name  had  been  [changed  by  Messieurs  James  Morris  and  Edward  \V. 
Thomson,  in  the  House  of  Assembly  |*  on  the  ground,  that  it  would  be  disttourteous  to  give  it 
ller  Majesty's  name  witliout  her  i)ermission.  The  Trustees  had  already  petitit^ned  Her 
Majesty  to  grant  a  Koyal  Charter,  to  establisli  a  University,  under  the  name  <jf  "Queen's  Col- 
lege ;it  Kingston."  This  Petition  was  transmitted  by  Jlis  E.xcellency  Sir  Francis  Bond  Head, 
with  his  recommandation,  and  a  reply  came  that  Her  Maji-sty  w;is  graciously  pleased  to  grant 
both  re(iuests.  (Tie  De9i)atcli  from  Loid  .Jc.lui  iJnssill,  on  the  subject,  was  dated  on  the  ."Ust 
of  March,  1810.) 

'6.  Long  delays  occui'red  ;  and  an  immense  amount  of  coiiespondence  went  (ju  for  a  year 
and  a  half,  between  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Lieutenaiit  (io\crnor,  the  (iovernor  (ieneral, 
(Lord  Sydenham.)  the  agent  of  the  Trustees  in  London,  (Mr.  A.  (iillespie,)  the  Imperial 
(Government,  the  Colonial  Committee  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  others. 

4.  One  tiling  I  cannot  clearly  make  out  is  this:  Why  the  Trustees,  (Provisional,)  when 
they  were  applying  for  a  J{oyal  Charter,  at  the  same  time,  applied  for,  and  obtained,  a  Pinvin- 
cial  Act.  From  all  I  can  learn  from  the  Cori'es])ondence,  and  otherwise,  no  clear  answer 
appears.  But,  jirobal^ly,  this  was  the  reason  :  the  want  of  the  means  of  higlier  Education, 
with  the  unceitainty  of  the  prospect  of  the  opening  of  King's  College,  made  the  situation  of 
the  I'rovincit  a  serious  one,  a.s  regards  higher  l';<iucation  in  general,  and,  jiarticularly  so.  for 
the  S^nod  of  the  Piesbyteiian  Church,  respei.'liiig  tlieir  Students  for  the  Ministry,  seviMal  of 
whom  had  been  waiting  for  a  year,  or  sevL-ral  yt-ars,  for  some  means  of  training,  and  this,  while 
vacant  Congregations  and  Home  Mission  Stations  were  seeking  in  vain  for  Ministers.  Inder 
the  circumstances,  the  Synod  of  the  Canadian  Church,  in  )8;i!i,  pressed  iuuuediate  action  on 
liie  movement  for  tlie  Establishment  of  a  College,  which  had  been  going  on  for  two  or  three 
years,  as,  both  the  Synod  and  the  provisional  Trustees  weri!  most  an.\ious  to  get  the  College 
opened  in  18^0. 

o.  My  ojjinion  is,  that  the  ])robable  delay,  which  would  occur  in  obtaining  a  l?oyal  Charter, 
led  to  obtaining  the  I'rovincial  Act  immediately,  as  a  [ireliminary.  1  do  not  know  of  an}'  one 
living  who  can  give  delinite  information  on  this  point,  but  it  is  ajiparent  from  theoliieial  records 
that  the  Trustees  expected  to  have  the  Royal  Charter,  in  addition  to  tiie  Provincial  Act.  This 
(!.\pectation  must  have  been  a  main  cause  of  the  long  dul.ay  in  issuing  the  Charter,  precedtd  bj' 
an  unaccountable  delay  in  obtaining  the  Report  of  the  Law  ( Xlicers  of  the  Crown  on  the 
subject.  On  the  4th  of  November,  1840,  Lord  John  Russell  says,  in  a  Despatch  to  the 
(iovernor  General,  referring  to  the  report  of  Her  Majesty's  Attorney  and  Solicitor  (ieneral  ;  - 

"  You  will  perceive  that  those  ollicersare  of  opinion  that  that  Charter  cannot  be  granted,  and 
that  an  improper  course  has  been  jiurbued  in  founding  the  College.  As  you  aj)])ear  to  be 
anxious  that  a  Koyal  Charter  should  be  granted  to  this  Institution,  1  have  determined  to  follow 
till!  course  suggested  by  them,  as  the  only  mode  in  which  the  wishes  of  the  Trusti;es  could  be 
effected.     The  Act  will  acc<jrdingly  be  disallowed,  and  a  fresh  Charter  will  be  prepared." 

(5.  The  following  is  an  extnu;t  from  the  report  of  the  l^aw  OHicers  : — "  It  belongs  to  the 
Crown,  bj'  its  Prerogative,  to  incori)orate,  or  establish,  a  University.  There  ought  to  have 
been  a  Charter  from  the  Crown  in  the  first  instance,  instead  of  an  Act  of  the  Provincial  Legis- 
lature. Hut  the  Act  of  that  Legislature,  wliiih  has  been  obtaiiu^d,  is  not  only  objectionable  in 
jioint   of   precedent,  but  it  actually  disables  the   Crown    from   doing,  by  Charter,  what   is  now

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solicitoil  by  the  Tru.stcos  :  the  Act  hiiviiig  roccivcd  the  Royal  Assent  has  the  force  of  l,a\v  in 
Ul)per  C;iu;ul:i,  iiiul  is  hiiidiiii,'  on  tlu;  Cr)wii.  Tlicj  Act  I»o;<iiis  l>y  (jiiiictiiiL,'  lliat  llio  I  list  it  iitioii 
sh.ill  be  culled  "the  University  of  Kiiii,'.stciii,"  and  the  Chaitcr  |.ro|)<..-,e8  tiiat  it  .-shall  b-j  called

If  any  LeL;islative  Enactment  respecting  the  funds  of  the  Unisersity  sliouhl  be  necessary 
this  may  follow  upon  the  Charter.  The  Act  already  passeil  m.iy,  in  point  of  I,.iw,  be  coiiliiiucd 
by  Her  Majesty,  lint  the  prop(<sed  Charter  cannot  be  superimluced  upon  it." 

A  new  draft  was  piei)aiod,  and  the  lioyal  Charter  svas  issued  on  October  the  Kith,   1811.

<^)iiPuirs  I'niversity  commenced  its  work  in  IS-12.  \\  hy,  it  may  bu  askeil,  was  it  necessary 
that  such  an  Institution  should  l)e  started  '.  The  Scotch  settlers  in  Canada  and  others  of  Scotch 
extraction  ielt  a  true  and  hereditary  interest  in  the  matter  i;f  I<]Jucation. 

After  tlie  revolution  of  KiT-S  tlie  (lenei'al  Asseiiildy  of  the  Church  ')f  Scotland  never  relaxe<l 
their  eli'orta  till  they  had  established  a  School  in  every  Parish,  a  Uiuh  School  in  every  Tortn, 
aiul  a  University  in  eveiy  centre  of  iio[)\datiou  Tiiis  Ijmu^ht  Scotland  to  the  foremost  position 
in  Educational  matters,  and  the  loni;  roll  of  her  sons,  who  have  risen  t'>  eminence  in  every 
re'.'ion  of  the  ylobe,  is  the  result  of  this  zeal. 

The  Educational  advantages  of  the  fatiierland  were  greatly  missed  in  Canada,  esiJcciHlly  as 
regards  the  higher  learning. 

In  IS27,  a  Royal  Charter  was  obtained  for  King's  College,  Toronto  ;  Init  the  provisions  of 
that  Chatter,  in  fa\t)ur  of  tlie  Church  of  England,  created  such  dissatisfaction  that  its  .\uthor8 
hesitated,  for  nearly  fourteen  years,  to  .act  up  ju  it,  till,  at  last,  the  Presbyterians  and  IMetliodists 
resolved  to  ostablisli  Universities  of  their  usvn.  In  18^{!),  the  I'resbyterians  oi  I'viu'^ston  held  a 
meeting  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  at  which  it  was  resolved  to  collect  sul)Si;ript ions  tor  the  j)ro- 
p(ised  University.  At  this  meeting  Mi-.  .John  A.  Macdonald,  (aftervvanis  Sir  .John),  took  a 
jtrominent  part.  In  J840,  t^ueen's  and  Victoria  Universities  were  incorporated  by  I'rovincial 
Charters,  the  fornu^r  being  then  called  " 'J'he  University  of  Kingston."  The  following  year  the 
promoters  of  (^Hieen's  University  petitioned  Jler  IMajesty  that  she  should  grant  tliem  a  Royal 
Charter,  in  connection  with  her  own  name,  whicli   reiiuest  whs  graciously  complied  with. 

Such  were  tl.e  circumstances  which  led  to  the  foundation  of  <Jueen'd  University.      The  j)ru- 
gress  of  the  University  may  be  marked  by  its  changes  of  abode.      A  clapboard  frame  dwelling 
house  on  the  noi'lli  side  of  Colborne  Street,  wtis  -iji  iiti.-i  iitcniudmld  uosfra-  its  lirst  cradle 
L'(ui<(ili(    I'lCf^hijtirliui.

riie  rnivirsity,  which  it  is  jiroposed  to  erect,  «  ill  belnni,'  to  the  Prisbyterian  Chinch,  ami 
its  management  be  vested  in  'I'lustces  of  that  communimi.  'I'his  is  a  matter  of  necessity.  Jt  is 
obvious  that  the  control  of  such  an  institution  ou;^ht  to  be  in  the  hands  of  some  tnislwortliy  ami 
responsible  body  ;  and  as  the  project  has  orii,'inated  with  I'resbyteriaiis,  jindasby  I'resbytiiiaus 
it  will,  in  all  likelihood,  be  mainly  sustained,  it  is  as  ol)vious  that  the  control  should  be  in  that 
Church.

Churches,  that  it  is  nut  to  be  a  I*resl)yt,erian  I'niversily  in  the  sense  that  the  youth  of  other  Com 
munions  are  to  be  excluded  from  its  classes,  or  aiibjecti-d,  if  they  attend  ihiui,  to  the  smallest 
interference  with  those  forms  of  wor8hi[),  or  .systems  of  church  L,'overniueut,  in  which  they 
have  been  broH'j;ht  up.  JNTost  especial  care  will  be  taken  to  avoid  this  ;  and,  that  it  can  be  easily 
avoided,  will  be  at  once  perceived,  on  considering  that  within  this  CoUeLje  there  are  to  be  two 
distinct  departments — that  of  e<bication  in  ijeneral  I^iterature  and  Science,  and  that  of  instruction 
in  Theology  the  former  of  which  may  be  jias-sed  through  by  the  student  without  the  smallest 
danger  of  having  his  opinions  ai  to  forms  of  church  policy  intluenced,  since  tiiis  is  a  aiibje  t 
which  it  woulil  be  altogother  going  out  of  their  way  for  the  Professors  of  that  department  ever 
once  to  touch  up'  ii.  In  the  classes  of  '1  lieohgy,  which  need  not  be  attended  l)y  any  but  Tresby- 
terian  students,  and  attendance  on  which  will  for  all  others  be  perfectly  optional,  and  it  will  Le 
discussed  in  its  proper  i)lace  and  according  to  its  relati\e  importance,  but  in  the  classes  of  general 
Science  and  Literature  it  will  never  be  introduced  any  more  than  partictdar  .systems  of  civil  law, 
or  particular  theories  in  Medical  science.

One  of  th<)^e  wlio  took  jiart  in  the  Meeting  in  St.  Aiulrew'.s  (.'hnich  in 
December,  IH'.VJ,  was  Sir  John  A.  MacJonahl,  who  thus  rererreil  to  it,  in  a  plea-ant 
speech,  which  he  made  at  the  Jubilee  Meeting  of  Queen'.s  Univer.^ity  heM  at 
Kino.ston,  in  December,  1SS9.     lie  .saiil: — 

This  morning,  after  my  arrival  from  Ottawa,  1  w.ts  intormed  that  I  was  expected  to  make 
some  allusion  to  tin;  events  of  lifty  years  ago.  Since  that  memorable  occasion,  when  a  sm;ill 
party,  small,  as  compared  with  recent  gallierings,  assembled  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  many 
events  of  imp(ut-ance  have  occurred  to  me,  which  might  n.iturally  be  exp-jcted  to  impair  some- 
what my  recollection  of  what  ocjurred  in  that  Church,  on  the  ISth  of  Deceudier,  1H3!>.  Ibit,  I 
am  happy  to  say,  tlu.t  my  recollection  of  that  Meeting  is  i>eifect. 

I  was  a  young  man  just  commencing  my  practice,  and,  being  a  Kiugstonian.  and  a  Presby- 
terian, I  was  exceedingly  anxious  that  my  native  City,  practically,  should  have  the  honour  of 
being  a  University  City,  -aSoatof  Learning.  I  was  one  of  those  who  assembled  in  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  now  gone,  like  most  of  those  who,  that  day,  gathered  within  its  walls. 

His  Excellency,  Lord  Staidey,  was  kind  enough  to  say  that  he  h;id  no  doubt  that  those  \\\\n 
were  present  on  that  occasion  could  give  a  more  historically  correct  statement  of  the  events  of 
that  tinm,  than,  in  his  position,  he  could  do.  But,  he  ventured  to  state,  that  I,  among  the 
rest,  with  the  youthful  energy  of  the  time,  spoke  eIc<piontly.  Now,  1  intist  confess  that  His 
Excellency  did  me  more  than  justice.  1  was  modest  then,  .  .  and,  when  I  arose  to  move 
the  Resolution  that  was  ](lace(l  in  my  hands,  —  and  although  I  had  prejjared  an  eloipient  oratiou» 
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I  was  in  such  a  mortal  frij^lit,  that  1  did  not  say  a  single  word  of  what  1  had  intended  to  say. 
"  Uhdupni  ati'tiuuiitiiw  romc  ;  fancibits  Imsit  " — J  just  placed  the  I'csolutiou  in  the  Chairman's 
hands,  and  sat  down.  My  silence  was  j^olden  ;  and  f  was  cheered  more  than  if  1  hail  made  a 
speech,  or  had  pluck  enough  to  deliver  it.  It  was,  however,  an  occasion  of  great  pride  to  me  to 
see  the  successful  laying  of  the  foundation  of  this  University.  It  was  still  more  gratifying  to 
me  to  see  its  almost  innuediate  success.  The  l^reshyterians  i)f  U])per  Canada,  and  the  I'rotes- 
tant  portions  of  Lower  Canada,  came  forward  at  once  with  enthusiasm,  and,  with  great  liberality 
and  generosity,  contributed  to  the  success  of  this  lustitulinu.  It  was  also  a  great  jileasure  to  mo 
subsci|uently  to  invite  to  my  little  drawing  room  the  ^fedical  men  of  the  city,  with  old  Doctor 
►Sampson  at  their  head,  and  settle  the  basis  of  the  School  of  Medicine,  attiliated  with  tlie 
University. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  me  to  mee\  in  my  old  days,  at  this  very  remarkable  gathering,  my 
old  friends,  a  pleasure  not  unmi.xed  v  th  melanchol}'  recollectii^ns  of  those  who  are  gone.  I  am 
delighted  to  meet  my  old  friend,  i\lr.  Roderick  M.  ilose,  who  was  the  Secretary  of  that  Meet- 
ing of  fifty  years  ago,  and  who,  I  may  tell  ynu,  was  my  first  client,  lie  is  here  this  evening,  still 
vigorous  ;  and  it  is  well  for  us  that  we  are  able  to  congratulate  oiu'si^lves,  ;us  well  as  you.  We  are 
liere  in  our  healtii  and  strength,  and  on  this  occasion,  [  am  glad  also  to  refer  to  the  Reverend 
Doctor  Reid,  who  took  j)art  in  that  Meeting,  and  seco-.ided  a  Resolution  of  nnne. 

I  look  forward  with  great  hope  to  tlie  futura  of  the  University.  1  stood  at  its  cradle,  and 
am  proud  to  see  such  a  healthy  child.  You  are  yet  young,  but  you  are  healthy,  strong  and 
active,  and  can  look  forward  with  hope  to  the  years  of  strong,  vigorous  manhood  before  you 
in  the  future.  Allow  me  to  say  again,  that  I  am  jjleased  U)  have  the  o])purtunity  of  being  here, 
and  I  am  i^leaseil  to  think  that,  whatever  1  have  done  has  been  so  kiiully  remembered  by  those 
who,  in  their  good-will,  value  it  so  much. 

Rec'ollectio.vs  of  thk  St.   Anouew's  Meeting,  of  1830,   i;v  'jhi:  Rkveiikm)  William 

Reid,  D.D. 

T  regard  it  as  ;i  ])rivilege  and  an  honour  to  be  jirescnt  hi:re  to-day.  I  aui  aware  iliat  the 
honour  has  bi^en  put  upon  me,  as  being  one  of  the  survivois  of  those  who  took  pait  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Meeting  held  in  St.  Andrews  Church,  on  the  IHth  of  Uecember,  I<s;ji*. 

Half  a  century  is  a  long  time  to  look  back  upon.  But  I  retain  a  pretty  vivid  recollcciiou  of 
that  Meeting  of  IS3!),  and  of  those  who  took  part  in  the  proceedings.  I  was  then  young  ;  1  had 
Ijcen  only  between  two  and  three  months  in  file  Country,  and  everything  was  new  and  full  of 
interest.  Reside  s,  I  had  looked  forward  to  the  Meeting  with  a  degree  of  nervousness,  as  1  had 
been  .asked  to  take  part  in  the  proceediugs,  and  to  speak  in  sui)port  of  some  of  the  Ivesolution'^ 
I  was  about  to  make  my  lirst  ap[iearance  on  a  platform,  and  benig  raw  and  inexi>i-rienced,  ai 
.  withal  modest,  as  it  becomes  all  young  men  to  be,  1  had  a  little  misgiving,  in  thinknig  of  tl 
coming  INTeeting. 


The  matter  had  been  discussed  at  the  Synod,  and  at  a  Meeting  of  the  Commi.ssion  of  Synod 
lield  in  the  autumn  of  18::(!),  it  had  been  determined  that  Kingston  should  be  the  seat  of  the 
College.  The  lirst  i)ublic  Meeting,  after  corresi)ondence  had  been  held  with  leading  men  in 
dillerent  parts  of  the  Countiy,  was  appointed  to  be  held  in  St.  Andrew's  Church  on  18lh  of 
December,  18;i'J. 

The  (Jhair  was  occupied  by  Doctor  Machar,  who  made  an  earnest  appeal  in  support  of  the 
proposal  to  establish  a  College. 

I  have  a  very  distinct  recollection  of  the  appearance  on  the  ])latfori)i  of  one  who  has  long 
occupied  a  jjrominent  place  as  a  public  man,  and  whose  name  will  ahva^'s  be  associated  witii  the 
history  of  Camilla  -I  refer  to  the  Right  Honourable  Sir.  John  A.  Macdoiiald.  He  was  present 
at  the  Meeting  and  took  an  active  part  in  the  business.  He  was  then  a  youug  and  rising  lawyer, 
recently  entered  on  the  practice  of  his  profession.  His  appearance  arrested  my  attention,  and 
made  an  impression  which  time  has  not  ell'aced.      Whether  it  was  his  active,  lively  and  interested 

*  The  Reverend  John  Machar,  D.D.  became  Principal  of  Queen's  College  on  the  resignation  in  18ir> 
of  the  Reverend  Doctor  Thomas  Liddell,  its  first  Principal,  who  was  also  Professor  of  Hebrew.  He 
continued  in  that  ottico  until  1854, 
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look  iinjl  ;nr,  or  whether  it  was  soinetliinL;  of  that  personal  ma'^nietisiu,  wliioli  liu  is  sai.l  to  jiusscas, 
aiul  winch  it  is  alle,uul  oven  a  political  oi)i)()nent  call  scarcely  withitantl,  or  wlu-tlier  it  was  some' 
toreshadowing  of  future  yreatnoss  and  distinction,  I  cannot  tell  ;  hut  the  impressions  were  made  ; 
and  1  have  never  seen  him  since,  without  thinking  of  the  lirst  occassion,  on  which  I  saw  ami 
heard  liim. 

Another  (Jentlem m  of  Kinu'ston,  now  a  man  of  high  position  and  distinction,  was  present  at 
the  meetn.g  as  an  earnest  spectator  andliearer,  the  llononrahle  ()liv(!r  iMowat,  as  was  also  his 
Motiier,  now  Professor  Mowat.  Their  father,  l\lr.  .I.,hn  ISIowat,  a  highly  respected  rili/.en  of 
Knigston,  and  i..r  many  years  an  Klder  in  the  I'nisl.ylerian  Church,  look  grout  interest  in  the 
JMcoting,  as  he  did  m  e.erything  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  cliuivh. 

(NoTK  Doctor  Ueid  referred  also  to  a  number  of  other  gentlemen,  who  took  part  in  the 
«ttorts  made  in  1«;{1),  and  suhseijuently,  to  establish  Queen's  College). 

IlisTOKicAi,  Summary  ok  Evknts  Connkctkk  with  Foi  ni>i.ni:  <>k  (,)i  kkn's  Coi,i,t:<;i:. 

At  the  Pii])lic  Meetln<;  of  1880,  Sanfonl  Flcinini,r,  LL.D.,  C.M.(J.,  Chancellor 
of  the  University,  spoke  us  follows  : 

In  1,S;',1,  tho  Presbyterian  Synod  of  Hpper  Canada  experiemteil  great  diliiculty  in  obtiiinin" 
asulhcient  luuaher  of  Ministers  from  the  Mother  Country,  and  it  became  impressed  wiih  tim 
necessity  of  educating  young  men  in  the  colony.  It  was  accordingly  proposed,  that  a  C.dh-e 
should  be  established  in  Canada  ;  and  Kingston,  being  the  most  central  and,  generally,  the  nuist 
eligible  i)OUit  for  such  an  Institution,  was  selected  by  the  Synod  as  the  site  where  it  slioul.l  be 
placed. 

The  Church  of  Scotland  in  Canada  felt  the  importance  of  a  thoroughly  educated  Ministrv. 
They  knew  that  Literature,  Science,  Piiilosophy,  and  all  that  constitutes  the  Art.-,  Coiir.s.;  of 'a 
Lniversity  are  the  legitimate  hand-mai.lens  of  l»iviiie  Truth,  and  they  desired  the  highest 
.standard  in  every  i)raneh  of  learning.  They,  therefore,  t'.ok  every  means  to  promote  the  c'sLib- 
lishinent  of  a  College,  which  would  be  generally  aece.ssible  to  all  ela.sses  of  the  people,  and  which 
would  command  the  contidence  and  support  of  all  denominations  of  Christians. 

The  (Government  was  memorialized,  and  the  most  strenuous  ellbrts  were  made  for  years  to 
achieve  this  great  and  nationally  imjiortant  work.  T-iit,  up  to  hS.'iit,  nothing  whatever  had  been 
done  within  the  Province  likely  to  result  in  the  much  desired  University.  The  Synod,  feeling 
that  higher  education  in  Ui)per  Canada  should  no  longer  be  neglected,'  determined  to  api-eal 
directly  to  the  J^-esbyterians  of  the  Province,  numbering  then  alxuit  a  hundred  thous.md  ;  and 
it  entreated  tlie  friends  of  the  cause  to  assist  by  coiitributi(uis  as  bountiful  as  their  circumstances 
would  permit.  Tiie  documents  which  were  circulated  e\i)lained  very  clearly,  that,  although,  the 
primary  object  of  the  Synod  was  to  obtain  a  high  .standard  of  education  for  their  own  .Miifisters, 
it  was  also  the  desire  and  purijose  to  provide  for  a  complete  course  of  literary  and  .scientilic 
training,  open  to  all  ;  §;i-JO,()Ul)  t.>  §l(iO,000  was  asked  for,  to  make  a  commencement. 

Following  this  appeal,  the  lirst  Meeting  to  raise  funds  was  lield  in  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
in  the  City  of  Kingston,  on  December  isth,  18;J!).  The  meeting  was  marked  by  enthusiasm 
and  success,  a  large  sum  was  sub.scribed,  and  thus  the  endowment  of  the  College  was  practically 
commenced. 

Contributions  came  in  from  many  (piarters  in  all  sections  of  the  Country.  We  must  bear  in 
mind  that  half  a  century  back  there  was  not  the  .same  accumulated  wealth  in  Canada  as  we  find 
to-day.  The  large  majority  of  ilie  population  were  (dearing  the  forest,  and  struggling  to  gain 
the  means  of  living.  It  is  the  more  astonishing,  therefore,  that  the  response  tTrtlie  gent-ral 
appeal  made  was  so  generous.  In  a  few  months.  Legislative  authon'ty  was  sought  and"  a  I'.ill 
was  assented  to  intituled  :  "  .\n  Act  to  establi.<h  a  College  by  the  name  ami  sty]e°of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Kingston."  The  year  following,  Her  Majesty  was  graciously  pleased  to  grant  a  Royal 
Charter,  conferring  on  the  Institution  the  rank  and  titleof  Queen's  College  and  University. 

There  exists,  and  there  has  always  existed,  in  this  community  an  earnest  desire  for  the 
advancement  of  learning  ;  and  its  gCDgraphical  position,  and  the  salubrity  of  the  climate  has  re- 
commended Kingston,  from  the  beginning,  as  the  tit  place  for  a  great  educational  centre.  It 
Would  indeed  seem,  from  the  historical  reconl,  as  if  the  germs  of  a  Universitv  had  a  being  here 
a  century  back.  It  reipiired  only  the  fructifying  inllueiice  of  time,  and  of  new  elements  of 
strength  and  vigour,  to  render  these  germs  productive  of  fruit.  They  romainod  long  in  an  em- 
bryonic state  ;  but,  at  last,   on  the  18tli  of  December,  1S39,  a   practical  issue  result'ed,  and  we 
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arc  now  ;issi!;iil)U'(l  to  conniieniorute  the  tiftiotli  ;uiniver,s;iry  of  the  nat.il  day  of  Qiiuuu's.  The 
beginiiiiis,' of  tliis  Institution  was  a  lueinorahlo  epoch  in  t  he  ami  ils  of  Ivini^ston,  for,  on  tliat 
day,  tlie  mutual  friendship  and  atlection  of  tlie  City  and  the  University  was  happily  established 
to  bectiine  inseparable  for  all  time. 

IJisToiuCAi,  Srux  i:v  ok  Educatiox  in  Ui-i-kh  Canaka.     By  tmk  Rkvkuknd  Jamk-s 

Williamson,  LL.D." 

When  Queen's  University  was  founded  in  1S.^!),  one  of  tlu!  ehief  diflicullies  wit!i  wlnCh  it  had 
to  contend  was  the  almost  total  want  of  any  ]>ublic  |)rovision  for  tlie  elementary  educbtion  of  the 
people  of  the  Country.  In  IT'-'T,  indeed,  His  Majesty  (li^or^'e  III.  had  iiiitliori/ced  the  appro- 
priation <pf  a  portion  of  the  waste  lauds  of  tlie  I'loviiiee  in  tin;  folh.wiiii,'  tei  ins  :  ''To  assist  ;iiid 
encourai,'e  the  operations  of  IJiis  province  in  layiu''  the  foundation  for  pr<«motiii"  sound  learniiii' 
and  a  rehi^ious  education. 

"  First,  by  the  estal)lishment  of  free  thammar  Schools  in  those  districts  in  wliich  they  are 
called  for,  and 

"Secondly,  in  due  process  of  time,  by  establishiuu'  other  Simiinaiies  of  a  lar<,'er  and  iiinre 
coni]irehensive  nature,"  (Universities)  for  the  promotion  of  relij,Mous  and  mmal  learning,  and  the 
study  of  the  arts  and  sciences." 

.Aceonlingly,  on  tlie  receipt  of  this  autliorily,  4'j!),217  acres  of  Crown  lands  w^ere  set  apart 
by  the  Legislature  for  these  purposes.  F<.r  a  long  time,  however,  these  wild  lauds  yii'Ided  no 
revenue  for  tlie  accomidishmeiit  of  the  objects  for  which  the  grant  was  made,  and  nothing  was 
done  for  the  etlucation  of  tlie  peoide  exce[)t  in  adventure  and  private  schools. 

The  very  first  of  these,  it  may  be  noted,  of  which  there  is  any  reconl  was  one  opened  in 
Kingston  in  ITS.')  ],y  an  Episcoiial  clergyman,  the  Reverend  John  Stuart,  in  a  House  a  little  to 
the  west  of  the  spot  where  Murney's  'J'ower  now  staiKJs,  and  celebrated  as  being  the  place  to 
which  Moore  refers  in  the  beginning  of  his  well-known  song, 

"  I  knew,   by  the  smoke  that  so  gracefully  curled 
Above  tlie  green  elms,  that  a  cottage  was  near." 

For  ten  years  thereafter,  down  to  1807,  no  ])ublic  provision  of  any  kind  was  made  for  the 
support  of  Schools,  although  the  pojuilation  had  increased  to  about  ]()0,vX)0.  In  that  year,  §.'?.l'(10 
were  granted  by  the  Legislature  for  the  maintenance  of  eight  (irammar  Schools,  one  in  each  uf 
the  Districts  into  which  Upjier  Canada  was  then  divided.  These  Schools,  however  widely  apart 
as  they  were  from  one  another,  and  in  most  of  which  high  fees  were  chaiged,  were  available 
only  for  the  sons  of  "  the  more  ojmlent  classes,"  and  nothing  was  done  for  the  general  instruc- 
tion of  the  people  in  Common  Schools  until  ISIG,  when  a  sum  of  .^24,0(0  was  obtained  from 
Parliament  for  that  luirjiose.  This  amount  was  reduced  in  IHl'D  to  §10,1)00,  no  single  School, 
exce])t  in  special  cases,  was  to  receive  more  than  SJJO  p(!r  annum.  For  ihirtetii  years  following  no 
addition  was  made  to  this  miserable  pittance,  altliough  the  numl)er  «»f  the  population  had  risen 
in  the  meantime  to  nearly  .'!00,000.  In  '\HXi,  the  grant  was  iucreasid  by  the  sum  of  .*li2,()(0, 
in  addition  to  what  had  been  given  .seventeen  years  before,  while  that  to  each  (Jrammar  School 
remained  the  same,  and  this  deplorable  negb  ct  of  any  proper  provision  for  Common  and 
(irammar  education  continued  down  to  1841.  In  fact  nothing  was  etlectually  done  to  improve 
its  condition  until  1850,  when  the  .Amended  School  .Act,  embodying  the  reci  mmendatious  of  the 
Reveiend  Doctor  Hyerson  was  pjussed,  forming  the  basis  of  the  present  School  System  of 
Ontario.  IJills  for  a  general  .system  ami  an  adecjuate  appminiation  for  Common  Schotd  I'duca- 
tion  hail  year  after  year  been  passed  by  the  House  of  A.ssembly,  but  were  often  rejected  by  the 
Legislative  Council.  They  were  satistied  with  e.Ktending  aid,  scanty  as  it  was,  to  a  few  (inimmar 
Schools  for  the  benefit  of  the  more  wealthy  classes,  ami  as  feeders  to  a  University  for  which 
they  had  received  a  Charter  as  far  back  as  1827,  but  which  was  not  yet,  in  operation. 

The  result  of  the  course  thus  i)ursued  was,  that,  in  1830,  outside  of  the  (irammar  Schools 
just  referred  to,  an<l  even  in  some  of  them,  the  educational  condition  of  the  Province  was 
almo.st  at  the  lowest  ebl).  One-half  of  the  po[iulation  of  those  of  schocd  age  were  left  to  grow 
up  in  a  state  of  semi-barbarism.  The  annual  attendance  at  scl  ool  of  ihe  otiier  half  was  for  only 
seven  months,  generally  in  log  houses,  with  accommodations  of  the  rudest  kind,  where  they 
were  initiated  in  the  mysteries  of  Reading,  Writing  and  stmie  sni])le  rules  in  .Arithmetic  by  Teach- 
ers hiied  by  the  year,  wretchedly  paid,  and,  as  might  be  expected,  with  a  few  e.vceptions  little 
(pialitied  for  their  ollice.  The  eonse(|Ui'nce  of  this  state  of  thiiiLts  was,  that,  in  many  instances 
those  who  could  aflbrd  it  sent  their  sons  to  the  United  States  to  receive  their  education. 


*  The  Reverend  Doctor  William.son,  born  in  Edinburgh  in  180(1,  was  ai-pointed  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics in  t,>ii«Mn'8  Collepp,  Kingston,  in  1S42.  To  this  duty,  he  added  temporarily,  from  lime  to  time,  the 
subjects  of  Creek  and  Latin,  Chemistry.  Logic,  Astronomy,  English  Literature  and  Church  History.  He 
was  also  Director  cf  the  Observatory.      He  died  in  1895,  in  hi.s  t»Olh  year,  greatly  beloved.

Sucli  wero  tlio  diOicuIties  t.»  l)o  met  ;  sucli  were  tlie  evils  to  he  reiiieflied  ;  such  weio  tin- 
circumstances,  so  iHtreit'iit  from  Llioso  iimler  wliioli  tlio  l.-md  of  (ho  f.itluis  of  niiiiiy  of  them  had 
llonrisliud.  when  the  foumUrs  of  (Juieen'a  Colli  ^'e.  in  l.s:;i),  for  the  },nhlio  hciieUt  as  well  as  that 
of  their  chil-lron,  took  j)raoticHl  steps  for  its  oitaliliHhment  hy  their  (»wn  volinitary  elhirts.  Hav- 
ing loni,'  looked  in  vain  to  the  [xtwers  ttiut  were  for  a  system  of  rniversity  and  Sclioid  Kdncation 
throughout  the  Province  they,  after  anxiona  deI;l)eration,  f«  It  themselves  e.mipelled  to  adopt 
this  course,  and  do  what  they  could  to  supply  the  want  of  a  hi'^^her  tiainin;,'  for  youth,  and  as 
one  main  ohject,  hetter  (pialilied  Teachers  for  our  Sehnols. 

I  may  hi^re  nsinark,  that  our  friends,  the  Methodists,  actuated  liy  similar  views,  and  know- 
ing well  tlie  needs  of  the  I'rovince  had,  in  I.S.'JCi,  erected  an  Institution  at  Cohonrg  for  the  pur- 
pose of  allordini,'  a  mure  ad  vanned  education  under  the  name  of  "  The  Uiipor  (.'anada  Acadiimy,  ' 
wliich  was  afterwards,  in  Au^^'ust,  1841,  meri,'ed  hy  Provincial  Chailer  into  the  present  N'jitoria 
College,  with  University  powers. 


CHAPTER  xvrr. 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  KING'S  COLLEOE,  1.S40.* 

Tlie  (irbt  iiicctini,'  of  the  Council  of  King's  Colleoe  in  1840  was  held  on  tlio 
29th  of  Januaiy.  At  the  last  Meeting  of  tlie  Council  in  1839,  application  was 
made  to  the  Council  by  "  Lieutenant  Charles  J.  B.  Riddeil  of  the  Uoyal  Artilliaiy, 
on  behalf  of  Her  Majesty's  Goveriunenfc,  for  a  Site  in  the  King's  College  grounds, 
whereon  to  erect  a  Magnetic  Observatory."  '^I'he  request  was  granted  on  ci-rtain 
conditions,  which  were  jipproved  by  the  Governor  General,  as  coimnimicate  1  to 
the  Council  at  its  Meeting  on  the  29th  of  January,  1840. 

As  long  ago  as  in  1853,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ryerson, 
after  consultation  by  Colonel,  (afterwards  General,)  Lefroy,  then  Director  of  the 
Provincial  Observatory,  a  provision  was  inserted  in  the  Grammar  School  Act  of 
that  year,  to  have  Meteorological  Observations  made  at  each  of  the  Senior  Comity 
Grammar  Schools  in  Upper  Canada.  Reference  will  be  ma.le  to  this  niatte-r  in  a 
subsequent  Volume  of  this  History. 

Having  applied  to  the  late  Director  of  the  Observatory,  diaries  Carpmael, 
Esquire,  ALA.,  a  short  time  before  his  death,  for  a  short  sketch  of  the  history  of 
the  Observatory,  he  directed  one  of  his  Assistants,  Mr.  \V.  A.  Stewai  t,  to  furnish 
me  with  the  required  information,  which  he  did,  and  fiom  which  1  make  somt; 
extracts  ;  as  follows  : — 

The  IMa^netic  and  l\Ietcorolof,dcal  Ohservatory  at  Toronto  is  situated  in  Latit  ude  4.'!'.;5I)'.  -■">, 
and  Longitude  5)1.  17n.  34.()5s.  West  of  Greenwicii.  Its  heii^Iit  abo»e  Lake  Ontario  is  H'7.1> 
feet  ;  and  al>ove  mean  Sea  level,  '.^^A)  feet.  It  was  one  of  the  Dhservatories  ori^'inaliy  instituted 
by  the  Imi)erial  (iovernment  in  IH:}'.*,  at  the  joint  reipiest  of  leading  liritish  ami  European 
Scientists,  co-opiTating  with  tiie  Royil  Society,  and  with  the  British  Association  for  the  .\d- 
vancemcnt  of  Science,  It  was  <hslgned  lo  supply  a  sustained  system  of  ;>bservations,  so  as  to 
furnish  the  determin.ations  refjuiicd  for  thi.  Magnetic  theory  as  to  the  i)eriodical  variations  of 
the  Magnetic  direction  and  force.  .  .  .  The  Ohservatory  was  furnislicd  with  the  nece.-sary 
instruments  for  its  appropriate  work.  .  .  .  For  Meteorological  purposes  a  Standard  bar- 
ometer, Thermometer,  Dry  and  Wet  hull)  Thermometers,  for  the  determination  of  the  absidute 
and  relative  humidity  ;  an  Anemometer  for  direction  and  velocity  of  the  wind,  Oanges  for  rain

fall,  etcetei'.'i.  It  was  also  8Ui)i)lied  with  a  Transit  Instnimunt  and  the  neucssuiy  (Mocks  and 
Chronoinetois  for  Tinio  observations.  ...

In  addition  to  receiving  the  CJovernor  General's  .sanction  to  the  pro- 
posed site  of  the  Provincial  Observatory,  the  College  Council  "  took  into  consideration  t\\v.  state 
of  the  Royal  (Jraiit  to  King's  College  of  One  thousand  pounds  (.ll,(;()0,)  .Sterling,  per  annum, 
when  it  was  stated  that  arrears  t)f  seven  years  and  a  half  were  due  on  this  giant  to  the  College, 
amounting,  witiiout  interest,  to  Eight  Thousand,  Three  Hundred  and  Thiity-Tliret^  liounds,  Six 
shillings  and  Si.\  i)eiice,  (£8, li3.'K>. ('»,).  The  Council  deemed  it  expedient  tliat  an  immediate 
a|i]ilication  be  made  to  His  Excellency  the  (iovoriior  (ieiieral  respecting  tin  se  aniens,  accom- 
panied with  a  full  statement  of  the  circumstances  under  which  they  are  clainnd,  for  his  ei'ii- 
sideration  ".  (This  was  done  on  the  4th  of  February,  I.S40,  in  a  Letter,  addres.sed  to  i\Ir.  i.  W. 
C.  Murdoch,  Chief  Secretary,  as  follows,  but  notliing  came  of  it)  : 

I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  to  you,  for  the  jiurpose  of  its  being  biought  under  ilu;  con 
sidoiatioii  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  Gi'iieral,  a  cojiy  of  a  Minute  of  King's  College,  res- 
pecting tlie  claim  of  the  College  to  the  Koyal  (irant  of  one  Th(Hisand  Pounds  (fl.OOO,)  Sterling 
ptjr  annum  ;  and,  in  compliance  with  that  part  of  the  Minute  which  directs  a  Statement  to  be 
sent  to  His  Excellency,  of  the  circumstances  under  which  the  (irant  is  claimed.  1  beg  to  add 
that  this  grant  was  made  to  King's  College  by  the  Crown,  as  communicated  to  Sir  P.  ISIaitland 
by  Earl  Ualhurst,  in  his  Despatch  of  ISlst  ISIarch,  18:i7,  a  c<i])y  of  which  Despateh  I  enclose.* 
The  grant  is  given  for  the  ])urpo.se  of  erecting  the  College  Buildings,  and  is  direi-ted  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  monies  furnished  by  the  Canada  Ctjinjiany,  to  continue  during  the  term  of  their  agree- 
ment. Their  agreement  is  for  sixteen  years,  from  1st  January  Ibl'ti.  The  College  drew  the 
Grant  from  the  1st  .lanuary,  1828,  the  emiowineiit  commencing  in  tiiat  yeai',  and  continued  to 
receive  it  until  1st  .'uly,  1831.*,  when  it  was  suspended  by  a  (Jovernment  Despatcht  to  Sir  dohn 
Colborne  until  the  L"gislature  should  pas?  an  Act  for  amending  the  (!harter  of  the  University. 
Such  an  Act  having  been  passed  in  the  lirst  Session  of  the  'i'hirleenth  Parliament,  to  which  His 
Excellency  Sir  F.  1».  Head,  then  Lieutenant  G'overnor,  signitied  the  l{o3'al  assent  on  4th  of 
March,  1837,  the  cause  for  the  suspi^nsion  was  removed,  and,  in  conEei|U(.nce,  the  (Nuincil  deem 
it  expedient  to  submit  the  claim  of  this  Institution  to  tiie  Royal  boon  to  His  Kx!;eliency's  fav-

Filiiiiar]!  .'Ctli,  1S.'/0.  The  attention  of  the  (iovernor  General  having  been  called  to  the  fact 
that  certain  loans  had  been  made  from  the  College  funds  to  some  Members  of  the  Council,  His 
Excellency  addressed  a  Letter  to  the  Council,  through  Mr.  Chief  Secretary  Murdoch,  in  which 
he  said  : 

It  a|>pears,  from  the  Statement  sulmiitted,  that  a  loan  of  a  considerable  sum  was  made  by 
the  Council  to  one  of  the  Members  of  the  Board.  Such  a  proceeding  His  Excellency  cannot,  by 
any  means,  view  in  the  light  of  an  ordinary  money  transaction. 

The  cmiiloj'inent  of  the  funds  of  a  public  trust,  b}'  one  of  the  Trustees,  for  his  own  advan- 
tage, is  a  proceeding  which,  in  his  opinion,  is  highly  objectionable,  and  is  calculated  to  destroy 
the  confidence  of  the  public  in  the  management  of  the  University.  In  England,  such  a  transac- 
tion would  be  visited  with  severity  in  a  Court  of  Equity.

The  Hnrs.r  was  directed  to  apply  to  the  Honourable  Join.  Henry  Dunn,  tl>e  Receiver 
General,  t..r  a  statement  m  regard  to  the  Hcho.d  Funds,  and  of  the  Hel.entures  purchased  with 
proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  School  Lands,  etcetera.  Certain  College  Statutes,  i-roi.o.sei  by  the 
Chancellor,   were  apj.roved,  and  several  minor  matters  were  disposed  of. 

Ma;i  :jm,  lS>,ii  'Vho  Widow  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Fothergill  roquested  that  the  Co.mcil 
woud  purchase  the  Museum  of  Natural  History  and  other  Curiosities  collected  by  her  lale 
Husband  at  a  price  to  be  named  by  the  College  Council.  The  mafer  was  referred  to  the 
Ueverend  Doctor  McCaul,  \  ice  Cliancellor  Jameson  and  the  Honourable  Robert  Raldvvin  Sulli- 
van, as  a  Committee,  to  examijie  the  c<illeelion  and  rejioit  the  result  to  the  Council  The  i  ay- 
mentson  most  of  the  Lots  in  Block  D,  (the  site  of  the  Home  District  ( liammar  Scliool  )  Inin" 
in  arrears,  the  Rnrsar  was  directed  to  recjuest  the  Solicitor  of  the  Council  to  proceed  a-ainst  the 
deluKpients,  by  ejecti  -n,  or  otherwise.  I  he  Lots  which  had  b.-en  abandoned,  or  fonnally  rc- 
linipushed  by  purchasers,  were  ordeied  to  be  resumed  by  the  Council. 

The  Bursar  laid  before  the  Council  the  following  financial  Stat'-ments,  which  he  had  obtained 
from  the  Receiver  (ieneral,  in  resp.)nse  to  the  rc.piest  made  to  him  on  the  subject,  at  the  la.st 
Meeting  of  the  Council. 

Note.  The  Statements,  furnished  by  the  rtecciver  General,  rehites  to  tlie 
proceeds  of  the  Sale  of  the  "  School  Lauds"  portion  of  the  ori^nnal  Grant  of  Lands 
made,  by  direction  of  George  III,  in  1797.  Part  of  that  original  tyrant  of  lands 
(22o,944  acres)  was  transferred,  as  an  endowment  of  King's  College  in  182<S,  U, 
and,  soon  afterwards,  another  portion,  (GG.OOO  acres,)  as  an  endowment  to  Upper 
Canada  College.  The  balance  of  the  grant  was  held  to  be  "School  Land^,"— for 
the  benefit  of  (Jiammar  (and  other  kinds  of;  Schools.  In  LS22,  (pages  3  and  .'>  of 
this  A'olume,  'i/ite,)  the  Colonial  Secretary  directed  that  the  i)roceed.s  of  a  p(jition 
of  this  residue  of  the  original  grant  of  1707,  be  applied  lu  the  establishment  of 
(Church  of  England)  "  National  Schools,"  under  the  direction  of  the  General 
Board  of  Education  for  Upper  Canada.  This  Boani  ceased  to  exist  in  1S32,.S; 
and,  in  1889,  an  Act,  2  Victoria,  Chapter  10,  was  passed  directing — 

That  the  money  now  remaining  in   the  Iteceiver  Cener.ds  hands  unexpended,  ,irising  from 
the  sale  of  School  Lands,    or  which  may  come  into  his  hands,  applicable  to   the  pur|)oses  of    this 
Act,  siiall  be  invested  in  the  Delieiitures  of  this  Province  at  si.v  /«•;•  ttnliDu  intere  t,  and  the  lUd 
ceeds    placed    under  the    control   of    the    Council  of  King's   College,      .      .      .to    be,  by  the  saii 
Council,  (listrii)ured  among  such    Districts  as,  in  their  opinion,  more  immediately  reijiliies  a.s;

J\i}ie  Gill,  1S40.  The  Committee  api)ointed  to  examine  and  report  u|)on  tlie  Museum  and 
Curiosities  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Fothergill,  presented  a  Report,  as  follows  : — 

Tu  the  CoKHcil  of  Kiiufs  Cvlleije  : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Books  and  specimens  of  Natural  History,  otiercd 
for  sale  to  the  University,  bytlie  friends  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Folhergill,  respectfully  rejxirt 
as  follows — 

They  have  examined  the  collection  aiul  find  it  described  accurately  in  the  annexed  paper 
drawn  up  by  Dr.  Boys.  .  .  .  The  specimens  appear  to  be  in  go(jd  preservation,  though  not 
set  up  or  arranged.  The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  collection  oU'ered  would  be  of  value 
to  the  College  as  the  connnencement  of  a  Mu.seum  of  Natuial  History,  connected  with  the  general 
Museum  of  tlie  University.  For  many  years  the  ancient  relics  of  the  aboriginal  inhabitants  ui 
this  part  of  North  America,  as  well  as  specimens  of  plants  and  animals,  which,  as  civilizatiiju 
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advances,  l)ocome  sciirce,  and  evon  uxtinct.  liavo  bueu  transferred  to  other  cmintrios,  without 
{iny  colloction  huiui,'  foi'niud  in  tliis  Pr.ivinco.  'J'ho  Cuniuiittoo  aru  <if  oi>inion  that  thu  formation 
of  a  collection  of  tJanaciian  anti(|uities  and  spccinicns  of  Natural  History  would,  hereafter,  be 
found  a i^reat assistance  in  the  Education  of  tlie  1  listoi-y  of  the  ahoiiginal  inhaltitants,  tlieir  manners 
and  customs,  as  well  as  in  any  investij^ation  of  tlie  Natural  History  ami  (ictdo;:}' of  tiie  I'loviine, 
ancient  and  modern.  Your  Committee  are  of  oi)in'(jn  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  t'lTiJ  '1.0.  W(juld 
not  Ije  too  much  to  oiler  for  the  collect-ion. 

Mnii(i)iin<liini.  The  Museum  of  the  late  IMr.  Fotherj^'ill  consists  principally  of  I'irds,  and 
animals,  etcetera.  Of  liirds,  there  are  about  800  specimens,  of  Animals,  tiicre  are  about  (iO 
,s[)(>cimen"}  of  I'ish  and  lve|itiles,  there  are  about  40  specinii'iis.

Jlcs<iln-'l  :  That  a  C(jmmittee  1)0  api)Qinted  to  frame  a  Code  of  Regulations  for  the  Mannge- 
ment  of  iJistrict,  and  new  (Jrammar  Schools,  receiving,  or  to  receive  pulilic  aid,  (under  the  .\ct. 
2nd  Victoria.  (Jiiajiter  10,)  through  ihe  College  Council,  and  that  the  following  Members  of  the 
Council  be  the  Connnittee  for  that  purpose,  videlicet,  the  Reverend  Doctiir  Mi;Caul  and  \'ic'e 
Chancellor  .lameson. 

June  l-lfli,  IS.'/O.  The  (juestiou  of  the  disposal  of  the  School  Funds  in  the  Receiver  (lener- 
al's  hands  having  been  considered  by  a  Connnittee  of  the  Council,  it  was  given  as  the  opinion 
of  the  Committee  that  all  such  monies  should  be  invested  in  (jovernment  liebentures. 

June  rJdIli,  IS'/O.  Tho  Honoui-able  .lohn  Simcoe  Macaulay  sul)mitted  certain  resolutions, 
in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  a  Vice  I'resident  and  Professors  of  the  I  niversity.  His  hrst 
resolution  having  been  rejected,  it  was — 

lui>(jl,ceil,  That  the  Chancellor  be  requested,  without  delay,  to  appoint  a  person  to  tlie 
position  of  Vice  I'resident  of  King's  College,  either  by  choice  within  the  Provim^e,  or,  as  His 
Kxccllency  shall  .see  lit,-  -in  pursuance  of  a  Statute  of  this  University,  Chai)ter  lY. 

liesolrctl,  (as  proposed  by  Mr.  Macaiday,)  That  the  Salary  of  the  Vice  President  shall  be 
Seven  Hundred  and  Fifty  pounds,  (£750,)  per  annum,  with  a  suitable  Residence. 

The  Coiiiinittec  on  Rules  and  Regulation.s  for  Grammar  Schooltj,  appointed 
on  the  6tli  of  Juno,  submitted  a  preliminary  Report,  outlining;-  what  the  Coiinaittee 
propo.sed  to  do  on  the  subject.  It  was  si^Mied  by  the  Reverend  John  McCaul  and 
Vice-Chanccllor  Jameson.  The  Comnnttee  were  directed  to  till  iij)  the  details  of 
the  Scheme,  and  submit  a  fuller  Report  on  the  subject  at  the  next  Meetiiio-  of  the 
Coinicil,  containinfr  the  proposed  Rules  and  Regulalions  in  a  complete  lorn). 

The  following  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  ])istrict  Clrammar  Schools, 
were,  therefore,  submitteil  by  the  llcverend  J)(;ctor  McC^aul,  to  the  Coiuicil  of 
King's  College  on  the  27th  of  June,  1S4(».  They  were,  no  doubt,  intended  by 
him  as  supplementary  to  the  suggesti(jns  on  the  organization  of  these  Schools, 
which  were  contained  in  the  olHcial  Report  of  tlie  Commissioners  on  Education  to

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the  Lieutenant  Governor,  signed  by  him  as  Chairman,  and  dated  the  22nd  of  the 
previous  January— pages  248-252,  ante.  These  Suggestions,  which  were  neces- 
sarily general  in  tlieir  charact(!r,  will  be  found  on  i)age  21S.  'i'liey.  liowm-er, 
contained,  no  Regulations,  in  detail,  as  to  how  they  shouM  bo  carriL-<l  out.  It 
was,  therefore,  necessary  that  the  Council  of  Kini;'s  (Jollege  should  supjdy  these 
details,  in  the  shape  of  definite  rules  for  the  guidance  of  the'JVustees  and  M;ist<.'rs 
of  tlie  reorganized  Grammar  Schools.  This  was,  iji  point  of  fact,  rtMiuin-d,  by

prescribed  by  the  Council  of  King's  College.

The  Council  request  that  the  Board  of  District  (firaimnar 
School)  Trustees  will  transmit  to  them  information  on  tlie  following  subjects,  relative  to  the 
Head  Master,  Dominated,  or  recommended,  by  them  :  (1).  Testimonials  submitted  to  the  iSoard.

Canada,  and,  as  they  are  assured,  by  jjcrsons  in  the  J-Jiitish  isles,  who  are  desirous  of  emii;rating 
to  this  I'roviiice  ;  to  whom  the  existence  of  such  an  Instit  utioii  would  allbrd  so  strong  an  induce- 
ment in  fa\<)ur  of  their  design.  .  .  .  A  resolution  was  passeil,  deprecating  the  3elccti()n  of  a  site 
for  a  Jjunatic  Asylum  at  Kingston,— being  impressed  with  the  paramount  importance  of  retain- 
ing such  an  Institution  in  immediate  pruxunity  to  tlie  Faculty  of  :\Iedicine  in  the  Tniversity  of 
Kind's  College,  in  consideiati(m  of  the  reciiiiocal  advantages  to  be  derived  for  having  such  a 
field  for  the  study  and  advancement  of  IMedical  and  Th^'scological  disease,  and  tJic  bem  lit 
reacting  therefrom  upon  the  unhapjiy  j>atients  themselves.     .     .      . 

[Note.  From  the  Statement  of  tlie  Receiver  General,  laid  l>ef(jre  the  C-ouncil 
of  King's  College  on  the  27th  of  May,  LS-tO,  (pat^^e  308,  (inti:,)  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  retiiie.st  of  the  Council  had  been  complieil  with,  and  that,  on  the  2.')th  of  June 
1S40,  the  .sum  of  Twelve  Thou.sand  pound.s  (.£12,000,)  had  been  invested  in  Pro- 
vincial Debentures — by  direction  of  Sir  George  Arthuf, — the  intere.st  of  which, was, 
under  the  authority  of  the  Act,  2nd  Victoria.  Chapter  10,  "for  the  Adv-mcL-meiit 
of  Education  in  the  Province."  to  be  expended  by  the  Council  of  King's  College, 
as  directed  by  that  Act.  At  this  Meeting  of  the  Council,  (21st  of  October,  1840,) 
the  Lursai  reported,  that  the  interest  on  Debentures  which  was  available  for 
expenditure  by  the  Council  under  the  Act,  amounted  to  Two  Hundred  and  Eighty-

The  letter  of  the  Secretary  aUo  contained  His  Excellency's  .approval  of  the  Minute  of  the 
Council,  dated  tho  liSth  of  October,  1H40,  proposing  th.it  a  preference  should  be  given  ti.  the 
allowance  for  Assistants  in  (iranimar  Schools  before  the  allowance  to  bo  given  in  aid  of  building 
Schotd  Houses  :  and  that  tho  latter,  therefore,  should  bo  postponed  until  the  Kunds 
admit  of  the  appropriation,  without  interference  with  the  employment  of  Assistants,  according 
to  the  Minute  of  the  Council  of  the  271)1  ultimo.      See  ;ibovc. 

A  letter  from  the  Crown  Law  Doi)artnient  was  receiveil,  ju.inting  out  the  mode  of  surren- 
dering to  the  Crown  two  acres  of  the  King's  College  Grounds  for  a  site  of  the  proposed  Ol-ser- 
vatory.  Tt  w.is  ordered,  that  the  Solicitor  bo  directed  to  prepare  tho  necessary  Covenant,  as 
proposed  by  tlie  L.iw  Oliicers. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Civil  Secretary  S.  B.  Harrison  was  reci>ived,  conveying  His  Kxcellen<y 
the  Lieutenant  (iovernor'a  reasons  for  fixing  the  site  of  tho  Provincial  Lunatic  .\sylum  at 
Kingston.     (See  [)age  'MS,  loUc.)     (Other  minor  matters  were  dealt  with.)

PHE  UNIVEIISITV  AND  UrPER  CANADA  COLLEGE  CONTROVERSIES. 

Li  concludiriff  this  Third  V^olume  of  the  Documentary  History  (jf  Education 
in  Upper  Canada,  I  think  it  appropriate  to  refer  to  tlie  two  chief  edut-ational 
suhjecls,  wliicli  occupied  a  hir^^e  share  of  the  attention  of  tlie  puMic  men  of  the 
time,  whicli  preceded  the  Union  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada. — from  LSJiO  to  1840. 
This  reference  is  the  more  desirable  in  tliis  place,  from  the  fact,  that,  wit!)  this 
VoUnne,  ends,  for  the  time,  the  record  of  the  separate  and  independent  action  of 
the  Upper  Canada  Le;4islature. 

The  two  fpiestioiis,  wliich  caused  so  much  agitation,  ami  led  to  so  much 
unpleasant  discu.-)sion  in  U])per  Canada,  were  tho.^e  of  the  unoopulai-  (Charter  of 
King's  ColleLje  University,  and  the  unauthorized  establishment, — so  far  as  the 
Legislature  was  concerned,* — of  the  Upper  Canada  College  by  Sir  John  Colborne 
in  1829, — two  years  after  the  issue  by  the  Imperial  Government,  of  the  obnoxious 
Charter  of  Kind's  Collejre. 

What  fii'st  gave  force  and  eli'ect,  on  the  public  mind,  to  the  ])opular  discon- 
tent, in  regard  to  these  two  Institution.s,  was  tlie  autocratic  and  imliscreet  utter- 
ances, in  18,'}1,  of  Sir  John  Colboi-ne,  the  jjieutenant  (Jovei-uor.  In  replying  to  a 
i'e.s])ectful  Addiess  of  ihe  Methodist  Conferenee,  (which  co;itai)ieil  no  reference  to 
any  educational  topic,)  Sir  John  Colborne  said  : — 

The  sy.stuin  nf  uducjvt ion,  wliicli  li.is  iiroduced  tlu;  best  ;ui<l  iil)lf.sL  uieu  in  tlic  I'liitud  Iving- 
doni,  will  not  bo  iibaiiiloned  here  tosnitthu  views  of  tliu  Lt^ader.s  of  yocictie.s.  who,  perhaps,  have 
neit  lier  e.xiterience  nor  judgment  to  appreciate  tlu'  value  or  advantages  of  a  liberal  education.     . 

The  Reverend  Egerton  E-yerson,  in  his  re[ily  to  tliis  taunt,  struck  the  key- 
note of  that  discontent  which,  for  so  long,  extensively  prevailtMl  iu  the  Province, 
in  regard  to  the  exclusive  and  irres|)onsible  educational  policy  and  pi'oceeilings 
of  that  day.     He  said  : — 

When  Seminaries  are  established  and  placed  under  the  direction  of  the  Clergy  of  (jue  Church, 
without  even  considting  the  ])o])uhir  IJranch  uf  the  Colonial  Legi.slature,  1  cannot  see  hnw 
they  are  justly  entitled  to  the  character,  contidcnce,  or  i)atronage  [aecordeil  to]  free  Public 
Justitutiuns. 

"  Oil  the  8rd  of  March,  1835  and  again  on  the  3rd  of  February,  1830,  tlie  House  of  Asacinbly  nniuested 
the  Lieutenant  (lovernor,  Sir  Francis  Jlond  Head,  to  inform  it  what  was  "the  whole  expense  winch  has 
attended  the  building  of  I'jiper  Canada  < 'ollege,  with  the  House  and  (lardens,  Outiiouses  belonging  thereto, 
and  all  the  iuiprovements  and  allerations  made  in  the  said  I'reniises,  from  the  commencement  uj)  to  this 
time  ;  with  the  authority  under  wliich  such  buildings  were  erected,  and  such  alterations  and  improvements 
made,  and  from  what  the  payments  have  been  severally  taken."  (Pages  2S2,  "283  of  the  second  Volume  of 
this  Documentary  History). 
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Lord  Glenelg,  the  Colonial  Minister,  re-utteretl  this  same  coinphiiiit,  when,  in 
the  King's  name,  he  issued  his  Instructions  to  Sir  Fnuieis  Pxjiid  liia.l,  the  newly- 
appointed  Lieutenant  Governor.     He  said  : — 

Kesiiectiiii,'  the  Collf^'i.ito  Institutions  of  tho  Province,  tlu;  House  of  Ansunihly  cxprcFs  their 
opinion  that  tlie  Upper  Ciinada  College  is  upheM  at  };re;it  piil)lic  expense,  with  liii^h  i^aliiiies  to 
its  Principal  Masters  ;  but  the  Province  derives  very  little  advantage  fnim  it,  and  that  it  might 
bo  di.spensed  witli.* 

On  tho  subject  of  King's  College,  an  unfortunate  dillerence  of  oiiinion  exists,  between  its 
Comicil  and  the  Jlouso  of  Assembly,  whieh  each  of  tho  liodies  concornetl  eonturs  in  pronouncing 
incurable. 

Happily,  in  the  case  of  King's  Collegt;,  the  passage  of  the  Collcgf  CharLi-r 
Amendment  Act  of  1837  put  an  end,  fur  the  time,  U)  the  agitation  and  .lisconLtut 
in  regard  to  it.  It  was  different  with  the  case  of  the  Upper  Cana<la  College. 
The  Principal  of  that  Institution  felt,  therefore,  that  he  was  called  upon  to  enter 
into  a  formal  defence  of  the  College,  and  to  explain  and  enforce  the  reasons  wliy, 
(especially  in  the  absence  of  a  higher  Institution,  where  young  men  might  l.e  titled 
for  professional  life,)  it  was  essential  to  tlie  well-being  of  the  Province,  that  a 
superior  classical  and  high  academic  school  should,  in  the  mean  time,  be  establishe<l 
and  n)aintained. 

Before  giving  the  substance  of  this  elaborate  defence  of  Upper  C'anaila 
College,  I  will  briefly  state  one  or  two  matters,  which  are  worthy  of  notice  in 
this  connection. 

In  the  controversy,  which  took  place,  in  regard  to  the  policy  of  estal)lishing 
Upper  Canada  College,  the  fact  was  fiecjuently  overlooked  that,  in  doing  so.  Sir 
John  Colbornc  had  two  objects  in  view  :  The  first,  and  obvious  (jiie,  was,  that  he 
thus  sought,  Coy  the  time,  to  solve  the  question,  (which  had  proved  to  be  a  trouble- 
some one  to  the  Home  (Jovernment),  of  how  most  effectually  to  postpone  the 
establishment  of  a  University, — the  very  principles,  on  which  it  was  founded,  being 
.so  obnoxious  to  the  great  bulk  of  the  people  of  Upi)er  Canada. 

The  secoiul,  and  no  less  important  object,  which  Sir  John  Colborne  had  evi- 
dently in  view,  was  the  bringing  into  operation  stich  a  thoroughly  etiicient  and 
superior  School  as  would,  for  years  to  come,  and  f(M-  ail  useful  purposes,  piepare 
the  youth  of  the  country  to  fill,  wdth  credit,  the  various  jtosts  in  the  public  service, 
and  positions  in  commercial  life.  Such  an  Institution  he,  no  doubt,  felt  would 
meet  the  pressing,  and  practical  wants  of  the  Province,  and  would,  therefore, 
merit  the  approbation  of  those  in  the  Country,  who  were  competent  to  ju'lge 
of  such  matters.  lie  must  have  been  the  more  strengthened  in  this  belief",  from 
the  fact,  which  he  knew,  of  the  great  success  which  had  attended  tlic  operations  of 
the  well  known  Grammar  School  at  Cornwall,  and  of  the  no  less  noted  "  Old 
IMiie  School  "  at  Voik 


*  In  the  "  Seventh  Rejiort  of  tlie  Committee  on  Grievances,"  adopted  by  thf  Ilouse  of  Assembly  on  the 
10th  of  April,  1.S3.0,  the  [tassage  quoted  by  Lord  Glenelg,  occurd.  (See  pige  xviii  of  the  driimncc  licport, 
(.)ctavo  Edition,  Toronto,  1835,  and  page  ISS  of  the  Second  Volun.e  of  tliid  Documentary  llidlory. 
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His  mode  of  seeking  to  accomplish  this  prospective  good  to  the  Province  was 
highly  objectionable;  and,  it  is  evident,  that  he  hesitated  to  submit  his  project  to 
the  Legislature  in  advance,  lest  the  strong  feeling  in  the  country  on  the  subject 
of  the  projected  University  would  find  hostile  expression  in  the  Ifouse  of 
Assembly,  and  .so  defeat  his  ])rojected  plans.  He  must,  howevci-,  have  consulte<l 
his  E.KCCutive  Council  on  the  subject,  as  we  learn  ffoia  his  CJonnuunieatioii  to  the 
General  Board  of  Education  f(n-  Ui»per  Canada,  in  April.  182!), — p^^^-ge  7  of  'his 
Volume,  ante. 

The  establishment  of  Upper  Canada  College  was  evidently  felt  to  be  a  gra- 
tifying achievement  by  the  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan  ;  who  was  himself,  the  most 
successful  Teacher  and  noted  ^Educationist  of  his  day.  Soon  after  the  cjstabli.sh- 
ment  of  the  College — on  the  27th  of  Febi-uar}',  1830 — Doctor  Strachan  submitted 
to  the  Legislative  Council  a  series  of  R(!solutions  on  thesul)ject, — in  the  first  and 
sixth  of  which  he  moved  the  Council  to  say  that — 

Tlii.s  HcuHL'  lias  liuiiold  with  L;reat  .satisfactidii  the  successful  issue  of  the  e.xertions  made  by 
His  E.vcelleiicy  to  estahlish  in  this  Province  a  Classical  Scluiol  of  so  superior  a  descriiitiun,  that 
it  well  merits  the  appellation  of  a  Collej,'e     . 

Wo  have,  at  tliis  moment,  the  very  gratifying  distinotion  of  possessing  means  of  education 
that  leave  to  i»arents  nt)thing  to  envy,  or  desire,  in  comparing  the  advaiitiges  of  instruction, 
enjoyed  by  their  children,  with  those  which  are  presented  by  some  of  the  first  Public  Schools 
in  (jlreat  Britain. 

In  the  frequent  discussions  in  regard  to  Upper  Canada  College,  great  stress 
was  always  laid  upon  the  fact  that  that  College  was  of  purely  local  advantage  to 
the  Town  of  York,  and  afterwards  to  the  City  of  Toronto.  The  Reverend  Doctor 
Harris,  the  first  Principal  of  the  College,  meets  the  objection  in  a  practical,  conunon 
sense,  manner.  In  his  "  Ohacrvaiionson  Upper  Canada  Collcrje,"  publishetl  in  May, 
1830,  he  says,— 

It  is,  of  coinse,  impossible  that  an  Institution,  furnished  with  the  means  of  supjdying  so 
solid  and  coiin>lete  an  education  as  |  ri)per  Canada  College]  .  .  .  sliouhl  be  establi.shed  in 
every  District, — the  exi)ense  being  far  t^oo  great,  and  the  demand  too  limited,  for  such  a  pro- 
vision. 'I'he  obvious  alternative  is,  — the  establishment  of  one  such  Institution  iur  the  benelit 
of  the  whole  Province  .  .  .  must  be  [>laced  in  some  District.  Such,  in  fact,  were 
the  considerations  which  led  to  the  foundation  of  Upper  Canada  College.      (Page  11.) 

I'here  was  another  matter,  which  was  overlooked  in  these  discussi(.)ns,  and 
that  was  the  fact,  that,  except  at  the  "  Old  Blue  School  "  at  York,  none  of  the  Dis- 
trict Grammar  Schools  made  any  substantial  efforts  to  merit  the  distinction  which 
had  been  accorded  to  the  old  Cornwall  School,  and  to  the  "Royal  (Jrammar  School," 
(as  it  was  called  by  Sir  Peregrine  Maitland,)  at  Vork.  The  aljsoiption  of  this 
noted  school  into  Upper  Canada  College,  gave  an  additional  iircslUjt:  to  the  new 
Institution. 

Of  course,  the  great  mistake,  as  well  as  unaccountable  oversight  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  of  the  Legislature,  was,  the  neglect  to  make  provision,  for  elemen- 
tary Schools.  Nor  was  this  error  repaired  until  long  after  the  Province  had  been 
settled,  nor  until  nine  years  after  a  Grammar  School  had  been  established  in  each 
District.     Even  when  these  District  Grannnar  Schools  had  been  estahlished,  those 
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of  the  wealthier  class,  wlio  dcpeiuled  on  them  for  tin-  L'<lii(ati(jii  of  tla-ir  sons,  iiivai  i- 
ably  looked  to  the  Legislature  for  the  very  means,  (wliich  tliuy  tln-mselvcs  should 
have  willin-ly  provided,)  for  the  huildinjrand  repair  of  tlie  local  Grammar  School 
Ifouses.  Failini,'  to  rrct  a  grant  for  this  purpose,  they  would  allow  the  ha.lly- 
furnislied  School  Houses  to  fall  into  decay,  and  then  sceU  to  carry  on  tin;  work 
of  the  School  in  S(Mne  rented  rooms,  or  houses.  TIk;  I  lead  Master  of  the  New- 
castle District  Grannnar  School,  in  a  llepoit  sent  l.y  the  'J'rustee.s  to  the  Lieu- 
tenant (Jovernor  in  LS:iS,  .says: — 

Tlic  ino.st  .sorious  (li8;idvaiit!i<,'o  iiiidur  which  we  labi.ur  is  the  want  <>f  a  proper  School  House. 
Tlie  one  formerly  \13ed  for  that  purpose  being  now  in  .such  a  .suite  a.s  to  he  untcnahK-.  (Page 
214  of  tliis  Volume,  ante.) 

The  Trustees  of  the  Eastern  District  Grammar  School  weie  not  in  (|uile  so 
disagreeable  a  plight,  hut,  in  their  Rcsport  they  «ay  : 

We  would  humbly  su<i:,'e.st  to  the  Legislature  the  proj)riety  of  granting  a  .sum  of  money  to 
erect  a  suitable  IWiilding  for  a  Scliool  House.     (Page  213,  (inh.) 

The  Johnstown  District  Grammar  School  Trustees,  in  appealing  to  tlie  Govern- 
ment, say : 

Tlie  (irammar  Scliool  House  is  an  old  frame  nuilding,  very  cold  and  inconvenient.  The 
prosjierily  of  the  establishment,  no  less  than  the  comfort  of  the  Masters  ami  Scholars,  would  be 
materially  increased  by  the  erection  of  a  substantial  an<l  well  contrived  Academy.     (I'ago  21:J.) 

The  Midland  District  Grammar  School  Trustees,  in  their  Keport  of  the  Gram- 
mar School  of  that,  the  then  second  Town  in  Upper  Canada,  make  a  more  doleful 
statement  of  their  case  than  did  some  of  the  others.     Tliey  say : — 

We  earnestly  desire  to  call  your  E.xcelleucy's  attention  to  tlie  decayed  st.ite  of  the  Building 
now  occupied  as  the  District  (Jrainmar  School  House.  We  beg  to  assure  your  Kxcelleiioy  tiiat, 
in  a  year  or  two,  at  most,  it  will  be  in  such  a  ruinous  state,  as  t<j  be  abs<jlutely  untenable. 
(Page  213.) 

Such  being  the  state  of  the  chief  Grammar  School  Houses  in  other  parts  of 
the  Province,  it  was  no  wonder  that  something  like  a  feeling  of  Jcalou.sy  shouM 
be  awakeneil — and  probiildy  with  reason — against  the  new  Institution  of  Upper 
Canada  College,  and,  at  the  same  time,  the  inunense  advantaLTCs  thus  conferied 
upon  the  Capital  of  the  Province,  by  the  establishment  in  it,  at  the  public  cost, 
of  a  School  so  su[)erioi-  to  an}'  which  the  l^ovince  had  hitherto  po.sscssed. 

It  was  at  a  time  when  this  feeling  against  Upper  (~'anada  College  had  found 
so  strong  an  expression  in  the  House  of  Assembly,  that  the  lleverend  Dcjctor  J. 
II.  Harris,  Principal  of  the  College,  decided  to  issue  his  elaborate  defeiue  of  that 
Institution.  This  he  did  in  a  pamphlet  of  23  pages,  published  in  May,  l^'.Hj. 
It  was  the  last,  as  it  was  the  most  effective  of  the  replies  which  had  hitherto  been 
made  in  behalf  of  the  College,  since  its  establishment  in  1821). 

It  was  in  the  House  of  Assembly  that  the  (piestion  was  first  raised  as  to  the 
value  and  usefulness  of  Upper  Canada  College.  In  1832,  it  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee to  ascertain,  from  the  examination  of  a  number  of  witnesses,  "whether,  or 
not,  Upper  Canada  College  was  necessary,  or  useful."  (Sec  pages  82 — 9(5  of  the 
Second  Volume  of  this  ])ocumentary  History.)     In  1835,  the  College  was  again 
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subjected  to  Parliamentary  scrutiny,  and  a  full  return  of  its  operations  was  asked 
for.  (Pages  1G4,  1G5  of  the  same  Volume.)  In  183G,  the  (juestion  was  discussed 
in  the  House  of  Assembly  as  to  whether,  or  not,  it  was  desirable  that  the  advantage 
of  sucli  an  Institution  should  be  confined,  as  it  practically  was  then,  to  the  Seat 
of  Government,  and  a  Resolution  was  passed,  in  wliich  it  was  stated: — 


T]i:it  large  aj.propi-iiU  ions  liave  been  inado  out  of  the  University  Funds,  not  to  tlie  District 
(fJranniiar),  and  Township  Connimn  Schools,— undeservedly  neglucted  but  to  sustain  Upi>er 
Canada  College,  in  this  C'iiy,  in  wliich  the  sons  of  all  the  wealthier  families  are  educated.      .      . 

It  is  rather  singular  that,  three  years  later,  Lonl  Durham  prefurrcd  the  same 
comphiint  against  thu  University  of  King's  College. — pi-obably  suggested  l)y  this 
utterance  of  the  House  of  Assembly.  In  his  "  Report  on  the  Att'alrs  of  Canada,' 
he  said: — "  The  lands,  which  were  originally  appropriated  for  the  sup|»ort  of 
Schools  throughout  the  Country,  by  far  the  most  valual)le  portion  has  been 
diverted  to  the  endowment  of  the  University,  from  which  those  only  derive  any 
benefit  who  reside  in  Toronto,  or  those  who,  having  a  large  assured  income,  are 
enabled  to  maintain  their  childieTi  in  that  Town  at  an  expense,  which  has  been 
estimated  at  .^50  per  annum  for  each  child."     {Lord  Dtirhants  Report,  Page  6G  ) 

Lord  Durham,  in  this  extract  from  his  Report,  nnsstates  the  case,  and  thus 
doe.s — no  doubt  unconsciously — injustice  to  those  who  had  the  numagemeiit  at 
the  original  Royal  (Jrant  of  1797,  to  which  he  refers.  Wliat  the  King  grantid 
in  that  year,  as  communicated  to  (iovernor  Simcoe  by  the  Duke  of  Portlaml, 
Colonial  Secretary,  was  for  "Free  Gi-ammar  Schools,"  and  "  foi-  otlier  Seminaries 
of  a  larger  and  n)ore  comprehensive  mituru." 

In  LS32,  a  Return  was  pj-(;])ared  by  the  Surveyor-General  for  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  showing  how  this  Royal  Grant  of  Lands  had  been  appropriated, 
videlicet, 

For  the  University  of  King's  College, •225,1)44  acres. 

For  Upper  Canada  College, (ir),000  acres.

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  Lord  Durham's  statement  is  entirely  n)isleading, 
and  that  an  ample  reservation  "  for  Schools  "  was  made,  independently  of  wliat, 
in  terms  of  the  original  Royal  Grant,  was  appropriated  to  King's  College  Univei- 
sity.  which  was  clearly  a  Seminary  "  of  a  lai-gerand  more  comprehensive  nature  " 
thana  "Free  Granuuar  School."  Even  the  ai)pro[)riation  of  00,000  acres  of  the 
same  Royal  Grant  to  Upper  Canada  College,  as  a  Seminary  of  a  "  more  compj-e- 
hensive  nature  "  than  a  Free  Granuuar  School,  although  so  often  challenged  as 
unwananted,  was  justifiable,  in  terms  of  the  Grant  itself. 
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The  interest  derived  from  the  investment  (jf  the  pioceeds  of  the  sale  of  tin; 
portion  of  the  grant  "  reserved  for  Schools,"  was,  hy  the  Act,  2nd  \'ietoiia,  Chaptir 
10,  directed  to  be  disti-iltuted  hy  tlie  King's  College  Council  to  Crannaar  and 
other  deseiving  S'.-hools,  under  such  Regulations  as  that  Council  sliould  see  fit  to 
prescribe. 

It  was  to  meet  various  complaints  which  had  been  made  against  Upper 
Canada  College,  that  the  Reverend  Doctor  Harris,  its  riincipal,  prepared  and 
publishetl  an  elaborate  defence  of  that  Institution.  It  it  c<)neei\ed  in  good  laste, 
antl  is  written  in  a  style  befitting  the  subject — clear  ami  argumentative,  and 
without  animus.  Its  chief  value  consists  in  its  exposition  of  the  Principhis  upon 
which  such  superioi'  Institutions  are  founded  and  maintained.  He  jiointrd  out 
how  the  fanujus  Public  Schools  of  I*higland  ha\'e  contributed  to  the  greatness 
of  the  Km|>ir<',  b}'^  the  ac(|uireuients  ot  her  "Statesmen,  Scholars  and  Philo- 
sophers," stimulated  and  (puckened,  as  their  genius  and  ability  was,  by  the 
training  which  they  received  in  the  Schools  and  Univeisities  of  the  Mother  Land. 

It  should  not  be  overlooked  that  a  great  deal  of  the  objection  wliich  had 
been  urged  against  .(Jppei-  Canada  College,  and  which  hail  I'onnd  so  sti'ong  an 
expression  in  the  House  of  Assembly,  arose  largely  from  the  patent  fact,  that, 
1)3'  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  itself,  a  Grammar  School  had  been  established  in 
each  District,  while,  at  the  same  time,  no  provision  whatever  had  been  made  for 
elementary  Schools  in  the  Townships. — thus  "  inverting  the  educational  pyi"aiiii<l, ' 
as  it  was  said  many  a  time  afterwards. 

The  Province  did  not  lecovcr  from  the  effects  of  this  fatal  mistake  for  many 
years  afterwards.  AtuI  all  the  efforts  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  able  nun, 
who  took  up  the  mattei",  in  the  fjegislature,  ended  in  partial  failure,  or  in  spasmo- 
dic success.  Tliis  was  lai"ge!y  due  to  the  persistence,  more  or  less  strong,  (4' those, 
who  sought  to  maintain  the  traditional  idea  thaC  "  Grammar  Schools  and  a  Uni- 
versity "  were  the  only  educational  institutions  provided  for,  or  authorized,  b\' 
tlic  Royal  Imperial  (Jrant  of  School  Lands  in  17.07; — the  Grauuaar  Schools  woi'e 
to  be  adjuncts  to,  or  feeders,  of  a  [Tniversity,  which,  as  3'et,  hail  no  existence 
except  on  papei-.* 

I  shall  now  make  some  extracts  from  the  pamphlet  }>iiblishcd  by  the 
Reverend  Doctor  Harris  ; — omittitig  the  former  part,  which  deals  with  the  mon' 
local  features  of  the  case,  and  with  the  proceedings  of  Sir  John  C'olboiiie.

H  is  a  curtain  fact  that  a  lil)eral  ami  comiirclicusivo  cdiiratioii  caiuint  lie  inovidcd  lnit  at  a 
coiisiilorabli!  expense,  to  ho  liurnu  soniewhero.  'I'lio  pcojilu  in  <4oni^ral,  in  u  new  conntry,  cannnt 
bear  it  from  tlieir  private  moans,  and  it  must,  tlieretorc,  if  provided  for  at  all,  bo  borne  by  tlie 
public  resources.

Even  ill  the  old  countries  of  Europe,  and  piuticul.ivly  in  I'v.iL'laiid,  ull  tlic  Icidiiit,'  Senii- 
niuies  are  .siii)i)i)rted  by  endowmiuits  ;  '.iiid  limited  indeed,  in  ediuiiarison  with  what  tliey  actu- 
ally are,  would  he  die  iiu'ans  of  I'ducatioii  in  ( ireat  liritain,  hail  not  Royal,  and  individual 
niuniru-eni;e  founded  ScIumiLs  and  <  'olh'j^es  for  the  iiroiiiot  ion  of  learning,',  ami  made  .such  luunianent 
jjiovision  for  the  mainlenance  of  Tutors  and  IMaster.s,  as  ieave.s  little  eomiiaiative  expeii.se  t-)  lie 
defrayed  by  many  parent.^,  whose  .soils  iiniab  otherwise  have  wanted  that  which  ha.s  proved  to 
them  more  valuable  than  tiie  richest  iiihei  iteiice. 

To  thi.s  patriotic  and  L,a-nerou3  reLcard  of  our  foicfaihers  for  the  interest.s  of  learniuL.',  it  is 
to  be  ascribed  that,  in  I'hi^lauel,  so  many  men  of  humble  oriiiin  iiave  been  enabled  to  raii-e  them- 
selves to  proud  distinction  as  Stateuien,  as  Scholars  and  l'liiio.so])heis.  Lookint^  ])articulaily  at 
the  profession  of  the  Law,  how  many  of  t>ur  nio.st  considerable  families,  are  indebted  for  their 
present  ))osition  in  Society,  to  the  facilities  which  happily  existed  fiu-  the  education  of  that 
ancestor,  whose  sui>erii)r  talents  first  raised  himself  and  Ins  name  from  humble  o'  scurity. 

iMrouTANCE    OK  Slkkiiiou    Edtcation al  In.stitutions   in  Canaha. 

This  allusion  reminds  nu!  of  the  recommendation  whicli  wa.s  made  at  a  pojuilar  meeting  iu 
this  place  some  few  years  since— that  the  Home  (Government  should  send  out  .Jud;4esto  Canada 
fiom  the  English  liar,  till  the  improved  stale  of  education  in  the  Prcivince  should  render  such  a 
course  unnecessary.*  !Sow,  in  one  point  of  view,  I  should  ccrtaiidy  not  liave  adverted  to  this 
circumstance,  as  making  for  my  present  argument  ;  for  to  nothing  could  a  stronger  appeal  be 
made,  in  proof  of  the  sutliciency  of  the  existing  means  of  [higher]  education,  than  to  the  actual 
discharge  of  the  judicial  functions  in  Upper  Canada  :  but  1  may  fairly  be  allowed  to  infer,  from 
the  fact  of  such  an  opinion  having  been  expressed,  that  it  was  not  generally  considered  that  the 
then  available  means  of  education  were  ade<|nafe  to  the  requirements  of  the  Colony  :  and  that, 
therefore,  an  Institution  which  is  every  year  sending  out  youths,  not  inferior  in  classical 
knowleilge  to  the  greater  part  of  those  who  leave  the  Public  Schools  in  l-'ngland  for  the  Uni- 
versities, and  with  the  addition  of  many  useful  attainments,  which  the  latter  do  not  peiierally 
possess,  is  not  conferring  unimportant  advantages  on  the  Province  at  large,  and  could  not  be 
dispensed  with,  but  at  the  ceitainty  of  .still  keeping  the  standard  of  education  below  the  point 
which  is  i:orre3])ondent  with  the  general  advancement  and  exigencies  of  the  community.      .

The  disprojiortion  between  the  expense  [of  L^pper  Canada  College]  and  the  amount  of 
advantage  diilu.sed  [by  it],  through  the  Province,  would  be  still  luore  aiii)arent  with  ivgard  to  a 
I'niveisity,-  the  expenditure  on  which  must  be  mauifcdd  greater  than  on  an  inti'idu.tory  Senu- 
nary,  whilst  the  number  of  individuals  who  would,  probably,  avail  themselves  of  the  former, 
could  not,  for  many  years,  be  at  all  e(|ual  to  the  number  of  pupils  receiving  their  education  at 
the  latter.  And  yet,  I  have  never  heard  any  objecti<Mi  of  this  nature  to  the  University,  as 
Uiougli  its  endowment  was  too  great,  or  as  though  the  I'rovince  in  general  were  likely  to  derive 
very  little  advantage  from  it  ;  f(U',  besides  the  fact,  that  the  expense  of  e<lucation,  beyond  a 
certain  grade,  increases  in  a  rapid  ratio,  as  the  standanl  rises,  it  must  be  obvious,  with  resjiect 
to  the  higher  pursuits  of  learning  and  science,  that  the  taste  and  demand  for  them,  in  a  new 
community,  must,  not  only  be  encouraged,  but,  in  a  gieat  measure,  created  ;  and  this  is  to  be 
<h>ne,  not  by  a  tardy  supjjly  of  facilities  and  assistance,  only  allbrded,  when  the  necessity  for 
them  can  no  longer  be  denied,  but  by  i)roviding  opportunities  in  advance,  which  may  elicit, 
latent  genius,  and  lead  the  way  to  the  loftier  jiatlis  of  knowledge.  'l"o  <lelay,  theiefore,  the 
commencement  of  the  University  till  a  much  larger  luuuber  of  students  actually  presented  them- 
selves to  enter  its  walls,  would  be  to  postpone  the  cultivation  of  a  lield  till  a  few  spontaneous 
ears  had  multiplied  themselves  to  a  full  crop  ;  forgetting  the  danger  that  the  seeds,  thus  left  to 
ihemsidves,  may  i)erisli,  whereas,  if  c.s,refully  collected  and  cull  ivated,  they  would  prol  .ably,  in 
a  few  se.isons,  i)roduce  an  abundant  increase. 

I  now  proceed  to  the  ([Uestiou  :  whether  it  [Upper  Canada  College]  iu  worth  the  cost  to  the 
Province  ;  or,  in  ;)ther  words,  to  re\i\y  to  the  opinions  that  "  the  Province  geiuTally  derives 
very  little  advantage  from  the  College,  and  that  U  migiit  be  disjiensed  with."  |.\s(|uoted  by 
Liu-d  Cilenelg,  from  the  "  Seventh  Report  on  (Irievancea,"  ])age  Hll.  <iitli .  | 

*Wiiileno  one  ia  Canada  would  think  of  advocat;in|7  8uch  a  course  at  the  |)re-<ent  day,  so  far  as  the 
judiciary  is  concerned,  it  is  yet  a  singular  fact,  that  one  of  the  most  prominent  of  our  religious  communions 
still  send  in  many  ca.ses  to  England  for  persons  to  fill  some  of  the  highest  positions  among  her  ciefgy.

I  infer,  fr.im  tlio  expression  :  "tlio  I'lcvime  Keneraily  "  tli;it  it  is  iMii)lio(l  tliat  tlie  iidvan- 
tages  of  thu  (J<)llo,i,'u  are  cliirlly  cniilincil  to  (he  inuiuiili.itu  vicinity  <.f  Toronto  ;  and.  it  iseer'ainly 
the  cAso,  tliat  the  greater  i»,ut  of  tlio  piiiiils  lias  alwaya  heen  from  the  city  an. I  ni;i",'lil)oilioo(l. 
The  nunilier  of  l^oys  from  the  eonntiy,  (an.l  somo  fr.im  very  distant  parts,)  has  generally  heen 
rather  more  than  a  ihird  of  the  entire  niunher  ;  and,  when  it  is  considered  how  many  eiicnin- 
stances,  besides  the  tixpenso,  may  concur  to  make  it  inconvenient  f  ^r  parents  to  send  their  sons 
far  from  home,  this  is  jierhaps  neaily  as  largt:  a  jMoporlion  as  eonid  be  expected.  I'.nt  tlm 
henehls  to  the  Province  at  large  are  not  to  he  solely  estimati^l  by  the  comparative  number  i.f 
pupils  who  arc  sent  to  the  College  from  districts,  more  or  less  rem<ite  from  its  vicinity.  'J  In- 
bendicial  ellects  of  talent.s,  which  are  drawn  forth,  and  cultivated,  by  a  systematic  course  of 
education,  are  not  oonlined  to  the  locality,  either  of  the  .scliool,  or  of  the  home,  of  the  talented 
individual  ;  the  talents,  thus  matured,  are  the  projieily  and  advantage,  no  leis  than  the  oina- 
nient  of  the  C(unitry   at  large. 

No  one  thinks  of  emjuiring  whether  a  IJacon,  or  a  Newton,  a  .Johnson,  oi'  :in  Addi8i>n,  re- 
ceived his  education  in  his  native  Town,  or  at  a  distant  Sclua.l  ;  the  whole  Nation  enjoys  the 
fruit  of  their  talents,  and  gloiiiisin  tlioir  fame,  wlu^rever  they  were  educafed.  It  may.  imleed, 
be  a  source  of  honest  pride  to  particular  schools  to  have  educated  such  luminaries,  as  it  may  lie 
to  their  native  places  to  have  produced  them  ;  but.  the  distinction,  thus  enjoyed  by  the  tnie, 
does  not,  in  the  least,  diminish  the  public  advantage,  and  the  public  honour  derived  from  their 
abilities. 

Besides  the  jiupils  I  have  [mentioned],  numbers  have  left  the  College,  at  various  staL'es  of 
advancement,  short  of  completing  the  course  ;  and  who  may  be  siii)posed  to  have  profiled  by 
their  attendance  in  corresi»oniling  degrees. 

Is  then,  the  rroviiice  in  general  really  deriving  no  advantage  fiom  an    Institution,   which, 
at  this  early  period  of  its  existence,  has  sent  forth  so  many  youjig  men  thus  i|uali(ied,  who  can 
not  fail  to  carry  with  them  the  inlluence  of  mental  ciiltnie  and  retiiiement,  into  the  various  parts 
of  the  Province,  through  whicli  they  will  be  in  a  few  years  diojiersed  ! 

Tin;  Nk.cks.sity  for  a  Sdpkkior  Pkki'ahatokv  Colleok. 

As  the  Institution  continues  its  operations,  and  with  those  improvements,  which  lengtheiiol 
experience  may  be  sui)poscd  constantly  to  suggest,  it  must  send  forth  increasing  numbers  of 
l>upils,  whose  (pialilications  will  be  more  and  more  various  and  complele  Nor  can  there  be  a 
doubt,  that  these  numbers  would  be  yet  furtlier  increased,  and  the  conse(iuei.t  beui  lits  be  en- 
hanced and  j.erpeiuated,  if,  on  leaving  the  College,  young  men  had  the  ojiportunity  of  prosecut- 
ing their  stuilies,  and  of  earning  distinction  by  their  attainments,  at  a  Provincial  University. 

Instead,  therefore,  of  admitting  the  jiosition  that  the  College  might  be  dispensed  with,  1 
would,  with  all  deference,  maintain,  that  it,  or  some  similar  Institution,  is  indispeiisilde.  if  it 
be  desirable  that  Cjiper  Canada,  advancing  as  it  is  in  every  other  respiut,  which  gives  import- 
ance and  superiority  to  a  people,  should  not  remain  stationary  as  to  literary  and  intellectual 
improvement.

It  is,  of  course,   impossible  that  an    Institution,   furnished  with  the  means  of  supplyiii"  ; 
solid  and   coini)lete  an   education  as   is  contem])lated    in  the  above   remarks,    ami   as  can  alo 
etlect  any  essential  genera!  improvement,  should  be  established  in  every  District, — the  expe  ^* 

being  far  too  great,  and  the  demand  too  limited,  for  such  a  ])rovi3ioii.     The  obvious  alterii  fib" 

is,  the  establisiiment  of  one  such  Institution,  for  the  benetit,    not  of   the  jiarticular  Disti  -''v, 

which  it  is  i)l.iced,  (and  it  must  be  in  some  District,)  bi.t  i)f  the  whole  Province.  Such,  r  '*'"  ij 
were  the  considerations  which  led  to  the  foundation  of  Upper  Canada  ColIe"e.  It  was  o'  * 'act. 
that  the  general  standard  of  education  to  be  obtained  at  the  District  (Or.immar)  Schools  -^''^I'vcd 
and,  from  their  nature  and  circumstances,  could  not,  afford  an  adcipiate  inepar.itio-  ^"1  not, 
higher  departments  of  study,  wiiicli  are  appropriate  to  a  University.  Hence  ai)j;  *  ^'^'^  'he 
necessity  for  a  Seminary,  which,  as  a  Provincial  Institution,  should  hold  an  interm  ^;'f>^d  tiie

If  it,  bo  (luaired  that  tlic  University  shmild  yiul.l  ull  the  .•idv.-intau'cs  to  thu  l'r-)\iiico  wliicli 
swell  ;m  Institution  it  calcul;ite<l  to  coiifor,  it  is  .il.soiutoly  m-uoa.siiry  tliat  the  youtli,  wlio  rusoit 
to  that  ultimate  seat  of  luarniiii,',  should  he  <luly  (lualiliud  hy  tliuir  i)iuvious  v-ducatioii,  to  iiii- 
nrove  the  oi-portuuitius  to  be  theio  affonh.l  thiuii.  For,  tiioui^h  it  is  far  from  au  uiiimiM,itant 
iiiciduiital  advantage  of  a  University,  tliat  it  will  afford  to  young  men,  who  have  already  entered 
upon  the  active  engagements  of  life,  opportunities  of  attending  lectures  on  various  branches  of 
literature  and  science;  this  is  not  the  primary  object  of  such  an  Institution  :  that  object  is 
rather,  by  maturing  and  perfecting  tlie  attainments  of  young  men,  1>)  give  them  liigher  .lualihca- 
tion  and  improved  tastes,  ])rcvions!y  to  their  entering  the  world  ;  and  also,  tt)  encourage  a 
more  carofid  attention  to  the  earlier  stages  of  educatiuii,  by  oHering  a  lield,  in  which  sui)erior 
talents,  and  attainments  may  gain  public  distin.;tion  and  record.  lUd.  neither  of  these  essential 
objects  can  be  fidiy  realized  by  youths,  who  have  no  choice,  but  to  proceed  to  the  University, 
with  such  preparation  as  was  attainable  ]>revious  to  the  institution  of  I  piier  Canada  College. 
The  int-rval  between  the  District  Ulrainmar)  Schools  and  the  University,  as  1  have  already 
intimated,  was  too  great  to  be  passed  over  at  a  single  .-tep. 

The  correctness  of  this  opinion  has  been  practically  illustrated  in  New  I'.runswick.  Tu  that 
Province,  a  University  was  i)ut  into  opiU'ation  alx)ut  live  years  ago.  ( I8.".i,)  without,  at  the  sanje 
time,  making  such  addition  to,  or  alteration  in,  the  previously  existing  means  of  education,  as 
shoultl  allord  the  recpiisite  preparation  for  those  intending  to  avad  themselves  of  the  new  In- 
stitution :  the  conse<iuence  was,  that  youths  were  sent  there  at  an  age,  and  with  ac.|uirements, 
alike  unsuited  to  the  studies  and  regulations  of  the  place  ;  ami  it  was  found  that  tlie  students 
were  too  yoinig  to  be  left  to  their  own  u'uidance  and  control,  and  yet,  as  Members  of  a  Univer- 
sity, they  coufd  n<^  be  subjected  to  that  dicii>line,  and  restraint,  which  their  years  reijuired. 
From  this  instance,  and,  from  the  natin-e  of  the  case,  it  appears.,  tlu'refore,  highly  i.robable, 
that  had  circumstances  allowed  of  the  University  going  into  operation  some  years  since,  the 
establishment  of  au  Institution,  similar  to  Upper  Canada  College,  would,  in  a  short  liinc,  have 
followed,  as  a  necessary  auxiliary. 

The  CouiisK  oi-  SruDV  in  Ui-i'EK  Canada  College  and  in  the  Disthdt  riuAAtMAi;  Schools 

SHOULD    CuKUESl'OND. 

In  order  that  upper  Canada  College  mny  didy  fuUil  this  object  of  supplying  a  connecting 
link  between  the  Disti'ict  ((irammar)  Schools  throughout  tlie  Province,  and  the  University,  it 
is,  of  course,  essential  that  there  should  be  such  an  uniformity  of  system  pursued  at  those 
i^chools  and'in  the  College,  as  would  make  the  former  the  proper  jireparatives  for  the  latter  ;  so 
that,  on  the  removal  of  a  pupil  from  one  ])lace  of  education  b)  the  other,  lu;  luight  not  tind  him- 
self thrown  back,  and  discouraged  by  the  ditrerence  of  meth(xl,  and  the  strangeness  of  every- 
thing about  him,  but  might  feel  that  he  was  only  transferred  to  a  more  advanced  position  in  the 
same  systeuL

Whilst,  however,  maintaining  the  necessity  for  a  Seminary,  capable  of  imparting  a  thorough 
liberal  education,  I  am  not  nisensible  to  those  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  Province,  which 
render  it  desirable,  that  the  course  of  instruction,  to  be  adopted  at  such  a  Seminary,  should,  as 
far  as  is  compatible  with  the  attainment  of  its  primary  (diject,  be  so  arranged  as  to  ath-rd  to 
pupils,  not  finally  destined  for  the  University,  or  f(U-  the  learned  professions,  the  means  of  ac- 
(luiring,  by  proceeding  thiough  a  certain  portion  of  the  system,  such  an  education,  as  would  l)e 
suitabTe  for  every  mendjer  of  a  respectable  society  :  and  I  feel  that  an  arrangement  of  this  kiixl, 
to  the  fullest  practical  extent,  is  the  more  proper,  because,  though  the  same  degree  of  }iio- 
ticiency,  in  sonm  branches  of  study,  may  not  be  reiiuisite  for  tlie  future  merchant,  or  agricid- 
turalibt.'  as  fv)r  the  member  of  a  liberal  profession,  there  are  no  ret|uirement3  of  general  informa- 
tion useful  to  the  former,  which  are  iujt  also  advantageous  t(.  the  latter.      .      . 

Contiiuied  moditications  in  the  course  of  ttudy  have,  from  time  totime.  been  suggesteii  and 
introduce<l,— all  tending  to  increase  the  j)roportion  of  miscellaneous  studies,  to  n-tiencli  the 
time  devoted  to  the  ('lassies,  till,  at  in-esent.  this  latter  branch  occupies  less  tha'.i  half  of  the 
time  spent  at  the  College  by  pupils  of  any  standing.      .     .

Note.  Throughout  the  whole  College  Course,  every  Form,  (except  in  the  ca.se  of  those 
boys  who.se  parents  object,)  has  a  Scripture  lesson  on  Mondays  and  Friilays,  consisting  of  re- 
citation and  reading  ; — both  lessons  being  accompanied  with  such  explauatiims,  by  the  ^Listers, 
as  are  calculated  to  illustrate  the  subject,  without  interfering  with  any  peculiar  religious  tenet.    .   . 

It  will  at  once  be  seen  that  the  education  above  described  is  very  far  from  bi;ing  niendy 
Classical  :  that  it  conii)riie3  in  fac,  besides  the  Classics,  lungressive  instruction  in  Wi  itin/, 
Arithmetic,  Boikkeeiiing,  Ceography,  History,  English  Comi)ositi(Ui,  French,  Mathematics, 
Princijiles  of   Laud  Surveying,  "and  the  Elements  of  >iatural  l'hilosoi)hy. 

To  this,  as  a  whole,  1  would  coutidently  appeal,  and  ask,  whether  the  youth,  who  h.is  been 
done  justice  t;)  by  himself  and  his  Teacheis,  in  going  through  it,  can  be  said  not  to  have  receiv- 
ed a  useful  educatioii  ;  something  more  than  a  barren  accpiaintance  with  .i  few  Ijatin  and  Oreek 
books.  Rut,  it  i.s,  as  a  whole,  that  it  can  alone  be  fairly  and  ade<|U.itely  judged  of.  For 
though,  in  accordance  with  the  principles  already  adverted  to,  it  will  be  observed,  thai  a  punil 
who  has  gone  regularly  through  the  three  lower  Forms,  will  have  ac(piired  the  substantials  of  a 
plain  and  luaccical  education  ;  to  which  he  will  make  further  additions  as  he  ascends  higher  in 
the  system  -(and,  in  still  greater  projujrtion,  if  he  should  be  removed  from  the  third,  <ir  any 
liigher,  Form,  into  the  Partial  Class,  where  Classical  studies  are  altogether  omitted),  thougli 
there  are  the  means  of  a  boy's  acquiring  the  fundamentals  of  an  Engli.^h  education,  by  attend- 
ing on  but  a  small  portion  of  the  system  ;  yet,  it  is  obvious,  that  no  fair  estimate  of  any  .syste- 
matic course  of  education,  in  its  completeness,  can  be  formeil  from  these  detached  fragments  of  it. 

CorusK  OK  Sri'iiv   I'oii  tmosk  Di:sii!0(s  or  Co.Mrr.in'iNi;    rniiiH   I'^iuiaiion. 

In  franiiiiL'  a  system  of  Eilucation  for  a  jiublic  Seminary,  reference  must,  of  course,  be  Iiad 
to  the  case  of  pupils  who  are  su[)posed  to  begin  at  the  foundation,  and  pass  regidarly  through 
the  several  stages,  till  they  arrive  at  its  completion.  Accordnigly,  a  certain  range  of  8ul)jects  l>e- 
ing  proposed,  as  those  which  are  embraced  in  the  entire  course,  these  are  ailjusted  and  diajKiaed 
of  in  such  order  ami  combination  as  appear  best  calculated  to  lead  the  jiupil  through  successive 
degrees  of  advancement,  till  he  is  conducted  to  the  completion.  If,  therefore,  a  boy  knowing 
little,  or  nothing,  is  brought  to  such  a  Seminary,  and  withdrawn,  after  a  time  w  liich  is  cuilysnlli- 
cient  to  carry  him  through  a  si.xth  of  tho  course,  is  it  reasonable  to  charge  the  Seminary  with 
not  teaching  him  the  other  live-sixths  !■ 
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It  is  iiiHiiifcst  that  overytliin^'  cannot  be  learned  at  once,  nor  any  sinj^le  subject;  without 
the  consuinjilion  of  a  ceitain  jiortion  of  time  ;  tlie  ae(|uisition,  therefore,  of  several  hranehes  of 
knowledf^e  nnist  necessarily  occupy  a  iU'()])oitioiial)ly  leni^tliened  period  ;  and  it  is  as  inijii.st,  as 
it,  is  unreasonable,  to  con<lenin  any  f^eluMne  of  education  as  defective,  nw  a  view  of  the  attain- 
ments of  a  pui)il  who  has  |)assed  through  b\it  a  small  i)art  of  it,  j.articularl}'  if  that  i>art  \n:  at 
the  connuencement,  and,  therefore,  chielly  ehment;iry.  If  the  ]>u])ii  bn;aii  at  the  bi  ^'inniuL;, 
all  that  can  be  re(|uired  is,  thai  he  shoulil  be  thoroughly  instrueled  as  far  as  he  hiis  advanced, 
ami  that  his  advanceiueiit  should  be  i>roi>ortionate  to  the  time  he  has  been  taught  :  if  he  was 
removed  from  another  School,  and  placed  at  some  intermediate  position  of  the  College,  the 
latter  cannot  be  responsible  foi'  the  degree  of  accuracy  and  Eoun<lneEs  with  which,  the  ground- 
work of  his  previous  etlucation  may  have  been  laid  ;  and  si  ouhi  this  have  been  imperfect,  the 
dilhculty  of  re])airing  the  ilefecl,  by  any  sul)3eipu!nt  pains,  i-;  greater  than  can  be  imiigintd, 
without  experience. 

I  believe  that  everybody  assents  to  the  piactical  good  sense  of  the  J)utcii  Ministi'r  of  State, 
who  said  that  lie  "  got  through  so  many  things,  by  doing  only  one  tiling  at  a  time  "  ;  and  yet,  I 
have  often  had  occasion  to  think  that  many  i)arentsdo  not  e<)nsiiler  this  luaxim  api'licjble  to  the 
busine.'-s  of  education  ;  for  I  am  sensible  that  an  ailherenee  to  the  princijile  of  not  attempting  to 
teach  a  greater  variety  of  subjects  at  one  time,  than  could  be  taught  thor<iUghly,  nor  more 
advanced  subjects  than  were  suitable  to  the  e.xisting  attainments  of  the  pupils,  has  injiu'ed  the 
College  in  the  estimarJon  <jf  not  a  few,  who  were  impatient  to  see  a  more  rapid  and  ustensible 
]>rogr4;ss,  than  theatre,  or  attainmeiits,  of  their  children  rendered  practicable. 

Till';  VALUE  OF  Classical  Stijdiks — Timk  uki.uii:ki>  in  riiKii:  aci.u  jsition. 

This  remark  applies  more  particularly  to  some  who,  being  themselves  unac(|iiaiii'ed  with  the 
Classical  languages,  are  incaiiabie  of  estimating  the  progress  which  tl'.eir  childien  really  do  make 
in  the  rudiments  of  Latin,  and  are  also  not  aware  of  the  time  which  is  unaxoidably  expendi^d,  at 
lirst,  in  acquiring  these  elements,  but  with  which  a  thorough  familiarity  is  indispHnsable  to  the 
attainment  (jf  any  protieiency  in  the  (Jlassics  whicli  shall  be  of  future  avail  ;  for  to  nothing,  ])ei- 
haps,  is  the  maxim  that  :  "  if  it  be  worth  while  to  do  a  thing  at  all,  it  is  worth  wiiile  to  do  it 
well,"  more  applicable  than  to  elementary  Classical  studies,  wiiich,  if  they  be  superficially  taught, 
all  future  labour  is  little  better  than  thrown  away. 

And  whatever  diversity  f)f  opinion  may  exist  as  to  the  value  of  Clas.sical  knowledge  and 
taste,  when  obtained,  there  can  be  none  as  to  the  useless  waste  of  time,  caused  by  the  prijcess 
which,  after  three  or  fiHir  years  of  Cla-ssical  instrucdon,  leaves  a  boy  so  little  acquainted  with 
grammatical  principles,  that  he  cannot,  witlmut  assistance,  acccmut  for  the  construction  of  a 
single  sentence,  nor  understand  an  ordinary  j)afsagej  in  .1  Latin  author.  Yet,  this  must  be  the 
case,  if,  for  the  sake  of  a  seemingly  rapid  prolicienc_y,  the  necessary  time  and  pains  be  not  taken 
for  securing  the  ground  work.  A  child,  or  a  native  of  the  woods,  on  seeing  the  foundations  of  a 
house  sunk  in  the  earth,  might  think  it  very  unnecessary  to  lay  so  much  material,  with  such 
great  nicety,  where  it  would  never  afterwards  be  seen  ;  but  little  architectural  experience  is 
requisite  to  teach  U8  what  would  be  the  consequence  of  beginning  to  build  on  the  surface  of  the 
ground. 

Moreover,  though  the  jn'ogress  of  the  pupil,  to  an  unpracticed  observer,  may  for  a  time,  be 
scarcely  observable,  the  mind  is,  nevertheless,  acquiring  materials  an<l  strength  for  future  ellbrts 
and  success,  as  certainly  as  the  absorption  of  sa|)  is  daily  adding  to  the  vigour  and  growth  of  the 
youuir  tree,  though  the  increase  in  its  size  may  not  be  apjiarent  to  the  eye  for  months,  or  years. 
And.  1  might  add,  that  the  sounder  and  more  serviceable  the  tree  is,  in  its  maturity,  the  slower 
and  more  gradual  is  its  early  growth. 

It  will  not  be  supposed  that  I  am  advocating  an  exclusively  Classical  education,  if  I  here 
venture  to  express  a  conviction, — the  result  of  personal  <ibservation, — that  those  are  much  mis- 
taken who  consider  that  the  mind  of  a  boy,  whilst  occupied  with  Latin  (irammar,  and  its  a])pli- 
eation,  is  stagnant,  and  its  powers  unexercised  ;  the  fault  must  be  very  much  in  the  Teacher, 
if  the  i>u])irs  judgment  and  reth^ction  be  not  constantly  calh'd  into  action,  at  a  very  early  stage, 
where  a  reason  is  to  be  given  for  the  construct  ion  of  every  word  in  a  sentence  ;  and  general  prin- 
ci|)les  are  to  bo  apjdied  to  jjarticular  cases,  at  every  step. 

AltSENf'E  OF  UmFOUMITY   BETWEEN  THE  GuAMMAK    ScKOOLS  AND  Ul'I'EU  CaNAIiA  CoLLE<iE. 

The  extension  of  the  advantages  of  Uj)per  Canada  College  has  been  limited  by  another  cir- 
cuiuBtince,  to  which  I  have  already  adverteil,  namely,  the  absence  rjf  any  general  iniiforudiy  in 
tlie  systems  pursued  in  the  District  ((Grammar)  Schools  throughout  the  Province,  and  at  the 
College. 
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.Scarcely  any  two  District  (Grammar)  Schools,  I  bolievo,  at  i)re8L'iit,  use  eitlior  tlic  same  books, 
>r  ])uraue  tlie  same  mode  of  instruction  ;  the  conaeiiuunco  i.s,  that  if,  from  any  ciicuni.stance,  a 
boy  is  iM'tved  from  one  school  to  another,  liis  prn^jro.ss  receives  a  chuck  tr^'ni  the  clian^^o  In  wliiuh 
1  e  is  hul)jecte(l.  The  books  which  are  pnt  into  hi.i  liaiul  at  the  new  Sch<ioI,are  probalily  dillrrent 
irom  those  he  hail  been  nsed  ti)  ;  tiie  method  of  tuachini,'  dilleront. ;  so  that,  e.uii  lliough  tlie 
School,  to  which  he  is  removid,  shonld  be,  in  every  respect,  su]>eri'ir  to  that  which  he  ha:<  li;ft, 
he  cinnot  f  lil  to  hibour  nnder,  at  least,  temporary  di.sailvant.iges.  Hence  the  piipd  bec'imes 
disheartened,  and  his  friends  anno3'ed,  because  he  does  nut  occupy  just  the  same  po.sitiun  in  tlie 
one  School  that  he  did  in  the  other. 

At  a  Seminary,  like  Ujiper  C.inada  College,  receiv  in;{  sciiol.ir.-i  from  many  other  (piarlers,  of 
course,  these  incMuiveniences  are  exhibited  nnder  as  many  varieties  as  there  are  various  modes  of 
i  istrnction  at  other  Schools.  And,  in  addition  to  the  practicil  end>arrassunjnt  thus  caused  to 
'  le  College,  with  the  discourai^ements  Uj  the  new  pupils,  and  the  disappointment  of  tluiir  frientla, 
it  is  not  to  he  wondered  at,  if  the  feelings  of  the  former  'l'e;iciiers  are  unfavourably  iiU'ecled  at 
the  idea  of  their  pni)ils  appearing  to  disadvantage — though,  perliaps,  without  fault  al  t  ril)Utal)lo 
t(  either  place  of  education  —  at  an  In.'stitutioii  whoso  more  public  and  prominent  |)osilion  natur- 
ally makes  any  thing  like  an  indication  of  opinion  more  regarded,  than  in  tlie  case  of  eompara- 
ti   ely  private  Schools. 

All  these  inconveniences,  which  arise  from  the  present  relation,  or  rather,  want  of  r.ddtion, 
Oi  the  District  ((irammar)  Schools  t(j  each  other  and  to  IJppiir  ("an:i<la  College,  would  be,  in  a 
gi  :at  measure  removed  by  tlie  a  io|)tion,  nmler  authority,  of  one  Uniform  System  of  Education 
at  all  of  those  Seinin.irie.s  which  may  bo  caUed  'public'  'I'his  uniformity  might,  by  marking  out 
so  le  lixed  general  outlines,  and  by  enforcing  the  use  of  the  same  fundami;ntal  School  Books, 
especially  (iranuuais,  be  carried  sulhcently  tar  to  obviate  the  di-iadvantages  above  referred  to, 
wit  lout  uiuieces.sarily  interferin  ;  with  the  exerci.se  of  each  IMaster's  judgment,  and  the  i)ractice 
•of  .'lis  own  peculiar  meth  ds  of  teaching,   in  details. 

A  well  organized  arrangement  of  this  kind,  by  which  the  District  ((irammar)  Schools  should, 
as  far  as  they  go,  correspond  with,  and  be  introductory  to,  l'i)per  Canada  College,  as  the  College 
W(jiild  be  introductory  to  the  University,  could  not  fail  of  producing  those  essential  and  perma- 
nent advantages  which  ever  attend  systematic  ami  uniform  oper.itious,  above  deaultory  and 
unconnected  efforts;  while  the  iireseut  stite  and  circumstances  of  tiie  Province,  with  respect  to 
education,  seem  t(j  render  the   execution  of  such  a  design  as  practical,  as  it  would  be  beneficial.

CHAPTER  XrX 

MISCELLANEOUS    PAPERS    RELATING   TO    EDUCATION    IN    UPPER 

CANADA,  1S;}9,  1S40. 

Sr.  Thom.xs.  Mr.  Edward  M.  Crone  writes  :  Of  the  Public  and  T'rivate  Schools  taught  in 
the  oarly  Village  days  of  St  Tliomas,  and  wiio  werctiie  I'edigogues,  even  that  li\ing  Dictitmary, 
— the  Oldest  lniial)itant — knoweth  not;  their  memories  and  their  names  seem  to  have  vanished. 
About  i.he  3-ear  ISIO,  two  persons,  IMessieurs  Bennett  and  Jlolt.  were  engaged  as  Teachers,  and, 
■evidenily,  with  good  results,  for  they  retained  their  position  for  several  yeai-s,  — one  of  them  for 
nearly  ten, — as  I'nblic  School  Teachers. 

Niagara.     Miss  Janet  Carnochan,  in  her  account  of  St   Andrews   Church,  Niagara,  says, — 

In  1840,  there  is  a  reference  to  the  school  kept  by  Mr.  James  Webster,  who  was  also  l*re- 
ceirtor  irr  St.  Amlrews,  in  the  Scho(d  Jloonr  under  tiie  control  of  the  ("hurjh,  in  18t'2,  calb<,l  St. 
Andrew's  School,  and  to  avail  themselves  of  the  .Act  ])assed  by  Parliament  in  bSJl  in  reganl  ti> 
"Common  Schools."  l?y  the  referetrces  to  Schools  and  Libr.iries,  (which  1  have  made,)  wi;  feel 
proud  to  see  that  St.  Andrews,  in  those  early  days,  was  doing  her  share  to  give  an  education  to 
her  people,  both  secular  and  religious  ;  for,  from  1802,  there  are  references  to  a  School  i:i  coii- 
iiectioir  with  St.  Andrew's  Church.     {Accoiint  of  t-t.  Autlii'iv.s  Clmidi,  puije  :J?.) 

GuEM'H.  Mr.  H.  \V.  Peterson  writes  :  I  send  you  a  letter  from  the  Ileverend  Doctor  Tor- 
rance, our  vener.ible  e.x-Insi)ector  anil  Secretary  of  Schools.  Iir  that  letter.  Dr.  ('ochrano  s.iys  : 
I  have  eirdeavoured  t  >  collect  information  regarding  the  origin  and  early  history  of  the  (iiammar 
School,  now  the  Collegiate  Institute,  in  tiuelph,  but  the  elfort  has  been  far  from  satisfactory. 
The  hrat  records  of   the  Board   of  Trustees  cannot  he  found,  so  that  there  was  nothing  on  wiiich 
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to  fall  back,  but  the  nienifiry  of  early  settlers,  and  that  of  men  wlio  were  pupils  in  the  Inst  tution 
at  its  ciMimiencenient.  Very  little  information  was  to  be  jnociired  from  the  hist  of  these,  and 
Comparatively  few  lacts  from  the  latter.  They  could  give  very  interesting  personal  remi- 
niscences, but  not  much  bearing  upon  the  historj  of  the  Scliool.  'I'liey  have,  however,  sui)plied 
the  following  :  "  The  School  was  opened  in  a  House  on  Wattrloo  street,  nearly  opi>osite  the  jire- 
seut  (ias  Works,  ami  whicli  is  still  standing,  V)ut  1  could  nothml  out  the  date  of  it.s  (jpening,  nor 
how  long  it  was  held  in  that  Building.  The  lirst  'I'eachor  was  Mr.  Verner,  and  he  was  in  the 
astership  when  I  settled  in  (Jueli)!)  in   November,  1840. 

Pkktu.  a  Con)mittee,  of  which  Mr.  K.  d.  Drummf)nd  was  Chairman,  having  Ixxmi  aj>pi)iuti;d 
to  collect  inf(jruuition  as  1  had,  in  my  Circular,  n;(|uested,  in  regard  to  tlie  early  tSchocilsof  Penh, 
writes  to  say  tliat,  there  was  a  vei-y  [)romiuent  School  about  the  year  1840  known  as  "  The  old 
Stone  Scliool  "  in  the  West  Ward  of  the  Town  on  D'Arcy  Street,  (jf  which  Ko])ert  Lees  of  Ottawa, 
afterwards  i}.C.  ])ractising  in  Ottawa,  was  the  tirst  'teacher.  .John  McKay,  son  of  Cajitain 
McKay,  succeeded  hiui.  William  Somerville  and  Duncan  Morrison  were  suci  essively  Teachers 
iu  that  School.  Duncan  Morrison  was  afterwards  Minister  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  died 
lately  in  Owen  Sound.*  According  to  the  statement  of  many,  now  grown  gray  with  years, 
punishment  was  inflicted  in  these  early  Schools,  without  being  temi)ered  by  mercy.  JJetween 
18i{9  and  1814,  Mrs.  Wilson,  wife  of  the  Minister  of  St.  .Andrew's  Church,  taught  the  leading 
ladies  School  in  the  building,  which  is  now  tlie  Methodist  parsonage.  Tlie  Missc-a  Sinclair  kept 
a  Ladies  School  ou  Drummond  Street,  ojiposito  the  present  resilience  of  Mv.  William  Meighen. 
Tliis  was  a  Boarding  and  Day  School,  and  under  their  care  some  Ladies  were  educated  who  came 
from  as  far  as  Little  Ycjrk,  now  Toronto.  The  honour  of  being  ihe  lirst  child  born  in  tlie  Dis- 
trict of  P>:itluust  and  who  attended  the  District  (Grammar  School  is  divided  between  James  Bell 
our  present  [legistrir,  and  William  Moore,  of  the  Township  of  Eliiisley,  both  living  and  hale 
men  still.  Leaving  the  Town  of  Perth  for  the  Municipality,  we  hud  that  a  School  was  established, 
"an  unsightly  log  shanty,  on  the  road  allowance  between  the  Townships  of  Beckwith  and 
Ramsay,  now  in  the  middle  of  the  Town  of  Carleton  Place.  This  School  was  taught  by  Mr. 
Kt-nt,  who  is  .said,  notwiihstanding  the  mean  pretensions  of  the  School  House,  to  have  been  a 
good  Master.  Where  the  Village  of  Middleville  now  stands,  in  the  Townsliip  of  Lanark,  a 
School  House  was  ))Ut  up  and  occupied  by  Rcjbert  Mason  and  his  scholars.  1  hese  are  among 
the  early  jiublic  and  private  Schools  in  the  recollection  of  living  men  or  in  early  recoids  of  the 
then  District  of  Bathurst,  now  the  County  of  Lanark.  These  records  bring  us  down  to  the 
"  forties,"  during  which  tlie  amalgamation  of  a'l  Schools  was  tirst  broached. 

Pkh'on.  Mr.  Valentine  of  Bloonitield  writes:  Li  1840,  Mr.  John  Joseph  Ourney  of  Nor- 
wich, England,  wh  )  was  ou  a  visit  t(j  Canada,  [jurclnsed  a  site  f(jr  a  School  with  a  dwelling 
house  ou  it  for  §2,500.  A  Boy's  School  was  fonhwiih  erected  on  it,  and,  in  18U,  the  School  was 
opened.  The  Friends  Society  in  Canada  raised  the  rest  (jf  the  money  to  purchase  furniture, 
and  other  necessary  things. 

Brami'TOX.  Mi.  Henry  Roberts  says  :-- About  1840,  a  Scliool  was  ke])t  l>y  a  ^Ir.  Darby, 
and  a  School  for  both  sexes  by  a  Mrs.  Holmes. 

Ui'i'KK  C.\NAi)A  Academy,  Cubuimi :  In  the  Address  of  1840,  from  the  Methodist  Con- 
ference in  Canada  to  the  Conference  in  England,  the  following  jiassage  (occurs  : — We  are  truly 
thankful  for  the  incn;asiug  cHicieiicy  of  the  Ui)per  Canada  Academy.  In  the  several  depart- 
ments of  its  government,  tuition  and  general  management,  the  Institution  h  is  e.xjierienced  a 
decided  imi)roveuient,  and  afforded  us  sinci-re  satisfaction  during  the  jjast  year  ;  and  we  confi- 
dentl}'  look  toward  to  its  still  greater  success  in  elevating  and  forming  the  intellectual  and  moral 
character  of  the  Province." 

The  Reverend  .lesse  Hurlburf,t  Acting  Principal,  in  writing  to  the  Reverend  Doctor  Ryer- 
son,  on  the  24th  of  Oct>)ber,  1840,  says  :  Altliough  only  part  of  the  old  stuilents,  who  are 
expected  to  return,  have  arrived,  neaily  all  the  rooms,  which  have  been  formerly  occupied  are 
already  taken  up.  We  have  heard  enough  from  others  to  make  our  numbers  as  great  as  they 
have  ever  bejii  ;  and  we  shall  expect  some  more,  perhaps  many,  of  whom  we  have  not  yet 
heard.  Most  of  the  students  who  have  come  are  those  of  whom  we  had  no  |)revious  informa- 
tion. Wu  shall  probably  have  more  young  ladies  in  the  female  department  than  ever  before,  as 
all  tlie  rooms,  which  have  ever  been  occupied,  are  already'  engaged  ;  and  word  has  been  had 
from  other  students,  who  are  expected.

— An  Ordor  in  Council  w.ih  iiansud,  directing  tli;it  Mr.  Kich.ird  C<>l«-inan 
l)e  appointed  Over.seur  of  tlic  King's  Collogo  (irounds,  witli  u  .salary  of  Sixty  pcjunda  Provincial 
currency  per  annum. 

Octoh'i-  1st,  IS:i. — An  Order  in  CJouncil  was  pasaod,  directing  that  Mr.  .I<ilin  Wedd  Ijc 
ap[tointed  ()verset-r,  eicc  Mr.  Richard  Coleman,  deceased,  with  tlie  .same  .salary  and  aparlimnts. 

JMdtcIt  With,  /.s'.<'.'.  Notilicaliou  from  His  Excellency  the  liieutcnant  ( Jove'iior,  Sir  .lohn 
Colhorne.  was  received  hy  King's  College  Council,  that  he  has  a[)poinliMl  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Joseph  Wells  to  he  the  Registrar  of  King's  College,  I'icc  tho  Honourable  (Jeorge  llerchmer 
]\rarkland,  appointed  Inspector  <!eneralot  I'uldic  'Vccounis,  whereby  bis  Salary  wa.s  increased  to 
Three  ilinidred  pounds,  I'rovincial  Currency,  per  annum,  as  Registrar  and  l'.ur.sar. 

March  Jith,  lS,'ll.  —An  Order  in  Council  was  passed,  to  allow  Mr.  .John  NV'e<l<l  as  Overseer 
of  King's  College  (Jrounds  Twelve  pounds  'I'en  Shillings.  Provincial  Currency,  per  annmn,  for 
House  Rent,  luitil  he  could  be  put  in  possessi(»n  of  the  House  biifore  occu|)ietl  by  Mr.  Hichard 
Coleman,  his  j)redece.s3or,  which  the  Widow  and  Family  of  the  latter  still  occui)y. 

February  'J7th,  IS.i'!.  —  ITpon  a  rei)resentation  of  Mr.  dohn  Wedd,  of  the  inadeipiaity  of  his 
salary,  and  a  solicitation  that  tho  sums  collected  b}'  him  for  the  pasturing  of  cattle,  etcetera, 
might  be  allowed  him  as  a  penjuisile,  It  was  (»rdered  in  Council,  that  no  penp.iisitea  'vhatever 
shouhl  be  allowed  ;  but  that,  taking  into  consideration  all  the  circumstances  of  the  increasing 
responsibility  of  the  Overseer,  in  managing  the  farming  concerns,  his  salary,  from  the  first  of 
Januarj'  last,  should  beat  the  ru-te  of  live  shillings,  Provincial  ('urreucy,  per  day  ;  and  that  a  [)ro- 
{)ortion  of  this  salary,  (videlicet  Six  pounds  Five  Shillings,  Currency,  per  annum),  sIkjuKI  bo 
charged  against  the  I'pper  Canada  College,  on  account  of  the  Overseer's  occasional  superinten- 
dence t)f  the  Ornamental  Grounds  attached  to  it. 

December  17tli,  IH^lCi. — Upon  the  fatrong  rei)resentation  of  the  Bursar,  that  Mr.  Henry  Haw- 
kins, the  Messenger,  had  been  necessarily  employed  as  a  Junior  Clerk,  for  upwards  of  a  twelve 
month  i)ast,  in  coiiseciuenoa  <>f  the  increasing  duties  of  the  Otlice,  which  reipiired  additional  aiil, 
that  he  was  found  fully  ade<piate  to  the  situation,  it  was  order»jd  in  Council,  that  Mr.  Henry 
Hawkins  be  allowed  an  additional  salary  of  Twenty- Five  jiounds,  Provincial  Ciurency  per 
annum,  for  the  current  year.  N.B. — His  former  a  ilary,  as  Messenger,  was  Fifty  pounds  per 
annum. 

February  22nil,  18-^7. — Tho  Reverend  Doctor  Strachan,  President,  of  King's  College,  com- 
municated to  the  Council  that,  in  reference  to  the  situation  of  tho  Otlicers  of  the  Institution, 
and  the  prospect  of  jta  speeilily  getting  into  actual  ojjeration,  and  the  necessity  of  active  measures 
being  iuiniediatelj'  taken  f(U'  the  eflccling  this  object,  he  had  thought  it  reasonabli!  to  express  to 
His  Excellency  th»>  Lieutenant  (lovernor.  Sir  Francis  Bond  Head,  his  desire  to  draw  his  apjx  int- 
ed  salarj',  as  PresitlLMit,  from  the  first  day  of  .January  last,  having  forcborne  any  applic.ilion 
hitherto,  in  con»e(pience  of  the  obstacles  which  hail  arisen  to  the  execution  of  tlu;  Cl);.rter.  and 
that  His  Excellency  had  been  pleased  to  a[»prove  of  this  suggestion,  which  he  had  ex])ressed.  It 
w;i»  ordered  in  Council,  That  the  President's  salary,  (Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  pounds,  Sterling, 
pef  annum.)  be  considered  as  accruing  from  the  first  day  January  last,  (IH.'i?),  and  ho  hereafter 
Mid  out  0/  the  funds  of  the  Institution,  uj)on  the  scale  established  by  His  Majesty's  (Jovorn- 
jmont,  as  ivotilied  in  a  Despatch  from  Earl  B»tliurst  to  His  Excellency  Sir  Pengrine  Maitland, 
dated  Doming  Street,  .March  2l8t,  1827.     (See  Pages  IG  and  IJOl  of  this  Volume,  ante.) 

AxWHst  I'tth,  lS.i7.  —  An  Order  in  Council,  was  passed,  directing  that  Mr.  Thomas  Young  be 
emj'loyed  as  Architect  for  the  proposed  Buildings,  at  the  rate  of  Two  Hundred  pounds 
Currency,  per  annum,  from  th>3  first  of  May  last,  when  ho  was  first  emi>loyeci  in  drawing  Plans 
au4  l>reparing  estimates  for  the  King's  College  Building. 

Fetiruarij  Sth,  ISSS. — An  Order  in  Council  was  passed, 'directing',that  the  salary  of  tho  Clerk, 
(Mr.  fieorge  Percival  Ilidout, )  be  One  Hundred  pounds.  Provincial  Currency,  per  aninun,  from 
the  period  of  his  being  first  employed. 

May  12th,  1S3S. — Upon  the  strong  recomnrendation  of  the  Bursir,  of  the  inadecpiacy  of 
the  salary  of  Mr.  Henry  Hawkins,  tho  Junior  Clerk,  for  the  very  elHciont  services  which  he  had 
zealously  rendered  for  upwards  of  three  years,  it  was  ordered  in  Council,  that  the  salary  of  Mr. 
Henry  Hawkins,  be  raised  from  Seventy-Five  to  One  Hundred  pounds.  Provincial  Currency, 
per  annum,  from  the  first  of  January  last,  (1838.) 

March  '21st,  ISJ!). — .An  Order  in  Council  was  passed  directing  that  the  sum  of  One  Hun- 
dred and  Fifty  pounils,  Provincial  Currency  each,  be  the  respective  salaries  of  the  Registrar  and 
Bursar,  to  commence  from  the  date  of  their  appointment.
